I am  writing  to  inform  you  of  my  resignation  from  the  Treasure  Island  Development 
Authority  board  effective  as  of  August  1,  2008. 

I have  served  on  the  TIDA  board  since  200 1 , appointed  by  former  Mayor  Willie  Brown 
and  reappointed  by  you.  I very  much  appreciate  your  confidence  in  my  ability  to 
execute  my  responsibilities  and  it  has  been  one  of  the  most  rewarding  experiences  I have 
had. 

Indeed,  I am  very  proud  of  what  has  been  achieved  under  my  stewardship  as  the 
President  of  the  TIDA  board  for  the  past  five  and  a half  year.  In  2001 , we  were  at  the 
beginning  of  the  development  process  and  there  was  no  plan.  In  December  of  2007,  we 
had  a plan  that  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors:  a redevelopment 
plan  that  preserves  almost  300  of  the  403  acres  as  open  space,  a housing  plan  that  has

Dear  Ms.  Mirian, 

This  year’s  certified  audit  requires  a little  more  context  than  last  as  a supplement  to  the  financial 
document  itself.  Two  events  which  had  a bearing  on  revenues  and  expenses  are: 

1.  As  a non-recurring  item,  54  units  were  transferred  from  our  sublease  to  the  Treasure 
Island  Homeless  Development  initiative  (TIHDI),  this  occurring  in  compliance  with 
original  agreements  between  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA),  the 
John  Stewart  Company  (JSCo)  and  TIHDI.  The  transfer  occurred  on  schedule  but  was 
expensive.  As  indicated  in  the  Notes  To  Financial  Statements  (page  6),  the  rehabilitation 
costs  approximated  $456,000  and  the  resulting  vacancy  loss  and  rent  concessions  cost 
approximately  $540,000.  The  former  is  reflected  in  Operating  Expenses  (page  3)  in  the 
category  of  “Landscaping,  disposal  and  other  maintenance  expenses”  and  the  latter  is 
reflected  in  Revenues  (page  3)  in  the  category  of  “Rental  Revenues,  net  of  vacancy”. 

The  upshot  is  that  TIHDI  has  received  54  units  broom  clean  on  which  about  $8,500  per 
unit  was  spent  on  various  combinations  of  appliances,  boilers,  roofs,  disposals,  cabinetry, 
interior  painting,  carpets,  and  the  like;  all  components  have  projected  useful  lives  of  at 
least  seven  years. 

2.  The  second  item  is  unfortunately  more  of  a recurring  phenomenon:  because  of  ongoing 
soil  remediation  by  the  Navy,  35  of  the  units  under  our  lease  were  adversely  affected. 
Thirteen  were  taken  offline  and  provided  moving  allowances,  with  the  balance  receiving 
rent  reductions  while  adjacent  work  was  occurring.  Although  this  is  not  reflected  in  the 
footnote,  we  estimate  that  the  effect  of  the  Navy’s  activity  translates  to  approximately 
$480,000. 

In  the  Statement  of  Operations,  (page  3)  under  the  category  of  “Operating  Expenses”,  it  should 
be  noted  that  there’s  been  a reduction  of  base  and  percentage  rent,  from  $7.8M  to  $6.4M  which 
is  due  principally  to  the  reduction  in  the  absolute  number  of  units  under  lease  (because  of  the 
TIHDI  transaction),  plus  the  loss  of  revenues  for  the  reasons  noted  above  on  which  percentage 
rent  is  based.

Utilities  increased  slightly,  reflecting  the  new  agreement  with  the  San  Francisco  PUC. 
Administrative  expenses  decreased  as  did  the  Navy  Common  Area  & Maintenance  charge. 


The  Possessory  Interest  Tax  and  the  insurance  expenses  line  item  deserves  culling  out.  As  you 
can  see,  it  increased  from  year-to-year,  from  $750,000  to  $807,000.  However,  for  the  year  2008, 
we  expect  a material  decrease  as  a result  of  Mike  Smith-Heimer’s  negotiations  on  your  behalf 
with  the  San  Francisco  Assessor’s  Office.  Although  we  do  not  have  the  new  assessor’s  tax  bills 
in  hand,  we  are  reasonably  confident  that  when  they  arrive  momentarily,  they  will  reflect  a 
decrease  of  over  $200,000  annually.  As  reflected  in  the  Statement  of  Cashflows  (page  4")  under 
the  category  of  “Funding  Possessory  Interest  Tax  Reserve”,  the  project  has  been  paying  about 
$300,000  a year;  we  will  expect  that  to  drop  to  a rate  of  around  $75,000  per  year.

1.  ACTIVITIES  REFLECTED  IN  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

The  John  Stewart  Company  (the  “Company”)  provides  management,  syndication, 
development,  marketing  and  consulting  services  to  a variety  of  real  estate  clients  located  in 
the  Greater  Bay  Area  and  Sacramento  regions  of  Northern  California,  and  the  Los  Angeles 
and  San  Diego  regions  of  Southern  California. 

On  March  17,  1999,  the  Company  signed  a sublease  with  the  Treasure  Island  Development 
Authority  (the  “Authority”  - the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco)  for  the  rehabilitation, 
marketing,  and  management  of  766  housing  units  resulting  from  the  closure  of  the  Treasure 
Island  Naval  Station  and  conversion  to  public  use.  The  accompanying  financial  statements 
and  the  supplemental  schedule  reflect  the  activities  of  the  Company  in  connection  with  the 
sublease. 

The  sublease  commenced  on  April  22,  1999,  and  originally  expired  seven  (7)  years 
thereafter.  Because  the  Navy,  the  Master  Landlord,  failed  to  issue  a Finding  of  Suitability  to 
Lease  (“FOSL”)  on  a timely  basis,  thirty-six  (36)  units  originally  scheduled  to  be  rehabilitated 
and  rented  remained  in  their  original  condition.  Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  sublease  as 
amended,  the  lease  was  extended  for  an  additional  year  thru  2007  and  a rent  reduction  of 
$162,000  applicable  to  2001  occurred.  There  was  a second  amendment  to  the  sublease  in 
2003  to  reflect  a one  time  development  fee  of  $42,560  for  worked  performed  on  some  delayed 
units.  A third  amendment  was  entered  into  in  2006  confirming  the  expiration  of  the  sublease 
on  April  17,  2007  and  extending  it  on  a month-to-month  basis  thereafter.  After  April  17, 
2007,  the  sublease  may  be  terminated  by  either  party  by  providing  a written  30  day  notice. 

Pursuant  to  the  third  amendment  of  the  lease  agreement,  54  of  the  Company’s  managed 
units  were  vacated,  rehabilitated  and  transferred  to  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless 
Development  Initiative  (TIHDI)  on  July  1,  2007.  Rehabilitation  costs  absorbed  by  the  Project 
aggregated  approximately  $456,000.  In  addition  to  rehabilitation  costs,  the  Project 
recognized  vacancy  loss  associated  with  transferring  tenants  from  the  54  units,  holding  the 
units  offline,  and  providing  rent  concessions,  all  of  which  totaled  of  approximately  $540,000. 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  lease,  the  Company  paid  the  Authority,  in  addition  to 
other  rents,  “In-kind  Rent”  by  transferring  title  to  all  improvements  and  renovations  the 
Company  made  to  the  units  it  rehabilitated,  as  they  were  completed.  For  accounting  purposes, 
however,  the  costs  of  all  improvements  and  renovations  were  capitalized  by  the  Company  and 
amortized  over  the  term  of  the  lease  as  extended.  In  consideration  for  paying  the  Authority 
in-kind  and  other  rents,  the  Company  was  entitled  to  fees  for  development,  marketing  and 
management  services  performed,  and  a share  of  net  rental  revenue.  Funds  to  pay  these 
expenses  were  obtained  from  the  Company’s  subleasing  of  the  766  rehabilitated  housing 
units.  Disbursements  from  monthly  Gross  Revenue  generated  during  2007  are  reflected  in  the 
supplemental  schedule  accompanying  these  financial  statements  and  reflect  the  following 
priorities:

Base  Rent  - Rent  is  paid  to  the  Authority  monthly  and  is  l/12th  of  an  annual  base ^rent. 
Annual  base  rent  is  $200,000  in  the  first  year  of  the  lease,  $400,000  in  years  two  and  three, 
$450  000  in  year  four,  and  $500,000  in  years  five  through  seven.  Annual  base  rent  was 
adjusted  in  years  three,  six,  and  seven  for  the  change  in  the  San  Francisco-OaMand-San 
Jose  consumer  price  index.  In  year  eight  and  nine  base  rent  was  likewise  adjusted  for  the 
change  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  consumer  price  index. 

Operating  Expenses  - These  expenses  are  paid  to  maintain,  market  and  manage  the 
property. 

Funding  Replacement  Reserve  - A deposit  in  the  amount  of  $20  per  rentable  unit  per 
month  until  the  replacement  reserve  reaches  $1,000  per  rentable  unit.  Insufficient  Gross 
Revenue  to  make  the  monthly  deposit  results  in  neither  accrual  nor  addition  to  the  ledger 
account.  Upon  expiration  of  the  lease,  the  balance  in  this  account  becomes  the  property  of 
the  Authority. 

Management  Fee  - The  Company  earns  three  percent  of  Gross  Revenues  to  a maximum  of 
$400  000  per  year  adjusted  annually,  from  the  initiation  of  the  lease,  for  the  change  m the 
San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  consumer  price  index.  The  management  fee  earned  in 
each  year  does  not  exceed  the  maximum  allowable. 


Percentage  Rent  - During  lease  years  one  (1)  through  five  (5)  Gross  Revenue  remaimng 
after  all  of  the  above  have  been  paid  is  allocated  ninety-three  percent  (93 /o)  to  the 
Authority  and  seven  percent  (7%)  to  the  Company.  In  lease  years  six  (6)  and  seven  (7)  the 
Authority  receives  ninety-four  percent  (94%)  and  ninety-five  percent  (95  A)  and  he 
Company  receives  six  percent  (6%)  and  five  percent  (5%),  respectively.  According  to  the 
First  Amendment  of  the  Sublease,  the  allocation  terms  applicable  to  years  one  (1)  though 
five  (5)  apply  for  the  duration  of  the  lease  relative  to  the  52  housing  units  on  Yerba  Buena 
Island.  In  lease  year  eight  and  nine,  the  Property  continued  to  pay  percentage  rent  based 
on  percentage  used  in  lease  year  seven. 


Bad  Debts  - Bad  debts  are  recognized  as  an  expense  in  the  supplemental  schedule  using 
the  direct  write  off  method  while  the  accompanying  financial  statements  reflect  a provision 
for  uncollectible  amounts  based  on  the  likelihood  that  collectibility  is  doubtful.

2.  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  financial  statements  of  The  John  Stewart  Company  relating  to  the  subtenancy  and 
management  of  Treasure  Island  have  been  prepared  on  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting. 
Significant  accounting  policies  are  described  below  to  enhance  the  usefulness  of  the  financial 
statements  to  the  reader. 

Allowance  for  Doubtful  Accounts  - The  allowance  for  doubtful  accounts  reflects 
management’s  best  estimate  of  probable  losses  inherent  in  the  accounts  receivable  balance. 
Management  primarily  determines  the  allowance  based  on  the  aging  of  accounts  receivable 
balances  and  historical  write-off  experience. 

Amortization  - Amortization  of  rehabilitation  costs  is  computed  by  dividing  total 
rehabilitation  costs  by  the  estimated  number  of  months  each  unit  will  produce  rent  and 
multiplying  by  the  number  of  months  each  unit  has  been  available  for  rent  during  the 
period.  Amortization  has  been  adjusted  to  reflect  the  extension  of  the  lease  term  discussed 
in  Note  1 from  seven  (7)  to  eight  (8)  years.  Annual  amortization  was  based  on  completion 
of  the  rehabilitation  of>ll  units  subject  to  the  lease,  including  amendments.  In  2003  the 
annual  amortization  estimate  was  reduced  by  $168,000  to  reflect  the  reduced  number  of 
units  anticipated  to  be  rehabilitated  and  the  extended  lease  period. 

Income  Taxes  - An  income  tax  provision  has  not  been  included  in  the  financial  statements 
since  the  Treasure  Island  sublease  activities  are  a segment  of  The  John  Stewart  Company, 
which  is  responsible  for  reporting  income  or  loss  on  its  tax  returns. 

Use  of  Estimates  - The  preparation  of  financial  statements  in  conformity  with  accounting 
principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America  requires  management  to 
make  estimates  and  assumptions  that  affect  certain  reported  amounts  and  disclosures. 
Accordingly,  actual  results  could  differ  from  those  estimates.

Bank  Balances  Exceeding  FDIC  Insurance  - Financial  instruments  that  potentially 
subject  the  Company  to  credit  risk  include  cash  on  deposit  with  a bank  which  generally  is  in 
excess  of  $100,000  insurance  limitation  of  the  United  States  Federal  Deposit  Insurance 
Corporation. 

Litigation  - In  the  normal  course  of  business,  the  Project  is  involved  with  matters  that 
result  in  litigation.

Dear  Mr.  Bahador: 

This  letter  should  serve  as  our  request  for  a reevaluation  of  the  possessory  interest 
assessment  for  the  Treasure  Isl'and/Yerba  Buena  Island  sublease  interest.  During  the 
past  year,  there  have  been  three  key  changes  in  the  sublease  agreement  for  real 
property  controlled  by  the  John  Stewart  Company  at  Treasure  Island.  These  include: 

1.  The  original  sublease  between  the  John  Stewart  Company  and  the  Treasure 
Island-Development  Authority  (TIDA)  expired  in  April  2007. 

You  should  have  the  sublease  in  your  files. 

2.  At  expiration,  TIDA  elected  to  extend  the  sublease  on  a month  to  month  tenancy 
going  forward  (under  the  same  conditions  as  the  original  agreement),  expiring 
when  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  siging  a Development  and 
Disposition  Agreement  (DDA)  with  the  prospective  developer. 

For  a variety  of  reasons  (summarized  from  the  Special  Meeting  Minutes  of  March 
22,  2006  of  TIDA),  particularly  given  the  relatively  short  duration  before  the  TIDA 
board  envisioned  a transfer  of  full  property  to  the  final  developer  of  the  property, 
as  well  as  their  belief  that  there  was  not  likely  to  be  a private  bidder  willing  to 
accept  the  shor/t  term  indeterminate  nature  of  the  extension,  they  felt  that  a 
competitive  bid  process  would  not  offer  any  meaningful  improvement  over  a short 
term  extension  of  the  current  sublease.  Moreover,  given  the  relatively  short 
duration  of  the  contract  (Jack  Sylvan,  Mayor’s  office  of  Base  Reuse  estimated  a 
DDA  would  be  signed  by  summer  of  2008,  as  outlined  in  the  minutes  attached  on 
page  5.  Based  on  these  statements,  it  is  anticipated  the  the  “effective”  term  of  the 
' sublease  extension  will  be  limited  to  two  years. 

3.  Removal  of  54  housing  units  from  the  John  Stewart  Company  sublease  in  July 
2007  (returned  to  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  (TIDHI)). 

As  part  of  the  original  sublease  agreement,  TIDA  had  “borrowed”  54  units  of 
housing  from  TIDHI  (in  return  for  TIDHI  receiving  a portion  of  the  net  revenue 
generated  by  these  units  to  TIDA).  On  July  1,  2007,  these  54  units  were 
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— removed  from  the  sublease,  leaving  a total  of  578  units_(a-decrease_from  632 
units) 

Each  of  these  actions  has  a significant  impact  on  the  valuation  of  the  possessory  interest 
that  for  the  sublease.  The  smaller  universe  of  units,  coupled  with  the  “temporary”  nature 
of  the  lease  extension,  combine  to  significantly  depreciate  the  value  anticipated  from 
ongoing  possession  of  the  sublease. 

Like  other  transactions  we  have  reviewed  with  you,  the  nature  of  the  sublease  offers 
some  unique  constraints  that  impact  valuation  -- 

a The  leasehold  transaction  executed  as  part  of  the  underlying  sublease  has 
several  ingredients  that  vary  from  “traditional  market  transactions.” 

o To  begin  with,  this  transaction  is  a constrained  leasehold;  it  does  not  carry 
full  property  rights  of  a fee  simple  transaction,  nor  even  those  of  a 
conventional  ground  lease.  Among  other  things,  the  underlying  lease  limits 
the  range  of  actions  the  owners  may  take  with  regard  to  the  leasehold  and 
the  property,  particularly  with  regard  to  setting  rents.  Individual  tenant 
lease  rates  are  set  “administratively,”  (all  rents  are  constrained  by  an 
approved  TIDA  rent  schedule). 

o Moreover,  the  revised  sublease  transaction  allows  TIDA  to  revoke  the 
sublease  with  minimal  notice  at  any  point  in  time.  Thus  our  rights  to  receive 
value  are.  short  term  (the  sublease  provisions  have  been  extended  on  a 
month-to-month  basis  and  will  be  terminated  at  the  anticipated  DDA  signing 
in.  summer  2008).  As  noted  in  the  TIDA  minutes  attached,  there  is  little  (if 
any)  marketplace  for  a month-to-month,  short  term  arrangement  as  outlined 
in  the  current  agreements.  The  underlying  assumption  of  value'to  be 
obtained  from  the  leasehold  should  thus  reflect  the  short  term  nature  and 
anticipated  termination  of  any  value  over  the  short  termtime. 

o In  addition,  the  goals  and  corporate  philosophy  of  the  developers  do  not 
follow  traditional  corporation  philosophy  - our  corporate  goals  extend 
beyond  “market  rate”  return  analysis;  explicitly  incorporating  social  goals  in 
their  investment  calculus.  This  is  not  to  indicate  that  we  do  not  expect  a 
return  for  their  activities;  rather,  our  underlying  calculus  in  evaluating 
developments  does  not  match  that  of  a market  transaction.  Thus,  our 
underlying  evaluation  calculus  varies  from  traditional  market  evaluations. 

Based  on  the  facts  enumerated  above  and  our  discussions  to  date,  the  most  reasonable 
approach  to  determine  the  “value”  of  the  sublease  (in  its  current  form)  would  be  to 
truncate  the  rights  under  the  sublease  at  the  end  of  2008  (since  the  city  “anticipates  it 
[the  DDA  that  marks  the  termination  of  the  sublease  agreement]  to  be  signed  in  the 
spring  or  summer  of  2008.”  Any  extension  of  value  beyond  this  period  is  contrary  to 
stated  city  goals  for  the  city’s  planned  permanent  use  of  the  property. 

As  before,  the  value  included  in  establishing  the  valuation  of  the  possessory  interest  of 
the  sublease  includes  100%  of  the  net  revenue  from  the  property  (net  of  the  normal 
operating  expenses  outlined  in  the  original  sublease  agreement).  In  essence,  tenants 
are  receiving  housing  services  from  the  units  they  occupy,  as  well  as  absorbing  their 
pro-rata  share  of  services  provided  to  the  units  (they  are  paying  their  share  of  garbage, 
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electricity,  water,  upkeep  on  the  units,  etc.).  Unlike  “private”  market  transactions,  the 
allowable  operating  expenses  for  the  Treasure  Island  sublease,  while  based  on  JSCo 
operating  costs,  accounting  for  these  costs  are  reported  to  TIDA,  a city  organization.  All 
expenses  related  to  unit  operations  indirectly  accrue  to  individual  units:  residents 
receive  a housing  unit  plus  their  rent  absorbs  their  prorata  share  of  costs  to  operate  and 
maintain  the  Treasure  island  Sublease  units  (reported  on  a monthly  basis  to  TIDA  and 
are  subject  to  annual  audit  by  City  staff). 

In  establishing  a valuation  estimate,  the  attached  spreadsheet  capitalizes  NOI  for  the 
first  year,  calculates  NOI  for  the  end  of  period  (assuming  a two  year  life  for  the 
transactions,  per  city  stated  timeline  for  execution  of  the  DDA  that  will  terminate  the 
sublease)  and  capital  this  NOI  to  obtain  a valuation  for  perpetuity  after  the  second  year. 
The  differential  in  value  is  the  value  attributable  to  the  intervening  two  year  lease  period. 

Based  on  operations  for  2007  and  2008  (budgeted),  the  attached  spreadsheet  outlines 
the  revised  valuation  for  the  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  Possessory  Interest 
(based  on  continued  operation  of  the  property  through  the  end  of  2008  with  a residual 
value  based  on  2009  budgeted  estimates  for  the  property. 

The  valuation  assumes  a capitalization  rate  of  7%  (we  have  excluded  possessory 
interest  tax  from  the  Net  Operating  Income  estimates),  and  a discounting  of  the 
reversion  value  for  two  years  (based  on  projected  reversion  at  the  end  of  2008). I

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ENVIRONMENTAL  PROGRAM 
The  Navy  developed  this  newsletter  to  update  the 
community  on  the  environmental  program  at 
former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (NAVSTA  TI). 
NAVSTA  TI  encompasses  both  Treasure  Island  (TI) 
and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (YBI).  The  Navy  established 
the  Installation  Restoration  (IR)  Program  in  1981  to 
investigate  and  cleanup  sites  under  the  Comprehen- 
sive Environmental  Response,  Compensation,  and 
Liability  Act  (CERCLA).  Environmental  investiga- 
tions and  cleanup  under  the  IR  Program  and  other 
programs  began  on  NAVSTA  TI  in  the  mid-  1980s  and 
continue  today.  The  Navy  has  identified  33  IR  sites 
on  TI  and  YBI  and  is  following  the  regulatory  pro- 
cess of  investigating  and  cleaning  up  each  open  site.

WHAT  IS  HAPPENING  IN  THE  HOUSING  AREA? 
The  Navy  and  their  contractor,  The  Shaw  Group  (Shaw),  continue 
the  Non-Time  Critical  Removal  Action  in  portions  of  the  TI  Hous- 
ing Area  (Site  12).  The  purpose  of  the  removal  action  is  to  exca- 
vate the  areas  mostly  behind  the  green  fences,  referred  to  as  the 
Solid  Waste 
Disposal  Areas 
(SWDA).  See 
map  at  right 
for  SWDA  lo- 
cations. The

these  areas  is  Excavated  Soil  Being  Loaded  for

lead  in  the  soil  resulting  from  lead-based  paint  and  old  construc- 
tion debris,  along  with  polychlorinated  biphenyls  (PCBs)  from  elec- 
trical and  hydraulic  equipment  fluids,  and  polycyclic  aromatic  hy- 
drocarbons (PAHs)  and  dioxins  from  incineration  of  debris.  Dur- 
ing the  removal  action,  the  Navy  is  also  scanning  the  soil  for  radio- 
logical detections,  as  per  the  recommendations  in  the  basewide 
Historical  Radiological  Assessment,  which  is  a document  that  was 
finalized  in  2005.  (The  Historical  Radiological  Assessment  can  be 
found  in  the  Information  Repositories.  See  page  6 for  locations.) 
Approximately  90  coin  size  items  containing  radium  have  been 
found  while  excavating  soil  within  the  SWDAs.  When  the  radio- 
logical items  are  found,  they  are  analyzed  for  radium  226  to  deter- 
mine the  level  of  contamination  and  shipped  off-site  for  disposal.

To  date,  roughly  28,000  tons  of  soil  have  been  removed  and  shipped 
off  the  island  during  this  removal  action.  There  are  about  3,500 
tons  stockpiled  on  a nearby  site  that  will  be  transported  off  site 
before  the  project  is  complete.  To  remove  the  soils,  the  Navy  may 
have  additional  road  closures  on  Perimeter  Road,  and  will  keep 
residents  updated  on  all  road  closure  schedules. 

Excavation  efforts  at  SWDAs  1207/1209  and  1231/1233  were  com- 
pleted in  November  2007  and  those  areas  have  been  restored  with 
new  groundcover,  sidewalks,  or  streets  as  applicable.  Although  the 
excavation  efforts  have  been  completed  in  these  areas  the  Navy 
will  be  conducting  additional  radiological  surveys  in  areas  imme- 
diately adjacent  to  SWDAs  1207/1209  and  1231/1233.  While  the 
SWDAs  were  well  defined  and  visible  in  historical  photos,  the  Navy 
is  using  these  extra  scans  to  verify  there  are  no  risks  to  residents. 
The  Navy  is  working  with  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority 
(TIDA)  and  the  John  Stewart  Company  to  determine  when  build- 
ings that  are  vacant  will  be  ready  to  reoccupy. 

The  Navy  began  work  in  SWDAs  A and  B in  November  2007,  and 
expects  to  complete  that  work,  and  the  remainder  of  the  project  in 
SWDAs  A and  B by  October  2008.  Additional  radiological  surveys 
will  also  be  conducted  in  areas  immediately  adjacent  to  SWDAs  A 
and  B.  Access  to  the  areas  at  the  northeast  corner  of  TI,  including 
the  boat  ramp  area,  could  be  affected  beyond  the  October  2008 
timeframe,  depending  on  when  all  of  the  contaminated  soil  in  bins 
is  transported  off  the  island.  The  Navy  expects  to  complete  the 
transport  of  all  contaminated  soil  by  November/December  2008. 

Also  of  note  in  the  Housing  Area  (Site  12)  is  the  arsenic  in  ground- 
water  study.  See  the  article  on  page  3 for  details. 

The  Navy  will  continue  to  keep  residents  informed  of  any  field 
work  updates  and  answer  any  questions  about  the  Housing  Area 
Non-Time  Critical  Removal  Action  activities.  If  you  have  any  com- 
ments or  questions,  please  contact  James  Sullivan  at  (619)  532-0966 
or  send  an  e-mail  to  james.b.sullivan2@navy.mil.

PROFILE:  CONTRACTOR  MARCIE  RASH 

Marcie  Rash  sat  down  with  the  Island  Times  recently  to  talk  about 
her  role  as  a consultant  to  the  NAVSTA  TI  Navy  team  and  to  talk 
about  the  plans  for  cleanup  and  what  has  been  done  so  far. 

Island  Times:  Marcie,  what  is  your  role  on  the  NAVSTA  TI 
project? 


Marcie:  My  role  on  the  team  is  the  Installation  Coordinator.  I 
strategize  with  the  Navy  Remedial  Project  Managers  and  other  con- 
sultants to  keep  the  environmental  program  moving  forward.  A 
key  part  of  this  role  is  to  maintain  and  regularly  update  a docu- 
ment called  the  Site  Management  Plan  (SMP)  that  contains  the 
schedule  and  path  forward  for  all  of  the  environmental  sites  and 
programs  at  NAVSTA  TI. 

Island  Times:  How  long  have  you  been  working  on  the  NAVSTA 
TI  project? 

Marcie:  I’ve  been  with  Tetra  Tech  EM  Inc.  since  1995.  I’ve  been 
working  on  the  NAVSTA  TI  project  since  early  2001. 

Island  Times:  Tell  us  more  about  the  SMP*.  How  is  that  docu- 
ment used,  and  is  it  something  that  the  general  public  would  ben- 
efit from  reading? 

Marcie:  The  SMP  could  be  called  the  encyclopedia  of  all  of  the 
environmental  sites  and  programs  at  NAVSTA  TI.  It  is  also  a key 
tool  in  helping  the  Navy  and  the  regulatory  agencies  prioritize  and 
plan  their  funding  and  is  updated  annually.  It  provides  general 
information  about  the  various  environmental  programs  and  spe- 
cific information  about  all  of  the  sites  such  as  history,  contami- 
nants of  concern,  and  current  status.  In  addition,  the  document 
contains  an  overall  schedule  that  is  the  basic  plan  to  complete  all 
environmental  work  and  closeout  the  various  sites  to  reach  the 
Navy’s  ultimate  goal  of  property  transfer.  It  probably  has  more 
detail  than  the  average  person  may  want,  but  it  is  a great  resource.

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| Island  Times:  So  how  far  has  cleanup  progressed  at  NAVSTA  TI, 
and  what  is  left  to  do? 

Marcie:  Well,  that  is  a big  question.  Generally,  most  of  the  sites  at 
TI  are  defined  under  the  regulatory  process  referred  to  as  CERCLA 
(the  Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation,  and 
Liability  Act).  Of  the  CERCLA  sites  on  NAVSTA  TI,  eight  have  been 
closed,  and  two  have  had  what  are  called  interim  removal  actions. 
The  majority  of  the  open  CERCLA  sites  are  through  the  investiga- 
tion stages  and  are  now  in  the  reporting  stage.  The  other  major 
program  is  the  petroleum  program.  Eight  of  the  nine  petroleum 
sites  have  received  regulatory  closure  approval.  Other  smaller 
programs  such  as  the  radiological  program  and  PCB  program  (see 
PCB  article  on  page  5),  the  Navy  is  close  to  wrapping  up  either  the 
investigation  surveys  or  remediation  this  year.  Overall,  the  Navy 
with  the  help  of  the  BCT  (Base  Realignment  and  Closure  [BRAC] 
Cleanup  Team)  has  made  a lot  of  progress. 

Island  Times:  So  how  much  is  left  to  do  to  complete  cleanup? 
Marcie:  The  ultimate  goal  is  site  closeout  for  each  site  and  clo- 
sure of  all  of  the  programs.  With  the  exception  of  some  property 
that  is  being  used  by  California  Department  of  Transportation 
(Caltrans)  for  the  new  bridge,  the  schedule  wraps  up  around  2013. 
That  does  not  take  into  account  long-term  monitoring  on  a few 
sites,  or  the  possibility  of  any  early  transfer  to  the  City  of  San 
I Francisco.  But  early  transfer  is  a whole  other  topic  for  a whole 
other  article! 

Island  Times:  What  do  you  like  best  about  working  on  the 
NAVSTA  TI  project? 

Marcie:  I really  like  the  diversity  of  the  project.  It’s  really  several 
projects  in  one,  which  keeps  it  interesting.  The  types  of  environ- 
mental sites  and  means  of  cleanup  vary,  there  are  many  different 
people  on  the  project  that  I interact  with,  and  everyone  works  very 
hard  to  keep  things  moving  forward.  I also  really  enjoy  the  oppor- 
tunity to  work  on  a project  in  the  city  I five  in;  I can  literally  look 
out  the  window  from  my  office  and  see  TI  across  the  bay:  I have 
also  enjoyed  being  exposed  to  the  future  use  of  TI  and  seeing  how 
the  City  of  San  Francisco  is  considering  sustainability  in  their 
redevelopment  plans.  I’m  committed  to  protecting  the  environ- 
ment and  enjoy  working  on  a project  where  I get  to  see  environ- 
mental progress  made. 

Island  Times:  Where  did  you  go  to  school  and  what  did  you 
study? 

Marcie:  I have  a B.S.  in  Geosciences  from  the  University  of  Ari- 
zona. Right  now,  I am  a candidate  for  a Master  of  Business  Admin- 
istration (MBA)  in  sustainable  enterprises  at  Dominican  Univer- 
sity in  San  Rafael.

NEW  TECHNOLOGY:  ARSENIC  IN 
GROUNDWATER  STUDY 

The  Navy  and  their  contractors  recently  completed  a bench-scale 
study  to  treat  arsenic  in  groundwater  at  a specific  area  in  Site  12, 
the  Housing  Area,  near  the  corner  of  Westside  Drive  and  Gateview 
Avenue  (see  map  on  page  4).  A bench-scale  study  refers  to  a tech- 
nology that  is  tried  first  in  the  laboratory,  on  a laboratory  bench, 
before  it  is  used  in  the  field.  If  the  bench-scale  study  is  successful, 
a pilot  study  is  done.  A pilot  study  is  the  small  field  study  that 
follows  a successful  bench-scale  study.  If  successful,  a pilot  study  is 
done. 

The  goal  of  the  project  is  to  reduce  the  concentrations  of  dissolved 
arsenic  in  groundwater  to  prevent  movement  of  contaminated 
water  into  San  Francisco  Bay.  ( Note  that  groundwater  at  NAVSTA 
TI  is  never  used  for  drinking  water.  Drinking  water  comes  from 
the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  is  transported  via  a pipeline  on  the 
Bay  Bridge.)  The  arsenic  is  naturally  occurring  in  the  soil,  and  is 
very  common  in  the  Bay  Area.  However,  there  is  residual  petro- 
leum hydrocarbon  contamination  in  the  soil  and  groundwater  in 
this  area.  There  are  microorganisms  that  feed  on  the  petroleum 
contamination  in  the  soil.  As  they  feed  on  the  petroleum  hydro- 
carbons, they  go  through  different  metabolic  processes,  turning

the  contamination  into  carbon  dioxide.  As  the  microorganisms 
consume  the  petroleum  hydrocarbons,  they  also  consume  all  of 
the  oxygen  in  the  groundwater.  A side  effect  is  that  naturally  oc- 
curring arsenic  in  soil  may  be  mobilized  into  the  groundwater. 
The  treatment  being  tested  should  prevent  the  arsenic  from  dis- 
solving into  the  water  and  becoming  mobile  while  also  addressing 
the  remainder  of  the  petroleum  contamination. 

For  the  bench-scale  study,  in  the  laboratory,  technicians  used  soil 
from  the  actual  site  to  test  a treatment  technology  referred  to  as 
“air  sparging,”  which  is  the  injection  of  air  directly  into  the  ground- 
water.  There  were  three  alternatives  in  the  study:  a control  group, 
and  two  different  treatment  technologies  using  oxygen  and  differ- 
ent nutrients.  Overall,  the  technicians  found  that  a thorough  dis- 
tribution of  oxygen  through  the  soil  was  the  key  to  reducing  the 
mobility  of  the  arsenic  while  treating  the  petroleum.  The  petro- 
leum itself  is  being  treated  by  microorganisms  that  digest  the  pe- 
troleum, reducing  it  to  a non-contaminated  state;  this  is  called 
aerobic  respiration.  By  day  20  of  the  test,  the  arsenic  had  reduced 
by  40  percent. 


Westside  Drive  Arsenic  in  Groundwater  Pilot  Study  Area 


A report  on  the  bench-scale  study  can  be  found  in  a document 
detailing  the  plans  for  the  next  phase  of  the  study.  That  document 
is  the  Site  12  Work  Plan  for  Arsenic  in  Groundwater  Pilot  Study, 
and  is  available  in  the  Information  Repositories.  The  report  con- 
cludes that  the  air  sparging  treatment  used  in  the  bench-scale  study 
should  be  used  in  the  field  during  the  pilot  study  and  is  expected  to 
have  good  results.  The  pilot  study  that  will  be  conducted  in  the 
Housing  Area  (Site  12)  is  expected  to  start  in  August/September 
2008. 

COMMUNITY  RELATIONS  PLAN 
As  we  mentioned  in  Volume  13  of  the  Island  Times,  the  Navy  has 
updated  the  Community  Relations  Plan  (CRP).  Thank  you  to  those 
who  participated.  The  Navy  held  23  interviews  with  people  repre- 
senting various  interests  in  the  community.  The  CRP  document 
has  been  finalized  and  can  be  found  in  the  Information  Reposito- 
ries. (See  page  6 for  locations.) 

The  CRP  is  a document  that  can  be  pulled  off  the  shelf  at  any  time 
and  referenced  to  find  out  about  the  community,  their  general 
concerns  and  interests,  the  best  ways  to  keep  people  informed,  and 
to  make  sure  all  regulatory  requirements  related  to  community 
relations  are  being  met.

THE  NAVY’S  PCB  PROGRAM 

; The  Navy  has  several  programs  that  deal  with  specific  contami- 
| nants  of  concern  at  NAVSTA  TI,  including  one  for  polychlorinated 

' biphenyls  or  PCBs.  PCBs  were  commonly  used  in  high-voltage 

electric  transformers  and  other  types  of  electrical  equipment  as  a 
| coolant,  but  are  no  longer  used,  and  have  not  been  manufactured 
|Ain  the  United  States  since  1977.  (PCBs  are  also  dealt  with  in  the  IR 
* Program  if  the  PCBs  are  a part  of  other  contamination,  such  as  at 
I Site  12.)  Recently  the  Navy  issued  the  Final  PCB  Summary  Report 
| (Phase  I and  II),  detailing  the  investigations  of  areas  surrounding 
transformers  and  electrical  equipment  that  might  have  contained 
oil  with  PCBs  and  making  recommendations  for  remedies  for  sev- 
eral transformer  areas.  This  article  presents  a few  highlights  from 
the  PCB  program  and  the  work  that  was  recently  completed. 

Beginning  in  the  1980s,  the  Navy  removed  21  electrical  transform- 
ers that  contained  PCBs.  In  1996,  another  eight  PCB-containing 
transformers  were  removed,  and  today  there  are  no  transformers 
on  NAVSTA  TI  with  PCBs.  In  2003,  the  Navy  reviewed  several  docu- 
ments to  identify  areas  where  transformers  (that  may  have  con- 
tained oil  with  PCBs)  were  or  are  located  on  both  TI  and  YBI. 
Based  on  that  review,  the  Navy  did  two  phases  of  investigation  of 
soil  and  concrete  at  each  location  identified  as  either  an  area  where 
a transformer  was  currently  located,  or  had  historically  been  lo- 
cated. The  goal  was  to  determine  if  there  are  any  PCBs  remaining, 
and  if  so,  determine  what  remedy  might  be  necessary.  The  first 
phase  of  the  investigation  focused  on  areas  that  were  part  of  the 
2006  transfer  documents,  and  the  second  phase  focused  on  the 
remaining  areas  of  NAVSTA  TI. 

The  January  2008  Final  PCB  Summary  Report  documented  the 
\W  results  from  the  two  phases  of  investigation  and  concluded  that 


eight  locations  needed  further  sampling  or  a remedy.  A copy  of  the 
final  report  can  be  found  in  the  Information  Repositories.  (See 
page  6 for  locations).  Additional  soil  and/or  concrete  samples 
were  collected  at  the  locations  listed  on  the  figure  below.  Results  of 
investigations  indicated  that  electrical  vault  rooms  within  Build- 
ings 1,3,  and  180  on  TI  and  Building  240  on  YBI  required  remediation. 
Two  layers  of  an  epoxy  encapsulant  were  painted  on  the  floors  to 
seal  any  PCBs  remaining  in  the  concrete.  (See  photos  below) 

Later,  additional  activities  were  performed  that  included  soil  in- 
vestigations at  one  transformer  location  and  soil  removals  at  three 
of  the  locations  on  TI.  Results  of  the  soil  investigation  indicated  no 
further  investigation  was  required,  and  soil  was  removed  in  three 
transformer  areas  until  the  area  met  the  cleanup  goal  or  until  the 
digging  reached  concrete  fixtures  (such  as  utility  vaults)  below 
ground.  A PCB  Field  Activity  Report  will  document  this  work. 
With  the  issuance  of  the  Final  PCB  Summary  Report  (Phase  I and 
II),  and  subsequent  investigation  and  remediation,  the  basewide 
PCB  program  at  NAVSTA  TI  is  completed. 
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CHECK  OUT  THE  RESTORATION 
ADVISORY  BOARD 

The  RAB  is  composed  of  members  of  the  community  who  work 
with  the  Navy  and  regulatory  agencies  to  provide  input  on  the 
environmental  restoration  of  NAVSTA  TI.  Regular  meetings  are 
held  to  discuss  the  progress  of  the  Environmental  Cleanup  Pro- 
gram. It  is  a great  opportunity  to  find  out  what  is  going  on 
and  to  have  your  voice  heard.  Residents  or  community  mem- 
bers regularly  drop  in  to  hear  the  latest  news  or  ask  questions.  All 
RAB  meetings  are  public  meetings.  Everyone  is  welcome! 


RAB  meetings  are  held  at  7:00  p.m.  on  the 
third  Tuesday  of  every  other  month  at  the 
Casa  de  la  Vista  on  TI  and  are  open  to  everyone. 

The  remaining  RAB  meetings  in  2008  are 
currently  scheduled  for  August  19,  October  21, 
and  December  16.  For  more  information, 
contact  James  Sullivan  at  (619)  532-0966  or 
send  an  e-mail  to  iames.b.sullivan2@navy.mil.

Dear  Treasure  Island  Resident: 


It  has  been  seven  years  since  the  terrorist  attack  in  New  York  City  on  September  1 1,  2001 . Law 
enforcement  agencies  have  had  to  assess  their  ability  to  cope  with  major  disasters  and  the  potential  for 
widespread  destruction.  As  we  learned  from  Hurricane  Katrina,  assistance  from  federal  agencies  will  be 
delayed;  local  governments  and  law  enforcement  agencies  must  be  capable  of  standing  on  their  own  for 
48  to  72  hours  before  additional  resources  begin  to  flow  into  the  area. 

In  order  to  remain  vigilant  in  the  face  of  terrorist  threats,  protect  the  people  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  further  prepare  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Sheriffs  Department,  San 
Francisco  Police  Department,  and  other  law  enforcement  agencies  a training  event  is  scheduled  to  take 
place  in  Alameda  County  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  from  Friday,  September  12,  2008, 
through  Monday,  September  15,  2008.  The  event  is  called  Urban  Shield  which  is  a unique  training  event 
intended  to  utilize  the  National  Incident  Management  System  to  coordinate  and  manage  a large  scale 
exercise  involving  law  enforcement  Special  Response  Teams. 

During  the  exercise,  Treasure  Island  will  have  continuous  activities  involving  simulated  real-life 
scenarios.  This  activity  will  include  exercises  that  simulate  night-time  shooting  and  sound-light 
diversionary  devices  being  set  off  during  late  night  and  early  morning  hours.  All  exercise  activity  will  be 
limited  to  two  commercial  facilities  outside  of  the  residential  area.  The  event  will  conclude  operations  on 
Monday  morning,  September  15,  2008,  at  8:00  a.m. 

I ask  for  your  understanding  and  patience  during  this  training  exercise.  It  will  allow  the  San 
Francisco  Sheriffs  Department  to  ensure  that  our  personnel  are  operationally  competent,  trained  to  our 
response  plans,  identify  areas  that  need  improvement,  and  further  enhance  our  ability  to  protect  our 
community.

Permitted  Use 

2.  PREMISES 

2.1.  Subleased  Premises.  Subject  to  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease, 
Sublandlord  subleases  to  Subtenant  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  have  the  non-exclusive  right 
to  use,  together  with  other  subtenants  in  the  Facility,  the  lobbies,  corridors,  elevators,  stairways 
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and  other  public  areas  of  the  Facility  and  the  Property  (collectively,  the  "Common  Areas"),  and 
the  non-exclusive  right  of  access  to  and  from  the  Premises  by  the  main  entrances  to  the  Facility 
and  the  Property. 

In  the  event  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  space  outside  the  Premises  without  the  prior 
written  consent  of  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area"),  then  upon  written  notice  from 
Sublandlord  ("Notice  to  Vacate"),  Subtenant  shall  immediately  vacate  such  Encroachment  Area 
and  pay  as  additional  rent  for  each  day  Subtenant  used,  occupied,  uses  or  occupies  such 
Encroachment  Area,  an  amount  equal  to  the  rentable  square  footage  of  the  Encroachment  Area, 
multiplied  by  the  higher  of  the  (a)  highest  rental  rate  then  approved  by  Sublandlord's  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  Premises  or  the  Facility,  or  (b)  then  current  fair  market  rent  for  such 
Encroachment  Area,  as  reasonably  determined  by  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area 
Charge").  If  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  such  Encroachment  Area  for  a fractional  month,  then  the 
Encroachment  Area  Charge  for  such  period  shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

In  no  event  shall  acceptance  by  Sublandlord  of  the  Encroachment  Area  Charge  be  deemed  a 
consent  by  Sublandlord  to  the  use  or  occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  by  Subtenant  or  a 
waiver  (or  be  deemed  as  waiver)  by  Sublandlord  of  any  and  all  other  rights  and  remedies  of 
Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease  (including  Subtenant's  obligation  to  indemnify,  defend  and  hold 
Sublandlord  harmless  as  set  forth  in  the  last  paragraph  of  this  Section  2.1),  at  law  or  in  equity. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  amount,  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional 
rent,  an  amount  equaling  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  upon  delivery  of  the  initial  Notice  to 
Vacate  plus  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area.  In  the  event 
Sublandlord  determines  during  subsequent  inspection(s)  that  Subtenant  has  failed  to  vacate  the 
Encroachment  Area,  then  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional  rent,  an  amount 
equaling  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  for  each  additional  Notice  to  Vacate,  if  applicable, 
delivered  by  Sublandlord  to  Subtenant  following  each  inspection.  The  parties  agree  that  the 
charges  associated  with  each  inspection  of  the  Encroachment  Area,  delivery  of  each  Notice  to 
Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area  represent  a fair  and  reasonable  estimate  of  the 
administrative  cost  and  expense  which  Sublandlord  will  incur  by  reason  of  Sublandlord's 
inspection  of  the  Premises,  issuance  of  each  Notice  to  Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment 
Area.  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  applicable  Notice  to  Vacate  and  Sublandlord's  right 
to  impose  the  foregoing  charges  shall  be  in  addition  to  and  not  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  other  rights 
and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease,  at  law  or  in  equity.  The  amounts  set  forth  in 
this  Section  2.1  shall  be  due  within  three  (3)  business  days  following  the  applicable  Notice  to 
Vacate  and/or  separate  invoice  relating  to  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the 
Encroachment  Area. 

In  addition  to  the  rights  and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  as  set  forth  in  the  immediately 
foregoing  two  paragraphs  of  this  Section  2.1,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  indemnity  and 
exculpation  provision  set  forth  in  Section  16  below  shall  also  apply  to  Subtenant's  use  and 
occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  as  if  the  Premises  originally  included  the  Encroachment 
Area,  and  Subtenant  shall  additionally  indemnify,  defend  and  hold  Sublandlord  harmless  from 
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and  against  any  and  all  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  delay  by  Subtenant  in  so  surrendering  the 
Encroachment  Area  including,  without  limitation,  any  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  any  claims 
against  Sublandlord  made  by  any  tenant  or  prospective  tenant  founded  on  or  resulting  from  such 
delay  and  losses  to  Sublandlord  due  to  lost  opportunities  to  lease  any  portion  of  the 
Encroachment  Area  to  any  such  tenant  or  prospective  tenant,  together  with,  in  each  case,  actual 
attorneys’  fees  and  costs. 

By  placing  their  initials  below,  each  party  specifically  confirms  the  accuracy  of  the 
statements  made  in  this  Section  2.1  and  the  reasonableness  of  the  amount  of  the  charges 
described  in  this  Section  2.1.

2.2.  As  Is  Condition  of  Premises. 


(a)  Inspection  of  Premises.  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  Subtenant  has  conducted 
a thorough  and  diligent  inspection  and  investigation,  either  independently  or  through  its  officers, 
directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and  contractors,  and  their 
respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of  them  (“Subtenant's 
Agents”),  of  the  Premises  and  the  suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 
Subtenant  is  fully  aware  of  the  needs  of  its  operations  and  has  determined,  based  solely  on  its 
own  investigation,  that  the  Premises  are  suitable  for  its  operations  and  intended  uses.  As  part  of 
its  inspection  of  the  Premises,  Subtenant  acknowledges  its  receipt  and  review  of  the  Seismic 
Report  referenced  in  Section  2.2(c)  below  and  the  Joint  Inspection  Report  referenced  in  Section  6 
of  the  Master  Lease. 

(b)  As  Is;  Disclaimer  of  Representations.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the 
Premises  are  being  subleased  and  accepted  in  their  "AS  IS,  WITH  ALL  FAULTS"  condition, 
without  representation  or  warranty  of  any  kind,  and  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  statutes, 
ordinances,  resolutions,  regulations,  proclamations,  orders  or  decrees  of  any  municipal,  county, 
state  or  federal  government  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over 
the  Premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  currently  in  effect  or  adopted  in  the  future  and 
whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  Parties,  including  without  limitation  the  orders  and 
citations  of  any  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over  life  and  safety  issues  concerning  the 
Premises  governing  the  use,  occupancy,  management,  operation  and  possession  of  the  Premises 
(“Laws”).  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  this  Sublease  is  made  subject  to  any  and  all  covenants, 
conditions,  restrictions,  easements  and  other  title  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  whether  or  not  of  record.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  neither  Sublandlord, 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (“City”),  nor  any  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  or  contractors,  or  their  respective  heirs,  legal 
representatives,  successors  and  assigns  (“Sublandlord’s  Agents”)  have  made,  and  Sublandlord 
hereby  disclaims,  any  representations  or  warranties,  express  or  implied,  concerning  (i)  title  or 
survey  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  (ii)  the  physical,  geological,  seismological  or 
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environmental  condition  of  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  matters  described  in 
the  Seismic  Report  (as  defined  below),  (iii)  the  quality,  nature  or  adequacy  of  any  utilities  serving 
the  Premises,  (iv)  the  feasibility,  cost  or  legality  of  constructing  any  Alterations  on  the  Premises 
if  required  for  Subtenant's  use  and  permitted  under  this  Sublease,  (v)  the  safety  of  the  Premises, 
whether  for  the  use  by  Subtenant  or  any  other  person,  including  Subtenant’s  Agents  or 
Subtenant’s  clients,  customers,  vendors,  invitees,  guests,  members,  licensees,  assignees  or 
subtenants  (“Subtenant’s  Invitees”),  or  (vi)  any  other  matter  whatsoever  relating  to  the  Premises 
or  their  use,  including,  without  limitation,  any  implied  warranties  of  merchantability  or  fitness 
for  a particular  purpose. 

(c)  Seismic  Report.  Without  limiting  Section  2.2(b)  above,  Subtenant  expressly 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that  it  received  and  read  that  certain  report  dated 
August  1995,  entitled  “ Treasure  Island  Reuse  Plan:  Physical  Characteristics,  Building  and 
Infrastructure  Conditions,  ” prepared  for  the  Office  of  Military  Base  Conversion,  Department  of 
City  Planning,  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Seismic  Report”),  a copy  of  the  cover  page  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C.  Subtenant 
has  had  an  adequate  opportunity  to  review  the  Seismic  Report  with  expert  consultants  of  its  own 
choosing.  The  Seismic  Report,  among  other  matters,  describes  the  conditions  of  the  soils  of  the 
Property  and  points  out  that  in  the  area  of  the  Property  where  the  Premises  are  located,  an 
earthquake  of  magnitude  7 or  greater  is  likely  to  cause  the  ground  under  and  around  the  Premises 
to  spread  laterally  to  a distance  of  ten  (10)  or  more  feet  and/or  result  in  other  risks.  In  that  event, 
there  is  a significant  risk  that  any  structures  or  improvements  located  on  or  about  the  Premises, 
may  fail  structurally  and  collapse. 

3.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  MASTER  LEASE 

3.1.  Incorporation  by  Reference.  All  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Master  Lease  are 
hereby  incorporated  by  reference  into  this  Sublease  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

3.2.  Performance  of  Master  Landlord's  Obligations.  Sublandlord  does  not  assume  the 
obligations  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease.  With  respect  to  work,  services,  repairs, 
restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  other 
obligations  required  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease,  Sublandlord's  sole  obligation 
with  respect  thereto  shall  be  to  request  the  same,  on  request  in  writing  by  Subtenant,  and  to  use 
reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  the  same  from  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  shall  cooperate  with 
Sublandlord  as  may  be  required  to  obtain  from  Master  Landlord  any  such  work,  services,  repairs, 
repainting,  restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  of 
Master  Landlord's  obligations  under  the  Master  Lease. 

3.3.  Conflict.  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Sublease  conflict  with  any  portion  of  the  Master 
Lease  as  incorporated  herein,  then  the  terms  of  the  Master  Lease  shall  govern. 

3.4.  Compliance  with  Master  Lease.  Subtenant  shall  not  do  or  permit  to  be  done  anything

which  would  constitute  a violation  or  a breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  provisions  of  the 
Master  Lease  or  which  would  cause  the  Master  Lease  to  be  terminated  or  forfeited  by  \irtue  of 
any  rights  of  termination  reserved  by  or  vested  in  the  Master  Landlord. 


4.  TERM 

4.1.  Term  of  Sublease.  The  term  of  this  Sublease  (the  "Term")  shall  commence  on  the 
Commencement  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  and  expire  on  the  Expiration 
Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  unless  sooner  terminated  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  this  Sublease. 

4.2.  Effective  Date.  This  Sublease  shall  become  effective  on  the  date  (the  "Effective  Date") 
upon  the  later  of  (i)  the  Parties'  execution  and  deliver}'  of  this  Sublease,  (ii)  Sublandlord's  Board 
of  Director's  approval  of  this  Sublease  at  a duly  noticed  meeting,  if  such  approval  is  required,  or 
(iii)  the  Commencement  Date. 

4.3.  Automatic  Termination.  If  the  Master  Lease  terminates  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  this 
Sublease  shall  automaticall}'  terminate  and  the  Parties  shall  thereafter  be  relieved  from  all 
liabilities  and  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  except  for  liabilities  and  obligations  which 
expressly  survive  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has 
reviewed  the  Master  Lease,  is  aware  of  the  circumstances  upon  which  the  Master  Lease  may  be 
terminated  and  hereby  assumes  all  risks  associated  with  the  automatic  termination  of  this 
Sublease  because  of  the  termination  of  the  Master  Lease. 

4.4.  Termination  bv  Sublandlord.  Subtenant’s  period  of  occupancy  of  the  Premises  is 
subject  to  Sublandlord's  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  as  provided  herein  at  such  time  as 
Sublandlord  determines,  in  its  sole  discretion,  that  the  Premises  are  needed  in  connection  with  a 
Sublandlord  program  or  project.  As  used  herein.  "Sublandlord  program  or  project"  shall  mean 
an}'  development  or  renovation,  by  public  and  or  private  parties,  of  the  building  or  land  in  or  on 
which  the  Premises  are  located.  In  the  event  of  any  such  development  or  renovation, 

Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  without  liability  or  expense  upon 
delivery  to  Subtenant  of  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice  of  such  termination.  Subtenant 
agrees  and  shall  be  required  to  surrender  possession  of  the  Premises  by  the  end  of  such  thirty  (30) 
day  period. 

4.5.  No  Relocation  Assistance:  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not 
be  a displaced  person  as  that  term  is  defined  under  the  California  Government  Code  Section 
7260  et  seq.  ("California  Relocation  Act")  and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real 
Properly  Policies  Act  42  U.S.  C.  4601  et  seq.  ("URA"),  and  that  Subtenant  will  not  be  entitled  to 
any  relocation  benefits  provided  under  the  California  Relocation  Act  and  the  URA,  including  any 
moving  expenses,  reimbursement  for  costs  associated  with  increased  rent,  loss  of  goodwill  or 
other  costs  related  to  the  termination  of  Subtenant's  Lease  and  Subtenant's  relocation  from  the 
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Premises.  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all 
claims  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue,  Sublandlord,  its  departments,  commissions,  officers, 
directors  and  employees,  agents,  contractors  and  successors  and  assigns  and  all  persons  acting  by, 
through  or  under  each  of  them,  under  any  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all  claims 
for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  Sublandlord  under  federal  and  state  relocation 
assistance  laws  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  California  Government  Code  Section  7260,  et  seq., 
and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.C. 
4601,  et  seq.). 

Initials:  Subtenant 

5.  RENT 

5.1.  Base  Rent.  Throughout  the  Term,  beginning  on  the  Commencement  Date,  Subtenant 
shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  Base  Rent  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information. 
Base  Rent  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  without  prior  demand  and  without  any  deduction,  setoff, 
or  counterclaim  whatsoever.  Base  Rent  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
in  advance,  at  the  Notice  Address  of  Sublandlord  provided  in  Section  21.1  hereof  or  such  other 
place  as  Sublandlord  may  designate  in  writing.  If  the  Commencement  Date  occurs  on  a date 
other  than  the  first  day  of  a calendar  month,  or  the  Sublease  terminates  on  a day  other  than  the 
last  day  of  a calendar  month,  then  the  monthly  payment  of  Base  Rent  for  such  fractional  month 
shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

5.2.  Adjustments  in  Base  Rent.  If  this  Sublease  has  not  been  terminated,  then  on  each  Rent 
Adjustment  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  the  Base  Rent  shall  be  increased  by 
the  Rent  Increase  Percentage  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease  Information. 

5.3.  Additional  Charges.  In  addition  to  Base  Rent,  Subtenant  shall  pay  all  other  charges 
related  to  the  Premises  otherwise  payable  by  Subtenant  to  Sublandlord  hereunder,  including, 
without  limitation,  all  late  charges  and  default  interest  attributable  to  late  payments  and/or 
defaults  of  Subtenant  hereunder,  all  utility  charges,  and  any  amounts  other  than  Base  Rent  that 
shall  become  due  and  payable  by  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  (together,  the  “Additional 
Charges”).  Together,  Base  Rent  and  Additional  Charges  shall  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the 
“Rent”. 


5.4.  Late  Charge.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  pay  any  Rent  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  the 
same  is  due  and  payable,  such  unpaid  amount  will  be  subject  to  a late  payment  charge  equal  to 
six  percent  (6%)  of  the  unpaid  amount  in  each  instance.  The  late  payment  charge  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant,  after  negotiation,  as  a reasonable  estimate  of  the 
additional  administrative  costs  and  detriment  that  Sublandlord  will  incur  as  a result  of  any  such 
failure  by  Subtenant,  the  actual  costs  thereof  being  extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
determine.  The  late  payment  charge  constitutes  liquidated  damages  to  compensate  Sublandlord 
for  its  damages  resulting  from  such  failure  to  pay  and  Subtenant  shall  promptly  pay  such  charge 
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to  Sublandlord  together  with  such  unpaid  amount. 


5.5.  Default  Interest.  If  any  Rent  is  not  paid  within  ten  (10)  days  following  the  due  date, 
such  unpaid  amount  shall  bear  interest  from  the  due  date  until  paid  at  the  rate  of  ten  percent 
(10%)  per  year.  However,  interest  shall  not  be  payable  on  late  charges  incurred  by  Subtenant  nor 
on  any  amounts  on  which  late  charges  are  paid  by  Subtenant  to  the  extent  this  interest  would 
cause  the  total  interest  to  be  in  excess  of  that  which  an  individual  is  lawfully  permitted  to  charge. 
Payment  of  interest  shall  not  excuse  or  cure  any  default  by  Subtenant. 

6.  TAXES,  ASSESSMENTS  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES 

6.1.  Taxes  and  Assessments,  Licenses,  Permit  Fees  and  Liens. 

(a)  Payment  Responsibility.  Subtenant  shall  pay  any  and  all  real  and  personal  property 
taxes,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  possessory  interest  taxes,  general  and  special  assessments, 
excises,  licenses,  permit  fees  and  other  charges  and  impositions  of  every  description  levied  on  or 
assessed  against  the  Premises,  any  Alterations,  Subtenant's  Personal  Property,  or  Subtenant's  use 
of  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations  during  the  Term.  Subtenant  shall  make  all  such  payments 
directly  to  the  charging  authority  when  due  and  payable  and  at  least  ten  ( 1 0)  days  prior  to 
delinquency.  However,  with  respect  to  real  property  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  or  assessed 
against  the  Premises  for  which  Sublandlord  receives  the  tax  bill  directly  from  the  taxing 
authority,  Subtenant  shall  reimburse  Sublandlord  for  payment  of  such  sums  immediately  upon 
demand. 

(b)  Taxability  of  Possessory  Interest.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  recognizes 
and  agrees  that  this  Sublease  may  create  a possessory  interest  subject  to  property  taxation  and 
that  Subtenant  may  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  property  taxes  levied  on  such  interest. 

(c)  No  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  not  allow  or  suffer  a lien  for  any  taxes  payable  by  Subtenant 
hereunder  to  be  imposed  upon  the  Premises  or  upon  any  equipment  or  other  property  located 
thereon  without  discharging  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  in  no  event  subsequent  to 
delinquency. 

(d)  Reporting  Information.  Subtenant  agrees  to  provide  such  information  as  Sublandlord 
may  request  to  enable  Sublandlord  to  comply  with  any  possessory  interest  tax  reporting 
requirements  applicable  to  this  Sublease. 

6.2.  Evidence  of  Payment.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  furnish  to 
Sublandlord  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  when  any  charges  are  due  and  payable,  official 
receipts  of  the  appropriate  taxing  authority  or  other  evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to 
Sublandlord,  evidencing  payment  thereof. 

7.  USE;  COVENANTS  TO  PROTECT  PREMISES 
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7. 1 . Subtenant's  Permitted  Use.  Subtenant  may  use  the  Premises  for  the  Permitted  Use  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  but  for  no  other  purpose  without  the  prior  written 
consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent  may  be  given  or  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and 
absolute  discretion. 

7.2.  Subtenant's  Access  to  the  Premises.  As  provided  in  Section  30  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Subtenant  shall  have  access  to  the  Premises  on  a 24-hours  per  day,  seven  days  a week  basis; 
provided,  however,  Subtenant  shall  coordinate  such  access  with  the  local  representative  of 
Master  Landlord. 

7.3.  Rules  and  Regulations.  Subtenant  agrees  to  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  regarding 
the  Premises  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D,  and  any  additional  rules  regarding  security,  ingress, 
egress,  safety  and  sanitation  applicable  to  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  as  such  rules  and 
regulations  may  be  prescribed  by  Master  Landlord  or  Sublandlord  from  time  to  time. 

7.4.  Easements.  This  Sublease  shall  be  subject  to  all  outstanding  easements  and  rights-of- 
way  for  location  of  any  type  of  facility  over,  across,  in,  and  upon  the  Premises  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  to  the  right  of  Master  Landlord  to  grant  such  additional  easements  and  rights-of-way 
over,  across,  in  and  upon  the  Premises  as  Master  Landlord  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  public 
interest  (“Additional  Easements”);  provided  that,  as  provided  in  Section  29  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Master  Landlord  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  interference  with  Subtenant’s 
operations  hereunder  caused  by  the  granting  of  any  such  Additional  Easements  and  the  granting 
of  such  Additional  Easements  shall  be  conditioned  on  the  assumption  by  the  grantee  thereof  of 
liability  to  Subtenant  for  such  damages  as  Subtenant  shall  suffer  for  property  destroyed  or 
property  rendered  unusable  on  account  of  the  grantee’s  exercise  of  its  rights  thereunder.  There  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  holders  of  such  Additional  Easements  as  are  presently  outstanding  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  granted,  to  any  workers  officially  engaged  in  the  construction, 
installation,  maintenance,  operation,  repair  or  replacement  of  facilities  located  thereon,  and  to 
any  federal,  state  or  local  official  engaged  in  the  official  inspection  thereof,  such  reasonable 
rights  of  ingress  and  egress  over  the  Premises  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties  with  regard  to  such  facilities. 

7.5.  No  Interference  with  Navy  Operations.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  operations,  nor 
make  any  Alterations  (as  defined  below),  that  would  interfere  with  or  otherwise  restrict  Master 
Landlord’s  operations  or  environmental  clean-up  or  restoration  actions  by  the  Master  Landlord, 
Sublandlord,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the  State  of  California  or  their  contractors. 
Environmental  clean-up,  restoration  or  testing  activities  by  these  Parties  shall  take  priority  over 
Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises  in  the  event  of  any  conflict;  provided,  however,  in  such  event, 
Master  Landlord  and  Sublandlord  shall  use  their  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  disruption  of 
Subtenant’s  operation. 

7.6.  No  Unlawful  Uses,  Nuisances  or  Waste.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
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shall  not  use,  occupy  or  permit  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  of  the  Premises  in  any  unlawful 
manner  or  for  any  illegal  purpose,  or  permit  any  offensive,  noisy  or  hazardous  use  or  any  waste 
on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  eliminate  any  nuisances  or  hazards  relating  to  its 
activities  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  any  business,  place  any  sales 
display,  or  advertise  in  any  manner  in  areas  on  or  about  the  Property  outside  of  the  Premises. 

8.  ALTERATIONS 

8.1.  Alterations.  Subtenant  shall  not  construct,  install,  make  or  permit  to  be  made  any 
alterations,  installations  or  additions  (“Alterations”)  in,  to  or  about  the  Premises,  without 
Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  consent  may  given  or  withheld  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  Subject  to  Sublandlord's  consent  as  provided  above, 
any  Alterations  shall  be  done  at  Subtenant's  sole  expense  (i)  in  strict  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  approved  in  advance  by  Sublandlord  in  writing,  (ii)  by  duly  licensed  and  bonded 
contractors  or  mechanics  approved  by  Sublandlord,  (iii)  in  a good  and  professional  manner, 

(iv)  in  strict  compliance  with  all  Laws,  and  (v)  subject  to  all  other  conditions  that  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  impose.  In  no  event  shall  the  construction,  installation  or  the  making  of  any 
Alterations  impair  the  use  or  operation  of  the  Property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  Sublandlord's  or 
Master  Landlord’s  access  thereto.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  work  on  the  Premises  to 
construct  any  Alterations,  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  expense,  shall  procure  all  required  permits  and 
approvals  and  shall  promptly  upon  receipt  deliver  copies  of  all  such  documents  to  Sublandlord. 
No  material  change  from  the  plans  and  specifications  for  any  Alterations  approved  by 
Sublandlord  may  be  made  without  Sublandlord's  prior  consent.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  course  of  construction  on  the  Premises  at  all  times. 

8.2.  Historic  Properties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that,  pursuant  to  Section  1 5 of  the  Master  Lease,  no  Alterations  may  be 
made  to  any  improvements  on  the  Premises  (i)  which  will  affect  the  historic  characteristics  of  the 
improvements  or  modify  the  appearance  of  the  exterior  of  the  improvements  without  Master 
Landlord's  and  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  or  (ii)  if  such  Alterations  would  preclude 
qualifying  the  improvements  for  inclusion  on  the  National  Register  for  Historic  Places. 

8.3.  Ownership  of  Alterations.  Any  Alterations  constructed  on  or  affixed  to  the  Premises  by 
or  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  limitations  of  this  Section  8 shall  be  and 
remain  Subtenant's  property  during  the  Term.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
shall  remove  all  such  Alterations  from  the  Premises  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
19  hereof,  unless  Sublandlord,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  limiting  any  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  8.1  above,  requires  that  such  Alterations  remain  on  the  Premises  following  the  expiration 
or  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

8.4.  Subtenant’s  Personal  Property.  All  furniture,  furnishings  and  articles  of  movable 
personal  property  and  equipment  used  upon  or  installed  in  the  Premises  by  or  for  the  account  of 
Subtenant  that  can  be  removed  without  structural  or  other  material  damage  to  the  Premises  (all  of 
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which  are  herein  called  "Subtenant's  Personal  Property")  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of 
Subtenant  and  shall  be  removed  by  Subtenant,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  19  hereof. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  providing  any  security  or  other  protection  of  or 
maintenance  to  Subtenant’s  Personal  Property. 

8.5.  Sublandlord's  Alterations.  Sublandlord  reserves  the  right  at  any  time  to  make 
alterations,  additions,  repairs,  deletions  or  improvements  to  the  common  areas  or  any  other  part 
of  the  improvements  on  the  Premises;  provided,  that  any  such  alterations  or  additions  shall  not 
materially  adversely  affect  the  functional  utilization  of  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein. 

9.  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

9.1.  Subtenant  Responsible  for  Maintenance  and  Repair.  Subtenant  assumes  full  and  sole 
responsibility  for  the  condition,  operation,  repair  and  maintenance  and  management  of  the 
Premises  from  and  after  the  Commencement  Date  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  in  good  condition 
and  repair.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  performance  of  any  repairs,  changes  or 
alterations  to  the  Premises,  nor  shall  Sublandlord  be  liable  for  any  portion  of  the  cost  thereof. 
Subtenant  shall  make  all  repairs  and  replacements,  interior  and  exterior,  structural  as  well  as  non- 
structural,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  which  may  be  necessary  to 
maintain  the  Premises  at  all  times  in  a clean,  safe,  attractive  and  sanitary  condition  and  in  good 
order  and  repair,  to  Sublandlord's  and  Master  Landlord’s  reasonable  satisfaction,  provided, 
however,  that  neither  Subtenant  nor  Sublandlord  shall  be  required  to  make  structural  repairs  or 
Alterations  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the  Commencement 
Date.  If  any  portion  of  the  Premises  is  damaged  by  any  activities  conducted  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately,  at  its  sole 
cost,  repair  all  such  damage  and  restore  the  Premises  to  its  previous  condition. 

9.2.  Utilities.  Sublandlord  shall  provide  the  basic  utilities  and  services  described  in  the 
attached  Exhibit  E (the  “Standard  Utilities  and  Services”)  to  the  Premises,  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  therein.  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  furnishing,  at  its  sole  cost, 
any  utilities  or  services  other  than  or  in  excess  of  the  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  that 
Subtenant  may  need  for  its  use  of  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  pay,  without  set  off  or 
counterclaim,  all  amounts  due  and  owing  for  such  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  at  the  rates 
provided  in  and  as  otherwise  set  forth  in  Exhibit  E. 

9.3.  Landscaping.  Subtenant  shall  maintain  the  exterior  landscaping  of  the  Premises  in  good 
condition  and  repair. 

9.4.  Janitorial  Services.  Subtenant  shall  provide  all  janitorial  services  for  the  Premises. 

9.5.  Pest  Control.  Subtenant  shall  provide  and  pay  for  all  pest  control  services  required 
within  the  Premises,  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  of  all  pests  at  all  times. 
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9.6.  Trash.  Subtenant  shall  deposit  all  trash  into  designated  containers  in  the  Premises  in 
compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F.  Subtenant  shall  pay  for 
the  removal  of  trash  from  the  designated  containers.  Subtenant  shall  abide  by  all  rules 
established  by  Sublandlord  or  Master  Landlord  for  the  handling  of  trash. 

9.7.  No  Right  to  Repair  and  Deduct.  Subtenant  expressly  waives  the  benefit  of  any  existing 
or  future  Laws  or  judicial  or  administrative  decision  that  would  otherwise  permit  Subtenant  to 
make  repairs  or  replacements  at  Sublandlord's  expense,  or  to  terminate  this  Sublease  because  of 
Sublandlord's  failure  to  keep  the  Premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  good  order,  condition  or  repair, 
or  to  abate  or  reduce  any  of  Subtenant's  obligations  hereunder  on  account  of  the  Premises  or  any 
part  thereof  being  in  need  of  repair  or  replacement.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
expressly  waives  the  provisions  of  California  Civil  Code  Sections  1932,  1941  and  1942  or  any 
similar  Laws  with  respect  to  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  terminate  this  Sublease  and  with  respect  to 
any  obligations  of  Sublandlord  hereunder  or  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  make  repairs  or 
replacements  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  Rent. 

10.  LIENS 

10.1.  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  from  any  liens  arising  out  of  any  work 
performed,  material  furnished  or  obligations  incurred  by  or  for  Subtenant.  In  the  event  Subtenant 
does  not,  within  five  (5)  days  following  the  imposition  of  any  such  lien,  cause  the  lien  to  be 
released  of  record  by  payment  or  posting  of  a proper  bond,  Sublandlord  shall  have  in  addition  to 
all  other  remedies  provided  herein  and  by  law  or  equity  the  right,  but  not  the  obligation,  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  released  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deem  proper,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
payment  of  the  claim  giving  rise  to  such  lien.  All  such  sums  paid  by  Sublandlord  and  all 
expenses  it  incurs  in  connection  therewith  (including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys' 
fees)  shall  be  payable  to  Sublandlord  by  Subtenant  upon  demand.  Sublandlord  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  to  post  and  keep  posted  on  the  Premises  any  notices  permitted  or  required  by 
law  or  that  Sublandlord  deems  proper  for  its  protection  and  protection  of  the  Premises  from 
mechanics'  and  materialmen's  liens.  Subtenant  shall  give  Sublandlord  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days' 
prior  written  notice  of  the  commencement  of  any  repair  or  construction  on  any  of  the  Premises. 

1 1 . COMPLIANCE  WITH  LAWS 

11.1.  Compliance  with  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  promptly,  at  its  sole  expense,  maintain  the 
Premises  and  Subtenant’s  use  and  operations  thereon  in  strict  compliance  at  all  times  with  all 
present  and  future  Laws,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary; 
provided,  however  Subtenant  shall  not  be  required  to  make  repairs  or  structural  changes  to  the 
Premises  required  solely  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the 
Commencement  Date  or  not  related  to  Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises,  unless  the  requirement 
for  such  changes  is  imposed  as  a result  of  any  Alterations  made  or  requested  to  be  made  by 
Subtenant.  Such  Laws  shall  include,  without  limitation,  all  Laws  relating  to  health  and  safety 
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and  disabled  accessibility  including,  without  limitation,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  42 
U.S.C.  §§  12101  et  seq.  and  Title  24  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  all  present  and  future 
Environmental  Laws  (as  defined  in  this  Sublease  below),  and  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code.  No  occurrence  or  situation  arising  during  the  Term,  nor  any 
present  or  future  Law,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  and  however  extraordinary,  shall  give 
Subtenant  any  right  to  seek  redress  against  Sublandlord  for  failing  to  comply  with  any  Laws. 
Subtenant  waives  any  rights  now  or  hereafter  conferred  upon  it  by  any  existing  or  future  Law  to 
compel  Sublandlord  to  make  any  repairs  to  comply  with  any  such  Laws,  on  account  of  any  such 
occurrence  or  situation. 

11.2.  Regulatory  Approvals. 

(a)  Responsible  Party.  Subtenant  understands  and  agrees  that  Subtenant's  use  of  the 
Premises  and  construction  of  any  Alterations  permitted  hereunder  may  require  authorizations, 
approvals  or  permits  from  governmental  regulatory  agencies  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Premises. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  obtaining  any  and  all  such  regulatory  approvals, 
including  without  limitation,  any  liquor  permits  or  approvals.  Subtenant  shall  not  seek  any 
regulatory  approval  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  Sublandlord.  Subtenant  shall 
bear  all  costs  associated  with  applying  for,  obtaining  and  maintaining  any  necessary  or 
appropriate  regulatory  approval  and  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  satisfying  any  and  all 
conditions  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies  as  part  of  a regulatory  approval.  Any  fines  or 
penalties  levied  as  a result  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any 
regulatory  approval  shall  be  immediately  paid  and  discharged  by  Subtenant,  and  Sublandlord 
shall  have  no  liability,  monetary  or  otherwise,  for  any  such  fines  or  penalties.  Subtenant  shall 
indemnify,  protect,  defend  and  hold  harmless  forever  ("Indemnify")  Sublandlord,  City  and 
Master  Landlord,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  all  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents',  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees,  contractors,  boards,  commissions, 
departments,  agencies  and  other  subdivisions  and  each  of  the  persons  acting  by,  through  or  under 
each  of  them,  and  their  respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of 
them  (the  “Indemnified  Parties”),  against  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  losses,  liabilities, 
damages,  liens,  injuries,  penalties,  fines,  lawsuits  and  other  proceedings,  judgments  and  awards 
and  costs  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  and  consultants'  fees 
and  costs  (“Losses”)  arising  in  connection  with  Subtenant's  failure  to  obtain  or  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  any  regulatory  approval. 

11.3.  Compliance  with  Sublandlord's  Risk  Management  Requirements.  Subtenant  shall 
not  do  anything,  or  permit  anything  to  be  done,  in  or  about  the  Premises  or  to  any  Alterations 
permitted  hereunder  that  would  create  any  unusual  fire  risk,  and  shall  take  commercially 
reasonable  steps  to  protect  Sublandlord  from  any  potential  premises  liability.  Subtenant  shall 
faithfully  observe,  at  its  expense,  any  and  all  reasonable  requirements  of  Sublandlord's  Risk 
Manager  with  respect  thereto  and  with  the  requirements  of  any  policies  of  commercial  general 
liability,  all  risk  property  or  other  policies  of  insurance  at  any  time  in  force  with  respect  to  the 
Premises  and  any  Alterations  as  required  hereunder. 
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12. 


ENCUMBRANCES 


12.1.  Encumbrance  By  Subtenant.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in 
this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  not  under  any  circumstances  whatsoever  create  any  mortgage,  deed 
of  trust,  assignment  of  rents,  fixture  filing,  security  agreement,  or  similar  security  instrument,  or 
other  lien  or  encumbrance  or  assignment  or  pledge  of  an  asset  as  security  in  any  manner  against 
the  Premises  or  Sublandlord's  or  Subtenant’s  interest  under  this  Sublease. 

13.  DAMAGE  OR  DESTRUCTION 

13.1.  Damage  or  Destruction  to  the  Premises.  In  the  case  of  damage  to  or  destruction  of  the 
Premises  by  earthquake,  fire,  flood  or  any  other  casualty,  which  (i)  is  not  caused  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  (ii)  is  not  covered  by  the  insurance  described  in 
Section  17  below,  (iii)  prevents  Subtenant  from  operating  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein,  and  (iv)  costs  more  to  repair  than  the  Repair  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease 
Information,  either  party  may  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice 
and  upon  any  such  termination  Subtenant  shall  surrender  the  Premises  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  (except  for  damage  caused  by  a casualty  pursuant  to  which  this  Sublease  may  be 
terminated  under  this  Section  13.1)  and  both  Parties  shall  be  relieved  of  any  liability  for  such 
termination  or  for  repairing  such  damage.  If  neither  Party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in 
this  Section  13,1,  then  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  promptly  restore,  repair,  replace  or  rebuild 
the  Premises  to  the  condition  the  Premises  were  in  prior  to  such  damage  or  destruction,  subject  to 
any  Alterations  made  in  strict  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  8.1  above.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  Sublandlord  have  any  obligation  to  repair,  replace  or  rebuild  the  Premises  in 
the  event  of  a casualty. 

13.2.  No  Abatement  in  Rent.  In  the  event  of  any  damage  or  destruction  to  the  Premises,  and 
if  neither  party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in  Section  13.1  above,  there  shall  be  no 
abatement  in  the  Rent  payable  hereunder. 

13.3.  Waiver.  The  Parties  understand  and  agree  that  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section 
are  intended  to  govern  fully  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  Parties  in  the  event  of  damage  or 
destruction  to  the  Premises  or  Alterations,  and  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  each  hereby  waives 
and  releases  any  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  in  whole  or  in  part  under  Sections  1932.2  and 
1933.4  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  or  under  any  similar  Laws  now  or  hereafter  in  effect,  to 
the  extent  such  rights  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

14.  ASSIGNMENT  AND  SUBLETTING 

14.1.  Restriction  on  Assignment  and  Subletting.  Subtenant  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly 
(including,  without  limitation,  by  merger,  acquisition  or  other  transfer  of  any  controlling  interest 
in  Subtenant),  voluntarily  or  by  operation  of  Law,  sell,  assign,  encumber,  pledge,  sublease  or 
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otherwise  transfer  any  part  of  its  interest  in  or  rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises,  any  Alterations 
or  its  interest  in  this  Sublease,  or  permit  any  portion  of  the  Premises  to  be  occupied  by  anyone 
other  than  itself,  or  sublet  any  portion  of  the  Premises  (a  "Transfer"),  without  Sublandlord's  prior 
written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  Sublandlord  may  grant  or  withhold  in  its  sole  and 
absolute  discretion.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  a written  notice  of  its  intention  to 
Transfer  this  Sublease  or  the  Premises,  together  with  a copy  of  the  proposed  Transfer  agreement 
at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  date  of  the  proposed  Transfer.  Subtenant 
shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  such  information  regarding  the  proposed  Transfer  as  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  request. 

14.2.  Bonus  Rental.  If  Sublandlord  consents  to  a Transfer  of  any  of  Subtenant's  interest  in  or 
rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises  pursuant  to  Section  14.1  above,  then  one  hundred  percent 
(100%)  of  any  rent  or  other  consideration  payable  to  Subtenant  in  excess  of  the  Base  Rent 
payable  hereunder  (or  the  proportionate  share  thereof  applicable  to  the  portion  of  the  Premises 
that  is  subject  to  the  Transfer)  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  immediately  upon  receipt  by 
Subtenant. 

15.  DEFAULT;  REMEDIES 

15.1.  Events  of  Default.  Any  of  the  following  shall  constitute  an  event  of  default  ("Event  of 
Default")  by  Subtenant  hereunder: 

(a)  Failure  to  Pay  Rent.  Any  failure  to  pay  any  Rent  or  any  other  sums  due  hereunder, 
including  sums  due  for  utilities,  within  five  (5)  days  after  such  sums  are  due; 

(b)  Covenants,  Conditions  and  Representations.  Any  failure  to  perform  or  comply  with 
any  other  covenant,  condition  or  representation  made  under  this  Sublease;  provided,  Subtenant 
shall  have  a period  of  ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  written  notice  from  Sublandlord  of  such 
failure  within  which  to  cure  such  default  under  this  Sublease,  or,  if  such  default  is  not  capable  of 
cure  within  such  1 0-day  period,  Subtenant  shall  have  a reasonable  period  to  complete  such  cure  if 
Subtenant  promptly  undertakes  action  to  cure  such  default  within  such  10-day  period  and 
thereafter  diligently  prosecutes  the  same  to  completion  and  uses  its  best  efforts  to  complete  such 
cure  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  receipt  of  notice  of  default  from  Sublandlord; 

(c)  Vacation  or  Abandonment.  Any  abandonment  of  the  Premises  for  more  than  fourteen 
(14)  consecutive  days; 

(d)  Bankruptcy.  The  appointment  of  a receiver  to  take  possession  of  all  or  substantially  all 
of  the  assets  of  Subtenant,  or  an  assignment  by  Subtenant  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  or  any 
action  taken  or  suffered  by  Subtenant  under  any  insolvency,  bankruptcy,  reorganization, 
moratorium  or  other  debtor  relief  act  or  statute,  whether  now  existing  or  hereafter  amended  or 
enacted;  and 
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(e)  Notices  of  Default.  The  delivery  to  Subtenant  of  three  (3)  or  more  notices  of  default 
within  any  twelve  (12)  month  period,  irrespective  of  whether  Subtenant  actually  cures  such 
default  within  the  specified  time  period,  may,  in  the  sole  and  absolute  discretion  of  the  Authority, 
be  deemed  an  incurable  breach  of  this  Sublease  allowing  the  Authority  to  immediately  terminate 
this  Sublease  without  further  notice  or  demand  to  Subtenant. 

15.2.  Remedies.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant,  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  following  rights  and  remedies  in  addition  to  all  other  rights  and  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord  at  Law  or  in  equity: 

(a)  Terminate  Sublease  and  Recover  Damages.  The  rights  and  remedies  provided  by 
California  Civil  Code  Section  1951.2  (damages  on  termination  for  breach),  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  right  to  terminate  Subtenant's  right  to  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  recover 
the  worth  at  the  time  of  award  of  the  amount  by  which  the  unpaid  Rent  for  the  balance  of  the 
Term  after  the  time  of  award  exceeds  the  amount  of  rental  loss  for  the  same  period  that 
Subtenant  proves  could  be  reasonably  avoided,  as  computed  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  of  such 
Section  1951.2.  Sublandlord's  efforts  to  mitigate  the  damages  caused  by  Subtenant's  breach  of 
this  Sublease  shall  not  waive  Sublandlord's  rights  to  recover  unmitigated  damages  upon 
termination. 

(b)  Appointment  of  Receiver.  The  right  to  have  a receiver  appointed  for  Subtenant  upon 
application  by  Sublandlord  to  take  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  apply  any  rental  collected 
from  the  Premises  and  to  exercise  all  other  rights  and  remedies  granted  to  Sublandlord  pursuant 
to  this  Sublease. 

15.3.  Sublandlord's  Right  to  Cure  Subtenant’s  Defaults.  If  Subtenant  defaults  in  the 
performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  then  Sublandlord  may  at  any  time 
thereafter  with  three  (3)  days  prior  written  notice  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  as 
determined  by  Sublandlord  where  prior  notice  by  Sublandlord  is  impractical),  remedy  such  Event 
of  Default  for  Subtenant's  account  and  at  Subtenant's  expense.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to 
Sublandlord,  as  Additional  Charges,  promptly  upon  demand,  all  sums  expended  by  Sublandlord, 
or  other  costs,  damages,  expenses  or  liabilities  incurred  by  Sublandlord,  including,  without 
limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  in  remedying  or  attempting  to  remedy  such  Event  of 
Default.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
Nothing  herein  shall  imply  any  duty  of  Sublandlord  to  do  any  act  that  Subtenant  is  obligated  to 
perform  under  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  and  Sublandlord's  cure  or  attempted  cure  of 
Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  shall  not  constitute  a waiver  of  Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  or  any 
rights  or  remedies  of  Sublandlord  on  account  of  such  Event  of  Default. 

16.  RELEASE  AND  WAIVER  OF  CLAIMS;  INDEMNIFICATION 

16.1.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents, 
covenants  and  agrees  that  the  Indemnified  Parties  shall  not  be  responsible  for  or  liable  to 
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Subtenant  for,  and,  to  the  fullest  extent  allowed  by  any  Laws,  Subtenant  hereby  waives  all  rights 
against  the  Indemnified  Parties  and  releases  them  from,  any  and  all  Losses,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  incidental  and  consequential  damages,  relating  to  any  injury,  accident  or  death  of  any 
person  or  loss  or  damage  to  any  property,  in  or  about  the  Premises,  from  any  cause  whatsoever, 
including  without  limitation,  partial  or  complete  collapse  of  the  Premises  due  to  an  earthquake  or 
subsidence,  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or 
willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing: 

(a)  Subtenant  expressly  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the  Rent  payable  hereunder  does  not 
take  into  account  any  potential  liability  of  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  any  consequential  or 
incidental  damages  including,  but  not  limited  to,  lost  profits  arising  out  of  disruption  to 
Subtenant's  uses  hereunder.  Sublandlord  would  not  be  willing  to  enter  into  this  Sublease  in  the 
absence  of  a complete  waiver  of  liability  for  consequential  or  incidental  damages  due  to  the  acts 
or  omissions  of  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  Subtenant  expressly  assumes  the  risk  with  respect 
thereto.  Accordingly,  without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other 
waivers  contained  in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims, 
demands,  rights,  and  causes  of  action  for  consequential  and  incidental  damages  and  covenants 
not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  such  damages  arising  out  of  this  Sublease  or  the  uses 
authorized  hereunder,  including,  without  limitation,  any  interference  with  uses  conducted  by 
Subtenant  pursuant  to  this  Sublease  regardless  of  the  cause. 

(b)  Without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other  waivers  contained 
in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  fully 
RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  rights,  and 
causes  of  action  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  or 
future  Laws,  statutes,  or  regulations,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  claim  for  inverse 
condemnation  or  the  payment  of  just  compensation  under  the  law  of  eminent  domain,  or 
otherwise  at  equity,  in  the  event  that  Sublandlord  terminates  this  Sublease  because  of  such  claim 
for  inverse  condemnation  or  eminent  domain. 

(c)  As  part  of  Subtenant's  agreement  to  accept  the  Premises  in  its  "As  Is"  condition  as 
provided  herein,  and  without  limiting  such  agreement  and  any  other  waiver  contained  herein, 
Subtenant  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and 
forever  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all 
Losses,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise 
on  account  of  or  in  any  way  be  connected  with  the  physical  or  environmental  condition  of  the 
Premises  and  any  related  improvements  or  any  Laws  or  regulations  applicable  thereto  or  the 
suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 

(d)  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not  be  a displaced  person  at  the  time  this  Sublease  is 
terminated,  and  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  the  Indemnified 
Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses  and  any  and  all  claims,  demands  or  rights  against  any  of  the 
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Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  and  future  Laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all 
claims  for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  federal  and  state 
relocation  assistance  laws. 

(e)  Without  limiting  any  other  waiver  contained  herein,  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its 
successors  and  assigns,  hereby  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and  forever  RELEASES, 
WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses,  whether  direct 
or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise  on  account  of  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  Indemnified  Parties'  decision  to  Sublease  the  Premises  to  Subtenant, 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  such  decision  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of  gross 
negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties. 

(f)  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  never  to  file,  commence,  prosecute  or  cause  to  be  filed, 
commenced  or  prosecuted  against  the  Indemnified  Parties  any  claim,  action  or  proceeding  based 
upon  any  claims,  demands,  causes  of  action,  obligations,  damages,  losses,  costs,  expenses  or 
liabilities  of  any  nature  whatsoever  encompassed  by  the  waivers  and  releases  set  forth  in  this 
Section  16.1. 


(g)  In  executing  these  waivers  and  releases,  Subtenant  has  not  relied  upon  any  representation 
or  statement  other  than  as  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

(h)  Subtenant  had  made  such  investigation  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  these  waivers  and 
releases  as  it  deems  necessary  and  assumes  the  risk  of  mistake  with  respect  to  such  facts.  These 
waivers  and  releases  are  intended  to  be  final  and  binding  on  Subtenant  regardless  of  any’ claims 
of  mistake. 

(i)  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  releases,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar 
with  Section  1542  of  the  California  Civil  Code,  which  reads: 

A general  release  does  not  extend  to  claims  which  the  creditor  does 
not  know  or  suspect  to  exist  in  his  favor  at  the  time  of  executing  the 
‘ release,  which  if  known  by  him  must  have  materially  affected  his 
settlement  with  the  debtor. 

Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  releases  contained  herein  include  all  known  and 
unknown,  disclosed  and  undisclosed,  and  anticipated  and  unanticipated  claims.  Subtenant 
realizes  and  acknowledges  that  it  has  agreed  upon  this  Sublease  in  light  of  this  realization  and, 
being  fully  aware  of  this  situation,  it  nevertheless  intends  to  waive  the  benefit  of  Civil  Code 
Section  1542,  or  any  statute  or  other  similar  law  now  or  later  in  effect.  The  waivers  and  releases 
contained  herein  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

16.2.  Subtenant's  Indemnity.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents,  shall 
Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  and  against  any  and  all  Losses  arising  out  of  Subtenant’s 
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use  of  the  Premises,  including  but  not  limited  to,  any  Losses  arising  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  out  of:  (a)  any  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  property  owned  by  or  in  the 
custody  of  Subtenant  or  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees;  (b)  any  accident,  injury  to  or 
death  of  a person,  including,  without  limitation,  Subtenant’s  Agents  and  Subtenant’s  Invitees, 
howsoever  or  by  whomsoever  caused,  occurring  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises;  (c)  any  default  by 
Subtenant  in  the  observation  or  performance  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  of  this 
Sublease  to  be  observed  or  performed  on  Subtenant's  part;  (d)  the  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or 
management,  or  manner  of  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or  management  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  or  any  person  or  entity  claiming  through  or  under  any  of  them,  of 
the  Premises  or  any  Alterations;  (e)  any  construction  or  other  work  undertaken  by  Subtenant  on 
or  about  the  Premises;  and  (f)  any  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant's  Agents 
or  Subtenant's  Invitees,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations,  except  to  the  extent  that 
such  Indemnity  is  void  or  otherwise  unenforceable  under  any  applicable  Laws  in  effect  on  or 
validly  retroactive  to  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and  further  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses 
are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or  intentional  wrongful  acts  and  omissions  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  shall  include,  without  limitation,  reasonable  fees 
of  attorneys,  consultants  and  experts  and  related  costs  and  Sublandlord's  costs  of  investigating 
any  Loss.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  an  immediate  and 
independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  claim 
which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  this  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is  or 
may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered' 
to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter.  Subtenant's  obligations  under 
this  Section  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

17.  INSURANCE 

17.1.  Required  Insurance  Coverage.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  maintain, 
or  cause  to  be  maintained,  through  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  the  following  insurance: 

(a)  General  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  commercial  general  liability  insurance, 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined  single  limit 
for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  contractual  liability,  independent* 
contractors,  broad  form  property  damage,  personal  injury,  products  and  completed  operations, 
fire  damage  and  legal  liability  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000), 
explosion,  collapse  and  underground  (XCU). 

(b)  Automobile  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  business  automobile  liability 
insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined 
single  limit  for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  owned  and  hired 
vehicles  and  for  employer’s  non-ownership  liability,  which  insurance  shall  be  required  if  any 
automobiles  or  any  other  motor  vehicles  are  operated  in  connection  with  Subtenant’s  activity  on 
the  Premises  or  the  Permitted  Use. 
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(c)  Worker's  Compensation  and  Employer's  Liability  Insurance.  If  Subtenant  has 
employees,  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance  in  statutory  amounts  with  Employer's  Liability 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for  each  accident,  injury  or  illness, 
on  employees  eligible  for  each. 

(d)  Personal  Property  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  procure  and 
maintain  on  all  of  its  personal  property  and  Alterations,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises,  property 
insurance  on  an  all  risk  form,  excluding  earthquake  and  flood,  to  the  extent  of  full  replacement 
value.  The  proceeds  from  any  such  policy  shall  be  used  by  Subtenant  for  the  replacement  of 
Subtenant's  personal  property. 

(e)  Other  Coverage.  Such  other  insurance  or  different  coverage  amounts  as  is  required  by 
law  or  as  is  generally  required  by  commercial  owners  of  property  similar  in  size,  character,  age 
and  location  as  the  Premises,  as  may  change  from  time  to  time,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the 
City's  Risk  Manager. 

17.2.  Claims-Made  Policies.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a claims-made  form  of  policy,  Subtenant  shall  maintain  such  coverage 
continuously  throughout  the  Term  and  without  lapse  for  a period  of  three  (3)  years  beyond  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease,  to  the  effect  that  should  occurrences  during  the  Term  give  rise  to 
claims  made  after  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  claims  shall  be  covered  by  such  claims- 
made  policies. 

17.3.  Annual  Aggregate  Limits.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a form  of  coverage  which  includes  an  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that 
claims  investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be  included  in  such  annual  aggregate  limit,  such 
annual  aggregate  limit  shall  be  double  the  occurrence  limits  specified  herein. 

17.4.  Payment  of  Premiums.  Subtenant  shall  pay  the  premiums  for  maintaining  all  required 
insurance. 

17.5.  Waiver  of  Subrogation  Rights:  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained 
herein,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  (each  a "Waiving  Party")  each  hereby  waives  any  right  of 
recovery  against  the  other  party  for  any  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  such  other  party  with  respect 
to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises  or  any  portion  thereof  or  the  contents  of  the  same  or  any  operation 
therein,  whether  or  not  such  loss  is  caused  by  the  fault  or  negligence  of  such  other  party,  to  the 
extent  such  loss  or  damage  is  covered  by  insurance  which  is  required  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Waiving  Party  under  this  Sublease  or  is  actually  covered  by  insurance  obtained  by  the  Waiving 
Party.  Each  Waiving  Party  agrees  to  cause  its  insurers  to  issue  appropriate  waiver  of  subrogation 
rights  endorsements  to  all  policies  relating  to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises;  provided,  the  failure  to 
obtain  any  such  endorsement  shall  not  affect  the  above  waiver. 

17.6.  General  Insurance  Matters. 
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(a)  All  liability  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall 
contain  a cross-liability  clause,  shall  name  as  additional  insureds  the  "THE  TREASURE 
ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  THE 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  ACTING  BY  AND  THROUGH  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
THE  NAVY,  AND  THEIR  OFFICERS,  DIRECTORS,  EMPLOYEES  AND  AGENTS,"  shall  be 
primary  to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the  additional  insureds  with  respect  to  claims  arising 
under  this  Sublease,  and  shall  provide  that  such  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured 
against  whom  complaint  is  made  or  suit  is  brought  except  with  respect  to  the  limits  of  the 
company's  liability. 

(b)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  be  issued 
by  an  insurance  company  or  companies  reasonably  acceptable  to  Sublandlord  with  an  AM  Best 
rating  of  not  less  than  A-VIII  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  California. 

(c)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  provide  for 
thirty  (30)  days'  prior  written  notice  of  cancellation  for  any  reason,  intended  non-renewal,  or 
reduction  in  coverage  to  Subtenant  and  Sublandlord.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  in  accordance 
with  the  notice  provisions  of  Section  21.1  below. 

(d)  Subtenant  shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  certificates  of  insurance  and  additional  insured 
policy  endorsements  in  a form  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  evidencing  the  coverages  required 
herein,  together  with  evidence  of  payment  of  premiums,  on  or  before  the  Commencement  Date, 
and  upon  renewal  of  each  policy  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  before  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
policy.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord's  request,  promptly  furnish  Sublandlord  with  a 
complete  copy  of  any  insurance  policy  required  hereunder. 

(e)  Not  more  often  than  every  year  and  upon  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days'  prior  written 
notice,  Sublandlord  may  require  Subtenant  to  increase  the  insurance  limits  set  forth  in  Section 
17.1  above  if  Sublandlord  finds  in  its  reasonable  judgment  that  it  is  the  general  commercial 
practice  in  San  Francisco  to  carry  insurance  in  amounts  substantially  greater  than  those  amounts 
carried  by  Subtenant  with  respect  to  risks  comparable  to  those  associated  with  the  use  of  the 
Premises. 

(f)  Subtenant's  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  in  no  way  relieve  or 
decrease  Subtenant's  indemnification  obligations  herein  or  any  of  Subtenant's  other  obligations  or 
liabilities  under  this  Sublease. 

(g)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Sublease,  Sublandlord  may  elect  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion  to  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  the  lapse  of  any 
required  insurance  coverage  by  written  notice  to  Subtenant. 

18.  ACCESS  BY  SUBLANDLORD 
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18.1.  Access  to  Premises  bv  Sublandlord. 


(a)  General  Access.  Sublandlord  reserves  for  itself  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents,  the  right  to 
enter  the  Premises  and  any  portion  thereof  at  all  reasonable  times  upon  not  less  than  twenty-four 
(24)  hours  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency)  for  any 
purpose. 

(b)  Emergency  Access.  In  the  event  of  any  emergency,  as  determined  by  Sublandlord, 
Sublandlord  may,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  notice,  enter  the  Premises  and  alter  or  remove 
any  Alterations  or  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  any  and  all  means  Sublandlord  considers  appropriate  to  gain  access  to  any 
portion  of  the  Premises  in  an  emergency.  In  such  case,  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
any  damage  or  injury  to  any  such  property,  nor  for  the  replacement  of  any  such  property  and  any 
such  emergency  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a forcible  or  unlawful  entry  onto  or  a detainer  of, 
the  Premises,  or  an  eviction,  actual  or  constructive,  of  Subtenant  from  the  Premises  or  any 
portion  thereof. 

(c)  No  Liability.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  liable  in  any  manner,  and  Subtenant  hereby 
waives  any  claims,  for  any  inconvenience,  disturbance,  loss  of  business,  nuisance  or  other 
damage  arising  out  of  Sublandlord's  entry  onto  the  Premises,  except  damage  resulting  directly 
and  exclusively  from  the  gross  negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  Sublandlord  or  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  and  not  contributed  to  by  the  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees. 

18.2.  Access  to  Premises  bv  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that 
Master  Landlord  shall  have  all  of  the  rights  of  access  to  the  Premises  described  in  the  Master 
Lease. 

19.  SURRENDER 

19.1.  Surrender  of  the  Premises.  Upon  the  termination  of  this 'Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
surrender  to  Sublandlord  the  Premises  in  the  same  condition  as  of  the  Commencement  Date, 
ordinary  wear  and  tear  excepted,  and  free  and  clear  of  all  liens,  easements  and  other 
encumbrances  created  or  suffered  by,  through  or  under  Subtenant.  On  or  before  any  termination 
hereof,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  remove  any  and  all  of  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  from 
the  Premises  and  demolish  and  remove  any  and  all  Alterations  from  the  Premises  (except  for  any 
Alterations  that  Sublandlord  agrees  are  to  remain  part  of  the  Premises  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  8.3  above).  In  addition.  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  expense,  repair  any  damage  to  the 
Premises  resulting  from  the  removal  of  any  such  items  and  restore  the  Premises  to  their  condition 
immediately  prior  to  the  presence  of  any  Alterations.  In  connection  therewith,  Subtenant  shall 
obtain  any  and  all  necessary  permits  and  approvals,  including,  without  limitation,  any 
environmental  permits,  and  execute  any  manifests  or  other  documents  necessary  to  complete  the 
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demolition,  removal  or  restoration  work  required  hereunder.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this 
Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Any  items  of  Subtenant's  Personal 
Property  remaining  on  or  about  the  Premises  after  the  termination  of  this  Sublease  may,  at 
Sublandlord's  option  and  after  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice  to  Subtenant,  be  deemed  abandoned 
and  in  such  case  Sublandlord  may  dispose  of  such  property  in  accordance  with  Section  1980,  et 
seep,  of  the  California  Civil  Code  or  in  any  other  manner  allowed  by  Law. 

19.2.  No  Holding  Over.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  surrender  the  Premises  to  Sublandlord  upon  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease  as  required  by  this  Section,  Subtenant  shall  Indemnify  Sublandlord 
against  all  Losses  resulting  therefrom,  including,  without  limitation,  Losses  made  by  a 
succeeding  Subtenant  resulting  from  Subtenant's  failure  to  surrender  the  Premises.  Subtenant 
shall  have  no  right  to  hold  over  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent 
may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  If  Sublandlord  holds  over  the 
Premises  or  any  part  thereof  after  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  holding 
over  shall  be  terminable  upon  written  notice  by  Sublandlord,  and  the  Base  Rent  shall  be 
increased  to  two  hundred  percent  (200%)  of  the  Base  Rent  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  such 
holding  over,  and  such  holdover  shall  otherwise  be  on  all  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
Sublease.  This  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  Sublandlord's  permission  for  Subtenant  to  hold 
over.  Acceptance  of  any  holdover  Base  Rent  by  Sublandlord  following  expiration  or  termination 
of  this  Sublease  shall  not  constitute  an  extension  or  renewal  of  this  Sublease. 

19.3.  Security  Deposit.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  upon  execution  of  this  Sublease  a 
security  deposit  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information  as  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  all  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease'.  Subtenant  agrees 
that  Sublandlord  may  (but  shall  not  be  required  to)  apply  the  security  deposit  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  remedy  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s 
Invitees,  or  any  failure  of  Subtenant  to  perform  any  other  terms,  covenants  dr  conditions 
contained  in  this  Sublease,  without  waiving  any  of  Sublandlord's  other  rights  and  remedies 
hereunder  or  at  Law  or  in  equity.  Should  Sublandlord  use  any  portion  of  the  security  deposit  to 
cure  any  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately  replenish  the 
security  deposit  to  the  original  amount,  and  Subtenant's  failure  to  do  so  within  five  (5)  days  of 
Sublandlord's  notice  shall  constitute  a material  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 
Sublandlord's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  security  deposit  are  solely  that  of  debtor  and  not 
trustee.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  the  security  deposit  separate  from  its  general 
funds,  and  Subtenant  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest  on  such  deposit.  The  amount  of  the 
security  deposit  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit  Subtenant's  liability  for  the  performance  of  any  of  its 
obligations  under  this  Sublease.  To  the  extent  that  Sublandlord  is  not  entitled  to  retain  or  apply 
the  security  deposit  pursuant  to  this  Section  20.3,  Sublandlord  shall  return  such  security  deposit 
to  Subtenant  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

20.  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 

20.1.  No  Hazardous  Materials.  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  that  neither  Subtenant  nor 
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any  of  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  shall  cause  or  permit  any  material  that, 
because  of  its  quantity,  concentration  or  physical  or  chemical  characteristics,  is  deemed  by  any 
federal,  state  or  local  governmental  authority  to  pose  a present  or  potential  hazard  to  human 
health  or  safety  or  to  the  environment,  including,  without  limitation,  any  material  or  substance 
defined  as  a "hazardous  substance,"  or  "pollutant"  or  "contaminant"  pursuant  to  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  of  1980  ("CERCLA", 
also  commonly  known  as  the  "Superfund"  law),  as  amended  (42  U.S.C.  Sections  9601  et  seq.),  or 
pursuant  to  Section  25281  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  "hazardous  waste"  listed 
pursuant  to  Section  25140  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  asbestos  and  asbestos 
containing  materials  whether  or  not  such  materials  are  part  of  the  structure  of  any  existing 
improvements  on  the  Premises,  or  are  naturally  occurring  substances  on,  in  or  about  the 
Premises;  and  petroleum,  including  crude  oil  or  any  fraction  thereof,  and  natural  gas  or  natural 
gas  liquids  (“Hazardous  Material”)  to  be  brought  upon,  kept,  used,  stored,  generated  or  disposed 
of  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises  or  transported  to  or  from  the  Premises  without  the  prior  written 
approval  of  Sublandlord,  which  approval  may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute 
discretion.  Subtenant  shall  immediately  notify  Sublandlord  if  and  when  Subtenant  learns  or  has 
reason  to  believe  there  has  been  any  release  of  Hazardous  Material  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises. 
Sublandlord  may  from  time  to  time  request  Subtenant  to  provide  adequate  information  for 
Sublandlord  to  determine  that  any  Hazardous  Material  permitted  hereunder  is  being  handled  in 
compliance  with  all  applicable  federal,  state  or  local  Laws  or  policies  relating  to  Hazardous 
Material  (including,  without  limitation,  its  use,  handling,  transportation,  production,  disposal, 
discharge  or  storage)  or  to  human  health  and  safety,  industrial  hygiene  or  environmental 
conditions  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  and  any  other  property,  including,  without 
limitation,  soil,  air  and  groundwater  conditions  (“Environmental  Laws”),  and  Subtenant  shall 
promptly  provide  all  such  information.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents  shall  have  the 
right  to  inspect  the  Premises  for  Hazardous  Material  and  compliance  with  the  provisions  hereof 
at  all  reasonable  times  upon  reasonable  advance  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency).  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  comply,  without  limiting  the  foregoing, 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  21  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code  including,  without  limitation, 
regarding  obtaining  and  complying  with  the  requirements  of  an  approved  hazardous  materials 
management  plan,  and  with  the  requirements  of  the  environmental  protection  provisions 
provided  for  in  Se'ction  13  of  the  Master  Lease. 

20.2.  Subtenant’s  Environmental  Indemnity.  If  Subtenant  breaches  any  of  its  obligations 
contained  in  Section  20.1  above,  or,  if  any  act  or  omission  or  negligence  of  Subtenant  or  any  of 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  results  in  any  spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  pouring, 
emitting,  discharging,  injecting,  escaping,  leeching  or  dumping  (“Release”)  of  Hazardous 
Material  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  without  limiting  Subtenant's  general 
Indemnity  contained  in  Section  16.2  above.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s 
Agents,  shall  Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  each  of  them,  from  and  against  any  and  all 
enforcement,  investigation,  remediation  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  actions,  agreements 
or  orders  threatened,  instituted  or  completed  pursuant  to  any  Environmental  Laws  together  with 
any  and  all  Losses  made  or  threatened  by  any  third  party  against  Sublandlord,  Sublandlord’s 
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Agents,  or  the  Premises,  relating  to  damage,  contribution,  cost  recovery  compensation,  loss  or 
injury  resulting  from  the  presence,  Release  or  discharge  of  any  Hazardous  Materials,  including, 
without  limitation,  Losses  based  in  common  law,  investigation  and  remediation  costs,  fines, 
natural  resource  damages,  damages  for  decrease  in  value  of  the  Premises,  the  loss  or  restriction 
of  the  use  or  any  amenity  of  the  Premises  and  attorneys'  fees  and  consultants'  fees  and  experts' 
fees  and  costs  (“Hazardous  Materials  Claims”)  arising  during  or  after  the  Term  of  this  Sublease 
and  relating  to  such  Release.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  includes,  without  limitation,  all  costs 
associated  with  the  investigation  and  remediation  of  Hazardous  Material  and  with  the  restoration 
of  the  Premises  or  the  Property  to  its  prior  condition  including,  without  limitation,  fines  and 
penalties  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies,  natural  resource  damages  and  losses,  and  revegetation 
of  the  Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  if  Subtenant  or 
any  of  Subtenant's  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  causes  or  permits  the  Release  of  any 
Hazardous  Materials  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  Subtenant  shall, 
immediately,  at  no  expense  to  Sublandlord,  take  any  and  all  appropriate  actions  to  return  the 
Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property  affected  thereby  to  the  condition  existing  prior  to  such 
Release  and  otherwise  investigate  and  remediate  the  Release  in  accordance  with  all 
Environmental  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  written  notice  of  and  afford 
Sublandlord  a full  opportunity  to  participate  in  any  discussions  with  governmental  regulatory 
agencies  regarding  any  settlement  agreement,  cleanup  or  abatement  agreement,  consent  decree, 
permit,  approvals,  or  other  compromise  or  proceeding  involving  Hazardous  Material. 

20.3.  Acknowledgment  of  Receipt  of  EBS  and  FOSL  Reports.  Subtenant  hereby 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that,  prior  to  the  execution  of  this  Sublease,  it 
has  received  and  reviewed  the  Environmental  Baseline  Survey  (“EBS”)  and  the  Finding  of 
Suitability  to  Lease  (“FOSL”)  described  in  Section  7 of  the  Master  Lease.  California  law 
requires  landlords  to  disclose  to  tenants  the  presence  or  potential  presence  of  certain  Hazardous 
Materials.  Accordingly,  Subtenant  is  hereby  advised  that  occupation  of  the  Premises  may  lead  to 
exposure  to  Hazardous  Materials  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  gasoline,  diesel  and  other  vehicle 
fluids,  vehicle  exhaust,  office  maintenance  fluids,  tobacco  smoke,  methane  and  building 
materials  containing  chemicals,  such  as  formaldehyde.  Further,  there  are  Hazardous  Materials 
located  on  the  Premises  as  described  in  the  EBS  and  the  FOSL.  In  addition,  California's 
Proposition  65,  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  25249.6  et  seq..  requires  notice  that  some  of 
these  Hazardous  Materials  are  known  by  the  State  of  California  to  cause  cancer  or  reproductive 
harm.  By  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  notices  and  warnings  set 
forth  above  satisfy  the  requirements  of  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Sections  25249.6  et 
seq..  25359.7  and  related  statutes. 

21.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

21.1.  Notices.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Sublease,  any  notice  given 
hereunder  shall  be  effective  only  in  writing  and  given  by  delivering  the  notice  in  person,  or  by 
sending  it  first  class  mail  or  certified  mail  with  a return  receipt  requested  or  reliable  commercial 
overnight  courier,  return  receipt  requested,  with  postage  prepaid,  to  the  appropriate  addresses  set 
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forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information.  Any  Party  hereunder  may  designate  a new  address  for 
notice  purposes  hereunder  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  such  change.  Any 
notice  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  two  (2)  days  after  the  date  when  it  is  mailed 
if  sent  by  first  class  or  certified  mail,  one  day  after  the  date  it  is  made,  if  sent  by  commercial 
overnight  carrier,  or  upon  the  date  personal  delivery  is  made,  and  any  refusal  by  either  Party  to 
accept  the  attempted  delivery  of  any  notice,  if  such  attempted  delivery  is  in  compliance  with  this 
Section  21.1  and  applicable  Laws,  shall  be  deemed  receipt  of  such  notice. 

21.2.  No  Implied  Waiver.  No  failure  by  Sublandlord  to  insist  upon  the  strict  performance  of 
any  obligation  of  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  or  to  exercise  any  right,  power  or  remedy  arising 
out  of  a breach  thereof,  irrespective  of  the  length  of  time  for  which  such  failure  continues,  no 
acceptance  of  full  or  partial  payment  of  Rent  due  hereunder  during  the  continuance  of  any  such 
breach,  and  no  acceptance  of  the  keys  to  or  possession  of  the  Premises  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
the  Term  by  any  Agent  of  Sublandlord,  shall  constitute  a waiver  of  such  breach  or  of 
Sublandlord's  right  to  demand  strict  compliance  with  such  term,  covenant  or  condition  or  operate 
as  a surrender  of  this  Sublease.  No  express  written  waiver  of  any  default  or  the  performance  of 
any  provision  hereof  shall  affect  any  other  default  or  performance,  or  cover  any  other  period  of 
time,  other  than  the  default,  performance  or  period  of  time  specified  in  such  express  waiver.  One 
or  more  written  waivers  of  a default  or  the  performance  of  any  provision  hereof  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a waiver  of  a subsequent  default  or  performance.  The  consent  of  Sublandlord 
given  in  any  instance  under  the  terms  of  this  'Sublease  shall  not  relieve  Subtenant  of  any 
obligation  to  secure  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  in  any  other  or  future  instance  under  the  terms  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.3.  Amendments.  Neither  this  Sublease  nor  any  term  or  provision  hereof  may  be  changed, 
waived,  discharged  or  terminated,  except  by  a written  instrument  signed  by  the  Parties  hereto. 

21.4.  Authority  . If  Subtenant  signs  as  a corporation,  a partnership  or  a limited  liability 
company,  each  of  the  persons  executing  this  Sublease  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  does  hereby 
covenant  and  warrant  that  Subtenant  is  a duly  authorized  and  existing  entity,  that  Subtenant  has 
and  is  qualified  to  do  business  in  California,  that  Subtenant  has  full  right  and  authority  to  enter 
into  this  Sublease,  and  that  each  and  all  of  the  persons  signing  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  are 
authorized  to  do  so.  Upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with 
evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  confirming  the  foregoing  representations  and 
warranties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants 
that  it  has  full  power  to  make  the  waivers  and  releases,  indemnities  and  the  disclosures  set  forth 
herein,  and  that  it  has  received  independent  legal  advice  from  its  attorney  as  to  the  advisability  of 
entering  into  a sublease  containing  those  provisions  and  their  legal  effect. 

21.5.  Joint  and  Several  Obligations.  The  word  "Subtenant"  as  used  herein  shall  include  the 
plural  as  well  as  the  singular.  If  there  is  more  than  one  Subtenant,  the  obligations  and  liabilities 
under  this  Sublease  imposed  on  Subtenant  shall  be  joint  and  several. 
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21.6.  Interpretation  of  Sublease.  The  captions  preceding  the  articles  and  sections  of  this 
Sublease  and  in  the  table  of  contents  have  been  inserted  for  convenience  of  reference  only  and 
such  captions  shall  in  no  way  define  or  limit  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease. 
This  Sublease  has  been  negotiated  at  arm's  length  and  between  persons  sophisticated  and 
knowledgeable  in  the  matters  dealt  with  herein  and  shall  be  interpreted  to  achieve  the  intents  and 
purposes  of  the  Parties,  without  any  presumption  against  the  party  responsible  for  drafting  any 
part  of  this  Sublease.  Provisions  in  this  Sublease  relating  to  number  of  days  shall  be  calendar 
days,  unless  otherwise  specified,  provided  that  if  the  last  day  of  any  period  to  give  notice,  reply  to 
a notice  or  to  undertake  any  other  action  occurs  on  a Saturday,  Sunday  or  a bank  or  Sublandlord 
holiday,  then  the  last  day  for  undertaking  the  action  or  giving  or  replying  to  the  notice  shall  be 
the  next  succeeding  business  day.  Use  of  the  word  "including"  or  similar  words  shall  not  be 
construed  to  limit  any  general  term,  statement  or  other  matter  in  this  Sublease,  whether  or  not 
language  of  non-limitation,  such  as  "without  limitation"  or  similar  words,  are  used.  Unless 
otherwise  provided  herein,  whenever  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  is  required  to  be  obtained  by 
Subtenant  hereunder,  Sublandlord  may  give  or  withhold  such  consent  in  its  sole  and  absolute 
discretion. 

21.7.  Successors  and  Assigns.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  14.  the  terms,  covenants 
and  conditions  contained  in  this  Sublease  shall  bind  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  Sublandlord  and 
Subtenant  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  their  personal  representatives  and  successors 
and  assigns;  provided,  however,  that  upon  any  transfer  by  Sublandlord  (or  by  any  subsequent 
Sublandlord)  of  its  interest  in  the  Premises  as  lessee,  including  any  transfer  by  operation  of  Law, 
Sublandlord  (or  any  subsequent  Sublandlord)  shall  be  relieved  from  all  subsequent  obligations 
and  liabilities  arising  under  this  Sublease  subsequent  to  such  transfer. 

21.8.  Brokers.  Neither  party  has  had  any  contact  or  dealings  regarding  the  leasing  of  the 
Premises,  or  any  communication  in  connection  therewith,  through  any  licensed  real  estate  broker 
or  other  person  who  could  claim  a right  to  a commission  or  finder's  fee  in  connection  with  the 
Sublease  contemplated  herein.  In  the  event  that  any  broker  or  finder  perfects  a claim  for  a 
commission  or  finder's  fee  based  upon  any  such  contact,  dealings  or  communication,  the  party 
through  whom  the  broker  or  finder  makes  a claim  shall  be  responsible  for  such  commission  or 
fee  and  shall  Indemnify  the  other  party  from  any  and  all  Losses  incurred  by  the  indemnified  party 
in  defending  against  the  same.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  survive  any  termination  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.9.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person, 
entity  or  circumstance  shall,  to  any  extent,  be  invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  remainder  of  this 
Sublease,  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  persons,  entities  or  circumstances  other  than 
those  as  to  which  it  is  invalid  or  unenforceable,  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and  each  other 
provision  of  this  Sublease  shall  be  valid  and  be  enforceable  to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by 
Law. 

21.10.  Governing  Law.  This  Sublease  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  in  accordance  with  the 
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Laws  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  federal  government. 


21.11.  Entire  Agreement.  This  instrument  (including  the  exhibits  hereto,  which  are  made  a 
part  of  this  Sublease)  contains  the  entire  agreement  between  the  Parties  and  supersedes  all  prior 
written  or  oral  negotiations,  discussions,  understandings  and  agreements.  The  Parties  further 
intend  that  this  Sublease  shall  constitute  the  complete  and  exclusive  statement  of  its  terms  and 
that  no  extrinsic  evidence  whatsoever  (including  prior  drafts  of  this  Sublease  and  any  changes 
therefrom)  may  be  introduced  in  any  judicial,  administrative  or  other  legal  proceeding  involving 
this  Sublease.  Subtenant  hereby  acknowledges  that  neither  Sublandlord  nor  Sublandlord's 
Agents  have  made  any  representations  or  warranties  with  respect  to  the  Premises  or  this  Sublease 
except  as  expressly  set  forth  herein,  and  no  rights,  easements  or  licenses  are  or  shall  be  acquired 
by  Subtenant  by  implication  or  otherwise  unless  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

21.12.  Attorneys'  Fees.  In  the  event  that  either  Sublandlord  or  Subtenant  fails  to  perform  any  of 
its  obligations  under  this  Sublease  or  in  the  event  a dispute  arises  concerning  the  meaning  or 
interpretation  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  the  defaulting  party  or  the  party  not  prevailing  in 
such  dispute,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  pay  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  other 
party  in  enforcing  or  establishing  its  rights  hereunder  (whether  or  not  such  action  is  prosecuted  to 
judgment),  including,  without  limitation,  court  costs  and  reasonable  attorneys'  fees.  For  purposes 
of  this  Sublease,  reasonable  fees  of  attorneys  in  the  Office  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Attorney 
(Sublandlord's  General  Counsel)  shall  be  based  on  the  fees  regularly  charged  by  private  attorneys 
with  the  equivalent  number  of  years  of  experience  in  the  subject  matter  area  of  the  law  for  which 
the  City  Attorney's  services  were  rendered  who  practice  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
in  law  firms  with  approximately  the  same  number  of  attorneys  as  employed  by  the  Office  of  the 
City  Attorney.  Further,  for  purposes  of  this  Sublease,  the  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  mean  the 
fees  and  expenses  of  counsel  to  the  Parties,  which  may  include  printing,  duplicating  and  other 
expenses,  air  freight  charges,  hiring  of  experts,  and  fees  billed  for  law  clerks,  paralegals, 
librarians  and  others  not  admitted  to  the  bar  but  performing  services  under  the  supervision  of  an 
attorney.  The  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  also  include,  without  limitation,  all  such  fees  and 
expenses  incurred  with  respect  to  appeals,  mediations,  arbitrations,  and  bankruptcy  proceedings, 
and  whether  or  not  any  action  is  brought  with  respect  to  the  matter  for  which  such  fees  and  costs 
were  incurred.  The  term  "attorney"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  the  term  "counsel". 

21.13.  Time  of  Essence.  Time  is  of  the  essence  with  respect  to  all  provisions  of  this  Sublease  in 
which  a definite  time  for  performance  is  specified. 

21.14.  Cumulative  Remedies.  All  rights  and  remedies  of  either  party  hereto  set  forth  in  this 
Sublease  shall  be  cumulative,  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  herein. 

21.15.  Survival  of  Indemnities.  Termination  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  either 
party  to  enforce  any  and  all  indemnities  and  representations  and  warranties  given  or  made  to  the 
other  party  under  this  Sublease,  nor  shall  it  affect  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  that  expressly 
states  it  shall  survive  termination  hereof.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that, 
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with  respect  to  each  of  the  indemnities  contained  in  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  has  an  immediate 
and  independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any 
claim  which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  the  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is 
or  may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is 
tendered  to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter. 

21.16.  Relationship  of  Parties.  Sublandlord  is  not,  and  none  of  the  provisions  in  this  Sublease 
shall  be  deemed  to  render  Sublandlord,  a partner  in  Subtenant's  business,  or  joint  venturer  or 
member  in  any  joint  enterprise  with  Subtenant.  This  Sublease  is  not  intended  nor  shall  it  be 
construed  to  create  any  third  party  beneficiary  rights  in  any  third  party,  unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided.  The  granting  of  this  Sublease  by  Sublandlord  does  not  constitute 
authorization  or  approval  by  Sublandlord  of  any  activity  conducted  by  Subtenant  on,  in  or 
relating  to  the  Premises. 

21.17.  Recording.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  not  record  this  Sublease  nor  any  memorandum 
or  short  form  hereof  in  the  official  records  of  any  county. 

21.18.  Non-Liability  of  Indemnified  Parties’  Officials,  Employees  and  Agents.  No  elective 
or  appointive  board,  commission,  member,  officer  or  employee  of  any  of  the  Indemnified  Parties 
shall  be  personally  liable  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  the  event  of  any  default  or 
breach  by  Sublandlord  or  for  any  amount  which  may  become  due  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  or  for  any  obligation  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease. 

21.19.  No  Discrimination.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  non-discrimination  provisions  of 
Section  19.1  of  the  Master  Lease,  including,  without  limitation,  posting  all  notices  required 
therein. 

21.20.  Counterparts.  This  Sublease  may  be  executed  in  two  or  more  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  deemed  an  original,  but  all  of  which  taken  together  shall  constitute  one  and  the 
same  instrument. 

21.21.  Master  Landlord’s  Consent.  This  Sublease  is  expressly  conditioned  upon  receipt  of  the 
written  consent  of  Master  Landlord. 


22.  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 

22.1.  Signs.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  will  not  erect  or  maintain,  or  permit  to  be  erected  or 
maintained,  any  signs,  notices  or  graphics  upon  or  about  the  Premises  which  are  visible  in  or 
from  public  corridors  or  other  portions  of  any  common  areas  of  the  Premises  or  from  the  exterior 
of  the  Premises,  without  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  which  Sublandlord  may  withhold  or 
grant  in  its  sole  discretion. 
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22.2.  Public  Transit  Information.  Subtenant  shall  establish  and  carry  on  during  the  Term  a 
program  to  encourage  maximum  use  of  public  transportation  by  personnel  of  Subtenant 
employed  on  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  distribution  to  such  employees  of 
written  materials  explaining  the  convenience  and  availability  of  public  transportation  facilities 
adjacent  or  proximate  to  the  Premises  and  encouraging  use  of  such  facilities,  all  at  Subtenant's 
sole  expense. 

22.3.  TIHDI  Job  Broker.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  TIHDI  Work 
Force  Hiring  Plan  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F. 

22.4.  Local  Hiring.  Subtenant  further  agrees  to  use  good  faith  efforts  to  hire  residents  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  all  levels  of  Subtenant's  personnel  needs  and  to  contract 
with  local  businesses  for  Subtenant's  purchase  of  supplies,  materials,  equipment  or  services. 

22.5.  Non-Discrimination  in  City  Contracts  and  Benefits  Ordinance. 


(a)  Covenant  Not  to  Discriminate.  In  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
covenants  and  agrees  not  to  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  the  fact  or  perception  of  a person’s  race, 
color,  creed,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity, 
domestic  partner  status,  marital  status,  disability,  weight,  height  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  or  HIV  status  (AIDS/HIV  status)  against  any  employee  of,  any  City  employee  working 
with,  or  applicant  for  employment  with,  Subtenant  in  any  of  Subtenant’s  operations  within  the 
United  States,  or  against  any  person  seeking  accommodations,  advantages,  facilities,  privileges, 
services,  or  membership  in  all  business,  social,  or  other  establishments  or  organizations  operated 
by  Subtenant. 

(b)  Sub-Subleases  and  Other  Subcontracts.  Subtenant  shall  include  in  all  sub-subleases 
and  other  subcontracts  relating  to  the  Premises  a non-discrimination  clause  applicable  to  such 
sub-subtenant  or  other  subcontractor  in  substantially  the  form  of  subsection  (a)  above.  In 
addition,  Subtenant  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all  sub-subleases  and  other  subcontracts  the 
provisions  of  Sections  12B.2(a),  12B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  and  shall  require  all  sub-subtenants  and  other  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such 
provisions.  Subtenant’s  failure  to  comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  subsection  shall  constitute 
a material  breach  of  this  Sublease. 

(c)  Non-Discrimination  in  Benefits.  Subtenant  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and 
will  not  during  the  Term,  in  any  of  its  operations  or  in  San  Francisco  or  with  respect  to  its 
operations  under  this  Sublease  elsewhere  within  the  United  States,  discriminate  in  the  provision 
of  bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits,  membership  or  membership 
discounts,  moving  expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits  or  travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any 
benefits  other  than  the  benefits  specified  above,  between  employees  with  domestic  partners  and 
employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between  the  domestic  partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees, 
where  the  domestic  partnership  has  been  registered  with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state 
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or  local  law  authorizing  such  registration,  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  12B.2(b) 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

(d)  HRC  Form.  As  a condition  to  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  execute  the  “Chapter  12B 
Declaration:  Nondiscrimination  in  Contracts  and  Benefits”  form  (Form  HRC-12B-101)  with 
supporting  documentation  and  secure  the  approval  of  the  form  by  the  San  Francisco  Human 
Rights  Commission  (the  “HRC”).  Subtenant  hereby  represents  that  prior  to  execution  of  this 
Sublease,  (i)  Subtenant  executed  and  submitted  to  the  HRC  Form  HRC-128-101  with  supporting 
documentation;  and  (ii)  the  HRC  approved  such  form. 

(e)  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference.  The  provisions  of 
Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  relating  to  non-discrimination 
by  parties  contracting  for  the  lease  of  City  property  are  incorporated  in  this  Section  by  reference 
and  made  a part  of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  Subtenant  shall  comply  fully 
with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this  Sublease  under  such  Chapters  of  the 
Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  in  such  Chapters. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  understands  that  pursuant  to  Section  12B.2(h)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  a penalty  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  person  for  each 
calendar  day  during  which  such  person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Sublease  may  be  assessed  against  Subtenant  and/or  deducted  from  any  payments  due 
Subtenant. 

22.6.  MacBride  Principles  - Northern  Ireland.  The  City  urges  companies  doing  business  in 
Northern  Ireland  to  move  toward  resolving  employment  inequities  and  encourages  them  to  abide 
by  the  MacBride  Principles  as  expressed  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  12F.1,  et 
seq.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  also  urges  San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business 
with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  has 
read  and  understands  the  above  statement  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  concerning 
doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland. 

22.7.  Tropical  Hardwood  and  Virgin  Redwood  Ban.  The  City  urges  companies  not  to 
import,  purchase,  obtain  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical  hardwood,  tropical  hardwood  wood 
product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  product.  Except  as  expressly  permitted  by  the 
application  of  Section  802(b)  and  803(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant 
shall  not  provide  any  items  to  the  construction  of  tenant  improvements  or  Alterations  in  the 
Premises,  or  otherwise  in  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  which  are  tropical  hardwoods, 
tropical  hardwood  wood  products,  virgin  redwood,  or  virgin  redwood  wood  products.  In  the 
event  Subtenant  fails  to  comply  in  good  faith  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  8 of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant  shall  be  liable  for  liquidated  damages  for  each  violation 
in  an  amount  equal  to  Subtenant's  net  profit  on  the  contract,  or  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  contract  dollars,  whichever  is  greater. 


22.8.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Subtenant  states  that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
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8.105  and  8.106  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  certifies  that  it  knows  of  no  facts  which  would 
constitute  a violation  of  such  provisions.  Subtenant  further  certifies  that  it  has  made  a complete 
disclosure  to  the  Sublandlord  of  all  facts  bearing  on  any  possible  interests,  direct  or  indirect, 
which  Subtenant  believes  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Sublandlord  presently  has  or  will  have 
in  this  Sublease  or  in  the  performance  thereof  or  in  any  portion  of  the  profits  thereof.  Willful 
failure  by  Subtenant  to  make  such  disclosure,  if  any,  shall  constitute  grounds  for  the 
Sublandlord's  termination  and  cancellation  of  this  Sublease. 

22.9.  Wages  and  Working  Conditions.  Subtenant  agrees  that  any  person  performing  labor  in 
the  construction  of  any  tenant  improvements  and  any  Alterations  to  the  Premises,  which 
Subtenant  provides  under  this  Sublease,  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  as  required  by  Section  6.22(E)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  hours  and  working  conditions,  and  shall  receive  the  same  benefits  as  in  each  case  are 
provided  for  similar  work  performed  in  San  Francisco,  California.  Subtenant  shall  include,  in 
any  contract  for  construction  of  such  tenant  improvements  and  Alterations,  a requirement  that  all 
persons  performing  labor  under  such  contract  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing 
rate  of  wages  for  the  labor  so  performed.  Subtenant  shall  require  any  contractor  to  provide,  and 
shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  upon  request,  certified  payroll  reports  with  respect  to  all  persons 
performing  labor  in  the  construction  of  such  tenant  improvement  work  or  any  Alterations  to  the 
Premises. 

22.10.  Prohibition  of  Tobacco  Advertising.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  no 
advertising  of  cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  is  allowed  on  any  real  property  owned  by  or  under 
the  control  of  Sublandlord  or  the  City,  including  the  Premises  and  the  Property.  This  prohibition 
includes  the  placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,  selling  or  distributing  cigarettes  or 
tobacco  products  or  the  name  of  any  cigarette  or  tobacco  product  in  any  promotion  of  any  event 
or  product.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  any  advertisement  sponsored  by  a state,  local  or 
nonprofit  entity  designed  to  communicate  the  health  hazards  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  products 
or  to  encourage  people  not  to  smoke  or  to  stop  smoking. 

22.1 1.  Pesticide  Prohibition.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  308  of 
Chapter  3 of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  (the  "Pesticide  Ordinance")  which  (i)  prohibit 
the  use  of  certain  pesticides  on  City  property,  (ii)  require  the  posting  of  certain  notices  and  the 
maintenance  of  certain  records  regarding  pesticide  usage  and  (iii)  require  Subtenant  to  submit  to 
Sublandlord  an  integrated  pest  management  ("IPM")  plan  that  (a)  lists,  to  the  extent  reasonably 
possible,  the  types  and  estimated  quantities  of  pesticides  that  Subtenant  may  need  to  apply  to  the 
Premises  during  the  terms  of  this  Sublease,  (b)  describes  the  steps  Subtenant  will  take  to  meet 
the  City’s  IPM  Policy  described  in  Section  300  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance  and  (c)  identifies,  by 
name,  title,  address  and  telephone  number,  an  individual  to  act  as  Subtenant's  primary  IPM 
contact  person  with  the  City.  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  303(a)  and  303(b)  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance. 

22.12.  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance.  The  City  has  adopted  a First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance 
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(Board  of  Supervisors  Ordinance  No.  264  98)  which  establishes  specific  requirements, 
procedures  and  monitoring  for  first  source  hiring  of  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals  for  entry  level  positions.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  Sublandlord  adopts  a First 
Source  Hiring  Implementation  and  Monitoring  Plan  in  accordance  with  the  First  Source  Hiring 
Ordinance,  Subtenant  shall  enter  into  a First  Source  Hiring  Agreement  that  meets  the  applicable 
requirements  of  Section  83.9  of  the  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance. 

22.13.  Sunshine  Ordinance.  In  accordance  with  Section  67.24(e)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  contracts,  contractors’  bids,  leases,  agreements,  responses  to  Requests  for 
Proposals,  and  all  other  records  of  communications  between  City  departments  and  persons  or 
firms  seeking  contracts  will  be  open  to  inspection  immediately  after  a contract  has  been  awarded. 
Nothing  in  this  provision  requires  the  disclosure  of  a private  person’s  or  organization’s  net  worth 
or  other  proprietary  financial  data  submitted  for  qualification  for  a contract,  lease,  agreement  or 
other  benefit  until  and  unless  that  person  or  organization  is  awarded  the  contract,  lease, 
agreement  or  benefit.  Information  provided  which  is  covered  by  this  Section  will  be  made 
available  to  the  public  upon  request. 

22.14.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges 
that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15.103  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  Article  III, 
Chapter  2 of  City's  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Section  87100  et  seq.  and 
Section  1 090  et  seq.  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  'of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does 
not  know  of  any  facts  which  would  constitute  a violation  of  said  provisions,  and  agrees  that  if 
Subtenant  becomes  aware  of  any  such  fact  during  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
immediately  notify  Sublandlord. 

22.15.  Charter  Provision.  This  Sublease  is  governed  by  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

22.16.  Requiring  Health  Benefits  for  Covered  Employees.  Unless  exempt,  Subtenant  agrees 
to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Care  Accountability 
Ordinance  (HCAO),  as  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  12Q,  including 
the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing  regulations,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  12Q  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this 
Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  The  text  of  the  HCAO  is  available  on  the  web  at 
www.dph.sf.ca.us/HCRes/Resolutions/2004Res/HCResl02004.shtml.  Capitalized  terms  used  in 
this  Section  and  not  defined  in  this  Sublease  shall  have  the  meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in 
Chapter  12Q. 

(a)  For  each  Covered  Employee,  Subtenant  shall  provide  the  appropriate  health  benefit  set 
forth  in  Section  12Q.3  of  the  HCAO.  If  Subtenant  chooses  to  offer  the  health  plan  option,  such 
health  plan  shall  meet  the  minimum  standards  set  forth  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  above,  if  Subtenant  is  a small  business  as  defined  in 
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Section  12Q.3(d)  of  the  HCAO,  it  shall  have  no  obligation  to  comply  with  Subsection  (a)  above. 

(c)  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  HCAO  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this 
Sublease.  Sublandlord  shall  notify  Subtenant  if  such  a breach  has  occurred.  If,  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  receiving  City's  written  notice  of  a breach  of  this  Sublease  for  violating  the  HCAO, 
Subtenant  fails  to  cure  such  breach  or,  if  such  breach  cannot  reasonably  be  cured  within  such 
period  of  thirty  (30)  days,  Subtenant  fails  to  commence  efforts  to  cure  within  such  period,  or 
thereafter  fails  diligently  to  pursue  such  cure  to  completion,  Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to 
pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  Section  12Q.5(f)(l-5).  Each  of  these  remedies  shall  be 
exercisable  individually  or  in  combination  with  any  other  rights  or  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord. 

(d)  Any  Subcontract  entered  into  by  Subtenant  shall  require  the  Subcontractor  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  HCAO  and  shall  contain  contractual  obligations  substantially  the  same  as 
those  set  forth  in  this  Section.  Subtenant  shall  notify  City's  Purchasing  Department  when  it 
enters  into  such  a Subcontract  and  shall  certify  to  the  Purchasing  Department  that  it  has  notified 
the  Subcontractor  of  the  obligations  under  the  HCAO  and  has  imposed  the  requirements  of  the 
HCAO  on  Subcontractor  through  the  Subcontract.  Each  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  its 
Subcontractors'  compliance  with  this  Chapter.  If  a Subcontractor  fails  to  comply,  the 
Sublandlord  may  pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  this  Section  against  Subtenant  based  on  the 
Subcontractor’s  failure  to  comply,  provided  that  Sublandlord  has  first  provided  Subtenant  with 
notice  and  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a cure  of  the  violation. 

(e)  Subtenant  shall  not  discharge,  reduce  in  compensation,  or  otherwise  discriminate  against 
any  employee  for  notifying  Sublandlord  with  regard  to  Subtenant's  compliance  or  anticipated 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  HCAO,  for  opposing  any  practice  proscribed  by  the 
HCAO,  for  participating  in  proceedings  related  to  the  HCAO,  or  for  seeking  to  assert  or  enforce 
any  rights  under  the  HCAO  by  any  lawful  means. 

(f)  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  not  an  entity  that  was  set  up,  or  is  being  used, 
for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  intent  of  the  HCAO. 

(g)  Subtenant  shall  keep  itself  informed  of  the  current  requirements  of  the  HCAO. 

(h)  Subtenant  shall  provide  reports  to  Sublandlord  in  accordance  with  any  reporting  standards 
promulgated  by  Sublandlord  under  the  HCAO,  including  reports  on  Subcontractors  and 
Subtenants,  as  applicable. 

(i)  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  access  to  records  pertaining  to  compliance  with 
the  HCAO  after  receiving  a written  request  from  Sublandlord  to  do  so  and  being  provided  at  least 
five  (5)  business  days  to  respond. 

(j)  Sublandlord  may  conduct  random  audits  of  Subtenant  to  ascertain  its  compliance  with 
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HCAO.  Subtenant  agrees  to  cooperate  with  Sublandlord  when  it  conducts  such  audits. 

(k)  If  Subtenant  is  exempt  from  the  HCAO  when  this  Sublease  is  executed  because  its 
amount  is  less  than  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  (or  [Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($50,000)  if  Subtenant  is  a qualified  nonprofit),  but  Subtenant  later  enters  into  an  agreement  or 
agreements  that  cause  Subtenant's  aggregate  amount  of  all  agreements  with  Sublandlord  to  reach 
Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000),  all  the  agreements  shall  be  thereafter  subject  to  the 
HCAO.  This  obligation  arises  on  the  effective  date  of  the  agreement  that  causes  the  cumulative 
amount  of  agreements  between  Subtenant  and  the  Contracting  Department  to  be  equal  to  or 
greater  than  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000)  in  the  fiscal  year. 

22.17.  Notification  of  Limitations  on  Contributions.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1.126  of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign 
and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  any  person  who  contracts  with  the  City  for  the 
selling  or  leasing  of  any  land  or  building  to  or  from  the  City  whenever  such  transaction  would 
require  approval  by  a City  elective  officer  or  the  board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves, 
from  making  any  campaign  contribution  to  the  officer  at  any  time  from  the  commencement  of 
negotiations  for  such  contract  until  the  termination  of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  three  (3) 
months  has  elapsed  from  the  date  the  contract  is  approved  by  the  City  elective  officer,  or  the 
board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves.  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission 
Regulation  1 . 1 26- 1 provides  that  negotiations  are  commenced  when  a prospective  contractor  first 
communicates  with  a City  officer  or  employee  about  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a specific 
contract.  This  communication  may  occur  in  person,  by  telephone  or  in  writing,  and  may  be 
initiated  by  the  prospective  contractor  or  a City  officer  or  employee.  Negotiations  are  completed 
when  a contract  is  finalized  and  signed  by  the  City  and  the  contractor.  Negotiations  are 
terminated  when  the  City  and/or  the  prospective  contractor  end  the  negotiation  process  before  a 
final  decision  is  made  to  award  the  contract. 

22.18.  Preservation-Treated  Wood  Containing  Arsenic.  As  of  July  1,  2003,  Subtenant  may 
not  purchase  preservative-treated  wood  products  containing  arsenic  in  the  performance  of  this 
Sublease  unless  an  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  Environment  Code  Chapter  13  is 
obtained  from  the  Department  of  Environment  under  Section  1304  of  the  Environment  Code. 

The  term  "preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic"  shall  mean  wood  treated  with  a 
preservative  that  contains  arsenic,  elemental  arsenic,  or  an  arsenic  copper  combination, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  chromated  copper  arsenate  preservative,  ammoniac  copper  zinc 
arsenate  preservative,  or  ammoniacal  copper  arsenate  preservative.  Subtenant  may  purchase 
preservative-treated  wood  products  on  the  list  of  environmentally  preferable  alternatives  prepared 
and  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Environment.  This  provision  does  not  preclude  Subtenant 
from  purchasing  preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic  for  saltwater  immersion.  The  term 
"saltwater  immersion"  shall  mean  a pressure-treated  wood  that  is  used  for  construction  purposes 
or  facilities  that  are  partially  or  totally  immersed  in  saltwater. 

22.19.  Resource  Efficient  City  Buildings  and  Pilot  Projects.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the 
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City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  enacted  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  Sections  700  to 
707  relating  to  resource-efficient  City  buildings  and  resource-efficient  pilot  projects.  Subtenant 
hereby  agrees  that  it  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  such  code  sections. 

22.20.  Food  Serv  ice  Waste  Reduction.  Subtenant  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by 
all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction  Ordinance,  as  set  forth  in  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Chapter  16,  including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing 
guidelines  and  rules.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  16  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and 
made  a part  of  this  Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  This  provision  is  a material  term  of  this 
Sublease.  By  entering  into  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  agrees  that  if  it  breaches  this  provision, 
Sublandlord  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to 
determine;  further,  Subtenant  agrees  that  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  liquidated 
damages  for  the  first  breach,  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  liquidated  damages  for  the  second 
breach  in  the  same  year,  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  liquidated  damages  for  subsequent 
breaches  in  the  same  year  is  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  damage  that  Sublandlord  will  incur 
based  on  the  violation,  established  in  light  of  the  circumstances  existing  at  the  time  this  Sublease 
was  made.  Such  amounts  shall  not  be  considered  a penalty,  but  rather  agreed  monetary  damages 
sustained  by  Sublandlord  because  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

22.21.  Estoppel  Certificates.  At  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
Sublandlord's  request,  Subtenant  will  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  Sublandlord  a 
statement  certifying  the  following  matters:  (a)  the  Commencement  Date  and  Expiration  Date  of 
this  Sublease;  (b)  that  this  Sublease  is  unmodified  and  in  full  force  and  effect  (or  if  there  have 
been  modifications,  that  this  Sublease  is  in  full  force  and  effect  as  modified  and  the  date  and 
nature  of  such  modifications);  (c)  the  dates  to  which  the  Rent  has  been  paid;  (d)  that  there  are  no 
Events  of  Default  under  this  Sublease  (or  if  there  are  any  Events  of  Default,  the  nature  of  such 
Event  of  Default);  and  (e)  any  other  matters  reasonably  requested  by  Sublandlord.  Sublandlord 
and  Subtenant  intend  that  any  such  statement  delivered  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  may  be  relied 
upon  by  any  assignee  of  Sublandlord's  interest  in  the  Master  Lease  or  this  Sublease,  any 
mortgagee  or  any  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  of  the  building  or  land  on  which  the 
Premises  are  located.  Subtenant  irrevocably  appoints  Sublandlord,  as  Subtenant's  agent,  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  Sublandlord  any  such  instrument  if  Subtenant  fails  to  do  so, 
which  failure  shall  also  be  an  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 

22.22.  Addendum.  The  terms  of  the  Addendum  attached  to  this  Sublease  are  incorporated  into 
the  Sublease  by  reference.  In  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  Sublease  and  the 
Addendum,  the  terms  of  the  Addendum  shall  control. 
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Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  have  executed  this  Sublease  in  triplicate  as  of  the  date  first 
written  above.

ADDENDUM  TO  SUBLEASE 


This  Addendum  to  the  Sublease  is  dated  as  of  December  1,  2007,  between  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  ("Sublandlord"),  and  KIDANGO,  Inc.,  a California  nonprofit  corporation 
("Subtenant"),  relating  to  certain  premises  described  in  the  Sublease. 

This  Addendum  supersedes  and  replaces  the  terms  of  the  Sublease  to  which  it  is  attached  to  the 
extent  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  Sublease  and  this  Addendum.  All  capitalized  terms  used 
in  this  Addendum  and  not  defined  herein  shall  have  the  meanings  set  forth  in  the  Sublease. 

Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  agree  as  follows: 


1.  Section  7.1(a).  A new  Section  7.1(a)  is  hereby  added  to  the  Sublease,  which  states  in  its 
entirety  as  follows: 

Section  7.1(a).  Childcare  Services.  As  a material  condition  to  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  shall  use  the  Premises  for  the  provision  of  childcare  services  for  infant,  toddler,  and 
pre-school  age  children,  all  as  described  in  that  Memorandum  of  Understanding  dated  October 
26,  2001  (the  "MOU")  between  Subtenant  and  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development 
Initiative  attached  hereto  and  made  a part  hereof  as  Exhibit  G.  The  MOU  shall  remain  in  effect 
for  the  term  of  this  Sublease.  If  the  MOU  is  terminated  for  any  reason,  Sublandlord  shall  have 
the  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  by  giving  fourteen  (14)  days  written  notice  of  termination  to 
Subtenant.  Subtenant  shall  offer  such  childcare- services  to  the  residents  and  employees  of 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  as  well  as  to  residents  of  the  greater  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  with  preference  given  to  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  residents  and 
employees.  No  other  uses  of  the  Premises  are  permitted  without  the  prior  written  approval  of  the 
Director  of  Island  Operations.

BACKGROUND 

The  Authority  is  currently  engaged  in  a simultaneous,  dual  track  process  of  negotiating  transfer 
of  the  property  from  the  U.S.  Navy  and  negotiating  a disposition  and  development  agreement 
(DDA)  with  a master  developer  for  the  economic  redevelopment  of  former  Naval  Station 
Treasure  Island.  An  integral  component  of  these  interlinked  negotiations  is  iterative  financial 
feasibility  and  fiscal  impacts  evaluations.  The  Authority,  like  most  public  agencies  with  the 
responsibility  of  managing  a development  project  of  this  complexity,  has  and  will  continue  to 
rely  on  third  party  consultants  with  the  technical  expertise  to  assist  with  these  services.  Since 
2003  the  Authority  has  utilized  Economic  and  Planning  Systems  (EPS)  to  provide  economic  and 
real  estate  consulting  services  to  assist  the  Authority  in  its  negotiations  with  both  the  prospective 
master  developer  and  the  U.S.  Navy.  The  original  contract  has  been  amended  five  times  during 
that  period  to  add  budget  and  extend  the  term  consistent  with  the  redevelopment  planning  and 
Navy  negotiation  process.  The  scope  of  work  with  EPS  has  consisted  of  the  following  tasks: 

(1)  Disposition  and  Development  Negotiations  with  the  master  developer, 

(2)  Negotiations  with  the  U.S.  Navy,  and 

(3)  Fiscal  Analysis  relevant  to  both  of  the  prior  tasks. 

As  indicated  at  prior  Authority  Board  meetings,  upon  endorsement  of  the  Development  Plan  staff 
and  TICD  are  making  negotiations  with  the  US  Navy  the  highest  immediate  priority  in  the 
development  planning  process.  In  2007,  the  Authority  amended  the  EPS  contract  by  increasing 
the  budget  amount  by  $80,000  for  a new  not-to-exceed  total  of  $265,000,  and  extending  the  term 
through  June  30,  2008.  This  additional  budget  was  to  fund  additional  services  to  reach  a term 
sheet  agreement  for  transfer  of  the  property  from  the  U.S.  Navy. 

In  July  2007,  the  Authority  submitted  to  the  Navy  an  Amended  Economic  Development 
Conveyance  Application  for  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island.  Since  that  time,  substantial 
work  has  been  conducted  on  the  fiscal  analysis  and  project  pro  forma  in  support  of  delivery  of 
information  to  the  Navy.  EPS  assistance  continues  to  be  needed  in  the  following  areas: 


• EDC  Application  and  Navy  Negotiations.  EPS  assisted  the  Authority  in  completely  revising 
the  original  EDC  Application,  as  requested  by  the  Navy.  This  includes  a new  jobs  generation 
analysis,  revised  business  plan  and  terms  sections  and  revised  analysis  of  the  San  Francisco 
region  economy,  each  required  elements  of  the  EDC  Application.  The  EDC  Application  has 
been  completed  and  negotiations  remain  on-going. 

• DDA  Negotiations  and  Analysis.  As  part  of  the  on-going  project  planning,  the  pro  forma  has 
continued  to  evolve.  Staff  will  continue  to  require  assistance  from  EPS  in  preparing  materials, 
reviewing  information  prepared  by  TICD,  and  conducting  sensitivity  analyses  of  the 
assumptions  in  TICD’s  project  pro  forma.  EPS  will  continue  to  strategically  advise  the 
Authority  as  the  negotiations  with  the  Navy  and  TICD  play  out  simultaneously. 

• Fiscal  Analysis.  As  the  negotiations  with  the  Navy  and  TICD  will  trigger  analysis  of  the 
Financing  Plan,  so  will  they  likely  trigger  further  analysis  and  response  to  questions  regarding 
the  Fiscal  Impacts  Analysis.  EPS  will  provide  the  necessary  support  for  both  discussions  with 
TICD  and  negotiations  with  the  Navy  on  this  task. 

This  will  require  additional  budget  for  EPS  to  provide  the  services  under  the  existing  contract 
and  retroactively  extending  the  term  of  the  contract,  which  expired  on  June  30,  2008.  Therefore, 
the  contract  amendment  increases  the  budget  by  $50,000  and  extends  the  term  of  the  contract 
through  June  30,  2009,  an  extension  length  that  provides  sufficient  time,  and  adequate  funding 
for  on-going  DDA  negotiations'  with  TICD,  including  financial  and  fiscal  analysis.  It  remains  the 
intention  of  staff  to  initiate  a competitive  bidding  process  for  economic  and  real  estate  consulting 
services  necessary  after  this  phase  of  Navy  negotiations  has  been  completed. 

The  funds  for  this  contract  amendment  were  budgeted  in  the  Authority’s  FY  2008-09  budget  and 
100  percent  of  the  costs  will  be  reimbursed  by  TICD  under  the  terms  of  the  Exclusive 
Negotiating  Agreement  between  the  Authority  and  TICD. 


RECOMMENDATION 

Staff  recommends  approval  of  the  Sixth  Amendment  to  the  contract  with  EPS  retroactively 
extending  the  term  for  an  additional  twelve  months  through  June  30,  2009  and  increasing  the 
budget  from  $265,000  to  a total  not-to-exceed  amount  of  $315,000

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America  (“the  Federal  Government”);  and, 

WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1995,  the  General  Services  Administration  and  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management  determined  that  Yerba  Buena  Island  was  surplus  to  the  Federal  Government's 
needs  and  could  be  transferred  to  the  administrative  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Defense 
under  the  Base  Closure  and  Realignment  Act  of  1990  and  disposed  of  together  with  Treasure 
Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor’s  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  “Authority”)  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  the  Base  for  the  public  interest,  convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  “Act”),  the  California  Legislature  (i)  designated  the  Authority 
as  a redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base 
upon  approval  of  the  City’s  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the 
Base  which  are  subject  to  the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  (the 
"Tidelands  Trust"),  vested  in  the  Authority  the  authority  to  administer  the  Tidelands  Trust  as  to 
such  property;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  designation  of  the  Authority  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  in  1997;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  issued  a Request  for  Proposals  ("RFP")  for  Consultant 
Services  to  assist  the  Authority  in  preparation  of  an  Economic  Development  Conveyance 
("EDC")  Application  and  the  creation  and  adoption  of  a Redevelopment  Plan  for  former  Naval 
Station  Treasure  Island  on  July  15,  1998;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Economic  and  Planning  Systems  ("EPS")  responded  to  the  RFP  as  a 
member  of  the  Sedway  Group  team  to  provide  economic  consulting  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  authorized  the  Executive  Director  to  execute  a contract  with 
the  Sedway  team  based  on  the  fact  that  the  Sedway  team  was  the  highest  ranked  respondent 
to  the  RFP;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  EDC  application  has  been  completed,  as  specified  under  the  terms  of 
the  contract;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  response  to  a Navy  request,  EPS  assisted  the  Authority  in  2003  by 
updating  the  original  EDC  Application;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  September  8,  2004,  the  Authority  authorized  the  Executive  Director  to 
execute  a new  contract  with  EPS  to  provide  economic  consulting  services  expected  to 
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complete  the  process  of  negotiating  a transfer  of  property  with  the  Navy  and  completion  of  the 
Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  with  the  master  developer  in  an  amount  not-to- 
exceed  $150,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  14,  2005,  the  Authority  authorized  the  Executive  Director  to 
extend  the  term  of  the  contract  with  EPS  to  June  30,  2006,  a timeframe  that  was  consistent 
with  the  Authority's  schedule  for  endorsement  of  a Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  by  the 
Authority  Board  and  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  17,  2006,  the  Authority  approved  a contract  amendment 
increasing  the  budget  by  $35,000  for  a total  not-to-exceed  contract  amount  of  $185,000;  and, 
WHEREAS,  On  July  26,  2006,  the  Authority  approved  a contract  amendment  extending 
the  term  of  the  contract  with  EPS  to  December  31,  2006  to  provide  the  Authority  with  the 
continued  services  of  EPS  during  the  completion  of  the  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet 
consistent  with  the  further  extended  timeframe  approved  by  the  Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  Board  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  endorsed  the 
Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  in  the  Fall  of  2006;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  has  submitted  an  Amended  Economic  Development 
Conveyance  Application  to  the  Navy;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Negotiating  a conveyance  term  sheet  with  the  Navy  has  not  been 
consummated  and  negotiations  with  the  master  developer  are  on-going,  therefore,  staff  still 
requires  the  services  of  EPS  as  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  negotiations  with

(b)  Other  Terms.  Terms  used  and  not  defined  in  this  Amendment  shall  have  the 
meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in  the  Agreement. 

2.  Modifications  to  the  Agreement.  The  Agreement  is  hereby  modified  as  follows:

Compensation  shall  be  made  in  monthly  payments  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  each  month 
for  work,  as  set  forth  in  Section  4 of  this  Agreement,  that  the  Director,  in  their  sole  discretion, 
concludes  has  been  performed  as  of  the  last  day  of  the  immediately  preceding  month.  In  no  event 
shall  the  amount  of  this  Agreement  exceed  Three  Hundred  Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($3 1 5,000). 
The  breakdown  of  costs  associated  with  this  Agreement  appears  in  Appendix  B,  “Calculation  of 
Charges,”  attached  hereto  and  incorporated  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein. 
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No  charges  shall  be  incurred  under  this  Agreement  nor  shall  any  payments  become  due  to 
Contractor  until  reports,  services,  or  both,  required  under  this  Agreement  are  received  from 
Contractor  and  approved  by  the  Authority  as  being  in  accordance  with  this  Agreement.  The 
Authority  may  withhold  payment  to  Contractor  in  any  instance  in  which  Contractor  has  failed  or 
refused  to  satisfy  any  material  obligation  provided  for  under  this  Agreement. 

In  no  event  shall  the  Authority  or  City  be  liable  for  interest  or  late  charges  for  any  late 
payments. 

3.  Effective  Date.  Each  of  the  modifications  set  forth  in  Section  2 shall  be  effective  on  and 
after  the  date  of  this  Amendment. 

4.  Legal  Effect.  Except  as  expressly  modified  by  this  Amendment,  all  of  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  Agreement  shall  remain  unchanged  and  in  full  force  and  effect.

BACKGROUND 

Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  (“TIHDI”  or  ("Subtenant")  is  a California 
nonprofit  corporation  with  a membership  of  nonprofit  organizations  that  provide  services  to 
individuals  and  families  in  transition.  TIHDI  member  organizations  serve  veterans,  families,  the 
homeless,  individuals  in  recovery  and  other  disadvantaged  San  Francisco  citizens.  In  support  of 
the  objectives  of  the  Base  Closure  Community  Redevelopment  and  Homeless  Assistance  Act  of 
1994,  TIHDI  was  organized  to  use  the  resources  of  the  former  Naval  Station  at  Treasure  Island 
to  help  fill  gaps  in  the  services  available  to  homeless  persons  and  families.

FAIR  MARKET  VALUE 

Under  the  Authority’s  Interim  Subleasing  Policy,  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  sets  ranges 
of  minimum  sublease  rental  rates  per  square  foot  by  type  of  use  and  facility  for  office  and 
industrial  space.  Authority  Staff  reviews  and  analyzes  available  commercial  data  including 
market  comparables  of  properties  similarly  situated  to  the  Authority  properties  and  evaluates  the 
Authority  transactions  over  the  past  12  months  to  establish  fair  market  value.  The  Authority 
Board  last  approved  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  in  July  2007,  by  Resolution  No.  07-54- 
07/1 1 . Per  the  Schedule,  the  minimum  monthly  rental  rate  for  office  space  in  the  Administration 
Building,  10  Avenue  of  the  Palms  is  $.75  PSF. 

Authority  Staff  and  TIHDI  have  negotiated  a Sublease  with  a monthly  rental  rate  of  $.30  per 
square  foot.  Although  the  rental  rate  of  $.30  per  square  foot  is  $.45  per  square  foot  below  the 
Authority  Approved  Minimum  Rent  Schedule  for  2007  and  2008,  Authority  staff  believes  the 
public  and  community  benefits  provided  by  TIHDI  far  exceed  the  rental  rate  difference  and 
represents  fair  market  value  at  this  time.  The  Board  Authority  has  previously  agreed  to  this  rate. 

FINANCIAL  IMPACT 

The  new  Sublease  will  provide  an  increase  of  approximately  $3,684.00  per  year  to  the 
Authority’s  budget.

multiplied  by  the  higher  of  the  (a)  highest  rental  rate  then  approved  by  Sublandlord's  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  Premises  or  the  Facility,  or  (b)  then  current  fair  market  rent  for  such 
Encroachment  Area,  as  reasonably  determined  by  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area 
Charge").  If  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  such  Encroachment  Area  for  a fractional  month,  then  the 
Encroachment  Area  Charge  for  such  period  shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

In  no  event  shall  acceptance  by  Sublandlord  of  the  Encroachment  Area  Charge  be  deemed  a 
consent  by  Sublandlord  to  the  use  or  occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  by  Subtenant  or  a 
waiver  (or  be  deemed  as  waiver)  by  Sublandlord  of  any  and  all  other  rights  and  remedies  of 
Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease  (including  Subtenant's  obligation  to  indemnify,  defend  and  hold 
Sublandlord  harmless  as  set  forth  in  the  last  paragraph  of  this  Section  2,1).  at  law  or  in  equity. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  amount,  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional 
rent,  an  amount  equaling  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  upon  delivery  of  the  initial  Notice  to 
Vacate  plus  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area.  In  the  event 
Sublandlord  determines  during  subsequent  inspection(s)  that  Subtenant  has  failed  to  vacate  the 
Encroachment  Area,  then  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional  rent,  an  amount 
equaling  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  for  each  additional  Notice  to  Vacate,  if  applicable, 
delivered  by  Sublandlord  to  Subtenant  following  each  inspection.  The  parties  agree  that  the 
charges  associated  with  each  inspection  of  the  Encroachment  Area,  delivery  of  each  Notice  to 
Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area  represent  a fair  and  reasonable  estimate  of  the 
administrative  cost  and  expense  which  Sublandlord  will  incur  by  reason  of  Sublandlord's 
inspection  of  the  Premises,  issuance  of  each  Notice  to  Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment 
Area.  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  applicable  Notice  to  Vacate  and  Sublandlord's  right 
to  impose  the  foregoing  charges  shall  be  in  addition  to  and  not  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  other  rights 
and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease,  at  law  or  in  equity.  The  amounts  set  forth  in 
this  Section  2.1  shall  be  due  within  three  (3)  business  days  following  the  applicable  Notice  to 
Vacate  and/or  separate  invoice  relating  to  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the 
Encroachment  Area. 

In  addition  to  the  rights  and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  as  set  forth  in  the  immediately 
foregoing  two  paragraphs  of  this  Section  2.1,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  indemnity  and 
exculpation  provision  set  forth  in  Section  16  below  shall  also  apply  to  Subtenant's  use  and 
occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  as  if  the  Premises  originally  included  the  Encroachment 
Area,  and  Subtenant  shall  additionally  indemnify,  defend  and  hold  Sublandlord  harmless  from 
and  against  any  and  all  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  delay  by  Subtenant  in  so  surrendering  the 
Encroachment  Area  including,  without  limitation,  any  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  any  claims 
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against  Sublandlord  made  by  any  tenant  or  prospective  tenant  founded  on  or  resulting  from  such 
delay  and  losses  to  Sublandlord  due  to  lost  opportunities  to  lease  any  portion  of  the 
Encroachment  Area  to  any  such  tenant  or  prospective  tenant,  together  with,  in  each  case,  actual 
attorneys’  fees  and  costs. 

By  placing  their  initials  below,  each  party  specifically  confirms  the  accuracy  of  the 
statements  made  in  this  Section  2.1  and  the  reasonableness  of  the  amount  of  the  charges 
described  in  this  Section  2,1.

2.2.  As  Is  Condition  of  Premises. 

(a)  Inspection  of  Premises.  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  Subtenant  has  conducted 
a thorough  and  diligent  inspection  and  investigation,  either  independently  or  through  its  officers, 
directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and  contractors,  and  their 
respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of  them  (“Subtenant's 
Agents”),  of  the  Premises  and  the  suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 
Subtenant  is  fully  aware  of  the  needs  of  its  operations  and  has  determined,  based  solely  on  its 
own  investigation,  that  the  Premises  are  suitable  for  its  operations  and  intended  uses.  As  part  of 
its  inspection  of  the  Premises,  Subtenant  acknowledges  its  receipt  and  review  of  the  Seismic 
Report  referenced  in  Section  2.2(c)  below  and  the  Joint  Inspection  Report  referenced  in  Section  6 
of  the  Master  Lease. 

(b)  As  Is;  Disclaimer  of  Representations.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the 
Premises  are  being  subleased  and  accepted  in  their  "AS  IS.,  WITH  ALL  FAULTS"  condition, 
without  representation  or  warranty  of  any  kind,  and  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  statutes, 
ordinances,  resolutions,  regulations,  proclamations,  orders  or  decrees  of  any  municipal,  county, 
state  or  federal  government  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over 
the  Premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  currently  in  effect  or  adopted  in  the  future  and 
whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  Parties,  including  without  limitation  the  orders  and 
citations  of  any  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over  life  and  safety  issues  concerning  the 
Premises  governing  the  use,  occupancy,  management,  operation  and  possession  of  the  Premises 
(“Laws”).  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  this  Sublease  is  made  subject  to  any  and  all  covenants, 
conditions,  restrictions,  easements  and  other  title  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  whether  or  not  of  record.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  neither  Sublandlord, 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (“City”),  nor  any  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  or  contractors,  or  their  respective  heirs,  legal 
representatives,  successors  and  assigns  (“Sublandlord’s  Agents”)  have  made,  and  Sublandlord 
hereby  disclaims,  any  representations  or  warranties,  express  or  implied,  concerning  (i)  title  or 
survey  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  (ii)  the  physical,  geological,  seismological  or 
environmental  condition  of  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  matters  described  in 
the  Seismic  Report  (as  defined  below),  (iii)  the  quality,  nature  or  adequacy  of  any  utilities  serving 
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the  Premises,  (iv)  the  feasibility,  cost  or  legality  of  constructing  any  Alterations  on  the  Premises 
if  required  for  Subtenant's  use  and  permitted  under  this  Sublease,  (v)  the  safety  of  the  Premises, 
whether  for  the  use  by  Subtenant  or  any  other  person,  including  Subtenant’s  Agents  or 
Subtenant’s  clients,  customers,  vendors,  invitees,  guests,  members,  licensees,  assignees  or 
subtenants  (“Subtenant’s  Invitees”),  or  (vi)  any  other  matter  whatsoever  relating  to  the  Premises 
or  their  use,  including,  without  limitation,  any  implied  warranties  of  merchantability  or  fitness 
for  a particular  purpose. 

(c)  Seismic  Report.  Without  limiting  Section  2.2(b)  above,  Subtenant  expressly 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that  it  received  and  read  that  certain  report  dated 
August  1995,  entitled  “ Treasure  Island  Reuse  Plan:  Physical  Characteristics,  Building  and 
Infrastructure  Conditions,  ” prepared  for  the  Office  of  Military  Base  Conversion,  Department  of 
City  Planning,  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Seismic  Report”),  a copy  of  the  cover  page  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C.  Subtenant 
has  had  an  adequate  opportunity  to  review  the  Seismic  Report  with  expert  consultants  of  its  own 
choosing.  The  Seismic  Report,  among  other  matters,  describes  the  conditions  of  the  soils  of  the 
Property  and  points  out  that  in  the  area  of  the  Property  where  the  Premises  are  located,  an 
earthquake  of  magnitude  7 or  greater  is  likely  to  cause  the  ground  under  and  around  the  Premises 
to  spread  laterally  to  a distance  of  ten  (10)  or  more  feet  and/or  result  in  other  risks.  In  that  event, 
there  is  a significant  risk  that  any  structures  or  improvements  located  on  or  about  the  Premises, 
may  fail  structurally  and  collapse. 

3.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  MASTER  LEASE 

3.1.  Incorporation  by  Reference.  All  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Master  Lease  are 
hereby  incorporated  by  reference  into  this  Sublease  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

3.2.  Performance  of  Master  Landlord's  Obligations.  Sublandlord  does  not  assume  the 
obligations  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease.  With  respect  to  work,  services,  repairs, 
restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  other 
obligations  required  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease,  Sublandlord's  sole  obligation 
with  respect  thereto  shall  be  to  request  the  same,  on  request  in  writing  by  Subtenant,  and  to  use 
reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  the  same  from  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  shall  cooperate  with 
Sublandlord  as  may  be  required  to  obtain  from  Master  Landlord  any  such  work,  services,  repairs, 
repainting,  restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  of 
Master  Landlord's  obligations  under  the  Master  Lease. 

3.3.  Conflict.  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Sublease  conflict  with  any  portion  of  the  Master 
Lease  as  incorporated  herein,  then  the  terms  of  the  Master  Lease  shall  govern. 

3.4.  Compliance  with  Master  Lease.  Subtenant  shall  not  do  or  permit  to  be  done  anything 
which  would  constitute  a violation  or  a breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  provisions  of  the 
Master  Lease  or  which  would  cause  the  Master  Lease  to  be  terminated  or  forfeited  by  virtue  of 
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any  rights  of  termination  reserved  by  or  vested  in  the  Master  Landlord. 


4.  TERM 

4.1.  Term  of  Sublease.  The  term  of  this  Sublease  (the  “Term”)  shall  commence  on  the 
Commencement  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  and  expire  on  the  Expiration 
Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  unless  sooner  terminated  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  this  Sublease. 

4.2.  Effective  Date.  This  Sublease  shall  become  effective  on  the  date  (the  "Effective  Date") 
upon  the  later  of  (i)  the  Parties'  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Sublease,  (ii)  Sublandlord's  Board 
of  Director's  approval  of  this  Sublease  at  a duly  noticed  meeting,  if  such  approval  is  required,  or 
(iii)  the  Commencement  Date. 

4.3.  Automatic  Termination.  If  the  Master  Lease  terminates  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  this 
Sublease  shall  automatically  terminate  and  the  Parties  shall  thereafter  be  relieved  from  all 
liabilities  and  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  except  for  liabilities  and  obligations  which 
expressly  survive  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has 
reviewed  the  Master  Lease,  is  aware  of  the  circumstances  upon  which  the  Master  Lease  may  be 
terminated  and  hereby  assumes  all  risks  associated  with  the  automatic  termination  of  this 
Sublease  because  of  the  termination  of  the  Master  Lease. 

4.4.  Termination  by  Sublandlord.  Subtenant's  period  of  occupancy  of  the  Premises  is 
subject  to  Sublandlord's  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  as  provided  herein  at  such  time  as 
Sublandlord  determines,  in  its  sole  discretion,  that  the  Premises  are  needed  in  connection  with  a 
Sublandlord  program  or  project.  As  used  herein,  "Sublandlord  program  or  project"  shall  mean 
any  development  or  renovation,  by  public  and/or  private  parties,  of  the  building  or  land  in  or  on 
which  the  Premises  are  located.  In  the  event  of  any  such  development  or  renovation, 

Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  without  liability  or  expense  upon 
delivery  to  Subtenant  of  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice  of  such  termination.  Subtenant 
agrees  and  shall  be  required  to  surrender  possession  of  the  Premises  by  the  end  of  such  thirty  (30) 
day  period. 

4.5.  No  Relocation  Assistance;  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not 
be  a displaced  person  as  that  term  is  defined  under  the  California  Government  Code  Section 
7260  et  seq.  ("California  Relocation  Act")  and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real 
Property  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.  C.  4601  et  seq.  ("URA"),  and  that  Subtenant  will  not  be  entitled  to 
any  relocation  benefits  provided  under  the  California  Relocation  Act  and  the  URA,  including  any 
moving  expenses,  reimbursement  for  costs  associated  with  increased  rent,  loss  of  goodwill  or 
other  costs  related  to  the  termination  of  Subtenant's  Lease  and  Subtenant's  relocation  from  the 
Premises.  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all 
claims  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue,  Sublandlord,  its  departments,  commissions,  officers, 


directors  and  employees,  agents,  contractors  and  successors  and  assigns  and  all  persons  acting  by, 
through  or  under  each  of  them,  under  any  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all  claims 
for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  Sublandlord  under  federal  and  state  relocation 
assistance  laws  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  California  Government  Code  Section  7260,  et  seq., 
and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.C. 
4601,  et  seq.). 

Initials:  Subtenant 

5.  RENT 

5.1.  Base  Rent.  Throughout  the  Term,  beginning  on  the  Commencement  Date,  Subtenant 
shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  Base  Rent  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information. 
Base  Rent  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  without  prior  demand  and  without  any  deduction,  setoff, 
or  counterclaim  whatsoever.  Base  Rent  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
in  advance,  at  the  Notice  Address  of  Sublandlord  provided  in  Section  21.1  hereof  or  such  other 
place  as  Sublandlord  may  designate  in  writing.  If  the  Commencement  Date  occurs  on  a date 
other  than  the  first  day  of  a calendar  month,  or  the  Sublease  terminates  on  a day  other  than  the 
last  day  of  a calendar  month,  then  the  monthly  payment  of  Base  Rent  for  such  fractional  month 
shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

5.2.  Adjustments  in  Base  Rent.  If  this  Sublease  has  not  been  terminated,  then  on  each  Rent 
Adjustment  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  the  Base  Rent  shall  be  increased  by 
the  Rent  Increase  Percentage  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease  Information 

5.3.  Additional  Charges.  In  addition  to  Base  Rent,  Subtenant  shall  pay  all  other  charges 
related  to  the  Premises  otherwise  payable  by  Subtenant  to  Sublandlord  hereunder,  including, 
without  limitation,  all  late  charges  and  default  interest  attributable  to  late  payments  and/or 
defaults  of  Subtenant  hereunder,  all  utility  charges,  and  any  amounts  other  than  Base  Rent  that 
shall  become  due  and  payable  by  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  (together,  the  “Additional 
Charges”).  Together,  Base  Rent  and  Additional  Charges  shall  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the 
“Rent”. 

5.4.  Late  Charge.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  pay  any  Rent  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  the 
same  is  due  and  payable,  such  unpaid  amount  will  be  subject  to  a late  payment  charge  equal  to 
six  percent  (6%)  of  the  unpaid  amount  in  each  instance.  The  late  payment  charge  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant,  after  negotiation,  as  a reasonable  estimate  of  the 
additional  administrative  costs  and  detriment  that  Sublandlord  will  incur  as  a result  of  any  such 
failure  by  Subtenant,  the  actual  costs  thereof  being  extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
determine.  The  late  payment  charge  constitutes  liquidated  damages  to  compensate  Sublandlord 
for  its  damages  resulting  from  such  failure  to  pay  and  Subtenant  shall  promptly  pay  such  charge 
to  Sublandlord  together  with  such  unpaid  amount. 
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5.5.  Default  Interest.  If  any  Rent  is  not  paid  within  ten  (10)  days  following  the  due  date, 
such  unpaid  amount  shall  bear  interest  from  the  due  date  until  paid  at  the  rate  of  ten  percent 
(10%)  per  year.  However,  interest  shall  not  be  payable  on  late  charges  incurred  by  Subtenant  nor 
on  any  amounts  on  which  late  charges  are  paid  by  Subtenant  to  the  extent  this  interest  would 
cause  the  total  interest  to  be  in  excess  of  that  which  an  individual  is  lawfully  permitted  to  charge. 
Payment  of  interest  shall  not  excuse  or  cure  any  default  by  Subtenant. 

6.  TAXES,  ASSESSMENTS  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES 

6.1.  Taxes  and  Assessments,  Licenses,  Permit  Fees  and  Liens. 

(a)  Payment  Responsibility.  Subtenant  shall  pay  any  and  all  real  and  personal  property 
taxes,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  possessory  interest  taxes,  general  and  special  assessments, 
excises,  licenses,  permit  fees  and  other  charges  and  impositions  of  every  description  levied  on  or 
assessed  against  the  Premises,  any  Alterations,  Subtenant's  Personal  Property,  or  Subtenant's  use 
of  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations  during  the  Term.  Subtenant  shall  make  all  such  payments 
directly  to  the  charging  authority  when  due  and  payable  and  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to 
delinquency.  However,  with  respect  to  real  property  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  or  assessed 
against  the  Premises  for  which  Sublandlord  receives  the  tax  bill  directly  from  the  taxing 
authority,  Subtenant  shall  reimburse  .Sublandlord  for  payment  of  such  sums  immediately  upon 
demand. 

(b)  Taxability  of  Possessory  Interest.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  recognizes 
and  agrees  that  this  Sublease  may  create  a possessory  interest  subject  to  property  taxation  and 
that  Subtenant  may  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  property  taxes  levied  on  such  interest. 

(c)  No  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  not  allow  or  suffer  a lien  for  any  taxes  payable  by  Subtenant 
hereunder  to  be  imposed  upon  the  Premises  or  upon  any  equipment  or  other  property  located 
thereon  without  discharging  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  in  no  event  subsequent  to 
delinquency. 

(d)  Reporting  Information.  Subtenant  agrees  to  provide  such  information  as  Sublandlord 
may  request  to  enable  Sublandlord  to  comply  with  any  possessory  interest  tax  reporting 
requirements  applicable  to  this  Sublease. 

6.2.  Evidence  of  Payment.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  furnish  to 
Sublandlord  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  when  any  charges  are  due  and  payable,  official 
receipts  of  the  appropriate  taxing  authority  or  other  evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to 
Sublandlord,  evidencing  payment  thereof. 

7.  USE;  COVENANTS  TO  PROTECT  PREMISES 

7.1 . Subtenant's  Permitted  Use.  Subtenant  may  use  the  Premises  for  the  Permitted  Use  set 
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forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  but  for  no  other  purpose  without  the  prior  written 
consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent  may  be  given  or  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and 
absolute  discretion. 

7.2.  Subtenant's  Access  to  the  Premises.  As  provided  in  Section  30  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Subtenant  shall  have  access  to  the  Premises  on  a 24-hours  per  day,  seven  days  a week  basis; 
provided,  however,  Subtenant  shall  coordinate  such  access  with  the  local  representative  of 
Master  Landlord. 

7.3.  Rules  and  Regulations.  Subtenant  agrees  to  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  regarding 
the  Premises  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D,  and  any  additional  rules  regarding  security,  ingress, 
egress,  safety  and  sanitation  applicable  to  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  as  such  rules  and 
regulations  may  be  prescribed  by  Master  Landlord  or  Sublandlord  from  time  to  time. 

7.4.  Easements.  This  Sublease  shall  be  subject  to  all  outstanding  easements  and  rights-of- 
way  for  location  of  any  type  of  facility  over,  across,  in,  and  upon  the  Premises  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  to  the  right  of  Master  Landlord  to  grant  such  additional  easements  and  rights-of-way 
over,  across,  in  and  upon  the  Premises  as  Master  Landlord  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  public 
interest  (“Additional  Easements”);  provided  that,  as  provided  in  Section  29  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Master  Landlord  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  interference  with  Subtenant’s 
operations  hereunder  caused  by  the  granting  of  any  such  Additional  Easements  and  the  granting 
of  such  Additional  Easements  shall  be  conditioned  on  the  assumption  by  the  grantee  thereof  of 
liability  to  Subtenant  for  such  damages  as  Subtenant  shall  suffer  for  property  destroyed  or 
property  rendered  unusable  on  account  of  the  grantee’s  exercise  of  its  rights  thereunder.  There  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  holders  of  such  Additional  Easements  as  are  presently  outstanding  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  granted,  to  any  workers  officially  engaged  in  the  construction, 
installation,  maintenance,  operation,  repair  or  replacement  of  facilities  located  thereon,  and  to 
any  federal,  state  or  local  official  engaged  in  the  official  inspection  thereof,  such  reasonable 
rights  of  ingress  and  egress  over  the  Premises  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties  with  regard  to  such  facilities. 

7.5.  No  Interference  with  Navy  Operations.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  operations,  nor 
make  any  Alterations  (as  defined  below),  that  would  interfere  with  or  otherwise  restrict  Master 
Landlord’s  operations  or  environmental  clean-up  or  restoration  actions  by  the  Master  Landlord, 
Sublandlord,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the  State  of  California  or  their  contractors. 
Environmental  clean-up,  restoration  or  testing  activities  by  these  Parties  shall  take  priority  over 
Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises  in  the  event  of  any  conflict;  provided,  however,  in  such  event, 
Master  Landlord  and  Sublandlord  shall  use  their  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  disruption  of 
Subtenant’s  operation. 

7.6.  No  Unlawful  Uses,  Nuisances  or  Waste.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
shall  not  use,  occupy  or  permit  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  of  the  Premises  in  any  unlawful 
manner  or  for  any  illegal  purpose,  or  permit  any  offensive,  noisy  or  hazardous  use  or  any  waste 
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on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  eliminate  any  nuisances  or  hazards  relating  to  its 
activities  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  any  business,  place  any  sales 
display,  or  advertise  in  any  manner  in  areas  on  or  about  the  Property  outside  of  the  Premises. 

8.  ALTERATIONS 

8.1.  Alterations.  Subtenant  shall  not  construct,  install,  make  or  permit  to  be  made  any 
alterations,  installations  or  additions  (“Alterations”)  in,  to  or  about  the  Premises,  without 
Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  consent  may  given  or  withheld  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  Subject  to  Sublandlord's  consent  as  provided  above, 
any  Alterations  shall  be  done  at  Subtenant's  sole  expense  (i)  in  strict  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  approved  in  advance  by  Sublandlord  in  writing,  (ii)  by  duly  licensed  and  bonded 
contractors  or  mechanics  approved  by  Sublandlord,  (iii)  in  a good  and  professional  manner, 

(iv)  in  strict  compliance  with  all  Laws,  and  (v)  subject  to  all  other  conditions  that  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  impose.  In  no  event  shall  the  construction,  installation  or  the  making  of  any 
Alterations  impair  the  use  or  operation  of  the  Property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  Sublandlord's  or 
Master  Landlord’s  access  thereto.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  work  on  the  Premises  to 
construct  any  Alterations,  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  expense,  shall  procure  all  required  permits  and 
approvals  and  shall  promptly  upon  receipt  deliver  copies  of  all  such  documents  to  Sublandlord. 
No  material  change  from  the  plans  and  specifications  for  any  Alterations  approved  by 
Sublandlord  may  be  made  without  Sublandlord's  prior  consent.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  course  of  construction  on  the  Premises  at  all  times. 

8.2.  Historic  Properties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that,  pursuant  to  Section  1 5 of  the  Master  Lease,  no  Alterations  may  be 
made  to  any  improvements  on  the  Premises  (i)  which  will  affe.ct  the  historic  characteristics  of  the 
improvements  or  modify  the  appearance  of  the  exterior  of  the  improvements  without  Master 
Landlord's  and  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  or  (ii)  if  such  Alterations  would  preclude 
qualifying  the  improvements  for  inclusion  on  the  National  Register  for  Historic  Places. 

8.3.  Ownership  of  Alterations.  Any  Alterations  constructed  on  or  affixed  to  the  Premises  by 
or  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  limitations  of  this  Section  8 shall  be  and 
remain  Subtenant's  property  during  the  Term.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
shall  remove  all  such  Alterations  from  the  Premises  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
19  hereof,  unless  Sublandlord,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  limiting  any  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  8.1  above,  requires  that  such  Alterations  remain  on  the  Premises  following  the  expiration 
or  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

8.4.  Subtenant's  Personal  Property.  All  furniture,  furnishings  and  articles  of  movable 
personal  property  and  equipment  used  upon  or  installed  in  the  Premises  by  or  for  the  account  of 
Subtenant  that  can  be  removed  without  structural  or  other  material  damage  to  the  Premises  (all  of 
which  are  herein  called  "Subtenant's  Personal  Property")  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of 
Subtenant  and  shall  be  removed  by  Subtenant,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  19  hereof. 
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Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  providing  any  security  or  other  protection  of  or 
maintenance  to  Subtenant’s  Personal  Property. 

8.5.  Sublandlord's  Alterations.  Sublandlord  reserves  the  right  at  any  time  to  make 
alterations,  additions,  repairs,  deletions  or  improvements  to  the  common  areas  or  any  other  part 
of  the  improvements  on  the  Premises;  provided,  that  any  such  alterations  or  additions  shall  not 
materially  adversely  affect  the  functional  utilization  of  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein. 

9.  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

9.1.  Subtenant  Responsible  for  Maintenance  and  Repair.  Subtenant  assumes  full  and  sole 
responsibility  for  the  condition,  operation,  repair  and  maintenance  and  management  of  the 
Premises  from  and  after  the  Commencement  Date  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  in  good  condition 
and  repair.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  performance  of  any  repairs,  changes  or 
alterations  to  the  Premises,  nor  shall  Sublandlord  be  liable  for  any  portion  of  the  cost  thereof. 
Subtenant  shall  make  all  repairs  and  replacements,  interior  and  exterior,  structural  as  well  as  non- 
structural,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  which  may  be  necessary  to 
maintain  the  Premises  at  all  times  in  a clean,  safe,  attractive  and  sanitary  condition  and  in  good 
order  and  repair,  to  Sublandlord's  and  Master  Landlord’s  reasonable  satisfaction,  provided, 
however,  that  neither  Subtenant  nor  Sublandlord  shall  be  required  to  make  structural  repairs  or 
Alterations  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the  Commencement 
Date.  If  any  portion  of  the  Premises  is  damaged  by  any  activities  conducted  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately,  at  its  sole 
cost,  repair  all  such  damage  and  restore  the  Premises  to  its  previous  condition. 

9.2.  Utilities.  Sublandlord  shall  provide  the  basic  utilities  and  services  described  in  the 
attached  Exhibit  E (the  “Standard  Utilities  and  Services”)  to  the  Premises,  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  therein.  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  furnishing,  at  its  sole  cost, 
any  utilities  or  services  other  than  or  in  excess  of  the  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  that 
Subtenant  may  need  for  its  use  of  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  pay,  without  set  off  or 
counterclaim,  all  amounts  due  and  owing  for  such  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  at  the  rates 
provided  in  and  as  otherwise  set  forth  in  Exhibit  E. 

9.3.  Landscaping.  Subtenant  shall  maintain  the  exterior  landscaping  of  the  Premises  in  good 
condition  and  repair. 

9.4.  Janitorial  Services.  Subtenant  shall  provide  all  janitorial  services  for  the  Premises. 

9.5.  Pest  Control.  Subtenant  shall  provide  and  pay  for  all  pest  control  services  required 
within  the  Premises,  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  of  all  pests  at  all  times. 

9.6.  Trash.  Subtenant  shall  deposit  all  trash  into  designated  containers  in  the  Premises  in 
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compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F.  Subtenant  shall  pay  for 
the  removal  of  trash  from  the  designated  containers.  Subtenant  shall  abide  by  all  rules 
established  by  Sublandlord  or  Master  Landlord  for  the  handling  of  trash. 

9.7.  No  Right  to  Repair  and  Deduct.  Subtenant  expressly  waives  the  benefit  of  any  existing 
or  future  Laws  or  judicial  or  administrative  decision  that  would  otherwise  permit  Subtenant  to 
make  repairs  or  replacements  at  Sublandlord's  expense,  or  to  terminate  this  Sublease  because  of 
Sublandlord's  failure  to  keep  the  Premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  good  order,  condition  or  repair, 
or  to  abate  or  reduce  any  of  Subtenant's  obligations  hereunder  on  account  of  the  Premises  or  any 
part  thereof  being  in  need  of  repair  or  replacement.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing.  Subtenant 
expressly  waives  the  provisions  of  California  Civil  Code  Sections  1932,  1941  and  1942  or  any 
similar  Laws  with  respect  to  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  terminate  this  Sublease  and  with  respect  to 
any  obligations  of  Sublandlord  hereunder  or  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  make  repairs  or 
replacements  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  Rent. 

10.  LIENS 

10.1.  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  from  any  liens  arising  out  of  any  work 
performed,  material  furnished  or  obligations  incurred  by  or  for  Subtenant.  In  the  event  Subtenant 
does  not,  within  five  (5)  days  following  the  imposition  of  any  such  lien,  cause  the  lien  to  be 
released  of  record  by  payment  or  posting  of  a proper  bond,  Sublandlord  shall  have  in  addition  to 
all  other  remedies  provided  herein  and  by  law  or  equity  the  right,  but  not  the  obligation,  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  released  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deem  proper,  including,  but  not  limited.to, 
payment  of  the  claim  giving  rise  to  such  lien.  All  such  sums  paid  by  Sublandlord  and  all 
expenses  it  incurs  in  connection  therewith  (including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys' 
fees)  shall  be  payable  to  Sublandlord  by  Subtenant  upon  demand.  Sublandlord  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  to  post  and  keep  posted  on  the  Premises  any  notices  permitted  or  required  by 
law  or  that  Sublandlord  deems  proper  for  its  protection  and  protection  of  the  Premises  from 
mechanics'  and  materialmen's  liens.  Subtenant  shall  give  Sublandlord  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days' 
prior  written  notice  of  the  commencement  of  any  repair  or  construction  on  any  of  the  Premises. 

1 1 . COMPLIANCE  WITH  LAWS 

11.1.  Compliance  with  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  promptly,  at  its  sole  expense,  maintain  the 
Premises  and  Subtenant’s  use  and  operations  thereon  in  strict  compliance  at  all  times  with  all 
present  and  future  Laws,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary; 
provided,  however  Subtenant  shall  not  be  required  to  make  repairs  or  structural  changes  to  the 
Premises  required  solely  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the 
Commencement  Date  or  not  related  to  Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises,  unless  the  requirement 
for  such  changes  is  imposed  as  a result  of  any  Alterations  made  or  requested  to  be  made  by 
Subtenant.  Such  Laws  shall  include,  without  limitation,  all  Laws  relating  to  health  and  safety 
and  disabled  accessibility  including,  without  limitation,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  42 
U.S.C.  §§  12101  et  seq.  and  Title  24  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  all  present  and  future 
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Environmental  Laws  (as  defined  in  this  Sublease  below),  and  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code.  No  occurrence  or  situation  arising  during  the  Term,  nor  any 
present  or  future  Law,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  and  however  extraordinary,  shall  give 
Subtenant  any  right  to  seek  redress  against  Sublandlord  for  failing  to  comply  with  any  Laws. 
Subtenant  waives  any  rights  now  or  hereafter  conferred  upon  it  by  any  existing  or  future  Law  to 
compel  Sublandlord  to  make  any  repairs  to  comply  with  any  such  Laws,  on  account  of  any  such 
occurrence  or  situation. 

11.2.  Regulatory  Approvals. 

(a)  Responsible  Party.  Subtenant  understands  and  agrees  that  Subtenant's  use  of  the 
Premises  and  construction  of  any  Alterations  permitted  hereunder  may  require  authorizations, 
approvals  or  permits  from  governmental  regulatory  agencies  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Premises. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  obtaining  any  and  all  such  regulatory  approvals, 
including  without  limitation,  any  liquor  permits  or  approvals.  Subtenant  shall  not  seek  any 
regulatory  approval  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  Sublandlord.  Subtenant  shall 
bear  all  costs  associated  with  applying  for,  obtaining  and  maintaining  any  necessary  or 
appropriate  regulatory  approval  and  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  satisfying  any  and  all 
conditions  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies  as  part  of  a regulatory  approval.  Any  fines  or 
penalties  levied  as  a result  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any 
regulatory  approval  shall  be  immediately  paid  and  discharged  by  Subtenant,  and  Sublandlord 
shall  have  no  liability,  monetary  or  otherwise,  for  any  such  fines  or  penalties.  Subtenant  shall 
indemnify,  protect,  defend  and  hold  harmless  forever  ("Indemnify")  Sublandlord,  City  and 
Master  Landlord,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  all  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees,  contractors,  boards,  commissions, 
departments,  agencies  and  other  subdivisions  and  each  of  the  persons  acting  by,  through  or  under 
each  of  them,  and  their  respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of 
them  (the  “Indemnified  Parties”),  against  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  losses,  liabilities, 
damages,  liens,  injuries,  penalties,  fines,  lawsuits  and  other  proceedings,  judgments  and  awards 
and  costs  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  and  consultants'  fees 
and  costs  (“Losses”)  arising  in  connection  with  Subtenant's  failure  to  obtain  or  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  any  regulatory  approval. 

11.3.  Compliance  with  Sublandlord's  Risk  Management  Requirements.  Subtenant  shall 
not  do  anything,  or  permit  anything  to  be  done,  in  or  about  the  Premises  or  to  any  Alterations 
permitted  hereunder  that  would  create  any  unusual  fire  risk,  and  shall  take  commercially 
reasonable  steps  to  protect  Sublandlord  from  any  potential  premises  liability.  Subtenant  shall 
faithfully  observe,  at  its  expense,  any  and  all  reasonable  requirements  of  Sublandlord's  Risk 
Manager  with  respect  thereto  and  with  the  requirements  of  any  policies  of  commercial  general 
liability,  all  risk  property  or  other  policies  of  insurance  at  any  time  in  force  with  respect  to  the 
Premises  and  any  Alterations  as  required  hereunder. 

12.  ENCUMBRANCES 
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12.1.  Encumbrance  Bv  Subtenant.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in 
this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  not  under  any  circumstances  whatsoever  create  any  mortgage,  deed 
of  trust,  assignment  of  rents,  fixture  filing,  security  agreement,  or  similar  security  instrument,  or 
other  lien  or  encumbrance  or  assignment  or  pledge  of  an  asset  as  security  in  any  manner  against 
the  Premises  or  Sublandlord's  or  Subtenant’s  interest  under  this  Sublease. 

13.  DAMAGE  OR  DESTRUCTION 

13.1.  Damage  or  Destruction  to  the  Premises.  In  the  case  of  damage  to  or  destruction  of  the 
Premises  by  earthquake,  fire,  flood  or  any  other  casualty,  which  (i)  is  not  caused  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  (ii)  is  not  covered  by  the  insurance  described  in 
Section  17  below,  (iii)  prevents  Subtenant  from  operating  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein,  and  (iv)  costs  more  to  repair  than  the  Repair  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease 
Information,  either  party  may  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice 
and  upon  any  such  termination  Subtenant  shall  surrender  the  Premises  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  (except  for  damage  caused  by  a casualty  pursuant  to  which  this  Sublease  may  be 
terminated  under  this  Section  13.1)  and  both  Parties  shall  be  relieved  of  any  liability  for  such 
termination  or  for  repairing  such  damage.  If  neither  Party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in 
this  Section  13.1,  then  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  promptly  restore,  repair,  replace  or  rebuild 
the  Premises  to  the  condition  the  Premises  were  in  prior  to  such  damage  or  destruction,  subject  to 
any  Alterations  made  in  strict  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  8.1  above.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  Sublandlord  have  any  obligation  to  repair,  replace  or  rebuild  the  Premises  in 
the  event  of  a casualty. 

13.2.  No  Abatement  in  Rent.  In  the  event  of  any  damage  or  destruction  to  the  Premises,  and 
if  neither  party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in  Section  13.1  above,  there  shall  be  no 
abatement  in  the  Rent  payable  hereunder. 

13.3.  Waiver.  The  Parties  understand  and  agree  that  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section 
are  intended  to  govern  fully  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  Parties  in  the  event  of  damage  or 
destruction  to  the  Premises  or  Alterations,  and  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  each  hereby  waives 
and  releases  any  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  in  whole  or  in  part  under  Sections  1932.2  and 
1933.4  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  or  under  any  similar  Laws  now  or  hereafter  in  effect,  to 
the  extent  such  rights  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

14.  ASSIGNMENT  AND  SUBLETTING 

14.1.  Restriction  on  Assignment  and  Subletting.  Subtenant  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly 
(including,  without  limitation,  by  merger,  acquisition  or  other  transfer  of  any  controlling  interest 
in  Subtenant),  voluntarily  or  by  operation  of  Law,  sell,  assign,  encumber,  pledge,  sublease  or 
otherwise  transfer  any  part  of  its  interest  in  or  rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises,  any  Alterations 
or  its  interest  in  this  Sublease,  or  permit  any  portion  of  the  Premises  to  be  occupied  by  anyone 
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other  than  itself,  or  sublet  any  portion  of  the  Premises  (a  "Transfer"),  without  Sublandlord's  prior 
written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  Sublandlord  may  grant  or  withhold  in  its  sole  and 
absolute  discretion.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  a written  notice  of  its  intention  to 
Transfer  this  Sublease  or  the  Premises,  together  with  a copy  of  the  proposed  Transfer  agreement 
at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  date  of  the  proposed  Transfer.  Subtenant 
shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  such  information  regarding  the  proposed  Transfer  as  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  request. 

14.2.  Bonus  Rental.  If  Sublandlord  consents  to  a Transfer  of  any  of  Subtenant's  interest  in  or 
rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises  pursuant  to  Section  14.1  above,  then  one  hundred  percent 
(100%)  of  any  rent  or  other  consideration  payable  to  Subtenant  in  excess  of  the  Base  Rent 
payable  hereunder  (or  the  proportionate  share  thereof  applicable  to  the  portion  of  the  Premises 
that  is  subject  to  the  Transfer)  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  immediately  upon  receipt  by 
Subtenant. 

15.  DEFAULT;  REMEDIES 

15.1.  Events  of  Default.  Any  of  the  following  shall  constitute  an  event  of  default  ("Event  of 
Default")  by  Subtenant  hereunder: 

(a)  Failure  to  Pay  Rent.  Any  failure  to  pay  any  Rent  or  any  other  sums  due  hereunder, 
including  sums  due  for  utilities,  within  five  (5)  days  after  such  sums  are  due; 

(b)  Covenants,  Conditions  and  Representations.  Any  failure  to  perform  or  comply  with 
any  other  covenant,  condition  or  representation  made  under  this  Sublease;  provided,  Subtenant 
shall  have  a period  of  ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  written  notice  from  Sublandlord  of  such 
failure  within  which  to  cure  such  default  under  this  Sublease,  or,  if  such  default  is  not  capable  of 
cure  within  such  1 0-day  period,  Subtenant  shall  have  a reasonable  period  to  complete  such  cure  if 
Subtenant  promptly  undertakes  action  to  cure  such  default  within  such  1 0-day  period  and 
thereafter  diligently  prosecutes  the  same  to  completion  and  uses  its  best  efforts  to  complete  such 
cure  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  receipt  of  notice  of  default  from  Sublandlord; 

(c)  Vacation  or  Abandonment.  Any  abandonment  of  the  Premises  for  more  than  fourteen 
(14)  consecutive  days; 

(d)  Bankruptcy.  The  appointment  of  a receiver  to  take  possession  of  all  or  substantially  all 
of  the  assets  of  Subtenant,  or  an  assignment  by  Subtenant  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  or  any 
action  taken  or  suffered  by  Subtenant  under  any  insolvency,  bankruptcy,  reorganization, 
moratorium  or  other  debtor  relief  act  or  statute,  whether  now  existing  or  hereafter  amended  or 
enacted;  and 

(e)  Notices  of  Default.  The  delivery  to  Subtenant  of  three  (3)  or  more  notices  of  default 
within  any  twelve  (12)  month  period,  irrespective  of  whether  Subtenant  actually  cures  such

default  within  the  specified  time  period,  may,  in  the  sole  and  absolute  discretion  of  the  Authority, 
be  deemed  an  incurable  breach  of  this  Sublease  allowing  the  Authority  to  immediately  terminate 
this  Sublease  without  further  notice  or  demand  to  Subtenant. 

15.2.  Remedies.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant,  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  following  rights  and  remedies  in  addition  to  all  other  rights  and  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord  at  Law  or  in  equity: 

(a)  Terminate  Sublease  and  Recover  Damages.  The  rights  and  remedies  provided  by 
California  Civil  Code  Section  1951.2  (damages  on  termination  for  breach),  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  right  to  terminate  Subtenant's  right  to  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  recover 
the  worth  at  the  time  of  award  of  the  amount  by  which  the  unpaid  Rent  for  the  balance  of  the 
Term  after  the  time  of  award  exceeds  the  amount  of  rental  loss  for  the  same  period  that 
Subtenant  proves  could  be  reasonably  avoided,  as  computed  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  of  such 
Section  1951.2.  Sublandlord's  efforts  to  mitigate  the  damages  caused  by  Subtenant's  breach  of 
this  Sublease  shall  not  waive  Sublandlord's  rights  to  recover  unmitigated  damages  upon 
termination. 

(b)  Appointment  of  Receiver.  The  right  to  have  a receiver  appointed  for  Subtenant  upon 
application  by  Sublandlord  to  take  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  apply  any  rental  collected 
from  the  Premises  and  to  exercise  all  other  rights  and  remedies  granted  to  Sublandlord  pursuant 
to  this  Sublease. 

15.3.  Sublandlord's  Right  to  Cure  Subtenant's  Defaults.  If  Subtenant  defaults  in  the 
performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  then  Sublandlord  may  at  any  time 
thereafter  with  three  (3)  days  prior  written  notice  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  as 
determined  by  Sublandlord  where  prior  notice  by  Sublandlord  is  impractical),  remedy  such  Event 
of  Default  for  Subtenant's  account  and  at  Subtenant's  expense.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to 
Sublandlord,  as  Additional  Charges,  promptly  upon  demand,  all  sums  expended  by  Sublandlord, 
or  other  costs,  damages,  expenses  or  liabilities  incurred  by  Sublandlord,  including,  without 
limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  in  remedying  or  attempting  to  remedy  such  Event  of 
Default.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
Nothing  herein  shall  imply  any  duty  of  Sublandlord  to  do  any  act  that  Subtenant  is  obligated  to 
perform  under  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  and  Sublandlord's  cure  or  attempted  cure  of 
Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  shall  not  constitute  a waiver  of  Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  or  any 
rights  or  remedies  of  Sublandlord  on  account  of  such  Event  of  Default. 

16.  RELEASE  AND  WAIVER  OF  CLAIMS;  INDEMNIFICATION 

16.1.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents, 
covenants  and  agrees  that  the  Indemnified  Parties  shall  not  be  responsible  for  or  liable  to 
Subtenant  for,  and,  to  the  fullest  extent  allowed  by  any  Laws,  Subtenant  hereby  waives  all  rights 
against  the  Indemnified  Parties  and  releases  them  from,  any  and  all  Losses,  including,  but  not 
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limited  to,  incidental  and  consequential  damages,  relating  to  any  injury,  accident  or  death  of  any 
person  or  loss  or  damage  to  any  property,  in  or  about  the  Premises,  from  any  cause  whatsoever, 
including  without  limitation,  partial  or  complete  collapse  of  the  Premises  due  to  an  earthquake  or 
subsidence,  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or 
willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing: 

(a)  Subtenant  expressly  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the  Rent  payable  hereunder  does  not 
take  into  account  any  potential  liability  of  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  any  consequential  or 
incidental  damages  including,  but  not  limited  to,  lost  profits  arising  out  of  disruption  to 
Subtenant's  uses  hereunder.  Sublandlord  would  not  be  willing  to  enter  into  this  Sublease  in  the 
absence  of  a complete  waiver  of  liability  for  consequential  or  incidental  damages  due  to  the  acts 
or  omissions  of  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  Subtenant  expressly  assumes  the  risk  with  respect 
thereto.  Accordingly,  without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other 
waivers  contained  in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims, 
demands,  rights,  and  causes  of  action  for  consequential  and  incidental  damages  and  covenants 
not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  such  damages  arising  out  of  this  Sublease  or  the  uses 
authorized  hereunder,  including,  without  limitation,  any  interference  with  uses  conducted  by 
Subtenant  pursuant  to  this  Sublease  regardless  of  the  cause. 

(b)  Without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other  waivers  contained 
in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  fully 
RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  rights,  and 
causes  of  action  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  or 
future  Laws,  statutes,  or  regulations,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  claim  for  inverse 
condemnation  or  the  payment  of  just  compensation  under  the  law  of  eminent  domain,  or 
otherwise  at  equity,  in  the  event  that  Sublandlord  terminates  this  Sublease  because  of  such  claim 
for  inverse  condemnation  or  eminent  domain. 

(c)  As  part  of  Subtenant's  agreement  to  accept  the  Premises  in  its  "As  Is"  condition  as 
provided  herein,  and  without  limiting  such  agreement  and  any  other  waiver  contained  herein, 
Subtenant  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and 
forever  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all 
Losses,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise 
on  account  of  or  in  any  way  be  connected  with  the  physical  or  environmental  condition  of  the 
Premises  and  any  related  improvements  or  any  Laws  or  regulations  applicable  thereto  or  the 
suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 

(d)  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not  be  a displaced  person  at  the  time  this  Sublease  is 
terminated,  and  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  the  Indemnified 
Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses  and  any  and  all  claims,  demands  or  rights  against  any  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  and  future  Laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all 
claims  for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  federal  and  state 
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relocation  assistance  laws. 


(e)  Without  limiting  any  other  waiver  contained  herein,  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its 
successors  and  assigns,  hereby  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and  forever  RELEASES, 
WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses,  whether  direct 
or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise  on  account  of  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  Indemnified  Parties'  decision  to  Sublease  the  Premises  to  Subtenant, 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  such  decision  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of  gross 
negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties. 

(f)  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  never  to  file,  commence,  prosecute  or  cause  to  be  filed, 
commenced  or  prosecuted  against  the  Indemnified  Parties  any  claim,  action  or  proceeding  based 
upon  any  claims,  demands,  causes  of  action,  obligations,  damages,  losses,  costs,  expenses  or 
liabilities  of  any  nature  whatsoever  encompassed  by  the  waivers  and  releases  set  forth  in  this 
Section  16.1. 


(g)  In  executing  these  waivers  and  releases,  Subtenant  has  not  relied  upon  any  representation 
or  statement  other  than  as  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

(h)  Subtenant  had  made  such  investigation  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  these  waivers  and 
releases  as  it  deems  necessary  and  assumes  the  risk  of  mistake  with  respect  to  such  facts.  These 
waivers  and  releases  are  intended  to  be  final  and  binding  on  Subtenant  regardless  of  any  claims 
of  mistake. 

(i)  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  releases,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar 
with  Section  1542  of  the  California  Civil  Code,  which  reads: 

A general  release  does  not  extend  to  claims  which  the  creditor  does 
not  know  or  suspect  to  exist  in  his  favor  at  the  time  of  executing  the 
release,  which  if  known  by  him  must  have  materially  affected  his 
settlement  with  the  debtor. 

Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  releases  contained  herein  include  all  known  and 
unknown,  disclosed  and  undisclosed,  and  anticipated  and  unanticipated  claims.  Subtenant 
realizes  and  acknowledges  that  it  has  agreed  upon  this  Sublease  in  light  of  this  realization  and, 
being  fully  aware  of  this  situation,  it  nevertheless  intends  to  waive  the  benefit  of  Civil  Code 
Section  1542,  or  any  statute  or  other  similar  law  now  or  later  in  effect.  The  waivers  and  releases 
contained  herein  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

16.2.  Subtenant's  Indemnity  . Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents,  shall 
Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  and  against  any  and  all  Losses  arising  out  of  Subtenant’s 
use  of  the  Premises,  including  but  not  limited  to,  any  Losses  arising  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  out  of:  (a)  any  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  property  owned  by  or  in  the 
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custody  of  Subtenant  or  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees;  (b)  any  accident,  injury  to  or 
death  of  a person,  including,  without  limitation,  Subtenant’s  Agents  and  Subtenant’s  Invitees, 
howsoever  or  by  whomsoever  caused,  occurring  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises;  (c)  any  default  by 
Subtenant  in  the  observation  or  performance  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  of  this 
Sublease  to  be  observed  or  performed  on  Subtenant's  part;  (d)  the  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or 
management,  or  manner  of  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or  management  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s.  Invitees  or  any  person  or  entity  claiming  through  or  under  any  of  them,  of 
the  Premises  or  any  Alterations;  (e)  any  construction  or  other  work  undertaken  by  Subtenant  on 
or  about  the  Premises;  and  (f)  any  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant's  Agents 
or  Subtenant's  Invitees,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations,  except  to  the  extent  that 
such  Indemnity  is  void  or  otherwise  unenforceable  under  any  applicable  Laws  in  effect  on  or 
validly  retroactive  to  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and  further  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses 
are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or  intentional  wrongful  acts  and  omissions  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  shall  include,  without  limitation,  reasonable  fees 
of  attorneys,  consultants  and  experts  and  related  costs  and  Sublandlord's  costs  of  investigating 
any  Loss.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  an  immediate  and 
independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  claim 
which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  this  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is  or 
may  be  groundless*  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered 
to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter.  Subtenant's  obligations  under 
this  Section  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

17.  INSURANCE 

17.1.  Required  Insurance  Coverage.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  maintain, 
or  cause  to  be  maintained,  through  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  the  following  insurance: 

(a)  General  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  commercial  general  liability  insurance, 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined  single  limit 
for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  contractual  liability,  independent 
contractors,  broad  form  property  damage,  personal  injury,  products  and  completed  operations, 
fire  damage  and  legal  liability  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000), 
explosion,  collapse  and  underground  (XCU). 

(b)  Automobile  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  business  automobile  liability 
insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($  1 ,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined 
single  limit  for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  owned  and  hired 
vehicles  and  for  employer’s  non-ownership  liability,  which  insurance  shall  be  required  if  any 
automobiles  or  any  other  motor  vehicles  are  operated  in  connection  with  Subtenant’s  activity  on 
the  Premises  or  the  Permitted  Use. 

(c)  Worker's  Compensation  and  Employer's  Liability  Insurance.  If  Subtenant  has 
employees,  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance  in  statutory  amounts  with  Employer's  Liability 
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with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for  each  accident,  injury  or  illness, 
on  employees  eligible  for  each. 

(d)  Personal  Property  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  procure  and 
maintain  on  all  of  its  personal  property  and  Alterations,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises,  property 
insurance  on  an  all  risk  form,  excluding  earthquake  and  flood,  to  the  extent  of  full  replacement 
value.  The  proceeds  from  any  such  policy  shall  be  used  by  Subtenant  for  the  replacement  of 
Subtenant's  personal  property. 

(e)  Other  Coverage.  Such  other  insurance  or  different  coverage  amounts  as  is  required  by 
law  or  as  is  generally  required  by  commercial  owners  of  property  similar  in  size,  character,  age 
and  location  as  the  Premises,  as  may  change  from  time  to  time,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the 
City's  Risk  Manager. 

17.2.  Claims-Made  Policies.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a claims-made  form  of  policy,  Subtenant  shall  maintain  such  coverage 
continuously  throughout  the  Term  and  without  lapse  for  a period  of  three  (3)  years  beyond  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease,  to  the  effect  that  should  occurrences  during  the  Term  give  rise  to 
claims  made  after  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  claims  shall  be  covered  by  such  claims- 
made  policies. 

17.3.  Annual  Aggregate  Limits.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a form  of  coverage  which  includes  an  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that 
claims  investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be  included  in  such  annual  aggregate  limit,  such 
annual  aggregate  limit  shall  be  double  the  occurrence  limits  specified  herein. 

17.4.  Payment  of  Premiums.  Subtenant  shall  pay  the  premiums  for  maintaining  all  required 
insurance. 

17.5.  Waiver  of  Subrogation  Rights.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained 
herein,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  (each  a "Waiving  Party")  each  hereby  waives  any  right  of 
recovery  against  the  other  party  for  any  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  such  other  party  with  respect 
to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises  or  any  portion  thereof  or  the  contents  of  the  same  or  any  operation 
therein,  whether  or  not  such  loss  is  caused  by  the  fault  or  negligence  of  such  other  party,  to  the 
extent  such  loss  or  damage  is  covered  by  insurance  which  is  required  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Waiving  Party  under  this  Sublease  or  is  actually  covered  by  insurance  obtained  by  the  Waiving 
Party.  Each  Waiving  Party  agrees  to  cause  its  insurers  to  issue  appropriate  waiver  of  subrogation 
rights  endorsements  to  all  policies  relating  to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises;  provided,  the  failure  to 
obtain  any  such  endorsement  shall  not  affect  the  above  waiver. 

17.6.  General  Insurance  Matters. 

(a)  All  liability  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall 
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contain  a cross-liability  clause,  shall  name  as  additional  insureds  the  "THE  TREASURE 
ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  THE 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  ACTING  BY  AND  THROUGH  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
THE  NAVY,  AND  THEIR  OFFICERS,  DIRECTORS,  EMPLOYEES  AND  AGENTS,"  shall  be 
primary  to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the  additional  insureds  with  respect  to  claims  arising 
under  this  Sublease,  and  shall  provide  that  such  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured 
against  whom  complaint  is  made  or  suit  is  brought  except  with  respect  to  the  limits  of  the 
company's  liability. 

(b)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  be  issued 
by  an  insurance  company  or  companies  reasonably  acceptable  to  Sublandlord  with  an  AM  Best 
rating  of  not  less  than  A-VIII  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  California. 

(c)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  provide  for 
thirty  (30)  days'  prior  written  notice  of  cancellation  for  any  reason,  intended  non-renewal,  or 
reduction  in  coverage  to  Subtenant  and  Sublandlord.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  in  accordance 
with  the  notice  provisions  of  Section  21.1  below. 

(d)  Subtenant  shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  certificates  of  insurance  and  additional  insured 
policy  endorsements  in  a form  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  evidencing  the  coverages  required 
herein,  together  with  evidence  of  payment  of  premiums,  on  or  before  the  Commencement  Date, 
and  upon  renewal  of  each  policy  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  before  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
policy.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord's  request,  promptly  furnish  Sublandlord  with  a 
complete  copy  of  any  insurance  policy  required  hereunder. 

(e)  Not  more  often  than  every  year  and  upon  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days'  prior  written 
notice,  Sublandlord  may  require  Subtenant  to  increase  the  insurance  limits  set  forth  in  Section 
1 7. 1 above  if  Sublandlord  finds  in  its  reasonable  judgment  that  it  is  the  general  commercial 
practice  in  San  Francisco  to  carry  insurance  in  amounts  substantially  greater  than  those  amounts 
carried  by  Subtenant  with  respect  to  risks  comparable  to  those  associated  with  the  use  of  the 
Premises. 

(f)  Subtenant's  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  in  no  way  relieve  or 
decrease  Subtenant's  indemnification  obligations  herein  or  any  of  Subtenant's  other  obligations  or 
liabilities  under  this  Sublease. 

(g)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Sublease,  Sublandlord  may  elect  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion  to  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  the  lapse  of  any 
required  insurance  coverage  by  written  notice  to  Subtenant. 

18.  ACCESS  BY  SUBLANDLORD 

18.1.  Access  to  Premises  by  Sublandlord. 
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(a)  General  Access.  Sublandlord  reserves  for  itself  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents,  the  right  to 
enter  the  Premises  and  any  portion  thereof  at  all  reasonable  times  upon  not  less  than  twenty-four 
(24)  hours  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency)  for  any 
purpose. 

(b)  Emergency  Access.  In  the  event  of  any  emergency,  as  determined  by  Sublandlord, 
Sublandlord  may,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  notice,  enter  the  Premises  and  alter  or  remove 
any  Alterations  or  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  any  and  all  means  Sublandlord  considers  appropriate  to  gain  access  to  any 
portion  of  the  Premises  in  an  emergency.  In  such  case,  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
any  damage  or  injury  to  any  such  property,  nor  for  the  replacement  of  any  such  property  and  any 
such  emergency  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a forcible  or  unlawful  entry  onto  or  a detainer  of, 
the  Premises,  or  an  eviction,  actual  or  constructive,  of  Subtenant  from  the  Premises  or  any 
portion  thereof. 

(c)  No  Liability.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  liable  in  any  manner,  and  Subtenant  hereby 
waives  any  claims,  for  any  inconvenience,  disturbance,  loss  of  business,  nuisance  or  other 
damage  arising  out  of  Sublandlord's  entry  onto  the  Premises,  except  damage  resulting  directly 
and  exclusively  from  the  gross  negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  Sublandlord  or  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  and  not  contributed  to  by  the  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees. 

18.2.  Access  to  Premises  by  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that 
Master  Landlord  shall  have  all  of  the  rights  of  access  to  the  Premises  described  in  the  Master 
Lease. 

19.  SURRENDER 

19.1.  Surrender  of  the  Premises.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
surrender  to  Sublandlord  the  Premises  in  the  same  condition  as  of  the  Commencement  Date, 
ordinary  wear  and  tear  excepted,  and  free  and  clear  of  all  liens,  easements  and  other 
encumbrances  created  or  suffered  by,  through  or  under  Subtenant.  On  or  before  any  termination 
hereof,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  remove  any  and  all  of  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  from 
the  Premises  and  demolish  and  remove  any  and  all  Alterations  from  the  Premises  (except  for  any 
Alterations  that  Sublandlord  agrees  are  to  remain  part  of  the  Premises  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  8.3  above).  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  expense,  repair  any  damage  to  the 
Premises  resulting  from  the  removal  of  any  such  items  and  restore  the  Premises  to  their  condition 
immediately  prior  to  the  presence  of  any  Alterations.  In  connection  therewith,  Subtenant  shall 
obtain  any  and  all  necessary  permits  and  approvals,  including,  without  limitation,  any 
environmental  permits,  and  execute  any  manifests  or  other  documents  necessary  to  complete  the 
demolition,  removal  or  restoration  work  required  hereunder.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this 
Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Any  items  of  Subtenant's  Personal 
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Property  remaining  on  or  about  the  Premises  after  the  termination  of  this  Sublease  may,  at 
Sublandlord's  option  and  after  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice  to  Subtenant,  be  deemed  abandoned 
and  in  such  case  Sublandlord  may  dispose  of  such  property  in  accordance  with  Section  1980,  et 
seq.,  of  the  California  Civil  Code  or  in  any  other  manner  allowed  by  Law. 

19.2.  No  Holding  Over.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  surrender  the  Premises  to  Sublandlord  upon  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease  as  required  by  this  Section,  Subtenant  shall  Indemnify  Sublandlord 
against  all  Losses  resulting  therefrom,  including,  without  limitation,  Losses  made  by  a 
succeeding  Subtenant  resulting  from  Subtenant's  failure  to  surrender  the  Premises.  Subtenant 
shall  have  no  right  to  hold  over  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent 
may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  If  Sublandlord  holds  over  the 
Premises  or  any  part  thereof  after  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  holding 
over  shall  be  terminable  upon  written  notice  by  Sublandlord,  and  the  Base  Rent  shall  be 
increased  to  two  hundred  percent  (200%)  of  the  Base  Rent  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  such 
holding  over,  and  such  holdover  shall  otherwise  be  on  all  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
Sublease.  This  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  Sublandlord's  permission  for  Subtenant  to  hold 
over.  Acceptance  of  any  holdover  Base  Rent  by  Sublandlord  following  expiration  or  termination 
of  this  Sublease  shall  not  constitute  an  extension  or  renewal  of  this  Sublease. 

19.3.  Security  Deposit.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  upon  execution  of  this  Sublease  a 
security  deposit  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information  as  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  all  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  agrees 
that  Sublandlord  may  (but  shall  not  be  required  to)  apply  the  security  deposit  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  remedy  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s 
Invitees,  or  any  failure  of  Subtenant  to  perform  any  other  terms,  covenants  or  conditions 
contained  in  this  Sublease,  without  waiving  any  of  Sublandlord's  other  rights  and  remedies 
hereunder  or  at  Law  or  in  equity.  Should  Sublandlord  use  any  portion  of  the  security  deposit  to 
cure  any  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately  replenish  the 
security  deposit  to  the  original  amount,  and  Subtenant's  failure  to  do  so  within  five  (5)  days  of 
Sublandlord's  notice  shall  constitute  a material  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 
Sublandlord's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  security  deposit  are  solely  that  of  debtor  and  not 
trustee.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  the  security  deposit  separate  from  its  general 
funds,  and  Subtenant  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest  on  such  deposit.  The  amount  of  the 
security  deposit  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit  Subtenant's  liability  for  the  performance  of  any  of  its 
obligations  under  this  Sublease.  To  the  extent  that  Sublandlord  is  not  entitled  to  retain  or  apply 
the  security  deposit  pursuant  to  this  Section  20.3.  Sublandlord  shall  return  such  security  deposit 
to  Subtenant  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

20.  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 

20.1.  No  Hazardous  Materials.  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  that  neither  Subtenant  nor 
any  of  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  shall  cause  or  permit  any  material  that, 
because  of  its  quantity,  concentration  or  physical  or  chemical  characteristics,  is  deemed  by  any 
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federal,  state  or  local  governmental  authority  to  pose  a present  or  potential  hazard  to  human 
health  or  safety  or  to  the  environment,  including,  without  limitation,  any  material  or  substance 
defined  as  a "hazardous  substance,"  or  "pollutant"  or  "contaminant"  pursuant  to  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  of  1980  ("CERCLA", 
also  commonly  known  as  the  "Superfund"  law),  as  amended  (42  U.S.C.  Sections  9601  et  seq.),  or 
pursuant  to  Section  25281  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  "hazardous  waste"  listed 
pursuant  to  Section  25140  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  asbestos  and  asbestos 
containing  materials  whether  or  not  such  materials  are  part  of  the  structure  of  any  existing 
improvements  on  the  Premises,  or  are  naturally  occurring  substances  on,  in  or  about  the 
Premises;  and  petroleum,  including  crude  oil  or  any  fraction  thereof,  and  natural  gas  or  natural 
gas  liquids  (“Hazardous  Material”)  to  be  brought  upon,  kept,  used,  stored,  generated  or  disposed 
of  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises  or  transported  to  or  from  the  Premises  without  the  prior  written 
approval  of  Sublandlord,  which  approval  may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute 
discretion.  Subtenant  shall  immediately  notify  Sublandlord  if  and  when  Subtenant  learns  or  has 
reason  to  believe  there  has  been  any  release  of  Hazardous  Material  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises. 
Sublandlord  may  from  time  to  time  request  Subtenant  to  provide  adequate  information  for 
Sublandlord  to  determine  that  any  Hazardous  Material  permitted  hereunder  is  being  handled  in 
compliance  with  all  applicable  federal,  state  or  local  Laws  or  policies  relating  to  Hazardous 
Material  (including,  without  limitation,  its  use,  handling,  transportation,  production,  disposal, 
discharge  or  storage)  or  to  human  health  and  safety,  industrial  hygiene  or  environmental 
conditions  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  and  any  other  property,  including,  without 
limitation,  soil,  air  and  groundwater  conditions  (“Environmental  Laws”),  and  Subtenant  shall 
promptly  provide  all  such  information.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents  shall  have  the 
right  to  inspect  the  Premises  for  Hazardous  Material  and  compliance  with  the  provisions  hereof 
at  all  reasonable  times  upon  reasonable  advance  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency).  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  comply,  without  limiting  the  foregoing, 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  21  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code  including,  without  limitation, 
regarding  obtaining  and  complying  with  the  requirements  of  an  approved  hazardous  materials 
management  plan,  and  with  the  requirements  of  the  environmental  protection  provisions 
provided  for  in  Section  1 3 of  the  Master  Lease. 

20.2.  Subtenant's  Environmental  Indemnity.  If  Subtenant  breaches  any  of  its  obligations 
contained  in  Section  20.1  above,  or,  if  any  act  or  omission  or  negligence  of  Subtenant  or  any  of 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  results  in  any  spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  pouring, 
emitting,  discharging,  injecting,  escaping,  leeching  or  dumping  (“Release”)  of  Hazardous 
Material  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  without  limiting  Subtenant's  general 
Indemnity  contained  in  Section  16.2  above.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s 
Agents,  shall  Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  each  of  them,  from  and  against  any  and  all 
enforcement,  investigation,  remediation  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  actions,  agreements 
or  orders  threatened,  instituted  or  completed  pursuant  to  any  Environmental  Laws  together  with 
any  and  all  Losses  made  or  threatened  by  any  third  party  against  Sublandlord,  Sublandlord’s 
Agents,  or  the  Premises,  relating  to  damage,  contribution,  cost  recovery  compensation,  loss  or 
injury  resulting  from  the  presence,  Release  or  discharge  of  any  Hazardous  Materials,  including,

without  limitation,  Losses  based  in  common  law,  investigation  and  remediation  costs,  fines, 
natural  resource  damages,  damages  for  decrease  in  value  of  the  Premises,  the  loss  or  restriction 
of  the  use  or  any  amenity  of  the  Premises  and  attorneys'  fees  and  consultants'  fees  arid  experts' 
fees  and  costs  (“Hazardous  Materials  Claims”)  arising  during  or  after  the  Term  of  this  Sublease 
and  relating  to  such  Release.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  includes,  without  limitation,  all  costs 
associated  with  the  investigation  and  remediation  of  Hazardous  Material  and  with  the  restoration 
of  the  Premises  or  the  Property  to  its  prior  condition  including,  without  limitation,  fines  and 
penalties  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies,  natural  resource  damages  and  losses,  and  revegetation 
of  the  Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  if  Subtenant  or 
any  of  Subtenant's  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  causes  or  permits  the  Release  of  any 
Hazardous  Materials  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  Subtenant  shall, 
immediately,  at  no  expense  to  Sublandlord,  take  any  and  all  appropriate  actions  to  return  the 
Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property  affected  thereby  to  the  condition  existing  prior  to  such 
Release  and  otherwise  investigate  and  remediate  the  Release  in  accordance  with  all 
Environmental  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  written  notice  of  and  afford 
Sublandlord  a full  opportunity  to  participate  in  any  discussions  with  governmental  regulatory 
agencies  regarding  any  settlement  agreement,  cleanup  or  abatement  agreement,  consent  decree, 
permit,  approvals,  or  other  compromise  or  proceeding  involving  Hazardous  Material. 

20.3.  Acknowledgment  of  Receipt  of  EBS  and  FOSL  Reports.  Subtenant  hereby 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that,  prior  to  the  execution  of  this  Sublease,  it 
has  received  and  reviewed  the  Environmental  Baseline  Survey  (“EBS”)  and  the  Finding  of 
Suitability  to  Lease  (“FOSL”)  described  in  Section  7 of  the  Master  Lease.  California  law 
requires  landlords  to  disclose  to  tenants  the  presence  or  potential  presence  of  certain  Hazardous 
Materials.  Accordingly,  Subtenant  is  hereby  advised  that  occupation  of  the  Premises  may  lead  to 
exposure  to  Hazardous  Materials  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  gasoline,  diesel  and  other  vehicle 
fluids,  vehicle  exhaust,  office  maintenance  fluids,  tobacco  smoke,  methane  and  building 
materials  containing  chemicals,  such  as  formaldehyde.  Further,  there  are  Hazardous  Materials 
located  on  the  Premises  as  described  in  the  EBS  and  the  FOSL.  In  addition,  California's 
Proposition  65,  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  25249.6  et  seq..  requires  notice  that  some  of 
these  Hazardous  Materials  are  known  by  the  State  of  California  to  cause  cancer  or  reproductive 
harm.  By  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  notices  and  warnings  set 
forth  above  satisfy  the  requirements  of  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Sections  25249.6  et 
seq.,  25359.7  and  related  statutes. 

2 1 . GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

21.1.  Notices.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Sublease,  any  notice  given 
hereunder  shall  be  effective  only  in  writing  and  given  by  delivering  the  notice  in  person,  or  by 
sending  it  first  class  mail  or  certified  mail  with  a return  receipt  requested  or  reliable  commercial 
overnight  courier,  return  receipt  requested,  with  postage  prepaid,  to  the  appropriate  addresses  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information.  Any  Party  hereunder  may  designate  a new  address  for 
notice  purposes  hereunder  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  such  change.  Any 
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notice  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  two  (2)  days  after  the  date  when  it  is  mailed 
if  sent  by  first  class  or  certified  mail,  one  day  after  the  date  it  is  made,  if  sent  by  commercial 
overnight  carrier,  or  upon  the  date  personal  delivery  is  made,  and  any  refusal  by  either  Party  to 
accept  the  attempted  delivery  of  any  notice,  if  such  attempted  delivery  is  in  compliance  with  this 
Section  21.1  and  applicable  Laws,  shall  be  deemed  receipt  of  such  notice. 

21.2.  No  Implied  Waiver.  No  failure  by  Sublandlord  to  insist  upon  the  strict  performance  of 
any  obligation  of  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  or  to  exercise  any  right,  power  or  remedy  arising 
out  of  a breach  thereof,  irrespective  of  the  length  of  time  for  which  such  failure  continues,  no 
acceptance  of  full  or  partial  payment  of  Rent  due  hereunder  during  the  continuance  of  any  such 
breach,  and  no  acceptance  of  the  keys  to  or  possession  of  the  Premises  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
the  Term  by  any  Agent  of  Sublandlord,  shall  constitute  a waiver  of  such  breach  or  of 
Sublandlord's  right  to  demand  strict  compliance  with  such  term,  covenant  or  condition  or  operate 
as  a surrender  of  this  Sublease.  No  express  written  waiver  of  any  default  or  the  performance  of 
any  provision  hereof  shall  affect  any  other  default  or  performance,  or  cover  any  other  period  of 
time,  other  than  the  default,  performance  or  period  of  time  specified  in  such  express  waiver.  One 
or  more  written  waivers  of  a default  or  the  performance  of  any  provision  hereof  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a waiver  of  a subsequent  default  or  performance.  The  consent  of  Sublandlord 
given  in  any  instance  under  the  terms  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  relieve  Subtenant  of  any 
obligation  to  secure  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  in  any  other  or  future  instance  under  the  terms  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.3.  Amendments.  Neither  this  Sublease  nor. any  term  or  provision  hereof  may  be  changed, 
waived,  discharged  or  terminated,  except  by  a written  instrument  signed  by  the  Parties  hereto. 

21.4.  Authority.  If  Subtenant  signs  as  a corporation,  a partnership  or  a limited  liability 
company,  each  of  the  persons  executing  this  Sublease  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  does  hereby 
covenant  and  warrant  that  Subtenant  is  a duly  authorized  and  existing  entity,  that  Subtenant  has 
and  is  qualified  to  do  business  in  California,  that  Subtenant  has  full  right  and  authority  to  enter 
into  this  Sublease,  and  that  each  and  all  of  the  persons  signing  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  are 
authorized  to  do  so.  Upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with 
evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  confirming  the  foregoing  representations  and 
warranties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants 
that  it  has  full  power  to  make  the  waivers  and  releases,  indemnities  and  the  disclosures  set  forth 
herein,  and  that  it  has  received  independent  legal  advice  from  its  attorney  as  to  the  advisability  of 
entering  into  a sublease  containing  those  provisions  and  their  legal  effect. 

21.5.  Joint  and  Several  Obligations.  The  word  "Subtenant"  as  used  herein  shall  include  the 
plural  as  well  as  the  singular.  If  there  is  more  than  one  Subtenant,  the  obligations  and  liabilities 
under  this  Sublease  imposed  on  Subtenant  shall  be  joint  and  several. 

21.6.  Interpretation  of  Sublease.  The  captions  preceding  the  articles  and  sections  of  this 
Sublease  and  in  the  table  of  contents  have  been  inserted  for  convenience  of  reference  only  and 
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such  captions  shall  in  no  way  define  or  limit  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease. 
This  Sublease  has  been  negotiated  at  arm's  length  and  between  persons  sophisticated  and 
knowledgeable  in  the  matters  dealt  with  herein  and  shall  be  interpreted  to  achieve  the  intents  and 
purposes  of  the  Parties,  without  any  presumption  against  the  party  responsible  for  drafting  any 
part  of  this  Sublease.  Provisions  in  this  Sublease  relating  to  number  of  days  shall  be  calendar 
days,  unless  otherwise  specified,  provided  that  if  the  last  day  of  any  period  to  give  notice,  reply  to 
a notice  or  to  undertake  any  other  action  occurs  on  a Saturday,  Sunday  or  a bank  or  Sublandlord 
holiday,  then  the  last  day  for  undertaking  the  action  or  giving  or  replying  to  the  notice  shall  be 
the  next  succeeding  business  day.  Use  of  the  word  "including"  or  similar  words  shall  not  be 
construed  to  limit  any  general  term,  statement  or  other  matter  in  this  Sublease,  whether  or  not 
language  of  non-limitation,  such  as  "without  limitation"  or  similar  words,  are  used.  Unless 
otherwise  provided  herein,  whenever  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  is  required  to  be  obtained  by 
Subtenant  hereunder,  Sublandlord  may  give  or  withhold  such  consent  in  its  sole  and  absolute 
discretion. 

21.7.  Successors  and  Assigns.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  14.  the  terms,  covenants 
and  conditions  contained  in  this  Sublease  shall  bind  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  Sublandlord  and 
Subtenant  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  their  personal  representatives  and  successors 
and  assigns;  provided,  however,  that  upon  any  transfer  by  Sublandlord  (or  by  any  subsequent 
Sublandlord)  of  its  interest  in  the  Premises  as  lessee,  including  any  transfer  by  operation  of  Law, 
Sublandlord  (or  any  subsequent  Sublandlord)  shall  be  relieved  from  all  subsequent  obligations 
and  liabilities  arising  under  this  Sublease  subsequent  to  such  transfer. 

21.8.  Brokers.  Neither  party  has  had  any  contact  or  dealings  regarding  the  leasing  of  the 
Premises,  or  any  communication  in  connection  therewith,  through  any  licensed  real  estate  broker 
or  other  person  who  could  claim  a right  to  a commission  or  finder's  fee  in  connection  with  the 
Sublease  contemplated  herein.  In  the  event  that  any  broker  or  finder  perfects  a claim  for  a 
commission  or  finder's  fee  based  upon  any  such  contact,  dealings  or  communication,  the  party 
through  whom  the  broker  or  finder  makes  a claim  shall  be  responsible  for  such  commission  or 
fee  and  shall  Indemnify  the  other  party  from  any  and  all  Losses  incurred  by  the  indemnified  party 
in  defending  against  the  same.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  survive  any  termination  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.9.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person, 
entity  or  circumstance  shall,  to  any  extent,  be  invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  remainder  of  this 
Sublease,  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  persons,  entities  or  circumstances  other  than 
those  as  to  which  it  is  invalid  or  unenforceable,  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and  each  other 
provision  of  this  Sublease  shall  be  valid  and  be  enforceable  to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by 
Law. 

21.10.  Governing  Law.  This  Sublease  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  in  accordance  with  the 
Laws  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  federal  government. 
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21.11.  Entire  Agreement.  This  instrument  (including  the  exhibits  hereto,  which  are  made  a 
part  of  this  Sublease)  contains  the  entire  agreement  between  the  Parties  and  supersedes  all  prior 
written  or  oral  negotiations,  discussions,  understandings  and  agreements.  The  Parties  further 
intend  that  this  Sublease  shall  constitute  the  complete  and  exclusive  statement  of  its  terms  and 
that  no  extrinsic  evidence  whatsoever  (including  prior  drafts  of  this  Sublease  and  any  changes 
therefrom)  may  be  introduced  in  any  judicial,  administrative  or  other  legal  proceeding  involving 
this  Sublease.  Subtenant  hereby  acknowledges  that  neither  Sublandlord  nor  Sublandlord's 
Agents  have  made  any  representations  or  warranties  with  respect  to  the  Premises  or  this  Sublease 
except  as  expressly  set  forth  herein,  and  no  rights,  easements  or  licenses  are  or  shall  be  acquired 
by  Subtenant  by  implication  or  otherwise  unless  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

21.12.  Attorneys'  Fees.  In  the  event  that  either  Sublandlord  or  Subtenant  fails  to  perform  any  of 
its  obligations  under  this  Sublease  or  in  the  event  a dispute  arises  concerning  the  meaning  or 
interpretation  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  the  defaulting  party  or  the  party  not  prevailing  in 
such  dispute,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  pay  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  other 
party  in  enforcing  or  establishing  its  rights  hereunder  (whether  or  not  such  action  is  prosecuted  to 
judgment),  including,  without  limitation,  court  costs  and  reasonable  attorneys'  fees.  For  purposes 
of  this  Sublease,  reasonable  fees  of  attorneys  in  the  Office  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Attorney 
(Sublandlord's  General  Counsel)  shall  be  based  on  the  fees  regularly  charged  by  private  attorneys 
with  the  equivalent  number  of  years  of  experience  in  the  subject  matter  area  of  the  law  for  which 
the  City  Attorney's  services  were  rendered  who  practice  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
in  law  firms  with  approximately  the  same  number  of  attorneys  as  employed  by  the  Office  of  the 
City  Attorney.  Further,  for  purposes  of  this  Sublease,  the  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  mean  the 
fees  and  expenses  of  counsel  to  the  Parties,  which  may  include  printing,  duplicating  and  other 
expenses,  air  freight  charges,  hiring  of  experts,  and  fees  billed  for  law  clerks,  paralegals, 
librarians  and  others  not  admitted  to  the  bar  but  performing  services  under  the  supervision  of  an 
attorney.  The  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  also  include,  without  limitation,  all  such  fees  and 
expenses  incurred  with  respect  to  appeals,  mediations,  arbitrations,  and  bankruptcy  proceedings, 
and  whether  or  not  any  action  is  brought  with  respect  to  the  matter  for  which  such  fees  and  costs 
were  incurred.  The  term  "attorney"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  the  term  "counsel". 

21.13.  Time  of  Essence.  Time  is  of  the  essence  with  respect  to  all  provisions  of  this  Sublease  in 
which  a definite  time  for  performance  is  specified. 

21.14.  Cumulative  Remedies.  All  rights  and  remedies  of  either  party  hereto  set  forth  in  this 
Sublease  shall  be  cumulative,  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  herein. 

21.15.  Survival  of  Indemnities.  Termination  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  either 
party  to  enforce  any  and  all  indemnities  and  representations  and  warranties  given  or  made  to  the 
other  party  under  this  Sublease,  nor  shall  it  affect  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  that  expressly 
states  it  shall  survive  termination  hereof.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that, 
with  respect  to  each  of  the  indemnities  contained  in  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  has  an  immediate 
and  independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any 
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claim  which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  the  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is 
or  may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is 
tendered  to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter. 

21.16.  Relationship  of  Parties.  Sublandlord  is  not,  and  none  of  the  provisions  in  this  Sublease 
shall  be  deemed  to  render  Sublandlord,  a partner  in  Subtenant's  business,  or  joint  venturer  or 
member  in  any  joint  enterprise  with  Subtenant.  This  Sublease  is  not  intended  nor  shall  it  be 
construed  to  create  any  third  party  beneficiary  rights  in  any  third  party,  unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided.  The  granting  of  this  Sublease  by  Sublandlord  does  not  constitute 
authorization  or  approval  by  Sublandlord  of  any  activity  conducted  by  Subtenant  on,  in  or 
relating  to  the  Premises. 

21.17.  Recording.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  not  record  this  Sublease  nor  any  memorandum 
or  short  form  hereof  in  the  official  records  of  any  county. 

21.18.  Non-Liability  of  Indemnified  Parties’  Officials,  Employees  and  Agents.  No  elective 
or  appointive  board,  commission,  member,  officer  or  employee  of  any  of  the  Indemnified  Parties 
shall  be  personally  liable  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  the  event  of  any  default  or 
breach  by  Sublandlord  or  for  any  amount  which  may  become  due  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  or  for  any  obligation  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease. 

21.19.  No  Discrimination.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  non-discrimination  provisions  of 
Section  19.1  of  the  Master  Lease,  including,  without  limitation,  posting  all  notices  required 
therein. 

21.20.  Counterparts.  This  Sublease  may  be  executed  in  two  or  more  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  deemed  an  original,  but  all  of  which  taken  together  shall  constitute  one  and  the 
same  instrument. 

21.21.  Master  Landlord’s  Consent.  This  Sublease  is  expressly  conditioned  upon  receipt  of  the 
written  consent  of  Master  Landlord. 


22.  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 

22.1.  Signs.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  will  not  erect  or  maintain,  or  permit  to  be  erected  or 
maintained,  any  signs,  notices  or  graphics  upon  or  about  the  Premises  which  are  visible  in  or 
from  public  corridors  or  other  portions  of  any  common  areas  of  the  Premises  or  from  the  exterior 
of  the  Premises,  without  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  which  Sublandlord  may  withhold  or 
grant  in  its  sole  discretion. 

22.2.  Public  Transit  Information.  Subtenant  shall  establish  and  carry  on  during  the  Term  a 
program  to  encourage  maximum  use  of  public  transportation  by  personnel  of  Subtenant 
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employed  on  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  distribution  to  such  employees  of 
written  materials  explaining  the  convenience  and  availability  of  public  transportation  facilities 
adjacent  or  proximate  to  the  Premises  and  encouraging  use  of  such  facilities,  all  at  Subtenant's 
sole  expense. 

22.3.  TIHDI  Job  Broker.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  TIHDI  Work 
Force  Hiring  Plan  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F. 

22.4.  Local  Hiring.  Subtenant  further  agrees  to  use  good  faith  efforts  to  hire  residents  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  all  levels  of  Subtenant's  personnel  needs  and  to  contract 
with  local  businesses  for  Subtenant's  purchase  of  supplies,  materials,  equipment  or  services. 

22.5.  Non-Discrimination  in  City  Contracts  and  Benefits  Ordinance. 

(a)  Covenant  Not  to  Discriminate.  In  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
covenants  and  agrees  not  to  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  the  fact  or  perception  of  a person’s  race, 
color,  creed,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity, 
domestic  partner  status,  marital  status,  disability,  weight,  height  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  or  HIV  status  (AIDS/HIV  status)  against  any  employee  of,  any  City  employee  working 
with,  or  applicant  for  employment  with,  Subtenant  in  any  of  Subtenant’s  operations  within  the 
United  States,  or  against  any  person  seeking  accommodations,  advantages,  facilities,  privileges, 
services,  or  membership  in  all  business,  social,  or  other  establishments  or  organizations  operated 
by  Subtenant. 

(b)  Sub-Subleases  and  Other  Subcontracts.  Subtenant  shall  include  in  all  sub-subleases 
and  other  subcontracts  relating  to  the  Premises  a non-discrimination  clause  applicable  to  such 
sub-subtenant  or  other  subcontractor  in  substantially  the  form  of  subsection  (a)  above.  In 
addition,  Subtenant  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all  sub-subleases  and  other  subcontracts  the 
provisions  of  Sections  12B.2(a),  12B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  and  shall  require  all  sub-subtenants  and  other  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such 
provisions.  Subtenant’s  failure  to  comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  subsection  shall  constitute 
a material  breach  of  this  Sublease. 

(c)  Non-Discrimination  in  Benefits.  Subtenant  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and 
will  not  during  the  Term,  in  any  of  its  operations  or  in  San  Francisco  or  with  respect  to  its 
operations  under  this  Sublease  elsewhere  within  the  United  States,  discriminate  in  the  provision 
of  bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits,  membership  or  membership 
discounts,  moving  expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits  or  travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any 
benefits  other  than  the  benefits  specified  above,  between  employees  with  domestic  partners  and 
employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between  the  domestic  partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees, 
where  the  domestic  partnership  has  been  registered  with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state 
or  local  law  authorizing  such  registration,  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  12B.2(b) 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 
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(d)  HRC  Form.  As  a condition  to  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  execute  the  “Chapter  12B 
Declaration:  Nondiscrimination  in  Contracts  and  Benefits”  form  (Form  HRC-12B-101)  with 
supporting  documentation  and  secure  the  approval  of  the  form  by  the  San  Francisco  Human 
Rights  Commission  (the  “HRC”).  Subtenant  hereby  represents  that  prior  to  execution  of  this 
Sublease,  (i)  Subtenant  executed  and  submitted  to  the  HRC  Form  HRC-128-101  with  supporting 
documentation;  and  (ii)  the  HRC  approved  such  form. 

(e)  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference.  The  provisions  of 
Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  relating  to  non-discrimination 
by  parties  contracting  for  the  lease  of  City  property  are  incorporated  in  this  Section  by  reference 
and  made  a part  of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  Subtenant  shall  comply  fully 
with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this  Sublease  under  such  Chapters  of  the 
Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  in  such  Chapters. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  understands  that  pursuant  to  Section  12B.2(h)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  a penalty  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  person  for  each 
calendar  day  during  which  such  person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Sublease  may  be  assessed  against  Subtenant  and/or  deducted  from  any  payments  due 
Subtenant. 

22.6.  MacBride  Principles  - Northern  Ireland.  The  City  urges  companies  doing  business  in 
Northern  Ireland  to  move  toward  resolving  employment  inequities  and  encourages  them  to  abide 
by  the  MacBride  Principles  as  expressed  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  12F.1,  et 
seq.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  also  urges  San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business 
with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  has 
read  and  understands  the  above  statement  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  concerning 
doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland. 

22.7.  Tropical  Hardwood  and  Virgin  Redwood  Ban.  The  City  urges  companies  not  to 
import,  purchase,  obtain  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical  hardwood,  tropical  hardwood  wood 
product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  product.  Except  as  expressly  permitted  by  the 
application  of  Section  802(b)  and  803(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant 
shall  not  provide  any  items  to  the  construction  of  tenant  improvements  or  Alterations  in  the 
Premises,  or  otherwise  in  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  which  are  tropical  hardwoods, 
tropical  hardwood  wood  products,  virgin  redwood,  or  virgin  redwood  wood  products.  In  the 
event  Subtenant  fails  to  comply  in  good  faith  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  8 of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant  shall  be  liable  for  liquidated  damages  for  each  violation 
in  an  amount  equal  to  Subtenant's  net  profit  on  the  contract,  or  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  contract  dollars,  whichever  is  greater. 

22.8.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Subtenant  states  that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
8.105  and  8.106  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  certifies  that  it  knows  of  no  facts  which  would 
constitute  a violation  of  such  provisions.  Subtenant  further  certifies  that  it  has  made  a complete 
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disclosure  to  the  Sublandlord  of  all  facts  bearing  on  any  possible  interests,  direct  or  indirect, 
which  Subtenant  believes  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Sublandlord  presently  has  or  will  have 
in  this  Sublease  or  in  the  performance  thereof  or  in  any  portion  of  the  profits  thereof.  Willful 
failure  by  Subtenant  to  make  such  disclosure,  if  any,  shall  constitute  grounds  for  the 
Sublandlord's  termination  and  cancellation  of  this  Sublease. 

22.9.  Wages  and  Working  Conditions.  Subtenant  agrees  that  any  person  performing  labor  in 
the  construction  of  any  tenant  improvements  and  any  Alterations  to  the  Premises,  which 
Subtenant  provides  under  this  Sublease,  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  as  required  by  Section  6.22(E)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  hours  and  working  conditions,  and  shall  receive  the  same  benefits  as  in  each  case  are 
provided  for  similar  work  performed  in  San  Francisco,  California.  Subtenant  shall  include,  in 
any  contract  for  construction  of  such  tenant  improvements  and  Alterations,  a requirement  that  all 
persons  performing  labor  under  such  contract  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing 
rate  of  wages  for  the  labor  so  performed.  Subtenant  shall  require  any  contractor  to  provide,  and 
shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  upon  request,  certified  payroll  reports  with  respect  to  all  persons 
performing  labor  in  the  construction  of  such  tenant  improvement  work  or  any  Alterations  to  the 
Premises. 

22.10.  Prohibition  of  Tobacco  Advertising.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  no 
advertising  of  cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  is  allowed  on  any  real  property  owned  by  or  under 
the  control  of  Sublandlord  or  the  City,  including  the  Premises  and  the  Property.  This  prohibition 
includes  the  placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,  selling  or  distributing  cigarettes  or 
tobacco  products  or  the  name  of  any  cigarette  or  tobacco  product  in  any  promotion  of  any  event 
or  product.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  any  advertisement  sponsored  by  a state,  local  or 
nonprofit  entity  designed  to  communicate  the  health  hazards  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  products 
or  to  encourage  people  not  to  smoke  or  to  stop  smoking. 

22.1 1.  Pesticide  Prohibition.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  308  of 
Chapter  3 of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  (the  "Pesticide  Ordinance")  which  (i)  prohibit 
the  use  of  certain  pesticides  on  City  property,  (ii)  require  the  posting  of  certain  notices  and  the 
maintenance  of  certain  records  regarding  pesticide  usage  and  (iii)  require  Subtenant  to  submit  to 
Sublandlord  an  integrated  pest  management  ("IPM")  plan  that  (a)  lists,  to  the  extent  reasonably 
possible,  the  types  and  estimated  quantities  of  pesticides  that  Subtenant  may  need  to  apply  to  the 
Premises  during  the  terms  of  this  Sublease,  (b)  describes  the  steps  Subtenant  will  take  to  meet 
the  City’s  IPM  Policy  described  in  Section  300  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance  and  (c)  identifies,  by 
name,  title,  address  and  telephone  number,  an  individual  to  act  as  Subtenant's  primary  IPM 
contact  person  with  the  City.  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  303(a)  and  303(b)  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance. 

22.12.  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance.  The  City  has  adopted  a First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance 
(Board  of  Supervisors  Ordinance  No.  264  98)  which  establishes  specific  requirements, 
procedures  and  monitoring  for  first  source  hiring  of  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
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individuals  for  entry  level  positions.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  Sublandlord  adopts  a First 
Source  Hiring  Implementation  and  Monitoring  Plan  in  accordance  with  the  First  Source  Hiring 
Ordinance,  Subtenant  shall  enter  into  a First  Source  Hiring  Agreement  that  meets  the  applicable 
requirements  of  Section  83.9  of  the  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance. 

22.13.  Sunshine  Ordinance.  In  accordance  with  Section  67.24(e)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  contracts,  contractors’  bids,  leases,  agreements,  responses  to  Requests  for 
Proposals,  and  all  other  records  of  communications  between  City  departments  and  persons  or 
firms  seeking  contracts  will  be  open  to  inspection  immediately  after  a contract  has  been  awarded. 
Nothing  in  this  provision  requires  the  disclosure  of  a private  person’s  or  organization’s  net  worth 
or  other  proprietary  financial  data  submitted  for  qualification  for  a contract,  lease,  agreement  or 
other  benefit  until  and  unless  that  person  or  organization  is  awarded  the  contract,  lease, 
agreement  or  benefit.  Information  provided  which  is  covered  by  this  Section  will  be  made 
available  to  the  public  upon  request. 

22.14.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges 
that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15.103  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  Article  III, 
Chapter  2 of  City's  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Section  87100  et  seq.  and 
Section  1 090  et  seq.  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does 
not  know  of  any  facts  which  would  constitute  a violation  of  said  provisions,  and  agrees  that  if 
Subtenant  becomes  aware  of  any  such  fact  during  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
immediately  notify  Sublandlord. 

22.15.  Charter  Provision.  This  Sublease  is  governed  by  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

22.16.  Requiring  Health  Benefits  for  Covered  Employees.  Unless  exempt,  Subtenant  agrees 
to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Care  Accountability 
Ordinance  (HCAO),  as  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  12Q,  including 
the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing  regulations,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  12Q  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this 
Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  The  text  of  the  HCAO  is  available  on  the  web  at 
www.dph.sf.ca.us/HCRes/Resolutions/2004Res/HCResl02004.shtml.  Capitalized  terms  used  in 
this  Section  and  not  defined  in  this  Sublease  shall  have  the  meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in 
Chapter  12Q. 

(a)  For  each  Covered  Employee,  Subtenant  shall  provide  the  appropriate  health  benefit  set 
forth  in  Section  12Q.3  of  the  HCAO.  If  Subtenant  chooses  to  offer  the  health  plan  option,  such 
health  plan  shall  meet  the  minimum  standards  set  forth  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  above,  if  Subtenant  is  a small  business  as  defined  in 

Section  12Q.3(d)  of  the  HCAO,  it  shall  have  no  obligation  to  comply  with  Subsection  (a)  above. 
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(c)  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  HCAO  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this 
Sublease.  Sublandlord  shall  notify  Subtenant  if  such  a breach  has  occurred.  If,  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  receiving  City's  written  notice  of  a breach  of  this  Sublease  for  violating  the  HCAO, 
Subtenant  fails  to  cure  such  breach  or,  if  such  breach  cannot  reasonably  be  cured  within  such 
period  of  thirty  (30)  days,  Subtenant  fails  to  commence  efforts  to  cure  within  such  period,  or 
thereafter  fails  diligently  to  pursue  such  cure  to  completion,  Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to 
pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  Section  12Q.5(f)(l-5).  Each  of  these  remedies  shall  be 
exercisable  individually  or  in  combination  with  any  other  rights  or  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord. 

(d)  Any  Subcontract  entered  into  by  Subtenant  shall  require  the  Subcontractor  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  HCAO  and  shall  contain  contractual  obligations  substantially  the  same  as 
those  set  forth  in  this  Section.  Subtenant  shall  notify  City's  Purchasing  Department  when  it 
enters  into  such  a Subcontract  and  shall  certify  to  the  Purchasing  Department  that  it  has  notified 
the  Subcontractor  of  the  obligations  under  the  HCAO  and  has  imposed  the  requirements  of  the 
HCAO  on  Subcontractor  through  the  Subcontract.  Each  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  its 
Subcontractors'  compliance  with  this  Chapter.  If  a Subcontractor  fails  to  comply,  the 
Sublandlord  may  pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  this  Section  against  Subtenant  based  on  the 
Subcontractor’s  failure  to  comply,  provided  that  Sublandlord  has  first  provided  Subtenant  with 
notice  and  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a cure  of  the  violation. 

(e)  Subtenant  shall  not  discharge,  reduce  in  compensation,  or  otherwise  discriminate  against 
any  employee  for  notifying  Sublandlord  with  regard  to  Subtenant's  compliance  or  anticipated 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  HCAO,  for  opposing  any  practice  proscribed  by  the 
HCAO,  for  participating  in  proceedings  related  to  the  HCAO,  or  for  seeking  to  assert  or  enforce 
any  rights  under  the  HCAO  by  any  lawful  means. 

(f)  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  not  an  entity  that  was  set  up,  or  is  being  used, 
for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  intent  of  the  HCAO. 

(g)  _ Subtenant  shall  keep  itself  informed  of  the  current  requirements  of  the  HCAO. 

(h)  Subtenant  shall  provide  reports  to  Sublandlord  in  accordance  with  any  reporting  standards 
promulgated  by  Sublandlord  under  the  HCAO,  including  reports  on  Subcontractors  and 
Subtenants,  as  applicable. 

(i)  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  access  to  records  pertaining  to  compliance  with 
the  HCAO  after  receiving  a written  request  from  Sublandlord  to  do  so  and  being  provided  at  least 
five  (5)  business  days  to  respond. 

(j)  Sublandlord  may  conduct  random  audits  of  Subtenant  to  ascertain  its  compliance  with 
HCAO.  Subtenant  agrees  to  cooperate  with  Sublandlord  when  it  conducts  such  audits. 
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(k)  If  Subtenant  is  exempt  from  the  HCAO  when  this  Sublease  is  executed  because  its 
amount  is  less  than  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  (or  [Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($50,000)  if  Subtenant  is  a qualified  nonprofit),  but  Subtenant  later  enters  into  an  agreement  or 
agreements  that  cause  Subtenant's  aggregate  amount  of  all  agreements  with  Sublandlord  to  reach 
Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000),  all  the  agreements  shall  be  thereafter  subject  to  the 
HCAO.  This  obligation  arises  on  the  effective  date  of  the  agreement  that  causes  the  cumulative 
amount  of  agreements  between  Subtenant  and  the  Contracting  Department  to  be  equal  to  or 
greater  than  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000)  in  the  fiscal  year. 

22.17.  Notification  of  Limitations  on  Contributions.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1.126  of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign 
and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  any  person  who  contracts  with  the  City  for  the 
selling  or  leasing  of  any  land  or  building  to  or  from  the  City  whenever  such  transaction  would 
require  approval  by  a City  elective  officer  or  the  board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves, 
from  making  any  campaign  contribution  to  the  officer  at  any  time  from  the  commencement  of 
negotiations  for  such  contract  until  the  termination  of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  three  (3) 
months  has  elapsed  from  the  date  the  contract  is  approved  by  the  City  elective  officer,  or  the 
board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves.  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission 
Regulation  1.126-1  provides  that  negotiations  are  commenced  when  a prospective  contractor  first 
communicates  with  a City  officer  or  employee  about  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a specific 
contract.  This  communication  may  occur  in  person,  by  telephone  or  in  writing,  and  may  be 
initiated  by  the  prospective  contractor  or  a City  officer  or  employee.  Negotiations  are  completed 
when  a contract  is  finalized  and  signed  by  the  City  and  the  contractor.  Negotiations  are 
terminated  when  the  City  and/or  the  prospective  contractor  end  the  negotiation  process  before  a 
final  decision  is  made  to  award  the  contract. 

22.18.  Preservation-Treated  Wood  Containing  Arsenic.  As  of  July  1,  2003,  Subtenant  may 
not  purchase  preservative-treated  wood  products  containing  arsenic  in  the  performance  of  this 
Sublease  unless  an  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  Environment  Code  Chapter  13  is 
obtained  from  the  Department  of  Environment  under  Section  1304  of  the  Environment  Code. 

The  term  "preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic"  shall  mean  wood  treated  with  a 
preservative  that  contains  arsenic,  elemental  arsenic,  or  an  arsenic  copper  combination, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  chromated  copper  arsenate  preservative,  ammoniac  copper  zinc 
arsenate  preservative,  or  ammoniacal  copper  arsenate  preservative.  Subtenant  may  purchase 
preservative-treated  wood  products  on  the  list  of  environmentally  preferable  alternatives  prepared 
and  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Environment.  This  provision  does  not  preclude  Subtenant 
from  purchasing  preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic  for  saltwater  immersion.  The  term 
"saltwater  immersion"  shall  mean  a pressure-treated  wood  that  is  used  for  construction  purposes 
or  facilities  that  are  partially  or  totally  immersed  in  saltwater. 

22.19.  Resource  Efficient  City  Buildings  and  Pilot  Projects.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  enacted  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  Sections  700  to 
707  relating  to  resource-efficient  City  buildings  and  resource-efficient  pilot  projects.  Subtenant 
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hereby  agrees  that  it  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  such  code  sections. 


22.20.  Food  Serv  ice  Waste  Reduction.  Subtenant  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by 
all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction  Ordinance,  as  set  forth  in  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Chapter  16,  including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing 
guidelines  and  rules.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  16  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and 
made  a part  of  this  Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  This  provision  is  a material  term  of  this 
Sublease.  By  entering  into  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  agrees  that  if  it  breaches  this  provision, 
Sublandlord  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to 
determine;  further,  Subtenant  agrees  that  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  liquidated 
damages  for  the  first  breach,  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  liquidated  damages  for  the  second 
breach  in  the  same  year,  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  liquidated  damages  for  subsequent 
breaches  in  the  same  year  is  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  damage  that  Sublandlord  will  incur 
based  on  the  violation,  established  in  light  of  the  circumstances  existing  at  the  time  this  Sublease 
was  made.  Such  amounts  shall  not  be  considered  a penalty,  but  rather  agreed  monetary  damages 
sustained  by  Sublandlord  because  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

22.21.  Estoppel  Certificates.  At  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
Sublandlord's  request,  Subtenant  will  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  Sublandlord  a 
statement  certifying  the  following  matters:  (a)  the  Commencement  Date  and  Expiration  Date  of 
this  Sublease;  (b)  that  this  Sublease  is  unmodified  and  in  full  force  and  effect  (or  if  there  have 
been  modifications,  that  this  Sublease  is  in  full  force  and  effect  as  modified  and  the  date  and 
nature  of  such  modifications);  (c)  the  dates  to  which  the  Rent  has  been  paid;  (d)  that  there  are  no 
Events  of  Default  under  this  Sublease  (or  if  there  are  any  Events  of  Default,  the  nature  of  such 
Event  of  Default);  and  (e)  any  other  matters  reasonably  requested  by  Sublandlord.  Sublandlord 
and  Subtenant  intend  that  any  such  statement  delivered  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  may  be  relied 
upon  by  any  assignee  of  Sublandlord's  interest  in  the  Master  Lease  or  this  Sublease,  any 
mortgagee  or  any  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  of  the  building  or  land  on  which  the 
Premises  are  located.  Subtenant  irrevocably  appoints  Sublandlord,  as  Subtenant's  agent,  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  Sublandlord  any  such  instrument  if  Subtenant  fails  to  do  so, 
which  failure  shall  also  be  an  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease.

BACKGROUND 

Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  (“TIHDI”  or  "Subtenant")  is  a California 
nonprofit  corporation  with  a membership  of  nonprofit  organizations  that  provide  services  to 
individuals  and  families  in  transition.  TIHDI  member  organizations  serve  veterans,  families,  the 
homeless,  individuals  in  recovery  and  other  disadvantaged  San  Francisco  citizens.  In  support  of 
the  objectives  of  the  Base  Closure  Community  Redevelopment  and  Homeless  Assistance  Act  of 
1 994,  TIHDI  was  organized  to  use  the  resources  of  the  former  Naval  Station  at  Treasure  Island 
to  help  fill  gaps  in  the  services  available  to  homeless  persons  and  families. 

Since  1999,  TIHDI  has  been  occupying  approximately  35,000  square  feet  of  land  located  on  the 
south  end  of  the  block  bordered  by  Avenues  D and  E and  9th  and  1 0th  Streets  on  which  TIHDI 
has  installed  office  trailers.

PROPOSED  MONTHLY  BASE  RENT 

Under  the  Authority’s  Interim  Subleasing  Policy,  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  sets  ranges 
of  minimum  sublease  rental  rates  per  square  foot  by  type  of  use  and  facility  for  office  and 
industrial  space.  Authority  Staff  reviews  and  analyzes  available  commercial  data  including 
market  comparables  of  properties  similarly  situated  to  the  Authority  properties  and  evaluates  the 
Authority% transactions  over  the  past  12  months  to  establish  fair  market  value.  The  Authority 
Board  last  approved  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  in  July  2007,  by  Resolution  No.  07-54- 
07/11. 

The  Subleasing  Policy  has  established  a minimum  acceptable  rental  rate  of  $0.05  for  unimproved 
land.  TIHDI  has  requested  a Sublease  that  would  allow  them  to  maintain  and  utilize  the 
Premises  as  family  service  space  consisting  of  employment  services,  case  management, 
counseling,  property  management,  parking,  and  meeting  space  for  residents  of  the  Island.  Given 
the  community  benefits  associated  with  TIHDI,  TIHDI  will  be  provided  space  on  Treasure  Island 
at  no  base  rent,  subject  to  the  condition  that  TIHDI  will  assume  all  responsibility  for 
maintenance  and  repairs,  and  participate  in  the  contribution  for  expenses  paid  or  incurred  by  the 
Authority  in  connection  with  the  ownership,  operation,  maintenance,  repair  and  management  of 
the  common  areas,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  sidewalks,  walkways,  driveways,  curbs, 
lighting  systems  and  security  services,  throughout  Treasure  Island.

Subject  to  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease, 
Sublandlord  subleases  to  Subtenant  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  have  the  non-exclusive  right 
to  use,  together  with  other  subtenants  in  the  Facility,  the  lobbies,  corridors,  elevators,  stairways 
and  other  public  areas  of  the  Facility  and  the  Property  (collectively,  the  "Common  Areas"),  and 
the  non-exclusive  right  of  access  to  and  from  the  Premises  by  the  main  entrances  to  the  Facility 
and  the  Property. 

In  the  event  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  space  outside  the  Premises  without  the  prior 
written  consent  of  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area"),  then  upon  written  notice  from 
Sublandlord  ("Notice  to  Vacate"),  Subtenant  shall  immediately  vacate  such  Encroachment  Area 
and  pay  as  additional  rent  for  each  day  Subtenant  used,  occupied,  uses  or  occupies  such 
Encroachment  Area,  an  amount  equal  to  the  rentable  square  footage  of  the  Encroachment  Area, 
multiplied  by  the  higher  of  the  (a)  highest  rental  rate  then  approved  by  Sublandlord's  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  Premises  or  the  Facility,  or  (b)  then  current  fair  market  rent  for  such 
Encroachment  Area,  as  reasonably  determined  by  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area 
Charge").  If  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  such  Encroachment  Area  for  a fractional  month,  then  the 
Encroachment  Area  Charge  for  such  period  shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

In  no  event  shall  acceptance  by  Sublandlord  of  the  Encroachment  Area  Charge  be  deemed  a 
consent  by  Sublandlord  to  the  use  or  occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  by  Subtenant  or  a 
waiver  (or  be  deemed  as  waiver)  by  Sublandlord  of  any  and  all  other  rights  and  remedies  of 
Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease  (including  Subtenant's  obligation  to  indemnify,  defend  and  hold 
Sublandlord  harmless  as  set  forth  in  the  last  paragraph  of  this  Section  2.1),  at  law  or  in  equity.  ^ 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  amount,  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional 
rent,  an  amount  equaling  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  upon  delivery  of  the  initial  Notice  to 
Vacate  plus  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area.  In  the  event 
Sublandlord  determines  during  subsequent  inspection(s)  that  Subtenant  has  failed  to  vacate  the 
Encroachment  Area,  then  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional  rent,  an  amount 
equaling  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  for  each  additional  Notice  to  Vacate,  if  applicable, 
delivered  by  Sublandlord  to  Subtenant  following  each  inspection.  The  parties  agree  that  the 
charges  associated  with  each  inspection  of  the  Encroachment  Area,  delivery  of  each  Notice  to  ‘ 
Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area  represent  a fair  and  reasonable  estimate  of  the 
administrative  cost  and  expense  which  Sublandlord  will  incur  by  reason  of  Sublandlord's 
inspection  of  the  Premises,  issuance  of  each  Notice  to  Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment 
Area.  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  applicable  Notice  to  Vacate  and  Sublandlord's  right 
to  impose  the  foregoing  charges  shall  be  in  addition  to  and  not  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  other  rights 
and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease,  at  law  or  in  equity.  The  amounts  set  forth  in 
this  Section  2.1  shall  be  due  within  three  (3)  business  days  following  the  applicable  Notice  to 
Vacate  and/or  separate  invoice  relating  to  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the 
Encroachment  Area. 

In  addition  to  the  rights  and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  as  set  forth  in  the  immediately 
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foregoing  two  paragraphs  of  this  Section  2.1,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  indemnity  and 
exculpation  provision  set  forth  in  Section  16  below  shall  also  apply  to  Subtenant's  use  and 
occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  as  if  the  Premises  originally  included  the  Encroachment 
Area,  and  Subtenant  shall  additionally  indemnity,  defend  and  hold  Sublandlord  harmless  from 
and  against  any  and  all  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  delay  by  Subtenant  in  so  surrendering  the 
Encroachment  Area  including,  without  limitation,  any  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  any  claims 
against  Sublandlord  made  by  any  tenant  or  prospective  tenant  founded  on  or  resulting  from  such 
delay  and  losses  to  Sublandlord  due  to  lost  opportunities  to  lease  any  portion  of  the 
Encroachment  Area  to  any  such  tenant  or  prospective  tenant,  together  with,  in  each  case,  actual 
attorneys’  fees  and  costs. 

By  placing  their  initials  below,  each  party  specifically  confirms  the  accuracy  of  the 
statements  made  in  this  Section  2.1  and  the  reasonableness  of  the  amount  of  the  charges 
described  in  this  Section  2.1.

2.2.  As  Is  Condition  of  Premises. 

(a)  Inspection  of  Premises.  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  Subtenant  has  conducted 
a thorough  and  diligent  inspection  and  investigation,  either  independently  or  through  its  officers, 
directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and  contractors,  and  their 
respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of  them  (“Subtenant's 
Agents”),  of  the  Premises  and  the  suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 
Subtenant  is  fully  aware  of  the  needs  of  its  operations  and  has  determined,  based  solely  on  its 
own  investigation,  that  the  Premises  are  suitable  for  its  operations  and  intended  uses.  As  part  of 
its  inspection  of  the  Premises,  Subtenant  acknowledges  its  receipt  and  review  of  the  Seismic 
Report  referenced  in  Section  2.2(c)  below  and  the  Joint  Inspection  Report  referenced  in  Section  6 
of  the  Master  Lease. 

(b)  As  Is;  Disclaimer  of  Representations.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the 
Premises  are  being  subleased  and  accepted  in  their  "AS  IS,  WITH  ALL  FAULTS"  condition, 
without  representation  or  warranty  of  any  kind,  and  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  statutes, 
ordinances,  resolutions,  regulations,  proclamations,  orders  or  decrees  of  any  municipal,  county, 
state  or  federal  government  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over 
the  Premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  currently  in  effect  or  adopted  in  the  future  and 
whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  Parties,  including  without  limitation  the  orders  and 
citations  of  any  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over  life  and  safety  issues  concerning  the 
Premises  governing  the  use,  occupancy,  management,  operation  and  possession  of  the  Premises 
(“Laws”).  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  this  Sublease  is  made  subject  to  any  and  all  covenants, 
conditions,  restrictions,  easements  and  other  title  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  whether  or  not  of  record.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  neither  Sublandlord, 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (“City”),  nor  any  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
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employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  or  contractors,  or  their  respective  heirs,  legal 
representatives,  successors  and  assigns  (“Sublandlord’s  Agents”)  have  made,  and  Sublandlord 
hereby  disclaims,  any  representations  or  warranties,  express  or  implied,  concerning  (i)  title  or 
survey  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  (ii)  the  physical,  geological,  seismological  or 
environmental  condition  of  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  matters  described  in 
the  Seismic  Report  (as  defined  below),  (iii)  the  quality,  nature  or  adequacy  of  any  utilities  serving 
the  Premises,  (iv)  the  feasibility,  cost  or  legality  of  constructing  any  Alterations  on  the  Premises 
if  required  for  Subtenant's  use  and  permitted  under  this  Sublease,  (v)  the  safety  of  the  Premises, 
whether  for  the  use  by  Subtenant  or  any  other  person,  including  Subtenant’s  Agents  or 
Subtenant’s  clients,  customers,  vendors,  invitees,  guests,  members,  licensees,  assignees  or 
subtenants  (“Subtenant’s  Invitees”),  or  (vi)  any  other  matter  whatsoever  relating  to  the  Premises 
or  their  use,  including,  without  limitation,  any  implied  warranties  of  merchantability  or  fitness 
for  a particular  purpose. 

(c)  Seismic  Report.  Without  limiting  Section  2.2(b)  above,  Subtenant  expressly 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that  it  received  and  read  that  certain  report  dated 
August  1995,  entitled  “ Treasure  Island  Reuse  Plan:  Physical  Characteristics,  Building  and 
Infrastructure  Conditions,  ” prepared  for  the  Office  of  Military  Base  Conversion,  Department  of 
City  Planning,  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  SanFrancisco  (the 
“Seismic  Report”),  a copy  of  the  cover  page  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C.  Subtenant 
has  had  an  adequate  opportunity  to  review  the  Seismic  Report  with  expert  consultants  of  its  own 
choosing.  The  Seismic  Report,  among  other  matters,  describes  the  conditions  of  the  soils  of  the 
Property  and  points  out  that  in  the  area  of  the  Property  where  the  Premises  are  located,  an 
earthquake  of  magnitude  7 or  greater  is  likely  to  cause  the  ground  under  and  around  the  Premises 
to  spread  laterally  to  a distance  of  ten  (10)  or  more  feet  and/or  result  in  other  risks.  In  that  event, 
there  is  a significant  risk  that  any  structures  orimprovements  located  on  or  about  the  Premises, 
may  fail  structurally  and  collapse. 

3.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  MASTER  LEASE 

3.1.  Incorporation  by  Reference.  All  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Master  Lease  are 
hereby  incorporated  by  reference  into  this  Sublease  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

3.2.  Performance  of  Master  Landlord’s  Obligations.  Sublandlord  does  not  assume  the 
obligations  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease.  With  respect  to  work,  services,  repairs, 
restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  other 
obligations  required  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease,  Sublandlord's  sole  obligation 
with  respect  thereto  shall  be  to  request  the  same,  on  request  in  writing  by  Subtenant,  and  to  use 
reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  the  same  from  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  shall  cooperate  with 
Sublandlord  as  may  be  required  to  obtain  from  Master  Landlord  any  such  work,  services,  repairs, 
repainting,  restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  of 
Master  Landlord's  obligations  under  the  Master  Lease. 
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3.3.  Conflict.  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Sublease  conflict  with  any  portion  of  the  Master 
Lease  as  incorporated  herein,  then  the  terms  of  the  Master  Lease  shall  govern. 


3.4.  Compliance  with  Master  Lease.  Subtenant  shall  not  do  or  permit  to  be  done  anything 
which  would  constitute  a violation  or  a breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  provisions  of  the 
Master  Lease  or  which  would  cause  the  Master  Lease  to  be  terminated  or  forfeited  by  virtue  of 
any  rights  of  termination  reserved  by  or  vested  in  the  Master  Landlord. 


4.  TERM 

4.1.  Term  of  Sublease.  The  term  of  this  Sublease  (the  “Term”)  shall  commence  on  the 
Commencement  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  and  expire  on  the  Expiration 
Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  unless  sooner  terminated  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  this  Sublease. 

4.2.  Effective  Date.  This  Sublease  shall  become  effective  on  the  date  (the  "Effective  Date") 
upon  the  later  of  (i)  the  Parties'  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Sublease,  (ii)  Sublandlord's  Board 
of  Director's  approval  of  this  Sublease  at  a duly  noticed  meeting,  if  such  approval  is  required,  or 
(iii)  the  Commencement  Date. 

4.3.  Automatic  Termination.  If  the  Master  Lease  terminates  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  this 
Sublease  shall  automatically  terminate  and  the  Parties  shall  thereafter  be  relieved  from  all 
liabilities  and  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  except  for  liabilities  and  obligations  which 
expressly  survive  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has 
reviewed  the  Master  Lease,  is  aware  of  the  circumstances  upon,  which  the  Master  Lease  may  be 
terminated  and  hereby  assumes  all  risks  associated  with  the  automatic  termination  of  this 
Sublease  because  of  the  termination  of  the  Master  Lease. 

4.4.  Termination  by  Sublandlord.  Subtenant's  period  of  occupancy  of  the  Premises  is 
subject  to  Sublandlord's  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  as  provided  herein  at  such  time  as 
Sublandlord  determines,  in  its  sole  discretion,  that  the  Premises  are  needed  in  connection  with  a 
Sublandlord  program  or  project.  As  used  herein,  "Sublandlord  program  or  project"  shall  mean 
any  development  or  renovation,  by  public  and/or  private  parties,  of  the  building  or  land  in  or  on 
which  the  Premises  are  located.  In  the  event  of  any  such  development  or  renovation, 

Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  without  liability  or  expense  upon 
delivery  to  Subtenant  of  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice  of  such  termination.  Subtenant 
agrees  and  shall  be  required  to  surrender  possession  of  the  Premises  by  the  end  of  such  thirty  (30) 
day  period. 

4.5.  No  Relocation  Assistance;  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not 
be  a displaced  person  as  that  term  is  defined  under  the  California  Government  Code  Section 
7260  et  seq.  ("California  Relocation  Act")  and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real 


Property  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.  C.  4601  et  seq.  ("URA"),  and  that  Subtenant  will  not  be  entitled  to 
any  relocation  benefits  provided  under  the  California  Relocation  Act  and  the  URA,  including  any 
moving  expenses,  reimbursement  for  costs  associated  with  increased  rent,  loss  of  goodwill  or 
other  costs  related  to  the  termination  of  Subtenant's  Lease  and  Subtenant's  relocation  from  the 
Premises.  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all 
claims  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue,  Sublandlord,  its  departments,  commissions,  officers, 
directors  and  employees,  agents,  contractors  and  successors  and  assigns  and  all  persons  acting  by, 
through  or  under  each  of  them,  under  any  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all  claims 
for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  Sublandlord  under  federal  and  state  relocation 
assistance  laws  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  California  Government  Code  Section  7260,  et  seq., 
and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.C. 
4601,  et  seq.). 

Initials:  Subtenant 

5.  RENT 

5.1.  Base  Rent.  Throughout  the  Term,  beginning  on  the  Commencement  Date,  Subtenant 
shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  Base  Rent  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information. 
Base  Rent  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  without  prior  demand  and  without  any  deduction,  setoff, 
or  counterclaim  whatsoever.  Base  Rent  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
in  advance,  at  the  Notice  Address  of  Sublandlord  provided  in  Section  21.1  hereof  or  such  other 
place  as  Sublandlord  may  designate  in  writing.  If  the  Commencement  Date  occurs  on  a date 
other  than  the  first  day  of  a calendar  month,  or  the  Sublease  terminates  on  a day  other  than  the 
last  day  of  a calendar  month,  then  the  monthly  payment  of  Base  Rent  for  such  fractional  month 
shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

5.2.  Adjustments  in  Base  Rent.  If  this  Sublease  has  not  been  terminated,  then  on  each  Rent 
Adjustment  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  the  Base  Rent  shall  be  increased  by 
the  Rent  Increase  Percentage  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease  Information. 

5.3.  Additional  Charges.  In  addition  to  Base  Rent,  Subtenant  shall  pay  all  other  charges 
related  to  the  Premises  otherwise  payable  by  Subtenant  to  Sublandlord  hereunder,  including, 
without  limitation,  all  late  charges  and  default  interest  attributable  to  late  payments  and/or 
defaults  of  Subtenant  hereunder,  all  utility  charges,  and  any  amounts  other  than  Base  Rent  that 
shall  become  due  and  payable  by  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  (together,  the  “Additional 
Charges”).  Together,  Base  Rent  and  Additional  Charges  shall  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the 
“Rent”. 

5.4.  Late  Charge.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  pay  any  Rent  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  the 
same  is  due  and  payable,  such  unpaid  amount  will  be  subject  to  a late  payment  charge  equal  to 
six  percent  (6%)  of  the  unpaid  amount  in  each  instance.  The  late  payment  charge  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant,  after  negotiation,  as  a reasonable  estimate  of  the 
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additional  administrative  costs  and  detriment  that  Sublandlord  will  incur  as  a result  of  any  such 
failure  by  Subtenant,  the  actual  costs  thereof  being  extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
determine.  The  late  payment  charge  constitutes  liquidated  damages  to  compensate  Sublandlord 
for  its  damages  resulting  from  such  failure  to  pay  and  Subtenant  shall  promptly  pay  such  charge 
to  Sublandlord  together  with  such  unpaid  amount. 

5.5.  Default  Interest.  If  any  Rent  is  not  paid  within  ten  (10)  days  following  the  due  date, 
such  unpaid  amount  shall  bear  interest  from  the  due  date  until  paid  at  the  rate  of  ten  percent 
(10%)  per  year.  However,  interest  shall  not  be  payable  on  late  charges  incurred  by  Subtenant  nor 
on  any  amounts  on  which  late  charges  are  paid  by  Subtenant  to  the  extent  this  interest  would 
cause  the  total  interest  to  be  in  excess  of  that  which  an  individual  is  lawfully  permitted  to  charge. 
Payment  of  interest  shall  not  excuse  or  cure  any  default  by  Subtenant. 

6.  TAXES,  ASSESSMENTS  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES 

6.1.  Taxes  and  Assessments,  Licenses.  Permit  Fees  and  Liens. 

(a)  Payment  Responsibility.  Subtenant  shall  pay  any  and  all  real  and  personal  property 
taxes,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  possessory  interest  taxes,  general  and  special  assessments, 
excises,  licenses,  permit  fees  and  other  charges  and  impositions  of  every  description  levied  on  or 
assessed  against  the  Premises,  any  Alterations,  Subtenant's  Personal  Property,  or  Subtenant's  use 
of  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations  during  the  Term.  Subtenant  shall  make  all  such  payments 
directly  to  the  charging  authority  when  due  and  payable  and  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  x 
delinquency.  However,  with  respect  to  real  property  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  or  assessed 
against  the  Premises  for  which  Sublandlord  receives  the  tax  bill  directly  from  the  taxing 
authority,  Subtenant  shall  reimburse  Sublandlord  for  payment  of  such  sums  immediately  ypon 
demand. 

(b)  Taxability  of  Possessors  Interest.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  recognizes 
and  agrees  that  this  Sublease  may  create  a possessory  interest  subject  to  property  taxation  and 
that  Subtenant  may  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  property  taxes  levied  on  such  interest. 

(c)  No  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  not  allow  or  suffer  a lien  for  any  taxes  payable  by  Subtenant 
hereunder  to  be  imposed  upon  the  Premises  or  upon  any  equipment  or  other  property  located 
thereon  without  discharging  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  in  no  event  subsequent  to 
delinquency. 

(d)  Reporting  Information.  Subtenant  agrees  to  provide  such  information  as  Sublandlord 
may  request  to  enable  Sublandlord  to  comply  with  any  possessory  interest  tax  reporting 
requirements  applicable  to  this  Sublease. 

6.2.  Evidence  of  Payment.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  furnish  to 
Sublandlord  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  when  any  charges  are  due  and  payable,  official 
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receipts  of  the  appropriate  taxing  authority  or  other  evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to 
Sublandlord,  evidencing  payment  thereof. 

7.  USE;  COVENANTS  TO  PROTECT  PREMISES 

7.1.  Subtenant's  Permitted  Use.  Subtenant  may  use  the  Premises  for  the  Permitted  Use  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  but  for  no  other  purpose  without  the  prior  written  ■ 
consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent  may  be  given  or  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and 
absolute  discretion. 

7.2.  Subtenant's  Access  to  the  Premises.  As  provided  in  Section  30  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Subtenant  shall  have  access  to  the  Premises  on  a 24-hours  per  day,  seven  days  a week  basis; 
provided,  however,  Subtenant  shall  coordinate  such  access  with  the  local  representative  of 
Master  Landlord. 

7.3.  Rules  and  Regulations.  Subtenant  agrees  to  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  regarding 
the  Premises  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D.  and  any  additional  rules  regarding  security,  ingress, 
egress,  safety  and  sanitation  applicable  to  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  as  such  rules  and 
regulations  may  be  prescribed  by  Master  Landlord  or  Sublandlord  from  time  to  time. 

7.4.  Easements.  This  Sublease  shall  be  subject  to  all  outstanding  easements  and  rights-of- 
way  for  location  of  any  type  of  facility  over,  across,  in,  and  upon  the  Premises  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  to  the  right  of  Master  Landlord  to  grant  such  additional  easements  and  rights-of-way 
over,  across,  in  and  upon  the  Premises  as  Master  Landlord  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  public 
interest  (“Additional  Easements”);  provided  that,  as  provided  in  Section  29  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Master  Landlord  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  interference  with  Subtenant’s 
operations  hereunder  caused  by  the  granting  of  any  such  Additional  Easements  and  the  granting 
of  such  Additional  Easements  shall  be  conditioned  on  the  assumption  by  the  grantee  thereof  of 
liability  to  Subtenant  for  such  damages  as  Subtenant  shall  suffer  for  property  destroyed  or 
property  rendered  unusable  on  account  of  the  grantee’s  exercise  of  its  rights  thereunder.  There  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  holders  of  such  Additional  Easements  as  are  presently  outstanding  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  granted,  to  any  workers  officially  engaged  in  the  construction, 
installation,  maintenance,  operation,  repair  or  replacement  of  facilities  located  thereon,  and  to 
any  federal,  state  or  local  official  engaged  in  the  official  inspection  thereof,  such  reasonable 
rights  of  ingress  and  egress  over  the  Premises  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties  with  regard  to  such  facilities. 

7.5.  No  Interference  with  Navy  Operations.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  operations,  nor 
make  any  Alterations  (as  defined  below),  that  would  interfere  with  or  otherwise  restrict  Master 
Landlord’s  operations  or  environmental  clean-up  or  restoration  actions  by  the  Master  Landlord, 
Sublandlord,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the  State  of  California  or  their  contractors. 
Environmental  clean-up,  restoration  or  testing  activities  by  these  Parties  shall  take  priority  over 
Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises  in  the  event  of  any  conflict;  provided,  however,  in  such  event, 
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Master  Landlord  and  Sublandlord  shall  use  their  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  disruption  of 
Subtenant’s  operation. 

7.6.  No  Unlawful  Uses,  Nuisances  or  Waste.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
shall  not  use,  occupy  or  permit  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  of  the  Premises  in  any  unlawful 
manner  or  for  any  illegal  purpose,  or  permit  any  offensive,  noisy  or  hazardous  use  or  any  waste 
on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  eliminate  any  nuisances  or  hazards  relating  to  its 
activities  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  any  business,  place  any  sales 
display,  or  advertise  in  any  manner  in  areas  on  or  about  the  Property  outside  of  the  Premises. 

8.  ALTERATIONS 

8.1.  Alterations.  Subtenant  shall  not  construct,  install,  make  or  permit  to  be  made  any 
alterations,  installations  or  additions  (“Alterations”)  in,  to  or  about  the  Premises,  without 
Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  consent  may  given  or  withheld  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  Subject  to  Sublandlord's  consent  as  provided  above, 
any  Alterations  shall  be  done  at  Subtenant's  sole  expense  (i)  in  strict  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  approved  in  advance  by  Sublandlord  in  writing,  (ii)  by  duly  licensed  and  bonded 
contractors  or  mechanics  approved  by  Sublandlord,  (iii)  in  a good  and  professional  manner, 

(iv)  in  strict  compliance  with  all  Laws,  and  (v)  subject  to  all  other  conditions  that  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  impose.  In  no  event  shall  the  construction,  installation  or  the  making  of  any 
Alterations  impair  the  use  or  operation  of  the  Property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  Sublandlord's  or 
Master  Landlord’s  access  thereto.  Prior  tp  the  commencement  of  any  work  on  the  Premises  to 
construct  any  Alterations,  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  expense,  shall  procure  all  required  permits  and 
approvals  and  shall  promptly  upon  receipt  deliver  copies  of  all  such  documents  to  Sublandlord. 
No  material  change  from  the  plans  and  specifications  for  any  Alterations  approved  by 
Sublandlord  may  be  made  without  Sublandlord's  prior  consent.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  course  of  construction  on  the  Premises  at  all  times. 

8.2.  Historic  Properties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that,  pursuant  to  Section  1 5 of  the  Master  Lease,  no  Alterations  may  be 
made  to  any  improvements  on  the  Premises  (i)  which  will  affect  the  historic  characteristics  of  the 
improvements  or  modify  the  appearance  of  the  exterior  of  the  improvements  without  Master 
Landlord's  and  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  or  (ii)  if  such  Alterations  would  preclude 
qualifying  the  improvements  for  inclusion  on  the  National  Register  for  Historic  Places. 

8.3.  Ownership  of  Alterations.  Any  Alterations  constructed  on  or  affixed  to  the  Premises  by 
or  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  limitations  of  this  Section  8 shall  be  and 
remain  Subtenant's  property  during  the  Term.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
shall  remove  all  such  Alterations  from  the  Premises  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
19  hereof,  unless  Sublandlord,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  limiting  any  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  8.1  above,  requires  that  such  Alterations  remain  on  the  Premises  following  the  expiration 
or  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
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8.4.  Subtenant's  Personal  Property.  All  furniture,  furnishings  and  articles  of  movable 
personal  property  and  equipment  used  upon  or  installed  in  the  Premises  by  or  for  the  account  of 
Subtenant  that  can  be  removed  without  structural  or  other  material  damage  to  the  Premises  (all  of 
which  are  herein  called  "Subtenant's  Personal  Property")  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of 
Subtenant  and  shall  be  removed  by  Subtenant,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  19  hereof. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  providing  any  security  or  other  protection  of  or 
maintenance  to  Subtenant’s  Personal  Property. 

8.5.  Sublandlord's  Alterations.  Sublandlord  reserves  the  right  at  any  time  to  make 
alterations,  additions,  repairs,  deletions  or  improvements  to  the  common  areas  or  any  other  part 
of  the  improvements  on  the  Premises;  provided,  that  any  such  alterations  or  additions  shall  not 
materially  adversely  affect  the  functional  utilization  of  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein. 

9.  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

9.1.  Subtenant  Responsible  for  Maintenance  and  Repair.  Subtenant  assumes  full  and  sole 
responsibility  for  the  condition,  operation,  repair  and  maintenance  and  management  of  the 
Premises  from  and  after  the  Commencement  Date  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  in  good  condition 
and  repair.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  performance  of  any  repairs,  changes  or 
alterations  to  the  Premises,  nor  shall  Sublandlord  be  liable  for  any  portion  of  the  cost  thereof. 
Subtenant  shall  make  all  repairs  and  replacements, ^interior  and  exterior,  structural  as  well  as  non- 
structural,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  which  may  be  necessary  to 
maintain  the  Premises  at  all  times  in  a clean,  safe,  attractive  and  sanitary  condition  and  in  good 
order  and  repair,  to  Sublandlord's  and  Master  Landlord's  reasonable  satisfaction,  provided, 
however,  that  neither  Subtenant  nor  Sublandlord  shall  be  required  to  make  structural  repairs  or 
Alterations  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the  Commencement 
Date.  If  any  portion  of  the  Premises  is  damaged  by  any  activities  conducted  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately,  at  its  sole 
cost,  repair  all  such  damage  and  restore  the  Premises  to  its  previous  condition. 

9.2.  Utilities.  Sublandlord  shall  provide  the  basic  utilities  and  services  described  in  the 
attached  Exhibit  E (the  “Standard  Utilities  and  Services”)  to  the  Premises,  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  therein.  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  furnishing,  at  its  sole  cost, 
any  utilities  or  services  other  than  or  in  excess  of  the  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  that 
Subtenant  may  need  for  its  use  of  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  pay,  without  set  off  or 
counterclaim,  all  amounts  due  and  owing  for  such  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  at  the  rates 
provided  in  and  as  otherwise  set  forth  in  Exhibit  E. 

9.3.  Landscaping.  Subtenant  shall  maintain  the  exterior  landscaping  of  the  Premises  in  good 
condition  and  repair.

9.4. 


Janitorial  Services.  Subtenant  shall  provide  all  janitorial  services  for  the  Premises. 


9.5.  Pest  Control.  Subtenant  shall  provide  and  pay  for  all  pest  control  services  required 
within  the  Premises,  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  of  all  pests  at  all  times. 

9.6.  Trash.  Subtenant  shall  deposit  all  trash  into  designated  containers  in  the  Premises  in 
compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F.  Subtenant  shall  pay  for 
the  removal  of  trash  from  the  designated  containers.  Subtenant  shall  abide  by  all  rules 
established  by  Sublandlord  or  Master  Landlord  for  the  handling  of  trash. 

9.7.  No  Right  to  Repair  and  Deduct.  Subtenant  expressly  waives  the  benefit  of  any  existing 
or  future  Laws  or  judicial  or  administrative  decision  that  would  otherwise  permit  Subtenant  to 
make  repairs  or  replacements  at  Sublandlord's  expense,  or  to  terminate  this  Sublease  because  of 
Sublandlord's  failure  to  keep  the  Premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  good  order,  condition  or  repair, 
or  to  abate  or  reduce  any  of  Subtenant's  obligations  hereunder  on  account  of  the  Premises  or  any 
part  thereof  being  in  need  of  repair  or  replacement.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
expressly  waives  the  provisions  of  California  Civil  Code  Sections  1932,  1941  and  1942  or  any 
similar  Laws  with  respect  to  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  terminate  this  Sublease  and  with  respect  to 
any  obligations  of  Sublandlord  hereunder  or  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  make  repairs  or 
replacements  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  Rent. 

10.  LIENS 

10.1.  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  from  any  liens  arising  out  of  any  work 
performed,  material  furnished  or  obligations  incurred  by  or  for  Subtenant.  In  the  event  Subtenant 
does  not,  within  five  (5)  days  following  the  imposition  of  any  such  lien,  cause  the  lien  to  be 
released  of  record  by  payment  or  posting  of  a proper  bond,  Sublandlord  shall  have  in  addition  to 
all  other  remedies  provided  herein  and  by  law  or  equity  the  right,  but  not  the  obligation,  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  released  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deem  proper,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
payment  of  the  claim  giving  rise  to  such  lien.  All  such  sums  paid  by  Sublandlord  and  all 
expenses  it  incurs  in  connection  therewith  (including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys' 
fees)  shall  be  payable  to  Sublandlord  by  Subtenant  upon  demand.  Sublandlord  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  to  post  and  keep  posted  on  the  Premises  any  notices  permitted  or  required  by 
law  or  that  Sublandlord  deems  proper  for  its  protection  and  protection  of  the  Premises  from 
mechanics'  and  materialmen's  liens.  Subtenant  shall  give  Sublandlord  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days' 
prior  written  notice  of  the  commencement  of  any  repair  or  construction  on  any  of  the  Premises. 

1 1 . COMPLIANCE  WITH  LAWS 

11.1.  Compliance  with  Laws  Subtenant  shall  promptly,  at  its  sole  expense,  maintain  the 
Premises  and  Subtenant’s  use  and  operations  thereon  in  strict  compliance  at  all  times  with  all 
present  and  future  Laws,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary; 
provided,  however  Subtenant  shall  not  be  required  to  make  repairs  or  structural  changes  to  the 
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Premises  required  solely  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the 
Commencement  Date  or  not  related  to  Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises,  unless  the  requirement 
for  such  changes  is  imposed  as  a result  of  any  Alterations  made  or  requested  to  be  made  by 
Subtenant.  Such  Laws  shall  include,  without  limitation,  all  Laws  relating  to  health  and  safety 
and  disabled  accessibility  including,  without  limitation,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  42 
U.S.C.  §§  12101  et  seq.  and  Title  24  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  all  present  and  future 
Environmental  Laws  (as  defined  in  this  Sublease  below),  and  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code.  No  occurrence  or  situation  arising  during  the  Term,  nor  any 
present  or  future  Law,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  and  however  extraordinary,  shall  give 
Subtenant  any  right  to  seek  redress  against  Sublandlord  for  failing  to  comply  with  any  Laws. 
Subtenant  waives  any  rights  now  or  hereafter  conferred  upon  it  by  any  existing  or  future  Law  to 
compel  Sublandlord  to  make  any  repairs  to  comply  with  any  such  Laws,  on  account  of  any  such 
occurrence  or  situation. 

11.2.  Regulatory  Approvals. 

(a)  Responsible  Party.  Subtenant  understands  and  agrees  that  Subtenant's  use  of  the 
Premises  and  construction  of  any  Alterations  permitted  hereunder  may  require  authorizations, 
approvals  or  permits  from  governmental  regulatory  agencies  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Premises. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  obtaining  any  and  all  such  regulatory  approvals, 
including  without  limitation,  any  liquor  permits  or  approvals.  Subtenant  shall  not  seek  any 
regulatory  approval  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  Sublandlord.  Subtenant  shall 
bear  all  costs  associated  with  applying  for,  obtaining  and  maintaining  any  necessary  or 
appropriate  regulatory  approval  and  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  satisfying  any  and  all 
conditions  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies  as  part  of  a regulatory  approval.  Any  fines  or 
penalties  levied  as  a result  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any 
regulatory  approval  shall  be  immediately  paid  and  discharged  by  Subtenant,  and  Sublandlord 
shall  have  no  liability,  monetary  or  otherwise,  for  any  such  fines  or  penalties.  Subtenant  shall 
indemnify,  protect,  defend  and  hold  harmless  forever  ("Indemnify")  Sublandlord,  City  and 
Master  Landlord,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  all  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees,  contractors,  boards,  commissions, 
departments,  agencies  and  other  subdivisions  and  each  of  the  persons  acting  by,  through  or  under 
each  of  them,  and  their  respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of 
them  (the  “Indemnified  Parties”),  against  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  losses,  liabilities, 
damages,  liens,  injuries,  penalties,  fines,  lawsuits  and  other  proceedings,  judgments  and  awards 
and  costs  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  and  consultants'  fees 
and  costs  (“Losses”)  arising  in  connection  with  Subtenant's  failure  to  obtain  or  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  any  regulatory  approval. 

11.3.  Compliance  with  Sublandlord’s  Risk  Management  Requirements.  Subtenant  shall 
not  do  anything,  or  permit  anything  to  be  done,  in  or  about  the  Premises  or  to  any  Alterations 
permitted  hereunder  that  would  create  any  unusual  fire  risk,  and  shall  take  commercially 
reasonable  steps  to  protect  Sublandlord  from  any  potential  premises  liability.  Subtenant  shall 
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faithfully  observe,  at  its  expense,  any  and  all  reasonable  requirements  of  Sublandlord's  Risk 
Manager  with  respect  thereto  and  with  the  requirements  of  any  policies  of  commercial  general 
liability,  all  risk  property  or  other  policies  of  insurance  at  any  time  in  force  with  respect  to  the 
Premises  and  any  Alterations  as  required  hereunder. 

12.  ENCUMBRANCES 

12.1.  Encumbrance  By  Subtenant.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in 
this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  not  under  any  circumstances  whatsoever  create  any  mortgage,  deed 
of  trust,  assignment  of  rents,  fixture  filing,  security  agreement,  or  similar  security  instrument,  or 
other  lien  or  encumbrance  or  assignment  or  pledge  of  an  asset  as  security  in  any  manner  against 
the  Premises  or  Sublandlord's  or  Subtenant’s  interest  under  this  Sublease. 

13.  DAMAGE  OR  DESTRUCTION 

13.1.  Damage  or  Destruction  to  the  Premises.  In  the  case  of  damage  to  or  destruction  of  the 
Premises  by  earthquake,  fire,  flood  or  any  other  casualty,  which  (i)  is  not  caused  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  (ii)  is  not  covered  by  the  insurance  described  in 
Section  17  below,  (iii)  prevents  Subtenant  from  operating  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein,  and  (iv)  costs  more  to  repair  than  the  Repair  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease 
Information,  either  party  may  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice 
and  upon  any  such  termination  Subtenant  shall  surrender  the  Premises  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  (except  for  damage  caused  by  a casualty  pursuant  to  which  this  Sublease  may  be 
terminated  under  this  Section  13.1)  and  both  Parties  shall  be  relieved  of  any  liability  for  such 
termination  or  for  repairing  such  damage.  If  neither  Party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in 
this  Section  13.1,  then  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  promptly  restore,  repair,  replace  or  rebyild 
the  Premises  to  the  condition  the  Premises  were  in  prior  to  such  damage  or  destruction,  subject  to 
any  Alterations  made  in  strict  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  8.1  above.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  Sublandlord  have  any  obligation  to  repair,  replace  or  rebuild  the  Premises  in 
the  event  of  a casualty. 

13.2.  No  Abatement  in  Rent.  In  the  event  of  any  damage  or  destruction  to  the  Premises,  and 
if  neither  party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in  Section  13.1  above,  there  shall  be  no 
abatement  in  the  Rent  payable  hereunder. 

13.3.  Waiver.  The  Parties  understand  and  agree  that  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section 
are  intended  to  govern  fully  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  Parties  in  the  event  of  damage  or 
destruction  to  the  Premises  or  Alterations,  and  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  each  hereby  waives 
and  releases  any  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  in  whole  or  in  part  under  Sections  1932.2  and 
1933.4  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  or  under  any  similar  Laws  now  or  hereafter  in  effect,  to 
the  extent  such  rights  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

14.  ASSIGNMENT  AND  SUBLETTING 
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14.1.  Restriction  on  Assignment  and  Subletting.  Subtenant  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly 
(including,  without  limitation,  by  merger,  acquisition  or  other  transfer  of  any  controlling  interest 
in  Subtenant),  voluntarily  or  by  operation  of  Law,  sell,  assign,  encumber,  pledge,  sublease  or 
otherwise  transfer  any  part  of  its  interest  in  or  rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises,  any  Alterations 
or  its  interest  in  this  Sublease,  or  permit  any  portion  of  the  Premises  to  be  occupied  by  anyone 
other  than  itself,  or  sublet  any  portion  of  the  Premises  (a  "Transfer"),  without  Sublandlord's  prior 
written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  Sublandlord  may  grant  or  withhold  in  its  sole  and 
absolute  discretion.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  a written  notice  of  its  intention  to 
Transfer  this  Sublease  or  the  Premises,  together  with  a copy  of  the  proposed  Transfer  agreement 
at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  date  of  the  proposed  Transfer.  Subtenant 
shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  such  information  regarding  the  proposed  Transfer  as  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  request. 

14.2.  Bonus  Rental.  If  Sublandlord  consents  to  a Transfer  of  any  of  Subtenant's  interest  in  or 
rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises  pursuant  to  Section  14.1  above,  then  one  hundred  percent 
(100%)  of  any  rent  or  other  consideration  payable  to  Subtenant  in  excess  of  the  Base  Rent 
payable  hereunder  (or  the  proportionate  share  thereof  applicable  to  the  portion  of  the  Premises 
that  is  subject  to  the  Transfer)  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  immediately  upon  receipt  by 
Subtenant. 

15.  DEFAULT;  REMEDIES 

15.1.  Events  of  Default.  Any  of  the  following  shall  constitute  an  event  of  default  ("Event  of 
Default")  by  Subtenant  hereunder: 

(a)  Failure  to  Pay  Rent.  Any  failure  to  pay  any  Rent  or  any  other  sums  due  hereunder, 
including  sums  due  for  utilities,  within  five  (5)  days  after  such  sums  are  due; 

(b)  Covenants,  Conditions  and  Representations.  Any  failure  to  perform  or  comply  with 
any  other  covenant,  condition  or  representation  made  under  this  Sublease;  provided,  Subtenant 
shall  have  a period  of  ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  written  notice  from  Sublandlord  of  such 
failure  within  which  to  cure  such  default  under  this  Sublease,  or,  if  such  default  is  not  capable  of 
cure  within  such  10-day  period,  Subtenant  shall  have  a reasonable  period  to  complete  such  cure  if 
Subtenant  promptly  undertakes  action  to  cure  such  default  within  such  10-day  period  and 
thereafter  diligently  prosecutes  the  same  to  completion  and  uses  its  best  efforts  to  complete  such 
cure  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  receipt  of  notice  of  default  from  Sublandlord; 

(c)  Vacation  or  Abandonment.  Any  abandonment  of  the  Premises  for  more  than  fourteen 
(14)  consecutive  days; 

(d)  Bankruptcy.  The  appointment  of  a receiver  to  take  possession  of  all  or  substantially  all 
of  the  assets  of  Subtenant,  or  an  assignment  by  Subtenant  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  or  any 
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action  taken  or  suffered  by  Subtenant  under  any  insolvency,  bankruptcy,  reorganization, 
moratorium  or  other  debtor  relief  act  or  statute,  whether  now  existing  or  hereafter  amended  or 
enacted;  and 

(e)  Notices  of  Default.  The  delivery  to  Subtenant  of  three  (3)  or  more  notices  of  default 
within  any  twelve  (12)  month  period,  irrespective  of  whether  Subtenant  actually  cures  such 
default  within  the  specified  time  period,  may,  in  the  sole  and  absolute  discretion  of  the  Authority, 
be  deemed  an  incurable  breach  of  this  Sublease  allowing  the  Authority  to  immediately  terminate 
this  Sublease  without  further  notice  or  demand  to  Subtenant. 

15.2.  Remedies.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant,  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  following  rights  and  remedies  in  addition  to  all  other  rights  and  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord  at  Law  or  in  equity: 

(a)  Terminate  Sublease  and  Recover  Damages.  The  rights  and  remedies  provided  by 
California  Civil  Code  Section  1951.2  (damages  on  termination  for  breach),  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  right  to  terminate  Subtenant's  right  to  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  recover 
the  worth  at  the  time  of  award  of  the  amount  by  which  the  unpaid  Rent  for  the  balance  of  the 
Term  after  the  time  of  award  exceeds  the  amount  of  rental  loss  for  the  same  period  that 
Subtenant  proves  could  be  reasonably  avoided,  as  computed  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  of  such 
Section  1951.2.  Sublandlord's  efforts  to  mitigate  the  damages  caused  by  Subtenant's  breach  of 
this  Sublease  shall  not  waive  Sublandlord's  rights  to  recover  unmitigated  damages  upon 
termination. 

(b)  Appointment  of  Receiver.  The  right  to  have  a receiver  appointed  for  Subtenant  upon 
application  by  Sublandlord  to  take  possession.of  the  Premises  and  to  apply  any  rental  collected 
from  the  Premises  and  to  exercise  all  other  rights  and  remedies  granted  to  Sublandlord  pursuant 
to  this  Sublease. 

15.3.  Sublandlord's  Right  to  Cure  Subtenant's  Defaults.  If  Subtenant  defaults  in  the 
performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  then  Sublandlord  may  at  any  time 
thereafter  with  three  (3)  days  prior  written  notice  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  as 
determined  by  Sublandlord  where  prior  notice  by  Sublandlord  is  impractical),  remedy  such  Event 
of  Default  for  Subtenant's  account  and  at  Subtenant's  expense.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to 
Sublandlord,  as  Additional  Charges,  promptly  upon  demand,  all  sums  expended  by  Sublandlord, 
or  other  costs,  damages,  expenses  or  liabilities  incurred  by  Sublandlord,  including,  without 
limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  in  remedying  or  attempting  to  remedy  such  Event  of 
Default.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
Nothing  herein  shall  imply  any  duty  of  Sublandlord  to  do  any  act  that  Subtenant  is  obligated  to 
perform  under  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  and  Sublandlord's  cure  or  attempted  cure  of 
Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  shall  not  constitute  a waiver  of  Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  or  any 
rights  or  remedies  of  Sublandlord  on  account  of  such  Event  of  Default. 
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16. 


RELEASE  AND  WAIVER  OF  CLAIMS;  INDEMNIFICATION 


16.1.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents, 
covenants  and  agrees  that  the  Indemnified  Parties  shall  not  be  responsible  for  or  liable  to 
Subtenant  for,  and,  to  the  fullest  extent  allowed  by  any  Laws,  Subtenant  hereby  waives  all  rights 
against  the  Indemnified  Parties  and  releases  them  from,  any  and  all  Losses,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  incidental  and  consequential  damages,  relating  to  any  injury,  accident  or  death  of  any 
person  or  loss  or  damage  to  any  property,  in  or  about  the  Premises,  from  any  cause  whatsoever, 
including  without  limitation,  partial  or  complete  collapse  of  the  Premises  due  to  an  earthquake  or 
subsidence,  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or 
willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing: 

(a)  Subtenant  expressly  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the  Rent  payable  hereunder  does  not 
take  into  account  any  potential  liability  of  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  any  consequential  or 
incidental  damages  including,  but  not  limited  to,  lost  profits  arising  out  of  disruption  to 
Subtenant's  uses  hereunder.  Sublandlord  would  not  be  willing  to  enter  into  this  Sublease  in  the 
absence  of  a complete  waiver  of  liability  for  consequential  or  incidental  damages  due  to  the  acts 
or  omissions  of  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  Subtenant  expressly  assumes  the  risk  with  respect 
thereto.  Accordingly,  without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other 
waivers  contained  in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims, 
demands,  rights,  and  causes  of  action  for  consequential  and  incidental  damages  and  covenants 
not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  such  damages  arising  out  of  this  Sublease  or  the  uses 
authorized  hereunder,  including,  without  limitation,  any  interference  with  uses  conducted  by 
Subtenant  pursuant  to  this  Sublease  regardless  of  the  cause. 

(b)  Without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other  waivers  contained 
in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  fully 
RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  rights,  and 
causes  of  action  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  or 
future  Laws,  statutes,  or  regulations,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  claim  for  inverse 
condemnation  or  the  payment  of  just  compensation  under  the  law  of  eminent  domain,  or 
otherwise  at  equity,  in  the  event  that  Sublandlord  terminates  this  Sublease  because  of  such  claim 
for  inverse  condemnation  or  eminent  domain. 

(c)  As  part  of  Subtenant's  agreement  to  accept  the  Premises  in  its  "As  Is"  condition  as 
provided  herein,  and  without  limiting  such  agreement  and  any  other  waiver  contained  herein, 
Subtenant  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and 
forever  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all 
Losses,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise 
on  account  of  or  in  any  way  be  connected  with  the  physical  or  environmental  condition  of  the 
Premises  and  any  related  improvements  or  any  Laws  or  regulations  applicable  thereto  or  the 
suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use.

(d)  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not  be  a displaced  person  at  the  time  this  Sublease  is 
terminated,  and  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  the  Indemnified 
Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses  and  any  and  all  claims,  demands  or  rights  against  any  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  and  future  Laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all 
claims  for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  federal  and  state 
relocation  assistance  laws. 

(e)  Without  limiting  any  other  waiver  contained  herein,  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its 
successors  and  assigns,  hereby  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and  forever  RELEASES, 
WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses,  whether  direct 
or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise  on  account  of  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  Indemnified  Parties'  decision  to  Sublease  the  Premises  to  Subtenant, 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  such  decision  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of  gross 
negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties. 

(f)  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  never  to  file,  commence,  prosecute  or  cause  to  be  filed, 
commenced  or  prosecuted  against  the  Indemnified  Parties  any  claim,  action  or  proceeding  based 
upon  any  claims,  demands,  causes  of  action,  obligations,  damages,  losses,  costs,  expenses  or 
liabilities  of  any  nature  whatsoever  encompassed  by  the  waivers  and  releases  set  forth  in  this 
Section  16.1. 


(g)  In  executing  these  waivers  and  releases,  Subtenant  has  not  relied, upon  any  representation 
or  statement  other  than  as  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

(h)  Subtenant  had  made  such  investigation  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  these  waivers  and 
releases  as  it  deems  necessary  and  assumes  the  risk  of  mistake  with  respect  to  such  facts.  These 
waivers  and  releases  are  intended  to  be  final  and  binding  on  Subtenant  regardless  of  any  claims 
of  mistake. 

(i)  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  releases,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar 
with  Section  1542  of  the  California  Civil  Code,  which  reads: 

A general  release  does  not  extend  to  claims  which  the  creditor  does 
not  know  or  suspect  to  exist  in  his  favor  at  the  time  of  executing  the 
release,  which  if  known  by  him  must  have  materially  affected  his 
settlement  with  the  debtor. 

Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  releases  contained  herein  include  all  known  and 
unknown,  disclosed  and  undisclosed,  and  anticipated  and  unanticipated  claims.  Subtenant 
realizes  and  acknowledges  that  it  has  agreed  upon  this  Sublease  in  light  of  this  realization  and, 
being  fully  aware  of  this  situation,  it  nevertheless  intends  to  waive  the  benefit  of  Civil  Code 
Section  1542,  or  any  statute  or  other  similar  law  now  or  later  in  effect.  The  waivers  and  releases 
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contained  herein  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Sublease. 


16.2.  Subtenant’s  Indemnity.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents,  shall 
Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  and  against  any  and  all  Losses  arising  out  of  Subtenant’s 
use  of  the  Premises,  including  but  not  limited  to,  any  Losses  arising  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  out  of:  (a)  any  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  property  owned  by  or  in  the 
custody  of  Subtenant  or  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees;  (b)  any  accident,  injury  to  or 
death  of  a person,  including,  without  limitation,  Subtenant’s  Agents  and  Subtenant’s  Invitees, 
howsoever  or  by  whomsoever  caused,  occurring  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises;  (c)  any  default  by 
Subtenant  in  the  observation  or  performance  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  of  this 
Sublease  to  be  observed  or  performed  on  Subtenant's  part;  (d)  the  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or 
management,  or  manner  of  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or  management  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  or  any  person  or  entity  claiming  through  or  under  any  of  them,  of 
the  Premises  or  any  Alterations;  (e)  any  construction  or  other  work  undertaken  by  Subtenant  on 
or  about  the  Premises;  and  (f)  any  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant's  Agents 
or  Subtenant's  Invitees,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations,  except  to  the  extent  that 
such  Indemnity  is  void  or  otherwise  unenforceable  under  any  applicable  Laws  in  effect  on  or 
validly  retroactive  to  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and  further  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses 
are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or  intentional  wrongful  acts  and  omissions  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  shall  include,  without  limitation,  reasonable  fees 
of  attorneys,  consultants  and  experts  and  related  costs  and  Sublandlord's  costs  of  investigating 
any  Loss.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  an  immediate  and 
independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  claim 
which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  this  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is  or 
may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered 
to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter.  Subtenant's  obligations  under 
this  Section  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

17.  INSURANCE 

17.1.  Required  Insurance  Coverage.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  maintain, 
or  cause  to  be  maintained,  through  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  the  following  insurance: 

(a)  General  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  commercial  general  liability  insurance, 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined  single  limit 
for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  contractual  liability,  independent 
contractors,  broad  form  property  damage,  personal  injury,  products  and  completed  operations, 
fire  damage  and  legal  liability  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000), 
explosion,  collapse  and  underground  (XCU). 

(b)  Automobile  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  business  automobile  liability 
insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined 
single  limit  for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  owned  and  hired 
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vehicles  and  for  employer's  non-ownership  liability,  which  insurance  shall  be  required  if  any 
automobiles  or  any  other  motor  vehicles  are  operated  in  connection  with  Subtenant's  activity  on 
the  Premises  or  the  Permitted  Use. 

(c)  Worker's  Compensation  and  Employer’s  Liability  Insurance.  If  Subtenant  has 
employees.  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance  in  statutory  amounts  with  Employer’s  Liability 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for  each  accident  injur}’  or  illness, 
on  employees  eligible  for  each. 

(d)  Personal  Property  Insurance.  Subtenant  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  procure  and 
maintain  on  all  of  its  personal  property’  and  Alterations,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises,  property 
insurance  on  an  all  risk  form,  excluding  earthquake  and  flood,  to  the  extent  of  full  replacement 
value.  The  proceeds  from  any  such  policy  shall  be  used  by  Subtenant  for  the  replacement  of 
Subtenant's  personal  property’. 

(e)  Other  Coverage.  Such  other  insurance  or  different  coverage  amounts  as  is  required  by 
law  or  as  is  generally  required  by  commercial  owners  of  property  similar  in  size,  character,  age 
and  location  as  the  Premises,  as  may  change  from  time  to  time,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the 
City's  Risk  Manager. 

17.2.  Claims-Made  Policies.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a claims-made  form  of  policy.  Subtenant  shall  maintain  such  coverage 
continuously  throughout* the  Term  and  without  lapse  for  a period  of  three  (3)  years  beyond  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease,  to  the  effect  that  should  occurrences  during  the  Term  give  rise  to 
claims  made  after  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  claims  shall  be  covered  by  such  claims- 
made  policies. 

17.3.  Annual  Aggregate  Limits.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a form  of  coverage  which  includes  an  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that 
claims  investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be  included  in  such  annual  aggregate  limit,  such 
annual  aggregate  limit  shall  be  double  the  occurrence  limits  specified  herein. 

17.4.  Payment  of  Premiums.  Subtenant  shall  pay  the  premiums  for  maintaining  all  required 
insurance. 

17.5.  Waiver  of  Subrogation  Rights.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrar}  contained 
herein,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  (each  a "Waiving  Part}  ")  each  hereby  waives  an}’  right  of 
recovery  against  the  other  party  for  an}'  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  such  other  party  with  respect 
to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises  or  any  portion  thereof  or  the  contents  of  the  same  or  an}’  operation 
therein,  whether  or  not  such  loss  is  caused  by  the  fault  or  negligence  of  such  other  part}’,  to  the 
extent  such  loss  or  damage  is  cov  ered  by  insurance  which  is  required  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Waiving  Part}’  under  this  Sublease  or  is  actually  covered  by  insurance  obtained  by  the  Waiving 
Part}’.  Each  Waiving  Part}’  agrees  to  cause  its  insurers  to  issue  appropriate  waiver  of  subrogation 
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rights  endorsements  to  all  policies  relating  to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises;  provided,  the  failure  to 
obtain  any  such  endorsement  shall  not  affect  the  above  waiver. 

17.6.  General  Insurance  Matters. 

(a)  All  liability  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall 
contain  a cross-liability  clause,  shall  name  as  additional  insureds  the  "THE  TREASURE 
ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  THE 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  ACTING  BY  AND  THROUGH  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
THE  NAVY,  AND  THEIR  OFFICERS,  DIRECTORS,  EMPLOYEES  AND  AGENTS,"  shall  be 
primary  to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the  additional  insureds  with  respect  to  claims  arising 
under  this  Sublease,  and  shall  provide  that  such  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured 
against  whom  complaint  is  made  or  suit  is  brought  except  with  respect  to  the  limits  of  the 
company's  liability. 

(b)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  be  issued 
by  an  insurance  company  or  companies  reasonably  acceptable  to  Sublandlord  with  an  AM  Best 
rating  of  not  less  than  A-VIII  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  California. 

(c)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  provide  for 
thirty  (30)  days'  prior  written  notice  of  cancellation  for  any  reason,  intended  non-renewal,  or 
reduction  in  coverage  to  Subtenant  and  Sublandlord.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  in  accordance 
with  the  notice  provisions  of  Section  21.1  below. 

(d)  Subtenant  shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  certificates  of  insurance  and  additional  insured 
policy  endorsements  in  a form  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  evidencing  the  coverages  required 
herein,  together  with  evidence  of  payment  of  premiums,  on  or  before  the  Commencement  Date, 
and  upon  renewal  of  each  policy  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  before  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
policy.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord's  request,  promptly  furnish  Sublandlord  with  a 
complete  copy  of  any  insurance  policy  required  hereunder. 

(e)  Not  more  often  than  every  year  and  upon  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days'  prior  written 
notice,  Sublandlord  may  require  Subtenant  to  increase  the  insurance  limits  set  forth  in  Section 
17.1  above  if  Sublandlord  finds  in  its  reasonable  judgment  that  it  is  the  general  commercial 
practice  in  San  Francisco  to  carry  insurance  in  amounts  substantially  greater  than  those  amounts 
carried  by  Subtenant  with  respect  to  risks  comparable  to  those  associated  with  the  use  of  the 
Premises. 

(f)  Subtenant's  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  in  no  way  relieve  or 
decrease  Subtenant's  indemnification  obligations  herein  or  any  of  Subtenant's  other  obligations  or 
liabilities  under  this  Sublease. 

(g)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Sublease,  Sublandlord  may  elect  in 
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Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion  to  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  the  lapse  of  any 
required  insurance  coverage  by  written  notice  to  Subtenant. 

18.  ACCESS  BY  SUBLANDLORD 

18.1.  Access  to  Premises  by  Sublandlord. 

(a)  General  Access.  Sublandlord  reserves  for  itself  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents,  the  right  to 
enter  the  Premises  and  any  portion  thereof  at  all  reasonable  times  upon  not  less  than  twenty-four 
(24)  hours  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency)  for  any 
purpose. 

(b)  Emergency  Access.  In  the  event  of  any  emergency,  as  determined  by  Sublandlord, 
Sublandlord  may,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  notice,  enter  the  Premises  and  alter  or  remove 
any  Alterations  or  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  any  and  all  means  Sublandlord  considers  appropriate  to  gain  access  to  any 
portion  of  the  Premises  in  an  emergency.  In  such  case,  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
any  damage  or  injury  to  any  such  property,  nor  for  the  replacement  of  any  such  property  and  any 
such  emergency  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a forcible  or  unlawful  entry  onto  or  a detainer  of, 
the  Premises,  or  an  eviction,  actual  or  constructive,  of  Subtenant  from  the  Premises  or  any 
portion  thereof. 

(c)  No  Liability.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  liable  in  any  manner,  and  Subtenant  hereby 
waives  any  claims,  for  any  inconvenience,  disturbance,  loss  of  business,  nuisance  or  other 
damage  arising  out  of  Sublandlord's  entry  onto  the  Premises,  except  damage  resulting  directly 
and  exclusively  from  the  gross  negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  Sublandlord  or  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  and  not  contributed  to  by  the  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees. 

18.2.  Access  to  Premises  by  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that 
Master  Landlord  shall  have  all  of  the  rights  of  access  to  the  Premises  described  in  the  Master 
Lease. 

19.  SURRENDER 

19.1.  Surrender  of  the  Premises.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
surrender  to  Sublandlord  the  Premises  in  the  same  condition  as  of  the  Commencement  Date, 
ordinary  wear  and  tear  excepted,  and  free  and  clear  of  all  liens,  easements  and  other 
encumbrances  created  or  suffered  by,  through  or  under  Subtenant.  On  or  before  any  termination 
hereof,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  remove  any  and  all  of  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  from 
the  Premises  and  demolish  and  remove  any  and  all  Alterations  from  the  Premises  (except  for  any 
Alterations  that  Sublandlord  agrees  are  to  remain  part  of  the  Premises  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  8.3  above).  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  expense,  repair  any  damage  to  the 
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Premises  resulting  from  the  removal  of  any  such  items  and  restore  the  Premises  to  their  condition 
immediately  prior  to  the  presence  of  any  Alterations.  In  connection  therewith,  Subtenant  shall 
obtain  any  and  all  necessary  permits  and  approvals,  including,  without  limitation,  any 
environmental  permits,  and  execute  any  manifests  or  other  documents  necessary  to  complete  the 
demolition,  removal  or  restoration  work  required  hereunder.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this 
Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Any  items  of  Subtenant's  Personal 
Property  remaining  on  or  about  the  Premises  after  the  termination  of  this  Sublease  may,  at 
Sublandlord's  option  and  after  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice  to  Subtenant,  be  deemed  abandoned 
and  in  such  case  Sublandlord  may  dispose  of  such  property  in  accordance  with  Section  1980,  et 
seq.,  of  the  California  Civil  Code  or  in  any  other  manner  allowed  by  Law. 

19.2.  No  Holding  Over.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  surrender  the  Premises  to  Sublandlord  upon  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease  as  required  by  this  Section,  Subtenant  shall  Indemnify  Sublandlord 
against  all  Losses  resulting  therefrom,  including,  without  limitation,  Losses  made  by  a 
succeeding  Subtenant  resulting  from  Subtenant's  failure  to  surrender  the  Premises.  Subtenant 
shall  have  no  right  to  hold  over  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent 
may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  If  Sublandlord  holds  over  the 
Premises  or  any  part  thereof  after  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  holding 
over  shall  be  terminable  upon  written  notice  by  Sublandlord,  and  the  Base  Rent  shall  be 
increased  to  two  hundred  percent  (200%)  of  the  Base  Rent  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  such 
holding  over,  and  such  holdover  shall  otherwise  be  on  all  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
Sublease.  This  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  Sublandlord's  permission  for  Subtenant  to  hold 
over.  Acceptance  of  any  holdover  Base  Rent  by  Sublandlord  following  expiration  or  termination 
of  this  Sublease  shall  not  constitute  an  extension  or  renewal  of  this  Sublease. 

19.3.  Security  Deposit.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  upon  execution  of  this  Sublease  a 
security  deposit  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information  as  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  all  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  agrees 
that  Sublandlord  may  (but  shall  not  be  required  to)  apply  the  security  deposit  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  remedy  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s 
Invitees,  or  any  failure  of  Subtenant  to  perform  any  other  terms,  covenants  or  conditions 
contained  in  this  Sublease,  without  waiving  any  of  Sublandlord's  other  rights  and  remedies 
hereunder  or  at  Law  or  in  equity.  Should  Sublandlord  use  any  portion  of  the  security  deposit  to 
cure  any  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately  replenish  the 
security  deposit  to  the  original  amount,  and  Subtenant's  failure  to  do  so  within  five  (5)  days  of 
Sublandlord's  notice  shall  constitute  a material  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 
Sublandlord's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  security  deposit  are  solely  that  of  debtor  and  not 
trustee.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  the  security  deposit  separate  from  its  general 
funds,  and  Subtenant  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest  on  such  deposit.  The  amount  of  the 
security  deposit  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit  Subtenant's  liability  for  the  performance  of  any  of  its 
obligations  under  this  Sublease.  To  the  extent  that  Sublandlord  is  not  entitled  to  retain  or  apply 
the  security  deposit  pursuant  to  this  Section  20.3,  Sublandlord  shall  return  such  security  deposit 
to  Subtenant  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
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20. 


HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 


20.1.  No  Hazardous  Materials.  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  that  neither  Subtenant  nor 
any  of  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  shall  cause  or  permit  any  material  that, 
because  of  its  quantity,  concentration  or  physical  or  chemical  characteristics,  is  deemed  by  any 
federal,  state  or  local  governmental  authority  to  pose  a present  or  potential  hazard  to  human 
health  or  safety  or  to  the  environment,  including,  without  limitation,  any  material  or  substance 
defined  as  a "hazardous  substance,"  or  "pollutant"  or  "contaminant"  pursuant  to  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  of  1980  ("CERCLA", 
also  commonly  known  as  the  "Superfund"  law),  as  amended  (42  U.S.C.  Sections  9601  et  seep),  or 
pursuant  to  Section  25281  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  "hazardous  waste"  listed 
pursuant  to  Section  25140  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  asbestos  and  asbestos 
containing  materials  whether  or  not  such  materials  are  part  of  the  structure  of  any  existing 
improvements  on  the  Premises,  or  are  naturally  occurring  substances  on,  in  or  about  the 
Premises;  and  petroleum,  including  crude  oil  or  any  fraction  thereof,  and  natural  gas  or  natural 
gas  liquids  (“Hazardous  Material”)  to  be  brought  upon,  kept,  used,  stored,  generated  or  disposed 
of  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises  or  transported  to  or  from  the  Premises  without  the  prior  written 
approval  of  Sublandlord,  which  approval  may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute 
discretion.  Subtenant  shall  immediately  notify  Sublandlord  if  and  when  Subtenant  learns  or  has 
reason  to  believe  there  has  been  any  release  of  Hazardous  Material  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises. 
Sublandlord  may  from  time  to  time  request  Subtenant  to  provide  adequate  information  for 
Sublandlord  to  determine  that  any  Hazardous  Material  permitted  hereunder  i§  being  handled  in 
compliance  with  all  applicable  federal,  state  or  local  Laws  or  policies  relating  to  Hazardous 
Material  (including,  without  limitation,  its  use,  handling,  transportation,  production,  disposal, 
discharge  or  storage)  or  to  human  health  and  safety,  industrial  hygiene  or  environmental 
conditions  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  and  any  other  property,  including,  without 
limitation,  soil,  air  and  groundwater  conditions  (“Environmental  Laws”),  and  Subtenant  shall 
promptly  provide  all  such  information.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents  shall  have  the 
right  to  inspect  the  Premises  for  Hazardous  Material  and  compliance  with  the  provisions  hereof 
at  all  reasonable  times  upon  reasonable  advance  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency).  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  comply,  without  limiting  the  foregoing, 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  21  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code  including,  without  limitation, 
regarding  obtaining  and  complying  with  the  requirements  of  an  approved  hazardous  materials 
management  plan,  and  with  the  requirements  of  the  environmental  protection  provisions 
provided  for  in  Section  13  of  the  Master  Lease. 

20.2.  Subtenant's  Environmental  Indemnity.  If  Subtenant  breaches  any  of  its  obligations 
contained  in  Section  20.1  above,  or,  if  any  act  or  omission  or  negligence  of  Subtenant  or  any  of 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  results  in  any  spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  pouring, 
emitting,  discharging,  injecting,  escaping,  leeching  or  dumping  (“Release”)  of  Hazardous 
Material  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  without  limiting  Subtenant's  general 
Indemnity  contained  in  Section  16.2  above.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s 
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Agents,  shall  Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  each  of  them,  from  and  against  any  and  all 
enforcement,  investigation,  remediation  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  actions,  agreements 
or  orders  threatened,  instituted  or  completed  pursuant  to  any  Environmental  Laws  together  with 
any  and  all  Losses  made  or  threatened  by  any  third  party  against  Sublandlord,  Sublandloid’s 
Agents,  or  the  Premises,  relating  to  damage,  contribution,  cost  recovery  compensation,  loss  or 
injury  resulting  from  the  presence,  Release  or  discharge  of  any  Hazardous  Materials,  including, 
without  limitation,  Losses  based  in  common  law,  investigation  and  remediation  costs,  fines, 
natural  resource  damages,  damages  for  decrease  in  value  of  the  Premises,  the  loss  or  restriction 
of  the  use  or  any  amenity  of  the  Premises  and  attorneys'  fees  and  consultants'  fees  and  experts' 
fees  and  costs  (“Hazardous  Materials  Claims”)  arising  during  or  after  the  Term  of  this  Sublease 
and  relating  to  such  Release.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  includes,  without  limitation,  all  costs 
associated  with  the  investigation  and  remediation  of  Hazardous  Material  and  with  the  restoration 
of  the  Premises  or  the  Property  to  its  prior  condition  including,  without  limitation,  fines  and 
penalties  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies,  natural  resource  damages  and  losses,  and  revegetation 
of  the  Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  if  Subtenant  or 
any  of  Subtenant's  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  causes  or  permits  the  Release  of  any 
Hazardous  Materials  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  Subtenant  shall, 
immediately,  at  no  expense  to  Sublandlord,  take  any  and  all  appropriate  actions  to  return  the 
Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property  affected  thereby  to  the  condition  existing  prior  to  such 
Release  and  otherwise  investigate  and  remediate  the  Release  in  accordance  with  all 
Environmental  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  written  notice  of  and  afford 
Sublandlord  a full  opportunity  to  participate  in  any  discussions  with  governmental  regulatory 
agencies  regarding  any  settlement  agreement,  cleanup  or  abatement  agreement,  consent  decree, 
permit,  approvals,  or  other  compromise  or  proceeding  involving  Hazardous  Material. 

20.3.  Acknowledgment  of  Receipt  of  EBS  and  FQSL  Reports.  Subtenant  hereby . 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that,  prior  to  the  execution  of  this  Sublease,  it 
has  received  and  reviewed  the  Environmental  Baseline  Survey  (“EBS”)  and  the  Finding  of 
Suitability  to  Lease  (“FOSL”)  described  in  Section  7 of  the  Master  Lease.  California  law 
requires  landlords  to  disclose  to  tenants  the  presence  or  potential  presence  of  certain  Hazardous 
Materials.  Accordingly,  Subtenant  is  hereby  advised  that  occupation  of  the  Premises  may  lead  to 
exposure  to  Hazardous  Materials  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  gasoline,  diesel  and  other  vehicle 
fluids,  vehicle  exhaust,  office  maintenance  fluids,  tobacco  smoke,  methane  and  building 
materials  containing  chemicals,  such  as  formaldehyde.  Further,  there  are  Hazardous  Materials 
located  on  the  Premises  as  described  in  the  EBS  and  the  FOSL.  In  addition,  California's 
Proposition  65,  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  25249.6  et  seq..  requires  notice  that  some  of 
these  Hazardous  Materials  are  known  by  the  State  of  California  to  cause  cancer  or  reproductive 
harm.  By  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  notices  and  warnings  set 
forth  above  satisfy  the  requirements  of  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Sections  25249.6  et 
seq.,  25359.7  and  related  statutes. 

21.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 
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21.1.  Notices.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Sublease,  any  notice  given 
hereunder  shall  be  effective  only  in  writing  and  given  by  delivering  the  notice  in  person,  or  by 
sending  it  first  class  mail  or  certified  mail  with  a return  receipt  requested  or  reliable  commercial 
overnight  courier,  return  receipt  requested,  with  postage  prepaid,  to  the  appropriate  addresses  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information.  Any  Party  hereunder  may  designate  a new  address  for 
notice  purposes  hereunder  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  such  change.  Any 
notice  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  two  (2)  days  after  the  date  when  it  is  mailed 
if  sent  by  first  class  or  certified  mail,  one  day  after  the  date  it  is  made,  if  sent  by  commercial 
overnight  carrier,  or  upon  the  date  personal  delivery  is  made,  and  any  refusal  by  either  Party  to 
accept  the  attempted  delivery  of  any  notice,  if  such  attempted  delivery  is  in  compliance  with  this 
Section  21.1  and  applicable  Laws,  shall  be  deemed  receipt  of  such  notice. 

21.2.  No  Implied  Waiver.  No  failure  by  Sublandlord  to  insist  upon  the  strict  performance  of 
any  obligation  of  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  or  to  exercise  any  right,  power  or  remedy  arising 
out  of  a breach  thereof,  irrespective  of  the  length  of  time  for  which  such  failure  continues,  no 
acceptance  of  full  or  partial  payment  of  Rent  due  hereunder  during  the  continuance  of  any  such 
breach,  and  no  acceptance  of  the  keys  to  or  possession  of  the  Premises  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
the  Term  by  any  Agent  of  Sublandlord,  shall  constitute  a waiver  of  such  breach  or  of 
Sublandlord's  right  to  demand  strict  compliance  with  such  term,  covenant  or  condition  or  operate 
as  a surrender  of  this  Sublease.  No  express  written  waiver  of  any  default  or  the  performance  of 
any  provision  hereof  shall  affect  any  other  default  or  performance,  or  cover  any  other  period  of 
time,  other  than  the  default,  performance  or  period  of  time  specified  in  such  express  waiver.  One 
or  more  written  waivers  of  a,default  or  the  performance  of  any  provision  hereof  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a waiver  of  a subsequent  default  or  performance.  The  consent  of  Sublandlord 
given  in  any  instance  under  the  terms  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  relieve  Subtenant  of  any 
obligation  to  secure  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  in  any  other  or  future  instance  under  the  terms  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.3.  Amendments.  Neither  this  Sublease  nor  any  term  or  provision  hereof  may  be  changed, 
waived,  discharged  or  terminated,  except  by  a written  instrument  signed  by  the  Parties  hereto. 

21.4.  Authority.  If  Subtenant  signs  as  a corporation,  a partnership  or  a limited  liability 
company,  each  of  the  persons  executing  this  Sublease  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  does  hereby 
covenant  and  warrant  that  Subtenant  is  a duly  authorized  and  existing  entity,  that  Subtenant  has 
and  is  qualified  to  do  business  in  California,  that  Subtenant  has  full  right  and  authority  to  enter 
into  this  Sublease,  and  that  each  and  all  of  the  persons  signing  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  are 
authorized  to  do  so.  Upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with 
evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  confirming  the  foregoing  representations  and 
warranties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants 
that  it  has  full  power  to  make  the  waivers  and  releases,  indemnities  and  the  disclosures  set  forth 
herein,  and  that  it  has  received  independent  legal  advice  from  its  attorney  as  to  the  advisability  of 
entering  into  a sublease  containing  those  provisions  and  their  legal  effect. 
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21.5.  Joint  and  Several  Obligations.  The  word  "Subtenant"  as  used  herein  shall  include  the 
plural  as  well  as  the  singular.  If  there  is  more  than  one  Subtenant,  the  obligations  and  liabilities 
under  this  Sublease  imposed  on  Subtenant  shall  be  joint  and  several. 

21.6.  Interpretation  of  Sublease.  The  captions  preceding  the  articles  and  sections  of  this 
Sublease  and  in  the  table  of  contents  have  been  inserted  for  convenience  of  reference  only  and 
such  captions  shall  in  no  way  define  or  limit  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease. 
This  Sublease  has  been  negotiated  at  arm's  length  and  between  persons  sophisticated  and 
knowledgeable  in  the  matters  dealt  with  herein  and  shall  be  interpreted  to  achieve  the  intents  and 
purposes  of  the  Parties,  without  any  presumption  against  the  party  responsible  for  drafting  any 
part  of  this  Sublease.  Provisions  in  this  Sublease  relating  to  number  of  days  shall  be  calendar 
days,  unless  otherwise  specified,  provided  that  if  the  last  day  of  any  period  to  give  notice,  reply  to 
a notice  or  to  undertake  any  other  action  occurs  on  a Saturday,  Sunday  or  a bank  or  Sublandlord 
holiday,  then  the  last  day  for  undertaking  the  action  or  giving  or  replying  to  the  notice  shall  be 
the  next  succeeding  business  day.  Use  of  the  word  "including"  or  similar  words  shall  not  be 
construed  to  limit  any  general  term,  statement  or  other  matter  in  this  Sublease,  whether  or  not 
language  of  non-limitation,  such  as  "without  limitation"  or  similar  words,  are  used.  Unless 
otherwise  provided  herein,  whenever  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  is  required  to  be  obtained  by 
Subtenant  hereunder,  Sublandlord  may  give  or  withhold  such  consent  in  its  sole  and  absolute 
discretion. 

21.7.  Successors  and  Assigns.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  14.  the  terms,  covenants 
and  conditions  contained  in  this  Sublease  shall  bind  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  Sublandlord  and 
Subtenant  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  their  personal  representatives  and  successors 
and  assigns;  provided,  however,  that  upon  any  transfer  by  Sublandlord  (or  by  any  subsequent 
Sublandlord)  of  its  interest  in  the  Premises  as  lessee,  including  any  transfer  by  operation  of  Law, 
Sublandlord  (or  any  subsequent  Sublandlord)  shall  be  relieved  from  all  subsequent  obligations 
and  liabilities  arising  under  this  Sublease  subsequent  to  such  transfer. 

2 1 .8.  Brokers.  Neither  party  has  had  any  contact  or  dealings  regarding  the  leasing  of  the 
Premises,  or  any  communication  in  connection  therewith,  through  any  licensed  real  estate  broker 
or  other  person  who  could  claim  a right  to  a commission  or  finder's  fee  in  connection  with  the 
Sublease  contemplated  herein.  In  the  event  that  any  broker  or  finder  perfects  a claim  for  a 
commission  or  finder's  fee  based  upon  any  such  contact,  dealings  or  communication,  the  party 
through  whom  the  broker  or  finder  makes  a claim  shall  be  responsible  for  such  commission  or 
fee  and  shall  Indemnify  the  other  party  from  any  and  all  Losses  incurred  by  the  indemnified  party 
in  defending  against  the  same.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  survive  any  termination  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.9.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person, 
entity  or  circumstance  shall,  to  any  extent,  be  invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  remainder  of  this 
Sublease,  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  persons,  entities  or  circumstances  other  than 
those  as  to  which  it  is  invalid  or  unenforceable,  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and  each  other 
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provision  of  this  Sublease  shall  be  valid  and  be  enforceable  to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by 
Law. 

21.10.  Governing  Law.  This  Sublease  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  in  accordance  with  the 
Laws  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  federal  government. 

21.11.  Entire  Agreement.  This  instrument  (including  the  exhibits  hereto,  wTiich  are  made  a 
part  of  this  Sublease)  contains  the  entire  agreement  between  the  Parties  and  supersedes  all  prior 
written  or  oral  negotiations,  discussions,  understandings  and  agreements.  The  Parties  further 
intend  that  this  Sublease  shall  constitute  the  complete  and  exclusive  statement  of  its  terms  and 
that  no  extrinsic  evidence  whatsoever  (including  prior  drafts  of  this  Sublease  and  any  changes 
therefrom)  may  be  introduced  in  any  judicial,  administrative  or  other  legal  proceeding  involving 
this  Sublease.  Subtenant  hereby  acknowledges  that  neither  Sublandlord  nor  Sublandlord's 
Agents  have  made  any  representations  or  warranties  with  respect  to  the  Premises  or  this  Sublease 
except  as  expressly  set  forth  herein,  and  no  rights,  easements  or  licenses  are  or  shall  be  acquired 
by  Subtenant  by  implication  or  otherwise  unless  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

21.12.  Attorneys’  Fees.  In  the  event  that  either  Sublandlord  or  Subtenant  fails  to  perform  any  of 
its  obligations  under  this  Sublease  or  in  the  event  a dispute  arises  concerning  the  meaning  or 
interpretation  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  the  defaulting  part}'  or  the  part}'  not  prevailing  in 
such  dispute,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  pay  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  other 
party'  in  enforcing  or  establishing  its  rights  hereunder  (whether  or  not  such  action  is  prosecuted  to 
judgment),  including,  without  limitation,  court  costs  apd  reasonable  attorneys’  fees.  For  purposes 
of  this  Sublease,  reasonable  fees  of  attorneys  in  the  Office  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Attorney 
(Sublandlord's  General  Counsel)  shall  be  based  on  the  fees  regularly  charged  by  private  attorneys 
with  the  equivalent  number  of  years  of  experience  in  the  subject  matter  area  of  the  law  for  which 
the  City  Attorney's  services  were  rendered  who  practice  in  the  City  and  Count}7  of  San  Francisco 
in  law  firms  with  approximately  the  same  number  of  attorneys  as  employed  by  the  Office  of  the 
City  Attorney.  Further,  for  purposes  of  this  Sublease,  the  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  mean  the 
fees  and  expenses  of  counsel  to  the  Parties,  which  may  include  printing,  duplicating  and  other 
expenses,  air  freight  charges,  hiring  of  experts,  and  fees  billed  for  law7  clerks,  paralegals, 
librarians  and  others  not  admitted  to  the  bar  but  performing  services  under  the  supervision  of  an 
attorney.  The  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  also  include,  without  limitation,  all  such  fees  and 
expenses  incurred  with  respect  to  appeals,  mediations,  arbitrations,  and  bankruptcy  proceedings, 
and  whether  or  not  any  action  is  brought  with  respect  to  the  matter  for  w'hich  such  fees  and  costs 
were  incurred.  The  term  "attorney"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  the  term  "counsel". 

21.13.  Time  of  Essence.  Time  is  of  the  essence  with  respect  to  all  provisions  of  this  Sublease  in 
which  a definite  time  for  performance  is  specified. 

21.14.  Cumulative  Remedies.  All  rights  and  remedies  of  either  party  hereto  set  forth  in  this 
Sublease  shall  be  cumulative,  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  herein. 
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21.15.  Survival  of  Indemnities.  Termination  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  either 
party  to  enforce  any  and  all  indemnities  and  representations  and  warranties  given  or  made  to  the 
other  party  under  this  Sublease,  nor  shall  it  affect  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  that  expressly 
states  it  shall  survive  termination  hereof.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that, 
with  respect  to  each  of  the  indemnities  contained  in  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  has  an  immediate 
and  independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any 
claim  which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  the  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is 
or  may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is 
tendered  to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter. 

21.16.  Relationship  of  Parties.  Sublandlord  is  not,  and  none  of  the  provisions  in  this  Sublease 
shall  be  deemed  to  render  Sublandlord,  a partner  in  Subtenant's  business,  or  joint  venturer  or 
member  in  any  joint  enterprise  with  Subtenant.  This  Sublease  is  not  intended  nor  shall  it  be 
construed  to  create  any  third  party  beneficiary  rights  in  any  third  party,  unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided.  The  granting  of  this  Sublease  by  Sublandlord  does  not  constitute 
authorization  or  approval  by  Sublandlord  of  any  activity  conducted  by  Subtenant  on,  in  or 
relating  to  the  Premises. 

21.17.  Recording.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  not  record  this  Sublease  nor  any  memorandum 
or  short  form  hereof  in  the  official  records  of  any  county. 

21.18.  Non-Liability  of  Indemnified  Parties’  Officials,  Employees  and  Agents.  No  elective 
or  appointive  board,  commission,  member,  officer  or  employee  of  any  of  the  Indemnified  Parties 
shall  be  personally  liable  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  the  event  of  any  default  or 
breach  by  Sublandlord  or  for  any  amount  which  may  become  due  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  or  for  any  obligation  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease. 

21.19.  No  Discrimination.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  non-discrimination  provisions  of 
Section  19.1  of  the  Master  Lease,  including,  without  limitation,  posting  all  notices  required 
therein. 

21.20.  Counterparts.  This  Sublease  may  be  executed  in  two  of  more  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  deemed  an  original,  but  all  of  which  taken  together  shall  constitute  one  and  the 
same  instrument. 

21.21.  Master  Landlord’s  Consent.  This  Sublease  is  expressly  conditioned  upon  receipt  of  the 
written  consent  of  Master  Landlord. 


22.  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 

22.1.  Signs.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  will  not  erect  or  maintain,  or  permit  to  be  erected  or 
maintained,  any  signs,  notices  or  graphics  upon  or  about  the  Premises  which  are  visible  in  or 
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from  public  corridors  or  other  portions  of  any  common  areas  of  the  Premises  or  from  the  exterior 
of  the  Premises,  without  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  which  Sublandlord  may  withhold  or 
grant  in  its  sole  discretion. 

22.2.  Public  Transit  Information.  Subtenant  shall  establish  and  carry  on  during  the  Term  a 
program  to  encourage  maximum  use  of  public  transportation  by  personnel  of  Subtenant 
employed  on  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  distribution  to  such  employees  of 
written  materials  explaining  the  convenience  and  availability  of  public  transportation  facilities 
adjacent  or  proximate  to  the  Premises  and  encouraging  use  of  such  facilities,  all  at  Subtenant's 
sole  expense. 

22.3.  TIHDI  Job  Broker.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  TIHDI  Work 
Force  Hiring  Plan  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F. 

22.4.  Local  Hiring.  Subtenant  further  agrees  to  use  good  faith  efforts  to  hire  residents  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  all  levels  of  Subtenant's  personnel  needs  and  to  contract 
with  local  businesses  for  Subtenant's  purchase  of  supplies,  materials,  equipment  or  services. 

22.5.  Non-Discrimination  in  City  Contracts  and  Benefits  Ordinance. 

(a)  Covenant  Not  to  Discriminate.  In  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
covenants  and  agrees  not  to  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  the  fact  or  perception  of  a person’s  race, 
color,  Greed,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity, 
domestic  partner  status,  marital  status,  disability,  weight,  height  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  or  HIV  status  (AIDS/HIV  status)  against  any  employee  of,  any  City  employee  working 
with,  or  applicant  for  employment  with,  Subtenant  in  any  of  Subtenant’s  operations  within  the 
United  States,  or  against  any  person  seeking  accommodations,  advantages,  facilities,  privileges, 
services,  or  membership  in  all  business,  social,  or  other  establishments  or  organizations  operated 
by  Subtenant. 

(b)  Sub-Subleases  and  Other  Subcontracts.  Subtenant  shall  include  in  all  sub-subleases 
and  other  subcontracts  relating  to  the  Premises  a non-discrimination  clause  applicable  to  such 
sub-subtenant  or  other  subcontractor  in  substantially  the  form  of  subsection  fa)  above.  In 
addition,  Subtenant  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all  sub-subleases  and  other  subcontracts  the 
provisions  of  Sections  12B.2(a),  12B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  and  shall  require  all  sub-subtenants  and  other  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such 
provisions.  Subtenant’s  failure  to  comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  subsection  shall  constitute 
a material  breach  of  this  Sublease. 

(c)  Non-Discrimination  in  Benefits.  Subtenant  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and 
will  not  during  the  Term,  in  any  of  its  operations  or  in  San  Francisco  or  with  respect  to  its 
operations  under  this  Sublease  elsewhere  within  the  United  States,  discriminate  in  the  provision 
of  bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits,  membership  or  membership 
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discounts,  moving  expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits  or  travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any 
benefits  other  than  the  benefits  specified  above,  between  employees  with  domestic  partners  and 
employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between  the  domestic  partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees, 
where  the  domestic  partnership  has  been  registered  with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state 
or  local  law  authorizing  such  registration,  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  12B.2(b) 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

(d)  HRC  Form.  As  a condition  to  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  execute  the  “Chapter  12B 
Declaration:  Nondiscrimination  in  Contracts  and  Benefits”  form  (Form  HRC-12B-101)  with 
supporting  documentation  and  secure  the  approval  of  the  form  by  the  San  Francisco  Human 
Rights  Commission  (the  “HRC”).  Subtenant  hereby  represents  that  prior  to  execution  of  this 
Sublease,  (i)  Subtenant  executed  and  submitted  to  the  HRC  Form  HRC-128-101  with  supporting 
documentation;  and  (ii)  the  HRC  approved  such  form. 

(e)  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference.  The  provisions  of 
Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  relating  to  non-discrimination 
by  parties  contracting  for  the  lease  of  City  property  are  incorporated  in  this  Section  by  reference 
and  made  a part  of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  Subtenant  shall  comply  fully 
with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this  Sublease  under  such  Chapters  of  the 
Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  in  such  Chapters. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  understands  that  pursuant  to  Section  12B.2(h)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  a penalty  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  person  for  each 
calendar  day  during  which  such  person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Sublease  may  be  assessed  against  Subtenant  and/or  deducted  from  any  payments  due 
Subtenant. 

22.6.  MacBride  Principles  - Northern  Ireland.  The  City  urges  companies  doing  business  in 
Northern  Ireland  to  move  toward  resolving  employment  inequities  and  encourages  them  to  abide 
by  the  MacBride  Principles  as  expressed  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  12F.1,  et 
seq.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  also  urges  San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business 
with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  has 
read  and  understands  the  above  statement  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  concerning 
doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland. 

22.7.  Tropical  Hardwood  and  Virgin  Redwood  Ban.  The  City  urges  companies  not  to 
import,  purchase,  obtain  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical  hardwood,  tropical  hardwood  wood 
product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  product.  Except  as  expressly  permitted  by  the 
application  of  Section  802(b)  and  803(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant 
shall  not  provide  any  items  to  the  construction  of  tenant  improvements  or  Alterations  in  the 
Premises,  or  otherwise  in  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  which  are  tropical  hardwoods, 
tropical  hardwood  wood  products,  virgin  redwood,  or  virgin  redwood  wood  products.  In  the 
event  Subtenant  fails  to  comply  in  good  faith  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  8 of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant  shall  be  liable  for  liquidated  damages  for  each  violation 
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in  an  amount  equal  to  Subtenant's  net  profit  on  the  contract,  or  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  contract  dollars,  whichever  is  greater. 

22.8.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Subtenant  states  that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
8.105  and  8.106  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  certifies  that  it  knows  of  no  facts  which  would 
constitute  a violation  of  such  provisions.  Subtenant  further  certifies  that  it  has  made  a complete 
disclosure  to  the  Sublandlord  of  all  facts  bearing  on  any  possible  interests,  direct  or  indirect, 
which  Subtenant  believes  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Sublandlord  presently  has  or  will  have 
in  this  Sublease  or  in  the  performance  thereof  or  in  any  portion  of  the  profits  thereof.  Willful 
failure  by  Subtenant  to  make  such  disclosure,  if  any,  shall  constitute  grounds  for  the 
Sublandlord's  termination  and  cancellation  of  this  Sublease. 

22.9.  Wages  and  Working  Conditions.  Subtenant  agrees  that  any  person  performing  labor  in 
the  construction  of  any  tenant  improvements  and  any  Alterations  to  the  Premises,  which 
Subtenant  provides  under  this  Sublease,  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  as  required  by  Section  6.22(E)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  hours  and  working  conditions,  and  shall  receive  the  same  benefits  as  in  each  case  are 
provided  for  similar  work  performed  in  San  Francisco,  California.  Subtenant  shall  include,  in 
any  contract  for  construction  of  such  tenant  improvements  and  Alterations,  a requirement  that  all 
persons  performing  labor  under  such  contract  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing 

i rate  of  wages  for  the  labor  so  performed.  Subtenant  shall  require  any  contractor  to  provide,  and 
shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  upon  request,  certified  payroll  reports  with  respect  to  all  persons 
performing  labor  in  the  construction  of  such  tenant  improvement  work  or  any  Alterations  to  the 
Premises. 

22.10.  Prohibition  of  Tobacco  Advertising.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  no 
advertising  of  cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  is  allowed  on  any  real  property  owned  by  or  under 
the  control  of  Sublandlord  or  the  City,  including  the  Premises  and  the  Property.  This  prohibition 
includes  the  placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,  selling  or  distributing  cigarettes  or 
tobacco  products  or  the  name  of  any  cigarette  or  tobacco  product  in  any  promotion  of  any  event 
or  product.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  any  advertisement  sponsored  by  a state,  local  or 
nonprofit  entity  designed  to  communicate  the  health  hazards  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  products 
or  to  encourage  people  not  to  smoke  or  to  stop  smoking. 

22.11.  Pesticide  Prohibition.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  308  of 
Chapter  3 of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  (the  "Pesticide  Ordinance")  which  (i)  prohibit 
the  use  of  certain  pesticides  on  City  property,  (ii)  require  the  posting  of  certain  notices  and  the 
maintenance  of  certain  records  regarding  pesticide  usage  and  (iii)  require  Subtenant  to  submit  to 
Sublandlord  an  integrated  pest  management  ("IPM")  plan  that  (a)  lists,  to  the  extent  reasonably 
possible,  the  types  and  estimated  quantities  of  pesticides  that  Subtenant  may  need  to  apply  to  the 
Premises  during  the  terms  of  this  Sublease,  (b)  describes  the  steps  Subtenant  will  take  to  meet 
the  City’s  IPM  Policy  described  in  Section  300  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance  and  (c)  identifies,  by 
name,  title,  address  and  telephone  number,  an  individual  to  act  as  Subtenant's  primary  IPM 
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contact  person  with  the  City.  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  303(a)  and  303(b)  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance. 

22.12.  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance.  The  City  has  adopted  a First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance 
(Board  of  Supervisors  Ordinance  No.  264  98)  which  establishes  specific  requirements, 
procedures  and  monitoring  for  first  source  hiring  of  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals  for  entry  level  positions.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  Sublandlord  adopts  a First 
Source  Hiring  Implementation  and  Monitoring  Plan  in  accordance  with  the  First  Source  Hiring 
Ordinance,  Subtenant  shall  enter  into  a First  Source  Hiring  Agreement  that  meets  the  applicable 
requirements  of  Section  83.9  of  the  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance. 

22.13.  Sunshine  Ordinance.  In  accordance  with  Section  67.24(e)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  contracts,  contractors’  bids,  leases,  agreements,  responses  to  Requests  for 
Proposals,  and  all  other  records  of  communications  between  City  departments  and  persons  or 
firms  seeking  contracts  will  be  open  to  inspection  immediately  after  a contract  has  been  awarded. 
Nothing  in  this  provision  requires  the  disclosure  of  a private  person’s  or  organization’s  net  worth 
or  other  proprietary  financial  data  submitted  for  qualification  for  a contract,  lease,  agreement  or 
other  benefit  until  and  unless  that  person  or  organization  is  awarded  the  contract,  lease, 
agreement  or  benefit.  Information  provided  which  is  covered  by  this  Section  will  be  made 
available  to  the  public  upon  request. 

22.14.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges 
that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15.103  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  Article  III, 
Chapter  2 of  City's  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Section  87100  et  seq.  and 
Section  1090  et  seq.  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does 
not  know  of  any  facts  which  would  constitute  a violation  of  said  provisions,  and  agrees  that  if 
Subtenant  becomes  aware  of  any  such  fact  during  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
immediately  notify  Sublandlord. 

22.15.  Charter  Provision.  This  Sublease  is  governed  by  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

22.16.  Requiring  Health  Benefits  for  Covered  Employees.  Unless  exempt,  Subtenant  agrees 
to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Care  Accountability 
Ordinance  (HCAO),  as  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  12Q,  including 
the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing  regulations,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  12Q  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this 
Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  The  text  of  the  HCAO  is  available  on  the  web  at 
www.dph.sf.ca.us/HCRes/Resolutions/2004Res/HCResl02004.shtml.  Capitalized  terms  used  in 
this  Section  and  not  defined  in  this  Sublease  shall  have  the  meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in 
Chapter  12Q. 

(a)  For  each  Covered  Employee,  Subtenant  shall  provide  the  appropriate  health  benefit  set 
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forth  in  Section  12Q.3  of  the  HCAO.  If  Subtenant  chooses  to  offer  the  health  plan  option,  such 
health  plan  shall  meet  the  minimum  standards  set  forth  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  above,  if  Subtenant  is  a small  business  as  defined  in 

Section  12Q.3(d)  of  the  HCAO,  it  shall  have  no  obligation  to  comply  with  Subsection  (a)  above. 

(c)  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  HCAO  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this 
Sublease.  Sublandlord  shall  notify  Subtenant  if  such  a breach  has  occurred.  If,  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  receiving  City's  written  notice  of  a breach  of  this  Sublease  for  violating  the  HCAO, 
Subtenant  fails  to  cure  such  breach  or,  if  such  breach  cannot  reasonably  be  cured  within  such 
period  of  thirty  (30)  days,  Subtenant  fails  to  commence  efforts  to  cure  within  such  period,  or 
thereafter  fails  diligently  to  pursue  such  cure  to  completion,  Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to 
pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  Section  12Q.5(f)(l-5).  Each  of  these  remedies  shall  be 
exercisable  individually  or  in  combination  with  any  other  rights  or  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord. 

(d)  Any  Subcontract  entered  into  by  Subtenant  shall  require  the  Subcontractor  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  HCAO  and  shall  contain  contractual  obligations  substantially  the  same  as 
those  set  forth  in  this  Section.  Subtenant  shall  notify  City's  Purchasing  Department  when  it 
enters  into  such  a Subcontract  and  shall  certify  to  the  Purchasing  Department  that  it  has  notified 
the  Subcontractor  of  the  obligations  under  the  HCAO  and  has  imposed  the  requirements  of  the 
HCAO  on  Subcontractor  through  the  Subcontract.  Each  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  its 
Subcontractors'  compliance  with  this  Chapter.  If  a Subcontractor  fails  to  comply,  the 
Sublandlord  may  pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  this  Section  against  Subtenant  based  on  the 
Subcontractor’s  failure  to  comply,  provided  that  Sublandlord  has  first  provided  Subtenant  with 
notice  and  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a cure  of  the  violation.  . 

(e)  Subtenant  shall  not  discharge,  reduce  in  compensation,  or  otherwise  discriminate  against 
any  employee  for  notifying  Sublandlord  with  regard  to  Subtenant's  compliance  or  anticipated 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  HCAO,  for  opposing  any  practice  proscribed  by  the 
HCAO,  for  participating  in  proceedings  related  to  the  HCAO,  or  for  seeking  to  assert  or  enforce 
any  rights  under  the  HCAO  by  any  lawful  means. 

(f)  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  not  an  entity  that  was  set  up,  or  is  being  used, 
for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  intent  of  the  HCAO. 

(g)  Subtenant  shall  keep  itself  informed  of  the  current  requirements  of  the  HCAO. 

(h)  Subtenant  shall  provide  reports  to  Sublandlord  in  accordance  with  any  reporting  standards 
promulgated  by  Sublandlord  under  the  HCAO,  including  reports  on  Subcontractors  and 
Subtenants,  as  applicable. 

(i)  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  access  to  records  pertaining  to  compliance  with 


the  HCAO  after  receiving  a written  request  from  Sublandlord  to  do  so  and  being  provided  at  least 
five  (5)  business  days  to  respond. 

(j)  Sublandlord  may  conduct  random  audits  of  Subtenant  to  ascertain  its  compliance  with 
HCAO.  Subtenant  agrees  to  cooperate  with  Sublandlord  when  it  conducts  such  audits. 

(k)  If  Subtenant  is  exempt  from  the  HCAO  when  this  Sublease  is  executed  because  its 
amount  is  less  than  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  (or  [Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($50,000)  if  Subtenant  is  a qualified  nonprofit),  but  Subtenant  later  enters  into  an  agreement  or 
agreements  that  cause  Subtenant's  aggregate  amount  of  all  agreements  with  Sublandlord  to  reach 
Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000),  all  the  agreements  shall  be  thereafter  subject  to  the 
HCAO.  This  obligation  arises  on  the  effective  date  of  the  agreement  that  causes  the  cumulative 
amount  of  agreements  between  Subtenant  and  the  Contracting  Department  to  be  equal  to  or 
greater  than  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000)  in  the  fiscal  year. 

22.17.  Notification  of  Limitations  on  Contributions.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1.126  of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign 
and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  any  person  who  contracts  with  the  City  for  the 
selling  or  leasing  of  any  land  or  building  to  or  from  the  City  whenever  such  transaction  would 
require  approval  by  a City  elective  officer  or  the  board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves, 
from  making  any  campaign  contribution  to  the  officer  at  any  time  from  the  commencement  of 
negotiations  for  such  contract  until  the  termination  of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  three  (3) 
months  has  elapsed  from  the  date  the  contract  is  approved  by  the  City  elective  officer,  or  the 
board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves.  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission 
Regulation  1 .126-1  provides  that  negotiations  are  commenced  when  a prospective  contractor  first 
communicates  with  q City  officer  or  employee  about  the  possibility  qf  obtaining  a specific 
contract.  This  communication  may  occur  in  person,  by  telephone  or  in  writing,  and  may  be 
initiated  by  the  prospective  contractor  or  a City  officer  or  employee.  Negotiations  are  completed 
when  a contract  is  finalized  and  signed  by  the  City  and  the  contractor.  Negotiations  are 
terminated  when  the  City  and/or  the  prospective  contractor  end  the  negotiation  process  before  a 
final  decision  is  made  to  award  the  contract. 

22.18.  Preservation-Treated  Wood  Containing  Arsenic.  As  of  July  1,  2003,  Subtenant  may 
not  purchase  preservative-treated  wood  products  containing  arsenic  in  the  performance  of  this 
Sublease  unless  an  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  Environment  Code  Chapter  13  is 
obtained  from  the  Department  of  Environment  under  Section  1304  of  the  Environment  Code. 

The  term  "preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic"  shall  mean  wood  treated  with  a 
preservative  that  contains  arsenic,  elemental  arsenic,  or  an  arsenic  copper  combination, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  chromated  copper  arsenate  preservative,  ammoniac  copper  zinc 
arsenate  preservative,  or  ammoniacal  copper  arsenate  preservative.  Subtenant  may  purchase 
preservative-treated  wood  products  on  the  list  of  environmentally  preferable  alternatives  prepared 
and  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Environment.  This  provision  does  not  preclude  Subtenant 
from  purchasing  preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic  for  saltwater  immersion.  The  term 
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"saltwater  immersion"  shall  mean  a pressure-treated  wood  that  is  used  for  construction  purposes 
or  facilities  that  are  partially  or  totally  immersed  in  saltwater. 

22.19.  Resource  Efficient  City  Buildings  and  Pilot  Projects.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  enacted  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  Sections  700  to 
707  relating  to  resource-efficient  City  buildings  and  resource-efficient  pilot  projects.  Subtenant 
hereby  agrees  that  it  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  such  code  sections. 

22.20.  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction.  Subtenant  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by 
all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction  Ordinance,  as  set  forth  in  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Chapter  16,  including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing 
guidelines  and  rules.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  16  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and 
made  a part  of  this  Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  This  provision  is  a material  term  of  this 
Sublease.  By  entering  into  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  agrees  that  if  it  breaches  this  provision, 
Sublandlord  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to 
determine;  further,  Subtenant  agrees  that  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  liquidated 
damages  for  the  first  breach,  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  liquidated  damages  for  the  second 
breach  in  the  same  year,  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  liquidated  damages  for  subsequent 
breaches  in  the  same  year  is  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  damage  that  Sublandlord  will  incur 
based  on  the  violation,  established  in  light  of  the  circumstances  existing  at  the  time  this  Sublease 
was  made.  Such  amounts  shall  not  be  considered  a penalty,  but  rather  agreed  monetary  damages 
sustained  by  Sublandlord  because  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

22.21.  Estoppel  Certificates.  At  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
Sublandlord's  request,  Subtenant  will  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  Sublandlord  a 
statement  certifying  the  following  matters:  (a)  the  Commencement  Date  and  Expiration  Date  of 
this  Sublease;  (b)  that  this  Sublease  is  unmodified  and  in  full  force  and  effect  (or  if  there  have 
been  modifications,  that  this  Sublease  is  in  full  force  and  effect  as  modified  and  the  date  and 
nature  of  such  modifications);  (c)  the  dates  to  which  the  Rent  has  been  paid;  (d)  that  there  are  no 
Events  of  Default  under  this  Sublease  (or  if  there  are  any  Events  of  Default,  the  nature  of  such 
Event  of  Default);  and  (e)  any  other  matters  reasonably  requested  by  Sublandlord.  Sublandlord 
and  Subtenant  intend  that  any  such  statement  delivered  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  may  be  relied 
upon  by  any  assignee  of  Sublandlord's  interest  in  the  Master  Lease  or  this  Sublease,  any 
mortgagee  or  any  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  of  the  building  or  land  on  which  the 
Premises  are  located.  Subtenant  irrevocably  appoints  Sublandlord,  as  Subtenant's  agent,  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  Sublandlord  any  such  instrument  if  Subtenant  fails  to  do  so, 
which  failure  shall  also  be  an  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 
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Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  have  executed  this  Sublease  in  triplicate  as  of  the  date  first 
written  above.

BACKGROUND

PROPOSED  MONTHLY  BASE  RENT 

Under  the  Authority’s  Interim  Subleasing  Policy,  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  sets  ranges 
of  minimum  sublease  rental  rates  per  square  foot  by  type  of  use  and  facility  for  office  and 
industrial  space.  Authority  Staff  reviews  and  analyzes  available  commercial  data  including 
market  comparables  of  properties  similarly  situated  to  the  Authority  properties  and  evaluates  the 
Authority  transactions  over  the  past  .12  months  to  establish  fair  market  value.  The  Authority 
Board  last  approved  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  in  July  2007,  by  Resolution  No.  07-54- 
07/11. 

The  Subleasing  Policy  has  established  a minimum  acceptable  rental  rate  of  $0.05  for  unimproved 
land.  TI  Sailing  has  requested  a Sublease  that  would  allow  them  to  maintain  and  utilize  the 
Premises  as  a community  sailing  center  for  residents  of  the  Island  and  San  Francisco.  Given  the 
community  benefits  associated  with  TI  Sailing,  TI  Sailing  will  be  provided  space  on  Treasure

2.  PREMISES 

2.1.  Subleased  Premises.  Subject  to  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease, 
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Sublandlord  subleases  to  Subtenant  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  have  the  non-exclusive  right 
to  use,  together  with  other  subtenants  in  the  Facility,  the  lobbies,  corridors,  elevators,  stairways 
and  other  public  areas  of  the  Facility  and  the  Property  (collectively,  the  "Common  Areas"),  and 
the  non-exclusive  right  of  access  to  and  from  the  Premises  by  the  main  entrances  to  the  Facility 
and  the  Property. 

In  the  event  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  space  outside  the  Premises  without  the  prior 
written  consent  of  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area"),  then  upon  written  notice  from 
Sublandlord  ("Notice  to  Vacate"),  Subtenant  shall  immediately  vacate  such  Encroachment  Area 
and  pay  as  additional  rent  for  each  day  Subtenant  used,  occupied,  uses  or  occupies  such 
Encroachment  Area,  an  amount  equal  to  the  rentable  square  footage  of  the  Encroachment  Area, 
multiplied  by  the  higher  of  the  (a)  highest  rental  rate  then  approved  by  Sublandlord's  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  Premises  or  the  Facility,  or  (b)  then  current  fair  market  rent  for  such 
Encroachment  Area,  as  reasonably  determined  by  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area 
Charge").  If  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  such  Encroachment  Area  for  a fractional  month,  then  the 
Encroachment  Area  Charge  for  such  period  shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

In  no  event  shall  acceptance  by  Sublandlord  of  the  Encroachment  Area  Charge  be  deemed  a 
consent  by  Sublandlord  to  the  use  or  occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  by  Subtenant  or  a 
waiver  (or  be  deemed  as  waiver)  by  Sublandlord  of  any  and  all  other  rights  and  remedies  of 
Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease  (including  Subtenant's  obligation  to  indemnify,  defend  and  hold 
Sublandlord  harmless  as  set  forth  in  the  last  paragraph  of  this  Section  2.1),  at  law  or  in  equity. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  amount,  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional 
rent,  an  amount  equaling  Two  Hundred  Dollars  {$200.00)  upon  delivery  of  the  initial  Notice  to 
Vacate  plus  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area.  In  the  event 
Sublandlord  determines  during  subsequent  inspection(s)  that  Subtenant  has  failed  to  vacate  the 
Encroachment  Area,  then  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional  rent,  an  amount 
equaling  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  for  each  additional  Notice  to  Vacate,  if  applicable, 
delivered  by  Sublandlord  to  Subtenant  following  each  inspection.  The  parties  agree  that  the 
charges  associated  with  each  inspection  of  the  Encroachment  Area,  delivery  of  each  Notice  to 
Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area  represent  a fair  and  reasonable  estimate  of  the 
administrative  cost  and  expense  which  Sublandlord  will  incur  by  reason  of  Sublandlord's 
inspection  of  the  Premises,  issuance  of  each  Notice  to  Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment 
Area.  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  applicable  Notice  to  Vacate  and  Sublandlord's  right 
to  impose  the  foregoing  charges  shall  be  in  addition  to  and  not  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  other  rights 
and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease,  at  law  or  in  equity.  The  amounts  set  forth  in 
this  Section  2.1  shall  be  due  within  three  (3)  business  days  following  the  applicable  Notice  to 
Vacate  and/or  separate  invoice  relating  to  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the 
Encroachment  Area. 

In  addition  to  the  rights  and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  as  set  forth  in  the  immediately 
foregoing  two  paragraphs  of  this  Section  2.1.  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  indemnity  and 
exculpation  provision  set  forth  in  Section  16  below  shall  also  apply  to  Subtenant's  use  and 
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occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  as  if  the  Premises  originally  included  the  Encroachment 
Area,  and  Subtenant  shall  additionally  indemnify,  defend  and  hold  Sublandlord  harmless  from 
and  against  any  and  all  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  delay  by  Subtenant  in  so  surrendering  the 
Encroachment  Area  including,  without  limitation,  any  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  any  claims 
against  Sublandlord  made  by  any  tenant  or  prospective  tenant  founded  on  or  resulting  from  such 
delay  and  losses  to  Sublandlord  due  to  lost  opportunities  to  lease  any  portion  of  the 
Encroachment  Area  to  any  such  tenant  or  prospective  tenant,  together  with,  in  each  case,  actual 
attorneys’  fees  and  costs. 

By  placing  their  initials  below,  each  party  specifically  confirms  the  accuracy  of  the 
statements  made  in  this  Section  2.1  and  the  reasonableness  of  the  amount  of  the  charges 
described  in  this  Section  2.1.

2.2.  As  Is  Condition  of  Premises. 

(a)  Inspection  of  Premises.  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  Subtenant  has  conducted 
a thorough  and  diligent  inspection  and  investigation,  either  independently  or  through  its  officers, 
directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and  contractors,  and  their 
respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of  them  (“Subtenant's 
Agents”),  of  the  Premises  and  the  suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 
Subtenant  is  fully  aware  of  the  needs  of  its  operations  and  has  determined,  based  solely  on  its 
own  investigation,  that  the  Premises  are  suitable  for  its  operations  and  intended  uses.  As  part  of 
its  inspection  of  the  Premises,  Subtenant  acknowledges  its  receipt  and  review  of  the  Seismic 
Report  referenced  in  Section  2.2(c)  below  and  the  Joint  Inspection  Report  referenced  in  Section  6 
of  the  Master  Lease. 

(b)  As  Is;  Disclaimer  of  Representations.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the 
Premises  are  being  subleased  and  accepted  in  their  "AS  IS,  WITH  ALL  FAULTS"  condition, 
without  representation  or  warranty  of  any  kind,  and  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  statutes, 
ordinances,  resolutions,  regulations,  proclamations,  orders  or  decrees  of  any  municipal,  county, 
state  or  federal  government  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over 
the  Premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  currently  in  effect  or  adopted  in  the  future  and 
whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  Parties,  including  without  limitation  the  orders  and 
citations  of  any  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over  life  and  safety  issues  concerning  the 
Premises  governing  the  use,  occupancy,  management,  operation  and  possession  of  the  Premises 
(“Laws”).  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  this  Sublease  is  made  subject  to  any  and  all  covenants, 
conditions,  restrictions,  easements  and  other  title  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  whether  or  not  of  record.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  neither  Sublandlord, 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (“City”),  nor  any  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  or  contractors,  or  their  respective  heirs,  legal 
representatives,  successors  and  assigns  (“Sublandlord’s  Agents”)  have  made,  and  Sublandlord 
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hereby  disclaims,  any  representations  or  warranties,  express  or  implied,  concerning  (i)  title  or 
survey  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  (ii)  the  physical,  geological,  seismological  or 
environmental  condition  of  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  matters  described  in 
the  Seismic  Report  (as  defined  below),  (iii)  the  quality,  nature  or  adequacy  of  any  utilities  serving 
the  Premises,  (iv)  the  feasibility,  cost  or  legality  of  constructing  any  Alterations  on  the  Premises 
if  required  for  Subtenant's  use  and  permitted  under  this  Sublease,  (v)  the  safety  of  the  Premises, 
whether  for  the  use  by  Subtenant  or  any  other  person,  including  Subtenant’s  Agents  or 
Subtenant’s  clients,  customers,  vendors,  invitees,  guests,  members,  licensees,  assignees  or 
subtenants  (“Subtenant’s  Invitees”),  or  (vi)  any  other  matter  whatsoever  relating  to  the  Premises 
or  their  use,  including,  without  limitation,  any  implied  warranties  of  merchantability  or  fitness 
for  a particular  purpose. 

(c)  Seismic  Report.  Without  limiting  Section  2.2(b)  above,  Subtenant  expressly 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that  it  received  and  read  that  certain  report  dated 
August  1995,  entitled  “ Treasure  Island  Reuse  Plan:  Physical  Characteristics,  Building  and 
Infrastructure  Conditions,  ” prepared  for  the  Office  of  Military  Base  Conversion,  Department  of 
City  Planning,  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Seismic  Report”),  a copy  of  the  cover  page  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C.  Subtenant 
has  had  an  adequate  opportunity  to  review  the  Seismic  Report  with  expert  consultants  of  its  own 
choosing.  The  Seismic  Report,  among  other  matters,  describes  the  conditions  of  the  soils  of  the 
•Property  and  points  out  that  in  the  area  of  the  Property  where  the  Premises  are  located,  an 
earthquake  of  magnitude  7 or  greater  is  likely  to  cause  the  ground  under  and  around  the  Premises 
to  spread  laterally  to  a distance  of  ten  (10)  or  more  feet  and/or  result  in  other  risks.  In  that  event, 
'there  is  a significant  risk  that  any  structures  or  improvements  located  on  or  about  the  Premises, 
may  fail  structurally  and  collapse. 

3.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  MASTER  LEASE 

3.1.  Incorporation  by  Reference.  All  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Master  Lease  are 
hereby  incorporated  by  reference  into  this  Sublease  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

-3.2.  Performance  of  Master  Landlord's  Obligations.  Sublandlord  does  not  assume  the 
obligations  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease.  With  respect  to  work,  services,  repairs, 
restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  other 
obligations  required  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease,  Sublandlord's  sole  obligation 
with  respect  thereto  shall  be  to  request  the  same,  on  request  in  writing  by  Subtenant,  and  to  use 
reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  the  same  from  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  shall  cooperate  with 
Sublandlord  as  may  be  required  to  obtain  from  Master  Landlord  any  such  work,  services,  repairs, 
repainting,  restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  of 
Master  Landlord's  obligations  under  the  Master  Lease. 

3.3.  Conflict.  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Sublease  conflict  with  any  portion  of  the  Master 
Lease  as  incorporated  herein,  then  the  terms  of  the  Master  Lease  shall  govern. 
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3.4.  Compliance  with  Master  Lease.  Subtenant  shall  not  do  or  permit  to  be  done  anything 
which  would  constitute  a violation  or  a breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  provisions  of  the 
Master  Lease  or  which  would  cause  the  Master  Lease  to  be  terminated  or  forfeited  by  virtue  of 
any  rights  of  termination  reserved  by  or  vested  in  the  Master  Landlord. 


4.  TERM 

4.1.  Term  of  Sublease.  The  term  of  this  Sublease  (the  “Term”)  shall  commence  on  the 
Commencement  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  and  expire  on  the  Expiration 
Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  unless  sooner  terminated  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  this  Sublease. 

4.2.  Effective  Date.  This  Sublease  shall  become  effective  on  the  date  (the  "Effective  Date") 
upon  the  later  of  (i)  the  Parties'  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Sublease,  (ii)  Sublandlord's  Board 
of  Director's  approval  of  this  Sublease  at  a duly  noticed  meeting,  if  such  approval  is  required,  or 
(iii)  the  Commencement  Date. 

4.3.  Automatic  Termination.  If  the  Master  Lease  terminates  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  this 
Sublease  shall  automatically  terminate  and  the  Parties  shall  thereafter  be  relieved  from  all 
liabilities  and  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  except  for  liabilities  and  obligations  which 
expressly  survive  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has 
reviewed  the  Master  Lease,  is  aware  of  the  circumstances  upon  which  the  Master  Lease  may  be 
terminated  and  hereby  assumes  all  risks  associated  with  the  automatic  termination  of  this 
Sublease  because  of  the  termination  of  the  Master  Lease. 

4.4.  Termination  by  Sublandlord.  Subtenant's  period  of  occupancy  of  the  Premises  is 
subject  to  Sublandlord's  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  as  provided  herein  at  such  time  as 
Sublandlord  determines,  in  its  sole  discretion,  that  the  Premises  are  needed  in  connection  with  a 
Sublandlord  program  or  project.  As  used  herein,  "Sublandlord  program  or  project"  shall  mean 
any  development  or  renovation,  by  public  and/or  private  parties,  of  the  building  or  land  in  or  on 
which  the  Premises  are  located.  In  the  event  of  any  such  development  or  renovation. 

Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  without  liability  or  expense  upon 
delivery  to  Subtenant  of  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice  of  such  termination.  Subtenant 
agrees  and  shall  be  required  to  surrender  possession  of  the  Premises  by  the  end  of  such  thirty  (30) 
day  period. 

4.5.  No  Relocation  Assistance;  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not 
be  a displaced  person  as  that  term  is  defined  under  the  California  Government  Code  Section 
7260  et  seq.  ("California  Relocation  Act")  and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real 
Property  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.  C.  4601  et  seq.  ("URA"),  and  that  Subtenant  will  not  be  entitled  to 
any  relocation  benefits  provided  under  the  California  Relocation  Act  and  the  URA,  including  any 
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moving  expenses,  reimbursement  for  costs  associated  with  increased  rent,  loss  of  goodwill  or 
other  costs  related  to  the  termination  of  Subtenant's  Lease  and  Subtenant's  relocation  from  the 
Premises.  Subtenant  Lilly  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all 
claims  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue,  Sublandlord,  its  departments,  commissions,  officers, 
directors  and  employees,  agents,  contractors  and  successors  and  assigns  and  all  persons  acting  by, 
through  or  under  each  of  them,  under  any  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all  claims 
for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  Sublandlord  under  federal  and  state  relocation 
assistance  laws  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  California  Government  Code  Section  7260,  et  seq., 
and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.C. 
4601,  et  seq.).

5.  RENT 

5.1.  Base  Rent.  Throughout  the  Term,  beginning  on  the  Commencement  Date,  Subtenant 
shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  Base  Rent  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information. 
Base  Rent  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  without  prior  demand  and  without  any  deduction,  setoff, 
or  counterclaim  whatsoever.  Base  Rent  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
in  advance,  at  the  Notice  Address  of  Sublandlord  provided  in  Section  21.1  hereof  or  such  other 
place  as  Sublandlord  may  designate  in  writing.  If  the  Commencement  Date  occurs  on  a date 
other  than  the  first  day  of  a calendar  month,  or  the  Sublease  terminates  on  a day  other  than  the 
last  day  of  a calendar  month,  then  the  monthly  payment  of  Base  Rent  for  such  fractional  month 
shall  be  prorated  based  on' a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

5.2.  Adjustments  in  Base  Rent.  If  this  Sublease  has  not  been  terminated,  then  on  each  Rent 
Adjustment  Date  set  forth'  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  the  Base  Rent  shall  be  increased  by 
the  Rent  Increase  Percentage  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease  Information 

5.3.  Additional  Charges.  In  addition  to  Base  Rent,  Subtenant  shall  pay  all  other  charges 
related  to  the  Premises  otherwise  payable  by  Subtenant  to  Sublandlord  hereunder,  including, 
without  limitation,  all  late- charges  and  default  interest  attributable  to  late  payments  and/or 
defaults  of  Subtenant  hereunder,  all  utility  charges,  and  any  amounts  other  than  Base  Rent  that 
shall  become  due  and  payable  by  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  (together,  the  “Additional 
Charges”).  Together,  Base  Rent  and  Additional  Charges  shall  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the 
“Rent”. 

5.4.  Late  Charge.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  pay  any  Rent  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  the 
same  is  due  and  payable,  such  unpaid  amount  will  be  subject  to  a late  payment  charge  equal  to 
six  percent  (6%)  of  the  unpaid  amount  in  each  instance.  The  late  payment  charge  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant,  after  negotiation,  as  a reasonable  estimate  of  the 
additional  administrative  costs  and  detriment  that  Sublandlord  will  incur  as  a result  of  any  such 
failure  by  Subtenant,  the  actual  costs  thereof  being  extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 


determine.  The  late  payment  charge  constitutes  liquidated  damages  to  compensate  Sublandlord 
for  its  damages  resulting  from  such  failure  to  pay  and  Subtenant  shall  promptly  pay  such  charge 
to  Sublandlord  together  with  such  unpaid  amount. 
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5.5.  Default  Interest.  If  any  Rent  is  not  paid  within  ten  (10)  days  following  the  due  date, 
such  unpaid  amount  shall  bear  interest  from  the  due  date  until  paid  at  the  rate  of  ten  percent 
(10%)  per  year.  However,  interest  shall  not  be  payable  on  late  charges  incurred  by  Subtenant  nor 
on  any  amounts  on  which  late  charges  are  paid  by  Subtenant  to  the  extent  this  interest  would 
cause  the  total  interest  to  be  in  excess  of  that  which  an  individual  is  lawfully  permitted  to  charge. 
Payment  of  interest  shall  not  excuse  or  cure  any  default  by  Subtenant. 

6.  TAXES,  ASSESSMENTS  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES 

6.1.  Taxes  and  Assessments,  Licenses,  Permit  Fees  and  Liens. 

(a)  Payment  Responsibility.  Subtenant  shall  pay  any  and  all  real  and  personal  property 
taxes,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  possessory  interest  taxes,  general  and  special  assessments, 
excises,  licenses,  permit  fees  and  other  charges  and  impositions  of  every  description  levied  on  or 
assessed  against  the  Premises,  any  Alterations,  Subtenant's  Personal  Property,  or  Subtenant's  use 
of  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations  during  the  Term.  Subtenant  shall  make  all  such  payments 
directly  to  the  charging  authority  when  due'and  payable  and  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to 

) delinquency.  However,  with  respect  to  real  property  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  or  assessed 
against  the  Premises  for  which  Sublandlord  receives  the  tax  bill  directly  from  the  taxing 
authority,  Subtenant  shall  reimburse  Sublandlord  for  payment  of  such  sums  immediately  upon 
demand. 

(b)  Taxability  of  Possessory  Interest.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  recognizes 
and  agrees  that  this  Sublease  may  create  a possessory  interest  subject  to  property  taxation  and 
that  Subtenant  may  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  property  taxes  levied  on  such  interest. 

(c)  No  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  not  allow  or  suffer  a lien  for  any  taxes  payable  by  Subtenant 
hereunder  to  be  imposed  upon  the  Premises  or  upon  any  equipment  or  other  property  located 
thereon  without  discharging  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  in  no  event  subsequent  to 
delinquency. 

(d)  Reporting  Information.  Subtenant  agrees  to  provide  such  information  as  Sublandlord 
may  request  to  enable  Sublandlord  to  comply  with  any  possessory  interest  tax  reporting 
requirements  applicable  to  this  Sublease. 

6.2.  Evidence  of  Payment.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  furnish  to 
Sublandlord  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  when  any  charges  are  due  and  payable,  official 
receipts  of  the  appropriate  taxing  authority  or  other  evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to 
Sublandlord,  evidencing  payment  thereof. 
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7. 


USE;  COVENANTS  TO  PROTECT  PREMISES 


7.1.  Subtenant’s  Permitted  Use.  Subtenant  may  use  the  Premises  for  the  Permitted  Use  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  but  for  no  other  purpose  without  the  prior  written 
consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent  may  be  given  or  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and 
absolute  discretion. 

7.2.  Subtenant's  Access  to  the  Premises.  As  provided  in  Section  30  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Subtenant  shall  have  access  to  the  Premises  on  a 24-hours  per  day,  seven  days  a week  basis; 
provided,  however,  Subtenant  shall  coordinate  such  access  with  the  local  representative  of 
Master  Landlord. 

7.3.  Rules  and  Regulations.  Subtenant  agrees  to  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  regarding 
the  Premises  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D,  and  any  additional  rules  regarding  security,  ingress, 
egress,  safety  and  sanitation  applicable  to  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  as  such  rules  and 
regulations  may  be  prescribed  by  Master  Landlord  or  Sublandlord  from  time  to  time. 

7.4.  Easements.  This  Sublease  shall  be  subject  to  all  outstanding  easements  and  rights-of- 
way  for  location  of  any  type  of  facility  over,  across,  in,  and  upon  the  Premises  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  to  the  right  of  Master  Landlord  to  grant  such  additional  easements  and  rights-of-way 
over,  across,  in  and  upon  the  Premises  as  Master  Landlord  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  public 
interest  (“Additional  Easements”);  provided  that,  as  provided  in  Section  29  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Master  Landlord  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  minimizfe  any  interference  with  Subtenant’s 
operations  hereunder  caused  by  the  granting  of  any  such  Additional  Easements  and  the  granting 
of  such  Additional  Easements  shall  be  conditioned  on  the  assumption  by  the  grantee  thereof  of 
liability  to  Subtenant  for  such  damages  as  Subtenant'  shall  suffer  for  property  destroyed  or 
property  rendered  unusable  on  account  of  the  grantee’s  exercise  of  its  rights  thereunder.  There  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  holders  of  such  Additional  Easements  as  are  presently  outstanding  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  granted,  to  any  workers  officially  engaged  in  the  construction, 
installation,  maintenance,  operation,  repair  or  replacement  of  facilities  located  thereon,  and  to 
any  federal,  state  or  local  official  engaged  in  the  official  inspection  thereof,  such  reasonable 
rights  of  ingress  and  egress  over  the  Premises  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  then- 
duties  with  regard  to  such  facilities. 

7.5.  No  Interference  with  Navy  Operations.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  operations,  nor 
make  any  Alterations  (as  defined  below),  that  would  interfere  with  or  otherwise  restrict  Master 
Landlord’s  operations  or  environmental  clean-up  or  restoration  actions  by  the  Master  Landlord, 
Sublandlord,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the  State  of  California  or  their  contractors. 
Environmental  clean-up,  restoration  or  testing  activities  by  these  Parties  shall  take  priority  over 
Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises  in  the  event  of  any  conflict;  provided,  however,  in  such  event, 
Master  Landlord  and  Sublandlord  shall  use  their  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  disruption  of 
Subtenant’s  operation. 
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7.6.  No  Unlawful  Uses,  Nuisances  or  Waste.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
shall  not  use,  occupy  or  permit  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  of  the  Premises  in  any  unlawful 
manner  or  for  any  illegal  purpose,  or  permit  any  offensive,  noisy  or  hazardous  use  or  any  waste 
on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  eliminate  any  nuisances  or  hazards  relating  to  its 
activities  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  any  business,  place  any  sales 
display,  or  advertise  in  any  manner  in  areas  on  or  about  the  Property  outside  of  the  Premises. 

8.  ALTERATIONS 

8.1.  Alterations.  Subtenant  shall  not  construct,  install,  make  or  permit  to  be  made  any 
alterations,  installations  or  additions  (“Alterations”)  in,  to  or  about  the  Premises,  without 
Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  consent  may  given  or  withheld  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  Subject  to  Sublandlord's  consent  as  provided  above, 
any  Alterations  shall  be  done  at  Subtenant's  sole  expense  (i)  in  strict  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  approved  in  advance  by  Sublandlord  in  writing,  (ii)  by  duly  licensed  and  bonded 
contractors  or  mechanics  approved  by  Sublandlord,  (iii)  in  a good  and  professional  manner, 

(iv)  in  strict  compliance  with  all  Laws,  and  (v)  subject  to  all  other  conditions  that  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  impose.  In  no  event  shall  the  construction,  installation  or  the  making  of  any 
Alterations  impair  the  use  or  operation  of  the  Property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  Sublandlord's  or 
Master  Landlord’s  access  thereto.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any' work  on  the  Premises  to 
construct  any  Alterations,  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  expense,  shall  procure  all  required  permits  and 
approvals  and  shall  promptly  upon  receipt  deliver  copies  of  all  such  documents  to  Sublandlord. 
No  material  change  from  the  plans  and  specifications  for  any  Alteratibns  approved  by 
Sublandlord  may  be  made  without  Sublandlord's  prior  consent.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  course  of  construction  on  the  Premises  at  all  times. 

8.2.  Historic  Properties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that,  pursuant  to  Section  1 5 of  the  Master  Lease,  no  Alterations  may  be 
made  to  any  improvements  on  the  Premises  (i)  which  will  affect  the  historic  characteristics  of  the 
improvements  or  modify  the  appearance  of  the  exterior  of  the  improvements  without  Master 
Landlord's  and  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  or  (ii)  if  such  Alterations  would  preclude 
qualifying  the  improvements  for  inclusion  on  the  National  Register  for  Historic  Places. 

8.3.  Ownership  of  Alterations.  Any  Alterations  constructed  on  or  affixed  to  the  Premises  by 
or  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  limitations  of  this  Section  8 shall  be  and 
remain  Subtenant's  property  during  the  Term.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
shall  remove  all  such  Alterations  from  the  Premises  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
19  hereof,  unless  Sublandlord,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  limiting  any  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  8.1  above,  requires  that  such  Alterations  remain  on  the  Premises  following  the  expiration 
or  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

8.4.  Subtenant's  Personal  Property.  All  furniture,  furnishings  and  articles  of  movable 
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personal  property  and  equipment  used  upon  or  installed  in  the  Premises  by  or  for  the  account  of 
Subtenant  that  can  be  removed  without  structural  or  other  material  damage  to  the  Premises  (all  of 
which  are  herein  called  "Subtenant's  Personal  Property")  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of 
Subtenant  and  shall  be  removed  by  Subtenant,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  19  hereof. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  providing  any  security  or  other  protection  of  or 
maintenance  to  Subtenant’s  Personal  Property. 

8.5.  Sublandlord's  Alterations.  Sublandlord  reserves  the  right  at  any  time  to  make 
alterations,  additions,  repairs,  deletions  or  improvements  to  the  common  areas  or  any  other  part 
of  the  improvements  on  the  Premises;  provided,  that  any  such  alterations  or  additions  shall  not 
materially  adversely  affect  the  functional  utilization  of  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein. 

9.  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

9.1.  Subtenant  Responsible  for  Maintenance  and  Repair.  Subtenant  assumes  full  and  sole 
responsibility  for  the  condition,  operation,  repair  and  maintenance  and  management  of  the 
Premises  from  and  after  the  Commencement  Date  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  in  good  condition 
and  repair.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  performance  of  any  repairs,  changes  or 
alterations  to  the  Premises,  nor  shall  Sublandlord  be  liable  for  any  portion  of  the  cost  thereof. 
Subtenant  shall  make  all  repairs  and  replacements,  interior  and  exterior,  structural  as  well  as  non- 
structural,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  which  may  be  necessary  to 
maintain  the  Premises  at  all  times  in  a clean,  safe,  attractive  and  sanitary  condition  and  in  good 
ordet  and  repair,  to  Sublandlord's  and  Master  Landlord’s  reasonable  satisfaction,  provided, 
however,  that  neither  Subtenant  nor  Sublandlord  shall  be  required  to  make  structural  repairs  or 
Alterations  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the  Commencement 
Date.  If  any  portion  of  the  Premises  is  damaged  by  any  activities  conducted  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately,  at  its  sole 
cost,  repair  all  such  damage  and  restore  the  Premises  to  its  previous  condition. 

9.2.  Utilities.  Sublandlord  shall  provide  the  basic  utilities  and  services  described  in  the 
attached  Exhibit  E (the  “Standard  Utilities  and  Services”)  to  the  Premises,  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  therein.  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  furnishing,  at  its  sole  cost, 
any  utilities  or  services  other  than  or  in  excess  of  the  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  that 
Subtenant  may  need  for  its  use  of  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  pay,  without  set  off  or 
counterclaim,  all  amounts  due  and  owing  for  such  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  at  the  rates 
provided  in  and  as  otherwise  set  forth  in  Exhibit  E. 

9.3.  Landscaping.  Subtenant  shall  maintain  the  exterior  landscaping  of  the  Premises  in  good 
condition  and  repair. 

9.4.  Janitorial  Services.  Subtenant  shall  provide  all  janitorial  services  for  the  Premises. 
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9.5.  Pest  Control.  Subtenant  shall  provide  and  pay  for  all  pest  control  services  required 
within  the  Premises,  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  of  all  pests  at  all  times. 

9.6.  Trash.  Subtenant  shall  deposit  all  trash  into  designated  containers  in  the  Premises  in 
compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F.  Subtenant  shall  pay  for 
the  removal  of  trash  from  the  designated  containers.  Subtenant  shall  abide  by  all  rules 
established  by  Sublandlord  or  Master  Landlord  for  the  handling  of  trash. 

9.7.  No  Right  to  Repair  and  Deduct.  Subtenant  expressly  waives  the  benefit  of  any  existing 
or  future  Laws  or  judicial  or  administrative  decision  that  would  otherwise  permit  Subtenant  to 
make  repairs  or  replacements  at  Sublandlord's  expense,  or  to  terminate  this  Sublease  because  of 
Sublandlord's  failure  to  keep  the  Premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  good  order,  condition  or  repair, 
or  to  abate  or  reduce  any  of  Subtenant's  obligations  hereunder  on  account  of  the  Premises  or  any 
part  thereof  being  in  need  of  repair  or  replacement.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
expressly  waives  the  provisions  of  California  Civil  Code  Sections  1932,  1941  and  1942  or  any 
similar  Laws  with  respect  to  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  terminate  this  Sublease  and  with  respect  to 
any  obligations  of  Sublandlord  hereunder  or  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  make  repairs  or 
replacements  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  Rent. 

10.  LIENS 

10.1.  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  from  any  liens  arising  out  of  any  work 
performed,  material  furnished  or  obligations  incurred  by  or  for  Subtenant.  In  the  event  Subtenant 
does  not,  within  five  (5)  days  following  the  imposition  of  any  such  lien,  cause  the  lien  to  be 
released  of  record  by  payment  or  posting  of  a proper  bond,  Sublandlord  shall  have  in  addition  to 
all  other  remedies  provided  herein  and  by  law  or  equity  the  right,  but  not  the  obligation,  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  released  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deem  proper,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
payment  of  the  claim  giving  rise  to  such  lien.  All  such  sums  paid  by  Sublandlord  and  all 
expenses  it  incurs  in  connection  therewith  (including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys' 
fees)  shall  be  payable  to  Sublandlord  by  Subtenant  upon  demand.  Sublandlord  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  to  post  and  keep  posted  on  the  Premises  any  notices  permitted  or  required  by 
law  or  that  Sublandlotd  deems  proper  for  its  protection  and  protection  of  the  Premises  from 
mechanics'  and  materialmen's  liens.  Subtenant  shall  give  Sublandlord  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days' 
prior  written  notice  of  the  commencement  of  any  repair  or  construction  on  any  of  the  Premises. 

1 1 . COMPLIANCE  WITH  LAWS 

11.1.  Compliance  with  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  promptly,  at  its  sole  expense,  maintain  the 
Premises  and  Subtenant’s  use  and  operations  thereon  in  strict  compliance  at  all  times  with  all 
present  and  future  Laws,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary; 
provided,  however  Subtenant  shall  not  be  required  to  make  repairs  or  structural  changes  to  the 
Premises  required  solely  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the 
Commencement  Date  or  not  related  to  Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises,  unless  the  requirement 
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for  such  changes  is  imposed  as  a result  of  any  Alterations  made  or  requested  to  be  made  by 
Subtenant.  Such  Laws  shall  include,  without  limitation,  all  Laws  relating  to  health  and  safety 
and  disabled  accessibility  including,  without  limitation,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  42 
U.S.C.  §§  12101  et  seg.  and  Title  24  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  all  present  and  future 
Environmental  Laws  (as  defined  in  this  Sublease  below),  and  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code.  No  occurrence  or  situation  arising  during  the  Term,  nor  any 
present  or  future  Law,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  and  however  extraordinary,  shall  give 
Subtenant  any  right  to  seek  redress  against  Sublandlord  for  failing  to  comply  with  any  Laws. 
Subtenant  waives  any  rights  now  or  hereafter  conferred  upon  it  by  any  existing  or  future  Law  to 
compel  Sublandlord  to  make  any  repairs  to  comply  with  any  such  Laws,  on  account  of  any  such 
occurrence  or  situation. 

11.2.  Regulatory  Approvals. 


(a)  Responsible  Party.  Subtenant  understands  and  agrees  that  Subtenant's  use  of  the 
Premises  and  construction  of  any  Alterations  permitted  hereunder  may  require  authorizations, 
approvals  or  permits  from  governmental  regulatory  agencies  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Premises. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  obtaining  any  and  all  such  regulatory  approvals, 
including  without  limitation,  any  liquor  permits  or  approvals.  Subtenant  shall  not  seek  any 
regulatory  approval  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  Sublandlord.  Subtenant  shall 
bear  all  costs  associated  with  applying  for,  obtaining  and  maintaining  any  necessary  or 
appropriate  regulatory  approval  and  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  satisfying  any  and  all 
conditions  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies  as  part  of  a regulatory  approval.  Any  fines  or 
penalties  levied  as  a result  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any 
regulatory  approval  shall  be  immediately  paid  and  discharged  by  Subtenant,  and  Sublandlord 
shall  have  no  liability,  monetary  or  otherwise,  for  any  such  fines  or  penalties.  Subtenant  shall 
indemnify,  protect,  defend  and’ hold  harmless  forever  ("Indemnify")  Sublandlord,  City  and 
Master  Landlord,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  all  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees,  contractors,  boards,  commissions, 
departments,  agencies  and  other  subdivisions  and  each  of  the  persons  acting  by,  through  or  under 
each  of  them,  and  their  respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of 
them  (the  “Indemnified  Parties”),  against  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  losses,  liabilities, 
damages,  liens,  injuries,  penalties,  fines,  lawsuits  and  other  proceedings,  judgments  and  awards 
and  costs  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  and  consultants'  fees 
and  costs  (“Losses”)  arising  in  connection  with  Subtenant's  failure  to  obtain  or  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  any  regulatory  approval. 

11.3.  Compliance  with  Sublandlord's  Risk  Management  Requirements.  Subtenant  shall 
not  do  anything,  or  permit  anything  to  be  done,  in  or  about  the  Premises  or  to  any  Alterations 
permitted  hereunder  that  would  create  any  unusual  fire  risk,  and  shall  take  commercially 
reasonable  steps  to  protect  Sublandlord  from  any  potential  premises  liability.  Subtenant  shall 
faithfully  observe,  at  its  expense,  any  and  all  reasonable  requirements  of  Sublandlord's  Risk 
Manager  with  respect  thereto  and  with  the  requirements  of  any  policies  of  commercial  general 
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liability,  all  risk  property  or  other  policies  of  insurance  at  any  time  in  force  with  respect  to  the 
Premises  and  any  Alterations  as  required  hereunder. 

12.  ENCUMBRANCES 

12.1.  Encumbrance  By  Subtenant.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in 
this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  not  under  any  circumstances  whatsoever  create  any  mortgage,  deed 
of  trust,  assignment  of  rents,  fixture  filing,  security  agreement,  or  similar  security  instrument,  or 
other  lien  or  encumbrance  or  assignment  or  pledge  of  an  asset  as  security  in  any  manner  against 
the  Premises  or  Sublandlord's  or  Subtenant’s  interest  under  this  Sublease. 

13.  DAMAGE  OR  DESTRUCTION 

13.1.  Damage  or  Destruction  to  the  Premises.  In  the  case  of  damage  to  or  destruction  of  the 
Premises  by  earthquake,  fire,  flood  or  any  other  casualty,  which  (i)  is  not  caused  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  (ii)  is  not  covered  by  the  insurance  described  in 
Section  17  below,  (iii)  prevents  Subtenant  from  operating  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein,  and  (iv)  costs  more  to  repair  than  the  Repair  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease 
Information,  either  party  may  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice 
and  upon  any  such  termination  Subtenant  shall  surrender  the  Premises  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  (except  for  damage  caused  by  a casualty  pursuant  to  which  this  Sublease  may  be 
terminated  under  this  Section  13.1)  and  both  Parties  shall  be  relieved  of  any  liability  for  such 
termination  or  for  repairing  such  damage.  If  neither  Party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in 
this  Section  13.1,  then  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  promptly  restore,  repair,  replace  or  rebuild 
the  Premises  to  the  condition  the  Premises  were  in  prior  to  such  damage  or  destruction,  subject  to 
any  Alterations  made  in  strict  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  8.1  above.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  Sublandlord  have  any  obligation  to  repair,  replace  or  rebuild  the  Premises  in 
the  event  of  a casualty. 

13.2.  No  Abatement  in  Rent.  In  the  event  of  any  damage  or  destruction  to  the  Premises,  and 
if  neither  party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in  Section  13.1  above,  there  shall  be  no 
abatement  in  the  Rent  payable  hereunder. 

13.3.  Waiver.  The  Parties  understand  and  agree  that  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section 
are  intended  to  govern  fully  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  Parties  in  the  event  of  damage  or 
destruction  to  the  Premises  or  Alterations,  and  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  each  hereby  waives 
and  releases  any  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  in  whole  or  in  part  under  Sections  1932.2  and 
1933.4  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  or  under  any  similar  Laws  now  or  hereafter  in  effect,  to 
the  extent  such  rights  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

14.  ASSIGNMENT  AND  SUBLETTING 

14.1.  Restriction  on  Assignment  and  Subletting.  Subtenant  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly 
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(including,  without  limitation,  by  merger,  acquisition  or  other  transfer  of  any  controlling  interest 
in  Subtenant),  voluntarily  or  by  operation  of  Law,  sell,  assign,  encumber,  pledge,  sublease  or 
otherwise  transfer  any  part  of  its  interest  in  or  rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises,  any  Alterations 
or  its  interest  in  this  Sublease,  or  permit  any  portion  of  the  Premises  to  be  occupied  by  anyone 
other  than  itself,  or  sublet  any  portion  of  the  Premises  (a  "Transfer"),  without  Sublandlord's  prior 
written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  Sublandlord  may  grant  or  withhold  in  its  sole  and 
absolute  discretion.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  a written  notice  of  its  intention  to 
Transfer  this  Sublease  or  the  Premises,  together  with  a copy  of  the  proposed  Transfer  agreement 
at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  date  of  the  proposed  Transfer.  Subtenant 
shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  such  information  regarding  the  proposed  Transfer  as  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  request. 

14.2.  Bonus  Rental.  If  Sublandlord  consents  to  a Transfer  of  any  of  Subtenant's  interest  in  or 
rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises  pursuant  to  Section  14.1  above,  then  one  hundred  percent 
(100%)  of  any  rent  or  other  consideration  payable  to  Subtenant  in  excess  of  the  Base  Rent 
payable  hereunder  (or  the  proportionate  share  thereof  applicable  to  the  portion  of  the  Premises 
that  is  subject  to  the  Transfer)  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  immediately  upon  receipt  by 
Subtenant. 

15.  DEFAULT;  REMEDIES 

15.1.  Events  of  Default.  Any  of  the  following  shall  constitute  an  event  of  default  ("Event  of 
Default")  by  Subtenant  hereunder: 

(a)  Failure  to  Pay  Rent.  Any  failure  to  pay  any  Rent  or  any  other  sums  due  hereunder, 
including  sums  due  for  utilities,  within  five  (5)  days  after  such  sums  are  due; 

(b)  Covenants,  Conditions  and  Representations.  Any  failure  to  perform  or  comply  with 
any  other  covenant,  condition  or  representation  made  under  this  Sublease;  provided,  Subtenant 
shall  have  a period  of  ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  written  notice  from  Sublandlord  of  such 
failure  within  which  to  cure  such  default  under  this  Sublease,  or,  if  such  default  is  not  capable  of 
cure  within  such  10-day  period,  Subtenant  shall  have  a reasonable  period  to  complete  such  cure  if 
Subtenant  promptly  undertakes  action  to  cure  such  default  within  such  10-day  period  and 
thereafter  diligently  prosecutes  the  same  to  completion  and  uses  its  best  efforts  to  complete  such 
cure  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  receipt  of  notice  of  default  from  Sublandlord; 

(c)  Vacation  or  Abandonment.  Any  abandonment  of  the  Premises  for  more  than  fourteen 
(14)  consecutive  days; 

(d)  Bankruptcy.  The  appointment  of  a receiver  to  take  possession  of  all  or  substantially  all 
of  the  assets  of  Subtenant,  or  an  assignment  by  Subtenant  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  or  any 
action  taken  or  suffered  by  Subtenant  under  any  insolvency,  bankruptcy,  reorganization, 
moratorium  or  other  debtor  relief  act  or  statute,  whether  now  existing  or  hereafter  amended  or 
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enacted;  and 


(e)  Notices  of  Default.  The  delivery  to  Subtenant  of  three  (3)  or  more  notices  of  default 
within  any  twelve  (12)  month  period,  irrespective  of  whether  Subtenant  actually  cures  such 
default  within  the  specified  time  period,  may,  in  the  sole  and  absolute  discretion  of  the  Authority, 
be  deemed  an  incurable  breach  of  this  Sublease  allowing  the  Authority  to  immediately  terminate 
this  Sublease  without  further  notice  or  demand  to  Subtenant. 

15.2.  Remedies.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant,  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  following  rights  and  remedies  in  addition  to  all  other  rights  and  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord  at  Law  or  in  equity: 

(a)  Terminate  Sublease  and  Recover  Damages.  The  rights  and  remedies  provided  by 
California  Civil  Code  Section  1951.2  (damages  on  termination  for  breach),  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  right  to  terminate  Subtenant's  right  to  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  recover 
the  worth  at  the  time  of  award  of  the  amount  by  which  the  unpaid  Rent  for  the  balance  of  the 
Term  after  the  time  of  award  exceeds  the  amount  of  rental  loss  for  the  same  period  that 
Subtenant  proves  could  be  reasonably  avoided,  as  computed  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  of  such 
Section  1951.2.  Sublandlord's  efforts  to  mitigate  the  damages  caused  by  Subtenant's  breach  of 
this  Sublease  shall  not  waive  Sublandlord's  rights  to  recover  unmitigated  damages  upon 
termination. 

(b)  Appointment  of  Receiver.  The  right  to  have  a receiver  appointed  for  Subtenant  upon 
application  by  Sublandlord  to  take  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  apply  any  rental  collected 
from  the  Premises  and  to  exercise  all  other  rights  and  remedies  granted  to  Sublandlord  pursuant 
to  this  Sublease. 

15.3.  Sublandlord's  Right  to  Cure  Subtenant's  Defaults.  If  Subtenant  defaults  in  the 
performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  then  Sublandlord  may  at  any  time 
thereafter  with  three  (3)  days  prior  written  notice  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  as 
determined  by  Sublandlord  where  prior  notice  by  Sublandlord  is  impractical),  remedy  such  Event 
•of  Default  for  Subtenant's  account  and  at  Subtenant's  expense.  Subtenant -shall  pay  to 
Sublandlord,  as  Additional  Charges,  promptly  upon  demand,  all  sums  expended  by  Sublandlord, 
or  other  costs,  damages,  expenses  or  liabilities  incurred  by  Sublandlord,  including,  without 
limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  in  remedying  or  attempting  to  remedy  such  Event  of 
Default.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
Nothing  herein  shall  imply  any  duty  of  Sublandlord  to  do  any  act  that  Subtenant  is  obligated  to 
perform  under  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  and  Sublandlord's  cure  or  attempted  cure  of 
Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  shall  not  constitute  a waiver  of  Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  or  any 
rights  or  remedies  of  Sublandlord  on  account  of  such  Event  of  Default. 

16.  RELEASE  AND  WAIVER  OF  CLAIMS;  INDEMNIFICATION 
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16.1.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents, 
covenants  and  agrees  that  the  Indemnified  Parties  shall  not  be  responsible  for  or  liable  to 
Subtenant  for,  and,  to  the  fullest  extent  allowed  by  any  Laws,  Subtenant  hereby  waives  all  rights 
against  the  Indemnified  Parties  and  releases  them  from,  any  and  all  Losses,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  incidental  and  consequential  damages,  relating  to  any  injury,  accident  or  death  of  any 
person  or  loss  or  damage  to  any  property,  in  or  about  the  Premises,  from  any  cause  whatsoever, 
including  without  limitation,  partial  or  complete  collapse  of  the  Premises  due  to  an  earthquake  or 
subsidence,  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or 
willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing: 

(a)  Subtenant  expressly  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the  Rent  payable  hereunder  does  not 
take  into  account  any  potential  liability  of  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  any  consequential  or 
incidental  damages  including,  but  not  limited  to,  lost  profits  arising  out  of  disruption  to 
Subtenant's  uses  hereunder.  Sublandlord  would  not  be  willing  to  enter  into  this  Sublease  in  the 
absence  of  a complete  waiver  of  liability  for  consequential  or  incidental  damages  due  to  the  acts 
or  omissions  of  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  Subtenant  expressly  assumes  the  risk  with  respect 
thereto.  Accordingly,  without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other 
waivers  contained  in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims, 
demands,  rights,  and  causes  of  action  for  consequential  and  incidental  damages  and  covenants 
not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  such  damages  arising  out  of  this  Sublease  or  the  uses 
authorized  hereunder,  including,  without  limitation,  any  interference  with  uses  conducted  by 
Subtenant  pursuant  to  this  Sublease  regardless  of  the  cause. 

(b)  Without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other  waivers  contained 
in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  fully 
RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims,  demands, ‘rights,  and 
causes  of  action  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  or 
future  Laws,  statutes,  or  regulations,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  claim  for  inverse 
condemnation  or  the  payment  of  just  compensation  under  the  law  of  eminent  domain,  or 
otherwise  at  equity,  in  the  event  that  Sublandlord  terminates  this  Sublease  because  of  such  claim 
for  inverse  condemnation  or  eminent  domain. 

(c)  As  part  of  Subtenant's  agreement  to  accept  the  Premises  in  its  "As  Is"  condition  as 
provided  herein,  and  without  limiting  such  agreement  and  any  other  waiver  contained  herein, 
Subtenant  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and 
forever  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all 
Losses,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise 
on  account  of  or  in  any  way  be  connected  with  the  physical  or  environmental  condition  of  the 
Premises  and  any  related  improvements  or  any  Laws  or  regulations  applicable  thereto  or  the 
suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 


(d)  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not  be  a displaced  person  at  the  time  this  Sublease  is 
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terminated,  and  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  the  Indemnified 
Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses  and  any  and  all  claims,  demands  or  rights  against  any  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  and  future  Laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all 
claims  for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  federal  and  state 
relocation  assistance  laws. 

(e)  Without  limiting  any  other  waiver  contained  herein,  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its 
successors  and  assigns,  hereby  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and  forever  RELEASES, 
WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses,  whether  direct 
or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise  on  account  of  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  Indemnified  Parties'  decision  to  Sublease  the  Premises  to  Subtenant, 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  such  decision  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of  gross 
negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties. 

(f)  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  never  to  file,  commence,  prosecute  or  cause  to  be  filed, 
commenced  or  prosecuted  against  the  Indemnified  Parties  any  claim,  action  or  proceeding  based 
upon  any  claims,  demands,  causes  of  action,  obligations,  damages,  losses,  costs,  expenses  or 
liabilities  of  any  nature  whatsoever  encompassed  by  the  waivers  and  releases  set  forth  in  this 
Section  16.1. 


(g)  In  executing  these  waivers  and  releases,  Subtenant  has  not  relied  upon  any  representation 
or  statement  other  than  as  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

(h)  Subtenant  had  made  such  investigation  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  these  waivers  and 
releases  as  it  deems  necessary  and  assumes  the  risk  of  mistake  with  respect  to  such  facts.  These 
waivers  and  releases  are  intended  to  be  final  and  binding  on  Subtenant  regardless  of  any  claims 
of  mistake. 

(i)  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  releases,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar 
with  Section  1542  of  the  California  Civil  Code,  which  reads: 

A general  release  does  not  extend  to  claims  which  the  creditor  does 
not  know  or  suspect  to  exist  in  his  favor  at  the  time  of  executing  the 
release,  which  if  known  by  him  must  have  materially  affected  his 
settlement  with  the  debtor. 

Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  releases  contained  herein  include  all  known  and 
unknown,  disclosed  and  undisclosed,  and  anticipated  and  unanticipated  claims.  Subtenant 
realizes  and  acknowledges  that  it  has  agreed  upon  this  Sublease  in  light  of  this  realization  and, 
being  fully  aware  of  this  situation,  it  nevertheless  intends  to  waive  the  benefit  of  Civil  Code 
Section  1542,  or  any  statute  or  other  similar  law  now  or  later  in  effect.  The  waivers  and  releases 
contained  herein  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
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16.2.  Subtenant's  Indemnity.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents,  shall 
Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  and  against  any  and  all  Losses  arising  out  of  Subtenant’s 
use  of  the  Premises,  including  but  not  limited  to,  any  Losses  arising  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  out  of:  (a)  any  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  property  owned  by' or  in  the 
custody  of  Subtenant  or  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees;  (b)  any  accident,  injury  to  or 
death  of  a person,  including,  without  limitation,  Subtenant’s  Agents  and  Subtenant’s  Invitees, 
howsoever  or  by  whomsoever  caused,  occurring  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises;  (c)  any  default  by 
Subtenant  in  the  observation  or  performance  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  of  this 
Sublease  to  be  observed  or  performed  on  Subtenant's  part;  (d)  the  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or 
management,  or  manner  of  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or  management  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  or  any  person  or  entity  claiming  through  or  under  any  of  them,  of 
the  Premises  or  any  Alterations;  (e)  any  construction  or  other  work  undertaken  by  Subtenant  on 
or  about  the  Premises;  and  (f)  any  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant's  Agents 
or  Subtenant's  Invitees,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations,  except  to  the  extent  that 
such  Indemnity  is  void  or  otherwise  unenforceable  under  any  applicable  Laws  in  effect  on  or 
validly  retroactive  to  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and  further  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses 
are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or  intentional  wrongful  acts  and  omissions  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  shall  include,  without  limitation,  reasonable  fees 
of  attorneys,  consultants  and  experts  and  related  costs  and  Sublandlord's  costs  of  investigating 
any  Loss.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  an  immediate  and 
independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  claim 
which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  this  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is  or 
may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered 
to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter.  Subtenant's  obligations  under 
this  Section  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

17.  INSURANCE 

17.1.  Required  Insurance  Coverage.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  maintain, 
or  cause  to  be  maintained,  through  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  the  following  insurance: 

(a)  General  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  commercial  general  liability  insurance, 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined  single  limit 
for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  contractual  liability,  independent 
contractors,  broad  form  property  damage,  personal  injury,  products  and  completed  operations, 
fire  damage  and  legal  liability  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000), 
explosion,  collapse  and  underground  (XCU). 

(b)  Automobile  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  business  automobile  liability 
insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined 
single  limit  for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  owned  and  hired 
vehicles  and  for  employer’s  non-ownership  liability,  which  insurance  shall  be  required  if  any 
automobiles  or  any  other  motor  vehicles  are  operated  in  connection  with  Subtenant’s  activity  on 
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the  Premises  or  the  Permitted  Use.

(c)  Worker's  Compensation  and  Employer's  Liability  Insurance.  If  Subtenant  has 
employees,  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance  in  statutory  amounts  with  Employer's  Liability 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for  each  accident,  injury  or  illness, 
on  employees  eligible  for  each. 

(d)  Personal  Property  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  procure  and 
maintain  on  all  of  its  personal  property  and  Alterations,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises,  property 
insurance  on  an  all  risk  form,  excluding  earthquake  and  flood,  to  the  extent  of  full  replacement 
value.  The  proceeds  from  any  such  policy  shall  be  used  by  Subtenant  for  the  replacement  of 
Subtenant's  personal  property. 

(e)  Other  Coverage.  Such  other  insurance  or  different  coverage  amounts  as  is  required  by 
law  or  as  is  generally  required  by  commercial  owners  of  property  similar  in  size,  character,  age 
and  location  as  the  Premises,  as  may  change  from  time  to  time,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the 
City's  Risk  Manager. 

17.2.  Claims-Made  Policies.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a claims-made  form  of  policy,  Subtenant  shall  maintain  such  coverage 
continuously  throughout  the  Term  and  without  lapse  for  a period  of  three  (3)  years  beyond  the 

I termination  of  this  Sublease,  to  the  effect  that  should  occurrences  during  the  Term  give  rise  to 
claims  made  after  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  claims  shall  be  covered  by  such  claims- 
made  policies. 

17.3.  Annual  Aggregate  Limits.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17. 1 above  is 
provided  under  a form  of  coverage  which  includes  an  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that 
claims  investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be  included  in  such  annual  aggregate  limit,  such 
annual  aggregate  limit  shall  be  double  the  occurrence  limits  specified  herein. 

17.4.  Payment  of  Premiums.  Subtenant  shall  pay  the  premiums  for  maintaining  all  required 
insurance. 

17.5.  Waiver  of  Subrogation  Rights.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained 
herein,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  (each  a "Waiving  Party")  each  hereby  waives  any  right  of 
recovery  against  the  other  party  for  any  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  such  other  party  with  respect 
to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises  or  any  portion  thereof  or  the  contents  of  the  same  or  any  operation 
therein,  whether  or  not  such  loss  is  caused  by  the  fault  or  negligence  of  such  other  party,  to  the 
extent  such  loss  or  damage  is  covered  by  insurance  which  is  required  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Waiving  Party  under  this  Sublease  or  is  actually  covered  by  insurance  obtained  by  the  Waiving 
Party.  Each  Waiving  Party  agrees  to  cause  its  insurers  to  issue  appropriate  waiver  of  subrogation 
rights  endorsements  to  all  policies  relating  to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises;  provided,  the  failure  to 
obtain  any  such  endorsement  shall  not  affect  the  above  waiver. 
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17.6. 


General  Insurance  Matters. 


(a)  All  liability  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall 
contain  a cross-liability  clause,  shall  name  as  additional  insureds  the  "THE  TREASURE 
ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  THE 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  ACTING  BY  AND  THROUGH  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
THE  NAVY,  AND  THEIR  OFFICERS,  DIRECTORS,  EMPLOYEES  AND  AGENTS,"  shall  be 
primary  to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the  additional  insureds  with  respect  to  claims  arising 
under  this  Sublease,  and  shall  provide  that  such  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured 
against  whom  complaint  is  made  or  suit  is  brought  except  with  respect  to  the  limits  of  the 
company's  liability. 

(b)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  be  issued 
by  an  insurance  company  or  companies  reasonably  acceptable  to  Sublandlord  with  an  AM  Best 
rating  of  not  less  than  A- VIII  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  California. 

(c)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  provide  for 
thirty  (30)  days'  prior  written  notice  of  cancellation  for  any  reason,  intended  non-renewal,  or 
reduction  in  coverage  to  Subtenant  and  Sublandlord.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  in  accordance 
with  the  notice  provisions  of  Section  21.1  below. 

(d)  Subtenant  shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  certificates  of  insurance  and  additional  insured 
policy  endorsements  in  a form  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  evidencing  the  coverages  required 
herein,  together  with  evidence  of  payment  of  premiums,  on  or  before  the  Commencement  Date, 
and  upon  renewal  of  each  policy  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  before  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
policy.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord's  request,  promptly  furnish  Sublandlord  with  a 
complete  copy  of  any  insurance  policy  required  hereunder. 

(e)  Not  more  often  than  every  year  and  upon  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days'  prior  written 
notice,  Sublandlord  may  require  Subtenant  to  increase  the  insurance  limits  set  forth  in  Section 
17.1  above  if  Sublandlord  finds  in  its  reasonable  judgment  that  it  is  the  general  commercial 
practice  in  San  Francisco  to  carry  insurance  in  amounts  substantially  greater  than  those  amounts 
carried  by  Subtenant  with  respect  to  risks  comparable  to  those  associated  with  the  use  of  the 
Premises. 

(f)  Subtenant's  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  in  no  way  relieve  or 
decrease  Subtenant's  indemnification  obligations  herein  or  any  of  Subtenant's  other  obligations  or 
liabilities  under  this  Sublease. 

(g)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Sublease,  Sublandlord  may  elect  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion  to  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  the  lapse  of  any 
required  insurance  coverage  by  written  notice  to  Subtenant.

18.  ACCESS  BY  SUBLANDLORD 
18.1.  Access  to  Premises  by  Sublandlord. 

fal  General  Access.  Sublandlord  reserves  for  itself  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents,  the  right  to 
enter  the  Premises  and  any  portion  thereof  at  all  reasonable  times  upon  not  less  than  twenty-four 
(24)  hours  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency)  for  any 
purpose. 

(b)  Emergency  Access.  In  the  event  of  any  emergency,  as  determined  by  Sublandlord, 
Sublandlord  may,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  notice,  enter  the  Premises  and  alter  or  remove 
any  Alterations  or  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  any  and  all  means  Sublandlord  considers  appropriate  to  gain  access  to  any 
portion  of  the  Premises  in  an  emergency.  In  such  case,  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
any  damage  or  injury  to  any  such  property,  nor  for  the  replacement  of  any  such  property  and  any 
such  emergency  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a forcible  or  unlawful  entry  onto  or  a detainer  of, 
the  Premises,  or  an  eviction,  actual  or  constructive,  of  Subtenant  from  the  Premises  or  any 
portion  thereof. 

(c)  ‘ No  Liability.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  liable  in  any  manner,  and  Subtenant  hereby 
waives  any  claims,  for  any  inconvenience,  disturbance,  loss  of  business,  nuisance  or  other 
damage  arising  out  of  Sublandlord's  entry  onto  the  Premises,  except  damage  resulting  directly 
and  exclusively  from  the  gross  negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  Sublandlord  or  Sublandlord  s 
Agents  and  not  contributed  to  by  the  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees. 

18.2.  Access  to  Premises  by  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that 
Master  Landlord  shall  have  all  of  the  rights  of  access  to  the  Premises  described  in  the  Master 
Lease. 

19.  SURRENDER 

19.1.  Surrender  of  the  Premises.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
surrender  to  Sublandlord  the  Premises  in  the  same  condition  as  of  the  Commencement  Date, 
ordinary  wear  and  tear  excepted,  and  free  and  clear  of  all  liens,  easements  and  other 
encumbrances  created  or  suffered  by,  through  or  under  Subtenant.  On  or  before  any  termination 
hereof,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  remove  any  and  all  of  Subtenant’s  Personal  Property  from 
the  Premises  and  demolish  and  remove  any  and  all  Alterations  from  the  Premises  (except  for  any 
Alterations  that  Sublandlord  agrees  are  to  remain  part  of  the  Premises  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  8.3  above).  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  expense,  repair  any  damage  to  the 
Premises  resulting  from  the  removal  of  any  such  items  and  restore  the  Premises  to  their  condition 
immediately  prior  to  the  presence  of  any  Alterations.  In  connection  therewith,  Subtenant  shall 
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obtain  any  and  all  necessary  permits  and  approvals,  including,  without  limitation,  any 
environmental  permits,  and  execute  any  manifests  or  other  documents  necessary  to  complete  the 
demolition,  removal  or  restoration  work  required  hereunder.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this 
Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Any  items  of  Subtenant's  Personal 
Property  remaining  on  or  about  the  Premises  after  the  termination  of  this  Sublease  may,  at 
Sublandlord's  option  and  after  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice  to  Subtenant,  be  deemed  abandoned 
and  in  such  case  Sublandlord  may  dispose  of  such  property  in  accordance  with  Section  1980,  et 
seq..  of  the  California  Civil  Code  or  in  any  other  manner  allowed  by  Law. 

19.2.  No  Holding  Over.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  surrender  the  Premises  to  Sublandlord  upon  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease  as  required  by  this  Section,  Subtenant  shall  Indemnify  Sublandlord 
against  all  Losses  resulting  therefrom,  including,  without  limitation,  Losses  made  by  a 
succeeding  Subtenant  resulting  from  Subtenant's  failure  to  surrender  the  Premises.  Subtenant 
shall  have  no  right  to  hold  over  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent 
may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  If  Sublandlord  holds  over  the 
Premises  or  any  part  thereof  after  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  holding 
over  shall  be  terminable  upon  written  notice  by  Sublandlord,  and  the  Base  Rent  shall  be 
increased  to  two  hundred  percent  (200%)  of  the  Base  Rent  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  such 
holding  over,  and  such  holdover  shall  otherwise  be  on  all  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
Sublease.  This  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  Sublandlord's  permission  for  Subtenant  to  hold 
over.  Acceptance  of  any  holdover  Base  Rent  by  Sublandlord  following  expiration  or  termination 
of  this  Sublease  shall  not  constitute  an  extension  or  renewal  of  this  Sublease. 

19.3.  Security  Deposit.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  upon  execution  of  this  Sublease  a 
security  deposit  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information  as  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  all  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  agrees 
that  Sublandl'ord  may  (but  shall  not  be  required  to)  apply  the  security  deposit  in  whole  dr  in  part 
to  remedy  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s 
Invitees,  or  any  failure  of  Subtenant  to  perform  any  other  terms,  covenants  or  conditions 
contained  in  this  Sublease,  without  waiving  any  of  Sublandlord's  other  rights  and  remedies 
hereunder  or  at  Law  or  in  equity.  Should  Sublandlord  use  any  portion  of  the  security  deposit  to 
cure  any  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately  replenish  the 
security  deposit  to  the  original  amount,  and  Subtenant's  failure  to  do  so  within  five  (5)  days  of 
Sublandlord's  notice  shall  constitute  a material  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 
Sublandlord's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  security  deposit  are  solely  that  of  debtor  and  not 
trustee.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  the  security  deposit  separate  from  its  general 
funds,  and  Subtenant  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest  on  such  deposit.  The  amount  of  the 
security  deposit  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit  Subtenant's  liability  for  the  performance  of  any  of  its 
obligations  under  this  Sublease.  To  the  extent  that  Sublandlord  is  not  entitled  to  retain  or  apply 
the  security  deposit  pursuant  to  this  Section  20.3.  Sublandlord  shall  return  such  security  deposit 
to  Subtenant  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

20.  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 
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20.1.  No  Hazardous  Materials.  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  that  neither  Subtenant  nor 
any  of  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  shall  cause  or  permit  any  material  that, 
because  of  its  quantity,  concentration  or  physical  or  chemical  characteristics,  is  deemed  by  any 
federal,  state  or  local  governmental  authority  to  pose  a present  or  potential  hazard  to  human 
health  or  safety  or  to  the  environment,  including,  without  limitation,  any  material  or  substance 
defined  as  a "hazardous  substance,"  or  "pollutant"  or  "contaminant"  pursuant  to  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  of  1980  ("CERCLA", 
also  commonly  known  as  the  "Superfund"  law),  as  amended  (42  U.S.C.  Sections  9601  et  seq.),  or 
pursuant  to  Section  2528 1 of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  "hazardous  waste"  listed 
pursuant  to  Section  25140  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  asbestos  and  asbestos 
containing  materials  whether  or  not  such  materials  are  part  of  the  structure  of  any  existing 
improvements  on  the  Premises,  or  are  naturally  occurring  substances  on,  in  or  about  the 
Premises;  and  petroleum,  including  crude  oil  or  any  fraction  thereof,  and  natural  gas  or  natural 
gas  liquids  (“Hazardous  Material”)  to  be  brought  upon,  kept,  used,  stored,  generated  or  disposed 
of  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises  or  transported  to  or  from  the  Premises  without  the  prior  written 
approval  of  Sublandlord,  which  approval  may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute 
discretion.  Subtenant  shall  immediately  notify  Sublandlord  if  and  when  Subtenant  learns  or  has 
reason  to  believe  there  has  been  any  release  of  Hazardous  Material  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises. 
Sublandlord  may  from  time  to  time  request  Subtenant  to  provide  adequate  information  for 
Sublandlord  to  determine  that’ any  Hazardous  Material  permitted  hereunder  is  being  handled  in 
compliance  with  all  applicable  federal,  state  or  local  Laws  or  policies  relating  to  Hazardous 
Material  (including,  without  limitation,  its  use,  handling,  transportation,  production,  disposal, 
discharge  or  storage)  or  to  human  health  and  safety,  industrial  hygiene  or  environmental 
conditions  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  and  any  other  property,  including,  without 
limitation,  soil,  air  and  groundwater  conditions  (“Environmental  Laws”),  and  Subtenant  shall 
promptly  provide  all  such  information.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents  shall  have  the 
right  to  inspect  the  Premises  for  Hazardous  Material  and  compliance  with  the  provisions  hereof 
at  all  reasonable  times  upon  reasonable  advance  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency).  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  comply,  without  limiting  the  foregoing, 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  21  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code  including,  without  limitation, 
regarding  obtaining  and  complying  with  the  requirements  of  an  approved  hazardous  materials 
management  plan,  and  with  the  requirements  of  the  environmental  protection  provisions 
provided  for  in  Section  13  of  the  Master  Lease. 

20.2.  Subtenant's  Environmental  Indemnity.  If  Subtenant  breaches  any  of  its  obligations 
contained  in  Section  20. 1 above,  or,  if  any  act  or  omission  or  negligence  of  Subtenant  or  any  of 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  results  in  any  spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  pouring, 
emitting,  discharging,  injecting,  escaping,  leeching  or  dumping  (“Release”)  of  Hazardous 
Material  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  without  limiting  Subtenant's  general 
Indemnity  contained  in  Section  16.2  above.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s 
Agents,  shall  Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  each  of  them,  from  and  against  any  and  all 
enforcement,  investigation,  remediation  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  actions,  agreements 
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or  orders  threatened,  instituted  or  completed  pursuant  to  any  Environmental  Laws  together  with 
any  and  all  Losses  made  or  threatened  by  any  third  party  against  Sublandlord,  Sublandlord’s 
Agents,  or  the  Premises,  relating  to  damage,  contribution,  cost  recovery  compensation,  loss  or 
injury  resulting  from  the  presence,  Release  or  discharge  of  any  Hazardous  Materials,  including, 
without  limitation,  Losses  based  in  common  law,  investigation  and  remediation  costs,  fines, 
natural  resource  damages,  damages  for  decrease  in  value  of  the  Premises,  the  loss  or  restriction 
of  the  use  or  any  amenity  of  the  Premises  and  attorneys'  fees  and  consultants'  fees  and  experts' 
fees  and  costs  (“Hazardous  Materials  Claims”)  arising  during  or  after  the  Term  of  this  Sublease 
and  relating  to  such  Release.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  includes,  without  limitation,  all  costs 
associated  with  the  investigation  and  remediation  of  Hazardous  Material  and  with  the  restoration 
of  the  Premises  or  the  Property  to  its  prior  condition  including,  without  limitation,  fines  and 
penalties  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies,  natural  resource  damages  and  losses,  and  revegetation 
of  the  Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  if  Subtenant  or 
any  of  Subtenant's  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  causes  or  permits  the  Release  of  any 
Hazardous  Materials  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  Subtenant  shall, 
immediately,  at  no  expense  to  Sublandlord,  take  any  and  all  appropriate  actions  to  return  the 
Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property  affected  thereby  to  the  condition  existing  prior  to  such 
Release  and  otherwise  investigate  and  remediate  the  Release  in  accordance  with  all 
Environmental  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  written  notice  of  and  afford 
Sublandlord  a full  opportunity  to  participate  in  any  discussions  with  governmental  regulatory 
agencies  regarding  any  settlement  agreement,  cleanup  or  abatement  agreement,  consent  decree, 
permit,  approvals,  or  other  compromise  or  proceeding  involving  Hazardous  Material. 

20.3.  Acknowledgment  of  Receipt  of  EBS  and  FQSL  Reports.  Subtenant  hereby 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that,  prior  to  the  execution  of  this  Sublease,  it 
has  received  and  reviewed  the  Environmental  Baseline  Survey  (“EBS”)  and  the  Finding  of 
Suitability  to  Lease  (“FOSL”)  described  in  Section  7 of  the  Master  Lease.  California  law 
requires  landlords  to  disclose  to  tenants  the  presence  or  potential  presence  of  certain  Hazardous 
Materials.  Accordingly,  Subtenant  is  hereby  advised  that  occupation  of  the  Premises  may  lead  to 
exposure  to  Hazardous  Materials  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  gasoline,  diesel  and  other  vehicle 
fluids,  vehicle  exhaust,  office  maintenance  fluids,  tobacco  smoke,  methane  and  building 
materials  containing  chemicals,  such  as  .formaldehyde.  Further,  there  are  Hazardous  Materials 
located  on  the  Premises  as  described  in  the  EBS  and  the  FOSL.  In  addition,  California's 
Proposition  65,  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  25249.6  et  seq..  requires  notice  that  some  of 
these  Hazardous  Materials  are  known  by  the  State  of  California  to  cause  cancer  or  reproductive 
harm.  By  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  notices  and  warnings  set 
forth  above  satisfy  the  requirements  of  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Sections  25249.6  et 
seq.,  25359.7  and  related  statutes. 

21.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

21.1.  Notices.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Sublease,  any  notice  given 
hereunder  shall  be  effective  only  in  writing  and  given  by  delivering  the  notice  in  person,  or  by 
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sending  it  first  class  mail  or  certified  mail  with  a return  receipt  requested  or  reliable  commercial 
overnight  courier,  return  receipt  requested,  with  postage  prepaid,  to  the  appropriate  addresses  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information.  Any  Party  hereunder  may  designate  a new  address  for 
notice  purposes  hereunder  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  such  change.  Any 
notice  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  two  (2)  days  after  the  date  when  it  is  mailed 
if  sent  by  first  class  or  certified  mail,  one  day  after  the  date  it  is  made,  if  sent  by  commercial 
overnight  carrier,  or  upon  the  date  personal  delivery  is  made,  and  any  refusal  by  either  Party  to 
accept  the  attempted  delivery  of  any  notice,  if  such  attempted  delivery  is  in  compliance  with  this 
Section  21.1  and  applicable  Laws,  shall  be  deemed  receipt  of  such  notice. 

21.2.  No  Implied  Waiver.  No  failure  by  Sublandlord  to  insist  upon  the  strict  performance  of 
any  obligation  of  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  or  to  exercise  any  right,  power  or  remedy  arising 
out  of  a breach  thereof,  irrespective  of  the  length  of  time  for  which  such  failure  continues,  no 
acceptance  of  full  or  partial  payment  of  Rent  due  hereunder  during  the  continuance  of  any  such 
breach,  and  no  acceptance  of  the  keys  to  or  possession  of  the  Premises  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
the  Term  by  any  Agent  of  Sublandlord,  shall  constitute  a waiver  of  such  breach  or  of 
Sublandlord's  right  to  demand  strict  compliance  with  such  term,  covenant  or  condition  or  operate 
as  a surrender  of  this  Sublease.  No  express  written  waiver  of  any  default  or  the  performance  of 
any  provision  hereof  shall  affect  any  other  default  or  performance,  or  cover  any  other  period  of 
time,  other  than  the  default,  performance  or  period  of  time  specified  in  such  express  waiver.  One 
or  more  written  waivers  of  a default  or  the  performance  of  any  provision  hereof  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a waiver  of  a subsequent  default  or  performance.  The  consent  of  Sublandlord 
given  in  any  instance  under  the  terms  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  relieve  Subtenant  of  any 
obligation  to  secure  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  in  any  oftier  or  future  instance  under  the  terms  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.3.  Amendments.  Neither  this  Sublease  nor  any  term  or  provision  hereof  may  be  changed, 
waived,  discharged  or  terminated,  except  by  a written  instrument  signed  by  the  Parties  hereto. 

21.4.  Authority.  If  Subtenant  signs  as  a corporation,  a partnership  or  a limited  liability 
company,  each  of  the  persons  executing  this  Sublease  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  does  hereby 
covenant  and  warrant  that  Subtenant  is  a duly  authorized  and  existing  entity,  that  Subtenant  has 
and  is  qualified  to  do  business  in  California,  that  Subtenant  has  full  right  and  authority  to  enter 
into  this  Sublease,  and  that  each  and  all  of  the  persons  signing  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  are 
authorized  to  do  so.  Upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with 
evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  confirming  the  foregoing  representations  and 
warranties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants 
that  it  has  full  power  to  make  the  waivers  and  releases,  indemnities  and  the  disclosures  set  forth 
herein,  and  that  it  has  received  independent  legal  advice  from  its  attorney  as  to  the  advisability  of 
entering  into  a sublease  containing  those  provisions  and  their  legal  effect. 

21.5.  Joint  and  Several  Obligations.  The  word  "Subtenant"  as  used  herein  shall  include  the 
plural  as  well  as  the  singular.  If  there  is  more  than  one  Subtenant,  the  obligations  and  liabilities 
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under  this  Sublease  imposed  on  Subtenant  shall  be  joint  and  several. 


21.6.  Interpretation  of  Sublease.  The  captions  preceding  the  articles  and  sections  of  this 
Sublease  and  in  the  table  of  contents  have  been  inserted  for  convenience  of  reference  only  and 
such  captions  shall  in  no  way  define  or  limit  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease. 
This  Sublease  has  been  negotiated  at  arm's  length  and  between  persons  sophisticated  and 
knowledgeable  in  the  matters  dealt  with  herein  and  shall  be  interpreted  to  achieve  the  intents  and 
purposes  of  the  Parties,  without  any  presumption  against  the  party  responsible  for  drafting  any 
part  of  this  Sublease.  Provisions  in  this  Sublease  relating  to  number  of  days  shall  be  calendar 
days,  unless  otherwise  specified,  provided  that  if  the  last  day  of  any  period  to  give  notice,  reply  to 
a notice  or  to  undertake  any  other  action  occurs  on  a Saturday,  Sunday  or  a bank  or  Sublandlord 
holiday,  then  the  last  day  for  undertaking  the  action  or  giving  or  replying  to  the  notice  shall  be 
the  next  succeeding  business  day.  Use  of  the  word  "including"  or  similar  words  shall  not  be 
construed  to  limit  any  general  term,  statement  or  other  matter  in  this  Sublease,  whether  or  not 
language  of  non-limitation,  such  as  "without  limitation"  or  similar  words,  are  used.  Unless 
otherwise  provided  herein,  whenever  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  is  required  to  be  obtained  by 
Subtenant  hereunder,  Sublandlord  may  give  or  withhold  such  consent  in  its  sole  and  absolute 
discretion. 

21.7.  Successors  and  Assigns.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  14.  the  terms,  covenants 
and  conditions  contained  in  this  Sublease  shall  bind  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  Sublandlord  and 
Subtenant  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  their  personal  representatives  and  successors 
and  assigns;  provided,  however,  that  upon  any  transfer  by  Sublandlord  (or  by  any  subsequent 
Sublandlord)  of  its  interest  in  the  Premises  as  lessee,  including  any  transfer  by  operation  of  Law, 
Sublandlord  (or  any  subsequent  Sublandlord)  shall  be  relieved  from  all  subsequent  obligations 
and  liabilities  arising  under  this  Sublease  subsequent  to  such  transfer. 

21.8.  Brokers.  Neither  party  has  had  any  contact  or  dealings  regarding  the  leasing  of  the 
Premises,  or  any  communication  in  connection  therewith,  through  any  licensed  real  estate  broker 
or  other  person  who  could  claim  a right  to  a commission  or  finder's  fee  in  connection  with  the 
Sublease  contemplated  herein.  In  the  event  that  any  broker  or  finder  perfects  a claim  for  a 
commission  or  finder's  fee  based  upon  any  such  contact,  dealings  or  communication,  the  party 
through  whom  the  broker  or  finder  makes  a claim  shall  be  responsible  for  such  commission  or 
fee  and  shall  Indemnify  the  other  party  from  any  and  all  Losses  incurred  by  the  indemnified  party 
in  defending  against  the  same.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  survive  any  termination  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.9.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person, 
entity  or  circumstance  shall,  to  any  extent,  be  invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  remainder  of  this 
Sublease,  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  persons,  entities  or  circumstances  other  than 
those  as  to  which  it  is  invalid  or  unenforceable,  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and  each  other 
provision  of  this  Sublease  shall  be  valid  and  be  enforceable  to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by 
Law. 
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21.10.  Governing  Law.  This  Sublease  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  in  accordance  with  the 
Laws  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  federal  government. 

21.11.  Entire  Agreement.  This  instrument  (including  the  exhibits  hereto,  which  are  made  a 
part  of  this  Sublease)  contains  the  entire  agreement  between  the  Parties  and  supersedes  all  prior 
written  or  oral  negotiations,  discussions,  understandings  and  agreements.  The  Parties  further 
intend  that  this  Sublease  shall  constitute  the  complete  and  exclusive  statement  of  its  terms  and 
that  no  extrinsic  evidence  whatsoever  (including  prior  drafts  of  this  Sublease  and  any  changes 
therefrom)  may  be  introduced  in  any  judicial,  administrative  or  other  legal  proceeding  involving 
this  Sublease.  Subtenant  hereby  acknowledges  that  neither  Sublandlord  nor  Sublandlord's 
Agents  have  made  any  representations  or  warranties  with  respect  to  the  Premises  or  this  Sublease 
except  as  expressly  set  forth  herein,  and  no  rights,  easements  or  licenses  are  or  shall  be  acquired 
by  Subtenant  by  implication  or  otherwise  unless  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

21.12.  Attorneys'  Fees.  In  the  event  that  either  Sublandlord  or  Subtenant  fails  to  perform  any  of 
its  obligations  under  this  Sublease  or  in  the  event  a dispute  arises  concerning  the  meaning  or 
interpretation  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  the  defaulting  party  or  the  party  not  prevailing  in 
such  dispute,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  pay  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  other 
party  in  enforcing  or  establishing  its  rights  hereunder  (whether  or  not  such  action  is  prosecuted  to 
judgment),  including,  without  limitation,  court  costs  and  reasonable  attorneys'  fees!  For  purposes 
of  this  Sublease,  reasonable  fees  of  attorneys  in  the  Office  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Attorney 
(Sublandlord's  General  Counsel)  shall  be  based  on  the  fees  regularly  charged  by  private  attorneys 
with  the 'equivalent  number  of  years  of  experience  in  the  subject  matter  area  of  the  law  for  which 
the  City  Attorney's  services  were  rendered  who  practice  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
in  law  firms  with  approximately  the  same  number  of  attorneys  as  employed  by  the  Office  of  the 
City  Attorney.  Further,  for  purposes  of  this  Sublease,  the  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  mean  the 
fees  and  expenses  of  counsel  to  the  Parties,  which  may  include  printing,  duplicating  and  other 
expenses,  air  freight  charges,  hiring  of  experts,  and  fees  billed  for  law  clerks,  paralegals, 
librarians  and  others  not  admitted  to  the  bar  but  performing  services  under  the  supervision  of  an 
attorney.  The  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  also  include,  without  limitation,  all  such  fees  and 
expenses  incurred  with  respect  to  appeals,  mediations,  arbitrations,  and  bankruptcy  proceedings, 
and  whether  or  not  any  action  is  brought  with  respect  to  the  matter  for  which  such  fees  and  costs 
were  incurred.  The  term  "attorney"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  the  term  "counsel". 

21.13.  Time  of  Essence.  Time  is  of  the  essence  with  respect  to  all  provisions  of  this  Sublease  in 
which  a definite  time  for  performance  is  specified. 

21.14.  Cumulative  Remedies.  All  rights  and  remedies  of  either  party  hereto  set  forth  in  this 
Sublease  shall  be  cumulative,  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  herein. 

21.15.  Survival  of  Indemnities.  Termination  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  either 
party  to  enforce  any  and  all  indemnities  and  representations  and  warranties  given  or  made  to  the 
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other  party  under  this  Sublease,  nor  shall  it  affect  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  that  expressly 
states  it  shall  survive  termination  hereof.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that, 
with  respect  to  each  of  the  indemnities  contained  in  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  has  an  immediate 
and  independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any 
claim  which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  the  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is 
or  may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is 
tendered  to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter. 

21.16.  Relationship  of  Parties.  Sublandlord  is  not,  and  none  of  the  provisions  in  this  Sublease 
shall  be  deemed  to  render  Sublandlord,  a partner  in  Subtenant's  business,  or  joint  venturer  or 
member  in  any  joint  enterprise  with  Subtenant.  This  Sublease  is  not  intended  nor  shall  it  be 
construed  to  create  any  third  party  beneficiary  rights  in  any  third  party,  unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided.  The  granting  of  this  Sublease  by  Sublandlord  does  not  constitute 
authorization  or  approval  by  Sublandlord  of  any  activity  conducted  by  Subtenant  on,  in  or 
relating  to  the  Premises. 

21.17.  Recording.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  not  record  this  Sublease  nor  any  memorandum 
or  short  form  hereof  in  the  official  records  of  any  county. 

21.18.  Non-Liability  of  Indemnified  Parties’  Officials,  Employees  and  Agents.  No  elective 
or  appointive  board,  commission,  member,  officer  or  employee  of  any  of  the  Indemnified  Parties 
shall  be  personally  liable  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  the  event  of  any  default  or 
breach  by  Sublandlord  or  for  any  amount  which  may  become  due  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  or  for  any  obligation  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease. 

21.19.  No  Discrimination.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  non-discrimination  provisions  of 
Section  19.1  of  the  Master  Lease,  including,  without  limitation,  posting  all  notices  required  ' 
therein. 

21.20.  Counterparts.  This  Sublease  may  be  executed  in  two  or  more  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  deemed  an  original,  but  all  of  which  taken  together  shall  constitute  one  and  the 
same  instrument.  • 

21.21.  Master  Landlord’s  Consent.  This  Sublease  is  expressly  conditioned  upon  receipt  of  the 
written  consent  of  Master  Landlord. 


22.  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 

22.1.  Signs.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  will  not  erect  or  maintain,  or  permit  to  be  erected  or 
maintained,  any  signs,  notices  or  graphics  upon  or  about  the  Premises  which  are  visible  in  or 
from  public  corridors  or  other  portions  of  any  common  areas  of  the  Premises  or  from  the  exterior 
of  the  Premises,  without  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  which  Sublandlord  may  withhold  or 
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grant  in  its  sole  discretion. 


22.2.  Public  Transit  Information.  Subtenant  shall  establish  and  carry  on  during  the  Term  a 
program  to  encourage  maximum  use  of  public  transportation  by  personnel  of  Subtenant 
employed  on  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  distribution  to  such  employees  of 
written  materials  explaining  the  convenience  and  availability  of  public  transportation  facilities 
adjacent  or  proximate  to  the  Premises  and  encouraging  use  of  such  facilities,  all  at  Subtenant's 
sole  expense. 

22.3.  TIHDI  Job  Broker.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  TIHDI  Work 
Force  Hiring  Plan  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F. 

22.4.  Local  Hiring.  Subtenant  further  agrees  to  use  good  faith  efforts  to  hire  residents  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  all  levels  of  Subtenant's  personnel  needs  and  to  contract 
with  local  businesses  for  Subtenant's  purchase  of  supplies,  materials,  equipment  or  services. 

22.5.  Non-Discrimination  in  City  Contracts  and  Benefits  Ordinance. 

(a)  Covenant  Not  to  Discriminate.  In  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
covenants  and  agrees  not  to  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  the  fact  or  perception  of  a person’s  race, 
color,  creed,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity, 
domestic  partner  status,  marital  status,  disability,  weight,  height  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  or  HIV  status  (AIDS/HIV  status)  against  any  employee  of,  any  City  employee  working 
with,  or  applicant  for  employment' with,  Subtenant  in  any  of  Subtenant’s  operations  within  the 
United  States,  or  against  any  person  seeking  accommodations,  advantages,  facilities,  privileges, 
services,  or  membership  in  all  business,  social,  or  other  establishments  or  organizations  operated 
by  Subtenant. 

(b)  Sub-Subleases  and  Other  Subcontracts.  Subtenant  shall  include  in  all  sub-subleases 
and  other  subcontracts  relating  to  the  Premises  a non-discrimination  clause  applicable  to  such 
sub-subtenant  or  other  subcontractor  in  substantially  the  form  of  subsection  (a)  above.  In 
addition,  Subtenant  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all  sub-subleases  and  other  subcontracts  the 
provisions  of  Sections  12B.2(a),  12B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  and  shall  require  all  sub-subtenants  and  other  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such 
provisions.  Subtenant’s  failure  to  comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  subsection  shall  constitute 
a material  breach  of  this  Sublease. 

(c)  Non-Discrimination  in  Benefits.  Subtenant  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and 
will  not  during  the  Term,  in  any  of  its  operations  or  in  San  Francisco  or  with  respect  to  its 
operations  under  this  Sublease  elsewhere  within  the  United  States,  discriminate  in  the  provision 
of  bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits,  membership  or  membership 
discounts,  moving  expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits  or  travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any 
benefits  other  than  the  benefits  specified  above,  between  employees  with  domestic  partners  and 
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employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between  the  domestic  partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees, 
where  the  domestic  partnership  has  been  registered  with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state 
or  local  law  authorizing  such  registration,  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  12B.2(b) 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

(d)  HRC  Form.  As  a condition  to  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  execute  the  “Chapter  12B 
Declaration:  Nondiscrimination  in  Contracts  and  Benefits”  form  (Form  HRC-12B-101)  with 
supporting  documentation  and  secure  the  approval  of  the  form  by  the  San  Francisco  Human 
Rights  Commission  (the  “HRC”).  Subtenant  hereby  represents  that  prior  to  execution  of  this 
Sublease,  (i)  Subtenant  executed  and  submitted  to  the  HRC  Form  HRC-128-101  with  supporting 
documentation;  and  (ii)  the  HRC  approved  such  form. 

(e)  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference.  The  provisions  of 
Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  relating  to  non-discrimination 
by  parties  contracting  for  the  lease  of  City  property  are  incorporated  in  this  Section  by  reference 
and  made  a part  of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  Subtenant  shall  comply  fully 
with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this  Sublease  under  such  Chapters  of  the 
Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  in  such  Chapters. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  understands  that  pursuant  to  Section  12B.2(h)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  a penalty  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  person  for  each 
calendar  day  during  which  such  person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Sublease  may  be  assessed  against  Subtenant  and/or  deducted  from  any  payments  due 
Subtenant. 

22.6.  MacBride  Principles  - Northern  Ireland.  The  City  urges  companies  doing  business  in 
Northern  Ireland  to  move  toward  resolving  employment  inequities  and  encourages  them  to  abide 
by  the  MacBride  Principles  as  expressed  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  12F.1,  et 
seq.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  also  urges  San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business 
with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  has 
read  and  understands  the  above  statement  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  concerning 
doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland. 

22.7.  Tropical  Hardwood  and  Virgin  Redwood  Ban.  The  City  urges  companies  not  to 
import,  purchase,  obtain  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical  hardwood,  tropical  hardwood  wood 
product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  product.  Except  as  expressly  permitted  by  the 
application  of  Section  802(b)  and  803(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant 
shall  not  provide  any  items  to  the  construction  of  tenant  improvements  or  Alterations  in  the 
Premises,  or  otherwise  in  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  which  are  tropical  hardwoods, 
tropical  hardwood  wood  products,  virgin  redwood,  or  virgin  redwood  wood  products.  In  the 
event  Subtenant  fails  to  comply  in  good  faith  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  8 of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant  shall  be  liable  for  liquidated  damages  for  each  violation 
in  an  amount  equal  to  Subtenant's  net  profit  on  the  contract,  or  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  contract  dollars,  whichever  is  greater. 
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22.8.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Subtenant  states  that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
8.105  and  8.106  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  certifies  that  it  knows  of  no  facts  which  would 
constitute  a violation  of  such  provisions.  Subtenant  further  certifies  that  it  has  made  a complete 
disclosure  to  the  Sublandlord  of  all  facts  bearing  on  any  possible  interests,  direct  or  indirect, 
which  Subtenant  believes  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Sublandlord  presently  has  or  will  have 
in  this  Sublease  or  in  the  performance  thereof  or  in  any  portion  of  the  profits  thereof.  Willful 
failure  by  Subtenant  to  make  such  disclosure,  if  any,  shall  constitute  grounds  for  the 
Sublandlord's  termination  and  cancellation  of  this  Sublease. 

22.9.  Wages  and  Working  Conditions.  Subtenant  agrees  that  any  person  performing  labor  in 
the  construction  of  any  tenant  improvements  and  any  Alterations  to  the  Premises,  which 
Subtenant  provides  under  this  Sublease,  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  as  required  by  Section  6.22(E)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  hours  and  working  conditions,  and  shall  receive  the  same  benefits  as  in  each  case  are 
provided  for  similar  work  performed  in  San  Francisco,  California.  Subtenant  shall  include,  in 
any  contract  for  construction  of  such  tenant  improvements  and  Alterations,  a requirement  that  all 
persons  performing  labor  under  such  contract  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing 
rate  of  wages  for  the  labor  so  performed.  Subtenant  shall  require  any  contractor  to  provide,  and 
shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  upon  request,  certified  payroll  reports  with  respect  to  all  persons 
performing  labor  in  the  construction  of  such  tenant  improvement  work  or  any  Alterations  to  the 
Premises. 

22.10.  Prohibition  of  Tobacco  Advertising.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  no 
advertising  of  cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  is  allowed  on  any  real  property  owned  by  or  under 
the  control  of  Sublandlord  or  the  City,  including  the  Premises  and  the  Property.  This  prohibition 
includes  the  placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,'  selling  or  distributing  cigarettes  or 
tobacco  products  or  the  name  of  any  cigarette  or  tobacco  product  in  any  promotion  of  any  event 
or  product.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  any  advertisement  sponsored  by  a state,  local  or 
nonprofit  entity  designed  to  communicate  the  health  hazards  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  products 
or  to  encourage  people  not  to  smoke  or  to  stop  smoking. 

22.11.  Pesticide  Prohibition.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  308  of 
Chapter  3 of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  (the  "Pesticide  Ordinance")  which  (i)  prohibit 
the  use  of  certain  pesticides  on  City  property,  (ii)  require  the  posting  of  certain  notices  and  the 
maintenance  of  certain  records  regarding  pesticide  usage  and  (iii)  require  Subtenant  to  submit  to 
Sublandlord  an  integrated  pest  management  ("IPM")  plan  that  (a)  lists,  to  the  extent  reasonably 
possible,  the  types  and  estimated  quantities  of  pesticides  that  Subtenant  may  need  to  apply  to  the 
Premises  during  the  terms  of  this  Sublease,  (b)  describes  the  steps  Subtenant  will  take  to  meet 
the  City’s  IPM  Policy  described  in  Section  300  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance  and  (c)  identifies,  by 
name,  title,  address  and  telephone  number,  an  individual  to  act  as  Subtenant's  primary  IPM 
contact  person  with  the  City.  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  303(a)  and  303(b)  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance. 
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22.12.  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance.  The  City  has  adopted  a First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance 
(Board  of  Supervisors  Ordinance  No.  264  98)  which  establishes  specific  requirements, 
procedures  and  monitoring  for  first  source  hiring  of  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals  for  entry  level  positions.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  Sublandlord  adopts  a First 
Source  Hiring  Implementation  and  Monitoring  Plan  in  accordance  with  the  First  Source  Hiring 
Ordinance,  Subtenant  shall  enter  into  a First  Source  Hiring  Agreement  that  meets  the  applicable 
requirements  of  Section  83.9  of  the  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance. 

22.13.  Sunshine  Ordinance.  In  accordance  with  Section  67.24(e)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  contracts,  contractors’  bids,  leases,  agreements,  responses  to  Requests  for 
Proposals,  and  all  other  records  of  communications  between  City  departments  and  persons  or 
firms  seeking  contracts  will  be  open  to  inspection  immediately  after  a contract  has  been  awarded. 
Nothing  in  this  provision  requires  the  disclosure  of  a private  person’s  or  organization’s  net  worth 
or  other  proprietary  financial  data  submitted  for  qualification  for  a contract,  lease,  agreement  or 
other  benefit  until  and  unless  that  person  or  organization  is  awarded  the  contract,  lease, 
agreement  or  benefit.  Information  provided  which  is  covered  by  this  Section  will  be  made 
available  to  the  public  upon  request. 

22.14.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges 
that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15.103  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  Article  III, 
Chapter  2 of  City's  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Section  87100  et  seq.  and 
Section  1 090  et  seq.  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does 
not  know  of  any  facts  which  would  constitute  a violation  of  said  provisions,  and  agrees  that  if 
Subtenant  becomes  aware  of  any  such  fact  during  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
immediately  notify  Sublandlord. 

22.15.  Charter  Provision.  This  Sublease  is  governed  by  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

22.16.  Requiring  Health  Benefits  for  Covered  Employees.  Unless  exempt,  Subtenant  agrees 
to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Care  Accountability 
Ordinance  (HCAO),  as  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  12Q,  including 
the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing  regulations,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  12Q  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this 
Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  The  text  of  the  HCAO  is  available  on  the  web  at 
www.dph.sf.ca.us/HCRes/Resolutions/2004Res/HCResl02004.shtml.  Capitalized  terms  used  in 
this  Section  and  not  defined  in  this  Sublease  shall  have  the  meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in 
Chapter  12Q. 

(a)  For  each  Covered  Employee,  Subtenant  shall  provide  the  appropriate  health  benefit  set 
forth  in  Section  12Q.3  of  the  HCAO.  If  Subtenant  chooses  to  offer  the  health  plan  option,  such 
health  plan  shall  meet  the  minimum  standards  set  forth  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission. 
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(b)  Notwithstanding  the  above,  if  Subtenant  is  a small  business  as  defined  in 

Section  12Q.3(d)  of  the  HCAO,  it  shall  have  no  obligation  to  comply  with  Subsection  (a)  above. 

(c)  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  HCAO  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this 
Sublease.  Sublandlord  shall  notify  Subtenant  if  such  a breach  has  occurred.  If,  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  receiving  City's  written  notice  of  a breach  of  this  Sublease  for  violating  the  HCAO, 
Subtenant  fails  to  cure  such  breach  or,  if  such  breach  cannot  reasonably  be  cured  within  such 
period  of  thirty  (30)  days,  Subtenant  fails  to  commence  efforts  to  cure  within  such  period,  or 
thereafter  fails  diligently  to  pursue  such  cure  to  completion,  Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to 
pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  Section  12Q.5(f)(l-5).  Each  of  these  remedies  shall  be 
exercisable  individually  or  in  combination  with  any  other  rights  or  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord. 

(d)  Any  Subcontract  entered  into  by  Subtenant  shall  require  the  Subcontractor  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  HCAO  and  shall  contain  contractual  obligations  substantially  the  same  as 
those  set  forth  in  this  Section.  Subtenant  shall  notify  City's  Purchasing  Department  when  it 
enters  into  such  a Subcontract  and  shall  certify  to  the  Purchasing  Department  that  it  has  notified 
the  Subcontractor  of  the  obligations  under  the  HCAO  and  has  imposed  the  requirements  of  the 
HCAO  on  Subcontractor  through  the  Subcontract.  Each  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  its 
Subcontractors'  compliance  with  this  Chapter.  If  a Subcontractor  fails  to  comply,  the 
Sublandlord  may  pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  this  Section  against  Subtenant  based  on  the 
Subcontractor’s  failure  to  comply,  provided  that  Sublandlord  has  first  provided  Subtenant  with 
notice  and  ah  opportunity  to  obtain  a cure  of  the  violation. 

(e)  Subtenant  shall  not  discharge,  reduce  in  compensation,  or  otherwise  discriminate  against 
any  employee  for  notifying  Sublandlord  with  regard  to  Subtenant's  compliance  or  anticipated 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  HCAO,  for  opposing  any  practice  proscribed  by  the 
HCAO,  for  participating  in  proceedings  related  to  the  HCAO,  or  for  seeking  to  assert  or  enforce 
any  rights  under  the  HCAO  by  any  lawful  means. 

(f)  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  not  an  entity  that  was  set  up,  or  is  being  used, 
for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  intent  of  the  HCAO. 

(g)  Subtenant  shall  keep  itself  informed  of  the  current  requirements  of  the  HCAO. 

(h)  Subtenant  shall  provide  reports  to  Sublandlord  in  accordance  with  any  reporting  standards 
promulgated  by  Sublandlord  under  the  HCAO,  including  reports  on  Subcontractors  and 
Subtenants,  as  applicable. 

(i)  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  access  to  records  pertaining  to  compliance  with 
the  HCAO  after  receiving  a written  request  from  Sublandlord  to  do  so  and  being  provided  at  least 
five  (5)  business  days  to  respond. 
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(j)  Sublandlord  may  conduct  random  audits  of  Subtenant  to  ascertain  its  compliance  with 
HCAO.  Subtenant  agrees  to  cooperate  with  Sublandlord  when  it  conducts  such  audits. 

(k)  If  Subtenant  is  exempt  from  the  HCAO  when  this  Sublease  is  executed  because  its 
amount  is  less  than  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  (or  [Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($50,000)  if  Subtenant  is  a qualified  nonprofit),  but  Subtenant  later  enters  into  an  agreement  or 
agreements  that  cause  Subtenant's  aggregate  amount  of  all  agreements  with  Sublandlord  to  reach 
Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000),  all  the  agreements  shall  be  thereafter  subject  to  the 
HCAO.  This  obligation  arises  on  the  effective  date  of  the  agreement  that  causes  the  cumulative 
amount  of  agreements  between  Subtenant  and  the  Contracting  Department  to  be  equal  to  or 
greater  than  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000)  in  the  fiscal  year. 

22.17.  Notification  of  Limitations  on  Contributions.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1.126  of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign 
and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  any  person  who  contracts  with  the  City  for  the 
selling  or  leasing  of  any  land  or  building  to  or  from  the  City  whenever  such  transaction  would 
require  approval  by  a City  elective  officer  or  the  board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves, 
from  making  any  campaign  contribution  to  the  officer  at  any  time  from  the  commencement  of 
negotiations  for  such  contract  until  the  termination  of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  three  (3) 
months  has  elapsed  from  the  date  the  contract  is  approved  by  the  City  elective  officer,  or  the 
board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves.  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission 
Regulation  1.126-1  provides  that  negotiations  are  commenced  when  a prospective  contractor  first 
communicates  with  a City  officer  or  employee  about  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a specific 
contract.  This  communication  may  occur  in  person,  by  telephone  or  in  writing,  and  may  be 
initiated  by  the  prospective  contractor  or  a City  officer  or  employee.  Negotiations  are  completed 
when  a contract  is  finalized  and  signed  by  the  City  and  the  contractor.  Negotiations  are 
terminated  when  the  City  and/or  the  prospective  contractor  end  the  negotiation  process  before  a 
final  decision  is  made  to  award  the  contract. 

22.18.  Preservation-Treated  Wood  Containing  Arsenic.  As  of  July  1,  2003,  Subtenant  may 
not  purchase  preservative-treated  wood  products  containing  arsenic  in  the  performance  of  this  • 
Sublease  unless  an  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  Environment  Code  Chapter  1 3 is 
obtained  from  the  Department  of  Environment  under  Section  1304  of  the  Environment  Code. 

The  term  "preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic"  shall  mean  wood  treated  with  a 
preservative  that  contains  arsenic,  elemental  arsenic,  or  an  arsenic  copper  combination, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  chromated  copper  arsenate  preservative,  ammoniac  copper  zinc 
arsenate  preservative,  or  ammoniacal  copper  arsenate  preservative.  Subtenant  may  purchase 
preservative-treated  wood  products  on  the  list  of  environmentally  preferable  alternatives  prepared 
and  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Environment.  This  provision  does  not  preclude  Subtenant 
from  purchasing  preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic  for  saltwater  immersion.  The  term 
"saltwater  immersion"  shall  mean  a pressure-treated  wood  that  is  used  for  construction  purposes 
or  facilities  that  are  partially  or  totally  immersed  in  saltwater. 
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22.19.  Resource  Efficient  City  Buildings  and  Pilot  Projects.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  enacted  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  Sections  700  to 
707  relating  to  resource-efficient  City  buildings  and  resource-efficient  pilot  projects.  Subtenant 
hereby  agrees  that  it  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  such  code  sections. 

22.20.  Food  Serv  ice  Waste  Reduction.  Subtenant  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by 
all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction  Ordinance,  as  set  forth  in  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Chapter  1 6,  including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing 
guidelines  and  rules.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  16  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and 
made  a part  of  this  Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  This  provision  is  a material  term  of  this 
Sublease.  By  entering  into  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  agrees  that  if  it  breaches  this  provision, 
Sublandlord  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to 
determine;  further,  Subtenant  agrees  that  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  liquidated 
damages  for  the  first  breach,  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  liquidated  damages  for  the  second 
breach  in  the  same  year,  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  liquidated  damages  for  subsequent 
breaches  in  the  same  year  is  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  damage  that  Sublandlord  will  incur 
based  on  the  violation,  established  in  light  of  the  circumstances  existing  at  the  time  this  Sublease 
was  made.  Such  amounts  shall  not  be  considered  a penalty,  but  rather  agreed  monetary  damages 
sustained  by  Sublandlord  because  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

22.21.  Estoppel  Certificates.  At  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
Sublandlord's  request,  Subtenant  will  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  Sublandlord  a 
statement  certifying  the  following  matters:  (a)  the  Commencement  Date  and  Expiration  Date  of 
this  Sublease;  (b)  that  this  Sublease  is  unmodified  and  in  full  force  and  effect  (or  if  there  have 
been  modifications,  that  this  Sublease  is  in  full  force  and  effect  as  modified  and  the  date  and 
nature  of  such  modifications);  (c)  the  dates  to  which  the  Rent  has  been  paid;  (d)  that  there  are  no 
Events  of  Default  under  this  Sublease  (or  if  there  are  any  Events  of  Default,  the  nature  of  such 
Event  of  Default);  and  (e)  any  other  matters  reasonably  requested  by  Sublandlord.  Sublandlord 
and  Subtenant  intend  that  any  such  statement  delivered  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  may  be  relied 
upon  by  any  assignee  of  Sublandlord's  interest  in  the  Master  Lease  or  this  Sublease,  any 
mortgagee  or  any  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  of  the  building  or  land  on  which  the 
Premises  are  located.  Subtenant  irrevocably  appoints  Sublandlord,  as  Subtenant's  agent,  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  Sublandlord  any  such  instrument  if  Subtenant  fails  to  do  so, 
which  failure  shall  also  be  an  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 

22.22.  Addendum.  The  terms  of  the  Addendum  attached  to  this  Sublease  are  incorporated  into 
the  Sublease  by  reference.  In  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  Sublease  and  the 
Addendum,  the  terms  of  the  Addendum  shall  control. 
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Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  have  executed  this  Sublease  in  triplicate  as  of  the  date  first 
written  above.

BACKGROUND 

The  SFGG  Rugby  Foundation,  Inc.,  a California  non-profit  corporation  (hereafter  referred  to  as 
"SFGG”  or  "Subtenant"),  has  been  a subtenant  in  good  standing  with  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  (hereafter  referred  to  as  the  "Authority”)  for  over  three  years.

PROPOSED  MONTHLY  BASE  RENT 

Under  the  Authority’s  Interim  Subleasing  Policy,  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  sets  ranges 
of  minimum  sublease  rental  rates  per  square  foot  by  type  of  use  and  facility  for  office  and 
industrial  space.  Authority  Staff  reviews  and  analyzes  available  commercial  data  including 
market  comparables  of  properties  similarly  situated  to  the  Authority  properties  and  evaluates  the 
Authority  transactions  over  the  past  12  months  to  establish  fair  market  value.  The  Authority 
Board  last  approved  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  in  July  2007,  by  Resolution  No.  07-54- 
07/11. 


The  Subleasing  Policy  has  established  a Minimum  Rental  Rate  of  $0.05  PSF  for  use  of  unpaved 
land  as  industrial  yards,  and  $1.00  PSF  for  Building  34.  However,  according  to  the  Authority 
commissioned  Cameghi-Blum  Market  Rent  Appraisal  conducted  in  February  2007,  athletic 
fields  have  no  rental  value.  The  proximity  of  this  location  to  the  rugby  field  makes  it  more 
appropriate  for  use  as  an  athletic  field  than  as  an  industrial  yard. 

In  2005,  SFGG  developed  an  athletic  field  and  netball  court,  as  well  as  renovated  portions  of 
Building  34.  The  total  cost  of  this  improvement  project  was  over  $350,000. 

Parcel  A:  Authority  Staff  and  SFGG  have  negotiated  a Sublease  with  a monthly  rental  rate  of 
$.25  per  square  foot.  Although  the  rental  rate  of  $1 .00  per  square  foot  is  $.75  per  square  foot 
below  the  Authority  Approved  Minimum  Rent  Schedule  for  2007  and  2008,  Authority  staff 
believes  the  public  and  community  benefits  along  with  the  improvements  made  by  SFGG  far 
exceed  the  rental  rate  difference  and  represents  fair  market  value  at  this  time. 

Parcels:  B and  C:  SF  Fog,  San  Francisco  Little  League,  and  San  Francisco  Gaelic  Athletic 
Association  are  provided  field  space  on  Treasure  Island  at  no  base  rent,  subject  to  the  condition 
that  the  clubs  assume  all  responsibility  for  maintenance  and  repairs  and  contribute  to  the 
community  by  reaching  out  to  Treasure  Island  residents  to  introduce  them  to  the  sport  and  by 
making  facilities,  training  and  athletic  events  available  to  the  Treasure  Island  community  for 
free.  SFGG  offers  to  provide  the  same  benefits  to  the  Treasure  Island  community.  . 

FINANCIAL  IMPACT 

The  new.  Sublease  will  provide  an  increase  of  approximately  $1 1,184.00  per  year  tp  the 
Authority’s  budget. 

RECOMMENDATION 

The  Authority  Staff  recommends  that  the  Authority  Board  of  Directors  retroactively  approve  the 
Sublease  with  SFGG  Rugby  Foundation,  Inc.,  a California  non-profit  corporation,  and  authorize 
the  Director  of  Island  Operations  or  her  designee  to  execute  said  Sublease  for  Parcel  A:

TREASURE  ISLAND  SUBLEASE 


THIS  SUBLEASE  (the  "Sublease"),  dated  for  reference  purposes  only  as  of 
December  1,  2007,  is  by  and  between  the  TREASURE  ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT 
AUTHORITY,  a California  public  benefit  corporation  (“Sublandlord”),  and  SFGG  RUGBY 
FOUNDATION,  INC.,  a California  non-profit  corporation  (“Subtenant”).  From  time  to  time, 
Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  together  shall  be  referred  to  herein  as  the  “Parties”. 

This  Sublease  is  made  with  reference  to  the  following  facts  and  circumstances: 

A.  The  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of 
Navy  (“Master  Landlord”)  and  Sublandlord  entered  into  a lease  dated  September  4,  1 998,  as 
amended  from  time  to  time  (the  “Master  Lease”),  a copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as 
Exhibit  A.  Under  the  Master  Lease,  the  Master  Landlord  leased  to  Sublandlord  certain  real 
property  located  on  Treasure  Island  Naval  Station  (the  “Property”),  as  more  particularly 
described  in  the  Master  Lease. 

B.  Subtenant  desires  to  sublet  from  Sublandlord,  and  Sublandlord  is  willing 
to  sublet  to  Subtenant,  a portion  of  the  Property  on  the  terms  and  conditions  contained  in  this 
Sublease. 


NOW  THEREFORE,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  hereby  agree  as  follows:

Permitted  Use 

2.  PREMISES 

2.1.  Subleased  Premises.  Subject  to  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease, 
Sublandlord  subleases  to  Subtenant  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  have  the  non-exclusive  right 
to  use,  together  with  other  subtenants  in  the  Facility,  the  lobbies,  corridors,  elevators,  stairways 
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and  other  public  areas  of  the  Facility  and  the  Property  (collectively,  the  "Common  Areas"),  and 
the  non-exclusive  right  of  access  to  and  from  the  Premises  by  the  main  entrances  to  the  Facility 
and  the  Property. 

In  the  event  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  space  outside  the  Premises  without  the  prior 
written  consent  of  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area"),  then  upon  written  notice  from 
Sublandlord  ("Notice  to  Vacate"),  Subtenant  shall  immediately  vacate  such  Encroachment  Area 
and  pay  as  additional  rent  for  each  day  Subtenant  used,  occupied,  uses  or  occupies  such 
Encroachment  Area,  an  amount  equal  to  the  rentable  square  footage  of  the  Encroachment  Area, 
multiplied  by  the  higher  of  the  (a)  highest  rental  rate  then  approved  by  Sublandlord's  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  Premises  or  the  Facility,  or  (b)  then  current  fair  market  rent  for  such 
Encroachment  Area,  as  reasonably  determined  by  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area 
Charge").  If  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  such  Encroachment  Area  for  a fractional  month,  then  the 
Encroachment  Area  Charge  for  such  period  shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

In  no  event  shall  acceptance  by  Sublandlord  of  the  Encroachment  Area  Charge  be  deemed  a 
consent  by  Sublandlord  to  the  use  or  occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  by  Subtenant  or  a 
waiver  (or  be  deemed  as  waiver)  by  Sublandlord  of  any  and  all  other  rights  and  remedies  of 
Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease  (including  Subtenant's  obligation  to  indemnify,  defend  and  hold 
Sublandlord  harmless  as  set  forth  in  the  last  paragraph  of  this  Section  2.1),  at  law  or  in  equity. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  amount,  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional 
rent,  an  amount  equaling  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  upon  delivery  of  the  initial  Notice  to 
Vacate  plus  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area.  In  the  event 
Sublandlord  determines  during  subsequent  inspection(s)  that  Subtenant  has  failed  to  vacate  the 
Encroachment  Area,  then  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional  rent,  an  amount 
equaling  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  for  each  additional  Notice  to  Vacate,  if  applicable, 
delivered  by  Sublandlord  to  Subtenant  following  each  inspection.  The  parties  agree  that  the 
charges  associated  with  each  inspection  of  the  Encroachment  Area,  delivery  of  each  Notice  to 
Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area  represent  a fair  and  reasonable  estimate  of  the 
administrative  cost  and  expense  which  Sublandlord  will  incur  by  reason  of  Sublandlord's 
inspection  of  the  Premises,  issuance  of  each  Notice  to  Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment 
Area.  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  applicable  Notice  to  Vacate  and  Sublandlord's  right 
to  impose  the  foregoing  charges  shall  be  in  addition  to  and  not  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  other  rights 
and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease,  at  law  or  in  equity.  The  amounts  set  forth  in 
this  Section  2.1  shall  be  due  within  three  (3)  business  days  following  the  applicable  Notice  to 
Vacate  and/or  separate  invoice  relating  to  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the 
Encroachment  Area. 

In  addition  to  the  rights  and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  as  set  forth  in  the  immediately 
foregoing  two  paragraphs  of  this  Section  2.1.  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  indemnity  and 
exculpation  provision  set  forth  in  Section  16  below  shall  also  apply  to  Subtenant's  use  and 
occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  as  if  the  Premises  originally  included  the  Encroachment 
Area,  and  Subtenant  shall  additionally  indemnify,  defend  and  hold  Sublandlord  harmless  from

and  against  any  and  all  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  delay  by  Subtenant  in  so  surrendering  the 
Encroachment  Area  including,  without  limitation,  any  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  any  claims 
against  Sublandlord  made  by  any  tenant  or  prospective  tenant  founded  on  or  resulting  from  such 
delay  and  losses  to  Sublandlord  due  to  lost  opportunities  to  lease  any  portion  of  the 
Encroachment  Area  to  any  such  tenant  or  prospective  tenant,  together  with,  in  each  case,  actual 
attorneys’  fees  and  costs. 

By  placing  their  initials  below,  each  party  specifically  confirms  the  accuracy  of  the 
statements  made  in  this  Section  2.1  and  the  reasonableness  of  the  amount  of  the  charges 
described  in  this  Section  2.1.

2.2.  As  Is  Condition  of  Premises. 

(a)  Inspection  of  Premises.  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  Subtenant  has  conducted 
a thorough  and  diligent  inspection  and  investigation,  either  independently  or  through  its  officers, 
directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and  contractors,  and  their 
respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of  them  (“Subtenant's 
Agents”),  of  the  Premises  and  the  suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 
Subtenant  is  fully  aware  of  the  needs  of  its  operations  and  has  determined,  based  solely  on  its 
own  investigation,  that  the  Premises  are  suitable  for  its  operations  and  intended  uses.  As  part  of 
its  inspection  of  the  Premises,  Subtenant  acknowledges  its  receipt  and  review  of  the  Seismic 
Report  referenced  in  Section  2.2(c)  below  and  the  Joint  Inspection  Report  referenced  in  Section  6 
of  the  Master  Lease. 

(b)  As  Is;  Disclaimer  of  Representations.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the 
Premises  are  being  subleased  and  accepted  in  their  "AS  IS,  WITH  ALL  FAULTS"  condition, 
without  representation  or  warranty  of  any  kind,  and  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  statutes, 
ordinances,  resolutions,  regulations,  proclamations,  orders  or  decrees  of  any  municipal,  county, 
state  or  federal  government  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over 
the  Premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  currently  in  effect  or  adopted  in  the  future  and 
whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  Parties,  including  without  limitation  the  orders  and 
citations  of  any  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over  life  and  safety  issues  concerning  the 
Premises  governing  the  use,  occupancy,  management,  operation  and  possession  of  the  Premises 
(“Laws”).  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  this  Sublease  is  made  subject  to  any  and  all  covenants, 
conditions,  restrictions,  easements  and  other  title  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  whether  or  not  of  record.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  neither  Sublandlord, 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (“City”),  nor  any  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  or  contractors,  or  their  respective  heirs,  legal 
representatives,  successors  and  assigns  (“Sublandlord’s  Agents”)  have  made,  and  Sublandlord 
hereby  disclaims,  any  representations  or  warranties,  express  or  implied,  concerning  (i)  title  or 
survey  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  (ii)  the  physical,  geological,  seismological  or 
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environmental  condition  of  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  matters  described  in 
the  Seismic  Report  (as  defined  below),  (iii)  the  quality,  nature  or  adequacy  of  any  utilities  serving 
the  Premises,  (iv)  the  feasibility,  cost  or  legality  of  constructing  any  Alterations  on  the  Premises 
if  required  for  Subtenant's  use  and  permitted  under  this  Sublease,  (v)  the  safety  of  the  Premises, 
whether  for  the  use  by  Subtenant  or  any  other  person,  including  Subtenant’s  Agents  or 
Subtenant’s  clients,  customers,  vendors,  invitees,  guests,  members,  licensees,  assignees  or 
subtenants  (“Subtenant’s  Invitees”),  or  (vi)  any  other  matter  whatsoever  relating  to  the  Premises 
or  their  use,  including,  without  limitation,  any  implied  warranties  of  merchantability  or  fitness 
for  a particular  purpose. 

(c)  Seismic  Report.  Without  limiting  Section  2.2(b)  above,  Subtenant  expressly 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that  it  received  and  read  that  certain  report  dated 
August  1995,  entitled  “ Treasure  Island  Reuse  Plan:  Physical  Characteristics,  Building  and 
Infrastructure  Conditions,  ” prepared  for  the  Office  of  Military  Base  Conversion,  Department  of 
City  Planning,  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Seismic  Report”),  a copy  of  the  cover  page  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C.  Subtenant 
has  had  an  adequate  opportunity  to  review  the  Seismic  Report  with  expert  consultants  of  its  own 
choosing.  The  Seismic  Report,  among  other  matters,  describes  the  conditions  of  the  soils  of  the 
Property  and  points  out  that  in  the  area  of  the  Property  where  the  Premises  are  located,  an 
earthquake  of  magnitude  7 or  greater  is  likely  to  cause  the  ground  under  and  around  the  Premises 
to  spread  laterally  to  a distance  of  ten  (10)  or  more  feet  and/or  result  in  other  risks.  In  that  event, 
there  is  a significant  risk  that  any  structures  or  improvements  located  on  or  about  the  Premises, 
may  fail  structurally  and  collapse. 

3.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  MASTER  LEASE 

3.1.  Incorporation  by  Reference.  All  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Master  Lease  are 
hereby  incorporated  by  reference  into  this  Sublease  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

3.2.  Performance  of  Master  Landlord's  Obligations.  Sublandlord  does  not  assume  the 
obligations  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease.  With  respect  to  work,  services,  repairs, 
restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  other 
obligations  required  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease,  Sublandlord's  sole  obligation 
with  respect  thereto  shall  be  to  request  the  same,  on  request  in  writing  by  Subtenant,  and  to  use 
reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  the  same  from  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  shall  cooperate  with 
Sublandlord  as  may  be  required  to  obtain  from  Master  Landlord  any  such  work,  services,  repairs, 
repainting,  restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  of 
Master  Landlord's  obligations  under  the  Master  Lease. 

3.3.  Conflict.  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Sublease  conflict  with  any  portion  of  the  Master 
Lease  as  incorporated  herein,  then  the  terms  of  the  Master  Lease  shall  govern. 


3.4.  Compliance  with  Master  Lease.  Subtenant  shall  not  do  or  permit  to  be  done  anything 
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which  would  constitute  a violation  or  a breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  provisions  of  the 
Master  Lease  or  which  would  cause  the  Master  Lease  to  be  terminated  or  forfeited  by  virtue  of 
any  rights  of  termination  reserved  by  or  vested  in  the  Master  Landlord. 


4.  TERM 

4.1.  Term  of  Sublease.  The  term  of  this  Sublease  (the  “Term”)  shall  commence  on  the 
Commencement  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  and  expire  on  the  Expiration 
Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  unless  Sooner  terminated  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  this  Sublease. 

4.2.  Effective  Date.  This  Sublease  shall  become  effective  on  the  date  (the  "Effective  Date") 
upon  the  later  of  (i)  the  Parties'  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Sublease,  (ii)  Sublandlord's  Board 
of  Director's  approval  of  this  Sublease  at  a duly  noticed  meeting,  if  such  approval  is  required,  or 
(iii)  the  Commencement  Date. 

4.3.  Automatic  Termination.  If  the  Master  Lease  terminates  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  this 
Sublease  shall  automatically  terminate  and  the  Parties  shall  thereafter  be  relieved  from  all 
liabilities  and  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  except  for  liabilities  and  obligations  which 
expressly  survive  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has 
reviewed  the  Master  Lease,  is  aware  of  the  circumstances  upon  which  the  Master  Lease  may  be 
terminated  and  hereby  assumes  all  risks  associated  with  the  automatic  termination  of  this 
Sublease  because  of  the  termination  of  the  Master  Lease. 

4.4.  Termination  by  Sublandlord.  Subtenant's  period  of  occupancy  of  the  Premises  is 
subject  to  Sublandlord's  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  as  provided  herein  at  such  time  as 
Sublandlord  determines,  in  its  sole  discretion,  that  the  Premises  are  needed  in  connection  with  a 
Sublandlord  program  or  project.  As  used  herein,  "Sublandlord  program  or  project"  shall  mean 
any  development  or  renovation,  by  public  and/or  private  parties,  of  the  building  or  land  in  or  on 
which  the  Premises  are  located.  In  the  event  of  any  such  development  or  renovation, 

Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  without  liability  or  expense  upon 
delivery  to  Subtenant  of  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice  of  such  termination.  Subtenant 
agrees  and  shall  be  required  to  surrender  possession  of  the  Premises  by  the  end  of  such  thirty  (30) 
day  period. 

4.5.  No  Relocation  Assistance;  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not 
be  a displaced  person  as  that  term  is  defined  under  the  California  Government  Code  Section 
7260  et  seq.  ("California  Relocation  Act")  and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real 
Property  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.  C.  4601  et  seq.  ("URA"),  and  that  Subtenant  will  not  be  entitled  to 
any  relocation  benefits  provided  under  the  California  Relocation  Act  and  the  URA,  including  any 
moving  expenses,  reimbursement  for  costs  associated  with  increased  rent,  loss  of  goodwill  or 
other  costs  related  to  the  termination  of  Subtenant's  Lease  and  Subtenant's  relocation  from  the 
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Premises.  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all 
claims  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue,  Sublandlord,  its  departments,  commissions,  officers, 
directors  and  employees,  agents,  contractors  and  successors  and  assigns  and  all  persons  acting  by, 
through  or  under  each  of  them,  under  any  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all  claims 
for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  Sublandlord  under  federal  and  state  relocation 
assistance  laws  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  California  Government  Code  Section  7260,  et  seq., 
and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.C. 
4601,  et  seq.). 

Initials:  Subtenant 

5.  RENT 

5.1.  Base  Rent.  Throughout  the  Term,  beginning  on  the  Commencement  Date,  Subtenant 
shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  Base  Rent  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information. 
Base  Rent  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  without  prior  demand  and  without  any  deduction,  setoff, 
or  counterclaim  whatsoever.  Base  Rent  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
in  advance,  at  the  Notice  Address  of  Sublandlord  provided  in  Section  21.1  hereof  or  such  other 
place  as  Sublandlord  may  designate  in  writing.  If  the  Commencement  Date  occurs  on  a date 
other  than  the  first  day  of  a calendar  month,  or  the  Sublease  terminates  on  a day  other  than  the 
last  day  of  a calendar  month,  then  the  monthly  payment  of  Base  Rent  for  such  fractional  month 
shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

5.2.  Adjustments  in  Base  Rent.  If  this  Sublease  has  not  been  terminated,  then  on  each  Rent 
Adjustment  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  the  Base  Rent  shall  be  increased  by 
the  Rent  Increase  Percentage  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease  Information. 

5.3.  Additional  Charges.  In  addition  to  Base  Rent,  Subtenant  shall  pay  all  other  charges 
related  to  the  Premises  otherwise  payable  by  Subtenant  to  Sublandlord  hereunder,  including, 
without  limitation,  all  late  charges  and  default  interest  attributable  to  late  payments  and/or 
defaults  of  Subtenant  hereunder,  all  utility  charges,  and  any  amounts  other  than  Base  Rent  that 
shall  become  due  and  payable  by  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  (together,  the  “Additional 
Charges”).  Together,  Base  Rent  and  Additional  Charges  shall  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the 
“Rent”. 


5.4.  Late  Charge.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  pay  any  Rent  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  the 
same  is  due  and  payable,  such  unpaid  amount  will  be  subject  to  a late  payment  charge  equal  to 
six  percent  (6%)  of  the  unpaid  amount  in  each  instance.  The  late  payment  charge  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant,  after  negotiation,  as  a reasonable  estimate  of  the 
additional  administrative  costs  and  detriment  that  Sublandlord  will  incur  as  a result  of  any  such 
failure  by  Subtenant,  the  actual  costs  thereof  being  extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
determine.  The  late  payment  charge  constitutes  liquidated  damages  to  compensate  Sublandlord 
for  its  damages  resulting  from  such  failure  to  pay  and  Subtenant  shall  promptly  pay  such  charge 


to  Sublandlord  together  with  such  unpaid  amount. 


5.5.  Default  Interest.  If  any  Rent  is  not  paid  within  ten  (10)  days  following  the  due  date, 
such  unpaid  amount  shall  bear  interest  from  the  due  date  imtil  paid  at  the  rate  of  ten  percent 
(10%)  per  year.  However,  interest  shall  not  be  payable  on  late  charges  incurred  by  Subtenant  nor 
on  any  amounts  on  which  late  charges  are  paid  by  Subtenant  to  the  extent  this  interest  would 
cause  the  total  interest  to  be  in  excess  of  that  which  an  individual  is  lawfully  permitted  to  charge. 
Payment  of  interest  shall  not  excuse  or  cure  any  default  by  Subtenant. 

6.  TAXES,  ASSESSMENTS  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES 

6.1.  Taxes  and  Assessments,  Licenses,  Permit  Fees  and  Liens. 

(a)  Payment  Responsibility.  Subtenant  shall  pay  any  and  all  real  and  personal  property 
taxes,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  possessory  interest  taxes,  general  and  special  assessments, 
excises,  licenses,  permit  fees  and  other  charges  and  impositions  of  every  description  levied  on  or 
assessed  against  the  Premises,  any  Alterations,  Subtenant's  Personal  Property,  or  Subtenant's  use 
of  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations  during  the  Term.  Subtenant  shall  make  all  such  payments 
directly  to  the  charging  authority  when  due  and  payable  and  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to 
delinquency.  However,  with  respect  to  real  property  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  or  assessed 
against  the  Premises  for  which  Sublandlord  receives  the  tax  bill  directly  from  the  taxing 
authority,  Subtenant  shall  reimburse  Sublandlord  for  payment  of  such  sums  immediately  upon 
demand. 

(b)  Taxability  of  Possessory  Interest.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  recognizes 
and  agrees  that  this  Sublease  may  create  a possessory  interest  subject  to  property  taxation  and 
that  Subtenant  may  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  property  taxes  levied  on  such  interest. 

(c)  No  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  not  allow  or  suffer  a lien  for  any  taxes  payable  by  Subtenant 
hereunder  to  be  imposed  upon  the  Premises  or  upon  any  equipment  or  other  property  located 
thereon  without  discharging  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  in  no  event  subsequent  to 
delinquency. 

(d)  Reporting  Information.  Subtenant  agrees  to  provide  such  information  as  Sublandlord 
may  request  to  enable  Sublandlord  to  comply  with  any  possessory  interest  tax  reporting 
requirements  applicable  to  this  Sublease. 

6.2.  Evidence  of  Payment.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  furnish  to 
Sublandlord  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  when  any  charges  are  due  and  payable,  official 
receipts  of  the  appropriate  taxing  authority  or  other  evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to 
Sublandlord,  evidencing  payment  thereof. 

7.  USE;  COVENANTS  TO  PROTECT  PREMISES 
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7.1.  Subtenant's  Permitted  Use.  Subtenant  may  use  the  Premises  for  the  Permitted  Use  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  but  for  no  other  purpose  without  the  prior  written 
consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent  may  be  given  or  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and 
absolute  discretion. 

7.2.  Subtenant's  Access  to  the  Premises.  As  provided  in  Section  30  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Subtenant  shall  have  access  to  the  Premises  on  a 24-hours  per  day,  seven  days  a week  basis; 
provided,  however,  Subtenant  shall  coordinate  such  access  with  the  local  representative  of 
Master  Landlord. 

7.3.  Rules  and  Regulations.  Subtenant  agrees  to  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  regarding 
the  Premises  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D.  and  any  additional  rules  regarding  security,  ingress, 
egress,  safety  and  sanitation  applicable  to  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  as  such  rules  and 
regulations  may  be  prescribed  by  Master  Landlord  or  Sublandlord  from  time  to  time. 

7.4.  Easements.  This  Sublease  shall  be  subject  to  all  outstanding  easements  and  rights-of- 
way  for  location  of  any  type  of  facility  over,  across,  in,  and  upon  the  Premises  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  to  the  right  of  Master  Landlord  to  grant  such  additional  easements  and  rights-of-way 
over,  across,  in  and  upon  the  Premises  as  Master  Landlord  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  public 
interest  (“Additional  Easements”);  provided  that,  as  provided  in  Section  29  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Master  Landlord  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  interference  with  Subtenant’s 
operations  hereunder  caused  by  the  granting  of  any  such  Additional  Easements  and  the  granting 
of  such  Additional  Easements  shall  be  conditioned  on  the  assumption  by  the  grantee  thereof  of 
liability  to  Subtenant  for  such  damages  as  Subtenant  shall  suffer  for  property  destroyed  or 
property  rendered  unusable  on  account  of  the  grantee’s  exercise  of  its  rights  thereunder.  There  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  holders  of  such  Additional  Easements  as  are  presently  outstanding  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  granted,  to  any  workers  officially  engaged  in  the  construction, 
installation,  maintenance,  operation,  repair  or  replacement  of  facilities  located  thereon,  and  to 
any  federal,  state  or  local  official  engaged  in  the  official  inspection  thereof,  such  reasonable 
rights  of  ingress  and  egress  over  the  Premises  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties  with  regard  to  such  facilities. 

7.5.  No  Interference  with  Navy  Operations.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  operations,  nor 
make  any  Alterations  (as  defined  below),  that  would  interfere  with  or  otherwise  restrict  Master 
Landlord’s  operations  or  environmental  clean-up  or  restoration  actions  by  the  Master  Landlord, 
Sublandlord,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the  State  of  California  or  their  contractors. 
Environmental  clean-up,  restoration  or  testing  activities  by  these  Parties  shall  take  priority  over 
Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises  in  the  event  of  any  conflict;  provided,  however,  in  such  event, 
Master  Landlord  and  Sublandlord  shall  use  their  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  disruption  of 
Subtenant’s  operation. 

7.6.  No  Unlawful  Uses,  Nuisances  or  Waste.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
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shall  not  use,  occupy  or  permit  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  of  the  Premises  in  any  unlawful 
manner  or  for  any  illegal  purpose,  or  permit  any  offensive,  noisy  or  hazardous  use  or  any  waste 
on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  eliminate  any  nuisances  or  hazards  relating  to  its 
activities  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  any  business,  place  any  sales 
display,  or  advertise  in  any  manner  in  areas  on  or  about  the  Property  outside  of  the  Premises. 

8.  ALTERATIONS 

8.1.  Alterations.  Subtenant  shall  not  construct,  install,  make  or  permit  to  be  made  any 
alterations,  installations  or  additions  (“Alterations”)  in,  to  or  about  the  Premises,  without 
Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  consent  may  given  or  withheld  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  Subject  to  Sublandlord's  consent  as  provided  above, 
any  Alterations  shall  be  done  at  Subtenant's  sole  expense  (i)  in  strict  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  approved  in  advance  by  Sublandlord  in  writing,  (ii)  by  duly  licensed  and  bonded 
contractors  or  mechanics  approved  by  Sublandlord,  (iii)  in  a good  and  professional  manner, 

(iv)  in  strict  compliance  with  all  Laws,  and  (v)  subject  to  all  other  conditions  that  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  impose.  In  no  event  shall  the  construction,  installation  or  the  making  of  any 
Alterations  impair  the  use  or  operation  of  the  Property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  Sublandlord's  or 
Master  Landlord’s  access  thereto.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  work  on  the  Premises  to 
construct  any  Alterations,  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  expense,  shall  procure  all  required  permits  and 
approvals  and  shall  promptly  upon  receipt  deliver  copies  of  all  such  documents  to  Sublandlord. 
No  material  change  from  the  plans  and  specifications  for  any  Alterations  approved  by 
Sublandlord  may  be  made  without  Sublandlord's  prior  consent.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  course  of  construction  on  the  Premises  at  all  times. 

8.2.  Historic  Properties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that,  pursuant  to  Section  15  of  the  Master  Lease,  no  Alterations  may  be 
made  to  any  improvements  on  the  Premises  (i)  which  will  affect  the  historic  characteristics  of  the 
improvements  or  modify  the  appearance  of  the  exterior  of  the  improvements  without  Master 
Landlord's  and  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  or  (ii)  if  such  Alterations  would  preclude 
qualifying  the  improvements  for  inclusion  on  the  National  Register  for  Historic  Places. 

8.3.  Ownership  of  Alterations.  Any  Alterations  constructed  on  or  affixed  to  the  Premises  by 
or  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  limitations  of  this  Section  8 shall  be  and 
remain  Subtenant's  property  during  the  Term.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
shall  remove  all  such  Alterations  from  the  Premises  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
19  hereof,  unless  Sublandlord,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  limiting  any  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  8.1  above,  requires  that  such  Alterations  remain  on  the  Premises  following  the  expiration 
or  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

8.4.  Subtenant’s  Personal  Property  . All  furniture,  furnishings  and  articles  of  movable 
personal  property  and  equipment  used  upon  or  installed  in  the  Premises  by  or  for  the  account  of 
Subtenant  that  can  be  removed  without  structural  or  other  material  damage  to  the  Premises  (all  of 
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which  are  herein  called  "Subtenant's  Personal  Property")  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of 
Subtenant  and  shall  be  removed  by  Subtenant,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  1 9 hereof. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  providing  any  security  or  other  protection  of  or 
maintenance  to  Subtenant’s  Personal  Property. 

8.5.  Sublandlord's  Alterations.  Sublandlord  reserves  the  right  at  any  time  to  make 
alterations,  additions,  repairs,  deletions  or  improvements  to  the  common  areas  or  any  other  part 
of  the  improvements  on  the  Premises;  provided,  that  any  such  alterations  or  additions  shall  not 
materially  adversely  affect  the  functional  utilization  of  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein. 


9.  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

9.1.  Subtenant  Responsible  for  Maintenance  and  Repair.  Subtenant  assumes  full  and  sole 
responsibility  for  the  condition,  operation,  repair  and  maintenance  and  management  of  the 
Premises  from  and  after  the  Commencement  Date  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  in  good  condition 
and  repair.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  performance  of  any  repairs,  changes  or 
alterations  to  the  Premises,  nor  shall  Sublandlord  be  liable  for  any  portion  of  the  cost  thereof. 
Subtenant  shall  make  all  repairs  and  replacements,  interior  and  exterior,  structural  as  well  as  non- 
structural,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  which  may  be  necessary  to 
maintain  the  Premises  at  all  times  in  a clean,  safe,  attractive  and  sanitary  condition  and  in  good 
order  and  repair,  to  Sublandlord's  and  Master  Landlord’s  reasonable  satisfaction,  provided, 
however,  that  neither  Subtenant  nor  Sublandlord  shall  be  required  to  make  structural  repairs  or 
Alterations  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the  Commencement 
Date.  If  any  portion  of  the  Premises  is  damaged  by  any  activities  conducted  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately,  at  its  sole 
cost,  repair  all  such  damage  and  restore  the  Premises  to  its  previous  condition. 

9.2.  Utilities.  Sublandlord  shall  provide  the  basic  utilities  and  services  described  in  the 
attached  Exhibit  E (the  “Standard  Utilities  and  Services”)  to  the  Premises,  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  therein.  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  furnishing,  at  its  sole  cost, 
any  utilities  or  services  other  than  or  in  excess  of  the  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  that 
Subtenant  may  need  for  its  use  of  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  pay,  without  set  off  or 
counterclaim,  all  amounts  due  and  owing  for  such  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  at  the  rates 
provided  in  and  as  otherwise  set  forth  in  Exhibit  E. 

9.3.  Landscaping.  Subtenant  shall  maintain  the  exterior  landscaping  of  the  Premises  in  good 
condition  and  repair. 

9.4.  Janitorial  Services.  Subtenant  shall  provide  all  janitorial  services  for  the  Premises. 

9.5.  Pest  Control.  Subtenant  shall  provide  and  pay  for  all  pest  control  services  required 
within  the  Premises,  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  of  all  pests  at  all  times. 
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9.6.  Trash.  Subtenant  shall  deposit  all  trash  into  designated  containers  in  the  Premises  in 
compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F.  Subtenant  shall  pay  for 
the  removal  of  trash  from  the  designated  containers.  Subtenant  shall  abide  by  all  rules 
established  by  Sublandlord  or  Master  Landlord  for  the  handling  of  trash. 

9.7.  No  Right  to  Repair  and  Deduct.  Subtenant  expressly  waives  the  benefit  of  any  existing 
or  future  Laws  or  judicial  or  administrative  decision  that  would  otherwise  permit  Subtenant  to 
make  repairs  or  replacements  at  Sublandlord's  expense,  or  to  terminate  this  Sublease  because  of 
Sublandlord's  failure  to  keep  the  Premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  good  order,  condition  or  repair, 
or  to  abate  or  reduce  any  of  Subtenant's  obligations  hereunder  on  account  of  the  Premises  or  any 
part  thereof  being  in  need  of  repair  or  replacement.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
expressly  waives  the  provisions  of  California  Civil  Code  Sections  1932,  1941  and  1942  or  any 
similar  Laws  with  respect  to  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  terminate  this  Sublease  and  with  respect  to 
any  obligations  of  Sublandlord  hereunder  or  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  make  repairs  or 
replacements  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  Rent. 

10.  LIENS 

10.1.  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  from  any  liens  arising  out  of  any  work 
performed,  material  furnished  or  obligations  incurred  by  or  for  Subtenant.  In  the  event  Subtenant 
does  not,  within  five  (5)  days  following  the  imposition  of  any  such  lien,  cause  the  lien  to  be 
released  of  record  by  payment  or  posting  of  a proper  bond,  Sublandlord  shall  have  in  addition  to 
all  other  remedies  provided  herein  and  by  law  or  equity  the  right,  but  not  the  obligation,  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  released  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deem  proper,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
payment  of  the  claim  giving  rise  to  such  lien.  All  such  sums  paid  by  Sublandlord  and  all 
expenses  it  incurs  in  connection  therewith  (including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys' 
fees)  shall  be  payable  to  Sublandlord  by  Subtenant  upon  demand.  Sublandlord  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  to  post  and  keep  posted  on  the  Premises  any  notices  permitted  or  required  by 
law  or  that  Sublandlord  deems  proper  for  its  protection  and  protection  of  the  Premises  from 
mechanics'  and  materialmen's  liens.  Subtenant  shall  give  Sublandlord  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days' 
prior  written  notice  of  the  commencement  of  any  repair  or  construction  on  any  of  the  Premises. 

1 1 . COMPLIANCE  WITH  LAWS 

11.1.  Compliance  with  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  promptly,  at  its  sole  expense,  maintain  the 
Premises  and  Subtenant’s  use  and  operations  thereon  in  strict  compliance  at  all  times  with  all 
present  and  future  Laws,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary; 
provided,  however  Subtenant  shall  not  be  required  to  make  repairs  or  structural  changes  to  the 
Premises  required  solely  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the 
Commencement  Date  or  not  related  to  Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises,  unless  the  requirement 
for  such  changes  is  imposed  as  a result  of  any  Alterations  made  or  requested  to  be  made  by 
Subtenant.  Such  Laws  shall  include,  without  limitation,  all  Laws  relating  to  health  and  safety 
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and  disabled  accessibility  including,  without  limitation,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  42 
U.S.C.  §§  12101  et  seq.  and  Title  24  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  all  present  and  future 
Environmental  Laws  (as  defined  in  this  Sublease  below),  and  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code.  No  occurrence  or  situation  arising  during  the  Term,  nor  any 
present  or  future  Law,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  and  however  extraordinary,  shall  give 
Subtenant  any  right  to  seek  redress  against  Sublandlord  for  failing  to  comply  with  any  Laws. 
Subtenant  waives  any  rights  now  or  hereafter  conferred  upon  it  by  any  existing  or  future  Law  to 
compel  Sublandlord  to  make  any  repairs  to  comply  with  any  such  Laws,  on  account  of  any  such 
occurrence  or  situation. 

11.2.  Regulatory'  Approvals. 

(a)  Responsible  Party.  Subtenant  understands  and  agrees  that  Subtenant's  use  of  the 
Premises  and  construction  of  any  Alterations  permitted  hereunder  may  require  authorizations, 
approvals  or  permits  from  governmental  regulatory  agencies  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Premises. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  obtaining  any  and  all  such  regulatory  approvals, 
including  without  limitation,  any  liquor  permits  or  approvals.  Subtenant  shall  not  seek  any 
regulatory  approval  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  Sublandlord.  Subtenant  shall 
bear  all  costs  associated  with  applying  for,  obtaining  and  maintaining  any  necessary  or 
appropriate  regulatory  approval  and  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  satisfying  any  and  all 
conditions  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies  as  part  of  a regulatory  approval.  Any  fines  or 
penalties  levied  as  a result  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any 
regulatory  approval  shall  be  immediately  paid  and  discharged  by  Subtenant,  and  Sublandlord 
shall  have  no  liability,  monetary  or  otherwise,  for  any  such  fines  or  penalties.  Subtenant  shall 
indemnify,  protect,  defend  and  hold  harmless  forever  ("Indemnify")  Sublandlord,  City  and 
Master  Landlord,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  all  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees,  contractors,  boards,  commissions, 
departments,  agencies  and  other  subdivisions  and  each  of  the  persons  acting  by,  through  or  under 
each  of  them,  and  their  respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of 
them  (the  “Indemnified  Parties”),  against  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  losses,  liabilities, 
damages,  liens,  injuries,  penalties,  fines,  lawsuits  and  other  proceedings,  judgments  and  awards 
and  costs  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  and  consultants'  fees 
and  costs  (“Losses”)  arising  in  connection  with  Subtenant's  failure  to  obtain  or  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  any  regulatory  approval. 

11.3.  Compliance  with  Sublandlord's  Risk  Management  Requirements.  Subtenant  shall 
not  do  anything,  or  permit  anything  to  be  done,  in  or  about  the  Premises  or  to  any  Alterations 
permitted  hereunder  that  would  create  any  unusual  fire  risk,  and  shall  take  commercially 
reasonable  steps  to  protect  Sublandlord  from  any  potential  premises  liability.  Subtenant  shall 
faithfully  observe,  at  its  expense,  any  and  all  reasonable  requirements  of  Sublandlord's  Risk 
Manager  with  respect  thereto  and  with  the  requirements  of  any  policies  of  commercial  general 
liability,  all  risk  property  or  other  policies  of  insurance  at  any  time  in  force  with  respect  to  the 
Premises  and  any  Alterations  as  required  hereunder. 
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12. 


ENCUMBRANCES 


12.1.  Encumbrance  By  Subtenant.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in 
this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  not  under  any  circumstances  whatsoever  create  any  mortgage,  deed 
of  trust,  assignment  of  rents,  fixture  filing,  security  agreement,  or  similar  security  instrument,  or 
other  lien  or  encumbrance  or  assignment  or  pledge  of  an  asset  as  security  in  any  manner  against 
the  Premises  or  Sublandlord's  or  Subtenant’s  interest  under  this  Sublease. 

13.  DAMAGE  OR  DESTRUCTION 

13.1.  Damage  or  Destruction  to  the  Premises.  In  the  case  of  damage  to  or  destruction  of  the 
Premises  by  earthquake,  fire,  flood  or  any  other  casualty,  which  (i)  is  not  caused  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  (ii)  is  not  covered  by  the  insurance  described  in 
Section  17  below,  (iii)  prevents  Subtenant  from  operating  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein,  and  (iv)  costs  more  to  repair  than  the  Repair  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease 
Information,  either  party  may  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice 
and  upon  any  such  termination  Subtenant  shall  surrender  the  Premises  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  (except  for  damage  caused  by  a casualty  pursuant  to  which  this  Sublease  may  be 
terminated  under  this  Section  13.1)  and  both  Parties  shall  be  relieved  of  any  liability  for  such 
termination  or  for  repairing  such  damage.  If  neither  Party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in 
this  Section  13.1,  then  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  promptly  restore,  repair,  replace  or  rebuild 
J:he  Premises  to  the  condition  the  Premises  were  in  prior  to  such  damage  or  destruction,  subject  to 
any  Alterations  made  in  strict  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  8.1  above.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  Sublandlord  have  any  obligation  to  repair,  replace  or  rebuild  the  Premises  in 
.the  event  of  a casualty. 

13.2.  No  Abatement  in  Rent.  In  the  event  of  any  damage  or  destruction  to  the  Premises,  and 
if  neither  party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in  Section  13.1  above,  there  shall  be  no 
abatement  in  the  Rent  payable  hereunder. 

13.3.  Waiver.  The  Parties  understand  and  agree  that  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section 
are  intended  to  govern  fully  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  Parties  in  the  event  of  damage  or 
destruction  to  the  Premises  or  Alterations,  and  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  each  hereby  waives 
and  releases  any  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  in  whole  or  in  part  under  Sections  1932.2  and 
1933.4  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  or  under  any  similar  Laws  now  or  hereafter  in  effect,  to 
the  extent  such  rights  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

14.  ASSIGNMENT  AND  SUBLETTING 

14.1.  Restriction  on  Assignment  and  Subletting.  Subtenant  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly 
(including,  without  limitation,  by  merger,  acquisition  or  other  transfer  of  any  controlling  interest 
in  Subtenant),  voluntarily  or  by  operation  of  Law,  sell,  assign,  encumber,  pledge,  sublease  or 
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otherwise  transfer  any  part  of  its  interest  in  or  rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises,  any  Alterations 
or  its  interest  in  this  Sublease,  or  permit  any  portion  of  the  Premises  to  be  occupied  by  anyone 
other  than  itself,  or  sublet  any  portion  of  the  Premises  (a  "Transfer"),  without  Sublandlord's  prior 
written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  Sublandlord  may  grant  or  withhold  in  its  sole  and 
absolute  discretion.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  a written  notice  of  its  intention  to 
Transfer  this  Sublease  or  the  Premises,  together  with  a copy  of  the  proposed  Transfer  agreement 
at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  date  of  the  proposed  Transfer.  Subtenant 
shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  such  information  regarding  the  proposed  Transfer  as  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  request. 

14.2.  Bonus  Rental.  If  Sublandlord  consents  to  a Transfer  of  any  of  Subtenant's  interest  in  or 
rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises  pursuant  to  Section  14.1  above,  then  one  hundred  percent 
(100%)  of  any  rent  or  other  consideration  payable  to  Subtenant  in  excess  of  the  Base  Rent 
payable  hereunder  (or  the  proportionate  share  thereof  applicable  to  the  portion  of  the  Premises 
that  is  subject  to  the  Transfer)  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  immediately  upon  receipt  by 
Subtenant. 

15.  DEFAULT;  REMEDIES 

15.1.  Events  of  Default.  Any  of  the  following  shall  constitute  an  event  of  default  ("Event  of 
Default")  by  Subtenant  hereunder: 

(a)  Failure  to  Pay  Rent.  Any  failure  to  pay  any  Rent  or  any  other  sums  due  hereunder, 
including  sums  due  for  utilities,  within  five  (5)  days  after  such  sums  are  due; 

(b)  Covenants,  Conditions  and  Representations.  Any  failure  to  perform  or  comply  with 
any  other  covenant,  condition  or  representation  made  under  this  Sublease;  provided,  Subtenant 
shall  have  a period  of  ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  written  notice  from  Sublandlord  of  such 
failure  within  which  to  cure  such  default  under  this  Sublease,  or,  if  such  default  is  not  capable  of 
cure  within  such  10-day  period,  Subtenant  shall  have  a reasonable  period  to  complete  such  cure  if 
Subtenant  promptly  undertakes  action  to  cure  such  default  within  such  1 0-day  period  and 
thereafter  diligently  prosecutes  the  same  to  completion  and  uses  its  best  efforts  to  complete  such 
cure  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  receipt  of  notice  of  default  from  Sublandlord; 

(c)  Vacation  or  Abandonment.  Any  abandonment  of  the  Premises  for  more  than  fourteen 
(14)  consecutive  days; 

(d)  Bankruptcy.  The  appointment  of  a receiver  to  take  possession  of  all  or  substantially  all 
of  the  assets  of  Subtenant,  or  an  assignment  by  Subtenant  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  or  any 
action  taken  or  suffered  by  Subtenant  under  any  insolvency,  bankruptcy,  reorganization, 
moratorium  or  other  debtor  relief  act  or  statute,  whether  now  existing  or  hereafter  amended  or 
enacted;  and 
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(e)  Notices  of  Default.  The  delivery  to  Subtenant  of  three  (3)  or  more  notices  of  default 
within  any  twelve  (12)  month  period,  irrespective  of  whether  Subtenant  actually  cures  such 
default  within  the  specified  time  period,  may,  in  the  sole  and  absolute  discretion  of  the  Authority, 
be  deemed  an  incurable  breach  of  this  Sublease  allowing  the  Authority  to  immediately  terminate 
this  Sublease  without  further  notice  or  demand  to  Subtenant. 

15.2.  Remedies.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant,  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  following  rights  and  remedies  in  addition  to  all  other  rights  and  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord  at  Law  or  in  equity: 

(a)  Terminate  Sublease  and  Recover  Damages.  The  rights  and  remedies  provided  by 
California  Civil  Code  Section  1951.2  (damages  on  termination  for  breach),  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  right  to  terminate  Subtenant's  right  to  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  recover 
the  worth  at  the  time  of  award  of  the  amount  by  which  the  unpaid  Rent  for  the  balance  of  the 
Term  after  the  time  of  award  exceeds  the  amount  of  rental  loss  for  the  same  period  that 
Subtenant  proves  could  be  reasonably  avoided,  as  computed  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  of  such 
Section  1 95 1 .2.  Sublandlord's  efforts  to  mitigate  the  damages  caused  by  Subtenant's  breach  of 
this  Sublease  shall  not  waive  Sublandlord's  rights  to  recover  unmitigated  damages  upon 
termination. 

(b)  Appointment  of  Receiver.  The  right  to  have  a receiver  appointed  for  Subtenant  upon 
application  by  Sublandlord  to  take  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  apply  any  rental  collected 
from  the  Premises  and  to  exercise  all  other  rights  and  remedies  granted  to  Sublandlord  pursuant 
to  this  Sublease. 

15.3.  Sublandlord's  Right  to  Cure  Subtenant's  Defaults.  If  Subtenant  defaults  in  the 
performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  then  Sublandlord  may  at  any  time 
thereafter  with  three  (3)  days  prior  written  notice  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  as 
determined  by  Sublandlord  where  prior  notice  by  Sublandlord  is  impractical),  remedy  such  Event 
of  Default  for  Subtenant's  account  and  at  Subtenant's  expense.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to 
Sublandlord,  as  Additional  Charges,  promptly  upon  demand,  all  sums  expended  by  Sublandlord, 
or  other  costs,  damages,  expenses  or  liabilities  incurred  by  Sublandlord,  including,  without 
limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  in  remedying  or  attempting  to  remedy  such  Event  of 
Default.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
Nothing  herein  shall  imply  any  duty  of  Sublandlord  to  do  any  act  that  Subtenant  is  obligated  to 
perform  under  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  and  Sublandlord's  cure  or  attempted  cure  of 
Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  shall  not  constitute  a waiver  of  Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  or  any 
rights  or  remedies  of  Sublandlord  on  account  of  such  Event  of  Default. 

16.  RELEASE  AND  WAIVER  OF  CLAIMS;  INDEMNIFICATION 

16.1.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents, 
covenants  and  agrees  that  the  Indemnified  Parties  shall  not  be  responsible  for  or  liable  to 
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Subtenant  for,  and,  to  the  fullest  extent  allowed  by  any  Laws,  Subtenant  hereby  waives  all  rights 
against  the  Indemnified  Parties  and  releases  them  from,  any  and  all  Losses,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  incidental  and  consequential  damages,  relating  to  any  injury,  accident  or  death  of  any 
person  or  loss  or  damage  to  any  property,  in  or  about  the  Premises,  from  any  cause  whatsoever, 
including  without  limitation,  partial  or  complete  collapse  of  the  Premises  due  to  an  earthquake  or 
subsidence,  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or 
willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing: 

(a)  Subtenant  expressly  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the  Rent  payable  hereunder  does  not 
take  into  account  any  potential  liability  of  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  any  consequential  or 
incidental  damages  including,  but  not  limited  to,  lost  profits  arising  out  of  disruption  to 
Subtenant's  uses  hereunder.  Sublandlord  would  not  be  willing  to  enter  into  this  Sublease  in  the 
absence  of  a complete  waiver  of  liability  for  consequential  or  incidental  damages  due  to  the  acts 
or  omissions  of  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  Subtenant  expressly  assumes  the  risk  with  respect 
thereto.  Accordingly,  without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other 
waivers  contained  in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims, 
demands,  rights,  and  causes  of  action  for  consequential  and  incidental  damages  and  covenants 
not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  such  damages  arising  out  of  this  Sublease  or  the  uses 
authorized  hereunder,  including,  without  limitation,  any  interference  with  uses  conducted  by 
Subtenant  pursuant  to  this  Sublease  regardless  of  the  cause. 

(b)  Without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other  waivers  contained 
in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  fully 
RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  rights,  and 
causes  of  action  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  or 
future  Laws,  statutes,  or  regulations,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  claim  for  inverse 
condemnation  or  the  payment  of  just  compensation  under  the  law  of  eminent  domain,  or 
otherwise  at  equity,  in  the  event  that  Sublandlord  terminates  this  Sublease  because  of  such  claim 
for  inverse  condemnation  or  eminent  domain. 

(c)  As  part  of  Subtenant's  agreement  to  accept  the  Premises  in  its  "As  Is"  condition  as 
provided  herein,  and  without  limiting  such  agreement  and  any  other  waiver  contained  herein, 
Subtenant  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and 
forever  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all 
Losses,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise 
on  account  of  or  in  any  way  be  connected  with  the  physical  or  environmental  condition  of  the 
Premises  and  any  related  improvements  or  any  Laws  or  regulations  applicable  thereto  or  the 
suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 

(d)  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not  be  a displaced  person  at  the  time  this  Sublease  is 
terminated,  and  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  the  Indemnified 
Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses  and  any  and  all  claims,  demands  or  rights  against  any  of  the 
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Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  and  future  Laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all 
claims  for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  federal  and  state 
relocation  assistance  laws. 

(e)  Without  limiting  any  other  waiver  contained  herein.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its 
successors  and  assigns,  hereby  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and  forever  RELEASES, 
WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses,  whether  direct 
or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise  on  account  of  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  Indemnified  Parties'  decision  to  Sublease  the  Premises  to  Subtenant, 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  such  decision  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of  gross 
negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties. 

(f)  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  never  to  file,  commence,  prosecute  or  cause  to  be  filed, 
commenced  or  prosecuted  against  the  Indemnified  Parties  any  claim,  action  or  proceeding  based 
upon  any  claims,  demands,  causes  of  action,  obligations,  damages,  losses,  costs,  expenses  or 
liabilities  of  any  nature  whatsoever  encompassed  by  the  waivers  and  releases  set  forth  in  this 
Section  16.1. 


(g)  In  executing  these  waivers  and  releases.  Subtenant  has  not  relied  upon  any  representation 
or  statement  other  than  as  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

(h)  Subtenant  had  made  such  investigation  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  these  waivers  and 
releases  as  it  deems  necessary’  and  assumes  the  risk  of  mistake  with  respect  to  such  facts.  These 
waivers  and  releases  are  intended  to  be  final  and  binding  on  Subtenant  regardless  of  any  claims 
of  mistake. 

(i)  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  releases,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar 
w ith  Section  1542  of  the  California  Civil  Code,  w hich  reads: 

A general  release  does  not  extend  to  claims  which  the  creditor  does 
not  know  or  suspect  to  exist  in  his  favor  at  the  time  of  executing  the 
release,  w hich  if  known  by  him  must  have  materially  affected  his 
settlement  with  the  debtor. 

Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  releases  contained  herein  include  all  known  and 
unknown,  disclosed  and  undisclosed,  and  anticipated  and  unanticipated  claims.  Subtenant 
realizes  and  acknow  ledges  that  it  has  agreed  upon  this  Sublease  in  light  of  this  realization  and, 
being  fully  aw  are  of  this  situation,  it  nevertheless  intends  to  waive  the  benefit  of  Civil  Code 
Section  1 542,  or  any  statute  or  other  similar  law-  now  or  later  in  effect.  The  waivers  and  releases 
contained  herein  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

16.2.  Subtenant's  Indemnity.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents,  shall 
Indemnify'  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  and  against  any  and  all  Losses  arising  out  of  Subtenant’s 
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use  of  the  Premises,  including  but  not  limited  to,  any  Losses  arising  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  out  of:  (a)  any  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  property  owned  by  or  in  the 
custody  of  Subtenant  or  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees;  (b)  any  accident,  injury  to  or 
death  of  a person,  including,  without  limitation,  Subtenant’s  Agents  and  Subtenant’s  Invitees, 
howsoever  or  by  whomsoever  caused,  occurring  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises;  (c)  any  default  by 
Subtenant  in  the  observation  or  performance  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  of  this 
Sublease  to  be  observed  or  performed  on  Subtenant's  part;  (d)  the  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or 
management,  or  manner  of  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or  management  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  or  any  person  or  entity  claiming  through  or  under  any  of  them,  of 
the  Premises  or  any  Alterations;  (e)  any  construction  or  other  work  undertaken  by  Subtenant  on 
or  about  the  Premises;  and  (f)  any  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant's  Agents 
or  Subtenant's  Invitees,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations,  except  to  the  extent  that 
such  Indemnity  is  void  or  otherwise  unenforceable  under  any  applicable  Laws  in  effect  on  or 
validly  retroactive  to  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and  further  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses 
are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or  intentional  wrongful  acts  and  omissions  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  shall  include,  without  limitation,  reasonable  fees 
of  attorneys,  consultants  and  experts  and  related  costs  and  Sublandlord's  costs  of  investigating 
any  Loss.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  an  immediate  and 
independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  claim 
which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  this  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is  or 
may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered 
to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter.  Subtenant's  obligations  under 
this  Section  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

17.  INSURANCE 

17.1.  Required  Insurance  Coverage.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  maintain, 
or  cause  to  be  maintained,  through  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  the  following  insurance: 

(a)  General  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  commercial  general  liability  insurance, 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined  single  limit 
for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  contractual  liability,  independent 
contractors,  broad  form  property  damage,  personal  injury,  products  and  completed  operations, 
fire  damage  and  legal  liability  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000), 
explosion,  collapse  and  underground  (XCU). 

(b)  Automobile  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  business  automobile  liability 
insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined 
single  limit  for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  owned  and  hired 
vehicles  and  for  employer’s  non-ownership  liability,  which  insurance  shall  be  required  if  any 
automobiles  or  any  other  motor  vehicles  are  operated  in  connection  with  Subtenant’s  activity  on 
the  Premises  or  the  Permitted  Use. 
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(c)  Worker’s  Compensation  and  Employer's  Liability  Insurance.  If  Subtenant  has 
employees,  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance  in  statutory  amounts  with  Employer's  Liability 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for  each  accident,  injury  or  illness, 
on  employees  eligible  for  each. 

(d)  Personal  Property  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  procure  and 
maintain  on  all  of  its  personal  property  and  Alterations,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises,  property 
insurance  on  an  all  risk  form,  excluding  earthquake  and  flood,  to  the  extent  of  full  replacement 
value.  The  proceeds  from  any  such  policy  shall  be  used  by  Subtenant  for  the  replacement  of 
Subtenant's  personal  property. 

(e)  Other  Coverage.  Such  other  insurance  or  different  coverage  amounts  as  is  required  by 
law  or  as  is  generally  required  by  commercial  owners  of  property  similar  in  size,  character,  age 
and  location  as  the  Premises,  as  may  change  from  time  to  time,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the 
City's  Risk  Manager. 

17.2.  Claims-Made  Policies.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a claims-made  form  of  policy,  Subtenant  shall  maintain  such  coverage 
continuously  throughout  the  Term  and  without  lapse  for  a period  of  three  (3)  years  beyond  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease,  to  the  effect  that  should  occurrences  during  the  Term  give  rise  to 
claims  made  after  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  claims  shall  be  covered  by  such  claims- 
made  policies. 

17.3.  Annual  Aggregate  Limits.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a form  of  coverage  which  includes  an  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that 
claims  investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be  included  in  such  annual  aggregate  limit,  such 
annual  aggregate  limit  shall  be  double  the  occurrence  limits  specified  herein. 

17.4.  Payment  of  Premiums.  Subtenant  shall  pay  the  premiums  for  maintaining  all  required 
insurance. 

17.5.  Waiver  of  Subrogation  Rights.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained 
herein,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  (each  a "Waiving  Party")  each  hereby  waives  any  right  of 
recovery  against  the  other  party  for  any  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  such  other  party  with  respect 
to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises  or  any  portion  thereof  or  the  contents  of  the  same  or  any  operation 
therein,  whether  or  not  such  loss  is  caused  by  the  fault  or  negligence  of  such  other  party,  to  the 
extent  such  loss  or  damage  is  covered  by  insurance  which  is  required  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Waiving  Party  under  this  Sublease  or  is  actually  covered  by  insurance  obtained  by  the  Waiving 
Party.  Each  Waiving  Party  agrees  to  cause  its  insurers  to  issue  appropriate  waiver  of  subrogation 
rights  endorsements  to  all  policies  relating  to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises;  provided,  the  failure  to 
obtain  any  such  endorsement  shall  not  affect  the  above  waiver. 

17.6.  General  Insurance  Matters. 
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(a)  All  liability  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall 
contain  a cross-liability  clause,  shall  name  as  additional  insureds  the  "THE  TREASURE 
ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  THE 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  ACTING  BY  AND  THROUGH  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
THE  NAVY,  AND  THEIR  OFFICERS,  DIRECTORS,  EMPLOYEES  AND  AGENTS,"  shall  be 
primary  to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the  additional  insureds  with  respect  to  claims  arising 
under  this  Sublease,  and  shall  provide  that  such  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured 
against  whom  complaint  is  made  or  suit  is  brought  except  with  respect  to  the  limits  of  the 
company's  liability. 

(b)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  be  issued 
by  an  insurance  company  or  companies  reasonably  acceptable  to  Sublandlord  with  an  AM  Best 
rating  of  not  less  than  A- VIII  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  California. 

(c)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  provide  for 
thirty  (30)  days'  prior  written  notice  of  cancellation  for  any  reason,  intended  non-renewal,  or 
reduction  in  coverage  to  Subtenant  and  Sublandlord.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  in  accordance 
with  the  notice  provisions  of  Section  21.1  below. 

(d)  Subtenant  shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  certificates  of  insurance  and  additional  insured 
policy  endorsements  in  a form  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  evidencing  the  coverages  required 
herein,  together  with  evidence  of  payment  of  premiums,  on  or  before  the  Commencement  Date, 
and  upon  renewal  of  each  policy  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  before  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
policy.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord's  request,  promptly  furnish  Sublandlord  with  a 
complete  copy  of  any  insurance  policy  required  hereunder. 

(e)  Not  more  often  than  every  year  and  upon  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days'  prior  written 
notice,  Sublandlord  may  require  Subtenant  to  increase  the  insurance  limits  set  forth  in  Section 
17.1  above  if  Sublandlord  finds  in  its  reasonable  judgment  that  it  is  the  general  commercial 
practice  in  San  Francisco  to  carry  insurance  in  amounts  substantially  greater  than  those  amounts 
carried  by  Subtenant  with  respect  to  risks  comparable  to  those  associated  with  the  use  of  the 
Premises. 

(f)  Subtenant's  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  in  no  way  relieve  or 
decrease  Subtenant's  indemnification  obligations  herein  or  any  of  Subtenant's  other  obligations  or 
liabilities  under  this  Sublease. 

(g)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Sublease,  Sublandlord  may  elect  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion  to  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  the  lapse  of  any 
required  insurance  coverage  by  written  notice  to  Subtenant. 

18.  ACCESS  BY  SUBLANDLORD

18.1.  Access  to  Premises  by  Sublandlord. 

(a)  General  Access.  Sublandlord  reserves  for  itself  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents,  the  right  to 
enter  the  Premises  and  any  portion  thereof  at  all  reasonable  times  upon  not  less  than  twenty-four 
(24)  hours  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency)  for  any 
purpose. 

(b)  Emergency  Access.  In  the  event  of  any  emergency,  as  determined  by  Sublandlord, 
Sublandlord  may,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  notice,  enter  the  Premises  and  alter  or  remove 
any  Alterations  or  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  any  and  all  means  Sublandlord  considers  appropriate  to  gain  access  to  any 
portion  of  the  Premises  in  an  emergency.  In  such  case,  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
any  damage  or  injury  to  any  such  property , nor  for  the  replacement  of  any  such  property  and  any 
such  emergency  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a forcible  or  unlawful  entry  onto  or  a detainer  of, 
the  Premises,  or  an  eviction,  actual  or  constructive,  of  Subtenant  from  the  Premises  or  any 
portion  thereof. 

(c)  No  Liability.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  liable  in  any  manner,  and  Subtenant  hereby 
waives  any  claims,  for  any  inconvenience,  disturbance,  loss  of  business,  nuisance  or  other 
damage  arising  out  of  Sublandlord's  entry  onto  the  Premises,  except  damage  resulting  directly 
and  exclusively  from  the  gross  negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  Sublandlord  or  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  and  not  contributed  to%by  the  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees. 

18.2.  Access  to  Premises  by  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that 
Master  Landlord  shall  have  all  of  the  rights  of  access  to  the  Premises  described  in  the  Master 
Lease. 

19.  SURRENDER 

19.1.  Surrender  of  the  Premises.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
surrender  to  Sublandlord  the  Premises  in  the  same  condition  as  of  the  Commencement  Date, 
ordinary  wear  and  tear  excepted,  and  free  and  clear  of  all  liens,  easements  and  other 
encumbrances  created  or  suffered  by,  through  or  under  Subtenant.  On  or  before  any  termination 
hereof,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  remove  any  and  all  of  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  from 
the  Premises  and  demolish  and  remove  any  and  all  Alterations  from  the  Premises  (except  for  any 
Alterations  that  Sublandlord  agrees  are  to  remain  part  of  the  Premises  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  8,3  above).  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  expense,  repair  any  damage  to  the 
Premises  resulting  from  the  removal  of  any  such  items  and  restore  the  Premises  to  their  condition 
immediately  prior  to  the  presence  of  any  Alterations.  In  connection  therewith,  Subtenant  shall 
obtain  any  and  all  necessary  permits  and  approvals,  including,  without  limitation,  any 
environmental  permits,  and  execute  any  manifests  or  other  documents  necessary  to  complete  the 
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demolition,  removal  or  restoration  work  required  hereunder.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this 
Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Any  items  of  Subtenant's  Personal 
Property  remaining  on  or  about  the  Premises  after  the  termination  of  this  Sublease  may,  at 
Sublandlord's  option  and  after  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice  to  Subtenant,  be  deemed  abandoned 
and  in  such  case  Sublandlord  may  dispose  of  such  property  in  accordance  with  Section  1980,  et 
seq.,  of  the  California  Civil  Code  or  in  any  other  manner  allowed  by  Law. 

19.2.  No  Holding  Over.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  surrender  the  Premises  to  Sublandlord  upon  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease  as  required  by  this  Section,  Subtenant  shall  Indemnify  Sublandlord 
against  all  Losses  resulting  therefrom,  including,  without  limitation,  Losses  made  by  a 
succeeding  Subtenant  resulting  from  Subtenant's  failure  to  surrender  the  Premises.  Subtenant 
shall  have  no  right  to  hold  over  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent 
may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  If  Sublandlord  holds  over  the 
Premises  or  any  part  thereof  after  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  holding 
over  shall  be  terminable  upon  written  notice  by  Sublandlord,  and  the  Base  Rent  shall  be 
increased  to  two  hundred  percent  (200%)  of  the  Base  Rent  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  such 
holding  over,  and  such  holdover  shall  otherwise  be  on  all  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
Sublease.  This  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  Sublandlord's  permission  for  Subtenant  to  hold 
over.  Acceptance  of  any  holdover  Base  Rent  by  Sublandlord  following  expiration  or  termination 
of  this  Sublease  shall  not  constitute  an  extension  or  renewal  of  this  Sublease. 

19.3.  Security  Deposit.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  upon  execution  of  this  Sublease  a 
security  deposit  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information  as  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  all  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  agrees 
that  Sublandlord  may  (but  shall  not  be  required  to)  apply  the  security  deposit  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  remedy  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s 
Invitees,  or  any  failure  of  Subtenant  to  perform  any  other  terms,  covenants  or  conditions 
contained  in  this  Sublease,  without  waiving  any  of  Sublandlord's  other  rights  and  remedies 
hereunder  or  at  Law  or  in  equity.  Should  Sublandlord  use  any  portion  of  the  security  deposit  to 
cure  any  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately  replenish  the 
security  deposit  to  the  original  amount,  and  Subtenant's  failure  to  do  so  within  five  (5)  days  of 
Sublandlord's  notice  shall  constitute  a material  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 
Sublandlord's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  security  deposit  are  solely  that  of  debtor  and  not 
trustee.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  the  security  deposit  separate  from  its  general 
funds,  and  Subtenant  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest  on  such  deposit.  The  amount  of  the 
security  deposit  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit  Subtenant's  liability  for  the  performance  of  any  of  its 
obligations  under  this  Sublease.  To  the  extent  that  Sublandlord  is  not  entitled  to  retain  or  apply 
the  security  deposit  pursuant  to  this  Section  20.3.  Sublandlord  shall  return  such  security  deposit 
to  Subtenant  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

20.  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 

20.1.  No  Hazardous  Materials.  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  that  neither  Subtenant  nor 
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any  of  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  shall  cause  or  permit  any  material  that, 
because  of  its  quantity,  concentration  or  physical  or  chemical  characteristics,  is  deemed  by  any 
federal,  state  or  local  governmental  authority  to  pose  a present  or  potential  hazard  to  human 
health  or  safety  or  to  the  environment,  including,  without  limitation,  any  material  or  substance 
defined  as  a "hazardous  substance,"  or  "pollutant"  or  "contaminant"  pursuant  to  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  of  1980  f 'CERCLA", 
also  commonly  known  as  the  "Superfund"  law),  as  amended  (42  U.S.C.  Sections  9601  et  seo.  >.  or 
pursuant  to  Section  25281  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code:  any  "hazardous  waste  ’ listed 
pursuant  to  Section  25140  of  the  California  Health  & Safely  Code;  any  asbestos  and  asbestos 
containing  materials  whether  or  not  such  materials  are  part  of  the  structure  of  any  existing 
improvements  on  the  Premises,  or  are  naturally  occurring  substances  on,  in  or  about  the 
Premises:  and  petroleum,  including  crude  oil  or  any  fraction  thereof,  and  natural  gas  or  natural 
gas  liquids  ("Hazardous  Material”)  to  be  brought  upon,  kept,  used,  stored,  generated  or  disposed 
of  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises  or  transported  to  or  from  the  Premises  without  the  prior  written 
approval  of  Sublandlord,  which  approval  may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute 
discretion.  Subtenant  shall  immediately  notify  Sublandlord  if  and  when  Subtenant  learns  or  has 
reason  to  believe  there  has  been  any  release  of  Hazardous  Material  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises. 
Sublandlord  may  from  time  to  time  request  Subtenant  to  provide  adequate  information  for 
Sublandlord  to  determine  that  any  Hazardous  Material  permitted  hereunder  is  being  handled  in 
compliance  with  all  applicable  federal,  state  or  local  Law  s or  policies  relating  to  Hazardous 
Material  (including,  without  limitation,  its  use,  handling,  transportation,  production,  disposal, 
discharge  or  storage)  or  to  human  health  and  safety,  industrial  hygiene  or  environmental 
conditions  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  and  any  other  property  , including,  without 
limitation,  soil,  air  and  groundwater  conditions  ('"Environmental  Laws”),  and  Subtenant  shall 
promptly  provide  all  such  information.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents  shall  have  the 
right  to  inspect  the  Premises  for  Hazardous  Material  and  compliance  with  the  provisions  hereof 
at  all  reasonable  times  upon  reasonable  advance  oral  or  wiitten  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency).  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  comply,  without  limiting  the  foregoing, 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  21  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code  including,  without  limitation, 
regarding  obtaining  and  complying  with  the  requirements  of  an  approved  hazardous  materials 
management  plan,  and  with  the  requirements  of  the  environmental  protection  provisions 
provided  for  in  Section  1 3 of  the  Master  Lease. 

20.2.  Subtenant's  Environmental  Indemnity.  If  Subtenant  breaches  any  of  its  obligations 
contained  in  Section  20.1  above,  or,  if  any  act  or  omission  or  negligence  of  Subtenant  or  any  of 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  results  in  any  spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  pouring, 
emitting,  discharging,  injecting,  escaping,  leeching  or  dumping  ("Release”)  of  Hazardous 
Material  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  wiihout  limiting  Subtenant’s  general 
Indemnity  contained  in  Section  16.2  above,  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s 
Agents,  shall  Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  each  of  them,  from  and  against  any  and  all 
enforcement,  investigation,  remediation  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  actions,  agreements 
or  orders  threatened,  instituted  or  completed  pursuant  to  any  Environmental  Law  s together  with 
any  and  all  Losses  made  or  threatened  by  any  third  part)'  against  Sublandlord,  Sublandlord’s 


Agents,  or  the  Premises,  relating  to  damage,  contribution,  cost  recovery  compensation,  loss  or 
injury  resulting  from  the  presence,  Release  or  discharge  of  any  Hazardous  Materials,  including, 
without  limitation,  Losses  based  in  common  law,  investigation  and  remediation  costs,  fines, 
natural  resource  damages,  damages  for  decrease  in  value  of  the  Premises,  the  loss  or  restriction 
of  the  use  or  any  amenity  of  the  Premises  and  attorneys'  fees  and  consultants'  fees  and  experts' 
fees  and  costs  (“Hazardous  Materials  Claims”)  arising  during  or  after  the  Term  of  this  Sublease 
and  relating  to  such  Release.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  includes,  without  limitation,  all  costs 
associated  with  the  investigation  and  remediation  of  Hazardous  Material  and  with  the  restoration 
of  the  Premises  or  the  Property  to  its  prior  condition  including,  without  limitation,  fines  and 
penalties  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies,  natural  resource  damages  and  losses,  and  revegetation 
of  the  Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  if  Subtenant  or 
any  of  Subtenant's  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  causes  or  permits  the  Release  of  any 
Hazardous  Materials  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  Subtenant  shall, 
immediately,  at  no  expense  to  Sublandlord,  take  any  and  all  appropriate  actions  to  return  the 
Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property  affected  thereby  to  the  condition  existing  prior  to  such 
Release  and  otherwise  investigate  and  remediate  the  Release  in  accordance  with  all 
Environmental  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  written  notice  of  and  afford 
Sublandlord  a full  opportunity  to  participate  in  any  discussions  with  governmental  regulatory 
agencies  regarding  any  settlement  agreement,  cleanup  or  abatement  agreement,  consent  decree, 
permit,  approvals,  or  other  compromise  or  proceeding  involving  Hazardous  Material. 

20.3.  Acknow  ledgment  of  Receipt  of  EBS  and  FOSL  Reports.  Subtenant  hereby 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that,  prior  to  the  execution  of  this  Sublease,  it 
has  received  and  reviewed  the  Environmental  Baseline  Survey  (“LBS”)  and  the  Finding  of 
Suitability  to  Lease  (“FOSL”)  described  in  Section  7 of  the  Master  Lease.  California  law 
requires  landlords  to  disclose  to  tenants  the  presence  or  potential  presence  of  certain  Hazardous 
Materials.  Accordingly,  Subtenant  is  hereby  advised  that  occupation  of  the  Premises  may  lead  to 
exposure  to  Hazardous  Materials  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  gasoline,  diesel  and  other  vehicle 
fluids,  vehicle  exhaust,  office  maintenance  fluids,  tobacco  smoke,  methane  and  building 
materials  containing  chemicals,  such  as  formaldehyde.  Further,  there  are  Hazardous  Materials 
located  on  the  Premises  as  described  in  the  EBS  and  the  FOSL.  In  addition,  California's 
Proposition  65,  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  25249.6  et  seq..  requires  notice  that  some  of 
these  Hazardous  Materials  are  known  by  the  State  of  California  to  cause  cancer  or  reproductive 
harm.  By  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  notices  and  warnings  set 
forth  above  satisfy  the  requirements  of  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Sections  25249.6  et 
seq..  25359.7  and  related  statutes. 

21.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

21.1.  Notices.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Sublease,  any  notice  given 
hereunder  shall  be  effective  only  in  writing  and  given  by  delivering  the  notice  in  person,  or  by 
sending  it  first  class  mail  or  certified  mail  with  a return  receipt  requested  or  reliable  commercial 
overnight  courier,  return  receipt  requested,  with  postage  prepaid,  to  the  appropriate  addresses  set 
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forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information.  Any  Party  hereunder  may  designate  a new  address  for 
notice  purposes  hereunder  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  such  change.  Any 
notice  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  two  (2)  days  after  the  date  when  it  is  mailed 
if  sent  by  first  class  or  certified  mail,  one  day  after  the  date  it  is  made,  if  sent  by  commercial 
overnight  carrier,  or  upon  the  date  personal  delivery  is  made,  and  any  refusal  by  either  Party  to 
accept  the  attempted  delivery  of  any  notice,  if  such  attempted  delivery  is  in  compliance  with  this 
Section  21.1  and  applicable  Laws,  shall  be  deemed  receipt  of  such  notice. 

21.2.  No  Implied  Waiver.  No  failure  by  Sublandlord  to  insist  upon  the  strict  performance  of 
any  obligation  of  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  or  to  exercise  any  right,  power  or  remedy  arising 
out  of  a breach  thereof,  irrespective  of  the  length  of  time  for  which  such  failure  continues,  no 
acceptance  of  lull  or  partial  payment  of  Rent  due  hereunder  during  the  continuance  of  any  such 
breach,  and  no  acceptance  of  the  keys  to  or  possession  of  the  Premises  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
the  Term  by  any  Agent  of  Sublandlord,  shall  constitute  a waiver  of  such  breach  or  of 
Sublandlord's  right  to  demand  strict  compliance  with  such  term,  covenant  or  condition  or  operate 
as  a surrender  of  this  Sublease.  No  express  written  waiver  of  any  default  or  the  performance  of 
any  provision  hereof  shall  affect  any  other  default  or  performance,  or  cover  any  other  period  of 
time,  other  than  the  default,  performance  or  period  of  time  specified  in  such  express  waiver.  One 
or  more  written  waivers  of  a default  or  the  performance  of  any  provision  hereof  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a waiver  of  a subsequent  default  or  performance.  The  consent  of  Sublandlord 
given  in  any  instance  under  the  terms  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  relieve  Subtenant  of  any 
obligation  to  secure  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  in  any  other  or  future  instance  under  the  terms  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.3.  Amendments.  Neither  this  Sublease  nor  any  term  or  provision  hereof  may  be  changed, 
waived,  discharged  or  terminated,  except  by  a written  instrument  signed  by  the  Parties  hereto. 

21.4.  Authority.  If  Subtenant  signs  as  a corporation,  a partnership  or  a limited  liability 
company,  each  of  the  persons  executing  this  Sublease  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  does  hereby 
covenant  and  warrant  that  Subtenant  is  a duly  authorized  and  existing  entity,  that  Subtenant  has 
and  is  qualified  to  do  business  in  California,  that  Subtenant  has  full  right  and  authority  to  enter 
into  this  Sublease,  and  that  each  and  all  of  the  persons  signing  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  are 
authorized  to  do  so.  Upon  Sublandlord’s  request.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with 
evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  confirming  the  foregoing  representations  and 
warranties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants 
that  it  has  full  power  to  make  the  waivers  and  releases,  indemnities  and  the  disclosures  set  forth 
herein,  and  that  it  has  received  independent  legal  advice  from  its  attorney  as  to  the  advisability  of 
entering  into  a sublease  containing  those  provisions  and  their  legal  effect. 

21.5.  Joint  and  Several  Obligations.  The  w?ord  "Subtenant"  as  used  herein  shall  include  the 
plural  as  well  as  the  singular.  If  there  is  more  than  one  Subtenant,  the  obligations  and  liabilities 
under  this  Sublease  imposed  on  Subtenant  shall  be  joint  and  several. 
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21.6.  Interpretation  of  Sublease.  The  captions  preceding  the  articles  and  sections  of  this 
Sublease  and  in  the  table  of  contents  have  been  inserted  for  convenience  of  reference  only  and 
such  captions  shall  in  no  way  define  or  limit  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease. 
This  Sublease  has  been  negotiated  at  arm's  length  and  between  persons  sophisticated  and 
knowledgeable  in  the  matters  dealt  with  herein  and  shall  be  interpreted  to  achieve  the  intents  and 
purposes  of  the  Parties,  without  any  presumption  against  the  party  responsible  for  drafting  any 
part  of  this  Sublease.  Provisions  in  this  Sublease  relating  to  number  of  days  shall  be  calendar 
days,  unless  otherwise  specified,  provided  that  if  the  last  day  of  any  period  to  give  notice,  reply  to 
a notice  or  to  undertake  any  other  action  occurs  on  a Saturday,  Sunday  or  a bank  or  Sublandlord 
holiday,  then  the  last  day  for  undertaking  the  action  or  giving  or  replying  to  the  notice  shall  be 
the  next  succeeding  business  day.  Use  of  the  word  "including"  or  similar  words  shall  not  be 
construed  to  limit  any  general  term,  statement  or  other  matter  in  this  Sublease,  whether  or  not 
language  of  non-limitation,  such  as  "without  limitation"  or  similar  words,  are  used.  Unless 
otherwise  provided  herein,  whenever  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  is  required  to  be  obtained  by 
Subtenant  hereunder,  Sublandlord  may  give  or  withhold  such  consent  in  its  sole  and  absolute 
discretion. 

21.7.  Successors  and  Assigns.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  14.  the  terms,  covenants 
and  conditions  contained  in  this  Sublease  shall  bind  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  Sublandlord  and 
Subtenant  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  their  personal  representatives  and  successors 
and  assigns;  provided,  however,  that  upon  any  transfer  by  Sublandlord  (or  by  any  subsequent 
Sublandlord)  of  its  interest  in  the  Premises  as  lessee,  including  any  transfer  by  operation  of  Law, 
Sublandlord  (or  any  subsequent  Sublandlord)  shall  be  relieved  from  all  subsequent  obligations 
and  liabilities  arising  under  this  Sublease  subsequent  to  such  transfer. 

21.8.  Brokers.  Neither  party  has  had  any  contact  or  dealings  regarding  the  leasing  of  the 
Premises,  or  any  communication  in  connection  therewith,  through  any  licensed  real  estate  broker 
or  other  person  who  could  claim  a right  to  a commission  or  finder's  fee  in  connection  with  the 
Sublease  contemplated  herein.  In  the  event  that  any  broker  or  finder  perfects  a claim  for  a 
commission  or  finder's  fee  based  upon  any  such  contact,  dealings  or  communication,  the  party 
through  whom  the  broker  or  finder  makes  a claim  shall  be  responsible  for  such  commission  or 
fee  and  shall  Indemnify  the  other  party  from  any  and  all  Losses  incurred  by  the  indemnified' party 
in  defending  against  the  same.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  survive  any  termination  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.9.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person, 
entity  or  circumstance  shall,  to  any  extent,  be  invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  remainder  of  this 
Sublease,  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  persons,  entities  or  circumstances  other  than 
those  as  to  which  it  is  invalid  or  unenforceable,  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and  each  other 
provision  of  this  Sublease  shall  be  valid  and  be  enforceable  to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by 
Law. 

21.10.  Governing  Law.  This  Sublease  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  in  accordance  with  the 
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Laws  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  federal  government. 


21.11.  Entire  Agreement.  This  instrument  (including  the  exhibits  hereto,  which  are  made  a 
part  of  this  Sublease)  contains  the  entire  agreement  between  the  Parties  and  supersedes  all  prior 
written  or  oral  negotiations,  discussions,  understandings  and  agreements.  The  Parties  further 
intend  that  this  Sublease  shall  constitute  the  complete  and  exclusive  statement  of  its  terms  and 
that  no  extrinsic  evidence  whatsoever  (including  prior  drafts  of  this  Sublease  and  any  changes 
therefrom)  may  be  introduced  in  any  judicial,  administrative  or  other  legal  proceeding  involving 
this  Sublease.  Subtenant  hereby  acknowledges  that  neither  Sublandlord  nor  Sublandlord's 
Agents  have  made  any  representations  or  warranties  with  respect  to  the  Premises  or  this  Sublease 
except  as  expressly  set  forth  herein,  and  no  rights,  easements  or  licenses  are  or  shall  be  acquired 
by  Subtenant  by  implication  or  otherwise  unless  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

21.12.  Attorneys'  Fees.  In  the  event  that  either  Sublandlord  or  Subtenant  fails  to  perform  any  of 
its  obligations  under  this  Sublease  or  in  the  event  a dispute  arises  concerning  the  meaning  or 
interpretation  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  the  defaulting  party  or  the  party  not  prevailing  in 
such  dispute,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  pay  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  other 
party  in  enforcing  or  establishing  its  rights  hereunder  (whether  or  not  such  action  is  prosecuted  to 
judgment),  including,  without  limitation,  court  costs  and  reasonable  attorneys'  fees.  For  purposes 
of  this  Sublease,  reasonable  fees  of  attorneys  in  the  Office  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Attorney 
(Sublandlord's  General  Counsel)  shall  be  based  on  the  fees  regularly  charged  by  private  attorneys 
with  the  equivalent  number  of  years  of  experience  in  the  subject  matter  area  of  the  law  for  which 
the  City  Attorney's  services  were  rendered  who  practice  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
in  law  firms  with  approximately  the  same  number  of  attorneys  as  employed  by  the  Office  of  the 
City  Attorney.  Further,  for  purposes  of  this  Sublease,  the  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  mean  the 
fees  and  expenses  of  counsel  to  the  Parties,  which  may  include  printing,  duplicating  and  other 
expenses,  air  freight  charges,  hiring  of  experts,  and  fees  billed  for  law  clerks,  paralegals, 
librarians  and  others  not  admitted  to  the  bar  but  performing  services  under  the  supervision  of  an 
attorney.  The  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  also  include,  without  limitation,  all  such  fees  and 
expenses  incurred  with  respect  to  appeals,  mediations,  arbitrations,  and  bankruptcy  proceedings, 
and  whether  or  not  any  action  is  brought  with  respect  to  the  matter  for  which  such  fees  and  costs 
were  incurred.  The  term  "attorney"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  the  term  "counsel". 

21.13.  Time  of  Essence.  Time  is  of  the  essence  with  respect  to  all  provisions  of  this  Sublease  in 
which  a definite  time  for  performance  is  specified. 

21.14.  Cumulative  Remedies.  All  rights  and  remedies  of  either  party  hereto  set  forth  in  this 
Sublease  shall  be  cumulative,  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  herein. 

21.15.  Survival  of  Indemnities.  Termination  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  either 
party  to  enforce  any  and  all  indemnities  and  representations  and  warranties  given  or  made  to  the 
other  party  under  this  Sublease,  nor  shall  it  affect  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  that  expressly 
states  it  shall  survive  termination  hereof.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that, 
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with  respect  to  each  of  the  indemnities  contained  in  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  has  an  immediate 
and  independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any 
claim  which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  the  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is 
or  may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is 
tendered  to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter. 

21.16.  Relationship  of  Parties.  Sublandlord  is  not,  and  none  of  the  provisions  in  this  Sublease 
shall  be  deemed  to  render  Sublandlord,  a partner  in  Subtenant's  business,  or  joint  venturer  or 
member  in  any  joint  enterprise  with  Subtenant.  This  Sublease  is  not  intended  nor  shall  it  be 
construed  to  create  any  third  party  beneficiary  rights  in  any  third  party,  unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided.  The  granting  of  this  Sublease  by  Sublandlord  does  not  constitute 
authorization  or  approval  by  Sublandlord  of  any  activity  conducted  by  Subtenant  on,  in  or 
relating  to  the  Premises. 

21.17.  Recording.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  not  record  this  Sublease  nor  any  memorandum 
or  short  form  hereof  in  the  official  records  of  any  county. 

21.18.  Non-Liability  of  Indemnified  Parties’  Officials,  Employees  and  Agents.  No  elective 
or  appointive  board,  commission,  member,  officer  or  employee  of  any  of  the  Indemnified  Parties 
shall  be  personally  liable  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  the  event  of  any  default  or 
breach  by  Sublandlord  or  for  any  amount  which  may  become  due  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  or  for  any  obligation  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease. 

21.19.  No  Discrimination.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  non-discrimination  provisions  of 
Section  19.1  of  the  Master  Lease,  including,  without  limitation,  posting  all  notices  required 
therein. 

21.20.  Counterparts.  This  Sublease  may  be  executed  in  two  or  more  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  deemed  an  original,  but  all  of  which  taken  together  shall  constitute  one  and  the 
same  instrument. 

21.21.  Master  Landlord’s  Consent.  This* Sublease  is  expressly  conditioned  upon  receipt  of  the 
written  consent  of  Master  Landlord. 


22.  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 

22.1.  Signs.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  will  not  erect  or  maintain,  or  permit  to  be  erected  or 
maintained,  any  signs,  notices  or  graphics  upon  or  about  the  Premises  which  are  visible  in  or 
from  public  corridors  or  other  portions  of  any  common  areas  of  the  Premises  or  from  the  exterior 
of  the  Premises,  without  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  which  Sublandlord  may  withhold  or 
grant  in  its  sole  discretion. 
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22.2.  Public  Transit  Information.  Subtenant  shall  establish  and  carry  on  during  the  Term  a 
program  to  encourage  maximum  use  of  public  transportation  by  personnel  of  Subtenant 
employed  on  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  distribution  to  such  employees  of 
written  materials  explaining  the  convenience  and  availability  of  public  transportation  facilities 
adjacent  or  proximate  to  the  Premises  and  encouraging  use  of  such  facilities,  all  at  Subtenant's 
sole  expense. 

22.3.  TIHDI  Job  Broker.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  TIHDI  Work 
Force  Hiring  Plan  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F. 

22.4.  Local  Hiring.  Subtenant  further  agrees  to  use  good  faith  efforts  to  hire  residents  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  all  levels  of  Subtenant's  personnel  needs  and  to  contract 
with  local  businesses  for  Subtenant's  purchase  of  supplies,  materials,  equipment  or  services. 

22.5.  Non-Discrimination  in  City'  Contracts  and  Benefits  Ordinance. 

(a)  Covenant  Not  to  Discriminate.  In  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
covenants  and  agrees  not  to  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  the  fact  or  perception  of  a person’s  race, 
color,  creed,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity, 
domestic  partner  status,  marital  status,  disability,  weight,  height  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  or  HIV  status  (AIDS/HIV  status)  against  any  employee  of,  any  City  employee  working 
with,  or  applicant  for  employment  with,  Subtenant  in  any  of  Subtenant’s  operations  within  the 
United  States,  or  against  any  person  seeking  accommodations,  advantages,  facilities,  privileges, 
services,  or  membership  in  all  business,  social,  or  other  establishments  or  organizations  operated 
by  Subtenant. 

(b)  Sub-Subleases  and  Other  Subcontracts.  Subtenant  shall  include  in  all  sub-subleases 
and  other  subcontracts  relating  to  the  Premises  a non-discrimination  clause  applicable  to  such 
sub-subtenant  or  other  subcontractor  in  substantially  the  form  of  subsection  fa)  above.  In 
addition,  Subtenant  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all  sub-subleases  and  other  subcontracts  the 
provisions  of  Sections  12B.2(a),  12B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  and  shall  require  all  sub-subtenants  and  other  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such 
provisions.  Subtenant’s  failure  to  comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  subsection  shall  constitute 
a material  breach  of  this  Sublease. 

(c)  Non-Discrimination  in  Benefits.  Subtenant  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and 
will  not  during  the  Term,  in  any  of  its  operations  or  in  San  Francisco  or  with  respect  to  its 
operations  under  this  Sublease  elsewhere  within  the  United  States,  discriminate  in  the  provision 
of  bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits,  membership  or  membership 
discounts,  moving  expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits  or  travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any 
benefits  other  than  the  benefits  specified  above,  between  employees  with  domestic  partners  and 
employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between  the  domestic  partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees, 
where  the  domestic  partnership  has  been  registered  with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state 
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or  local  law  authorizing  such  registration,  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  12B.2(b) 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

(d)  HRC  Form.  As  a condition  to  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  execute  the  “Chapter  12B 
Declaration:  Nondiscrimination  in  Contracts  and  Benefits”  form  (Form  HRC-12B-101)  with 
supporting  documentation  and  secure  the  approval  of  the  form  by  the  San  Francisco  Human 
Rights  Commission  (the  “HRC”).  Subtenant  hereby  represents  that  prior  to  execution  of  this 
Sublease,  (i)  Subtenant  executed  and  submitted  to  the  HRC  Form  HRC-128-101  with  supporting 
documentation;  and  (ii)  the  HRC  approved  such  form. 

(e)  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference.  The  provisions  of 
Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  relating  to  non-discrimination 
by  parties  contracting  for  the  lease  of  City  property  are  incorporated  in  this  Section  by  reference 
and  made  a part  of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  Subtenant  shall  comply  fully 
with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this  Sublease  under  such  Chapters  of  the 
Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  in  such  Chapters. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  understands  that  pursuant  to  Section  12B.2(h)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  a penalty  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  person  for  each 
calendar  day  during  which  such  person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Sublease  may  be  assessed  against  Subtenant  and/or  deducted  from  any  payments  due 
Subtenant. 

22.6.  MacBride  Principles  - Northern  Ireland.  The  City  urges  companies  doing  business  in 
Northern  Ireland  to  move  toward  resolving  employment  inequities  ancl  encourages  them  to  abide 
by  the  MacBride  Principles  as  expressed  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  12F.1,  et 
seq.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  also  urges  San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business 
with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  has 
read  and  understands  the  above  statement  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  concerning 
doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland. 

22.7.  Tropical  Hardwood  and  Virgin  Redwood  Ban.  The  City  urges  companies  not  to 
import,  purchase,  obtain  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical  hardwood,  tropical  hardwood  wood 
product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  product.  Except  as  expressly  permitted  by  the 
application  of  Section  802(b)  and  803(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant 
shall  not  provide  any  items  to  the  construction  of  tenant  improvements  or  Alterations  in  the 
Premises,  or  otherwise  in  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  which  are  tropical  hardwoods, 
tropical  hardwood  wood  products,  virgin  redwood,  or  virgin  redwood  wood  products.  In  the 
event  Subtenant  fails  to  comply  in  good  faith  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  8 of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant  shall  be  liable  for  liquidated  damages  for  each  violation 
in  an  amount  equal  to  Subtenant's  net  profit  on  the  contract,  or  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  contract  dollars,  whichever  is  greater. 


22.8.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Subtenant  states  that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
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8.105  and  8.106  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  certifies  that  it  knows  of  no  facts  which  would 
constitute  a violation  of  such  provisions.  Subtenant  further  certifies  that  it  has  made  a complete 
disclosure  to  the  Sublandlord  of  all  facts  bearing  on  any  possible  interests,  direct  or  indirect, 
which  Subtenant  believes  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Sublandlord  presently  has  or  will  have 
in  this  Sublease  or  in  the  performance  thereof  or  in  any  portion  of  the  profits  thereof.  Willful 
failure  by  Subtenant  to  make  such  disclosure,  if  any,  shall  constitute  grounds  for  the 
Sublandlord's  termination  and  cancellation  of  this  Sublease. 

22.9.  Wages  and  Working  Conditions.  Subtenant  agrees  that  any  person  performing  labor  in 
the  construction  of  any  tenant  improvements  and  any  Alterations  to  the  Premises,  which 
Subtenant  provides  under  this  Sublease,  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  as  required  by  Section  6.22(E)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  hours  and  working  conditions,  and  shall  receive  the  same  benefits  as  in  each  case  are 
provided  for  similar  work  performed  in  San  Francisco,  California.  Subtenant  shall  include,  in 
any  contract  for  construction  of  such  tenant  improvements  and  Alterations,  a requirement  that  all 
persons  performing  labor  under  such  contract  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing 
rate  of  wages  for  the  labor  so  performed.  Subtenant  shall  require  any  contractor  to  provide,  and 
shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  upon  request,  certified  payroll  reports  with  respect  to  all  persons 
performing  labor  in  the  construction  of  such  tenant  improvement  work  or  any  Alterations  to  the 
Premises. 

22.10.  Prohibition  of  Tobacco  Advertising.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  no 
advertising  of  cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  is  allowed  on  any  real  property  owned  by  or  under 
the  control  of  Sublandlord  or  the  City,  including  the  Premises  and  the  Property.  This  prohibition 
includes  the  placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,  selling  or  distributing  cigarettes  or 
tobacco  products  or  the  name  of  any  cigarette  or  tobacco  product  in  any  promotion  of  any  event 
or  product.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  any  advertisement  sponsored  by  a state,  local  or 
nonprofit  entity  designed  to  communicate  the  health  hazards  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  products 
or  to  encourage  people  not  to  smoke  or  to  stop  smoking. 

22.11.  Pesticide  Prohibition.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  308  of 
Chapter  3 o'f  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  (the  "Pesticide  Ordinance")  which  (i)  prohibit 
the  use  of  certain  pesticides  on  City  property,  (ii)  require  the  posting  of  certain  notices  and  the 
maintenance  of  certain  records  regarding  pesticide  usage  and  (iii)  require  Subtenant  to  submit  to 
Sublandlord  an  integrated  pest  management  ("IPM")  plan  that  (a)  lists,  to  the  extent  reasonably 
possible,  the  types  and  estimated  quantities  of  pesticides  that  Subtenant  may  need  to  apply  to  the 
Premises  during  the  terms  of  this  Sublease,  (b)  describes  the  steps  Subtenant  will  take  to  meet 
the  City’s  IPM  Policy  described  in  Section  300  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance  and  (c)  identifies,  by 
name,  title,  address  and  telephone  number,  an  individual  to  act  as  Subtenant's  primary  IPM 
contact  person  with  the  City.  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  303(a)  and  303(b)  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance. 


22.12.  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance.  The  City  has  adopted  a First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance 
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(Board  of  Supervisors  Ordinance  No.  264  98)  which  establishes  specific  requirements, 
procedures  and  monitoring  for  first  source  hiring  of  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals  for  entry  level  positions.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  Sublandlord  adopts  a First 
Source  Hiring  Implementation  and  Monitoring  Plan  in  accordance  with  the  First  Source  Hiring 
Ordinance,  Subtenant  shall  enter  into  a First  Source  Hiring  Agreement  that  meets  the  applicable 
requirements  of  Section  83.9  of  the  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance. 

22.13.  Sunshine  Ordinance.  In  accordance  with  Section  67.24(e)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  contracts,  contractors’  bids,  leases,  agreements,  responses  to  Requests  for 
Proposals,  and  all  other  records  of  communications  between  City  departments  and  persons  or 
firms  seeking  contracts  will  be  open  to  inspection  immediately  after  a contract  has  been  awarded. 
Nothing  in  this  provision  requires  the  disclosure  of  a private  person’s  or  organization’s  net  worth 
or  other  proprietary  financial  data  submitted  for  qualification  for  a contract,  lease,  agreement  or 
other  benefit  until  and  unless  that  person  or  organization  is  awarded  the  contract,  lease, 
agreement  or  benefit.  Information  provided  which  is  covered  by  this  Section  will  be  made 
available  to  the  public  upon  request. 

22.14.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges 
that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15.103  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  Article  III, 
Chapter  2 of  City's  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Section  87100  et  seq.  and 
Section  1 090  et  seq.  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does 
not  know  of  any  facts  which  would  constitute  a violation  of  said  provisions,  and  agrees  that  if 
Subtenant  becomes  aware  of  any  such  fact  during  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
immediately  notify  Sublandlord. 

22.15.  Charter  Provision.  This  Sublease  is  governed  by  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

22.16.  Requiring  Health  Benefits  for  Covered  Employees.  Unless  exempt,  Subtenant  agrees 
to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Care  Accountability 
Ordinance  (HCAO),  as  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  12Q,  including 
the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing  regulations,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  12Q  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this 
Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  The  text  of  the  HCAO  is  available  on  the  web  at 
www.dph.sf.ca.us/HCRes/Resolutions/2004Res/HCResl02004.shtml.  Capitalized  terms  used  in 
this  Section  and  not  defined  in  this  Sublease  shall  have  the  meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in 
Chapter  12Q. 

(a)  For  each  Covered  Employee,  Subtenant  shall  provide  the  appropriate  health  benefit  set 
forth  in  Section  12Q.3  of  the  HCAO.  If  Subtenant  chooses  to  offer  the  health  plan  option,  such 
health  plan  shall  meet  the  minimum  standards  set  forth  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  above,  if  Subtenant  is  a small  business  as  defined  in 
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Section  12Q.3(d)  of  the  HCAO,  it  shall  have  no  obligation  to  comply  with  Subsection  (a)  above. 


(c)  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  HCAO  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this 
Sublease.  Sublandlord  shall  notify  Subtenant  if  such  a breach  has  occurred.  If,  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  receiving  City's  written  notice  of  a breach  of  this  Sublease  for  violating  the  HCAO, 
Subtenant  fails  to  cure  such  breach  or,  if  such  breach  cannot  reasonably  be  cured  within  such 
period  of  thirty  (30)  days.  Subtenant  fails  to  commence  efforts  to  cure  within  such  period,  or 
thereafter  fails  diligently  to  pursue  such  cure  to  completion,  Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to 
pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  Section  12Q.5(f)(l-5).  Each  of  these  remedies  shall  be 
exercisable  individually  or  in  combination  with  any  other  rights  or  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord. 

(d)  Any  Subcontract  entered  into  by  Subtenant  shall  require  the  Subcontractor  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  HCAO  and  shall  contain  contractual  obligations  substantially  the  same  as 
those  set  forth  in  this  Section.  Subtenant  shall  notify  City's  Purchasing  Department  when  it 
enters  into  such  a Subcontract  and  shall  certify  to  the  Purchasing  Department  that  it  has  notified 
the  Subcontractor  of  the  obligations  under  the  HCAO  and  has  imposed  the  requirements  of  the 
HCAO  on  Subcontractor  through  the  Subcontract.  Each  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  its 
Subcontractors'  compliance  with  this  Chapter.  If  a Subcontractor  fails  to  comply,  the 
Sublandlord  may  pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  this  Section  against  Subtenant  based  on  the 
Subcontractor’s  failure  to  comply,  provided  that  Sublandlord  has  first  provided  Subtenant  with 
notice  and  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a cure  of  the  violation. 

(e)  Subtenant  shall  not  discharge,  reduce  in  compensation,  or  otherwise  discriminate  against 
any  employee  for  notifying  Sublandlord  with  regard  to  Subtenant's  compliance  or  anticipated 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  HCAO,  for  opposing  any  practice  proscribed  by  the 
HCAO,  for  participating  in  proceedings  related  to  the  HCAO,  or  for  seeking  to  assert  or  enforce 
any  rights  under  the  HCAO  by  any  lawful  means. 

(f)  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  not  an  entity  that  was  set  up,  or  is  being  used, 
for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  intent  of  the  HCAO. 

(g)  Subtenant  shall  keep  itself  informed  of  the  current  requirements  of  the  HCAO. 

(h)  Subtenant  shall  provide  reports  to  Sublandlord  in  accordance  with  any  reporting  standards 
promulgated  by  Sublandlord  under  the  HCAO,  including  reports  on  Subcontractors  and 
Subtenants,  as  applicable. 

(i)  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  access  to  records  pertaining  to  compliance  with 
the  HCAO  after  receiving  a written  request  from  Sublandlord  to  do  so  and  being  provided  at  least 
five  (5)  business  days  to  respond. 

(j)  Sublandlord  may  conduct  random  audits  of  Subtenant  to  ascertain  its  compliance  with 
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HCAO.  Subtenant  agrees  to  cooperate  with  Sublandlord  when  it  conducts  such  audits. 

(k)  If  Subtenant  is  exempt  from  the  HCAO  when  this  Sublease  is  executed  because  its 
amount  is  less  than  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  (or  [Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($50,000)  if  Subtenant  is  a qualified  nonprofit),  but  Subtenant  later  enters  into  an  agreement  or 
agreements  that  cause  Subtenant's  aggregate  amount  of  all  agreements  with  Sublandlord  to  reach 
Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000),  all  the  agreements  shall  be  thereafter  subject  to  the 
HCAO.  This  obligation  arises  on  the  effective  date  of  the  agreement  that  causes  the  cumulative 
amount  of  agreements  between  Subtenant  and  the  Contracting  Department  to  be  equal  to  or 
greater  than  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000)  in  the  fiscal  year. 

22.17.  Notification  of  Limitations  on  Contributions.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1.126  of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign 
and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  any  person  who  contracts  with  the  City  for  the 
selling  or  leasing  of  any  land  or  building  to  or  from  the  City  whenever  such  transaction  would 
require  approval  by  a City  elective  officer  or  the  board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves, 
from  making  any  campaign  contribution  to  the  officer  at  any  time  from  the  commencement  of 
negotiations  for  such  contract  until  the  termination  of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  three  (3) 
months  has  elapsed  from  the  date  the  contract  is  approved  by  the  City  elective  officer,  or  the 
board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves.  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission 
Regulation  1 .126-1  provides  that  negotiations  are  commenced  when  a prospective  contractor  first 
communicates  with  a City  officer  or  employee  about  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a specific 
contract.  This  communication  may  occur  in  person,  by  telephone  or  in  writing,  and  may  be 
initiated  by  the  prospective  contractor  or  a City'officer  or  employee.  Negotiations  are  completed 
when  a contract  is  finalized  and  signed  by  the  City  and  the  contractor.  Negotiations  are 
terminated  when  the  City  and/or  the  prospective  contractor  end  the  negotiation  process  before  a 
final  decision  is  made  to  award  the  contract. 

22.18.  Preservation-Treated  Wood  Containing  Arsenic.  As  of  July  1,  2003,  Subtenant  may 
not  purchase  preservative-treated  wood  products  containing  arsenic  in  the  performance  of  this 
Sublease  unless  an  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  Environment  Code  Chapter  13  is 
obtained  from  the  Department  of  Environment  tinder  Section  1304  of  the  Environment  Code. 

The  term  "preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic"  shall  mean  wood  treated  with  a 
preservative  that  contains  arsenic,  elemental  arsenic,  or  an  arsenic  copper  combination, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  chromated  copper  arsenate  preservative,  ammoniac  copper  zinc 
arsenate  preservative,  or  ammoniacal  copper  arsenate  preservative.  Subtenant  may  purchase 
preservative-treated  wood  products  on  the  list  of  environmentally  preferable  alternatives  prepared 
and  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Environment.  This  provision  does  not  preclude  Subtenant 
from  purchasing  preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic  for  saltwater  immersion.  The  term 
"saltwater  immersion"  shall  mean  a pressure-treated  wood  that  is  used  for  construction  purposes 
or  facilities  that  are  partially  or  totally  immersed  in  saltwater. 

22.19.  Resource  Efficient  City  Buildings  and  Pilot  Projects.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the 
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City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  enacted  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  Sections  700  to 
707  relating  to  resource-efficient  City  buildings  and  resource-efficient  pilot  projects.  Subtenant 
hereby  agrees  that  it  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  such  code  sections. 

22.20.  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction.  Subtenant  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by 
all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction  Ordinance,  as  set  forth  in  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Chapter  16,  including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing 
guidelines  and  rules.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  16  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and 
made  a part  of  this  Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  This  provision  is  a material  term  of  this 
Sublease.  By  entering  into  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  agrees  that  if  it  breaches  this  provision, 
Sublandlord  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to 
determine;  further,  Subtenant  agrees  that  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  liquidated 
damages  for  the  first  breach,  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  liquidated  damages  for  the  second 
breach  in  the  same  year,  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  liquidated  damages  for  subsequent 
breaches  in  the  same  year  is  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  damage  that  Sublandlord  will  incur 
based  on  the  violation,  established  in  light  of  the  circumstances  existing  at  the  time  this  Sublease 
was  made.  Such  amounts  shall  not  be  considered  a penalty,  but  rather  agreed  monetary  damages 
sustained  by  Sublandlord  because  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

22.21.  Estoppel  Certificates.  At  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
Sublandlord's  request.  Subtenant  will  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  Sublandlord  a 
statement  certifying  the  following  matters:  (a)  the  Commencement  Date  and  Expiration  Date  of 
this  Sublease;  (b)  that  this  Sublease  is  unmodified  and  in  full  force  and  effect  (or  if  there  have 
been  modifications,  that  this  Sublease  is  in  full  force  and  effect  a's  modified  and  the  date  and 
nature  of  such  modifications);  (c)  the  dates  to  which  the  Rent  has  been  paid;  (d)  that  there  are  no 
Events  of  Default  under  this  Sublease  (or  if  there  are  any  Events  of  Default,  the  nature  of  such 
Event  of  Default);  and  (e)  any  other  matters  reasonably  requested  by  Sublandlord.  Sublandlord 
and  Subtenant  intend  that  any  such  statement  delivered  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  may  be  relied 
upon  by  any  assignee  of  Sublandlord's  interest  in  the  Master  Lease  or  this  Sublease,  any 
mortgagee  or  any  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  of  the  building  or  land  on  which  the 
Premises  are  located.  Subtenant  irrevocably  appoints  Sublandlord,  as  Subtenant's  agent,  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  Sublandlord  any  such  instrument  if  Subtenant  fails  to  do  so, 
which  failure  shall  also  be  an  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 

22.22.  Addendum.  The  terms  of  the  Addendum  attached  to  this  Sublease  are  incorporated  into 
the  Sublease  by  reference.  In  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  Sublease  and  the 
Addendum,  the  terms  of  the  Addendum  shall  control. 
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Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  have  executed  this  Sublease  in  triplicate  as  of  the  date  first 
written  above.

ADDENDUM  TO  SUBLEASE 


This  Addendum  to  the  Sublease  is  dated  as  of  December  1,  2007,  between  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  ("Sublandlord"),  and  SFGG  Rugby  Foundation,  Inc.,  a California  non- 
profit corporation  ("Subtenant"),  relating  to  certain  premises  described  in  the  Sublease. 

This  Addendum  supersedes  and  replaces  the  terms  of  the  Sublease  to  which  it  is  attached  to  the 
extent  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  Sublease  and  this  Addendum.  All  capitalized  terms  used 
in  this  Addendum  and  not  defined  herein  shall  have  the  meanings  set  forth  in  the  Sublease. 

Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  agree  as  follows: 


1.  Section  7.1(a).  A new  Section  7.1(a)  is  hereby  added  to  the  Sublease,  which  states  in  its 
entirety  as  follows: 

Section  7.1(a).  “Subtenant's  Permitted  Use.  Subtenant  may  use  the  Clubhouse 
(Parcel  A)  as  general  office,  meeting  space,  clubhouse,  lockers  and  showers  and  support  facilities 
for  rugby  and  netball.  Subtenant  may  conduct  food  and  beverage  service  on  Parcel  A in  support 
of  their  meetings  and  activities,  provided  such  service  is  in  accordance  with  all  applicable  laws 
and  the  provisions  of  this  Sublease  and  the  Master  Lease,  and  further  provided  that  any  service  of 
alcoholic  beverages  to  Subtenant's  members  and  guests  at  club  functions  is  subject  to  the 
additional  requirements  that  Subtenant  obtain  the  appropriate  license  from  the  California 
Department  of  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control,  that  no  alcoholic  beverages  are  served  to  the  general 
public  and  there  are  no  retail  sales  of  alcoholic  beverages.  Subtenant  shall  not  sublease  or 
otherwise  rent  out  the  Premises  to  third  parties  for  meetings  or  other  activities  without  the  priof 
written  approval  of  Sublandlord,  which  approval  Sublandlord  may  grant  or  withhold  at 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  No  sale  of  tobacco  or  tobacco  related  products  shall 
be  permitted.  Subtenant  may  conduct  food  and  beverage  service,  including  alcohol  beverage 
service  as  permitted  under  license  from  the  California  Alcoholic  Beverage  Commission  on  the 
Premises  in  support  of  their  meetings  and  activities  as  a clubhouse.  The  Athletic  Field  (Parcel  B) 
and  the  Netball  Area  (Parcel  C)  may  be  used  for  athletic  activities.  Subtenant  may  not  use  the 
Premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  for  any  other  purposes.

RESOLUTION  AUTHORIZING  THE  FOURTH  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  TREASURE  ISLAND 
CHILDCARE  CENTER  MASTER  LEASE  BETWEEN  THE  AUTHORITY  AND  THE  NAVY  TO 
EXTEND  THE  TERM 

WHEREAS,  The  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (“Authority”)  and  the  United 
States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of  the  Navy  (the  "Navy"),  entered 
into  a master  lease  dated  October  1,  2001,  for  the  Authority  to  use  and  rent  out  certain  land 
and  buildings  in  certain  areas  of  Treasure  Island  (the  "Childcare  Center  Master  Lease")  at  no 
rent;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Childcare  Center  Master  Lease  enables  the  Authority  to  sublease  the 
master  leased  area  for  interim  uses  and  generate  revenues  to  support  the  interim  uses  and 
the  future  redevelopment  of  the  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  term  of  the  Childcare  Center  Master  Lease  expires  on  November  30, 
2008;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  wishes  to  extend  the  term  of  such  lease  for  a period  of  one 
(1)  year  beginning  on  December  1,  2008  and  ending  on  November  30,  2009,  unless  sooner

BACKGROUND 

On  July  15,  2003,  the  Authority  entered  into  a License  for  Nonfederal  Use  of  Real 
Property  with  the  United  States  Navy  for  a portion  of  Building  449  (License  Number 
N6247498RP00P48)  (the  “Original  Master  License”)  for  the  storage  of  museum  artifacts, 
display  cases  and  associated  collection  materials.  The  Authority  does  not  pay  any  base 
rent  under  the  Original  Master  License.  The  Authority  has  in  turn,  sublicensed  the  portion 
of  the  premises  under  License  to  the  San  Francisco  Museum  & Historical  Society 
(“SFMHS”)  for  the  storage  of  its  materials.  The  Authority  also  maintains  a one-room 
storage  area  on  the  premises  under  this  Original  License. 

The  term  of  the  Original  Master  License  will  expire  on  November  30  2008.  The 
SFMHS  has  notified  the  Authority  of  its  intent  to  vacate  its  sub-licensed  portion  of  the 
Building  on  or  before  October  31,  2008.  The  Navy  has  informed  Authority  staff  that 
upon  vacancy  by  the  SFMHS,  the  Navy  does  not  intend  to  re-license  this  area  for 
additional  Authority  sub-licensing  opportunities.  As  such,  the  Navy  and  the  Authority 
desire  to  enter  into  a new  Master  License  for  the  single  room  in  Building  449  which  the 
Authority  will  maintain  for  a term  commencing  on  December  1 , 2008  and  expiring  on 
November  30,  2009  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Original  Master  License 
other  than  the  term  and  Licensed  Premesis. 

The  Director  of  Island  Operations  requests  authorization  from  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  Board  of  Directors  (Authority)  to  enter  into  a new  Museum 
Storage  License  with  the  United  States  Navy  at  Treasure  Island  for  the  term  from 
December  1,  2008  through  November  30,  2009.

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11.  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 


a.  Licensee  will  at  all  times  during  the  use  of  the  Licensed  Premises  promptly  observe  and  comply,  at  its 
sole  cost  and  expense,  with  the  provisions  of  all  applicable  Federal,  State,  and  local  laws,  regulations, 
and  standards  concerning  environmental  quality  and  pollution  control  and  abatement,  with  respect  to  its 
occupancy  and  use  of  the  Licensed  Premises.  Licensee  covenants  that  it  will  not  improperly  generate, 
use  or  store  hazardous  substances  or  hazardous  waste  on  the  Licensed  Premises.  Licensee  shall 
promptly  notify  the  Licensor  and  supply  copies  of  any  notices,  reports,  correspondence,  and 
submissions  made  by  Licensee  to  any  Federal,  State  or  local  authority,  or  received  by  Licensee  from 
said  authority,  concerning  environmental  matters  or  hazardous  substances  or  hazardous  waste  on,  about 
or  pertaining  to  the  Licensed  Premises.  Licensee  shall  indemnify,  defend  and  hold  harmless  the 
Government  from  and  against  all  claims,  liabilities,  losses,  damages  and  costs,  foreseen  or  unforeseen, 
which  the  Government  may  incur  by  the  reason  of  Licensee’s  action  or  non-action  with  regard  to 
obligations  under  this  paragraph,  and  this  provision  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  termination  of  the 
license. 

b.  Licensee  or  its  Sublicensee  is  required  to  provide  their  own  security  for  all  the  licensed  premises. 

Private  patrol  operators  and  persons  employed  as  security  guards  or  patrol  persons  must  meet  the 
licensing  and  California  Registration  requirements  for  private  security  services  as  defined  in  the 
California  Business  and  Professions  Code. 

c.  The  licenses  premises  must  be  restored  to  the  original  condition  prior  to  expiration  of  this  license. 

d.  No  notice,  order  direction,  determination,  requirement,  consent,  or  approval  under  this  License  shall  be 
of  any  effect  unless  it  is  in  writing. 

e.  Licensee  or  its  Sublicensee  shall  be  allowed  ingress  and  egress  to  the  license  premises. 

f.  Licensee  shall  ensure  that  no  illegal  activity  according  to  Federal,  State  and  local  statues  and  ordinances 
shall  be  allowed  within  the  confines  of  any  facilities  and  real  estate  described  in  this  agreement. 

g.  Licensee  is  prohibited  from  using  the  license  property  for  the  treatment  or  disposal  of  toxic  or  hazardous 
material,  which  includes  material  of  a flammable,  explosive  or  pyrotechnic  nature. 

h.  In  lieu  of  any  policy  of  insurance  require  hereunder,  Licensee  and  Licensor  understand  and  agree  that 
Licensee  shall  maintain  a program  of  self-insurance  fully  adequate  to  cover  Licensee’s  liability  for  loss 
or  damage  to  the  premises  resulting  from  risks  expressly  required  to  be  insure  hereunder.  Licensor 
acknowledges  that  Licensee  shall  not  be  required  to  deposit  a certificate  of  insurance  or  certified  copy 
of  a policy  of  insurance  with  Licensor’s  local  representative. 

i.  Licensee  is  required  fo  remove  all  debris  and  personal  property/equipment  from  the  licensed  premises 
upon  the  expiration  of  this  license. 

j.  Licensee  is  not  permitted  access  to  the  portion  of  the  building  that  contains  Navy  owned  personal 
property,  including  museum  artifacts,  equipment  and  display  cases.

BACKGROUND

BACKGROUND 


Oracle  will  hold  its  Openworld  Conference  in  San  Francisco  from  Sunday,  September  21 
through  Thursday,  September  25.  Over  45,000  attendees  occupying  more  than  15,300  hotel 
rooms  will  be  in  San  Francisco  for  this  conference.  World  leaders  in  all  sectors  of  the 
information  technology  sector  will  attend  this  conference.  This  event  will  enhance  the  City’s 
position  as  a world  class  leader  in  the  technology  industry. 

Oracle  has  chosen  Treasure  Island  as  the  site  for  the  event’s  premier  event.  Hangar  Three,  the 
adjacent  pavement,  Pier  One  and  fields  throughout  the  southeast  comer  of  Treasure  Island  will 
play  host  to  this  event.  Success  of  this  event  will  enhance  the  visibility  of  Treasure  Island  as  a 
venue  for  world  class  events. 

Project  Staff  negotiated  a revocable  permit  for  Oracle  to  use  certain  Treasure  Island  premises  in 
exchange  for  a one-time  permit  fee  of  $45,000,  plus  minor  improvements  to  Hangar  Three  and 
the  clean  up  of  neglected  areas  throughout  Treasure  Island.  The  improvements  will  provide  a 
substantial  benefit  to  the  Island’s  events  venues  by  cleaning  up  areas  that  could  not  be  addressed 
in  the  current  budget.  This  work  includes  fence  removals,  bmsh  clearing  and  tree  trimming  in 
areas  surrounding  Hangars  Three  and  Two.  The  resulting  work  will  improve  public  access  to  the 
shoreline  and  improve  the  appearance  of  the  Clipper  Cove  shoreline. 

The  US  Navy  is  conducting  environmental  remediation  projects  on  Treasure  Island.  Among  the 
projects  is  the  Site  21  Remediation  Project  to  eliminate  underground  hazardous  materials  in  the 
vicinity  of  Hangar  Three.  Execution  of  this  remediation  project  requires  the  Navy  to  set  up  two 
1,000  gallon  above-ground  tanks  and  to  drill  multiple  subsurface  wells  next  to  Hangar  Three. 

The  result  will  be  a large  area  in  the  vicinity  of  Hangar  Three  that  will  be  unavailable  for  use 
during  the  remediation  period.  While  the  Navy  had  originally  scheduled  this  project  to  be 
executed  in  June  of  2008,  the  Navy  complied  with  a request  from  Project  Staff  to  delay  the 
project  to  accommodate  the  Summer  Sailstice  event.  Subsequently,  the  Navy  rescheduled  this 
remediation  project  to  take  place  in  September  of  2008.  Mobilization  was  underway  when 
Project  Staff  informed  the  Navy  that  the  new  date  would  have  a significant  impact  on  the  Oracle 
Event. 


The  Navy  has  agreed  to  further  delay  the  remediation  project  in  exchange  for  Forty  Four 
Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Ten  Dollars  ($44,910)  in  mobilization  costs  expended  to  date. 

Reimbursement  will  be  made  to  Shaw  Environmental,  the  Navy’s  remediation  contractor.  In 
exchange  for  reimbursement  Shaw  will  delay  the  remediation  project  to  October  1,  2008,  after 
completion  of  the  Oracle  Openworld  event  on  Treasure  Island.  This  arrangement  will 
accommodate  the  Navy’s  schedule  and  assure  the  success  of  the  Oracle  Openworld  event. 

FINANCIAL  IMPACT 


Revenue  was  not  budgeted  for  Events  in  Hangar  Three  in  FY  08-09.  Expenses  to  pay  the  Navy 
were  not  budgeted  for  FY  08-09.  Therefore,  income  of  $45,000  in  Hangar  Three,  offset  by 
$44,910  in  reimbursements  to  the  Navy  will  result  in  $90  of  unbudgeted  income.  Additionally, 
Oracle  as  already  initiated  discussions  with  Project  Staff  to  return  to  Treasure  Island  next  year. 

RECOMMENDATION 


Project  Staff  recommends  that  the  Authority  Board  of  Directors  approve  reimbursement  of  the 
Navy’s  contractor  for  costs  incurred,  up  to  a maximum  of  $44,910,  to  delay  the  remediation 
project  adjacent  to  Hangar  Three  to  October  1,  2008,  to  accommodate  the  Oracle  Openworld 
Conference.

and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  entered  into  a Use  Permit  with  Hartmann  Studios,  Inc.,  to 
produce  the  Oracle  Openworld  2008  Event,  an  event  with  significance  for  the  reputation  of  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  as  a world  technology  center  and  the  Authority  as  a venue  for  major 
events;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  general  terms  of  the  Use  Permit  with  Hartmann  Studies  include: 
Premises  described  as  Hangar  Three  and  other  properties  on  Treasure  Island,  a term  of 
September  5,  2008  through  September  29,  2008,  and  consideration  of  $45,000,  plus 
improvements  to  properties  on  Treasure  Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Shaw  Environmental  & Infrastructure,  Inc.  ("Shaw"),  an  environmental 
services  contractor,  provides  environmental  remediation  services  for  the  Navy  on  Treasure 
Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  At  the  direction  of  the  Navy,  Shaw  scheduled  an  environmental

SUMMARY  OF  PROPOSED  ACTION 


Staff  requests  that  the  Authority  endorse  the  Amended  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island 
Survey  Area  (the  “Amended  Survey  Area”).  If  endorsed,  the  Amended  Survey  Area  would  be 
submitted  to  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  (“BoS”)  for  adoption  in  accordance  with- 
California  Community  Redevelopment  Law  (“CRL”).  Staff  also  requests  that  the  Authority 
endorse  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  for  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  Redevelopment 
Project  (the  “Amended  Preliminary  Plan”),  which  also  amends  the  Project  Area  boundary. 


BACKGROUND 

In  1995,  the  BoS  designated  all  of  Treasure  Island  and  portions  of  Yerba  Buena  Island  as  a 
Survey  Area.  The  purpose  of  establishing  a Survey  Area  is  to  permit  the  applicable 
redevelopment  agency  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  utilizing  the  powers  of  redevelopment  for 
the  purposes  of  redevelopment  within  the  designated  areas.  Subsequent  to  the  adoption  of  the 
Survey  Area,  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1 997  (AB  699)  was  enacted,  thereby 
designating  the  Authority  as  a redevelopment  agency  under  CRL  with  all  powers  of  a 
redevelopment  agency  for  the  purposes  of  acquiring,  using,  operating,  maintaining,  converting, 
and  redeveloping  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (“NSTI”). 

In  1 999,  as  the  next  step  in  the  redevelopment  process,  the  Authority  endorsed  and  the  Planning 
Commission  adopted  the  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  Redevelopment  Preliminary  Plan 
and  selected  the  Project  Area  boundaries  (the  “Project  Area”).  A Preliminary  Plan  is  required 
under  CRL  to  define  the  project  area  boundaries  and  generally  describe  the  land  uses,  street 
layout,  population  densities,  building  intensities,  development  standards,  revitalization  strategies 
and  general  neighborhood  impacts  of  the  proposed  redevelopment  plan.  In  addition,  the 
Preliminary  Plan  must  describe  how  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area  will  serve  the  purposes 
of  the  CRL. 
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The  Project  Area  that  was  selected  at  the  time  was  consistent  with  the  project  plans  anticipated  at 
the  time  and  encompassed  most  of  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (“TIYBI”), 
excluding  certain  portions  of  TIYBI,  portions  of  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  Caltrans 
lands,  and  the  United  States  Coast  Guard  Station  lands. 

In  2003,  after  competitively  selecting  a prospective  master  developer,  the  Authority  determined 
that  the  preparation  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  and  related  documents  should  be  closely 
integrated  with  the  land  use  planning  process.  Consequently,  the  work  on  the  Redevelopment 
Plan  was  delayed  until  after  the  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  (“Development  Plan”)  was 
endorsed  by  TIDA  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  occurred  in  October  and  December 
2006,  respectively.  Since  then,  staff  has  been  working  on  a number  of  fronts  to  advance  the 
redevelopment  and  long  term  planning  efforts,  including  continuing  negotiations  with  the 
prospective  master  developer,  and  initiating  environmental  review  as  required  by  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA). 

In  2007,  staff  resumedd  the  redevelopment  planning  process  in  order  to  coordinate  with  the 
schedule  of  the  Environmental  Impact  Report,  final  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement, 
and  other  related  transactional  documents,  all  of  which  are  expected  to  be  completed  by  the  end 
of  2009. 


DISCUSSION 


Redevelopment  Plan  Adoption  Process.  As  required  by  the  CRL,  the  Authority  must  prepare  a 
series  of  documents  as  part  of  the  redevelopment  plan  adoption  process  that  include:  the  Survey 
Area,  the  Preliminary  Plan,  the  Preliminary  Report,  the  Redevelopment  Plan,  the  Implementation 
Plan,  and  the  final  Report  on  the  Redevelopment  Plan  to  the  legislative  body.  All  of  these 
documents  are  based  on  the  plans  as  outlined  in  the  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet,  and 
subsequent  iterations.  Establishing  the  Survey  Area  boundary  is  the  first  step  in  the  CRL  process, 
while  the  Preliminary  Plan  provides  the  first  formal,  albeit  preliminary,  statement  of  the  purpose 
and  scope  of  the  proposed  redevelopment  program  and  serves  as  notification  of  the  Authority’s 
intent  to  proceed  with  consideration  of  the  adoption  of  a Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Project 
Area. 

Survey  Area  and  Project  Area  Boundaries.  As  described  above,  the  Survey  Area  boundary  is 
designated  to  permit  the  Authority  to  initiate  the  process  to  study  the  feasibility  of  utilizing 
redevelopment  powers  within  the  Survey  Area.  Designation  of  the  Project  Area  boundaries 
further  refines  the  boundaries  of  the  area  that  the  Authority  will  study  in  the  preparation  of  the 
necessary  plan  adoption  documents,  including  determining  whether  the  area  qualifies  for 
redevelopment.  As  shown  in  Exhibit  A of  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan,  the  Project  Area 
boundary  has  been  established  to  coincide  with  the  Amended  Survey  Area  boundary.  Generally, 
this  boundary  lies  offshore  of  TIYBI,  and  includes  submerged  lands  surrounding  both  islands. 

In  consultation  with  the  Authority’s  redevelopment  consultant  and  legal  counsel,  staff  has 
determined  that  amending  the  Survey  Area  boundaries  to  include  all  of  TIYBI,  and  expanding 
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the  Project  Area  boundaries  (to  include  formerly  excluded  areas  on  TIYBI1,  Job  Corps  land,  US 
Coast  Guard  lands  and  Caltrans  lands)  will  establish  more  logical  boundaries  with  the  former 
NSTI  and  Survey  Area  boundaries.  The  land  use  plan  and  development  program  have  been 
significantly  revised  since  the  1996  Draft  Reuse  Plan,  and  new  residential  uses  have  been 
endorsed  by  the  Authority  and  BoS  for  those  formerly  excluded  areas  on  TIYBI.  In  order  to  be 
able  to  capture  and  reinvest  the  tax  increment  that  will  be  generated  by  these  uses,  it  is 
advantageous  to  now  include  these  formerly  excluded  areas  in  the  Project  Area. 

If  the  Redevelopment  Plan  is  adopted,  the  Authority  will  not  have  redevelopment  powers  with 
respect  to  those  federal  or  state  properties  included  in  the  Survey  Area  and  Project  Area 
boundaries  for  as  long  as  the  properties  are  owned  by  the  federal  or  state  agencies. 
Redevelopment  programs  or  activities  carried  out  pursuant  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan  will  be 
closely  coordinated  with  these  agencies  in  order  to  minimize  any  impacts  to  the  access,  use,  or 
operations  of  their  facilities. 

Preliminary  Plan.  The  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  itself  is  quite  brief  and  general  in  nature, 
consistent  with  statutory  requirements,  and  many  of  the  issues  outlined  are  addressed  via 
reference  to  the  Conceptual  Land  Plan  and  Program  Objectives  (collectively  the  “Preliminary 
Plan  Guidelines”),  set  forth  in  Exhibit  C of  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan.  As  the 
redevelopment  process  proceeds,  a final  Redevelopment  Plan  will  be  created  that  sets  forth  basic 
goals,  powers  and  limitations  within  which  the  Authority  must  conduct  its  activities  over  the  life 
of  the  project  and  provides  a general  statement  of  redevelopment  objectives  and  techniques.  To 
address  the  detailed  planning  needs  of  Treasure  Island,  including  the  creation  of  specific  zoning 
controls,  development  standards,  design  guidelines,  approval  procedures,  a Design  for 
Development  (“D4D”)  document  and  a Design  Review  and  Document  Approval  Procedure 
(“DRDAP”)  document  will  be  prepared  and  submitted  for  approval  at  the  time  the  final 
Redevelopment  Plan  is  submitted  for  approval. 


NEXT  STEPS 

Should  the  Authority  endorse  the  Amended  Survey  Area,  staff  will  submit  the  Amended  Survey 
Area  to  the  BoS  to  be  adopted.  Should  the  Authority  also  endorse  the  Amended  Preliminary 
Plan,  staff  will  submit  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  to  the  Planning  Commission  for  approval, 
and  then  will  return  to  the  Authority  for  acceptance  of  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan.  Upon 
acceptance  of  the  adopted  Amended  Preliminary  Plan,  as  required  by  the  CRL,  the  appropriate 
documents  will  be  submitted  to  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  the  County  Assessor,  and  the 
County  Controller  to  obtain  the  necessary  base  year  information  to  commence  preparation  of  the 
preliminary  report. 

Subsequent  to  adoption  of  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan,  technical  documentation  work  will 
begin  in  order  to  prepare  the  required  Draft  Redevelopment  Plan  and  the  Preliminary  Report 


1 In  accordance  with  BoS  Resolution  No.  699-06,  to  avoid  displacement  of  any  current  residents  of  Navy-owned 
housing  that  wish  to  remain  long-term  residents  of  the  Project  Area,  eligible  residents  of  Navy-owned  housing  will 
be  given  the  option  to  rent  or  buy  an  affordable  unit  within  the  Project  Area  at  a rent  or  price  affordable  to  that 
household. 
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documents.  The  Preliminary  Report  is  a major  background  document  that  demonstrates  how  the 
project  area  qualifies  under  the  CRL  and  describes  the  following  aspects  of  the  redevelopment 
plan,  among  others: 

■ Redevelopment  goals  and  objectives 

■ Existing  conditions  of  the  project  area 

■ Demonstration  of  blight  and  how  the  proposed  projects  will  alleviate  blight  conditions 

■ Project  area  urbanization 

■ Proposed  redevelopment  program,  including  projects  and  activities 

■ Proposed  methods  of  financing  and  feasibility 


RECOMMENDATION 


Staff  recommends  the  Authority  endorse  the  Amended  Survey  Area  and  request  that  the  BoS 
adopt  a resolution  establishing  the  Amended  Survey  Area.  Staff  also  recommends  that  the 
Authority  endorse  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  and  request  that  the  Planning  Commission 
adopt  findings  related  to  the  selection  of  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  and  Project  Area 
boundary.

INTRODUCTION 


On  January  13,  1997,  by  Resolution  No.  27-95,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors 
designated  a portion  of  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  as  a redevelopment 
survey  area,  and  on  August  19,  1999,  by  Motion  No.  14869,  the  San  Francisco  Planning 
Commission  selected  the  preliminary  boundaries  for  the  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena 
Island  Redevelopment  Project  (the  "Project"),  and  formulated  a preliminary  plan 
("Preliminary  Plan")  for  the  Project.  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors 

subsequently  adopted  Resolution  No.  on  October  , 2008,  designating  and 

describing  an  amended  survey  area  for  the  Project,  and  the  San  Francisco  Planning 

Commission,  on , 2008,  by  Motion  No. , amended  the  boundaries 

for  the  Project  and  adopted  this  amended  Preliminary  Plan  (“Amended  Preliminary 
Plan”). 

This  is  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  for  the  Project.  The  area  within  the  Project  (the 
“Project  Area”)  includes  all  of  the  property  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Naval  Station 
Treasure  Island,  located  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  including  certain  lands 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor  Job  Corps  (the  “Job  Corps  Lands”),  which  are 
located  on  Treasure  Island.  It  also  includes  certain  lands  of  the  United  States  Coast  Guard 
(the  "Coast  Guard  Lands"),  which  are  located  on  Yerba  Buena  Island  and  are  not  part  of 
Naval  Station  Treasure  Island.  The  Coast  Guard  Lands  and  Job  Corps  Lands  are  included 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  Project  Area  solely  in  order  to  preserve  logical  boundaries 
for  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  for  purposes  of  planning  the  redevelopment 
of  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  in  a manner  that  is  compatible  with  and  does  not 
interfere  with  the  ownership,  use  and  operation  of  the  Coast  Guard  Lands  and  Job  Corps 
Lands  by  the  United  States  Government. 

This  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  has  been  prepared  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Community  Redevelopment  Law  (Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  33000,  et  seq.)  (the 
“CRL”).  This  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  conforms  with  the  general  provisions  for  the 
preparation  of  a preliminary  plan  contained  in  Sections  33322  to  33325  of  the  CRL, 
except  as  modified  by  special  legislation  pertaining  to  the  conversion  of  military  bases 
that  have  been  ordered  closed  or  realigned  contained  in  Section  33492,  et  seq.  (“Military 
Base  Conversion  Legislation”),  as  specifically  amended  for  Naval  Station  Treasure 
Island  by  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997  (the  “Enabling  Act”).  The  Treasure 
Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997  authorizes  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority 
(the  “Authority”)  created  by  that  Act  to  function  in  all  respects  as  a redevelopment 
agency  under  the  CRL  for  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island.  The  Authority  shall  have  no 
jurisdiction  or  authority  under  the  Enabling  Act  or  the  CRL  with  respect  to  the  Coast 


Guard  Lands.  The  provisions  of  the  final  Redevelopment  Plan  shall  not  apply  to  the 
ownership,  use  and  operation  of  the  Coast  Guard  Lands  and  Job  Corps  Lands  by  the 
United  States  Government. 

The  Military  Base  Conversion  Legislation  allows  for  the  adoption  of  this  Amended 
Preliminary  Plan  and  a final  redevelopment  plan  without  conformity  with  or  findings  of 
consistency  with  the  applicable  general  plan  for  the  area.  The  Military  Base  Conversion 
Legislation  also  allows  for  the  adoption  of  a final  redevelopment  plan  without  the  need 
for  environmental  review  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  (Public  Resources  Code  Section  21000  et  seq.)  (“CEQA”)  if  the  Authority 
determines  that  the  need  to  adopt  the  redevelopment  plan  at  the  soonest  possible  time  in 
order  to  use  the  authority  in  the  Military  Base  Conversion  Legislation  requires  the 
Authority  to  delay  the  application  of  CEQA.  The  Authority  currently  anticipates  that 
environmental  review  in  accordance  with  CEQA  will  be  completed  and  a finding  of 
consistency  with  the  City’s  General  Plan  will  be  made  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the 
redevelopment  plan. 

II.  DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  BOUNDARIES  OF  THE  PROJECT  AREA 

The  boundaries  of  the  Project  Area  are  as  shown  on  the  Map  of  the  Project  Area,  which  is 
attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A,  and  as  described  in  the  Description  of  the  Project  Area, 
which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  B. 

III.  GENERAL  STATEMENT  OF  PROPOSED  LAND  USES 

As  a basis  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area,  it  is  proposed  that  the  land  uses  in 
the  Project  Area  shall  be  residential,  commercial,  industrial  and  public  uses,  as  generally 
set  forth  in  the  Conceptual  Land  Plan  and  Program  Objectives  attached  as  Exhibit  C 
(collectively  the  “Preliminary  Plan  Guidelines”). 

IV.  GENERAL  STATEMENT  OF  PROPOSED  LAYOUT  OF  PRINCIPAL  STREETS 

As  a basis  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area,  it  is  proposed  that  the  layout  of 
principal  streets  be  as  generally  indicated  in  the  Preliminary  Plan  Guidelines  (Exhibit  C 
hereto). 

Existing  streets  within  the  Project  Area  may  be  closed,  widened,  or  otherwise  modified, 
and  additional  streets  may  be  created  as  necessary  for  proper  pedestrian  or  vehicular 
circulation. 

V.  GENERAL  STATEMENT  OF  PROPOSED  POPULATION  DENSITIES 


Standards  for  population  densities  shall  be  consistent  with  the  densities  generally 
contemplated  in  the  Preliminary  Plan  Guidelines  (Exhibit  C hereto). 


VI. 


GENERAL  STATEMENT  OF  PROPOSED  BUILDING  INTENSITIES 


As  a basis  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area,  it  is  proposed  that,  in  general, 
building  intensities  shall  be  consistent  with  the  Preliminary  Plan  Guidelines  (Exhibit  C 
hereto). 

VII.  GENERAL  STATEMENT  OF  PROPOSED  BUILDING  STANDARDS 

As  a basis  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area,  it  is  proposed  that  building 
standards  should  generally  conform  to  the  building  requirements  of  applicable  state 
statutes  and  local  codes. 

VIII.  ATTAINMENT  OF  THE  PURPOSES  OF  THE  CALIFORNIA  COMMUNITY 
REDEVELOPMENT  LAW 

The  purposes  of  the  CRL  would  be  attained  by  the  proposed  redevelopment  through:  (1) 
the  elimination  of  blighting  influences  and  the  correction  of  environmental  deficiencies, 
including,  among  others:  (i)  buildings  in  which  it  is  unsafe  or  unhealthy  for  persons  to 
live  or  work,  buildings  on  land  that,  when  subdivided  or  when  infrastructure  is  installed, 
would  not  comply  with  community  subdivision,  zoning  or  planning  regulations,  and 
buildings  that,  when  built,  did  not  conform  to  the  then-effective  building,  plumbing, 
mechanical,  or  electrical  codes  adopted  by  the  applicable  jurisdiction;  (ii)  factors  that 
prevent  or  substantially  hinder  the  economically  viable  reuse  or  capacity  of  buildings  or 
areas;  (iii)  adjacent  or  nearby  incompatible  and  uneconomic  land  uses;  (iv)  properties 
currently  served  by  infrastructure  that  do  not  meet  existing  adopted  utility  or  community 
infrastructure  standards;  (v)  properties  containing  hazardpus  wastes  or  toxic  substances; 
(2)  the  assembly  of  land  into  parcels  suitable  for  modern,  integrated  development  with 
improved  pedestrian  and  vehicular  circulation;  (3)  the  replanning,  redesign,  reuse  and 
redevelopment  of  areas  which  are  stagnant  or  improperly  utilized;  (4)  the  strengthening 
of  the  economic  base  of  the  Project  Area  by  stimulating  new  investment;  (5)  the 
provision  of  an  environment  for  social  and  economic  growth;  (6)  the  expansion  and 
improvement  of  housing  for  low-  and  moderate-income  persons;  and  (7)  the  installation 
of  new  or  replacement  of  existing  public  improvements,  facilities,  and  utilities  in  areas 
which  are  currently  inadequately  served  with  regard  to  such  improvements,  facilities,  and 
utilities. 

IX.  CONSISTENCY  WITH  GENERAL  PLAN 


This  determination  is  not  made  at  this  time  for  the  reasons  given  in  the  fourth  paragraph 
of  Section  I of  this  Amended  Preliminary  Plan.  The  Military  Base  Conversion  Legislation 
allows  for  the  adoption  of  this  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  without  conformity  with  or 
findings  of  consistency  with  the  applicable  general  plan  for  the  area,  and  the  Authority 
currently  anticipates  that  a finding  of  consistency  with  the  City’s  General  Plan  will  be 
made  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  final  redevelopment  plan. 


X.  GENERAL  IMPACT  OF  THE  PROJECT  UPON  THE  RESIDENTS  THEREOF  AND 

UPON  SURROUNDING  NEIGHBORHOODS 


Almost  all  residents  within  the  Project  Area  currently  occupy  Navy-owned  housing 
facilities  leased  on  an  interim  basis  to  the  Authority  by  the  Navy.  Residents  of  non-Navy 
owned  housing  are  affiliated  with  the  United  States  Coast  Guard  or  the  Department  of 
Labor  Job  Corps  and  occupy  facilities  on  the  Coast  Guard  Lands  or  the  Job  Corps  Lands, 
respectively.  Current  residents  of  Navy-owned  housing  occupy  these  facilities  pursuant 
to  interim  leases  that  acknowledge  that  the  property  will  be  redeveloped  in  accordance 
with  the  Redevelopment  Plan.  In  accordance  with  direction  given  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  by  Resolution  No.  699-06,  adopted  December  12,  2006,  to  avoid 
displacement  of  any  current  residents  of  Navy-owned  housing  that  wish  to  remain  long- 
term residents  of  the  Project  Area,  eligible  residents  of  Navy-owned  housing  will  be 
given  the  option  to  rent  or  buy  an  affordable  unit  within  the  Project  Area  at  a rent  or  price 
affordable  to  that  household. 

Because  proposed  activities  in  the  Project  Area  may  include  property  acquisition, 
demolition  of  structures,  the  installation  of  new  or  replacement  of  existing  public 
improvements,  and  the  replanning,  redesign,  reuse  and/or  redevelopment  of  land  for 
public  facilities  or  for  disposition  for  private  development,  the  impact  of  the  proposed 
Project  upon  residents  of  the  Project  Area  may,  in  general,  be  in  the  areas  of  temporary 
and  permanent  relocation,  construction,  traffic  circulation,  public  facilities  and  services, 
environmental  quality,  and  economic  development.  Temporary  or  permanent  relocation 
of  the  residents  of  the  Coast  Guard  Lands  and  Job  Corps  Lands  is  not  expected,  and  these 
residents  are  expected  to  be  impacted  by  the  Redevelopment  Plan  to  a lesser  extent  than 
the  residents  of  the  Navy-owned  housing. 

The  impacts  of  the  Project  will  be  considered  in  detail  by  the  Authority  in  the  Report  on 
the  Redevelopment  Plan  prepared  in  connection  with  the  adoption  of  an  ordinance 
approving  the  final  redevelopment  plan  and/or  in  the  Environmental  Impact  Report  to  be 
prepared  for  the  Project.

PRELIMINARY  PLAN  GUIDELINES 


The  Conceptual  Land  Plan  and  Program  Objectives  (collectively  the  “Preliminary  Plan

Reuse  Plan,  and  as  further  defined  in  the  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  (the  “Term  Sheet”), 
endorsed  by  the  Authority  Board  and  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco’s  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  December  2006.  The  Preliminary  Plan  Guidelines  will  be  used  to  develop  a final 
Redevelopment  Plan  and  a Design  for  Development  document  that  will  control  the  uses 
permitted  in  the  Project  Area,  the  design  and  construction  standards  and  guidelines  for  the  new 
buildings,  facilities  and  public  realm  therein  and  other  matters  related  to  the  physical 
development  of  the  Project  Area. 

The  Authority  is  committed  to  the  following  Program  Objectives  within  the  context  of  an 
economically  feasible  project  that  is  reasonably  flexible  to  respond  to  changes  in  the 
marketplace: 

■ Plan  for  a diversity  of  residential  densities  between  70-150  dwelling  units  per  acre  and  provide  a 
mix  of  uses  comparable  to  other  vibrant  San  Francisco  neighborhoods.

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  hereby  finds  that  (i)  entering  into 
the  Sublease  will  serve  the  goals  of  the  Authority,  the  1996  Homeless  Services  Plan  for 
Treasure  Island,  and  the  public  interests  of  the  City,  and  (ii)  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
Sublease  are  economically  reasonable;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of 
Island  Operations  to  enter  into  any  additions,  amendments  or  other  modifications  to  the 
Sublease  that  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  determines  in  consultation  with  the  City 
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Attorney  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Authority,  that  do  not  materially  increase  the 
obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  Authority,  that  do  not  materially  reduce  the  rights  of  the 
Authority,  and  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  complete  the  preparation  and  approval  of  the 
Sublease,  such  determination  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by 
the  Director  of  Island  Operations  of  the  documents  and  any  amendments  thereto.

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ADDENDUM  TO  SUBLEASE 


TREASURE  ISLAND  SUBLEASE 


THIS  SUBLEASE  (the  "Sublease"),  dated  for  reference  purposes  only  as  of 
December  1 , 2007,  is  by  and  between  the  TREASURE  ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT 
AUTHORITY,  a California  public  benefit  corporation  (“Sublandlord”),  and  KIDANGO,  INC.  a 
California  nonprofit  corporation  (“Subtenant”).  From  time  to  time,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant 
together  shall  be  referred  to  herein  as  the  “Parties”. 

This  Sublease  is  made  with  reference  to  the  following  facts  and  circumstances: 

A.  The  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of 
Navy  (“Master  Landlord”)  and  Sublandlord  entered  into  a lease  dated  October  18,  2001,  as 
amended  from  time  to  time  (the  “Master  Lease”),  a copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as 
Exhibit  A.  Under  the  Master  Lease,  the  Master  Landlord  leased  to  Sublandlord  certain  real 
property  located  on  Treasure  Island  Naval  Station  (the  “Property”),  as  more  particularly 
described  in  the  Master  Lease. 

B.  Subtenant  desires  to  sublet  from  Sublandlord,  and  Sublandlord  is  willing 
to  sublet  to  Subtenant,  a portion  of  the  Property  on  the  terms  and  conditions  contained  in  this 
Sublease. 


NOW  THEREFORE,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  hereby  agree  as  follows:

2.  PREMISES 

2.1.  Subleased  Premises.  Subject  to  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease, 
Sublandlord  subleases  to  Subtenant  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  have  the  non-exclusive  right 
to  use,  together  with  other  subtenants  in  the  Facility,  the  lobbies,  corridors,  elevators,  stairways 
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and  other  public  areas  of  the  Facility  and  the  Property  (collectively,  the  "Common  Areas"),  and 
the  non-exclusive  right  of  access  to  and  from  the  Premises  by  the  main  entrances  to  the  Facility 
and  the  Property. 

In  the  event  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  space  outside  the  Premises  without  the  prior 
written  consent  of  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area"),  then  upon  written  notice  from 
Sublandlord  ("Notice  to  Vacate"),  Subtenant  shall  immediately  vacate  such  Encroachment  Area 
and  pay  as  additional  rent  for  each  day  Subtenant  used,  occupied,  uses  or  occupies  such 
Encroachment  Area,  an  amount  equal  to  the  rentable  square  footage  of  the  Encroachment  Area, 
multiplied  by  the  higher  of  the  (a)  highest  rental  rate  then  approved  by  Sublandlord's  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  Premises  or  the  Facility,  or  (b)  then  current  fair  market  rent  for  such 
Encroachment  Area,  as  reasonably  determined  by  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area 
Charge").  If  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  such  Encroachment  Area  for  a fractional  month,  then  the 
Encroachment  Area  Charge  for  such  period  shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

In  no  event  shall  acceptance  by  Sublandlord  of  the  Encroachment  Area  Charge  be  deemed  a 
consent  by  Sublandlord  to  the  use  or  occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  by  Subtenant  or  a 
waiver  (or  be  deemed  as  waiver)  by  Sublandlord  of  any  and  all  other  rights  and  remedies  of 
Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease  (including  Subtenant's  obligation  to  indemnify,  defend  and  hold 
Sublandlord  harmless  as  set  forth  in  the  last  paragraph  of  this  Section  2.1),  at  law  or  in  equity. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  amount,  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional 
rent,  an  amount  equaling  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  upon  delivery  of  the  initial  Notice  to 
Vacate  plus  the  actual  cpst  associated  with  a survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area.  In  the  event 
Sublandlord  determines  during  subsequent  inspection(s)  that  Subtenant  has  failed  to  vacate  the 
Encroachment  Area,  then  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional  rent,  an  amount 
equaling  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  for  each  additional  Notice  to  Vacate,  if  applicable, 
delivered  by  Sublandlord  to  Subtenant  following  each  inspection.  The  parties  agree  that  the 
charges  associated  with  each  inspection  of  the  Encroachment  Area,  delivery  of  each  Notice  to 
Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area  represent  a fair  and  reasonable  estimate  of  the 
administrative  cost  and  expense  which  Sublandlord  will  incur  by  reason  of  Sublandlord's 
inspection  of  the  Premises,  issuance  of  each  Notice  to  Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment 
Area.  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  applicable  Notice  to  Vacate  and  Sublandlord's  right 
to  impose  the  foregoing  charges  shall  be  in  addition  to  and  not  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  other  rights 
and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease,  at  law  or  in  equity.  The  amounts  set  forth  in 
this  Section  2.1  shall  be  due  within  three  (3)  business  days  following  the  applicable  Notice  to 
Vacate  and/or  separate  invoice  relating  to  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the 
Encroachment  Area. 

In  addition  to  the  rights  and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  as  set  forth  in  the  immediately 
foregoing  two  paragraphs  of  this  Section  2.1,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  indemnity  and 
exculpation  provision  set  forth  in  Section  16  below  shall  also  apply  to  Subtenant's  use  and 
occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  as  if  the  Premises  originally  included  the  Encroachment 
Area,  and  Subtenant  shall  additionally  indemnify,  defend  and  hold  Sublandlord  harmless  from 
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and  against  any  and  all  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  delay  by  Subtenant  in  so  surrendering  the 
Encroachment  Area  including,  without  limitation,  any  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  any  claims 
against  Sublandlord  made  by  any  tenant  or  prospective  tenant  founded  on  or  resulting  from  such 
delay  and  losses  to  Sublandlord  due  to  lost  opportunities  to  lease  any  portion  of  the 
Encroachment  Area  to  any  such  tenant  or  prospective  tenant,  together  with,  in  each  case,  actual 
attorneys’  fees  and  costs. 

By  placing  their  initials  below,  each  party  specifically  confirms  the  accuracy  of  the 
statements  made  in  this  Section  2.1  and  the  reasonableness  of  the  amount  of  the  charges 
described  in  this  Section  2.1.

2.2.  As  Is  Condition  of  Premises. 

(a)  Inspection  of  Premises.  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  Subtenant  has  conducted 
a thorough  and  diligent  inspection  and  investigation,  either  independently  or  through  its  officers, 
directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and  contractors,  and  their 
respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of  them  (“Subtenant's 
Agents”),  of  the  Premises  and  the  suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 
Subtenant  is  fully  aware  of  the  needs  of  its  operations  and  has  determined,  based  solely  on  its 
own  investigation,  that  the  Premises  are  suitable  for  its  operations  and  intended  uses.  As  part  of 
its  inspection  of  the  Premises,  Subtenant  acknowledges  its  receipt  and  review  of  the  Seismic 
Report  referenced  in  Section  2.2(c)  below  and  the  Joint  Inspection  Report  referenced  in  Section  6 
of  the  Master  Lease. 

(b)  As  Is;  Disclaimer  of  Representations.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the 
Premises  are  being  subleased  and  accepted  in  their  "AS  IS,  WITH  ALL  FAULTS"  condition, 
without  representation  or  warranty  of  any  kind,  and  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  statutes, 
ordinances,  resolutions,  regulations,  proclamations,  orders  or  decrees  of  any  municipal,  county, 
state  or  federal  government  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over 
the  Premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  currently  in  effect  or  adopted  in  the  future  and 
whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  Parties,  including  without  limitation  the  orders  and 
citations  of  any  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over  life  and  safety  issues  concerning  the 
Premises  governing  the  use,  occupancy,  management,  operation  and  possession  of  the  Premises 
(“Laws”).  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  this  Sublease  is  made  subject  to  any  and  all  covenants, 
conditions,  restrictions,  easements  and  other  title  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  whether  or  not  of  record.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  neither  Sublandlord, 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (“City”),  nor  any  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  or  contractors,  or  their  respective  heirs,  legal 
representatives,  successors  and  assigns  (“Sublandlord’s  Agents”)  have  made,  and  Sublandlord 
hereby  disclaims,  any  representations  or  warranties,  express  or  implied,  concerning  (i)  title  or 
survey  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  (ii)  the  physical,  geological,  seismological  or 
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environmental  condition  of  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  matters  described  in 
the  Seismic  Report  (as  defined  below),  (iii)  the  quality,  nature  or  adequacy  of  any  utilities  serving 
the  Premises,  (iv)  the  feasibility,  cost  or  legality  of  constructing  any  Alterations  on  the  Premises 
if  required  for  Subtenant's  use  and  permitted  under  this  Sublease,  (v)  the  safety  of  the  Premises, 
whether  for  the  use  by  Subtenant  or  any  other  person,  including  Subtenant’s  Agents  or 
Subtenant’s  clients,  customers,  vendors,  invitees,  guests,  members,  licensees,  assignees  or 
subtenants  (“Subtenant’s  Invitees”),  or  (vi)  any  other  matter  whatsoever  relating  to  the  Premises 
or  their  use,  including,  without  limitation,  any  implied  warranties  of  merchantability  or  fitness 
for  a particular  purpose. 

(c)  Seismic  Report.  Without  limiting  Section  2.2(b)  above,  Subtenant  expressly 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that  it  received  and  read  that  certain  report  dated 
August  1995,  entitled  “ Treasure  Island  Reuse  Plan:  Physical  Characteristics,  Building  and 
Infrastructure  Conditions,  ” prepared  for  the  Office  of  Military  Base  Conversion,  Department  of 
City  Planning,  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  SanFrancisco  (the 
“Seismic  Report”),  a copy  of  the  cover  page  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C.  Subtenant 
has  had  an  adequate  opportunity  to  review  the  Seismic  Report  with  expert  consultants  of  its  own 
choosing.  The  Seismic  Report,  among  other  matters,  describes  the  conditions  of  the  soils  of  the 
Property  and  points  out  that  in  the  area  of  the  Property  where  the  Premises  are  located,  an 
earthquake  of  magnitude  7 or  greater  is  likely  to  cause  the  ground  under  and  around  the  Premises 
to  spread  laterally  to  a distance  of  ten  (10)  or  more  feet  and/or  result  in  other  risks.  In  that  event, 
there  is  a significant  risk  that  any  structures  or  improvements  located  on  or  about  the  Premises, 
may  fail  structurally  and  collapse. 

3.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  MASTER  LEASE 

3.1.  Incorporation  by  Reference.  All  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Master  Lease  are 
hereby  incorporated  by  reference  into  this  Sublease  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

3.2.  Performance  of  Master  Landlord's  Obligations.  Sublandlord  does  not  assume  the 
obligations  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease.  With  respect  to  work,  services,  repairs, 
restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  other 
obligations  required  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease,  Sublandlord's  sole  obligation 
with  respect  thereto  shall  be  to  request  the  same,  on  request  in  writing  by  Subtenant,  and  to  use 
reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  the  same  from  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  shall  cooperate  with 
Sublandlord  as  may  be  required  to  obtain  from  Master  Landlord  any  such  work,  services,  repairs, 
repainting,  restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  of 
Master  Landlord's  obligations  under  the  Master  Lease. 

3.3.  Conflict.  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Sublease  conflict  with  any  portion  of  the  Master 
Lease  as  incorporated  herein,  then  the  terms  of  the  Master  Lease  shall  govern. 

3.4.  Compliance  with  Master  Lease.  Subtenant  shall  not  do  or  permit  to  be  done  anything 
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which  would  constitute  a violation  or  a breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  provisions  of  the 
Master  Lease  or  which  would  cause  the  Master  Lease  to  be  terminated  or  forfeited  by  virtue  of 
any  rights  of  termination  reserved  by  or  vested  in  the  Master  Landlord. 


4.  TERM 

4.1.  Term  of  Sublease.  The  term  of  this  Sublease  (the  “Term”)  shall  commence  on  the 
Commencement  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  and  expire  on  the  Expiration 
Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  unless  sooner  terminated  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  this  Sublease. 

4.2.  Effective  Date.  This  Sublease  shall  become  effective  on  the  date  (the  "Effective  Date") 
upon  the  later  of  (i)  the  Parties'  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Sublease,  (ii)  Sublandlord's  Board 
of  Director's  approval  of  this  Sublease  at  a duly  noticed  meeting,  if  such  approval  is  required,  or 
(iii)  the  Commencement  Date. 

4.3.  Automatic  Termination.  If  the  Master  Lease  terminates  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  this 
Sublease  shall  automatically  terminate  and  the  Parties  shall  thereafter  be  relieved  from  all 
liabilities  and  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  except  for  liabilities,  and  obligations  which 
expressly  survive  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has 
reviewed  the  Master  Lease,  is  aware  of  the  circumstances  upon  which  the  Master  Lease  may  be 
terminated  and  hereby  assumes  all  risks  associated  with  the  automatic  termination  of  this 
Sublease  because  of  the  termination  of  the  Master  Lease. 

4.4.  Termination  by  Sublandlord.  Subtenant's  period  of  occupancy  of  the  Premises  is 
subject  to  Sublandlord's  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  as  provided  herein  at  such  time  as 
Sublandlord  determines,  in  its  sole  discretion,  that  the  Premises  are  needed  in  connection  with  a 
Sublandlord  program  or  project.  As  used  herein,  "Sublandlord  program  or  project"  shall  mean 
any  development  or  renovation,  by  public  and/or  private  parties,  of  the  building  or  land  in  or  on 
which  the  Premises  are  located.  In  the  event  of  any  such  development  or  renovation, 

Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  without  liability  or  expense  upon 
delivery  to  Subtenant  of  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice  of  such  termination.  Subtenant 
agrees  and  shall  be  required  to  surrender  possession  of  the  Premises  by  the  end  of  such  thirty  (30) 
day  period. 

4.5.  No  Relocation  Assistance;  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not 
be  a displaced  person  as  that  term  is  defined  under  the  California  Government  Code  Section 
7260  et  seq.  ("California  Relocation  Act")  and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real 
Property  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.  C.  4601  et  seq.  ("URA"),  and  that  Subtenant  will  not  be  entitled  to 
any  relocation  benefits  provided  under  the  California  Relocation  Act  and  the  URA,  including  any 
moving  expenses,  reimbursement  for  costs  associated  with  increased  rent,  loss  of  goodwill  or 
other  costs  related  to  the  termination  of  Subtenant's  Lease  and  Subtenant's  relocation  from  the 
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Premises.  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all 
claims  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue,  Sublandlord,  its  departments,  commissions,  officers, 
directors  and  employees,  agents,  contractors  and  successors  and  assigns  and  all  persons  acting  by, 
through  or  under  each  of  them,  under  any  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all  claims 
for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  Sublandlord  under  federal  and  state  relocation 
assistance  laws  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  California  Government  Code  Section  7260,  et  seq., 
and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.C. 
4601,  et  seq.).

5.  RENT 

5.1.  Base  Rent.  Throughout  the  Term,  beginning  on  the  Commencement  Date,  Subtenant 
shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  Base  Rent  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information. 
Base  Rent  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  without  prior  demand  and  without  any  deduction,  setoff, 
or  counterclaim  whatsoever.  Base  Rent  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
in  advance,  at  the  Notice  Address  of  Sublandlord  provided  in  Section  21.1  hereof  or  such  other 
place  as  Sublandlord  may  designate  in  writing.  If  the  Commencement  Date  occurs  on  a date 
other  than  the  first  day  of  a calendar  month,  or  the  Sublease  terminates  on  a day  other  than  the 
last  day  of  a calendar  month,  then  the  monthly  payment  of  Base  Rent  for  such  fractional  month 
shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

5.2.  Adjustments  in  Base  Rent.  If  this  Sublease  has  not  been  terminated,  then  on  each  Rent 
Adjustment  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  the  Base  Rent  shall  be  increased  by 
the  Rent  Increase  Percentage  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease  Information 

5.3.  Additional  Charges.  In  addition  to  Base  Rent,  Subtenant  shall  pay  all  other  charges 
related  to  the  Premises  otherwise  payable  by  Subtenant  to  Sublandlord  hereunder,  including, 
without  limitation,  all  late  charges  and  default  interest  attributable  to  late  payments  and/or 
defaults  of  Subtenant  hereunder,  all  utility  charges,  and  any  amounts  other  than  Base  Rent  that 
shall  become  due  and  payable  by  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  (together,  the  “Additional 
Charges”).  Together,  Base  Rent  and  Additional  Charges  shall  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the 
“Rent”. 


5.4.  Late  Charge.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  pay  any  Rent  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  the 
same  is  due  and  payable,  such  unpaid  amount  will  be  subject  to  a late  payment  charge  equal  to 
six  percent  (6%)  of  the  unpaid  amount  in  each  instance.  The  late  payment  charge  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant,  after  negotiation,  as  a reasonable  estimate  of  the 
additional  administrative  costs  and  detriment  that  Sublandlord  will  incur  as  a result  of  any  such 
failure  by  Subtenant,  the  actual  costs  thereof  being  extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
determine.  The  late  payment  charge  constitutes  liquidated  damages  to  compensate  Sublandlord 
for  its  damages  resulting  from  such  failure  to  pay  and  Subtenant  shall  promptly  pay  such  charge 


to  Sublandlord  together  with  such  unpaid  amount. 


5.5.  Default  Interest.  If  any  Rent  is  not  paid  within  ten  (10)  days  following  the  due  date, 
such  unpaid  amount  shall  bear  interest  from  the  due  date  until  paid  at  the  rate  of  ten  percent 
(10%)  per  year.  However,  interest  shall  not  be  payable  on  late  charges  incurred  by  Subtenant  nor 
on  any  amounts  on  which  late  charges  are  paid  by  Subtenant  to  the  extent  this  interest  would 
cause  the  total  interest  to  be  in  excess  of  that  which  an  individual  is  lawfully  permitted  to  charge. 
Payment  of  interest  shall  not  excuse  or  cure  any  default  by  Subtenant. 

6.  TAXES,  ASSESSMENTS  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES 

6.1.  Taxes  and  Assessments,  Licenses,  Permit  Fees  and  Liens. 

(a)  Payment  Responsibility.  Subtenant  shall  pay  any  and  all  real  and  personal  property 
taxes,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  possessory  interest  taxes,  general  and  special  assessments, 
excises,  licenses,  permit  fees  and  other  charges  and  impositions  of  every  description  levied  on  or 
assessed  against  the  Premises,  any  Alterations,  Subtenant's  Personal  Property,  or  Subtenant's  use 
of  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations  during  the  Term.  Subtenant  shall  make  all  such  payments 
directly  to  the  charging  authority  when  due  and  payable  and  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to 
delinquency.  However,  with  respect  to  real  property  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  or  assessed 
against  the  Premises  for  which  Sublandlord  receives  the  tax  bill  directly  from  the  taxing 
authority,  Subtenant  shall  reimburse  Sublandlord  for  payment  of  such  sums  immediately  upon 
demand. 

(b)  Taxability  of  Possessory  Interest.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  recognizes 
and  agrees  that  this  Sublease  may  create  a possessory  interest  subject  to  property  taxation  and 
that  Subtenant  may  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  property  taxes  levied  on  such  interest. 

(c)  No  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  not  allow  or  suffer  a lien  for  any  taxes  payable  by  Subtenant 
hereunder  to  be  imposed  upon  the  Premises  or  upon  any  equipment  or  other  property  located 
thereon  without  discharging  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  in  no  event  subsequent  to 
delinquency. 

(d)  Reporting  Information.  Subtenant  agrees  to  provide  such  information  as  Sublandlord 
may  request  to  enable  Sublandlord  to  comply  with  any  possessory  interest  tax  reporting 
requirements  applicable  to  this  Sublease. 

6.2.  Evidence  of  Payment.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  furnish  to 
Sublandlord  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  when  any  charges  are  due  and  payable,  official 
receipts  of  the  appropriate  taxing  authority  or  other  evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to 
Sublandlord,  evidencing  payment  thereof. 

7.  USE;  COVENANTS  TO  PROTECT  PREMISES 
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7.1.  Subtenant's  Permitted  Use.  Subtenant  may  use  the  Premises  for  the  Permitted  Use  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  but  for  no  other  purpose  without  the  prior  written 
consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent  may  be  given  or  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and 
absolute  discretion. 

7.2.  Subtenant's  Access  to  the  Premises.  As  provided  in  Section  30  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Subtenant  shall  have  access  to  the  Premises  on  a 24-hours  per  day,  seven  days  a week  basis; 
provided,  however,  Subtenant  shall  coordinate  such  access  with  the  local  representative  of 
Master  Landlord. 

7.3.  Rules  and  Regulations.  Subtenant  agrees  to  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  regarding 
the  Premises  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D,  and  any  additional  rules  regarding  security,  ingress, 
egress,  safety  and  sanitation  applicable  to  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  as  such  rules  and 
regulations  may  be  prescribed  by  Master  Landlord  or  Sublandlord  from  time  to  time. 

7.4.  Easements.  This  Sublease  shall  be  subject  to  all  outstanding  easements  and  rights-of- 
way  for  location  of  any  type  of  facility  over,  across,  in,  and  upon  the  Premises  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  to  the  right  of  Master  Landlord  to  grant  such  additional  easements  and  rights-of-way 
over,  across,  in  and  upon  the  Premises  as  Master  Landlord  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  public 
interest  (“Additional  Easements”);  provided  that,  as  provided  in  Section  29  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Master  Landlord  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  interference  with  Subtenant’s 
operations  hereunder  caused  by  the  granting  of  any  such  Additional  Easements  and  the  granting 
of  such  Additional  Easements  shall  be  conditioned  on  the  assumption  by  the  grantee  thereof  of 
liability  to  Subtenant  for  such  damages  as  Subtenant  shall  suffer  for  property  destroyed  or 
property  rendered  unusable  on  account  of  the  grantee’s  exercise  of  its  rights  thereunder.  There  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  holders  of  such  Additional  Easements  as  are  presently  outstanding  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  granted,  to  any  workers  officially  engaged  in  the  construction, 
installation,  maintenance,  operation,  repair  or  replacement  of  facilities  located  thereon,  and  to 
any  federal,  state  or  local  official  engaged  in  the  official  inspection  thereof,  such  reasonable 
rights  of  ingress  and  egress  pver  the  Premises  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties  with  regard  to  such  facilities. 

7.5.  No  Interference  with  Navy  Operations.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  operations,  nor 
make  any  Alterations  (as  defined  below),  that  would  interfere  with  or  otherwise  restrict  Master 
Landlord’s  operations  or  environmental  clean-up  or  restoration  actions  by  the  Master  Landlord, 
Sublandlord,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the  State  of  California  or  their  contractors. 
Environmental  clean-up,  restoration  or  testing  activities  by  these  Parties  shall  take  priority  over 
Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises  in  the  event  of  any  conflict;  provided,  however,  in  such  event, 
Master  Landlord  and  Sublandlord  shall  use  their  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  disruption  of 
Subtenant’s  operation. 

7.6.  No  Unlawful  Uses,  Nuisances  or  Waste.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
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shall  not  use,  occupy  or  permit  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  of  the  Premises  in  any  unlawful 
manner  or  for  any  illegal  purpose,  or  permit  any  offensive,  noisy  or  hazardous  use  or  any  waste 
on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  eliminate  any  nuisances  or  hazards  relating  to  its 
activities  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  any  business,  place  any  sales 
display,  or  advertise  in  any  manner  in  areas  on  or  about  the  Property  outside  of  the  Premises. 

8.  ALTERATIONS 

8.1.  Alterations.  Subtenant  shall  not  construct,  install,  make  or  permit  to  be  made  any 
alterations,  installations  or  additions  (“Alterations”)  in,  to  or  about  the  Premises,  without 
Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  consent  may  given  or  withheld  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  Subject  to  Sublandlord's  consent  as  provided  above, 
any  Alterations  shall  be  done  at  Subtenant's  sole  expense  (i)  in  strict  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  approved  in  advance  by  Sublandlord  in  writing,  (ii)  by  duly  licensed  and  bonded 
contractors  or  mechanics  approved  by  Sublandlord,  (iii)  in  a good  and  professional  manner, 

(iv)  in  strict  compliance  with  all  Laws,  and  (v)  subject  to  all  other  conditions  that  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  impose.  In  no  event  shall  the  construction,  installation  or  the  making  of  any 
Alterations  impair  the  use  or  operation  of  the  Property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  Sublandlord's  or 
Master  Landlord’s  access  thereto.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  work  on  the  Premises  to 
construct  any  Alterations,  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  expense,  shall  procure  all  required  permits  and 
approvals  and  shall  promptly  upon  receipt  deliver  copies  of  all  such  documents  to  Sublandlord. 
No  material  change  from  the  plans  and  specifications  for  any  Alterations  approved  by 
Sublandlord  may  be  made  without  Sublandlord's  prior  consent.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  course  of  construction  on  the  Premises  at  all  times. 

8.2.  Historic  Properties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that,  pursuant  to  Section  1 5 of  the  Master  Lease,  no  Alterations  may  be 
made  to  any  improvements  on  the  Premises  (i)  which  will  affect  the  historic  characteristics  of  the 
improvements  or  modify  the  appearance  of  the  exterior  of  the  improvements  without  Master 
Landlord's  and  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  or  (ii)  if  such  Alterations  would  preclude 
qualifying  the  improvements  for  inclusion  on  the  National  Register  for  Historic  Places. 

8.3.  Ownership  of  Alterations.  Any  Alterations  constructed  on  or  affixed  to  the  Premises  by 
or  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  limitations  of  this  Section  8 shall  be  and 
remain  Subtenant's  property  during  the  Term.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
shall  remove  all  such  Alterations  from  the  Premises  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
19  hereof,  unless  Sublandlord,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  limiting  any  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  8.1  above,  requires  that  such  Alterations  remain  on  the  Premises  following  the  expiration 
or  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

8.4.  Subtenant's  Personal  Property7.  All  furniture,  furnishings  and  articles  of  movable 
personal  property  and  equipment  used  upon  or  installed  in  the  Premises  by  or  for  the  account  of 
Subtenant  that  can  be  removed  without  structural  or  other  material  damage  to  the  Premises  (all  of 
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which  are  herein  called  "Subtenant's  Personal  Property")  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of 
Subtenant  and  shall  be  removed  by  Subtenant,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  19  hereof. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  providing  any  security  or  other  protection  of  or 
maintenance  to  Subtenant’s  Personal  Property. 

8.5.  Sublandlord's  Alterations.  Sublandlord  reserves  the  right  at  any  time  to  make 
alterations,  additions,  repairs,  deletions  or  improvements  to  the  common  areas  or  any  other  part 
of  the  improvements  on  the  Premises;  provided,  that  any  such  alterations  or  additions  shall  not 
materially  adversely  affect  the  functional  utilization  of  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein. 

9.  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

9.1.  Subtenant  Responsible  for  Maintenance  and  Repair.  Subtenant  assumes  full  and  sole 
responsibility  for  the  condition,  operation,  repair  and  maintenance  and  management  of  the 
Premises  from  and  after  the  Commencement  Date  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  in  good  condition 
and  repair.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  performance  of  any  repairs,  changes  or 
alterations  to  the  Premises,  nor  shall  Sublandlord  be  liable  for  any  portion  of  the  cost  thereof. 
Subtenant  shall  make  all  repairs  and  replacements,  interior  and  exterior,  structural  as  well  as  non- 
structural,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  which  may  be  necessary  to 
maintain  the  Premises  at  all  times  in  a clean,  safe,  attractive  and  sanitary  condition  and  in  good 
order  and  repair,  to  Sublandlord's  and  Master  Landlord’s  reasonable  satisfaction,  provided, 
however,  that  neither  Subtenant  nor  Sublandlord  shall  be  required  to  make  structural  repairs  or 
Alterations  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the  Commencement 
Date.  If  any  portion  of  the  Premises  is  damaged  by  any  activities  conducted  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  hereunder,- Subtenant  shall  immediately,  at  its  sole 
cost,  repair  all  such  damage  and  restore  the  Premises  to  its  previous  condition. 

9.2.  Utilities.  Sublandlord  shall  provide  the  basic  utilities  and  services  described  in  the 
attached  Exhibit  E (the  “Standard  Utilities  and  Services”)  to  the  Premises,  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  therein.  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  furnishing,  at  its  sole  cost, 
any  utilities  or  services  other  than  or  in  excess  of  the  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  that 
Subtenant  may  need  for  its  use  of  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  pay,  without  set  off  or 
counterclaim,  all  amounts  due  and  owing  for  such  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  at  the  rates 
provided  in  and  as  otherwise  set  forth  in  Exhibit  E. 

9.3.  Landscaping.  Subtenant  shall  maintain  the  exterior  landscaping  of  the  Premises  in  good 
condition  and  repair. 

9.4.  Janitorial  Services.  Subtenant  shall  provide  all  janitorial  services  for  the  Premises. 

9.5.  Pest  Control.  Subtenant  shall  provide  and  pay  for  all  pest  control  services  required 
within  the  Premises,  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  of  all  pests  at  all  times. 
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9.6.  Trash.  Subtenant  shall  deposit  all  trash  into  designated  containers  in  the  Premises  in 
compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F.  Subtenant  shall  pay  for 
the  removal  of  trash  from  the  designated  containers.  Subtenant  shall  abide  by  all  rules 
established  by  Sublandlord  or  Master  Landlord  for  the  handling  of  trash. 

9.7.  No  Right  to  Repair  and  Deduct.  Subtenant  expressly  waives  the  benefit  of  any  existing 
or  future  Laws  or  judicial  or  administrative  decision  that  would  otherwise  permit  Subtenant  to 
make  repairs  or  replacements  at  Sublandlord's  expense,  or  to  terminate  this  Sublease  because  of 
Sublandlord's  failure  to  keep  the  Premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  good  order,  condition  or  repair, 
or  to  abate  or  reduce  any  of  Subtenant's  obligations  hereunder  on  account  of  the  Premises  or  any 
part  thereof  being  in  need  of  repair  or  replacement.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
expressly  waives  the  provisions  of  California  Civil  Code  Sections  1932,  1941  and  1942  or  any 
similar  Laws  with  respect  to  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  terminate  this  Sublease  and  with  respect  to 
any  obligations  of  Sublandlord  hereunder  or  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  make  repairs  or 
replacements  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  Rent. 

10.  LIENS 

10.1.  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  from  any  liens  arising  out  of  any  work 
performed,  material  furnished  or  obligations  incurred  by  or  for  Subtenant.  In  the  event  Subtenant 
does  not,  within  five  (5)  days  following  the  imposition  of  any  such  lien,  cause  the  lien  to  be 
released  of  record  by  payment  or  posting  of  a proper  bond,  Sublandlord-  shall  have  in  addition  to 
all  other  remedies  provided  herein  and  by  law  or  equity  the  right,  but  not  the  obligation,  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  released  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deem  proper,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
payment  of  the  claim  giving  rise  to  such  lien.  All  such  sums  paid  by  Sublandlord  and  all 
expenses  it  incurs  in  connection  therewith  (including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys' 
fees)  shall  be  payable  to  Sublandlord  by  Subtenant  upon  demand.  Sublandlord  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  to  post  and  keep  posted  on  the  Premises  any  notices  permitted  or  required  by 
law  or  that  Sublandlord  deems  proper  for  its  protection  and  protection  of  the  Premises  from 
mechanics'  and  materialmen's  liens.  Subtenant  shall  give  Sublandlord  qt  least  fifteen  (15)  days' 
prior  written  notice  of  the  commencement  of  any  repair  or  construction  on  any  of  the  Premises. 

11.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  LAWS 

11.1.  Compliance  with  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  promptly,  at  its  sole  expense,  maintain  the 
Premises  and  Subtenant’s  use  and  operations  thereon  in  strict  compliance  at  all  times  with  all 
present  and  future  Laws,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary; 
provided,  however  Subtenant  shall  not  be  required  to  make  repairs  or  structural  changes  to  the 
Premises  required  solely  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the 
Commencement  Date  or  not  related  to  Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises,  unless  the  requirement 
for  such  changes  is  imposed  as  a result  of  any  Alterations  made  or  requested  to  be  made  by 
Subtenant.  Such  Laws  shall  include,  without  limitation,  all  Laws  relating  to  health  and  safety 
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and  disabled  accessibility  including,  without  limitation,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  42 
U.S.C.  §§  12101  et  seq.  and  Title  24  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  all  present  and  future 
Environmental  Laws  (as  defined  in  this  Sublease  below),  and  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code.  No  occurrence  or  situation  arising  during  the  Term,  nor  any 
present  or  future  Law,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  and  however  extraordinary,  shall  give 
Subtenant  any  right  to  seek  redress  against  Sublandlord  for  failing  to  comply  with  any  Laws. 
Subtenant  waives  any  rights  now  or  hereafter  conferred  upon  it  by  any  existing  or  future  Law  to 
compel  Sublandlord  to  make  any  repairs  to  comply  with  any  such  Laws,  on  account  of  any  such 
occurrence  or  situation. 

11.2.  Regulatory  Approvals. 

(a)  Responsible  Party.  Subtenant  understands  and  agrees  that  Subtenant's  use  of  the 
Premises  and  construction  of  any  Alterations  permitted  hereunder  may  require  authorizations, 
approvals  or  permits  from  governmental  regulatory  agencies  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Premises. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  obtaining  any  and  all  such  regulatory  approvals, 
including  without  limitation,  any  liquor  permits  or  approvals.  Subtenant  shall  not  seek  any 
regulatory  approval  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  Sublandlord.  Subtenant  shall 
bear  all  costs  associated  with  applying  for,  obtaining  and  maintaining  any  necessary  or 
appropriate  regulatory  approval  and  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  satisfying  any  and  all 
conditions  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies  as  part  of  a regulatory  approval.  Any  fines  or 
penalties  levied  as  a result  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any 
regulatory  approval  shall  be  immediately  paid  and  discharged  by  Subtenant,  and  Sublandlord 
shall  have  no  liability,  monetary  or  otherwise,  for  any  such  fines  or  penalties.  Subtenant  shall 
indemnify,  protect,  defend  and  hold  harmless  forever  ("Indemnify")  Sublandlord,  City  and 
Master  Landlord,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  all  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees,  contractors,  boards,  commissions, 
departments,  agencies  and  other  subdivisions  and  each  of  the  persons  acting  by,  through  or  under 
each  of  them,  and  their  respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of 
them  (the  “Indemnified  Parties”),  against  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  losses,  liabilities, 
damages,  liens,  injuries,  penalties,  fines,  lawsuits  and  other  proceedings,  judgments  and  awards 
and  costs  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  and  consultants'  fees 
and  costs  (“Losses”)  arising  in  connection  with  Subtenant's  failure  to  obtain  or  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  any  regulatory  approval. 

11.3.  Compliance  w ith  Sublandlord's  Risk  Management  Requirements.  Subtenant  shall 
not  do  anything,  or  permit  anything  to  be  done,  in  or  about  the  Premises  or  to  any  Alterations 
permitted  hereunder  that  would  create  any  unusual  fire  risk,  and  shall  take  commercially 
reasonable  steps  to  protect  Sublandlord  from  any  potential  premises  liability.  Subtenant  shall 
faithfully  observe,  at  its  expense,  any  and  all  reasonable  requirements  of  Sublandlord's  Risk 
Manager  with  respect  thereto  and  with  the  requirements  of  any  policies  of  commercial  general 
liability,  all  risk  property  or  other  policies  of  insurance  at  any  time  in  force  with  respect  to  the 
Premises  and  any  Alterations  as  required  hereunder. 
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12. 


ENCUMBRANCES 


12.1.  Encumbrance  By  Subtenant.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in 
this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  not  under  any  circumstances  whatsoever  create  any  mortgage,  deed 
of  trust,  assignment  of  rents,  fixture  filing,  security  agreement,  or  similar  security  instrument,  or 
other  lien  or  encumbrance  or  assignment  or  pledge  of  an  asset  as  security  in  any  manner  against 
the  Premises  or  Sublandlord's  or  Subtenant’s  interest  under  this  Sublease. 

13.  DAMAGE  OR  DESTRUCTION 

13.1.  Damage  or  Destruction  to  the  Premises.  In  the  case  of  damage  to  or  destruction  of  the 
Premises  by  earthquake,  fire,  flood  or  any  other  casualty,  which  (i)  is  not  caused  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  (ii)  is  not  covered  by  the  insurance  described  in 
Section  17  below,  (iii)  prevents  Subtenant  from  operating  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein,  and  (iv)  costs  more  to  repair  than  the  Repair  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease 
Information,  either  party  may  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice 
and  upon  any  such  termination  Subtenant  shall  surrender  the  Premises  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  (except  for  damage  caused  by  a casualty  pursuant  to  which  this  Sublease  may  be 
terminated  under  this  Section  13.1)  and  both  Parties  shall  be  relieved  of  any  liability  for  such 
termination  or  for  repairing  such  damage.  If  neither  Party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in 
this  Section  13.1,  then  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  promptly  restore,  repair,  replace  or  rebuild 
the  Premises  to  the  condition  the  Premises  were  in  prior  to  such  damage  or  destruction,  subject  to^ 
any  Alterations  made  in  strict  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  8.1  above.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  Sublandlord  have  any  obligation  to  repair,  replace  or  rebuild  the  Premises  in 
the  event  of  a casualty. 

13.2.  No  Abatement  in  Rent.  In  the  event  of  any  damage  or  destruction  to  the  Premises,  and 
if  neither  party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in  Section  13.1  above,  there  shall  be  no 
abatement  in  the  Rent  payable  hereunder. 

13.3.  Waiver.  The  Parties  understand  and  agree  that  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section 
are  intended  to  govern  fully  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  Parties  in  the  event  of  damage  or 
destruction  to  the  Premises  or  Alterations,  and  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  each  hereby  waives 
and  releases  any  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  in  whole  or  in  part  under  Sections  1932.2  and 
1933.4  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  or  under  any  similar  Laws  now  or  hereafter  in  effect,  to 
the  extent  such  rights  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

14.  ASSIGNMENT  AND  SUBLETTING 

14.1.  Restriction  on  Assignment  and  Subletting.  Subtenant  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly 
(including,  without  limitation,  by  merger,  acquisition  or  other  transfer  of  any  controlling  interest 
in  Subtenant),  voluntarily  or  by  operation  of  Law,  sell,  assign,  encumber,  pledge,  sublease  or 
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otherwise  transfer  any  part  of  its  interest  in  or  rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises,  any  Alterations 
or  its  interest  in  this  Sublease,  or  permit  any  portion  of  the  Premises  to  be  occupied  by  anyone 
other  than  itself,  or  sublet  any  portion  of  the  Premises  (a  "Transfer"),  without  Sublandlord's  prior 
written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  Sublandlord  may  grant  or  withhold  in  its  sole  and 
absolute  discretion.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  a written  notice  of  its  intention  to 
Transfer  this  Sublease  or  the  Premises,  together  with  a copy  of  the  proposed  Transfer  agreement 
at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  date  of  the  proposed  Transfer.  Subtenant 
shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  such  information  regarding  the  proposed  Transfer  as  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  request. 

14.2.  Bonus  Rental.  If  Sublandlord  consents  to  a Transfer  of  any  of  Subtenant's  interest  in  or 
rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises  pursuant  to  Section  14.1  above,  then  one  hundred  percent 
(100%)  of  any  rent  or  other  consideration  payable  to  Subtenant  in  excess  of  the  Base  Rent 
payable  hereunder  (or  the  proportionate  share  thereof  applicable  to  the  portion  of  the  Premises 
that  is  subject  to  the  Transfer)  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  immediately  upon  receipt  by 
Subtenant. 

15.  DEFAULT;  REMEDIES 

15.1.  Events  of  Default.  Any.  of  the  following  shall  constitute  an  event  of  default  ("Event  of 
Default")  by  Subtenant  hereunder: 

(a)  Failure  to  Pay  Rent.  Apy  failure  to  pay  any  Rent  or  any  other  sums  due  hereunder, 
including  sums  due  for  utilities,  within  five  (5)  days  after  such  sums  are  due; 

(b)  Covenants,  Conditions  and  Representations.  Any  failure  to  perform  or  comply  with 
any  other  covenant,  condition  or  representation  made  under  this  Sublease;  provided,  Subtenant 
shall  have  a period  of  ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  written  notice  from  Sublandlord  of  such 
failure  within  which  to  cure  such  default  under  this  Sublease,  or,  if  such  default  is  not  capable  of 
cure  within  such  10-day  period,  Subtenant  shall  have  a reasonable  period  to  complete  such  cure  if 
Subtenant  promptly  undertakes  action  to  cure  such  default  within  such  10-day  period  and 
thereafter  diligently  prosecutes  the  same  to  completion  and  uses  its  best  efforts  to  complete  such 
cure  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  receipt  of  notice  of  default  from  Sublandlord; 

(c)  Vacation  or  Abandonment.  Any  abandonment  of  the  Premises  for  more  than  fourteen 
(14)  consecutive  days; 

(d)  Bankruptcy.  The  appointment  of  a receiver  to  take  possession  of  all  or  substantially  all 
of  the  assets  of  Subtenant,  or  an  assignment  by  Subtenant  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  or  any 
action  taken  or  suffered  by  Subtenant  under  any  insolvency,  bankruptcy,  reorganization, 
moratorium  or  other  debtor  relief  act  or  statute,  whether  now  existing  or  hereafter  amended  or 
enacted;  and 
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(e)  Notices  of  Default.  The  delivery  to  Subtenant  of  three  (3)  or  more  notices  of  default 
within  any  twelve  (12)  month  period,  irrespective  of  whether  Subtenant  actually  cures  such 
default  within  the  specified  time  period,  may,  in  the  sole  and  absolute  discretion  of  the  Authority, 
be  deemed  an  incurable  breach  of  this  Sublease  allowing  the  Authority  to  immediately  terminate 
this  Sublease  without  further  notice  or  demand  to  Subtenant. 

15.2.  Remedies.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant,  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  following  rights  and  remedies  in  addition  to  all  other  rights  and  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord  at  Law  or  in  equity: 

(a)  Terminate  Sublease  and  Recover  Damages.  The  rights  and  remedies  provided  by 
California  Civil  Code  Section  1951 .2  (damages  on  termination  for  breach),  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  right  to  terminate  Subtenant's  right  to  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  recover 
the  worth  at  the  time  of  award  of  the  amount  by  which  the  unpaid  Rent  for  the  balance  of  the 
Term  after  the  time  of  award  exceeds  the  amount  of  rental  loss  for  the  same  period  that 
Subtenant  proves  could  be  reasonably  avoided,  as  computed  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  of  such 
Section  1951.2.  Sublandlord's  efforts  to  mitigate  the  damages  caused  by  Subtenant's  breach  of 
this  Sublease  shall  not  waive  Sublandlord's  rights  to  recover  unmitigated  damages  upon 
termination. 

(b)  Appointment  of  Receiver.  The  right  to  have  a receiver  appointed  for  Subtenant  upon 
application  by  Sublandlord  to  take  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  apply  any  rental  collected 
from  the  Premises  and  to  exercise  all  other  rights^and  remedies  granted  to  Sublandlord  pursuant 
to  this  Sublease. 

15.3.  Sublandlord's  Right  to  Cure  Subtenant's  Defaults.  If  Subtenant  defaults  in  the 
performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  then  Sublandlord  may  at  any  time 
thereafter  with  three  (3)  days  prior  written  notice  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  as 
determined  by  Sublandlord  where  prior  notice  by  Sublandlord  is  impractical),  remedy  such  Event 
of  Default  for  Subtenant's  account  and  at  Subtenant's  expense.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to 
Sublandlord,  as  Additional  Charges,  promptly  upon  demand,  all  sums  expended  by  Sublandlord, 
or  other  costs,  damages,  expenses  or  liabilities  incurred  by  Sublandlord,  including,  without 
limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  in  remedying  or  attempting  to  remedy  such  Event  of 
Default.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
Nothing  herein  shall  imply  any  duty  of  Sublandlord  to  do  any  act  that  Subtenant  is  obligated  to 
perform  under  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  and  Sublandlord's  cure  or  attempted  cure  of 
Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  shall  not  constitute  a waiver  of  Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  or  any 
rights  or  remedies  of  Sublandlord  on  account  of  such  Event  of  Default. 

16.  RELEASE  AND  WAIVER  OF  CLAIMS;  INDEMNIFICATION 

16.1.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents, 
covenants  and  agrees  that  the  Indemnified  Parties  shall  not  be  responsible  for  or  liable  to 
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Subtenant  for,  and,  to  the  fullest  extent  allowed  by  any  Laws,  Subtenant  hereby  waives  all  rights 
against  the  Indemnified  Parties  and  releases  them  from,  any  and  all  Losses,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  incidental  and  consequential  damages,  relating  to  any  injury,  accident  or  death  of  any 
person  or  loss  or  damage  to  any  property,  in  or  about  the  Premises,  from  any  cause  whatsoever, 
including  without  limitation,  partial  or  complete  collapse  of  the  Premises  due  to  an  earthquake  or 
subsidence,  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or 
willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing: 

(a)  Subtenant  expressly  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the  Rent  payable  hereunder  does  not 
take  into  account  any  potential  liability  of  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  any  consequential  or 
incidental  damages  including,  but  not  limited  to,  lost  profits  arising  out  of  disruption  to 
Subtenant's  uses  hereunder.  Sublandlord  would  not  be  willing  to  enter  into  this  Sublease  in  the 
absence  of  a complete  waiver  of  liability  for  consequential  or  incidental  damages  due  to  the  acts 
or  omissions  of  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  Subtenant  expressly  assumes  the  risk  with  respect 
thereto.  Accordingly,  without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other 
waivers  contained  in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims, 
demands,  rights,  and  causes  of  action  for  consequential  and  incidental  damages  and  covenants 
not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  such  damages  arising  out  of  this  Sublease  or  the  uses 
authorized  hereunder,  including,  without  limitation,  any  interference  with  uses  conducted  by 
Subtenant  pursuant  to  this  Sublease  regardless  of  the  cause. 

(b)  Without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other  waivers  contained 
in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  fully 
RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  rights,  and 
causes  of  action  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  or 
future  Laws,  statutes,  or  regulations,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  claim  for  inverse 
condemnation  or  the  payment  of  just  compensation  under  the  law  of  eminent  domain,  or 
otherwise  at  equity,  in  the  event  that  Sublandlord  terminates  this  Sublease  because  of  such  claim 
for  inverse  condemnation  or  eminent  domain. 

(c)  As  part  of  Subtenant's  agreement  to  accept  the  Premises  in  its  "As  Is"  condition  as 
provided  herein,  and  without  limiting  such  agreement  and  any  other  waiver  contained  herein, 
Subtenant  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and 
forever  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all 
Losses,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise 
on  account  of  or  in  any  way  be  connected  with  the  physical  or  environmental  condition  of  the 
Premises  and  any  related  improvements  or  any  Laws  or  regulations  applicable  thereto  or  the 
suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 

(d)  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not  be  a displaced  person  at  the  time  this  Sublease  is 
terminated,  and  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  the  Indemnified 
Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses  and  any  and  all  claims,  demands  or  rights  against  any  of  the 
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Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  and  future  Laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all 
claims  for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  federal  and  state 
relocation  assistance  laws. 

(e)  Without  limiting  any  other  waiver  contained  herein,  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its 
successors  and  assigns,  hereby  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and  forever  RELEASES, 
WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses,  whether  direct 
or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise  on  account  of  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  Indemnified  Parties'  decision  to  Sublease  the  Premises  to  Subtenant, 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  such  decision  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of  gross 
negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties. 

(f)  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  never  to  file,  commence,  prosecute  or  cause  to  be  filed, 
commenced  or  prosecuted  against  the  Indemnified  Parties  any  claim,  action  or  proceeding  based 
upon  any  claims,  demands,  causes  of  action,  obligations,  damages,  losses,  costs,  expenses  or 
liabilities  of  any  nature  whatsoever  encompassed  by  the  waivers  and  releases  set  forth  in  this 
Section  16.1. 

(g)  In  executing  these  waivers  and  releases,  Subtenant  has  not  relied  upon  any  representation 
or  statement  other  than  as  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

(h)  Subtenant  had  made  such  investigation  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  these  waivers  and 
releases  as  it  deems  necessary  and  assumes  the  risk  of  mistake  with  respect  to  such  facts.  These 
waivers  and  releases  are  intended  to  be  final  and  binding  on  Subtenant  regardless  of  any  claims 
of  mistake. 

(i)  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  releases,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar 
with  Section  1542  of  the  California  Civil  Code,  which  reads: 

A general  release  does  not  extend  to  claims  which  the  creditor  does 
not  know  or  suspect  to  exist  in  his  favor  at  the  time  of  executing  the 
release,  which  if  known  by  him  must  have  materially  affected  his 
settlement  with  the  debtor. 

Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  releases  contained  herein  include  all  known  and 
unknown,  disclosed  and  undisclosed,  and  anticipated  and  unanticipated  claims.  Subtenant 
realizes  and  acknowledges  that  it  has  agreed  upon  this  Sublease  in  light  of  this  realization  and, 
being  fully  aware  of  this  situation,  it  nevertheless  intends  to  waive  the  benefit  of  Civil  Code 
Section  1542,  or  any  statute  or  other  similar  law  now  or  later  in  effect.  The  waivers  and  releases 
contained  herein  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

16.2.  Subtenant's  Indemnity.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents,  shall 
Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  and  against  any  and  all  Losses  arising  out  of  Subtenant’s 
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use  of  the  Premises,  including  but  not  limited  to,  any  Losses  arising  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  out  of:  (a)  any  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  property  owned  by  or  in  the 
custody  of  Subtenant  or  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees;  (b)  any  accident,  injury  to  or 
death  of  a person,  including,  without  limitation,  Subtenant’s  Agents  and  Subtenant’s  Invitees, 
howsoever  or  by  whomsoever  caused,  occurring  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises;  (c)  any  default  by 
Subtenant  in  the  observation  or  performance  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  of  this 
Sublease  to  be  observed  or  performed  on  Subtenant's  part;  (d)  the  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or 
management,  or  manner  of  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or  management  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  or  any  person  or  entity  claiming  through  or  under  any  of  them,  of 
the  Premises  or  any  Alterations;  (e)  any  construction  or  other  work  undertaken  by  Subtenant  on 
or  about  the  Premises;  and  (f)  any  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant's  Agents 
or  Subtenant's  Invitees,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations,  except  to  the  extent  that 
such  Indemnity  is  void  or  otherwise  unenforceable  under  any  applicable  Laws  in  effect  on  or 
validly  retroactive  to  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and  further  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses 
are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or  intentional  wrongful  acts  and  omissions  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  shall  include,  without  limitation,  reasonable  fees 
of  attorneys,  consultants  and  experts  and  related  costs  and  Sublandlord's  costs  of  investigating 
any  Loss.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  an  immediate  and 
independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  claim 
which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  this  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is  or 
may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered 
to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter.  Subtenant's  obligations  under 
this  Sectiop  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

17.  INSURANCE 

17.1.  Required  Insurance  Coverage.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  maintain, 
or  cause  to  be  maintained,  through  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  the  following  insurance: 

(a)  General  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  commercial  general  liability  insurance, 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined  single  limit 
for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  contractual  liability,  independent 
contractors,  broad  form  property  damage,  personal  injury,  products  and  completed  operations, 
fire  damage  and  legal  liability  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000), 
explosion,  collapse  and  underground  (XCU). 

(b)  Automobile  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  business  automobile  liability 
insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined 
single  limit  for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  owned  and  hired 
vehicles  and  for  employer’s  non-ownership  liability,  which  insurance  shall  be  required  if  any 
automobiles  or  any  other  motor  vehicles  are  operated  in  connection  with  Subtenant’s  activity  on 
the  Premises  or  the  Permitted  Use. 
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(c)  Worker's  Compensation  and  Employer's  Liability  Insurance.  If  Subtenant  has 
employees,  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance  in  statutory  amounts  with  Employer's  Liability 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for  each  accident,  injury  or  illness, 
on  employees  eligible  for  each. 

(d)  Personal  Property  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  procure  and 
maintain  on  all  of  its  personal  property  and  Alterations,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises,  property 
insurance  on  an  all  risk  form,  excluding  earthquake  and  flood,  to  the  extent  of  full  replacement 
value.  The  proceeds  from  any  such  policy  shall  be  used  by  Subtenant  for  the  replacement  of 
Subtenant's  personal  property. 

(e)  Other  Coverage.  Such  other  insurance  or  different  coverage  amounts  as  is  required  by 
law  or  as  is  generally  required  by  commercial  owners  of  property  similar  in  size,  character,  age 
and  location  as  the  Premises,  as  may  change  from  time  to  time,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the 
City's  Risk  Manager. 

17.2.  Claims-Made  Policies.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17. 1 above  is 
provided  under  a claims-made  form  of  policy,  Subtenant  shall  maintain  such  coverage 
continuously  throughout  the  Term  and  without  lapse  for  a period  of  three  (3)  years  beyond  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease,  to  the  effect  that  should  occurrences  during  the  Term  give  rise  to 
claims  made  after  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  claims  shall  be  covered  by  such  claims- 
made  policies. 

17.3.  Annual  Aggregate  Limits.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a form  of  coverage  which  includes  an  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that 
claims  investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be  included  in  such  annual  aggregate  limit,  such 
annual  aggregate  limit  shall  be  double  the  occurrence  limits  specified  herein. 

17.4.  Payment  of  Premiums.  Subtenant  shall  pay  the  premiums  for  maintaining  all  required 
insurance. 

17.5.  Waiver  of  Subrogation  Rights.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained 
herein,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  (each  a "Waiving  Party")  each  hereby  waives  any  right  of 
recovery  against  the  other  party  for  any  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  such  other  party  with  respect 
to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises  or  any  portion  thereof  or  the  contents  of  the  same  or  any  operation 
therein,  whether  or  not  such  loss  is  caused  by  the  fault  or  negligence  of  such  other  party,  to  the 
extent  such  loss  or  damage  is  covered  by  insurance  which  is  required  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Waiving  Party  under  this  Sublease  or  is  actually  covered  by  insurance  obtained  by  the  Waiving 
Party.  Each  Waiving  Party  agrees  to  cause  its  insurers  to  issue  appropriate  waiver  of  subrogation 
rights  endorsements  to  all  policies  relating  to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises;  provided,  the  failure  to 
obtain  any  such  endorsement  shall  not  affect  the  above  waiver. 

17.6.  General  Insurance  Matters. 
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(a)  All  liability  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereiinder  shall 
contain  a cross-liability  clause,  shall  name  as  additional  insureds  the  "THE  TREASURE 
ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  THE 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  ACTING  BY  AND  THROUGH  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
THE  NAVY,  AND  THEIR  OFFICERS,  DIRECTORS,  EMPLOYEES  AND  AGENTS,"  shall  be 
primary  to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the  additional  insureds  with  respect  to  claims  arising 
under  this  Sublease,  and  shall  provide  that  such  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured 
against  whom  complaint  is  made  or  suit  is  brought  except  with  respect  to  the  limits  of  the 
company's  liability. 

(b)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  be  issued 
by  an  insurance  company  or  companies  reasonably  acceptable  to  Sublandlord  with  an  AM  Best 
rating  of  not  less  than  A-VIII  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  California. 

(c)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  provide  for 
thirty  (30)  days'  prior  written  notice  of  cancellation  for  any  reason,  intended  non-renewal,  or 
reduction  in  coverage  to  Subtenant  and  Sublandlord.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  in  accordance 
with  the  notice  provisions  of  Section  21.1  below. 

(d)  Subtenant  shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  certificates  of  insurance  and  additional  insured 
policy  endorsements  in  a form  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  evidencing  the  coverages  required 
herein,  together  with  evidence  of  payment  of  premiums,  on  or  before  the  Commencement  Date, 
and  upon  renewal  of  each  policy  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  before  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
policy.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord's  request,  promptly  furnish  Sublandlord  with  a 
complete  copy  of  any  insurance  policy  required  hereunder. 

(e)  Not  more  often  than  every  year  and  upon  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days'  prior  written 
notice,  Sublandlord  may  require  Subtenant  to  increase  the  insurance  limits  set  forth  in  Section 
17.1  above  if  Sublandlord  finds  in  its  reasonable  judgment  that  it  is  the  general  commercial 
practice  in  San  Francisco  to  carry  insurance  in  amounts  substantially  greater  than  those  amounts 
carried  by  Subtenant  with  respect  to  risks  comparable  to  those  associated  with  the  use  of  the 
Premises. 

(f)  Subtenant's  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  in  no  way  relieve  or 
decrease  Subtenant's  indemnification  obligations  herein  or  any  of  Subtenant's  other  obligations  or 
liabilities  under  this  Sublease. 

(g)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Sublease,  Sublandlord  may  elect  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion  to  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  the  lapse  of  any 
required  insurance  coverage  by  written  notice  to  Subtenant. 

18.  ACCESS  BY  SUBLANDLORD 
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18.1.  Access  to  Premises  by  Sublandlord. 

(a)  General  Access.  Sublandlord  reserves  for  itself  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents,  the  right  to 
enter  the  Premises  and  any  portion  thereof  at  all  reasonable  times  upon  not  less  than  twenty-four 
(24)  hours  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency)  for  any 
purpose. 

(b)  Emergency  Access.  In  the  event  of  any  emergency,  as  determined  by  Sublandlord, 
Sublandlord  may,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  notice,  enter  the  Premises  and  alter  or  remove 
any  Alterations  or  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  any  and  all  means  Sublandlord  considers  appropriate  to  gain  access  to  any 
portion  of  the  Premises  in  an  emergency.  In  such  case,  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
any  damage  or  injury  to  any  such  property,  nor  for  the  replacement  of  any  such  property  and  any 
such  emergency  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a forcible  or  unlawful  entry  onto  or  a detainer  of, 
the  Premises,  or  an  eviction,  actual  or  constructive,  of  Subtenant  from  the  Premises  or  any 
portion  thereof. 

(c)  No  Liability.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  liable  in  any  manner,  and  Subtenant  hereby 
waives  any  claims,  for  any  inconvenience,  disturbance,  loss  of  business,  nuisance  or  other 
damage  arising  out  of  Sublandlord's  entry  onto  the  Premises,  except  damage  resulting  directly 
and  exclusively  from  the  gross  negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  Sublandlord  or  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  and  not  contributed  to  by  the  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees. 

18.2.  Access  to  Premises  by  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that 
Master  Landlord  shall  have  all  of  the  rights  of  access  to  the  Premises  described  in  the  Master 
Lease. 

19.  SURRENDER 

19.1.  Surrender  of  the  Premises.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
surrender  to  Sublandlord  the  Premises  in  the  same  condition  as  of  the  Commencement  Date, 
ordinary  wear  and  tear  excepted,  and  free  and  clear  of  all  liens,  easements  and  other 
encumbrances  created  or  suffered  by,  through  or  under  Subtenant.  On  or  before  any  termination 
hereof,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  remove  any  and  all  of  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  from 
the  Premises  and  demolish  and  remove  any  and  all  Alterations  from  the  Premises  (except  for  any 
Alterations  that  Sublandlord  agrees  are  to  remain  part  of  the  Premises  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  8.3  above).  In  addition.  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  expense,  repair  any  damage  to  the 
Premises  resulting  from  the  removal  of  any  such  items  and  restore  the  Premises  to  their  condition 
immediately  prior  to  the  presence  of  any  Alterations.  In  connection  therewith,  Subtenant  shall 
obtain  any  and  all  necessary  permits  and  approvals,  including,  without  limitation,  any 
environmental  permits,  and  execute  any  manifests  or  other  documents  necessary  to  complete  the 
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demolition,  removal  or  restoration  work  required  hereunder.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this 
Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Any  items  of  Subtenant's  Personal 
Property  remaining  on  or  about  the  Premises  after  the  termination  of  this  Sublease  may,  at 
Sublandlord's  option  and  after  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice  to  Subtenant,  be  deemed  abandoned 
and  in  such  case  Sublandlord  may  dispose  of  such  property  in  accordance  with  Section  1980,  et 
seq.,  of  the  California  Civil  Code  or  in  any  other  manner  allowed  by  Law. 

19.2.  No  Holding  Over.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  surrender  the  Premises  to  Sublandlord  upon  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease  as  required  by  this  Section,  Subtenant  shall  Indemnify  Sublandlord 
against  all  Losses  resulting  therefrom,  including,  without  limitation,  Losses  made  by  a 
succeeding  Subtenant  resulting  from  Subtenant's  failure  to  surrender  the  Premises.  Subtenant 
shall  have  no  right  to  hold  over  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent 
may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  If  Sublandlord  holds  over  the 
Premises  or  any  part  thereof  after  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  holding 
over  shall  be  terminable  upon  written  notice  by  Sublandlord,  and  the  Base  Rent  shall  be 
increased  to  two  hundred  percent  (200%)  of  the  Base  Rent  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  such 
holding  over,  and  such  holdover  shall  otherwise  be  on  all  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
Sublease.  This  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  Sublandlord's  permission  for  Subtenant  to  hold 
over.  Acceptance  of  any  holdover  Base  Rent  by  Sublandlord  following  expiration  or  termination 
of  this  Sublease  shall  not  constitute  an  extension  or  renewal  of  this  Sublease. 

19.3.  Security  Deposit.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  upon  execution  of  this  Sublease  a 
security  deposit  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information  as  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  all  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  agrees 
that  Sublandlord  may  (but  shall  not  be  required  to)  apply  the  security  deposit  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  remedy  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s 
Invitees,  or  any  failure  of  Subtenant  to  perform  any  other  terms,  covenants  or  conditions 
contained  in  this  Sublease,  without  waiving  any  of  Sublandlord's  other  rights  and  remedies 
hereunder  or  at  Law  or  in  equity.  Should  Sublandlord  use  any  portion  of  the  security  deposit  to 
cure  any  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately  replenish  the 
security  deposit  to  the  original  amount,  and  Subtenant's  failure  to  do  so  within  five  (5)  days  of 
Sublandlord's  notice  shall  constitute  a material  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 
Sublandlord's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  security  deposit  are  solely  that  of  debtor  and  not 
trustee.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  the  security  deposit  separate  from  its  general 
funds,  and  Subtenant  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest  on  such  deposit.  The  amount  of  the 
security  deposit  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit  Subtenant's  liability  for  the  performance  of  any  of  its 
obligations  under  this  Sublease.  To  the  extent  that  Sublandlord  is  not  entitled  to  retain  or  apply 
the  security  deposit  pursuant  to  this  Section  20.3.  Sublandlord  shall  return  such  security  deposit 
to  Subtenant  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

20.  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 

20.1.  No  Hazardous  Materials.  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  that  neither  Subtenant  nor 
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any  of  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  shall  cause  or  permit  any  material  that, 
because  of  its  quantity,  concentration  or  physical  or  chemical  characteristics,  is  deemed  by  any 
federal,  state  or  local  governmental  authority  to  pose  a present  or  potential  hazard  to  human 
health  or  safety  or  to  the  environment,  including,  without  limitation,  any  material  or  substance 
defined  as  a "hazardous  substance,"  or  "pollutant"  or  "contaminant"  pursuant  to  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  of  1980  ("CERCLA", 
also  commonly  known  as  the  "Superfund"  law),  as  amended  (42  U.S.C.  Sections  9601  et  seq.),  or 
pursuant  to  Section  25281  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  "hazardous  waste"  listed 
pursuant  to  Section  25140  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  asbestos  and  asbestos 
containing  materials  whether  or  not  such  materials  are  part  of  the  structure  of  any  existing 
improvements  on  the  Premises,  or  are  naturally  occurring  substances  on,  in  or  about  the 
Premises;  and  petroleum,  including  crude  oil  or  any  fraction  thereof,  and  natural  gas  or  natural 
gas  liquids  (“Hazardous  Material”)  to  be  brought  upon,  kept,  used,  stored,  generated  or  disposed 
of  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises  or  transported  to  or  from  the  Premises  without  the  prior  written 
approval  of  Sublandlord,  which  approval  may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute 
discretion.  Subtenant  shall  immediately  notify  Sublandlord  if  and  when  Subtenant  learns  or  has 
reason  to  believe  there  has  been  any  release  of  Hazardous  Material  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises. 
Sublandlord  may  from  time  to  time  request  Subtenant  to  provide  adequate  information  for 
Sublandlord  to  determine  that  any  Hazardous  Material  permitted  hereunder  is  being  handled  in 
compliance  with  all  applicable  federal,  state  or  local  Laws  or  policies  relating  to  Hazardous 
Material  (including,  without  limitation,  its  use,  handling,  transportation,  production,  disposal, 
discharge  or  storage)  or  to  human  health  and  safety,  industrial  hygiene  or  environmental 
conditions  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  and  any  other  property,  including,  without 
limitation,  soil,  air  and  groundwater  conditions  (“Environmental  Laws”),  and  Subtenant  shall 
promptly  provide  all  such  information.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents  shall  have  the 
right  to  inspect  the  Premises  for  Hazardous  Material  and  compliance  with  the  provisions  hereof 
at  all  reasonable  times  upon  reasonable  advance  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency).  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  comply,  without  limiting  the  foregoing, 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  21  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code  including,  without  limitation, 
regarding  obtaining  and  complying  with  the  requirements  of  an  approved  hazardous  materials 
management  plan,  and  with  the  requirements  of  the  environmental  protection  provisions 
provided  for  in  Section  13  of  the  Master  Lease. 

20.2.  Subtenant's  Environmental  Indemnity.  If  Subtenant  breaches  any  of  its  obligations 
contained  in  Section  20.1  above,  or,  if  any  act  or  omission  or  negligence  of  Subtenant  or  any  of 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  results  in  any  spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  pouring, 
emitting,  discharging,  injecting,  escaping,  leeching  or  dumping  (“Release”)  of  Hazardous 
Material  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  without  limiting  Subtenant's  general 
Indemnity  contained  in  Section  16.2  above.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s 
Agents,  shall  Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  each  of  them,  from  and  against  any  and  all 
enforcement,  investigation,  remediation  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  actions,  agreements 
or  orders  threatened,  instituted  or  completed  pursuant  to  any  Environmental  Laws  together  with 
any  and  all  Losses  made  or  threatened  by  any  third  party  against  Sublandlord,  Sublandlord’s 
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Agents,  or  the  Premises,  relating  to  damage,  contribution,  cost  recovery  compensation,  loss  or 
injury  resulting  from  the  presence,  Release  or  discharge  of  any  Hazardous  Materials,  including, 
without  limitation,  Losses  based  in  common  law,  investigation  and  remediation  costs,  fines, 
natural  resource  damages,  damages  for  decrease  in  value  of  the  Premises,  the  loss  or  restriction 
of  the  use  or  any  amenity  of  the  Premises  and  attorneys'  fees  and  consultants'  fees  and  experts' 
fees  and  costs  (“Hazardous  Materials  Claims”)  arising  during  or  after  the  Term  of  this  Sublease 
and  relating  to  such  Release.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  includes,  without  limitation,  all  costs 
associated  with  the  investigation  and  remediation  of  Hazardous  Material  and  with  the  restoration 
of  the  Premises  or  the  Property  to  its  prior  condition  including,  without  limitation,  fines  and 
penalties  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies,  natural  resource  damages  and  losses,  and  revegetation 
of  the  Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  if  Subtenant  or 
any  of  Subtenant's  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  causes  or  permits  the  Release  of  any 
Hazardous  Materials  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  Subtenant  shall, 
immediately,  at  no  expense  to  Sublandlord,  take  any  and  all  appropriate  actions  to  return  the 
Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property  affected  thereby  to  the  condition  existing  prior  to  such 
Release  and  otherwise  investigate  and  remediate  the  Release  in  accordance  with  all 
Environmental  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  written  notice  of  and  afford 
Sublandlord  a full  opportunity  to  participate  in  any  discussions  with  governmental  regulatory 
agencies  regarding  any  settlement  agreement,  cleanup  or  abatement  agreement,  consent  decree, 
permit,  approvals,  or  other  compromise  or  proceeding  involving  Hazardous  Material. 

20.3.  Acknowledgment  of  Receipt  of  EBS  and  FOSL  Reports.  Subtenant  hereby 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that,  prior  to  the  execution  of  this  Sublease,  it 
has  received  and  reviewed  the  Environmental  Baseline  Survey  (“EBS”)  and  the  Finding  of 
Suitability  to  Lease  (“FOSL”)  described  in  Section  7 of  the  Master  Lease.  California  law 
requires  landlords  to  disclose  to  tenants  the  presence  or  potential  presence  of  certain  Hazardous 
Materials.  Accordingly,  Subtenant  is  hereby  advised  that  occupation  of  the  Premises  may  lead  to 
exposure  to  Hazardous  Materials  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  gasoline,  diesel  and  other  vehicle 
fluids,  vehicle  exhaust,  office  maintenance  fluids,  tobacco  smoke,  methane  and  building 
materials  containing  chemicals,  such  as  formaldehyde.  Further,  there  are  Hazardous  Materials 
located  on  the  Premises  as  described  in  the  EBS  and  the  FOSL.  In  addition,  California's 
Proposition  65,  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  25249.6  et  seq..  requires  notice  that  some  of 
these  Hazardous  Materials  are  known  by  the  State  of  California  to  cause  cancer  or  reproductive 
harm.  By  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  notices  and  warnings  set 
forth  above  satisfy  the  requirements  of  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Sections  25249.6  et 
seq..  25359.7  and  related  statutes. 

21.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

21.1.  Notices.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Sublease,  any  notice  given 
hereunder  shall  be  effective  only  in  writing  and  given  by  delivering  the  notice  in  person,  or  by 
sending  it  first  class  mail  or  certified  mail  with  a return  receipt  requested  or  reliable  commercial 
overnight  courier,  return  receipt  requested,  with  postage  prepaid,  to  the  appropriate  addresses  set 
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forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information.  Any  Party  hereunder  may  designate  a new  address  for 
notice  purposes  hereunder  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  such  change.  Any 
notice  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  two  (2)  days  after  the  date  when  it  is  mailed 
if  sent  by  first  class  or  certified  mail,  one  day  after  the  date  it  is  made,  if  sent  by  commercial 
overnight  carrier,  or  upon  the  date  personal  delivery  is  made,  and  any  refusal  by  either  Party  to 
accept  the  attempted  delivery  of  any  notice,  if  such  attempted  delivery  is  in  compliance  with  this 
Section  21.1  and  applicable  Laws,  shall  be  deemed  receipt  of  such  notice. 

21.2.  No  Implied  Waiver.  No  failure  by  Sublandlord  to  insist  upon  the  strict  performance  of 
any  obligation  of  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  or  to  exercise  any  right,  power  or  remedy  arising 
out  of  a breach  thereof,  irrespective  of  the  length  of  time  for  which  such  failure  continues,  no 
acceptance  of  full  or  partial  payment  of  Rent  due  hereunder  during  the  continuance  of  any  such 
breach,  and  no  acceptance  of  the  keys  to  or  possession  of  the  Premises  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
the  Term  by  any  Agent  of  Sublandlord,  shall  constitute  a waiver  of  such  breach  or  of 
Sublandlord's  right  to  demand  strict  compliance  with  such  term,  covenant  or  condition  or  operate 
as  a surrender  of  this  Sublease.  No  express  written  waiver  of  any  default  or  the  performance  of 
any  provision  hereof  shall  affect  any  other  default  or  performance,  or  cover  any  other  period  of 
time,  other  than  the  default,  performance  or  period  of  time  specified  in  such  express  waiver.  One 
or  more  written  waivers  of  a default  or  the  performance  of  any  provision  hereof  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a waiver  of  a subsequent  default  or  performance.  The  consent  of  Sublandlord 
given  in  any  instance  under  the  terms  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  relieve  Subtenant  of  any 
obligation  to  secure  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  in  any  other  or  future  instance  under  the  terms  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.3.  Amendments.  Neither  this  Sublease  nor  any  term  or  provision  hereof  may  be  changed, 
waived,  discharged  or  terminated,  except  by  a written  instrument  signed  by  the  Parties  hereto. 

21.4.  Authority.  If  Subtenant  signs  as  a corporation,  a partnership  or  a limited  liability 
company,  each  of  the  persons  executing  this  Sublease  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  does  hereby 
covenant  and  warrant  that  Subtenant  is  a duly  authorized  and  existing  entity,  that  Subtenant  has 
and  is  qualified  to  do  business  in  California,  that  Subtenant  has  full  right  and  authority  to  enter 
into  this  Sublease,  and  that  each  and  all  of  the  persons  signing  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  are 
authorized  to  do  so.  Upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with 
evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  confirming  the  foregoing  representations  and 
warranties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants 
that  it  has  full  power  to  make  the  waivers  and  releases,  indemnities  and  the  disclosures  set  forth 
herein,  and  that  it  has  received  independent  legal  advice  from  its  attorney  as  to  the  advisability  of 
entering  into  a sublease  containing  those  provisions  and  their  legal  effect. 

21.5.  Joint  and  Several  Obligations.  The  word  "Subtenant"  as  used  herein  shall  include  the 
plural  as  well  as  the  singular.  If  there  is  more  than  one  Subtenant,  the  obligations  and  liabilities 
under  this  Sublease  imposed  on  Subtenant  shall  be  joint  and  several. 
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21.6.  Interpretation  of  Sublease.  The  captions  preceding  the  articles  and  sections  of  this 
Sublease  and  in  the  table  of  contents  have  been  inserted  for  convenience  of  reference  only  and 
such  captions  shall  in  no  way  define  or  limit  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease. 
This  Sublease  has  been  negotiated  at  arm's  length  and  between  persons  sophisticated  and 
knowledgeable  in  the  matters  dealt  with  herein  and  shall  be  interpreted  to  achieve  the  intents  and 
purposes  of  the  Parties,  without  any  presumption  against  the  party  responsible  for  drafting  any 
part  of  this  Sublease.  Provisions  in  this  Sublease  relating  to  number  of  days  shall  be  calendar 
days,  unless  otherwise  specified,  provided  that  if  the  last  day  of  any  period  to  give  notice,  reply  to 
a notice  or  to  undertake  any  other  action  occurs  on  a Saturday,  Sunday  or  a bank  or  Sublandlord 
holiday,  then  the  last  day  for  undertaking  the  action  or  giving  or  replying  to  the  notice  shall  be 
the  next  succeeding  business  day.  Use  of  the  word  "including"  or  similar  words  shall  not  be 
construed  to  limit  any  general  term,  statement  or  other  matter  in  this  Sublease,  whether  or  not 
language  of  non-limitation,  such  as  "without  limitation"  or  similar  words,  are  used.  Unless 
otherwise  provided  herein,  whenever  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  is  required  to  be  obtained  by 
Subtenant  hereunder,  Sublandlord  may  give  or  withhold  such  consent  in  its  sole  and  absolute 
discretion. 

21.7.  Successors  and  Assigns.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  14,  the  terms,  covenants 
and  conditions  contained  in  this  Sublease  shall  bind  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  Sublandlord  and 
Subtenant  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  their  personal  representatives  and  successors 
and  assigns;  provided,  however,  that  upon  any  transfer  by  Sublandlord  (or  by  any  subsequent 
Sublandlord)  of  its  interest  in  the  Premises  as  lessee,  including  any  transfer  by  operation  of  Law, 
Sublandlord  (or  any  subsequent  Sublandlord)  shall  be  relieved  from  all  subsequent  obligations 
and  liabilities  arising  under  this  Sublease  subsequent  to  such  transfer. 

21.8.  Brokers.  Neither  party  has  had  any  contact  or  dealings  regarding  the  leasing  of  the 
Premises,  or  any  communication  in  connection  therewith,  through  any  licensed  real  estate  broker 
or  other  person  who  could  claim  a right  to  a commission  or  finder's  fee  in  connection  with  the 
Sublease  contemplated  herein.  In  the  event  that  any  broker  or  finder  perfects  a claim  for  a 
commission  or  finder's  fee  based  upon  any  such  contact,  dealings  or  communication,  the  party 
through  whom  the  broker  or  finder  makes  a claim  shall  be  responsible  for  such  commission  or 
fee  and  shall  Indemnify  the  other  party  from  any  and  all  Losses  incurred  by  the  indemnified  part}7 
in  defending  against  the  same.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  survive  any  termination  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.9.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person, 
entity  or  circumstance  shall,  to  any  extent,  be  invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  remainder  of  this 
Sublease,  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  persons,  entities  or  circumstances  other  than 
those  as  to  which  it  is  invalid  or  unenforceable,  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and  each  other 
provision  of  this  Sublease  shall  be  valid  and  be  enforceable  to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by 
Law. 

21.10.  Governing  Law.  This  Sublease  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  in  accordance  with  the 
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Laws  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  federal  government. 


21.11.  Entire  Agreement.  This  instrument  (including  the  exhibits  hereto,  which  are  made  a 
part  of  this  Sublease)  contains  the  entire  agreement  between  the  Parties  and  supersedes  all  prior 
written  or  oral  negotiations,  discussions,  understandings  and  agreements.  The  Parties  further 
intend  that  this  Sublease  shall  constitute  the  complete  and  exclusive  statement  of  its  terms  and 
that  no  extrinsic  evidence  whatsoever  (including  prior  drafts  of  this  Sublease  and  any  changes 
therefrom)  may  be  introduced  in  any  judicial,  administrative  or  other  legal  proceeding  involving 
this  Sublease.  Subtenant  hereby  acknowledges  that  neither  Sublandlord  nor  Sublandlord's 
Agents  have  made  any  representations  or  warranties  with  respect  to  the  Premises  or  this  Sublease 
except  as  expressly  set  forth  herein,  and  no  rights,  easements  or  licenses  are  or  shall  be  acquired 
by  Subtenant  by  implication  or  otherwise  unless  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

21.12.  Attorneys'  Fees.  In  the  event  that  either  Sublandlord  or  Subtenant  fails  to  perform  any  of 
its  obligations  under  this  Sublease  or  in  the  event  a dispute  arises  concerning  the  meaning  or 
interpretation  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  the  defaulting  party  or  the  party  not  prevailing  in 
such  dispute,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  pay  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  other 
party  in  enforcing  or  establishing  its  rights  hereunder  (whether  or  not  such  action  is  prosecuted  to 
judgment),  including,  without  limitation,  court  costs  and  reasonable  attorneys'  fees.  For  purposes 
of  this  Sublease,  reasonable  fees  of  attorneys  in  the  Office,  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Attorney 
(Sublandlord's  General  Counsel)  shall  be  based  on  the  fees  regularly  charged  by  private  attorneys 
with  the  equivalent  number  of  years  of  experience  in  the  subject  matter  area  of  the  law  for  which 
the  City  Attorney's  services  were  rendered  who  practice  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
in  law  firms  with  approximately  the  same  number  of  attorneys  as  employed  by  the  Office  of  the 
City  Attorney.  Further,  for  purposes  of  this  Sublease,  the  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  mean  the 
fees  and  expenses  of  counsel  to  the  Parties,  which  may  include  printing,  duplicating  and  other 
expenses,  air  freight  charges,  hiring  of  experts,  and  fees  billed  for  law  clerks,  paralegals, 
librarians  and  others  not  admitted  to  the  bar  but  performing  services  under  the  supervision  of  an 
attorney.  The  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  also  include,  without  limitation,  all  such  fees  and 
expenses  incurred  with  respect  to  appeals,  mediations,  arbitrations,  and  bankruptcy  proceedings, 
and  whether  or  not  any  action  is  brought  with  respect  to  the  matter  for  which  such  fees  and  costs 
were  incurred.  The  term  "attorney"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  the  term  "counsel". 

21.13.  Time  of  Essence.  Time  is  of  the  essence  with  respect  to  all  provisions  of  this  Sublease  in 
which  a definite  time  for  performance  is  specified. 

21.14.  Cumulative  Remedies.  All  rights  and  remedies  of  either  party  hereto  set  forth  in  this 
Sublease  shall  be  cumulative,  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  herein. 

21.15.  Survival  of  Indemnities.  Termination  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  either 
party  to  enforce  any  and  all  indemnities  and  representations  and  warranties  given  or  made  to  the 
other  party  under  this  Sublease,  nor  shall  it  affect  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  that  expressly 
states  it  shall  survive  termination  hereof.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that, 
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with  respect  to  each  of  the  indemnities  contained  in  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  has  an  immediate 
and  independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any 
claim  which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  the  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is 
or  may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is 
tendered  to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter. 

21.16.  Relationship  of  Parties.  Sublandlord  is  not,  and  none  of  the  provisions  in  this  Sublease 
shall  be  deemed  to  render  Sublandlord,  a partner  in  Subtenant's  business,  or  joint  venturer  or 
member  in  any  joint  enterprise  with  Subtenant.  This  Sublease  is  not  intended  nor  shall  it  be 
construed  to  create  any  third  party  beneficiary  rights  in  any  third  party,  unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided.  The  granting  of  this  Sublease  by  Sublandlord  does  not  constitute 
authorization  or  approval  by  Sublandlord  of  any  activity  conducted  by  Subtenant  on,  in  or 
relating  to  the  Premises. 

21.17.  Recording.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  not  record  this  Sublease  nor  any  memorandum 
or  short  form  hereof  in  the  official  records  of  any  county. 

21.18.  Non-Liability  of  Indemnified  Parties’  Officials,  Employees  and  Agents.  No  elective 
or  appointive  board,  commission,  member,  officer  or  employee  of  any  of  the  Indemnified  Parties 
shall  be  personally  liable  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  the  event  of  any  default  or 
breach  by  Sublandlord  or  for  any  amount  which  may  become  due  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  or  for  any  obligation  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease. 

21.19.  No  Discrimination.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  non-discrimination  provisions  of 
Section  19.1  of  the  Master  Lease,  including,  without  limitation,  posting  all  notices  required 
therein. 

21.20.  Counterparts.  This  Sublease  may  be  executed  in  two  or  more  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  deemed  an  original,  but  all  of  which  taken  together  shall  constitute  one  and  the 
same  instrument. 

21.21.  Master  Landlord’s  Consent.  This  Sublease  is  expressly  conditioned  upon  receipt  of  the 
written  consent  of  Master  Landlord. 


22.  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 

22.1.  Signs.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  will  not  erect  or  maintain,  or  permit  to  be  erected  or 
maintained,  any  signs,  notices  or  graphics  upon  or  about  the  Premises  which  are  visible  in  or 
from  public  corridors  or  other  portions  of  any  common  areas  of  the  Premises  or  from  the  exterior 
of  the  Premises,  without  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  which  Sublandlord  may  withhold  or 
grant  in  its  sole  discretion. 
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22.2.  Public  Transit  Information.  Subtenant  shall  establish  and  carry  on  during  the  Term  a 
program  to  encourage  maximum  use  of  public  transportation  by  personnel  of  Subtenant 
employed  on  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  distribution  to  such  employees  of 
written  materials  explaining  the  convenience  and  availability  of  public  transportation  facilities 
adjacent  or  proximate  to  the  Premises  and  encouraging  use  of  such  facilities,  all  at  Subtenant's 
sole  expense. 

22.3.  TIHDI  Job  Broker.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  TIHDI  Work 
Force  Hiring  Plan  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F. 

22.4.  Local  Hiring.  Subtenant  further  agrees  to  use  good  faith  efforts  to  hire  residents  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  all  levels  of  Subtenant's  personnel  needs  and  to  contract 
with  local  businesses  for  Subtenant's  purchase  of  supplies,  materials,  equipment  or  services. 

22.5.  Non-Discrimination  in  City  Contracts  and  Benefits  Ordinance. 


(a)  Covenant  Not  to  Discriminate.  In  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
covenants  and  agrees  not  to  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  the  fact  or  perception  of  a person’s  race, 
color,  creed,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity, 
domestic  partner  status,  marital  status,  disability,  weight,  height  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  or  HIV  status  (AIDS/HIV  status)  against  any  employee  of,  any  City  employee  working 
with,  or  applicant  for  employment  with,  Subtenant  in  any  of  Subtenant’s  operations  within  the 
United  States,  or  against  any  person  seeking  accommodations,  advantages,  facilities?  privileges, 
services,  or  membership  in  all  business,  social,  or  other  establishments  or  organizations  operated 
by  Subtenant. 

(b)  Sub-Subleases  and  Other  Subcontracts.  Subtenant  shall  include  in  all  sub-subleases 
and  other  subcontracts  relating  to  the  Premises  a non-discrimination  clause  applicable  to  such 
sub-subtenant  or  other  subcontractor  in  substantially  the  form  of  subsection  (a)  above.  In 
addition,  Subtenant  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all  sub-subleases  and  other  subcontracts  the 
provisions  of  Sections  12B.2(a),  12B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  and  shall  require  all  sub-subtenants  and  other  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such 
provisions.  Subtenant’s  failure  to  comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  subsection  shall  constitute 
a material  breach  of  this  Sublease. 

(c)  Non-Discrimination  in  Benefits.  Subtenant  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and 
will  not  during  the  Term,  in  any  of  its  operations  or  in  San  Francisco  or  with  respect  to  its 
operations  under  this  Sublease  elsewhere  within  the  United  States,  discriminate  in  the  provision 
of  bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits,  membership  or  membership 
discounts,  moving  expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits  or  travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any 
benefits  other  than  the  benefits  specified  above,  between  employees  with  domestic  partners  and 
employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between  the  domestic  partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees, 
where  the  domestic  partnership  has  been  registered  with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state 
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or  local  law  authorizing  such  registration,  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  12B.2(b) 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

(d)  HRC  Form.  As  a condition  to  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  execute  the  “Chapter  12B 
Declaration:  Nondiscrimination  in  Contracts  and  Benefits”  form  (Form  HRC-12B-101)  with 
supporting  documentation  and  secure  the  approval  of  the  form  by  the  San  Francisco  Human 
Rights  Commission  (the  “HRC”).  Subtenant  hereby  represents  that  prior  to  execution  of  this 
Sublease,  (i)  Subtenant  executed  and  submitted  to  the  HRC  Form  HRC- 128-1 01  with  supporting 
documentation;  and  (ii)  the  HRC  approved  such  form. 

(e)  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference.  The  provisions  of 
Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  relating  to  non-discrimination 
by  parties  contracting  for  the  lease  of  City  property  are  incorporated  in  this  Section  by  reference 
and  made  a part  of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  Subtenant  shall  comply  fully 
with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this  Sublease  under  such  Chapters  of  the 
Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  in  such  Chapters. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  understands  that  pursuant  to  Section  12B.2(h)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  a penalty  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  person  for  each 
calendar  day  during  which  such  person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Sublease  may  be  assessed  against  Subtenant  and/or  deducted  from  any  payments  due  . 
Subtenant. 

22.6.  MacBride  Principles  - Northern  Ireland.  The  City  urges  companies  doing  businessdn 
Northern  Ireland  to  move  toward  resolving  employment  inequities  and  encourages  them  to  abide 
by  the  MacBride  Principles  as  expressed  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  12F.1,  et 
seq.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  also  urges  San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business 
with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  has 
read  and  understands  the  above  statement  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  concerning 
doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland. 

22.7.  Tropical  Hardwood  and  Virgin  Redwood  Ban.  The  City  urges  companies  not  to 
import,  purchase,  obtain  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical  hardwood,  tropical  hardwood  wood 
product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  product.  Except  as  expressly  permitted  by  the 
application  of  Section  802(b)  and  803(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant 
shall  not  provide  any  items  to  the  construction  of  tenant  improvements  or  Alterations  in  the 
Premises,  or  otherwise  in  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  which  are  tropical  hardwoods, 
tropical  hardwood  wood  products,  virgin  redwood,  or  virgin  redwood  wood  products.  In  the 
event  Subtenant  fails  to  comply  in  good  faith  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  8 of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant  shall  be  liable  for  liquidated  damages  for  each  violation 
in  an  amount  equal  to  Subtenant's  net  profit  on  the  contract,  or  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  contract  dollars,  whichever  is  greater. 


22.8.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Subtenant  states  that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
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8.105  and  8.106  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  certifies  that  it  knows  of  no  facts  which  would 
constitute  a violation  of  such  provisions.  Subtenant  further  certifies  that  it  has  made  a complete 
disclosure  to  the  Sublandlord  of  all  facts  bearing  on  any  possible  interests,  direct  or  indirect, 
which  Subtenant  believes  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Sublandlord  presently  has  or  will  have 
in  this  Sublease  or  in  the  performance  thereof  or  in  any  portion  of  the  profits  thereof.  Willful 
failure  by  Subtenant  to  make  such  disclosure,  if  any,  shall  constitute  grounds  for  the 
Sublandlord's  termination  and  cancellation  of  this  Sublease. 

22.9.  Wages  and  Working  Conditions.  Subtenant  agrees  that  any  person  performing  labor  in 
the  construction  of  any  tenant  improvements  and  any  Alterations  to  the  Premises,  which 
Subtenant  provides  under  this  Sublease,  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  as  required  by  Section  6.22(E)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  hours  and  working  conditions,  and  shall  receive  the  same  benefits  as  in  each  case  are 
provided  for  similar  work  performed  in  San  Francisco,  California.  Subtenant  shall  include,  in 
any  contract  for  construction  of  such  tenant  improvements  and  Alterations,  a requirement  that  all 
persons  performing  labor  under  such  contract  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing 
rate  of  wages  for  the  labor  so  performed.  Subtenant  shall  require  any  contractor  to  provide,  and 
shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  upon  request,  certified  payroll  reports  with  respect  to  all  persons 
performing  labor  in  the  construction  of  such  tenant  improvement  work  or  any  Alterations  to  the 
Premises. 

22.10.  Prohibition  of  Tobacco  Advertising.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  no 
advertising  of  cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  is  allowed  on  any  real  property  owned  by  or  under 
the  control  of  Sublandlord  or  the  City,  including  the  Premises  and  the  Property.  This  prohibition 
includes  the  placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,  selling  or  distributing  cigarettes  or 
tobacco  products  or  the  name  of  any  cigarette  or  tobacco  product  in  any  promotion  of  any  event 
or  product.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  any  advertisement  sponsored  by  a state,  local  or 
nonprofit  entity  designed  to  communicate  the  health  hazards  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  products 
or  to  encourage  people  not  to  smoke  or  to  stop  smoking. 

22.11.  Pesticide  Prohibition.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  308  of 
Chapter  3 of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  (the  "Pesticide  Ordinance")  which  (i)  prohibit 
the  use  of  certain  pesticides  on  City  property,  (ii)  require  the  posting  of  certain  notices  and  the 
maintenance  of  certain  records  regarding  pesticide  usage  and  (iii)  require  Subtenant  to  submit  to 
Sublandlord  an  integrated  pest  management  ("IPM")  plan  that  (a)  lists,  to  the  extent  reasonably 
possible,  the  types  and  estimated  quantities  of  pesticides  that  Subtenant  may  need  to  apply  to  the 
Premises  during  the  terms  of  this  Sublease,  (b)  describes  the  steps  Subtenant  will  take  to  meet 
the  City’s  IPM  Policy  described  in  Section  300  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance  and  (c)  identifies,  by 
name,  title,  address  and  telephone  number,  an  individual  to  act  as  Subtenant's  primary  IPM 
contact  person  with  the  City.  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  303(a)  and  303(b)  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance. 


22.12.  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance.  The  City  has  adopted  a First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance 
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(Board  of  Supervisors  Ordinance  No.  264  98)  which  establishes  specific  requirements, 
procedures  and  monitoring  for  first  source  hiring  of  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals  for  entry  level  positions.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  Sublandlord  adopts  a First 
Source  Hiring  Implementation  and  Monitoring  Plan  in  accordance  with  the  First  Source  Hiring 
Ordinance,  Subtenant  shall  enter  into  a First  Source  Hiring  Agreement  that  meets  the  applicable 
requirements  of  Section  83.9  of  the  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance. 

22.13.  Sunshine  Ordinance.  In  accordance  with  Section  67.24(e)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  contracts,  contractors’  bids,  leases,  agreements,  responses  to  Requests  for 
Proposals,  and  all  other  records  of  communications  between  City  departments  and  persons  or 
firms  seeking  contracts  will  be  open  to  inspection  immediately  after  a contract  has  been  awarded. 
Nothing  in  this  provision  requires  the  disclosure  of  a private  person’s  or  organization’s  net  worth 
or  other  proprietary  financial  data  submitted  for  qualification  for  a contract,  lease,  agreement  or 
other  benefit  until  and  unless  that  person  or  organization  is  awarded  the  contract,  lease, 
agreement  or  benefit.  Information  provided  which  is  covered  by  this  Section  will  be  made 
available  to  the  public  upon  request. 

22.14.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges 
that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15.103  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  Article  III, 
Chapter  2 of  City's  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Section  87100  et  seq.  and 
Section  1 090  et  seq.  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does 
not  know  of  any  facts  which  would  constitute  a violation  of  said  provisions,  and  agrees  that  if 
Subtenant  becomes  aware  of  any  such  fact  during  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
immediately  notify  Sublandlord. 

22.15.  Charter  Provision.  This  Sublease  is  governed  by  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

22.16.  Requiring  Health  Benefits  for  Covered  Employees.  Unless  exempt,  Subtenant  agrees 
to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Care  Accountability 
Ordinance  (HCAO),  as  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  12Q,  including 
the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing  regulations,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  12Q  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this 
Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  The  text  of  the  HCAO  is  available  on  the  web  at 
www.dph.sf.ca.us/HCRes/Resolutions/2004Res/HCResl02004.shtml.  Capitalized  terms  used  in 
this  Section  and  not  defined  in  this  Sublease  shall  have  the  meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in 
Chapter  12Q. 

(a)  For  each  Covered  Employee,  Subtenant  shall  provide  the  appropriate  health  benefit  set 
forth  in  Section  12Q.3  of  the  HCAO.  If  Subtenant  chooses  to  offer  the  health  plan  option,  such 
health  plan  shall  meet  the  minimum  standards  set  forth  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  above,  if  Subtenant  is  a small  business  as  defined  in 
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Section  12Q.3(d)  of  the  HCAO,  it  shall  have  no  obligation  to  comply  with  Subsection  fa)  above. 


(c)  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  HCAO  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this 
Sublease.  Sublandlord  shall  notify  Subtenant  if  such  a breach  has  occurred.  If,  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  receiving  City's  written  notice  of  a breach  of  this  Sublease  for  violating  the  HCAO, 
Subtenant  fails  to  cure  such  breach  or,  if  such  breach  cannot  reasonably  be  cured  within  such 
period  of  thirty  (30)  days,  Subtenant  fails  to  commence  efforts  to  cure  within  such  period,  or 
thereafter  fails  diligently  to  pursue  such  cure  to  completion,  Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to 
pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  Section  12Q.5(f)(l-5).  Each  of  these  remedies  shall  be 
exercisable  individually  or  in  combination  with  any  other  rights  or  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord. 

(d)  Any  Subcontract  entered  into  by  Subtenant  shall  require  the  Subcontractor  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  HCAO  and  shall  contain  contractual  obligations  substantially  the  same  as 
those  set  forth  in  this  Section.  Subtenant  shall  notify  City's  Purchasing  Department  when  it 
enters  into  such  a Subcontract  and  shall  certify  to  the  Purchasing  Department  that  it  has  notified 
the  Subcontractor  of  the  obligations  under  the  HCAO  and  has  imposed  the  requirements  of  the 
HCAO  on  Subcontractor  through  the  Subcontract.  Each  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  its 
Subcontractors'  compliance  with  this  Chapter.  If  a Subcontractor  fails  to  comply,  the 
Sublandlord  may  pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  this  Section  against  Subtenant  based  on  the 
Subcontractor’s  failure  to  comply,  provided  that  Sublandlord  has  first  provided  Subtenant  with 
notice  and  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a cure  of  the  violation. 

(e)  Subtenant  shall  not  discharge,  reduce  in  compensation,  or  otherwise  discriminate  against 
any  employee  for  notifying  Sublandlord  with  regard  to  Subtenant's  compliance  or  anticipated 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  HCAO,  for  opposing  any  practice  proscribed  by  the 
HCAO,  for  participating  in  proceedings  related  to  the  HCAO,  or  for  seeking  to  assert  or  enforce 
any  rights  under  the  HCAO  by  any  lawful  means. 

(f)  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  not  an  entity  that  was  set  up,  or  is  being  used, 
for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  intent  of  the  HCAO. 

(g)  Subtenant  shall  keep  itself  informed  of  the  current  requirements  of  the  HCAO. 

(h)  Subtenant  shall  provide  reports  to  Sublandlord  in  accordance  with  any  reporting  standards 
promulgated  by  Sublandlord  under  the  HCAO,  including  reports  on  Subcontractors  and 
Subtenants,  as  applicable. 

(i)  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  access  to  records  pertaining  to  compliance  with 
the  HCAO  after  receiving  a written  request  from  Sublandlord  to  do  so  and  being  provided  at  least 
five  (5)  business  days  to  respond. 

(j)  Sublandlord  may  conduct  random  audits  of  Subtenant  to  ascertain  its  compliance  with 
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HCAO.  Subtenant  agrees  to  cooperate  with  Sublandlord  when  it  conducts  such  audits. 

(k)  If  Subtenant  is  exempt  from  the  HCAO  when  this  Sublease  is  executed  because  its 
amount  is  less  than  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  (or  [Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($50,000)  if  Subtenant  is  a qualified  nonprofit),  but  Subtenant  later  enters  into  an  agreement  or 
agreements  that  cause  Subtenant's  aggregate  amount  of  all  agreements  with  Sublandlord  to  reach 
Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000),  all  the  agreements  shall  be  thereafter  subject  to  the 
HCAO.  This  obligation  arises  on  the  effective  date  of  the  agreement  that  causes  the  cumulative 
amount  of  agreements  between  Subtenant  and  the  Contracting  Department  to  be  equal  to  or 
greater  than  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000)  in  the  fiscal  year. 

22.17.  Notification  of  Limitations  on  Contributions.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1.126  of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign 
and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  any  person  who  contracts  with  the  City  for  the 
selling  or  leasing  of  any  land  or  building  to  or  from  the  City  whenever  such  transaction  would 
require  approval  by  a City  elective  officer  or  the  board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves, 
from  making  any  campaign  contribution  to  the  officer  at  any  time  from  the  commencement  of 
negotiations  for  such  contract  until  the  termination  of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  three  (3) 
months  has  elapsed  from  the  date  the  contract  is  approved  by  the  City  elective  officer,  or  the 
board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves.  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission 
Regulation  1.126-1  provides  that  negotiations  are  commenced  when  a prospective  contractor  first 
communicates  with  a City  officer  or  employee  about  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a specific 
contract.  This  communication  may  occur  in  person,  by  telephone  or  in  writing,  and  may  be 
initiated  by  the  prospective  contractor  or  a City  officer  or  employee.  Negotiations  are  completed 
when  a contract  is  finalized  and  signed  by  the  City  and  the  contractor.  Negotiations  are 
terminated  when  the  City  and/or  the  prospective  contractor  end  the  negotiation  process  before  a 
final  decision  is  made  to  award  the  contract. 

22.18.  Preservation-Treated  Wood  Containing  Arsenic.  As  of  July  1,  2003,  Subtenant  may 
not  purchase  preservative-treated  wood  products  containing  arsenic  in  the  performance  of  this 
Sublease  unless  an  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  Environment  Code  Chapter  13  is 
obtained  from  the  Department  of  Environment  under  Section  1304  of  the  Environment  Code. 

The  term  "preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic"  shall  mean  wood  treated  with  a 
preservative  that  contains  arsenic,  elemental  arsenic,  or  an  arsenic  copper  combination, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  chromated  copper  arsenate  preservative,  ammoniac  copper  zinc 
arsenate  preservative,  or  ammoniacal  copper  arsenate  preservative.  Subtenant  may  purchase 
preservative-treated  wood  products  on  the  list  of  environmentally  preferable  alternatives  prepared 
and  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Environment.  This  provision  does  not  preclude  Subtenant 
from  purchasing  preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic  for  saltwater  immersion.  The  term 
"saltwater  immersion"  shall  mean  a pressure-treated  wood  that  is  used  for  construction  purposes 
or  facilities  that  are  partially  or  totally  immersed  in  saltwater. 

22.19.  Resource  Efficient  City  Buildings  and  Pilot  Projects.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the 
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City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  enacted  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  Sections  700  to 
707  relating  to  resource-efficient  City  buildings  and  resource-efficient  pilot  projects.  Subtenant 
hereby  agrees  that  it  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  such  code  sections. 

22.20.  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction.  Subtenant  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by 
all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction  Ordinance,  as  set  forth  in  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Chapter  16,  including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing 
guidelines  and  rules.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  16  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and 
made  a part  of  this  Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  This  provision  is  a material  term  of  this 
Sublease.  By  entering  into  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  agrees  that  if  it  breaches  this  provision, 
Sublandlord  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to 
determine;  further,  Subtenant  agrees  that  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  liquidated 
damages  for  the  first  breach.  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  liquidated  damages  for  the  second 
breach  in  the  same  year,  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  liquidated  damages  for  subsequent 
breaches  in  the  same  year  is  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  damage  that  Sublandlord  will  incur 
based  on  the  violation,  established  in  light  of  the  circumstances  existing  at  the  time  this  Sublease 
was  made.  Such  amounts  shall  not  be  considered  a penalty,  but  rather  agreed  monetary  damages 
sustained  by  Sublandlord  because  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

22.21.  Estoppel  Certificates.  At  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
Sublandlord's  request,  Subtenant  will  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  Sublandlord  a 
statement  certifying  the  following  matters:  (a)  the  Commencement  Date  and  Expiration  Date  of 
this  Sublease;  (b)  that  this  Sublease  is  unmodified  and  in  full  force  and  effect  (or  if  there  .have 
been  modifications,  that  this  Sublease  is  in  full  force  and  effect  as  modified  and  the  date  and 
nature  of  such  modifications);  (c)  the  dates  to  which  the  Rent  has  been  paid;  (d)  that  there  are  no 
Events  of  Default  under  this  Sublease  (or  if  there  are  any  Events  of  Default,  the  nature  of  such 
Event  of  Default);  and  (e)  any  other  matters  reasonably  requested  by  Sublandlord.  Sublandlord 
and  Subtenant  intend  that  any  such  statement  delivered  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  may  be  relied 
upon  by  any  assignee  of  Sublandlord's  interest  in  the  Master  Lease  or  this  Sublease,  any 
mortgagee  or  any  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  of  the  building  or  land  on  which  the 
Premises  are  located.  Subtenant  irrevocably  appoints  Sublandlord,  as  Subtenant's  agent,  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  Sublandlord  any  such  instrument  if  Subtenant  fails  to  do  so, 
which  failure  shall  also  be  an  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 

22.22.  Addendum.  The  terms  of  the  Addendum  attached  to  this  Sublease  are  incorporated  into 
the  Sublease  by  reference.  In  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  Sublease  and  the 
Addendum,  the  terms  of  the  Addendum  shall  control. 
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Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  have  executed  this  Sublease  in  triplicate  as  of  the  date  first 
written  above.

ADDENDUM  TO  SUBLEASE 


This  Addendum  to  the  Sublease  is  dated  as  of  December  1 , 2007,  between  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  ("Sublandlord"),  and  KIDANGO,  Inc.,  a California  nonprofit  corporation 
("Subtenant"),  relating  to  certain  premises  described  in  the  Sublease. 

This  Addendum  supersedes  and  replaces  the  terms  of  the  Sublease  to  which  it  is  attached  to  the 
extent  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  Sublease  and  this  Addendum.  All  capitalized  terms  used 
in  this  Addendum  and  not  defined  herein  shall  have  the  meanings  set  forth  in  the  Sublease. 

Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  agree  as  follows: 


1.  Section  7.1  fa).  A new  Section  7.1(a)  is  hereby  added  to  the  Sublease,  which  states  in  its 
entirety  as  follows: 

Section  7.1(a).  Childcare  Services.  As  a material  condition  to  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  shall  use  the  Premises  for  the  provision  of  childcare  services  for  infant,  toddler,  and 
pre-school  age  children,  all  as  described  in  that  Memorandum  of  Understanding  dated  October 
26,  2001  (the  "MOU")  between  Subtenant  and  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development 
Initiative  attached  hereto  and  made  a part  hereof  as  Exhibit  G.  The  MOU  shall  remain  in  effect 
for  the  term  of  this  Sublease.  If  the  MOU  is  terminated  for  any  reason,  Sublandlord  shall  have 
the  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  by  giving  fourteen  (14)  days  written  notice  of  termination  to 
Subtenant.  Subtenant  shall  offer  such  childcare  services  to  the  residents  and  employees  of 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  as  well  as  to  residents  of  the  greater  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  with  preference  given  to  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  residents  and 
employees.  No  other  uses  of  the  Premises  are  permitted  without  the  prior  written  approval  of  the 
Director  of  Island  Operations.

$265,000  to  a total  not-to-exceed  amount  of  $315,000  {Action  Item )

BACKGROUND 


The  Authority  is  currently  engaged  in  a simultaneous,  dual  track  process  of  negotiating  transfer 
of  the  property  from  the  U.S.  Navy  and  negotiating  a disposition  and  development  agreement 
(DDA)  with  a master  developer  for  the  economic  redevelopment  of  former  Naval  Station 
Treasure  Island.  An  integral  component  of  these  interlinked  negotiations  is  iterative  financial' 
feasibility  and  fiscal  impacts  evaluations.  The  Authority,  like  most  public  agencies  with  the 
responsibility  of  managing  a development  project  of  this  complexity,  has  and  will  continue  to 
rely  on  third  party  consultants  with  the  technical  expertise  to  assist  with  these  services.  Since' 
2003  the  Authority  has  utilized  Economic  and  Planning  Systems  (EPS)  to  provide  economic  and 
real  estate  consulting  services  to  assist  the  Authority  in  its  negotiations  with  both  the  prospective 
master  developer  and  the  U.S.  Navy.  The  original  contract  has  been  amended  five  times  during' 
that  period  to  add  budget  and  extend  the  term  consistent  with  the  redevelopment  planning  and 
Navy  negotiation  process.  The  scope  of  work  with  EPS  has  consisted  of  the  following  tasks: 

( 1 ) Disposition  and  Development  Negotiations  with  the  master  developer, 

(2)  Negotiations  with  the  U.S.  Navy,  and 

(3)  Fiscal  Analysis  relevant  to  both  of  the  prior  tasks. 

As  indicated  at  prior  Authority  Board  meetings,  upon  endorsement  of  the  Development  Plan  staff 
and  TICD  are  making  negotiations  with  the  US  Navy  the  highest  immediate  priority  in  the 
development  planning  process.  In  2007,  the  Authority  amended  the  EPS  contract  by  increasing 
the  budget  amount  by  $80,000  for  a new  not-to-exceed  total  of  $265,000,  and  extending  the  term 
through  June  30,  2008.  This  additional  budget  was  to  fund  additional  services  to  reach  a term 
sheet  agreement  for  transfer  of  the  property  from  the  U.S.  Navy. 

In  July  2007,  the  Authority  submitted  to  the  Navy  an  Amended  Economic  Development 
Conveyance  Application  for  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island.  Since  that  time,  substantial 
work  has  been  conducted  on  the  fiscal  analysis  and  project  pro  forma  in  support  of  delivery  of 
information  to  the  Navy.  EPS  assistance  continues  to  be  needed  in  the  following  areas: 


• EDC  Application  and  Navy  Negotiations.  EPS  assisted  the  Authority  in  completely  revising 
the  original  EDC  Application,  as  requested  by  the  Navy.  This  includes  a new  jobs  generation 
analysis,  revised  business  plan  and  terms  sections  and  revised  analysis  of  the  San  Francisco 
region  economy,  each  required  elements  of  the  EDC  Application.  The  EDC  Application  has 
been  completed  and  negotiations  remain  on-going. 

• DDA  Negotiations  and  Analysis.  As  part  of  the  on-going  project  planning,  the  pro  forma  has 
continued  to  evolve.  Staff  will  continue  to  require  assistance  from  EPS  in  preparing  materials, 
reviewing  information  prepared  by  TICD,  and  conducting  sensitivity  analyses  of  the 
assumptions  in  TICD’s  project  pro  forma.  EPS  will  continue  to  strategically  advise  the 
Authority  as  the  negotiations  with  the  Navy  and  TICD  play  out  simultaneously. 

• Fiscal  Analysis.  As  the  negotiations  with  the  Navy  and  TICD  will  trigger  analysis  of  the 
Financing  Plan,  so  will  they  likely  trigger  further  analysis  and  response  to  questions  regarding 
the  Fiscal  Impacts  Analysis.  EPS  will  provide  the  necessary  support  for  both  discussions  with 
TICD  and  negotiations  with  the  Navy  on  this  task. 


This  will  require  additional  budget  for  EPS  to  provide  the  services  under  the  existing  contract 
and  retroactively  extending  the  term  of  the  contract,  which  expired  on  June  30,  2008.  Therefore, 
the  contract  amendment  increases  the  budget  by  $50,000  and  extends  the  term  of  the  contract 
through  June  30,  2009,  an  extension  length  that  provides  sufficient  time,  and  adequate  funding 
for  on-going  DDA  negotiations  with  TICD,  including  financial  and  fiscal  analysis.  It  remains  the 
intention  of  staff  to  initiate  a competitive  bidding  process  for  economic  and  real  estate  consulting 
services  necessary  after  this  phage  of  Navy  negotiations  has  been  completed. 

The  funds  for  this  contract  amendment  were  budgeted  in  the  Authority’s  FY  2008-09  budget  and 
100  percent  of  the  costs  will.be  reimbursed  by  TICD  under  the  terms  of  the  Exclusive 
Negotiating  Agreement  between  the  Authority  and  TICD. 


RECOMMENDATION 


Staff  recommends  approval  of ‘the  Sixth  Amendment  to  the  contract  with  EPS  retroactively 
extending  the  term  for  an  additional  twelve  months  through  June  30,  2009  and  increasing  the 
budget  from  $265,000  to  a total  not-to-exceed  amount  of  $3 15,000

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America  (“the  Federal  Government”);  and, 

WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1995,  the  General  Services  Administration  and  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management  determined  that  Yerba  Buena  Island  was  surplus  to  the  Federal  Government's

"Tidelands  Trust"),  vested  in  the  Authority  the  authority  to  administer  the  Tidelands  Trust  as  to 
such  property;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  designation  of  the  Authority  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  in  1997;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  issued  a Request  for  Proposals  ("RFP")  for  Consultant 
Services  to  assist  the  Authority  in  preparation  of  an  Economic  Development  Conveyance 
("EDC")  Application  and  the  creation  and  adoption  of  a Redevelopment  Plan  for  former  Naval 
Station  Treasure  Island  on  July  15,  1998;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Economic  and  Planning  Systems  ("EPS")  responded  to  the  RFP  as  a 
member  of  the  Sedway  Group  team  to  provide  economic  consulting  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  authorized  the  Executive  Director  to  execute  a contract  with 
the  Sedway  team  based  on  the  fact  that  the  Sedway  team  was  the  highest  ranked  respondent 
to  the  RFP;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  EDC  application  has  been  completed,  as  specified  under  the  terms  of 
the  contract;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  response  to  a Navy  request,  EPS  assisted  the  Authority  in  2003  by 
updating  the  original  EDC  Application;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  September  8,  2004,  the  Authority  authorized  the  Executive  Director  to 
execute  a new  contract  with  EPS  to  provide  economic  consulting  services  expected  to 


complete  the  process  of  negotiating  a transfer  of  property  with  the  Navy  and  completion  of  the 
Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  with  the  master  developer  in  an  amount  not-to- 
exceed  $150,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  14,  2005,  the  Authority  authorized  the  Executive  Director  to 
extend  the  term  of  the  contract  with  EPS  to  June  30,  2006,  a timeframe  that  was  consistent 
with  the  Authority's  schedule  for  endorsement  of  a Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  by  the 
Authority  Board  and  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  17,  2006,  the  Authority  approved  a contract  amendment 
increasing  the  budget  by  $35,000  for  a total  not-to-exceed  contract  amount  of  $185,000;  and, 
WHEREAS,  On  July  26,  2006,  the  Authority  approved  a contract  amendment  extending 
the  term  of  the  contract  with  EPS  to  December  31,  2006  to  provide  the  Authority  with  the 
continued  services  of  EPS  during  the  completion  of  the  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet 
consistent  with  the  further  extended  timeframe  approved  by  the  Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  Board  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  endorsed  the 
Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  in  the  Fall  of  2006;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Upon  endorsement  of  the  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet, 
conveyance  negotiations  with  the  Navy  has  become  the  highest  immediate  priority  in  the 
development  planning  process;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  February  14,  2007,  the  Authority  approved  an  amendment  to  the 
contract  with  EPS  increasing  the  budget  by  an  additional  $80,000,  and  another  amendment 
on  September  12,  2007  to  the  contract  with  EPS  retroactively  extending  the  term  of  the 
agreement  to  June  30,2008,  under  the  basis  that  it  was  most  efficient  and  effective  to  utilize 
EPS  for  the  immediate  needs  of  revising  the  EDC  Application  and  assisting  the  Authority  in 
negotiating  a conveyance  term  sheet  with  the  Navy  due  to  EPS'  familiarity  with  the  EDC 
Application  and  the  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet;  and, 


WHEREAS,  The  Authority  has  submitted  an  Amended  Economic  Development 
Conveyance  Application  to  the  Navy;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Negotiating  a conveyance  term  sheet  with  the  Navy  has  not  been 
consummated  and  negotiations  with  the  master  developer  are  on-going,  therefore,  staff  still 
requires  the  services  of  EPS  as  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  negotiations  with 
the  master  developer  will  be  influenced  in  great  measure  by  the  nature  of  the  conveyance 
agreement  between  the  Authority  and  the  Navy;  and, 

WHEREAS,  additional  budget  is  required  for  EPS  to  provide  additional  services  and 
the  contract  expired  on  June  30,  2008;  and 

WHEREAS,  Authority  staff  intend  that  upon  completion  of  the  phase  of  negotiating  a 
term  sheet  agreement  with  the  Navy  for  conveyance  of  the  property,  a competitive  selection 
process  will  be  initiated  to  select  a contractor  to  provide  economic  and  real  estate  consulting 
services  in  the  subsequent  phase  of  negotiations  with  the  Navy  and  the  master  developer; 
now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Authority  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  Joint  Development  to 
execute  a sixth  amendment  to  the  contract  with  EPS  to  assist  the  Authority  with  economic 
consulting  services  in  support  of  negotiating  a conveyance  term  sheet  with  the  Navy,  by 
retroactively  extending  the  term  for  an  additional  twelve  months  through  June  30,  2009  and 
increasing  the  budget  from  $265,000  to  a total  not-to-exceed  amount  of  $315,000,  in 
substantially  the  form  attached  to  this  resolution  as  Exhibit  A.

(b)  Other  Terms.  Terms  used  and  not  defined  in  this  Amendment  shall  have  the 
meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in  the  Agreement. 

2.  Modifications  to  the  Agreement.  The  Agreement  is  hereby  modified  as  follows:

No  charges  shall  be  incurred  under  this  Agreement  nor  shall  any  payments  become  due  to 
Contractor  until  reports,  services,  or  both,  required  under  this  Agreement  are  received  from 
Contractor  and  approved  by  the  Authority  as  being  in  accordance  with  this  Agreement.  The 
Authority  may  withhold  payment  to  Contractor  in  any  instance  in  which  Contractor  has  failed  or 
refused  to  satisfy  any  material  obligation  provided  for  under  this  Agreement. 

In  no  event  shall  the  Authority  or  City  be  liable  for  interest  or  late  charges  for  any  late 
payments.

BACKGROUND 

Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  (“TIHDI”  or  ("Subtenant")  is  a California 
nonprofit  corporation  with  a membership  of  nonprofit  organizations  that  provide  services  to 
individuals  and  families  in  transition.  TIHDI  member  organizations  serve  veterans,  families,  the 
homeless,  individuals  in  recovery  and  other  disadvantaged  San  Francisco  citizens.

FAIR  MARKET  VALUE 

Under  the  Authority’s  Interim  Subleasing  Policy,  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  sets  ranges 
of  minimum  sublease  rental  rates  per  square  foot  by  type  of  use  and  facility  for  office  and 
industrial  space.  Authority  Staff  reviews  and  analyzes  available  commercial  data  including 
market  comparables  of  properties  similarly  situated  to  the  Authority  properties  and  evaluates  the 
Authority  transactions  over  the  past  12  months  to  establish  fair  market  value.  The  Authority 
Board  last  approved  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  in  July  2007,  by  Resolution  No.  07-54- 
07/11.  Per  the  Schedule,  the  minimum  monthly  rental  rate  for  office  space  in  the  Administration 
Building,  10  Avenue  of  the  Palms  is  $.75  PSF. 

Authority  Staff  and  TIHDI  have  negotiated  a Sublease  with  a monthly  rental  rate  of  $.30  per 
square  foot.  Although  the  rental  rate  of  $.30  per  square  foot  is  $.45  per  square  foot  below  the 
Authority  Approved  Minimum  Rent  Schedule  for  2007  and  2008,  Authority  staff  believes  the 
public  and  community  benefits  provided  by  TIHDI  far  exceed  the  rental  rate  difference  and 
represents  fair  market  value  at  this  time.  The  Board  Authority  has  previously  agreed  to  this  rate. 

FINANCIAL  IMPACT

From  time 
to  time,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  together  shall  be  referred  to  herein  as  the  “Parties”. 

This  Sublease  is  made  with  reference  to  the  following  facts  and  circumstances: 

A.  The  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of 
Navy  (“Master  Landlord”)  and  Sublandlord  entered  into  a lease  dated  September  1 7,  2004,  as 
amended  from  time  to  time  (the  “Master  Lease”),  a copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as 
Exhibit  A.  Under  the  Master  Lease,  the  Master  Landlord  leased  to  Sublandlord  certain  real 
property  located  on  Treasure  Island  Naval  Station  (the  “Property”),  as  more  particularly 
described  in  the  Master  Lease. 

B.  Subtenant  desires  to  sublet  from  Sublandlord,  and  Sublandlord  is  willing 
to  sublet  to  Subtenant,  a portion  of  the  Property  on  the  terms  and  conditions  contained  in  this 
Sublease. 


NOW  THEREFORE,.  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  hereby  agree  as  follows:

2.  PREMISES 

2.1.  Subleased  Premises.  Subject  to  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease, 
Sublandlord  subleases  to  Subtenant  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  have  the  non-exclusive  right 
to  use,  together  with  other  subtenants  in  the  Facility,  the  lobbies,  corridors,  elevators,  stairways 
and  other  public  areas  of  the  Facility  and  the  Property  (collectively,  the  "Common  Areas"),  and 
the  non-exclusive  right  of  access  to  and  from  the  Premises  by  the  main  entrances  to  the  Facility 
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and  the  Property. 

In  the  event  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  space  outside  the  Premises  without  the  prior 
written  consent  of  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area"),  then  upon  written  notice  from 
Sublandlord  ("Notice  to  Vacate"),  Subtenant  shall  immediately  vacate  such  Encroachment  Area 
and  pay  as  additional  rent  for  each  day  Subtenant  used,  occupied,  uses  or  occupies  such 
Encroachment  Area,  an  amount  equal  to  the  rentable  square  footage  of  the  Encroachment  Area, 
multiplied  by  the  higher  of  the  (a)  highest  rental  rate  then  approved  by  Sublandlord's  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  Premises  or  the  Facility,  or  (b)  then  current  fair  market  rent  for  such 
Encroachment  Area,  as  reasonably  determined  by  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area 
Charge").  If  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  such  Encroachment  Area  for  a fractional  month,  then  the 
Encroachment  Area  Charge  for  such  period  shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

In  no  event  shall  acceptance  by  Sublandlord  of  the  Encroachment  Area  Charge  be  deemed  a 
consent  by  Sublandlord  to  the  use  or  occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  by  Subtenant  or  a 
waiver  (or  be  deemed  as  waiver)  by  Sublandlord  of  any  and  all  other  rights  and  remedies  of 
Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease  (including  Subtenant's  obligation  to  indemnify,  defend  and  hold 
Sublandlord  harmless  as  set  forth  in  the  last  paragraph  of  this  Section  2.1),  at  law  or  in  equity. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  amount,  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional 
rent,  an  amount  equaling  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  upon  delivery  of  the  initial  Notice  to 
Vacate  plus  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area.  In  the  event 
Sublandlord  determines  during  subsequent  inspection(s)  that  Subtenant  has  failed  to  vacate  the 
Encroachment  Area,  then  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional  rent,  an  amount 
equaling  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  for  each  additional  Notice  to  Vacate,  if  applicable, 
delivered  by  Sublandlord  to  Subtenant  following  each  inspection.  The  parties  agree  that  the 
charges  associated  with  each  inspection  of  the  Encroachment  Area,  delivery  of  each  Notice  to 
Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area  represent  a fair  and  reasonable  estimate  of  the 
administrative  cost  and  expense  which  Sublandlord  will  incur  by  reason  of  Sublandlord's 
inspection  of  the  Premises,  issuance  of  each  Notice  to  Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment 
Area.  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  applicable  Notice  to  Vacate  and  Sublandlord's  right 
to  impose  the  foregoing  charges  shall  be  in  addition  to  and  not  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  other  rights 
and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease,  at  law  or  in  equity.  The  amounts  set  forth  in 
this  Section  2.1  shall  be  due  within  three  (3)  business  days  following  the  applicable  Notice  to 
Vacate  and/or  separate  invoice  relating  to  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the 
Encroachment  Area. 

In  addition  to  the  rights  and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  as  set  forth  in  the  immediately 
foregoing  two  paragraphs  of  this  Section  2.E  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  indemnity  and 
exculpation  provision  set  forth  in  Section  16  below  shall  also  apply  to  Subtenant's  use  and 
occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  as  if  the  Premises  originally  included  the  Encroachment 
Area,  and  Subtenant  shall  additionally  indemnify,  defend  and  hold  Sublandlord  harmless  from 
and  against  any  and  all  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  delay  by  Subtenant  in  so  surrendering  the 
Encroachment  Area  including,  without  limitation,  any  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  any  claims 
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against  Sublandlord  made  by  any  tenant  or  prospective  tenant  founded  on  or  resulting  from  such 
delay  and  losses  to  Sublandlord  due  to  lost  opportunities  to  lease  any  portion  of  the 
Encroachment  Area  to  any  such  tenant  or  prospective  tenant,  together  with,  in  each  case,  actual 
attorneys’  fees  and  costs. 

By  placing  their  initials  below,  each  party  specifically  confirms  the  accuracy  of  the 
statements  made  in  this  Section  2.1  and  the  reasonableness  of  the  amount  of  the  charges 
described  in  this  Section  2.1.

2.2.  As  Is  Condition  of  Premises. 

(a)  Inspection  of  Premises.  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  Subtenant  has  conducted 
a thorough  and  diligent  inspection  and  investigation,  either  independently  or  through  its  officers, 
directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and  contractors,  and  their 
respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of  them  (“Subtenant's 
Agents”),  of  the  Premises  and  the  suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 
Subtenant  is  fully  aware  of  the  needs  of  its  operations  and  has  determined,  based  solely  on  its 
own  investigation,  that  the  Premises  are  suitable  for  its  operations  and  intended  uses.  As.  part  of 
its  inspection  of  the  Premises,  Subtenant  acknowledges  its  receipt  and  review  of  the  Seismic 
Report  referenced  in  Section  2.2(c)  below  and  the  Joint  Inspection  Report  referenced  in  Section  6 
of  the  Master  Lease. 

(b)  As  Is;  Disclaimer  of  Representations.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the 
Premises  are  being  subleased  and  accepted  in  their  "AS  IS,  WITH  ALL  FAULTS"  condition, 
without  representation  or  warranty  of  any  kind,  and  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  statutes, 
ordinances,  resolutions,  regulations,  proclamations,  orders  or  decrees  of  any  municipal,  county, 
state  or  federal  government  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over 
the  Premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  currently  in  effect  or  adopted  in  the  future  and 
whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  Parties,  including  without  limitation  the  orders  and 
citations  of  any  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over  life  and  safety  issues  concerning  the 
Premises  governing  the  use,  occupancy,  management,  operation  and  possession  of  the  Premises 
(“Laws”).  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  this  Sublease  is  made  subject  to  any  and  all  covenants, 
conditions,  restrictions,  easements  and  other  title  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  whether  or  not  of  record.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  neither  Sublandlord, 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (“City”),  nor  any  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  or  contractors,  or  their  respective  heirs,  legal 
representatives,  successors  and  assigns  (“Sublandlord’s  Agents”)  have  made,  and  Sublandlord 
hereby  disclaims,  any  representations  or  warranties,  express  or  implied,  concerning  (i)  title  or 
survey  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  (ii)  the  physical,  geological,  seismological  or 
environmental  condition  of  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  matters  described  in 
the  Seismic  Report  (as  defined  below),  (iii)  the  quality,  nature  or  adequacy  of  any  utilities  serving 
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the  Premises,  (iv)  the  feasibility,  cost  or  legality  of  constructing  any  Alterations  on  the  Premises 
if  required  for  Subtenant's  use  and  permitted  under  this  Sublease,  (v)  the  safety  of  the  Premises, 
whether  for  the  use  by  Subtenant  or  any  other  person,  including  Subtenant’s  Agents  or 
Subtenant’s  clients,  customers,  vendors,  invitees,  guests,  members,  licensees,  assignees  or 
subtenants  (“Subtenant’s  Invitees”),  or  (vi)  any  other  matter  whatsoever  relating  to  the  Premises 
or  their  use,  including,  without  limitation,  any  implied  warranties  of  merchantability  or  fitness 
for  a particular  purpose. 

(c)  Seismic  Report.  Without  limiting  Section  2.2(b)  above,  Subtenant  expressly 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that  it  received  and  read  that  certain  report  dated 
August  1995,  entitled  “ Treasure  Island  Reuse  Plan:  Physical  Characteristics,  Building  and 
Infrastructure  Conditions,  ” prepared  for  the  Office  of  Military  Base  Conversion,  Department  of 
City  Planning,  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Seismic  Report”),  a copy  of  the  cover  page  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C.  Subtenant 
has  had  an  adequate  opportunity  to  review  the  Seismic  Report  with  expert  consultants  of  its  own 
choosing.  The  Seismic  Report,  among  other  matters,  describes  the  conditions  of  the  soils  of  the 
Property  and  points  out  that  in  the  area  of  the  Property  where  the  Premises  are  located,  an 
earthquake  of  magnitude  7 or  greater  is  likely  to  cause  the  ground  under  and  around  the  Premises 
to  spread  laterally  to  a distance  of  ten  (10)  or  more  feet  and/or  result  in  other  risks.  In  that  event, 
there  is  a significant  risk  that  any  structures  or  improvements  located  on  or  about  the  Premises, 
may  fail  structurally  and  collapse. 

3.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  MASTER  LEASE 

3.1.  Incorporation  by  Reference.  All  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Master  Lease  are 
hereby  incorporated  by  reference  into  this  Sublease  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

3.2.  Performance  of  Master  Landlord's  Obligations.  Sublandlord  does  not  assume  the 
obligations  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease.  With  respect  to  work,  services,  repairs, 
restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  other 
obligations  required  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease,  Sublandlord's  sole  obligation 
with  respect  thereto  shall  be  to  request  the  same,  on  request  in  writing  by  Subtenant,  and  to  use 
reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  the  same  from  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  shall  cooperate  with 
Sublandlord  as  may  be  required  to  obtain  from  Master  Landlord  any  such  work,  services,  repairs, 
repainting,  restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  of 
Master  Landlord's  obligations  under  the  Master  Lease. 

3.3.  Conflict.  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Sublease  conflict  with  any  portion  of  the  Master 
Lease  as  incorporated  herein,  then  the  terms  of  the  Master  Lease  shall  govern. 

3.4.  Compliance  with  Master  Lease.  Subtenant  shall  not  do  or  permit  to  be  done  anything 
which  would  constitute  a violation  or  a breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  provisions  of  the 
Master  Lease  or  which  would  cause  the  Master  Lease  to  be  terminated  or  forfeited  by  virtue  of 
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any  rights  of  termination  reserved  by  or  vested  in  the  Master  Landlord. 


4.  TERM 

4.1.  Term  of  Sublease.  The  term  of  this  Sublease  (the  “Term”)  shall  commence  on  the 
Commencement  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  and  expire  on  the  Expiration 
Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  unless  sooner  terminated  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  this  Sublease. 

4.2.  Effective  Date.  This  Sublease  shall  become  effective  on  the  date  (the  "Effective  Date") 
upon  the  later  of  (i)  the  Parties'  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Sublease,  (ii)  Sublandlord's  Board 
of  Director's  approval  of  this  Sublease  at  a duly  noticed  meeting,  if  such  approval  is  required,  or 
(iii)  the  Commencement  Date. 

4.3.  Automatic  Termination.  If  the  Master  Lease  terminates  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  this 
Sublease  shall  automatically  terminate  and  the  Parties  shall  thereafter  be  relieved  from  all 
liabilities  and  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  except  for  liabilities  and  obligations  which 
expressly  survive  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has 
reviewed  the  Master  Lease,  is  aware  of  the  circumstances  upon  which  the  Master  Lease  may  be 
terminated  and  hereby  assumes  all  risks  associated  with  the  automatic  termination  of  this 
Sublease  because  of  the  termination  of  the  Master  Lease. 

4.4.  Termination  by  Sublandlord.  Subtenant's  period  of  occupancy  of  the  Premises  is 
subject  to  Sublandlord's  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  as  provided  herein  at  such  time  as 
Sublandlord  determines,  in  its  sole  discretion,  that  the  Premises  are  needed  in  connection  with  a 
Sublandlord  program  or  project.  As  used  herein,  "Sublandlord  program  or  project"  shall  mean 
any  development  or  renovation,  by  public  and/or  private  parties,  of  the  building  or  land  in  or  on 
which  the  Premises  are  located.  In  the  event  of  any  such  development  or  renovation, 

Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  without  liability  or  expense  upon 
delivery  to  Subtenant  of  thirty  (30)  days  .prior  written  notice  of  such  termination.  Subtenant 
agrees  and  shall  be  required  to  surrender  possession  of  the  Premises  by  the  end  of  such  thirty  (30) 
day  period. 

4.5.  No  Relocation  Assistance;  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not 
be  a displaced  person  as  that  term  is  defined  under  the  California  Government  Code  Section 
7260  et  seq.  ("California  Relocation  Act")  and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real 
Property  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.  C.  4601  et  seq.  ("URA"),  and  that  Subtenant  will  not  be  entitled  to 
any  relocation  benefits  provided  under  the  California  Relocation  Act  and  the  URA,  including  any 
moving  expenses,  reimbursement  for  costs  associated  with  increased  rent,  loss  of  goodwill  or 
other  costs  related  to  the  termination  of  Subtenant's  Lease  and  Subtenant's  relocation  from  the 
Premises.  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all 
claims  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue,  Sublandlord,  its  departments,  commissions,  officers, 


directors  and  employees,  agents,  contractors  and  successors  and  assigns  and  all  persons  acting  by, 
through  or  under  each  of  them,  under  any  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all  claims 
for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  Sublandlord  under  federal  and  state  relocation 
assistance  laws  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  California  Government  Code  Section  7260,  et  seq., 
and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.C. 
4601,  et  seq.).

5.  RENT 

5.1.  Base  Rent.  Throughout  the  Term,  beginning  on  the  Commencement  Date,  Subtenant 
shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  Base  Rent  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information. 
Base  Rent  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  without  prior  demand  and  without  any  deduction,  setoff, 
or  counterclaim  whatsoever.  Base  Rent  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
in  advance,  at  the  Notice  Address  of  Sublandlord  provided  in  Section  21.1  hereof  or  such  other 
place  as  Sublandlord  may  designate  in  writing.  If  the  Commencement  Date  occurs  on  a date 
other  than  the  first  day  of  a calendar  month,  or  the  Sublease  terminates  on  a day  other  than  the 
last  day  of  a calendar  month,  then  the  monthly  payment  of  Base  Rent  for  such  fractional  month 
shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month.- 

5.2.  Adjustments  in  Base  Rent.  If  this  Sublease  has  not  been  terminated,  then  on  each  Rent 
Adjustment  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  the  Base  Rent  shall  be  increased  by 
the  Rent  Increase  Percentage  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease  Information. 

5.3.  Additional  Charges.  In  addition  to  Base  Rent,  Subtenant  shall  pay  all  other  charges 
related  to  the  Premises  otherwise  payable  by  Subtenant  to  Sublandlord  hereunder,  including, 
without  limitation,  all  late  charges  and  default  interest  attributable  to  late  payments  and/or 
defaults  of  Subtenant  hereunder,  all  utility  charges,  and  any  amounts  other  than  Base  Rent  that 
shall  become  due  and  payable  by  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  (together,  the  “Additional 
Charges”).  Together,  Base  Rent  and  Additional  Charges  shall  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the 
“Rent”. 

5.4.  Late  Charge.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  pay  any  Rent  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  the 
same  is  due  and  payable,  such  unpaid  amount  will  be  subject  to  a late  payment  charge  equal  to 
six  percent  (6%)  of  the  unpaid  amount  in  each  instance.  The  late  payment  charge  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant,  after  negotiation,  as  a reasonable  estimate  of  the 
additional  administrative  costs  and  detriment  that  Sublandlord  will  incur  as  a result  of  any  such 
failure  by  Subtenant,  the  actual  costs  thereof  being  extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
determine.  The  late  payment  charge  constitutes  liquidated  damages  to  compensate  Sublandlord 
for  its  damages  resulting  from  such  failure  to  pay  and  Subtenant  shall  promptly  pay  such  charge 
to  Sublandlord  together  with  such  unpaid  amount. 


5.5.  Default  Interest.  If  any  Rent  is  not  paid  within  ten  (10)  days  following  the  due  date, 
such  unpaid  amount  shall  bear  interest  from  the  due  date  until  paid  at  the  rate  of  ten  percent 
(10%)  per  year.  However,  interest  shall  not  be  payable  on  late  charges  incurred  by  Subtenant  nor 
on  any  amounts  on  which  late  charges  are  paid  by  Subtenant  to  the  extent  this  interest  would 
cause  the  total  interest  to  be  in  excess  of  that  which  an  individual  is  lawfully  permitted  to  charge. 
Payment  of  interest  shall  not  excuse  or  cure  any  default  by  Subtenant. 

6.  TAXES,  ASSESSMENTS  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES 

6.1.  Taxes  and  Assessments,  Licenses,  Permit  Fees  and  Liens. 

(a)  Payment  Responsibility.  Subtenant  shall  pay  any  and  all  real  and  personal  property 
taxes,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  possessory  interest  taxes,  general  and  special  assessments, 
excises,  licenses,  permit  fees  and  other  charges  and  impositions  of  every  description  levied  on  or 
assessed  against  the  Premises,  any  Alterations,  Subtenant's  Personal  Property,  or  Subtenant's  use 
of  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations  during  the  Term.  Subtenant  shall  make  all  such  payments 
directly  to  the  charging  authority  when  due  and  payable  and  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to 
delinquency.  However,  with  respect  to  real  property  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  or  assessed 
against  the  Premises  for  which  Sublandlord  receives  the  tax  bill  directly  from  the  taxing 
authority,  Subtenant  shall  reimburse  Sublandlord  for  payment  of  such  sums  immediately  upon 
demand. 

(b)  Taxability  of  Possessory  Interest.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  recognizes 
and  agrees  that  this  Sublease  may  create  a possessory  interest  subject  to  property  taxation  and 
that  Subtenant  may  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  property  taxes  levied  on  such  interest. 

(c)  No  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  not  allow  or  suffer  a lien  for  any  taxes  payable  by  Subtenant 
hereunder  to  be  imposed  upon  the  Premises  or  upon  any  equipment  or  other  property  located 
thereon  without  discharging  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  in  no  event  subsequent  to 
delinquency. 

(d)  Reporting  Information.  Subtenant  agrees  to  provide  such  information  as  Sublandlord 
may  request  to  enable  Sublandlord  to  comply  with  any  possessory  interest  tax  reporting 
requirements  applicable  to  this  Sublease. 

6.2.  Evidence  of  Payment.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  furnish  to 
Sublandlord  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  when  any  charges  are  due  and  payable,  official 
receipts  of  the  appropriate  taxing  authority  or  other  evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to 
Sublandlord,  evidencing  payment  thereof. 

7.  USE;  COVENANTS  TO  PROTECT  PREMISES 

7.1.  Subtenant's  Permitted  Use.  Subtenant  may  use  the  Premises  for  the  Permitted  Use  set 
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forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  but  for  no  other  purpose  without  the  prior  written 
consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent  may  be  given  or  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sdle  and 
absolute  discretion. 

7.2.  Subtenant's  Access  to  the  Premises.  As  provided  in  Section  30  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Subtenant  shall  have  access  to  the  Premises  on  a 24-hours  per  day,  seven  days  a week  basis; 
provided,  however,  Subtenant  shall  coordinate  such  access  with  the  local  representative  of 
Master  Landlord. 

7.3.  Rules  and  Regulations.  Subtenant  agrees  to  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  regarding 
the  Premises  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D,  and  any  additional  rules  regarding  security,  ingress, 
egress,  safety  and  sanitation  applicable  to  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  as  such  rules  and 
regulations  may  be  prescribed  by  Master  Landlord  or  Sublandlord  from  time  to  time. 

7.4.  Easements.  This  Sublease  shall  be  subject  to  all  outstanding  easements  and  rights-of- 
way  for  location  of  any  type  of  facility  over,  across,  in,  and  upon  the  Premises  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  to  the  right  of  Master  Landlord  to  grant  such  additional  easements  and  rights-of-way 
over,  across,  in  and  upon  the  Premises  as  Master  Landlord  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  public 
interest  (“Additional  Easements”);  provided  that,  as  provided  in  Section  29  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Master  Landlord  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  interference  with  Subtenant’s 
operations  hereunder  caused  by  the  granting  of  any  such  Additional  Easements  and  the  granting 
of  such  Additional  Easements  shall  be  conditioned  on  the  assumption  by  the  grantee  thereof  of 
liability  to  Subtenant  for  such  damages  as  Subtenant  shall  suffer  for  property  destroyed  or 
property  rendered  unusable  on  account  of  the  grantee’s  exercise  of  its  rights  thereunder.  There  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  holders  of  such  Additional  Easements  as  are  presently  outstanding  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  granted,  to  any  workers  officially  engaged  in  the  construction, 
installation,  maintenance,  operation,  repair  or  replacement  of  facilities  located  thereon,  and  to 
any  federal,  state  or  local  official  engaged  in  the  official  inspection  thereof,  such  reasonable 
rights  of  ingress  and  egress  over  the  Premises  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties  with  regard  to  such  facilities. 

7.5.  No  Interference  with  Navy  Operations.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  operations,  nor 
make  any  Alterations  (as  defined  below),  that  would  interfere  with  or  otherwise  restrict  Master 
Landlord’s  operations  or  environmental  clean-up  or  restoration  actions  by  the  Master  Landlord, 
Sublandlord,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the  State  of  California  or  their  contractors. 
Environmental  clean-up,  restoration  or  testing  activities  by  these  Parties  shall  take  priority  over 
Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises  in  the  event  of  any  conflict;  provided,  however,  in  such  event, 
Master  Landlord  and  Sublandlord  shall  use  their  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  disruption  of 
Subtenant’s  operation. 

7.6.  No  Unlawful  Uses,  Nuisances  or  Waste.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
shall  not  use,  occupy  or  permit  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  of  the  Premises  in  any  unlawful 
manner  or  for  any  illegal  purpose,  or  permit  any  offensive,  noisy  or  hazardous  use  or  any  waste 
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on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  eliminate  any  nuisances  or  hazards  relating  to  its 
activities  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  any  business,  place  any  sales 
display,  or  advertise  in  any  manner  in  areas  on  or  about  the  Property  outside  of  the  Premises. 

8.  ALTERATIONS 

8.1.  Alterations.  Subtenant  shall  not  construct,  install,  make  or  permit  to  be  made  any 
alterations,  installations  or  additions  (“Alterations”)  in,  to  or  about  the  Premises,  without 
Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  consent  may  given  or  withheld  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  Subject  to  Sublandlord's  consent  as  provided  above, 
any  Alterations  shall  be  done  at  Subtenant's  sole  expense  (i)  in  strict  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  approved  in  advance  by  Sublandlord  in  writing,  (ii)  by  duly  licensed  and  bonded 
contractors  or  mechanics  approved  by  Sublandlord,  (iii)  in  a good  and  professional  manner, 

(iv)  in  strict  compliance  with  all  Laws,  and  (v)  subject  to  all  other  conditions  that  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  impose.  In  no  event  shall  the  construction,  installation  or  the  making  of  any 
Alterations  impair  the  use  or  operation  of  the  Property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  Sublandlord's  or 
Master  Landlord’s  access  thereto.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  work  on  the  Premises  to 
construct  any  Alterations,  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  expense,  shall  procure  all  required  permits  and 
approvals  and  shall  promptly  upon  receipt  deliver  copies  of  all  such  documents  to  Sublandlord. 
No  material  change  from  the  plans  and  specifications  for  any  Alterations  approved  by 
Sublandlord  may  be  made  without  Sublandlord's  prior  consent.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  course  of  construction  on  the  Premises  at  all  times. 

8.2.  Historic  Properties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that,  pursuant  to  Section  15  of  the  Master  Lease,  no  Alterations  may  be 
made  to  any  improvements  on  the  Premises  (i)  which  will  affect  the  historic  characteristics  of  the 
improvements  or  modify  the  appearance  of  the  exterior  of  the  improvements  without  Master 
Landlord's  and  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  or  (ii)  if  such  Alterations  would  preclude 
qualifying  the  improvements  for  inclusion  on  the  National  Register  for  Historic  Places. 

8.3.  Ownership  of  Alterations.  Any  Alterations  constructed  on  or  affixed  to  the  Premises  by 
or  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  limitations  of  this  Section  8 shall  be  and 
remain  Subtenant's  property  during  the  Term.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
shall  remove  all  such  Alterations  from  the  Premises  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
19  hereof,  unless  Sublandlord,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  limiting  any  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  8.1  above,  requires  that  such  Alterations  remain  on  the  Premises  following  the  expiration 
or  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

8.4.  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  . All  furniture,  furnishings  and  articles  of  movable 
personal  property  and  equipment  used  upon  or  installed  in  the  Premises  by  or  for  the  account  of 
Subtenant  that  can  be  removed  without  structural  or  other  material  damage  to  the  Premises  (all  of 
which  are  herein  called  "Subtenant's  Personal  Property")  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of 
Subtenant  and  shall  be  removed  by  Subtenant,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  1 9 hereof. 
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Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  providing  any  security  or  other  protection  of  or 
maintenance  to  Subtenant’s  Personal  Property. 

8.5.  Sublandlord's  Alterations.  Sublandlord  reserves  the  right  at  any  time  to  make 
alterations,  additions,  repairs,  deletions  or  improvements  to  the  common  areas  or  any  other  part 
of  the  improvements  on  the  Premises;  provided,  that  any  such  alterations  or  additions  shall  not 
materially  adversely  affect  the  functional  utilization  of  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein. 

9.  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

9.1.  Subtenant  Responsible  for  Maintenance  and  Repair.  Subtenant  assumes  full  and  sole 
responsibility  for  the  condition,  operation,  repair  and  maintenance  and  management  of  the 
Premises  from  and  after  the  Commencement  Date  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  in  good  condition 
and  repair.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  performance  of  any  repairs,  changes  or 
alterations  to  the  Premises,  nor  shall  Sublandlord  be  liable  for  any  portion  of  the  cost  thereof. 
Subtenant  shall  make  all  repairs  and  replacements,  interior  and  exterior,  structural  as  well  as  non- 
structural,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  which  may  be  necessary  to 
maintain  the  Premises  at  all  times  in  a clean,  safe,  attractive  and  sanitary  condition  and  in  good 
order  and  repair,  to  Sublandlord's  and  Master  Landlord’s  reasonable  satisfaction,  provided, 
however,  that  neither  Subtenant  nor  Sublandlord  shall  be  required  to  make  structural  repairs  or 
Alterations  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the  Commencement 
Date.  If  any  portion  of  the  Premises  is  damaged  by  any  activities  conducted  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately,  at  its  sole 
cost,  repair  all  such  damage  and  restore  the  Premises  to  its  previous  condition. 

9.2.  Utilities.  Sublandlord  shall  provide  the  basic  utilities  and  services  described  in  the 
attached  Exhibit  E (the  “Standard  Utilities  and  Services”)  to  the  Premises,  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  therein.  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  furnishing,  at  its  sole  cost, 
any  utilities  or  services  other  than  or  in  excess  of  the  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  that 
Subtenant  may  need  for  its  use  of  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  pay,  without  set  off  or 
counterclaim,  all  amounts  due  and  owing  for  such  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  at  the  rates 
provided  in  and  as  otherwise  set  forth  in  Exhibit  E. 

9.3.  Landscaping.  Subtenant  shall  maintain  the  exterior  landscaping  of  the  Premises  in  good 
condition  and  repair. 

9.4.  Janitorial  Services.  Subtenant  shall  provide  all  janitorial  services  for  the  Premises. 

9.5.  Pest  Control.  Subtenant  shall  provide  and  pay  for  all  pest  control  services  required 
within  the  Premises,  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  of  all  pests  at  all  times. 

9.6.  Trash.  Subtenant  shall  deposit  all  trash  into  designated  containers  in  the  Premises  in 
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compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F.  Subtenant  shall  pay  for 
the  removal  of  trash  from  the  designated  containers.  Subtenant  shall  abide  by  all  rules 
established  by  Sublandlord  or  Master  Landlord  for  the  handling  of  trash. 

9.7.  No  Right  to  Repair  and  Deduct.  Subtenant  expressly  waives  the  benefit  of  any  existing 
or  future  Laws  or  judicial  or  administrative  decision  that  would  otherwise  permit  Subtenant  to 
make  repairs  or  replacements  at  Sublandlord's  expense,  or  to  terminate  this  Sublease  because  of 
Sublandlord's  failure  to  keep  the  Premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  good  order,  condition  or  repair, 
or  to  abate  or  reduce  any  of  Subtenant's  obligations  hereunder  on  account  of  the  Premises  or  any 
part  thereof  being  in  need  of  repair  or  replacement.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
expressly  waives  the  provisions  of  California  Civil  Code  Sections  1932,  1941  and  1942  or  any 
similar  Laws  with  respect  to  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  terminate  this  Sublease  and  with  respect  to 
any  obligations  of  Sublandlord  hereunder  or  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  make  repairs  or 
replacements  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  Rent. 

10.  LIENS 

10.1.  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  from  any  liens  arising  out  of  any  work 
performed,  material  furnished  or  obligations  incurred  by  or  for  Subtenant.  In  the  event  Subtenant 
does  not,  within  five  (5)  days  following  the  imposition  of  any  such  lien,  cause  the  lien  to  be 
released  of  record  by  payment  or  posting  of  a proper  bond,  Sublandlord  shall  have  in  addition  to 
all  other  remedies  provided  herein  and  by  law  or  equity  the  right,  but  not  the  obligation,  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  released  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deem  proper,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
payment  of  the  claim  giving  rise  to  such  lien.  All  such  sums  paid  by  Sublandlord  and  all 
expenses  it  incurs  in  connection  therewith  (including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys' 
fees)  shall  be  payable  to  Sublandlord  by  Subtenant  upon  demand.  Sublandlord  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  to  post  and  keep  posted  on  the  Premises  any  notices  permitted  or  required  by 
law  or  that  Sublandlord  deems  proper  for  its  protection  and  protection  of  the  Premises  from 
mechanics'  and  materialmen's  liens.  Subtenant  shall  give  Sublandlord  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days' 
prior  written  notice  of  the  commencement  of  any  repair  or  construction  on  any  of  the  Premises. 

11.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  LAWS 

11.1.  Compliance  with  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  promptly,  at  its  sole  expense,  maintain  the 
Premises  and  Subtenant’s  use  and  operations  thereon  in  strict  compliance  at  all  times  with  all 
present  and  future  Laws,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary; 
provided,  however  Subtenant  shall  not  be  required  to  make  repairs  or  structural  changes  to  the 
Premises  required  solely  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the 
Commencement  Date  or  not  related  to  Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises,  unless  the  requirement 
for  such  changes  is  imposed  as  a result  of  any  Alterations  made  or  requested  to  be  made  by 
Subtenant.  Such  Laws  shall  include,  without  limitation,  all  Laws  relating  to  health  and  safety 
and  disabled  accessibility  including,  without  limitation,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  42 
U.S.C.  §§  12101  et  seq.  and  Title  24  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  all  present  and  future 
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Environmental  Laws  (as  defined  in  this  Sublease  below),  and  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code.  No  occurrence  or  situation  arising  during  the  Term,  nor  any 
present  or  future  Law,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  and  however  extraordinary,  shall  give 
Subtenant  any  right  to  seek  redress  against  Sublandlord  for  failing  to  comply  with  any  Laws. 
Subtenant  waives  any  rights  now  or  hereafter  conferred  upon  it  by  any  existing  or  future  Law  to 
compel  Sublandlord  to  make  any  repairs  to  comply  with  any  such  Laws,  on  account  of  any  such 
occurrence  or  situation. 

11.2.  Regulatory  Approvals. 

(a)  Responsible  Party.  Subtenant  understands  and  agrees  that  Subtenant's  use  of  the 
Premises  and  construction  of  any  Alterations  permitted  hereunder  may  require  authorizations, 
approvals  or  permits  from  governmental  regulatory  agencies  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Premises. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  obtaining  any  and  all  such  regulatory  approvals, 
including  without  limitation,  any  liquor  permits  or  approvals.  Subtenant  shall  not  seek  any 
regulatory  approval  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  Sublandlord.  Subtenant  shall 
bear  all  costs  associated  with  applying  for,  obtaining  and  maintaining  any  necessary  or 
appropriate  regulatory  approval  and  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  satisfying  any  and  all 
conditions  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies  as  part  of  a regulatory  approval.  Any  fines  or 
penalties  levied  as  a result  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any 
regulatory  approval  shall  be  immediately  paid  and  discharged  by  Subtenant,  and  Sublandlord 
shall  have  no  liability,  monetary  or  otherwise,  for  any  such  fines  or  penalties.  Subtenant  shall 
indemnify,  protect,  defend  and  hold  harmless  forever  ("Indemnify")  Sublandlord,  City  and 
Master  Landlord,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  all  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees,  contractors,  boards,  commissions, 
departments,  agencies  and  other  subdivisions  and  each  of  the  persons  acting  by,  through  or  under 
each  of  them,  and  their  respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of 
them  (the  “Indemnified  Parties”),  against  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  losses,  liabilities, 
damages,  liens,  injuries,  penalties,  fines,  lawsuits  and  other  proceedings,  judgments  and  awards 
and  costs  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  and  consultants'  fees 
and  costs  (“Losses”)  arising  in  connection  with  Subtenant's  failure  to  obtain  or  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  any  regulatory  approval. 

11.3.  Compliance  with  Sublandlord's  Risk  Management  Requirements.  Subtenant  shall 
not  do  anything,  or  permit  anything  to  be  done,  in  or  about  the  Premises  or  to  any  Alterations 
permitted  hereunder  that  would  create  any  unusual  fire  risk,  and  shall  take  commercially 
reasonable  steps  to  protect  Sublandlord  from  any  potential  premises  liability.  Subtenant  shall 
faithfully  observe,  at  its  expense,  any  and  all  reasonable  requirements  of  Sublandlord's  Risk 
Manager  with  respect  thereto  and  with  the  requirements  of  any  policies  of  commercial  general 
liability,  all  risk  property  or  other  policies  of  insurance  at  any  time  in  force  with  respect  to  the 
Premises  and  any  Alterations  as  required  hereunder. 

12.  ENCUMBRANCES 
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12.1.  Encumbrance  By  Subtenant.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in 
this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  not  under  any  circumstances  whatsoever  create  any  mortgage,  deed 
of  trust,  assignment  of  rents,  fixture  filing,  security  agreement,  or  similar  security  instrument,  or 
other  lien  or  encumbrance  or  assignment  or  pledge  of  an  asset  as  security  in  any  manner  against 
the  Premises  or  Sublandlord's  or  Subtenant’s  interest  under  this  Sublease. 

13.  DAMAGE  OR  DESTRUCTION 

13.1.  Damage  or  Destruction  to  the  Premises.  In  the  case  of  damage  to  or  destruction  of  the 
Premises  by  earthquake,  fire,  flood  or  any  other  casualty,  which  (i)  is  not  caused  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  (ii)  is  not  covered  by  the  insurance  described  in 
Section  17  below,  (iii)  prevents  Subtenant  from  operating  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein,  and  (iv)  costs  more  to  repair  than  the  Repair  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease 
Information,  either  party  may  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice 
and  upon  any  such  termination  Subtenant  shall  surrender  the  Premises  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  (except  for  damage  caused  by  a casualty  pursuant  to  which  this  Sublease  may  be 
terminated  under  this  Section  13.1)  and  both  Parties  shall  be  relieved  of  any  liability  for  such 
termination  or  for  repairing  such  damage.  If  neither  Party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in 
this  Section  13.1,  then  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  promptly  restore,  repair,  replace  or  rebuild 
the  Premises  to  the  condition  the  Premises  were  in  prior  to  such  damage  or  destruction,  subject  to 
any  Alterations  made  in  strict  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  8.1  above.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  Sublandlord  have  any  obligation  to  repair,  replace  or  rebuild  the  Premises  in 
the  event  of  a casualty. 

13.2.  No  Abatement  in  Rent.  In  the  event  of  any  damage  or  destruction  to  the  Premises,  and 
if  neither  party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in  Section  13.1  above,  there  shall  be  no 
abatement  in  the  Rent  payable  hereunder. 

13.3.  Waiver.  The  Parties  understand  and  agree  that  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section 
are  intended  to  govern  fully  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  Parties  in  the  event  of  damage  or 
destruction  to  the  Premises  or  Alterations,  and  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  each  hereby  waives 
and  releases  any  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  in  whole  or  in  part  under  Sections  1932.2  and 
1933.4  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  or  under  any  similar  Laws  now  or  hereafter  in  effect,  to 
the  extent  such  rights  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

14.  ASSIGNMENT  AND  SUBLETTING 

14.1.  Restriction  on  Assignment  and  Subletting.  Subtenant  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly 
(including,  without  limitation,  by  merger,  acquisition  or  other  transfer  of  any  controlling  interest 
in  Subtenant),  voluntarily  or  by  operation  of  Law,  sell,  assign,  encumber,  pledge,  sublease  or 
otherwise  transfer  any  part  of  its  interest  in  or  rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises,  any  Alterations 
or  its  interest  in  this  Sublease,  or  permit  any  portion  of  the  Premises  to  be  occupied  by  anyone 
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other  than  itself,  or  sublet  any  portion  of  the  Premises  (a  "Transfer"),  without  Sublandlord's  prior 
written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  Sublandlord  may  grant  or  withhold  in  its  sole  and 
absolute  discretion.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  a written  notice  of  its  intention  to 
Transfer  this  Sublease  or  the  Premises,  together  with  a copy  of  the  proposed  Transfer  agreement 
at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  date  of  the  proposed  Transfer.  Subtenant 
shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  such  information  regarding  the  proposed  Transfer  as  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  request. 

14.2.  Bonus  Rental.  If  Sublandlord  consents  to  a Transfer  of  any  of  Subtenant's  interest  in  or 
rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises  pursuant  to  Section  14.1  above,  then  one  hundred  percent 
(100%)  of  any  rent  or  other  consideration  payable  to  Subtenant  in  excess  of  the  Base  Rent 
payable  hereunder  (or  the  proportionate  share  thereof  applicable  to  the  portion  of  the  Premises 
that  is  subject  to  the  Transfer)  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  immediately  upon  receipt  by 
Subtenant. 

15.  DEFAULT;  REMEDIES 

15.1.  Events  of  Default.  Any  of  the  following  shall  constitute  an  event  of  default  ("Event  of 
Default")  by  Subtenant  hereunder: 

(a)  Failure  to  Pay  Rent.  Any  failure  to  pay  any  Rent  or  any  other  sums  due  hereunder, 
including  sums  due  for  utilities,  within  five  (5)  days  after  such  sums  are  due; 

(b)  Covenants,  Conditions  and  Representations.  Any  failure  to  perform  or  comply  with 
any  other  covenant,  condition  or  representation  made  under  this  Sublease;  provided,  Subtenant 
shall  have  a period  of  ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  written  notice  from  Sublandlord  of  such 
failure  within  which  to  cure  such  default  under  this  Sublease,  or,  if  such  default  is  not  capable  of 
cure  within  such  10-day  period,  Subtenant  shall  have  a reasonable  period  to  complete  such  cure  if 
Subtenant  promptly  undertakes  action  to  cure  such  default  within  such  10-day  period  and 
thereafter  diligently  prosecutes  the  same  to  completion  and  uses  its  best  efforts  to  complete  such 
cure  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  receipt  of  notice  of  default  from  Sublandlord; 

(c)  Vacation  or  Abandonment.  Any  abandonment  of  the  Premises  for  more  than  fourteen 
(14)  consecutive  days; 

(d)  Bankruptcy.  The  appointment  of  a receiver  to  take  possession  of  all  or  substantially  all 
of  the  assets  of  Subtenant,  or  an  assignment  by  Subtenant  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  or  any 
action  taken  or  suffered  by  Subtenant  under  any  insolvency,  bankruptcy,  reorganization, 
moratorium  or  other  debtor  relief  act  or  statute,  whether  now  existing  or  hereafter  amended  or 
enacted;  and 

(e)  Notices  of  Default.  The  delivery  to  Subtenant  of  three  (3)  or  more  notices  of  default 
within  any  twelve  (12)  month  period,  irrespective  of  whether  Subtenant  actually  cures  such 
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default  within  the  specified  time  period,  may,  in  the  sole  and  absolute  discretion  of  the  Authority, 
be  deemed  an  incurable  breach  of  this  Sublease  allowing  the  Authority  to  immediately  terminate 
this  Sublease  without  further  notice  or  demand  to  Subtenant. 

15.2.  Remedies.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant,  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  following  rights  and  remedies  in  addition  to  all  other  rights  and  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord  at  Law  or  in  equity: 

(a)  Terminate  Sublease  and  Recover  Damages.  The  rights  and  remedies  provided  by 
California  Civil  Code  Section  1951.2  (damages  on  termination  for  breach),  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  right  to  terminate  Subtenant's  right  to  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  recover 
the  worth  at  the  time  of  award  of  the  amount  by  which  the  unpaid  Rent  for  the  balance  of  the 
Term  after  the  time  of  award  exceeds  the  amount  of  rental  loss  for  the  same  period  that 
Subtenant  proves  could  be  reasonably  avoided,  as  computed  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  of  such 
Section  1951.2.  Sublandlord's  efforts  to  mitigate  the  damages  caused  by  Subtenant's  breach  of 
this  Sublease  shall  not  waive  Sublandlord's  rights  to  recover  unmitigated  damages  upon 
termination. 

(b)  Appointment  of  Receiver.  The  right  to  have  a receiver  appointed  for  Subtenant  upon 
application  by  Sublandlord  to  take  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  apply  any  rental  collected 
from  the  Premises  and  to  exercise  all  other  rights  and  remedies  granted  to  Sublandlord  pursuant 
to  this  Sublease. 

15.3.  Sublandlord's  Right  to  Cure  Subtenant's  Defaults.  If  Subtenant  defaults  in  the 
performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  then  Sublandlord  may  at  any  time 
thereafter  with  three  (3)  days  prior  written  notice  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  as 
determined  by  Sublandlord  where  prior  notice  by  Sublandlord  is  impractical),  remedy  such  Event 
of  Default  for  Subtenant's  account  and  at  Subtenant's  expense.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to 
Sublandlord,  as  Additional  Charges,  promptly  upon  demand,  all  sums  expended  by  Sublandlord, 
or  other  costs,  damages,  expenses  or  liabilities  incurred  by  Sublandlord,  including,  without 
limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  in  remedying  or  attempting  to  remedy  such  Event  of 
Default.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
Nothing  herein  shall  imply  any  duty  of  Sublandlord  to  do  any  act  that  Subtenant  is  obligated  to 
perform  under  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  and  Sublandlord's  cure  or  attempted  cure  of 
Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  shall  not  constitute  a waiver  of  Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  or  any 
rights  or  remedies  of  Sublandlord  on  account  of  such  Event  of  Default. 

16.  RELEASE  AND  WAIVER  OF  CLAIMS;  INDEMNIFICATION 

16.1.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents, 
covenants  and  agrees  that  the  Indemnified  Parties  shall  not  be  responsible  for  or  liable  to 
Subtenant  for,  and,  to  the  fullest  extent  allowed  by  any  Laws,  Subtenant  hereby  waives  all  rights 
against  the  Indemnified  Parties  and  releases  them  from,  any  and  all  Losses,  including,  but  not 
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limited  to,  incidental  and  consequential  damages,  relating  to  any  injury,  accident  or  death  of  any 
person  or  loss  or  damage  to  any  property,  in  or  about  the  Premises,  from  any  cause  whatsoever, 
including  without  limitation,  partial  or  complete  collapse  of  the  Premises  due  to  an  earthquake  or 
subsidence,  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or 
willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing: 

(a)  Subtenant  expressly  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the  Rent  payable  hereunder  does  not 
take  into  account  any  potential  liability  of  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  any  consequential  or 
incidental  damages  including,  but  not  limited  to,  lost  profits  arising  out  of  disruption  to 
Subtenant's  uses  hereunder.  Sublandlord  would  not  be  willing  to  enter  into  this  Sublease  in  the 
absence  of  a complete  waiver  of  liability  for  consequential  or  incidental  damages  due  to  the  acts 
or  omissions  of  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  Subtenant  expressly  assumes  the  risk  with  respect 
thereto.  Accordingly,  without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other 
waivers  contained  in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims, 
demands,  rights,  and  causes  of  action  for  consequential  and  incidental  damages  and  covenants 
not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  such  damages  arising  out  of  this  Sublease  or  the  uses 
authorized  hereunder,  including,  without  limitation,  any  interference  with  uses  conducted  by 
Subtenant  pursuant  to  this  Sublease  regardless  of  the  cause. 

(b)  Without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other  waivers  contained 
in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  fully 
RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  rights,  and 
causes  of  action  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  or 
future  Laws,  statutes,  or  regulations,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  claim  for  inverse 
condemnation  or  the  payment  of  just  compensation  under  the  law  of  eminent  domain,  or 
otherwise  at  equity,  in  the  event  that  Sublandlord  terminates  this  Sublease  because  of  such  claim 
for  inverse  condemnation  or  eminent  domain. 

(c)  As  part  of  Subtenant's  agreement  to  accept  the  Premises  in  its  "As  Is"  condition  as 
provided  herein,  and  without  limiting  such  agreement  and  any  other  waiver  contained  herein, 
Subtenant  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and 
forever  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all 
Losses,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise 
on  account  of  or  in  any  way  be  connected  with  the  physical  or  environmental  condition  of  the 
Premises  and  any  related  improvements  or  any  Laws  or  regulations  applicable  thereto  or  the 
suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 

(d)  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not  be  a displaced  person  at  the  time  this  Sublease  is 
terminated,  and  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  the  Indemnified 
Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses  and  any  and  all  claims,  demands  or  rights  against  any  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  and  future  Laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all 
claims  for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  federal  and  state 
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relocation  assistance  laws. 


(e)  Without  limiting  any  other  waiver  contained  herein,  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its 
successors  and  assigns,  hereby  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and  forever  RELEASES, 
WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses,  whether  direct 
or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise  on  account  of  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  Indemnified  Parties'  decision  to  Sublease  the  Premises  to  Subtenant, 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  such  decision  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of  gross 
negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties. 

(f)  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  never  to  file,  commence,  prosecute  or  cause  to  be  filed, 
commenced  or  prosecuted  against  the  Indemnified  Parties  any  claim,  action  or  proceeding  based 
upon  any  claims,  demands,  causes  of  action,  obligations,  damages,  losses,  costs,  expenses  or 
liabilities  of  any  nature  whatsoever  encompassed  by  the  waivers  and  releases  set  forth  in  this 
Section  16.1. 


(g)  In  executing  these  waivers  and  releases,  Subtenant  has  not  relied  upon  any  representation 
or  statement  other  than  as  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

(h)  Subtenant  had  made  such  investigation  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  these  waivers  and 
releases  as  it  deems  necessary  and  assumes  the  risk  of  mistake  with  respect  to  such  facts.  These 
waivers  and  releases  are  intended  to  be  final  and  binding  on  Subtenant  regardless  of  any  claims 
of  mistake. 

(i)  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  releases,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar 
with  Section  1542  of  the  California  Civil  Code;,  which  reads: 

A general  release  does  not  extend  to  claims  which  the  creditor  does 
not  know  or  suspect  to  exist  in  his  favor  at  the  time  of  executing  the 
release,  which  if  known  by  him  must  have  materially  affected  his 
settlement  with  the  debtor. 

Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  releases  contained  herein  include  all  known  and 
unknown,  disclosed  and  undisclosed,  and  anticipated  and  unanticipated  claims.  Subtenant 
realizes  and  acknowledges  that  it  has  agreed  upon  this  Sublease  in  light  of  this  realization  and, 
being  fully  aware  of  this  situation,  it  nevertheless  intends  to  waive  the  benefit  of  Civil  Code 
Section  1542,  or  any  statute  or  other  similar  law  now  or  later  in  effect.  The  waivers  and  releases 
contained  herein  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

16.2.  Subtenant's  Indemnity.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents,  shall 
Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  and  against  any  and  all  Losses  arising  out  of  Subtenant’s 
use  of  the  Premises,  including  but  not  limited  to,  any  Losses  arising  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  out  of:  (a)  any  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  property  owned  by  or  in  the 
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custody  of  Subtenant  or  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees;  (b)  any  accident,  injury  to  or 
death  of  a person,  including,  without  limitation,  Subtenant’s  Agents  and  Subtenant’s  Invitees, 
howsoever  or  by  whomsoever  caused,  occurring  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises;  (c)  any  default  by 
Subtenant  in  the  observation  or  performance  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  of  this 
Sublease  to  be  observed  or  performed  on  Subtenant's  part;  (d)  the  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or 
management,  or  manner  of  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or  management  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  or  any  person  or  entity  claiming  through  or  under  any  of  them,  of 
the  Premises  or  any  Alterations;  (e)  any  construction  or  other  work  undertaken  by  Subtenant  on 
or  about  the  Premises;  and  (f)  any  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant's  Agents 
or  Subtenant's  Invitees,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations,  except  to  the  extent  that 
such  Indemnity  is  void  or  otherwise  unenforceable  under  any  applicable  Laws  in  effect  on  or 
validly  retroactive  to  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and  further  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses 
are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or  intentional  wrongful  acts  and  omissions  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  shall  include,  without  limitation,  reasonable  fees 
of  attorneys,  consultants  and  experts  and  related  costs  and  Sublandlord's  costs  of  investigating 
any  Loss.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  an  immediate  and 
independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  claim 
which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  this  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is  or 
may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered 
to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter.  Subtenant's  obligations  under 
this  Section  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

17.  INSURANCE 

17.1.  Required  Insurance  Coverage.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  maintain, 
or  cause  to  be  maintained,  through  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  the  following  insurance: 

(a)  General  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  commercial  general  liability  insurance, 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined  single  limit 
for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  contractual  liability,  independent 
contractors,  broad  form  property  damage,  personal  injury,  products  and  completed  operations, 
fire  damage  and  legal  liability  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000), 
explosion,  collapse  and  underground  (XCU). 

(b)  Automobile  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  business  automobile  liability 
insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined 
single  limit  for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  owned  and  hired 
vehicles  and  for  employer’s  non-ownership  liability,  which  insurance  shall  be  required  if  any 
automobiles  or  any  other  motor  vehicles  are  operated  in  connection  with  Subtenant’s  activity  on 
the  Premises  or  the  Permitted  Use. 

(c)  Worker's  Compensation  and  Employer's  Liability  Insurance.  If  Subtenant  has 
employees,  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance  in  statutory  amounts  with  Employer's  Liability 
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with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for  each  accident,  injury  or  illness, 
on  employees  eligible  for  each. 

(d)  Personal  Property  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  procure  and 
maintain  on  all  of  its  personal  property  and  Alterations,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises,  property 
insurance  on  an  all  risk  form,  excluding  earthquake  and  flood,  to  the  extent  of  full  replacement 
value.  The  proceeds  from  any  such  policy  shall  be  used  by  Subtenant  for  the  replacement  of 
Subtenant's  personal  property. 

(e)  Other  Coverage.  Such  other  insurance  or  different  coverage  amounts  as  is  required  by 
law  or  as  is  generally  required  by  commercial  owners  of  property  similar  in  size,  character,  age 
and  location  as  the  Premises,  as  may  change  from  time  to  time,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the 
City's  Risk  Manager. 

17.2.  Claims-Made  Policies.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a claims-made  form  of  policy,  Subtenant  shall  maintain  such  coverage 
continuously  throughout  the  Term  and  without  lapse  for  a period  of  three  (3)  years  beyond  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease,  to  the  effect  that  should  occurrences  during  the  Term  give  rise  to 
claims  made  after  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  claims  shall  be  covered  by  such  claims- 
made  policies. 

17.3.  Annual  Aggregate  Limits.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a form  of  coverage  which  includes  an  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that 
claims  investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be  included  in  such  annual  aggregate  limit,  such 
annual  aggregate  limit  shall  be  double  the  occurrence  limits  specified  herein. 

17.4.  Payment  of  Premiums.  Subtenant  shall  pay  the  premiums  for  maintaining  all  required 
insurance. 

17.5.  Waiver  of  Subrogation  Rights.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained 
herein,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  (each  a "Waiving  Party")  each  hereby  waives  any  right  of 
recovery  against  the  other  party  for  any  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  such  other  party  with  respect 
to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises  or  any  portion  thereof  or  the  contents  of  the  same  or  any  operation 
therein,  whether  or  not  such  loss  is  caused  by  the  fault  or  negligence  of  such  other  party,  to  the 
extent  such  loss  or  damage  is  covered  by  insurance  which  is  required  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Waiving  Party  under  this  Sublease  or  is  actually  covered  by  insurance  obtained  by  the  Waiving 
Party.  Each  Waiving  Party  agrees  to  cause  its  insurers  to  issue  appropriate  waiver  of  subrogation 
rights  endorsements  to  all  policies  relating  to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises;  provided,  the  failure  to 
obtain  any  such  endorsement  shall  not  affect  the  above  waiver. 

17.6.  General  Insurance  Matters. 

(a)  All  liability  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall 
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contain  a cross-liability  clause,  shall  name  as  additional  insureds  the  "THE  TREASURE 
ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  THE 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  ACTING  BY  AND  THROUGH  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
THE  NAVY,  AND  THEIR  OFFICERS,  DIRECTORS,  EMPLOYEES  AND  AGENTS,"  shall  be 
primary  to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the  additional  insureds  with  respect  to  claims  arising 
under  this  Sublease,  and  shall  provide  that  such  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured 
against  whom  complaint  is  made  or  suit  is  brought  except  with  respect  to  the  limits  of  the 
company's  liability. 

(b)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  be  issued 
by  an  insurance  company  or  companies  reasonably  acceptable  to  Sublandlord  with  an  AM  Best 
rating  of  not  less  than  A-VIII  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  California. 

(c)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  provide  for 
thirty  (30)  days'  prior  written  notice  of  cancellation  for  any  reason,  intended  non-renewal,  or 
reduction  in  coverage  to  Subtenant  and  Sublandlord.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  in  accordance 
with  the  notice  provisions  of  Section  21.1  below. 

(d)  Subtenant  shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  certificates  of  insurance  and  additional  insured 
policy  endorsements  in  a form  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  evidencing  the  coverages  required 
herein,  together  with  evidence  of  payment  of  premiums,  on  or  before  the  Commencement  Date, 
and  upon  renewal  of  each  policy  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  before  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
policy.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord's  request,  promptly  furnish  Sublandlord  wjth  a 
complete  copy  of  any  insurance  policy  required  hereunder. 

(e)  Not  more  often  than  every  year  and  upon  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days'  prior  written 
notice,  Sublandlord  may  require  Subtenant  to  increase  the  insurance  limits  set  forth  in  Section 
17.1  above  if  Sublandlord  finds  in  its  reasonable  judgment  that  it  is  the  general  commercial 
practice  in  San  Francisco  to  carry  insurance  in  amounts  substantially  greater  than  those  amounts 
carried  by  Subtenant  with  respect  to  risks  comparable  to  those  associated  with  the  use  of  the 
Premises. 

(f)  Subtenant's  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  in  no  way  relieve  or 
decrease  Subtenant's  indemnification  obligations  herein  or  any  of  Subtenant's  other  obligations  or 
liabilities  under  this  Sublease. 

(g)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Sublease,  Sublandlord  may  elect  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion  to  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  the  lapse  of  any 
required  insurance  coverage  by  written  notice  to  Subtenant. 

18.  ACCESS  BY  SUBLANDLORD 

18.1.  Access  to  Premises  by  Sublandlord. 
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(a)  General  Access.  Sublandlord  reserves  for  itself  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents,  the  right  to 
enter  the  Premises  and  any  portion  thereof  at  all  reasonable  times  upon  not  less  than  twenty-four 
(24)  hours  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency)  for  any 
purpose. 

(b)  Emergency  Access.  In  the  event  of  any  emergency,  as  determined  by  Sublandlord, 
Sublandlord  may,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  notice,  enter  the  Premises  and  alter  or  remove 
any  Alterations  or  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  any  and  all  means  Sublandlord  considers  appropriate  to  gain  access  to  any 
portion  of  the  Premises  in  an  emergency.  In  such  case,  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
any  damage  or  injury  to  any  such  property,  nor  for  the  replacement  of  any  such  property  and  any 
such  emergency  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a forcible  or  unlawful  entry  onto  or  a detainer  of, 
the  Premises,  or  an  eviction,  actual  or  constructive,  of  Subtenant  from  the  Premises  or  any 
portion  thereof. 

(c)  No  Liability.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  liable  in  any  manner,  and  Subtenant  hereby 
waives  any  claims,  for  any  inconvenience,  disturbance,  loss  of  business,  nuisance  or  other 
damage  arising  out  of  Sublandlord's  entry  onto  the  Premises,  except  damage  resulting  directly 
and  exclusively  from  the  gross  negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  Sublandlord  or  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  and  not  contributed  to  by  the  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees. 

18.2.  Access  to  Premises  by  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that 
Master  Landlord  shall  have  all  of  the  rights  of  access  to  the  Premises  described  in  the  Master 
Lease. 


19.  SURRENDER 

19.1.  Surrender  of  the  Premises.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
surrender  to  Sublandlord  the  Premises  in  the  same  condition  as  of  the  Commencement  Date, 
ordinary  wear  and  tear  excepted,  and  free  and  clear  of  all  liens,  easements  and  other 
encumbrances  created  or  suffered  by,  through  or  under  Subtenant.  On  or  before  any  termination 
hereof,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  remove  any  and  all  of  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  from 
the  Premises  and  demolish  and  remove  any  and  all  Alterations  from  the  Premises  (except  for  any 
Alterations  that  Sublandlord  agrees  are  to  remain  part  of  the  Premises  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  8.3  above).  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  expense,  repair  any  damage  to  the 
Premises  resulting  from  the  removal  of  any  such  items  and  restore  the  Premises  to  their  condition 
immediately  prior  to  the  presence  of  any  Alterations.  In  connection  therewith,  Subtenant  shall 
obtain  any  and  all  necessary  permits  and  approvals,  including,  without  limitation,  any 
environmental  permits,  and  execute  any  manifests  or  other  documents  necessary  to  complete  the 
demolition,  removal  or  restoration  work  required  hereunder.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this 
Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Any  items  of  Subtenant's  Personal 
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Property  remaining  on  or  about  the  Premises  after  the  termination  of  this  Sublease  may,  at 
Sublandlord's  option  and  after  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice  to  Subtenant,  be  deemed  abandoned 
and  in  such  case  Sublandlord  may  dispose  of  such  property  in  accordance  with  Section  1980,  et 
seq.,  of  the  California  Civil  Code  or  in  any  other  manner  allowed  by  Law. 

19.2.  No  Holding  Over.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  surrender  the  Premises  to  Sublandlord  upon  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease  as  required  by  this  Section,  Subtenant  shall  Indemnify  Sublandlord 
against  all  Losses  resulting  therefrom,  including,  without  limitation,  Losses  made  by  a 
succeeding  Subtenant  resulting  from  Subtenant's  failure  to  surrender  the  Premises.  Subtenant 
shall  have  no  right  to  hold  over  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent 
may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  If  Sublandlord  holds  over  the 
Premises  or  any  part  thereof  after  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  holding 
over  shall  be  terminable  upon  written  notice  by  Sublandlord,  and  the  Base  Rent  shall  be 
increased  to  two  hundred  percent  (200%)  of  the  Base  Rent  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  such 
holding  over,  and  such  holdover  shall  otherwise  be  on  all  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
Sublease.  This  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  Sublandlord's  permission  for  Subtenant  to  hold 
over.  Acceptance  of  any  holdover  Base  Rent  by  Sublandlord  following  expiration  or  termination 
of  this  Sublease  shall  not  constitute  an  extension  or  renewal  of  this  Sublease. 

19.3.  Security  Deposit.  Subtenant,  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  upon  execution  of  this  Sublease  a 
security  deposit  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information  as  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  all  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  agrees 
that  Sublandlord  may  (but  shall  not  he  required  to)  apply  the  security  deposit  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  remedy  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s 
Invitees,  or  any  failure  of  Subtenant  to  perform  any  other  terms,  covenants  or  conditions 
contained  in  this  Sublease,  without  waiving  any  of  Sublandlord's  other  rights  and  remedies 
hereunder  or  at  Law  or  in  equity.  Should  Sublandlord  use  any  portion  of  the  security  deposit  to 
cure  any  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately  replenish  the 
security  deposit  to  the  original  amount,  and  Subtenant's  failure  to  do  so  within  five  (5)  days  of 
Sublandlord's  notice  shall  constitute  a material  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 
Sublandlord's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  security  deposit  are  solely  that  of  debtor  and  not 
trustee.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  the  security  deposit  separate  from  its  general 
funds,  and  Subtenant  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest  on  such  deposit.  The  amount  of  the 
security  deposit  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit  Subtenant's  liability  for  the  performance  of  any  of  its 
obligations  under  this  Sublease.  To  the  extent  that  Sublandlord  is  not  entitled  to  retain  or  apply 
the  security  deposit  pursuant  to  this  Section  20.3.  Sublandlord  shall  return  such  security  deposit 
to  Subtenant  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

20.  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 

20.1.  No  Hazardous  Materials.  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  that  neither  Subtenant  nor 
any  of  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  shall  cause  or  permit  any  material  that, 
because  of  its  quantity,  concentration  or  physical  or  chemical  characteristics,  is  deemed  by  any 
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federal,  state  or  local  governmental  authority  to  pose  a present  or  potential  hazard  to  human 
health  or  safety  or  to  the  environment,  including,  without  limitation,  any  material  or  substance 
defined  as  a "hazardous  substance,"  or  "pollutant"  or  "contaminant"  pursuant  to  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  of  1980  ("CERCLA", 
also  commonly  known  as  the  "Superfund"  law),  as  amended  (42  U.S.C.  Sections  9601  et  seq.),  or 
pursuant  to  Section  25281  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  "hazardous  waste"  listed 
pursuant  to  Section  25140  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  asbestos  and  asbestos 
containing  materials  whether  or  not  such  materials  are  part  of  the  structure  of  any  existing 
improvements  on  the  Premises,  or  are  naturally  occurring  substances  on,  in  or  about  the 
Premises;  and  petroleum,  including  crude  oil  or  any  fraction  thereof,  and  natural  gas  or  natural 
gas  liquids  (“Hazardous  Material”)  to  be  brought  upon,  kept,  used,  stored,  generated  or  disposed 
of  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises  or  transported  to  or  from  the  Premises  without  the  prior  written 
approval  of  Sublandlord,  which  approval  may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute 
discretion.  Subtenant  shall  immediately  notify  Sublandlord  if  and  when  Subtenant  learns  or  has 
reason  to  believe  there  has  been  any  release  of  Hazardous  Material  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises. 
Sublandlord  may  from  time  to  time  request  Subtenant  to  provide  adequate  information  for 
Sublandlord  to  determine  that  any  Hazardous  Material  permitted  hereunder  is  being  handled  in 
compliance  with  all  applicable  federal,  state  or  local  Laws  or  policies  relating  to  Hazardous 
Material  (including,  without  limitation,  its  use,  handling,  transportation,  production,  disposal, 
discharge  or  storage)  or  to  human  health  and  safety,  industrial  hygiene  or  environmental 
conditions  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  and  any  other  property,  including,  without 
limitation,  soil,  air  and  groundwater  conditions  (“Environmental  Laws”),  and  Subtenant  shall 
promptly  provide  all  such  information.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents  shall  have  the 
right  to  inspect  the  Premises  for  Hazardous  Material  and  compliance  with  the  provisions  hereof 
at  all  reasonable  times  upon  reasonable  advance  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency).  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  comply,  without  limiting  the  foregoing, 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  21  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code  including,  without  limitation, 
regarding  obtaining  and  complying  with  the  requirements  of  an  approved  hazardous  materials 
management  plan,  and  with  the  requirements  of  the  environmental  protection  provisions 
provided  for  in  Section  1 3 of  the  Master  Lease. 

20.2.  Subtenant’s  Environmental  Indemnity.  If  Subtenant  breaches  any  of  its  obligations 
contained  in  Section  20.1  above,  or,  if  any  act  or  omission  or  negligence  of  Subtenant  or  any  of 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  results  in  any  spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  pouring, 
emitting,  discharging,  injecting,  escaping,  leeching  or  dumping  (“Release”)  of  Hazardous 
Material  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  without  limiting  Subtenant's  general 
Indemnity  contained  in  Section  16.2  above,  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s 
Agents,  shall  Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  each  of  them,  from  and  against  any  and  all 
enforcement,  investigation,  remediation  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  actions,  agreements 
or  orders  threatened,  instituted  or  completed  pursuant  to  any  Environmental  Laws  together  with 
any  and  all  Losses  made  or  threatened  by  any  third  party  against  Sublandlord,  Sublandlord’s 
Agents,  or  the  Premises,  relating  to  damage,  contribution,  cost  recovery  compensation,  loss  or 
injury  resulting  from  the  presence,  Release  or  discharge  of  any  Hazardous  Materials,  including, 
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without  limitation,  Losses  based  in  common  law,  investigation  and  remediation  costs,  fines, 
natural  resource  damages,  damages  for  decrease  in  value  of  the  Premises,  the  loss  or  restriction 
of  the  use  or  any  amenity  of  the  Premises  and  attorneys'  fees  and  consultants'  fees  and  experts' 
fees  and  costs  (“Hazardous  Materials  Claims”)  arising  during  or  after  the  Term  of  this  Sublease 
and  relating  to  such  Release.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  includes,  without  limitation,  all  costs 
associated  with  the  investigation  and  remediation  of  Hazardous  Material  and  with  the  restoration 
of  the  Premises  or  the  Property  to  its  prior  condition  including,  without  limitation,  fines  and 
penalties  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies,  natural  resource  damages  and  losses,  and  revegetation 
of  the  Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  if  Subtenant  or 
any  of  Subtenant's  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  causes  or  permits  the  Release  of  any 
Hazardous  Materials  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  Subtenant  shall, 
immediately,  at  no  expense  to  Sublandlord,  take  any  and  all  appropriate  actions  to  return  the 
Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property  affected  thereby  to  the  condition  existing  prior  to  such 
Release  and  otherwise  investigate  and  remediate  the  Release  in  accordance  with  all 
Environmental  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  written  notice  of  and  afford 
Sublandlord  a full  opportunity  to  participate  in  any  discussions  with  governmental  regulatory 
agencies  regarding  any  settlement  agreement,  cleanup  or  abatement  agreement,  consent  decree, 
permit,  approvals,  or  other  compromise  or  proceeding  involving  Hazardous  Material. 

20.3.  Acknowledgment  of  Receipt  of  EBS  and  FOSL  Reports.  Subtenant  hereby 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that,  prior  to  the  execution  of  this  Sublease,  it 
has  received  and  reviewed  the  Environmental  Baseline  Survey  (“EBS”)  and  the  Finding  of 
Suitability  to  Lease  (“FOSL”)  described  in  Section  7 of  the  Master  Lease.  California  law 
requires  landlords  to  disclose  to  tenants  the  presence  or  potential  presence  of  certain  Hazardous 
Materials.  Accordingly,  Subtenant  is  hereby  advised  that  occupation  of  the  Premises  may  lead  to 
exposure  to  Hazardous  Materials  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  gasoline,  diesel  and  other  vehicle 
fluids,  vehicle  exhaust,  office  maintenance  fluids,  tobacco  smoke,  methane  and  building 
materials  containing  chemicals,  such  as  formaldehyde.  Further,  there  are  Hazardous  Materials 
located  on  the  Premises  as  described  in  the  EBS  and  the  FOSL.  In  addition,  California's 
Proposition  65,  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  25249.6  et  seq.,  requires  notice  that  some  of 
these  Hazardous  Materials  are  known  by  the  State  of  California  to  cause  cancer  or  reproductive 
harm.  By  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  notices  and  warnings  set 
forth  above  satisfy  the  requirements  of  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Sections  25249.6  et 
seq..  25359.7  and  related  statutes. 

2 1 . GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

21.1.  Notices.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Sublease,  any  notice  given 
hereunder  shall  be  effective  only  in  writing  and  given  by  delivering  the  notice  in  person,  or  by 
sending  it  first  class  mail  or  certified  mail  with  a return  receipt  requested  or  reliable  commercial 
overnight  courier,  return  receipt  requested,  with  postage  prepaid,  to  the  appropriate  addresses  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information.  Any  Party  hereunder  may  designate  a new  address  for 
notice  purposes  hereunder  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  such  change.  Any 
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notice  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  two  (2)  days  after  the  date  when  it  is  mailed 
if  sent  by  first  class  or  certified  mail,  one  day  after  the  date  it  is  made,  if  sent  by  commercial 
overnight  carrier,  or  upon  the  date  personal  delivery  is  made,  and  any  refusal  by  either  Party  to 
accept  the  attempted  delivery  of  any  notice,  if  such  attempted  delivery  is  in  compliance  with  this 
Section  21.1  and  applicable  Laws,  shall  be  deemed  receipt  of  such  notice. 

21.2.  No  Implied  Waiver.  No  failure  by  Sublandlord  to  insist  upon  the  strict  performance  of 
any  obligation  of  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  or  to  exercise  any  right,  power  or  remedy  arising 
out  of  a breach  thereof,  irrespective  of  the  length  of  time  for  which  such  failure  continues,  no 
acceptance  of  full  or  partial  payment  of  Rent  due  hereunder  during  the  continuance  of  any  such 
breach,  and  no  acceptance  of  the  keys  to  or  possession  of  the  Premises  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
the  Term  by  any  Agent  of  Sublandlord,  shall  constitute  a waiver  of  such  breach  or  of 
Sublandlord's  right  to  demand  strict  compliance  with  such  term,  covenant  or  condition  or  operate 
as  a surrender  of  this  Sublease.  No  express  written  waiver  of  any  default  or  the  performance  of 
any  provision  hereof  shall  affect  any  other  default  or  performance,  or  cover  any  other  period  of 
time,  other  than  the  default,  performance  or  period  of  time  specified  in  such  express  waiver.  One 
or  more  written  waivers  of  a default  or  the  performance  of  any  provision  hereof  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a waiver  of  a subsequent  default  or  performance.  The  consent  of  Sublandlord 
given  in  any  instance  under  the  terms  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  relieve  Subtenant  of  any 
obligation  to  secure  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  in  any  other  or  future  instance  under  the  terms  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.3.  * Amendments.  Neither  this  Sublease  nor  any  term  or  provision  hereof  may  be  changed, 
waived,  discharged  or  terminated,  except  by  a written  instrument  signed  by  the  Parties  hereto. 

21.4.  Authority.  If  Subtenant  signs  as  a corporation,  a partnership  or  a limited  liability 
company,  each  of  the  persons  executing  this  Sublease  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  does  hereby 
covenant  and  warrant  that  Subtenant  is  a duly  authorized  and  existing  entity,  that  Subtenant  has 
and  is  qualified  to  do  business  in  California,  that  Subtenant  has  full  right  and  authority  to  enter 
into  this  Sublease,  and  that  each  and  all  of  the  persons  signing  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  are 
authorized  to  do  so.  Upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with 
evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  confirming  the  foregoing  representations  and 
warranties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants 
that  it  has  full  power  to  make  the  waivers  and  releases,  indemnities  and  the  disclosures  set  forth 
herein,  and  that  it  has  received  independent  legal  advice  from  its  attorney  as  to  the  advisability  of 
entering  into  a sublease  containing  those  provisions  and  their  legal  effect. 

21.5.  Joint  and  Several  Obligations.  The  word  "Subtenant"  as  used  herein  shall  include  the 
plural  as  well  as  the  singular.  If  there  is  more  than  one  Subtenant,  the  obligations  and  liabilities 
under  this  Sublease  imposed  on  Subtenant  shall  be  joint  and  several. 

21.6.  Interpretation  of  Sublease.  The  captions  preceding  the  articles  and  sections  of  this 
Sublease  and  in  the  table  of  contents  have  been  inserted  for  convenience  of  reference  only  and 
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such  captions  shall  in  no  way  define  or  limit  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease. 
This  Sublease  has  been  negotiated  at  arm's  length  and  between  persons  sophisticated  and 
knowledgeable  in  the  matters  dealt  with  herein  and  shall  be  interpreted  to  achieve  the  intents  and 
purposes  of  the  Parties,  without  any  presumption  against  the  party  responsible  for  drafting  any 
part  of  this  Sublease.  Provisions  in  this  Sublease  relating  to  number  of  days  shall  be  calendar 
days,  unless  otherwise  specified,  provided  that  if  the  last  day  of  any  period  to  give  notice,  reply  to 
a notice  or  to  undertake  any  other  action  occurs  on  a Saturday,  Sunday  or  a bank  or  Sublandlord 
holiday,  then  the  last  day  for  undertaking  the  action  or  giving  or  replying  to  the  notice  shall  be 
the  next  succeeding  business  day.  Use  of  the  word  "including"  or  similar  words  shall  not  be 
construed  to  limit  any  general  term,  statement  or  other  matter  in  this  Sublease,  whether  or  not 
language  of  non-limitation,  such  as  "without  limitation"  or  similar  words,  are  used.  Unless 
otherwise  provided  herein,  whenever  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  is  required  to  be  obtained  by 
Subtenant  hereunder,  Sublandlord  may  give  or  withhold  such  consent  in  its  sole  and  absolute 
discretion. 

21.7.  Successors  and  Assigns.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  14,  the  terms,  covenants 
and  conditions  contained  in  this  Sublease  shall  bind  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  Sublandlord  and 
Subtenant  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  their  personal  representatives  and  successors 
and  assigns;  provided,  however,  that  upon  any  transfer  by  Sublandlord  (or  by  any  subsequent 
Sublandlord)  of  its  interest  in  the  Premises  as  lessee,  including  any  transfer  by  operation  of  Law, 
Sublandlord  (or  any  subsequent  Sublandlord)  shall  be  relieved  from  all  subsequent  obligations 
and  liabilities  arising  under  this  Sublease  subsequent  to  such  transfer. 

2 1.8.  Brokers.  Neither  party  has  had  any  contact  or  dealings  regarding  the  leasing  of  the 
Premises,  or  any  communication  in  connection  therewith,  through  any  licensed  real  estate  broker 
or  other  person  who  could  claim  a right  to  a commission  or  finder's  fee  in  connection  with  the 
Sublease  contemplated  herein.  In  the  event  that  any  broker  or  finder  perfects  a claim  for  a 
commission  or  finder's  fee  based  upon  any  such  contact,  dealings  or  communication,  the  party 
through  whom  the  broker  or  finder  makes  a claim  shall  be  responsible  for  such  commission  or 
fee  and  shall  Indemnify  the  other  party  from  any  and  all  Losses  incurred  by  the  indemnified  party 
in  defending  against  the  same.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  survive  any  termination  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.9.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person, 
entity  or  circumstance  shall,  to  any  extent,  be  invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  remainder  of  this 
Sublease,  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  persons,  entities  or  circumstances  other  than 
those  as  to  which  it  is  invalid  or  unenforceable,  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and  each  other 
provision  of  this  Sublease  shall  be  valid  and  be  enforceable  to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by 
Law. 

21.10.  Governing  Law.  This  Sublease  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  in  accordance  with  the 
Laws  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  federal  government. 
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21.11.  Entire  Agreement.  This  instrument  (including  the  exhibits  hereto,  which  are  made  a 
part  of  this  Sublease)  contains  the  entire  agreement  between  the  Parties  and  supersedes  all  prior 
written  or  oral  negotiations,  discussions,  understandings  and  agreements.  The  Parties  further 
intend  that  this  Sublease  shall  constitute  the  complete  and  exclusive  statement  of  its  terms  and 
that  no  extrinsic  evidence  whatsoever  (including  prior  drafts  of  this  Sublease  and  any  changes 
therefrom)  may  be  introduced  in  any  judicial,  administrative  or  other  legal  proceeding  involving 
this  Sublease.  Subtenant  hereby  acknowledges  that  neither  Sublandlord  nor  Sublandlord's 
Agents  have  made  any  representations  or  warranties  with  respect  to  the  Premises  or  this  Sublease 
except  as  expressly  set  forth  herein,  and  no  rights,  easements  or  licenses  are  or  shall  be  acquired 
by  Subtenant  by  implication  or  otherwise  unless  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

21.12.  Attorneys'  Fees.  In  the  event  that  either  Sublandlord  or  Subtenant  fails  to  perform  any  of 
its  obligations  under  this  Sublease  or  in  the  event  a dispute  arises  concerning  the  meaning  or 
interpretation  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  the  defaulting  party  or  the  party  not  prevailing  in 
such  dispute,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  pay  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  other 
party  in  enforcing  or  establishing  its  rights  hereunder  (whether  or  not  such  action  is  prosecuted  to 
judgment),  including,  without  limitation,  court  costs  and  reasonable  attorneys'  fees.  For  purposes 
of  this  Sublease,  reasonable  fees  of  attorneys  in  the  Office  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Attorney 
(Sublandlord's  General  Counsel)  shall  be  based  on  the  fees  regularly  charged  by  private  attorneys 
with  the  equivalent  number  of  years  of  experience  in  the  subject  matter  area  of  the  law  for  which 
the  City  Attorney's  services  were  rendered  who  practice  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
in  law  firms  with  approximately  the  same  number  of  attorneys  as  employed  by  the  Office  of  the 
City  Attorney.  Further,  for  purposes  of  this  Sublease,  the  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  mean  the 
fees  and  expenses  of  coimsel  to  the  Parties,  which  may  include  printing,  duplicating  and  other 
expenses,  air  freight  charges,  hiring  of  experts,  and  fees  billed  for  law  clerks,  paralegals, 
librarians  and  others  not  admitted  to  the  bar  but  performing  services  under  the  supervision  of  an 
attorney.  The  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  also  include,  without  limitation,  all  such  fees  and 
expenses  incurred  with  respect  to  appeals,  mediations,  arbitrations,  and  bankruptcy  proceedings, 
and  whether  or  not  any  action  is  brought  with  respect  to  the  matter  for  which  such  fees  and  costs 
were  incurred.  The  term  "attorney"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  the  term  "counsel". 

21.13.  Time  of  Essence.  Time  is  of  the  essence  with  respect  to  all  provisions  of  this  Sublease  in 
which  a definite  time  for  performance  is  specified. 

21.14.  Cumulative  Remedies.  All  rights  and  remedies  of  either  party  hereto  set  forth  in  this 
Sublease  shall  be  cumulative,  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  herein. 

21.15.  Survival  of  Indemnities.  Termination  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  either 
party  to  enforce  any  and  all  indemnities  and  representations  and  warranties  given  or  made  to  the 
other  party  under  this  Sublease,  nor  shall  it  affect  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  that  expressly 
states  it  shall  survive  termination  hereof.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that, 
with  respect  to  each  of  the  indemnities  contained  in  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  has  an  immediate 
and  independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any 
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claim  which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  the  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is 
or  may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is 
tendered  to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter. 

21.16.  Relationship  of  Parties.  Sublandlord  is  not,  and  none  of  the  provisions  in  this  Sublease 
shall  be  deemed  to  render  Sublandlord,  a partner  in  Subtenant's  business,  or  joint  venturer  or 
member  in  any  joint  enterprise  with  Subtenant.  This  Sublease  is  not  intended  nor  shall  it  be 
construed  to  create  any  third  party  beneficiary  rights  in  any  third  party,  unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided.  The  granting  of  this  Sublease  by  Sublandlord  does  not  constitute 
authorization  or  approval  by  Sublandlord  of  any  activity  conducted  by  Subtenant  on,  in  or 
relating  to  the  Premises. 

21.17.  Recording.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  not  record  this  Sublease  nor  any  memorandum 
or  short  form  hereof  in  the  official  records  of  any  county. 

21.18.  Non-Liability  of  Indemnified  Parties’  Officials,  Employees  and  Agents.  No  elective 
or  appointive  board,  commission,  member,  officer  or  employee  of  any  of  the  Indemnified  Parties 
shall  be  personally  liable  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  the  event  of  any  default  or 
breach  by  Sublandlord  or  for  any  amount  which  may  become  due  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  or  for  any  obligation  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease. 

21.19.  No  Discrimination.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  non-discrimination  provisions  of 
Section  19.1  of  the  Master  Lease,  including,  without  limitation,  posting  all  notices  required 
therein. 

21.20.  Counterparts.  This  Sublease  may  be  executed  in  two  or  more  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  deemed  an  original,  but  all  of  which  taken  together  shall  constitute  one  and  the 
same  instrument. 

21.21.  Master  Landlord’s  Consent.  This  Sublease  is  expressly  conditioned  upon  receipt  of  the 
written  consent  of  Master  Landlord. 


22.  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 

22.1.  Signs.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  will  not  erect  or  maintain,  or  permit  to  be  erected  or 
maintained,  any  signs,  notices  or  graphics  upon  or  about  the  Premises  which  are  visible  in  or 
from  public  corridors  or  other  portions  of  any  common  areas  of  the  Premises  or  from  the  exterior 
of  the  Premises,  without  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  which  Sublandlord  may  withhold  or 
grant  in  its  sole  discretion. 

22.2.  Public  Transit  Information.  Subtenant  shall  establish  and  carry  on  during  the  Term  a 
program  to  encourage  maximum  use  of  public  transportation  by  personnel  of  Subtenant 
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employed  on  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  distribution  to  such  employees  of 
written  materials  explaining  the  convenience  and  availability  of  public  transportation  facilities 
adjacent  or  proximate  to  the  Premises  and  encouraging  use  of  such  facilities,  all  at  Subtenant's 
sole  expense. 

22.3.  TIHDI  Job  Broker.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  TIHDI  Work 
Force  Hiring  Plan  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F. 

22.4.  Local  Hiring.  Subtenant  further  agrees  to  use  good  faith  efforts  to  hire  residents  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  all  levels  of  Subtenant's  personnel  needs  and  to  contract 
with  local  businesses  for  Subtenant's  purchase  of  supplies,  materials,  equipment  or  services. 

22.5.  Non-Discrimination  in  City  Contracts  and  Benefits  Ordinance. 

(a)  Covenant  Not  to  Discriminate.  In  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
covenants  and  agrees  not  to  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  the  fact  or  perception  of  a person’s  race, 
color,  creed,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity, 
domestic  partner  status,  marital  status,  disability,  weight,  height  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  or  HIV  status  (AIDS/HIV  status)  against  any  employee  of,  any  City  employee  working 
with,  or  applicant  for  employment  with,  Subtenant  in  any  of  Subtenant’s  operations  within  the 
United  States,  or  against  any  person  seeking  accommodations,  advantages,  facilities,  privileges, 
services,  or  membership  in  all  business,  social,  or  other  establishments  or  organizations  operated 
by  Subtenant. 

(b)  Sub-Subleases  and  Other  Subcontracts.  Subtenant  shall  include  in  all  sub-subleases 
and  other  subcontracts  relating  to  the  Premises  a non-discrimination  clause  applicable  to  such 
sub-subtenant  or  other  subcontractor  in  substantially  the  form  of  subsection  (a)  above.  In 
addition.  Subtenant  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all  sub-subleases  and  other  subcontracts  the 
provisions  of  Sections  12B.2(a),  12B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  and  shall  require  all  sub-subtenants  and  other  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such 
provisions.  Subtenant’s  failure  to  comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  subsection  shall  constitute 
a material  breach  of  this  Sublease. 

(c)  Non-Discrimination  in  Benefits.  Subtenant  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and 
will  not  during  the  Term,  in  any  of  its  operations  or  in  San  Francisco  or  with  respect  to  its 
operations  under  this  Sublease  elsewhere  within  the  United  States,  discriminate  in  the  provision 
of  bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits,  membership  or  membership 
discounts,  moving  expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits  or  travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any 
benefits  other  than  the  benefits  specified  above,  between  employees  with  domestic  partners  and 
employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between  the  domestic  partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees, 
where  the  domestic  partnership  has  been  registered  with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state 
or  local  law  authorizing  such  registration,  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  12B.2(b) 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code.

(d)  HRC  Form.  As  a condition  to  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  execute  the  “Chapter  12B 
Declaration:  Nondiscrimination  in  Contracts  and  Benefits”  form  (Form  HRC-12B-101)  with 
supporting  documentation  and  secure  the  approval  of  the  form  by  the  San  Francisco  Human 
Rights  Commission  (the  “HRC”).  Subtenant  hereby  represents  that  prior  to  execution  of  this 
Sublease,  (i)  Subtenant  executed  and  submitted  to  the  HRC  Form  HRC- 128-101  with  supporting 
documentation;  and  (ii)  the  HRC  approved  such  form. 

(e)  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference.  The  provisions  of 
Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  relating  to  non-discrimination 
by  parties  contracting  for  the  lease  of  City  property  are  incorporated  in  this  Section  by  reference 
and  made  a part  of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  Subtenant  shall  comply  fully 
with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this  Sublease  under  such  Chapters  of  the 
Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  in  such  Chapters. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  understands  that  pursuant  to  Section  12B.2(h)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  a penalty  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  person  for  each 
calendar  day  during  which  such  person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Sublease  may  be  assessed  against  Subtenant  and/or  deducted  from  any  payments  due 
Subtenant. 

22.6.  MacBride  Principles  - Northern  Ireland.  The  City  urges  companies  doing  business  in 
Northern  Ireland  to  move  toward  resolving  employment  inequities  and  encourages  them  to  abide 
by  the  MacBride  Principles  as  expressed  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  12F.1,  et 
seq.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  also  urges  San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business 
with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  has 
read  and  understands  the  above  statement  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  concerning 
doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland. 

22.7.  Tropical  Hardwood  and  Virgin  Redwood  Ban.  The  City  urges  companies  not  to 
import,  purchase,  obtain  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical  hardwood,  tropical  hardwood  wood 
product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  product.  Except  as  expressly  permitted  by  the 
application  of  Section  802(b)  and  803(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant 
shall  not  provide  any  items  to  the  construction  of  tenant  improvements  or  Alterations  in  the 
Premises,  or  otherwise  in  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  which  are  tropical  hardwoods, 
tropical  hardwood  wood  products,  virgin  redwood,  or  virgin  redwood  wood  products.  In  the 
event  Subtenant  fails  to  comply  in  good  faith  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  8 of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant  shall  be  liable  for  liquidated  damages  for  each  violation 
in  an  amount  equal  to  Subtenant's  net  profit  on  the  contract,  or  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  contract  dollars,  whichever  is  greater. 

22.8.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Subtenant  states  that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
8.105  and  8.106  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  certifies  that  it  knows  of  no  facts  which  would 
constitute  a violation  of  such  provisions.  Subtenant  further  certifies  that  it  has  made  a complete 
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disclosure  to  the  Sublandlord  of  all  facts  bearing  on  any  possible  interests,  direct  or  indirect, 
which  Subtenant  believes  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Sublandlord  presently  has  or  will  have 
in  this  Sublease  or  in  the  performance  thereof  or  in  any  portion  of  the  profits  thereof.  Willful 
failure  by  Subtenant  to  make  such  disclosure,  if  any,  shall  constitute  grounds  for  the 
Sublandlord's  termination  and  cancellation  of  this  Sublease. 

22.9.  Wages  and  Working  Conditions.  Subtenant  agrees  that  any  person  performing  labor  in 
the  construction  of  any  tenant  improvements  and  any  Alterations  to  the  Premises,  which 
Subtenant  provides  under  this  Sublease,  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  as  required  by  Section  6.22(E)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  hours  and  working  conditions,  and  shall  receive  the  same  benefits  as  in  each  case  are 
provided  for  similar  work  performed  in  San  Francisco,  California.  Subtenant  shall  include,  in 
any  contract  for  construction  of  such  tenant  improvements  and  Alterations,  a requirement  that  all 
persons  performing  labor  under  such  contract  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing 
rate  of  wages  for  the  labor  so  performed.  Subtenant  shall  require  any  contractor  to  provide,  and 
shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  upon  request,  certified  payroll  reports  with  respect  to  all  persons 
performing  labor  in  the  construction  of  such  tenant  improvement  work  or  any  Alterations  to  the 
Premises. 

22.10.  Prohibition  of  Tobacco  Advertising.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  no 
advertising  of  cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  is  allowed  on  any  real  property  owned  by  or  under 
the  control  of  Sublandlord  or  the  City,  including  the  Premises  and  the  Property.  This  prohibition 
includes  the  placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,  selling  or  distributing  cigarettes  or 
tobacco  products  or  the  name  of  any  cigarette  or  tobacco  product  in  any  promotion  of  any  event 
or  product.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  any  advertisement  sponsored  by  a state,  local  or 
nonprofit  entity  designed  to  communicate  the  health  hazards  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  products 
or  to  encourage  people  not  to  smoke  or  to  stop  smoking. 

22.11.  Pesticide  Prohibition.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  308  of 
Chapter  3 of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  (the  "Pesticide  Ordinance")  which  (i)  prohibit 
the  use  of  .certain  pesticides  on  City  property,  (ii)  require  the  posting  of  certain  notices  and  the 
maintenance  of  certain  records  regarding  pesticide  usage  and  (iii)  require  Subtenant  to  submit  to 
Sublandlord  an  integrated  pest  management  ("IPM")  plan  that  (a)  lists,  to  the  extent  reasonably 
possible,  the  types  and  estimated  quantities  of  pesticides  that  Subtenant  may  need  to  apply  to  the 
Premises  during  the  terms  of  this  Sublease,  (b)  describes  the  steps  Subtenant  will  take  to  meet 
the  City’s  IPM  Policy  described  in  Section  300  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance  and  (c)  identifies,  by 
name,  title,  address  and  telephone  number,  an  individual  to  act  as  Subtenant's  primary  IPM 
contact  person  with  the  City.  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  303(a)  and  303(b)  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance. 

22.12.  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance.  The  City  has  adopted  a First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance 
(Board  of  Supervisors  Ordinance  No.  264  98)  which  establishes  specific  requirements, 
procedures  and  monitoring  for  first  source  hiring  of  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
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individuals  for  entry  level  positions.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  Sublandlord  adopts  a First 
Source  Hiring  Implementation  and  Monitoring  Plan  in  accordance  with  the  First  Source  Hiring 
Ordinance,  Subtenant  shall  enter  into  a First  Source  Hiring  Agreement  that  meets  the  applicable 
requirements  of  Section  83.9  of  the  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance. 

22.13.  Sunshine  Ordinance.  In  accordance  with  Section  67.24(e)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  contracts,  contractors’  bids,  leases,  agreements,  responses  to  Requests  for 
Proposals,  and  all  other  records  of  communications  between  City  departments  and  persons  or 
firms  seeking  contracts  will  be  open  to  inspection  immediately  after  a contract  has  been  awarded. 
Nothing  in  this  provision  requires  the  disclosure  of  a private  person’s  or  organization’s  net  worth 
or  other  proprietary  financial  data  submitted  for  qualification  for  a contract,  lease,  agreement  or 
other  benefit  until  and  unless  that  person  or  organization  is  awarded  the  contract,  lease, 
agreement  or  benefit.  Information  provided  which  is  covered  by  this  Section  will  be  made 
available  to  the  public  upon  request. 

22.14.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges 
that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15.103  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  Article  III, 
Chapter  2 of  City's  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Section  87100  et  seq.  and 
Section  1090  et  seq.  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does 
not  know  of  any  facts  which  would  constitute  a violation  of  said  provisions,  and  agrees  that  if. 
Subtenant  becomes  aware  of  any  such  fact  during  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
immediately  notify  Sublandlord. 

22.15.  Charter  Provision.  This  Sublease  is  governed  by  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

22.16.  Requiring  Health  Benefits  for  Covered  Employees.  Unless  exempt,  Subtenant  agrees 
to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Care  Accountability 
Ordinance  (HCAO),  as  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  12Q,  including 
the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing  regulations,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  12Q  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this 
Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  The  text  of  the  HCAO  is  available  on  the  web  at 
www.dph.sf.ca.us/HCRes/Resolutions/2004Res/HCResl02004.shtml.  Capitalized  terms  used  in 
this  Section  and  not  defined  in  this  Sublease  shall  have  the  meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in 
Chapter  12Q. 

(a)  For  each  Covered  Employee,  Subtenant  shall  provide  the  appropriate  health  benefit  set 
forth  in  Section  12Q.3  of  the  HCAO.  If  Subtenant  chooses  to  offer  the  health  plan  option,  such 
health  plan  shall  meet  the  minimum  standards  set  forth  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  above,  if  Subtenant  is  a small  business  as  defined  in 

Section  12Q.3(d)  of  the  HCAO,  it  shall  have  no  obligation  to  comply  with  Subsection  (a)  above. 
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(c)  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  HCAO  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this 
Sublease.  Sublandlord  shall  notify'  Subtenant  if  such  a breach  has  occurred.  If,  within  thirty7  (30) 
days  after  receiving  City's  written  notice  of  a breach  of  tins  Sublease  for  violating  the  HCAO, 
Subtenant  fails  to  cure  such  breach  or,  if  such  breach  cannot  reasonably  be  cured  within  such 
period  of  thirty  (30)  days,  Subtenant  fails  to  commence  efforts  to  cure  within  such  period,  or 
thereafter  fails  diligently  to  pursue  such  cure  to  completion,  Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to 
pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  Section  12Q.5(f)(l-5).  Each  of  these  remedies  shall  be 
exercisable  individually  or  in  combination  with  any  other  rights  or  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord. 

(d)  Any  Subcontract  entered  into  by  Subtenant  shall  require  the  Subcontractor  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  HCAO  and  shall  contain  contractual  obligations  substantially  the  same  as 
those  set  forth  in  this  Section.  Subtenant  shall  notify  City's  Purchasing  Department  when  it 
enters  into  such  a Subcontract  and  shall  certify  to  the  Purchasing  Department  that  it  has  notified 
the  Subcontractor  of  the  obligations  under  the  HCAO  and  has  imposed  the  requirements  of  the 
HCAO  on  Subcontractor  through  the  Subcontract.  Each  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  its 
Subcontractors'  compliance  with  this  Chapter.  If  a Subcontractor  fails  to  comply,  the 
Sublandlord  may  pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  this  Section  against  Subtenant  based  on  the 
Subcontractor’s  failure  to  comply,  provided  that  Sublandlord  has  first  provided  Subtenant  with 
notice  and  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a cure  of  the  violation. 

(e)  Subtenant  shall  not  discharge,  reduce  in  compensation,  or  otherwise  discriminate  against 
any  employee  for  notifying  Sublandlord  with  regard  to  Subtenant's  compliance  or  anticipated 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  HCAO,  for  opposing  any  practice  proscribed  by  the 
HCAO,  for  participating  in  proceedings  related  to  the  HCAO,  or  for  seeking  to  assert  or  enforce 
any  rights  under  the  HCAO  by  any  lawful  means. 

(f)  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  not  an  entity  that  was  set  up,  or  is  being  used, 
for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  intent  of  the  HCAO. 

(g)  Subtenant  shall  keep  itself  informed  of  the  current  requirements  of  the  HCAO. 

(h)  Subtenant  shall  provide  reports  to  Sublandlord  in  accordance  with  any  reporting  standards 
promulgated  by  Sublandlord  under  the  HCAO,  including  reports  on  Subcontractors  and 
Subtenants,  as  applicable. 

(i)  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  access  to  records  pertaining  to  compliance  with 
the  HCAO  after  receiving  a written  request  from  Sublandlord  to  do  so  and  being  provided  at  least 
five  (5)  business  days  to  respond. 

(j)  Sublandlord  may  conduct  random  audits  of  Subtenant  to  ascertain  its  compliance  with 
HCAO.  Subtenant  agrees  to  cooperate  with  Sublandlord  when  it  conducts  such  audits. 
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(k)  If  Subtenant  is  exempt  from  the  HCAO  when  this  Sublease  is  executed  because  its 
amount  is  less  than  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  (or  [Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($50,000)  if  Subtenant  is  a qualified  nonprofit),  but  Subtenant  later  enters  into  an  agreement  or 
agreements  that  cause  Subtenant's  aggregate  amount  of  all  agreements  with  Sublandlord  to  reach 
Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000),  all  the  agreements  shall  be  thereafter  subject  to  the 
HCAO.  This  obligation  arises  on  the  effective  date  of  the  agreement  that  causes  the  cumulative 
amount  of  agreements  between  Subtenant  and  the  Contracting  Department  to  be  equal  to  or 
greater  than  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000)  in  the  fiscal  year. 

22.17.  Notification  of  Limitations  on  Contributions.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1.126  of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign 
and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  any  person  who  contracts  with  the  City  for  the 
selling  or  leasing  of  any  land  or  building  to  or  from  the  City  whenever  such  transaction  would 
require  approval  by  a City  elective  officer  or  the  board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves, 
from  making  any  campaign  contribution  to  the  officer  at  any  time  from  the  commencement  of 
negotiations  for  such  contract  until  the  termination  of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  three  (3) 
months  has  elapsed  from  the  date  the  contract  is  approved  by  the  City  elective  officer,  or  the 
board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves.  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission 
Regulation  1.126-1  provides  that  negotiations  are  commenced  when  a prospective  contractor  first 
communicates  with  a City  officer  or  employee  about  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a specific 
contract.  This  communication  may  occur  in  person,  by  telephone  or  in  writing,  and  may  be 
initiated  by  the  prospective  contractor  or  a City  officer  or  employee.  Negotiations  are  completed 
when  a contract  is  finalized  and  signed  by  the-City  and  the  contractor.  Negotiations  are 
terminated  when  the  City  and/or  the  prospective  contractor  end  the  negotiation  process  before  a 
final  decision  is  made  to  award  the  contract. 

22.18.  Preservation-Treated  Wood  Containing  Arsenic.  As  of  July  1,  2003,  Subtenant  may 
not  purchase  preservative-treated  wood  products  containing  arsenic  in  the  performance  of  this 
Sublease  unless  an  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  Environment  Code  Chapter  13  is 
obtained  from  the  Department  of  Environment  under  Section  1304  of  the  Environment  Code. 

The  term  "preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic"  shall  mean  wood  treated  with  a 
preservative  that  contains  arsenic,  elemental  arsenic,  or  an  arsenic  copper  combination, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  chromated  copper  arsenate  preservative,  ammoniac  copper  zinc 
arsenate  preservative,  or  ammoniacal  copper  arsenate  preservative.  Subtenant  may  purchase 
preservative-treated  wood  products  on  the  list  of  environmentally  preferable  alternatives  prepared 
and  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Environment.  This  provision  does  not  preclude  Subtenant 
from  purchasing  preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic  for  saltwater  immersion.  The  term 
"saltwater  immersion"  shall  mean  a pressure-treated  wood  that  is  used  for  construction  purposes 
or  facilities  that  are  partially  or  totally  immersed  in  saltwater. 

22.19.  Resource  Efficient  City  Buildings  and  Pilot  Projects.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  enacted  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  Sections  700  to 
707  relating  to  resource-efficient  City  buildings  and  resource-efficient  pilot  projects.  Subtenant 
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hereby  agrees  that  it  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  such  code  sections. 


22.20.  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction.  Subtenant  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by 
all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction  Ordinance,  as  set  forth  in  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Chapter  16,  including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing 
guidelines  and  rules.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  16  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and 
made  a part  of  this  Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  This  provision  is  a material  term  of  this 
Sublease.  By  entering  into  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  agrees  that  if  it  breaches  this  provision, 
Sublandlord  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to 
determine;  further,  Subtenant  agrees  that  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  liquidated 
damages  for  the  first  breach,  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  liquidated  damages  for  the  second 
breach  in  the  same  year,  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  liquidated  damages  for  subsequent 
breaches  in  the  same  year  is  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  damage  that  Sublandlord  will  incur 
based  on  the  violation,  established  in  light  of  the  circumstances  existing  at  the  time  this  Sublease 
was  made.  Such  amounts  shall  not  be  considered  a penalty,  but  rather  agreed  monetary  damages 
sustained  by  Sublandlord  because  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

22.21.  Estoppel  Certificates.  At  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
Sublandlord's  request,  Subtenant  will  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  Sublandlord  a 
statement  certifying  the  following  matters:  (a)  the  Commencement  Date  and  Expiration  Date  of 
this  Sublease;  (b)  that  this  Sublease  is  unmodified  and  in  full  force  and  effect  (or  if  there  have 
been  modifications,  that  this  Sublease  is  in  full  force  and  effect  as  modified  and  the  date  and 
nature  of  such  modifications);  (c)  the  dates  to  which  the  Rent  has  been  paid;  (d)  that  there  are  no 
Events  of  Default  under  this  Sublease  (or  if  there  are  any  Events  of  Default,  the  nature  of  such 
Event  of  Default);  and  (e)  any  other  matters  reasonably  requested  by  Sublandlord.  Sublandlord 
and  Subtenant  intend  that  any  such  statement  delivered  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  may  be  relied 
upon  by  any  assignee  of  Sublandlord's  interest  in  the  Master  Lease  or  this  Sublease,  any 
mortgagee  or  any  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  of  the  building  or  land  on  which  the 
Premises  are  located.  Subtenant  irrevocably  appoints  Sublandlord,  as  Subtenant's  agent,  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  Sublandlord  any  such  instrument  if  Subtenant  fails  to  do  so, 
which  failure  shall  also  be  an  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 
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Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  have  executed  this  Sublease  in  triplicate  as  of  the  date  first 
written  above.

BACKGROUND 

Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  (“TIHDI”  or  "Subtenant")  is  a California 
nonprofit  corporation  with  a membership  of  nonprofit  organizations  that  provide  services  to 
individuals  and  families  in  transition.  TIHDI  member  organizations  serve  veterans,  families,  the 
homeless,  individuals  in  recovery  and  other  disadvantaged  San  Francisco  citizens.  In  support  of 
the  objectives  of  the  Base  Closure  Community  Redevelopment  and  Homeless  Assistance  Act  of 
1994,  TIHDI  was  organized  to  use  the  resources  of  the  former  Naval  Station  at  Treasure  Island 
to  help  fill  gaps  in  the  services  available  to  homeless  persons  and  families. 

Since  1999,  TIHDI  has  been  occupying  approximately  35,000  square  feet  of  land  located  on  the 
south  end  of  the  block  bordered  by  Avenues  D and  E and  9th  and  1 0th  Streets  on  which  TIHDI 
has  installed  office  trailers.

PROPOSED  MONTHLY  BASE  RENT 

Under  the  Authority’s  Interim  Subleasing  Policy,  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  sets  ranges 
of  minimum  sublease  rental  rates  per  square  foot  by  type  of  use  and  facility  for  office  and 
industrial  space.  Authority  Staff  reviews  and  analyzes  available  commercial  data  including 
market  comparables  of  properties  similarly  situated  to  the  Authority  properties  and  evaluates  the 
Authority  transactions  over  the  past  12  months  to  establish  fair  market  value.  The  Authority 
Board  last  approved  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  in  July  2007,  by  Resolution  No.  07-54- 
07/11. 

The  Subleasing  Policy  has  established  a minimum  acceptable  rental  rate  of  $0.05  for  unimproved 
land.  TIHDI  has  requested  a Sublease  that  would  allow  them  to  maintain  and  utilize  the 
Premises  as  family  service  space  consisting  of  employment  services,  case  management, 
counseling,  property  management,  parking,  and  meeting  space  for  residents  of  the  Island.  Given 
the  community  benefits  associated  with  TIHDI,  TIHDI  will  be  provided  space  on  Treasure  Island 
at  no  base  rent,  subject  to  the  condition  that  TIHDI  will  assume  all  responsibility  for 
maintenance  and  repairs,  and  participate  in  the  contribution  for  expenses  paid  or  incurred  by  the 
Authority  in  connection  with  the  ownership,  operation,  maintenance,  repair  and  management  of 
the  common  areas,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  sidewalks,  walkways,  driveways,  curbs, 
lighting  systems  and  security  services,  throughout  Treasure  Island.  The  Board  Authority  has 
previously  agreed  to  this  arrangement. 

FINANCIAL  IMPACT 

Neither  revenue,  nor  capital  expenditures  were  budgeted  for  the  fields  for  FY  08-09.  This 
transaction  will  have  no  impact  on  the  FY  08-09  budget. 


RECOMMENDATION

THIS  SUBLEASE  (the  "Sublease"),  dated  for  reference  purposes  only  as  of  April 
1,  2008,  is  by  and  between  the  TREASURE  ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  a 
California  public  benefit  corporation  (“Sublandlord”),  and  TREASURE  ISLAND  HOMELESS 
DEVELOPMENT  INITIATIVE,  a California  non-profit  corporation  (“Subtenant”).  From  time 
to  time,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  together  shall  be  referred  to  herein  as  the  “Parties”. 

This  Sublease  is  made  with  reference  to  the  following  facts  and  circumstances: 

A.  The  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of 
Navy  (“Master  Landlord”)  and  Sublandlord  entered  into  a lease  dated  September  4,  1998,  as 
amended  from  time  to  time  (the  “Master  Lease”),  a copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as 
Exhibit  A.  Under  the  Master  Lease,  the  Master  Landlord  leased  to  Sublandlord  certain  real 
property  located  on  Treasure  Island  Naval  Station  (the  “Property”),  as  more  particularly 
described  in  the  Master  Lease. 

B.  Subtenant  desires  to  sublet  from  Sublandlord,  and  Sublandlord  is  willing 
to  sublet  to  Subtenant,  a portion  of  the  Property  on  the  terms  and  conditions  contained  in  this 
Sublease. 


NOW  THEREFORE,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  hereby  agree  as  follows: 

1.  BASIC  SUBLEASE  INFORMATION

Information").  Each  item  below  shall  be  deemed  to  incorporate  all  of  the  terms  of  this  Sublease 
pertaining  to  such  item.

2.  PREMISES 
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2.1.  Subleased  Premises.  Subject  to  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease, 
Sublandlord  subleases  to  Subtenant  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  have  the  non-exclusive  right 
to  use,  together  with  other  subtenants  in  the  Facility,  the  lobbies,  corridors,  elevators,  stairways 
and  other  public  areas  of  the  Facility  and  the  Property  (collectively,  the  "Common  Areas"),  and 
the  non-exclusive  right  of  access  to  and  from  the  Premises  by  the  main  entrances  to  the  Facility 
and  the  Property. 

In  the  event  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  space  outside  the  Premises  without  the  prior 
written  consent  of  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area"),  then  upon  written  notice  from 
Sublandlord  ("Notice  to  Vacate"),  Subtenant  shall  immediately  vacate  such  Encroachment  Area 
and  pay  as  additional  rent  for  each  day  Subtenant  used,  occupied,  uses  or  occupies  such 
Encroachment  Area,  an  amount  equal  to  the  rentable  square  footage  of  the  Encroachment  Area, 
multiplied  by  the  higher  of  the  (a)  highest  rental  rate  then  approved  by  Sublandlord's  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  Premises  or  the  Facility,  or  (b)  then  current  fair  market  rent  for  such 
Encroachment  Area,  as  reasonably  determined  by  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area 
Charge").  If  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  such  Encroachment  Area  for  a fractional  month,  then  the 
Encroachment  Area  Charge  for  such  period  shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

In  no  event  shall  acceptance  by  Sublandlord  of  the  Encroachment  Area  Charge  be  deemed  a 
consent  by  Sublandlord  to  the  use  or  occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  by  Subtenant  or  a 
waiver  (or  be  deemed  as  waiver)  by  Sublandlord  of  any  and  all  other  rights  and  remedies  of 
Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease  (including  Subtenant's  obligation  to  indemnify,  defend  and  hold 
Sublandlord  harmless  as  set  forth  in  the  last  paragraph  of  this  Section  2.1),  at  law  or  in  equity. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  amount,  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional 
rent,  an  amount  equaling  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  upon  delivery  of  the  initial  Notice  to 
Vacate  plus  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area.  In  the  event 
Sublandlord  determines  during  subsequent  inspection(s)  that  Subtenant  has  failed  to  vacate  the 
Encroachment  Area,  then  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional  rent,  an  amount 
equaling  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  for  each  additional  Notice  to  Vacate,  if  applicable, 
delivered  by  Sublandlord  to  Subtenant  following  each  inspection.  The  parties  agree  that  the 
charges  associated  with  each  inspection  of  the  Encroachment  Area,  delivery  of  each  Notice  to 
Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area  represent  a fair  and  reasonable  estimate  of  the 
administrative  cost  and  expense  which  Sublandlord  will  incur  by  reason  of  Sublandlord's 
inspection  of  the  Premises,  issuance  of  each  Notice  to  Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment 
Area.  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  applicable  Notice  to  Vacate  and  Sublandlord's  right 
to  impose  the  foregoing  charges  shall  be  in  addition  to  and  not  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  other  rights 
and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease,  at  law  or  in  equity.  The  amounts  set  forth  in 
this  Section  2.1  shall  be  due  within  three  (3)  business  days  following  the  applicable  Notice  to 
Vacate  and/or  separate  invoice  relating  to  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the 
Encroachment  Area. 

In  addition  to  the  rights  and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  as  set  forth  in  the  immediately 
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foregoing  two  paragraphs  of  this  Section  2.1,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  indemnity  and 
exculpation  provision  set  forth  in  Section  16  below  shall  also  apply  to  Subtenant's  use  and 
occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  as  if  the  Premises  originally  included  the  Encroachment 
Area,  and  Subtenant  shall  additionally  indemnify,  defend  and  hold  Sublandlord  harmless  from 
and  against  any  and  all  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  delay  by  Subtenant  in  so  surrendering  the 
Encroachment  Area  including,  without  limitation,  any  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  any  claims 
against  Sublandlord  made  by  any  tenant  or  prospective  tenant  founded  on  or  resulting  from  such 
delay  and  losses  to  Sublandlord  due  to  lost  opportunities  to  lease  any  portion  of  the 
Encroachment  Area  to  any  such  tenant  or  prospective  tenant,  together  with,  in  each  case,  actual 
attorneys’  fees  and  costs. 

By  placing  their  initials  below,  each  party  specifically  confirms  the  accuracy  of  the 
statements  made  in  this  Section  2.1  and  the  reasonableness  of  the  amount  of  the  charges 
described  in  this  Section  2.1.

2.2.  As  Is  Condition  of  Premises. 


(a)  Inspection  of  Premises.  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  Subtenant  has  conducted 
a thorough  and  diligent  inspection  and  investigation,  either  independently  or  through  its  officers, 
directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and  contractors,  and  their 
respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of  them  {“Subtenant's 
Agents”),  of  the  Premises  and  the  suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 
Subtenant  is  fully  aware  of  the  needs  of  its  operations  and  has  determined,  based  solely  on  its 
own  investigation,  that  the  Premises  are  suitable  for  its  operations  and  intended  uses.  As  part  of 
its  inspection  of  the  Premises,  Subtenant  acknowledges  its  receipt  and  review  of  the  Seismic 
Report  referenced  in  Section  2.2(c)  below  and  the  Joint  Inspection  Report  referenced  in  Section  6 
of  the  Master  Lease. 

(b)  • As  Is;  Disclaimer  of  Representations.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the 
Premises  are  being  subleased  and  accepted  in  their  "AS  IS,  WITH  ALL  FAULTS"  condition, 
without  representation  or  warranty  of  any  kind,  and  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  statutes, 
ordinances,  resolutions,  regulations,  proclamations,  orders  or  decrees  of  any  municipal,  county, 
state  or  federal  government  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over 
the  Premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  currently  in  effect  or  adopted  in  the  future  and 
whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  Parties,  including  without  limitation  the  orders  and 
citations  of  any  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over  life  and  safety  issues  concerning  the 
Premises  governing  the  use,  occupancy,  management,  operation  and  possession  of  the  Premises 
(“Laws”).  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  this  Sublease  is  made  subject  to  any  and  all  covenants, 
conditions,  restrictions,  easements  and  other  title  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  whether  or  not  of  record.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  neither  Sublandlord, 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (“City”),  nor  any  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
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employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  or  contractors,  or  their  respective  heirs,  legal 
representatives,  successors  and  assigns  (“Sublandlord’s  Agents”)  have  made,  and  Sublandlord 
hereby  disclaims,  any  representations  or  warranties,  express  or  implied,  concerning  (i)  title  or 
survey  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  (ii)  the  physical,  geological,  seismological  or 
environmental  condition  of  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  matters  described  in 
the  Seismic  Report  (as  defined  below),  (iii)  the  quality,  nature  or  adequacy  of  any  utilities  serving 
the  Premises,  (iv)  the  feasibility,  cost  or  legality  of  constructing  any  Alterations  on  the  Premises 
if  required  for  Subtenant's  use  and  permitted  under  this  Sublease,  (v)  the  safety  of  the  Premises, 
whether  for  the  use  by  Subtenant  or  any  other  person,  including  Subtenant’s  Agents  or 
Subtenant’s  clients,  customers,  vendors,  invitees,  guests,  members,  licensees,  assignees  or 
subtenants  (“Subtenant’s  Invitees”),  or  (vi)  any  other  matter  whatsoever  relating  to  the  Premises 
or  their  use,  including,  without  limitation,  any  implied  warranties  of  merchantability  or  fitness 
for  a particular  purpose. 

(c)  Seismic  Report.  Without  limiting  Section  2.2(b)  above,  Subtenant  expressly 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that  it  received  and  read  that  certain  report  dated 
August  1995,  entitled  “ Treasure  Island  Reuse  Plan:  Physical  Characteristics,  Building  and 
Infrastructure  Conditions,  ” prepared  for  the  Office  of  Military  Base  Conversion,  Department  of 
City  Planning,  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Seismic  Report”),  a copy  of  the  cover  page  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C.  Subtenant 
has  had  an  adequate  opportunity  to  review  the  Seismic  Report  with  expert  consultants  of  its  own 
choosing.  The  Seismic  Report,  among  other  matters,  describes  the  conditions  of  the  soils  of  the 
Property  and  points  out  that  in  the  area  of  the  Property  where  the  Premises  are  located,  an 
earthquake  of  magnitude  7 or  greater  is  likely  to  cause  the  ground  under  and  around  the  Premises 
to  spread  laterally  to  a distance  of  ten  (10)  or  more  feet  and/or  result  in  other  risks.  In  that  event, 
there  is  a significant  risk  that  any  structures  or  improvements  located  on  or  about  the  Premises, 
may  fail  structurally  and  collapse. 

3.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  MASTER  LEASE 

3.1.  Incorporation  by  Reference.  All  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Master  Lease  are 
hereby  incorporated  by  reference  into  this  Sublease  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

3.2.  Performance  of  Master  Landlord's  Obligations.  Sublandlord  does  not  assume  the 
obligations  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease.  With  respect  to  work,  services,  repairs, 
restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  other 
obligations  required  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease,  Sublandlord's  sole  obligation 
with  respect  thereto  shall  be  to  request  the  same,  on  request  in  writing  by  Subtenant,  and  to  use 
reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  the  same  from  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  shall  cooperate  with 
Sublandlord  as  may  be  required  to  obtain  from  Master  Landlord  any  such  work,  services,  repairs, 
repainting,  restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  of 
Master  Landlord's  obligations  under  the  Master  Lease. 
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3.3.  Conflict.  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Sublease  conflict  with  any  portion  of  the  Master 
Lease  as  incorporated  herein,  then  the  terms  of  the  Master  Lease  shall  govern. 


3.4.  Compliance  with  Master  Lease.  Subtenant  shall  not  do  or  permit  to  be  done  anything 
which  would  constitute  a violation  or  a breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  provisions  of  the 
Master  Lease  or  which  would  cause  the  Master  Lease  to  be  terminated  or  forfeited  by  virtue  of 
any  rights  of  termination  reserved  by  or  vested  in  the  Master  Landlord. 


4.  TERM 

4.1.  Term  of  Sublease.  The  term  of  this  Sublease  (the  “Term”)  shall  commence  on  the 
Commencement  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  and  expire  on  the  Expiration 
Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  unless  sooner  terminated  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  this  Sublease. 

4.2.  Effective  Date.  This  Sublease  shall  become  effective  on  the  date  (the  "Effective  Date") 
upon  the  later  of  (i)  the  Parties'  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Sublease,  (ii)  Sublandlord's  Board 
of  Director's  approval  of  this  Sublease  at  a duly  noticed  meeting,  if  such  approval  is  required,  or 
(iii)  the  Commencement  Date. 

4.3.  Automatic  Termination.  If  the  Master  Lease  terminates  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  this 
Sublease  shall  automatically  terminate  and  the  Parties  shall  thereafter  be  relieved  from  all 
liabilities  and  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  except  for  liabilities  and  obligations  which 
expressly  survive  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has 
reviewed  the  Master  Lease,  is  aware  of  the  circumstances  upon  which  the  Master  Lease  may  be 
terminated  and  hereby  assumes  all  risks  associated  with  the  automatic  termination  of  this 
Sublease  because  of  the  termination  of  the  Master  Lease. 

4.4.  Termination  by  Sublandlord.  Subtenant's  period  of  occupancy  of  the  Premises  is 
subject  to  Sublandlord's  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  as  provided  herein  at  such  time  as 
Sublandlord  determines,  in  its  sole  discretion,  that  the  Premises  are  needed  in  connection  with  a 
Sublandlord  program  or  project.  As  used  herein,  "Sublandlord  program  or  project"  shall  mean 
any  development  or  renovation,  by  public  and/or  private  parties,  of  the  building  or  land  in  or  on 
which  the  Premises  are  located.  In  the  event  of  any  such  development  or  renovation, 

Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  without  liability  or  expense  upon 
delivery  to  Subtenant  of  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice  of  such  termination.  Subtenant 
agrees  and  shall  be  required  to  surrender  possession  of  the  Premises  by  the  end  of  such  thirty  (30) 
day  period. 

4.5.  No  Relocation  Assistance;  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not 
be  a displaced  person  as  that  term  is  defined  under  the  California  Government  Code  Section 
7260  et  seq.  ("California  Relocation  Act")  and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real 


Property  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.  C.  4601  et  seq.  ("URA"),  and  that  Subtenant  will  not  be  entitled  to 
any  relocation  benefits  provided  under  the  California  Relocation  Act  and  the  URA,  including  any 
moving  expenses,  reimbursement  for  costs  associated  with  increased  rent,  loss  of  goodwill  or 
other  costs  related  to  the  termination  of  Subtenant's  Lease  and  Subtenant's  relocation  from  the 
Premises.  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all 
claims  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue,  Sublandlord,  its  departments,  commissions,  officers, 
directors  and  employees,  agents,  contractors  and  successors  and  assigns  and  all  persons  acting  by, 
through  or  under  each  of  them,  under  any  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all  claims 
for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  Sublandlord  under  federal  and  state  relocation 
assistance  laws  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  California  Government  Code  Section  7260,  et  seq., 
and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.C. 
4601,  et  seq.).

5.  RENT 

5.1.  Base  Rent.  Throughout  the  Term,  beginning  on  the  Commencement  Date,  Subtenant 
shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  Base  Rent  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information. 
Base  Rent  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  without  prior  demand  and  without  any  deduction,  setoff, 
or  counterclaim  whatsoever.  Base  Rent  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
in  advance,  at  the  Notice  Address  of  Sublandlord  provided  in  Section  21.1  hereof  or  such  other 
place  as  Sublandlord  may  designate  in  writing.  If  the  Commencement  Date  occurs  on  a date 
other  than  the  first  day  of  a calendar  month,  or  the  Sublease  terminates  on  a day  other  than  the 
last  day  of  a calendar  month,  then  the  monthly  payment  of  Base  Rent  for  such  fractional  month 
shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

5.2.  Adjustments  in  Base  Rent.  If  this  Sublease  has  not  been  terminated,  then  on  each  Rent 
Adjustment  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  the  Base  Rent  shall  be  increased  by 
the  Rent  Increase  Percentage  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease  Information. 

5.3.  Additional  Charges.  In  addition  to  Base  Rent,  Subtenant  shall  pay  all  other  charges 
related  to  the  Premises  otherwise  payable  by  Subtenant  to  Sublandlord  hereunder,  including, 
without  limitation,  all  late  charges  and  default  interest  attributable  to  late  payments  and/or 
defaults  of  Subtenant  hereunder,  all  utility  charges,  and  any  amounts  other  than  Base  Rent  that 
shall  become  due  and  payable  by  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  (together,  the  “Additional 
Charges”).  Together,  Base  Rent  and  Additional  Charges  shall  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the 
“Rent”. 

5.4.  Late  Charge.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  pay  any  Rent  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  the 
same  is  due  and  payable,  such  unpaid  amount  will  be  subject  to  a late  payment  charge  equal  to 
six  percent  (6%)  of  the  unpaid  amount  in  each  instance.  The  late  payment  charge  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant,  after  negotiation,  as  a reasonable  estimate  of  the 
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additional  administrative  costs  and  detriment  that  Sublandlord  will  incur  as  a result  of  any  such 
failure  by  Subtenant,  the  actual  costs  thereof  being  extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
determine.  The  late  payment  charge  constitutes  liquidated  damages  to  compensate  Sublandlord 
for  its  damages  resulting  from  such  failure  to  pay  and  Subtenant  shall  promptly  pay  such  charge 
to  Sublandlord  together  with  such  unpaid  amount. 

5.5.  Default  Interest.  If  any  Rent  is  not  paid  within  ten  (10)  days  following  the  due  date, 
such  unpaid  amount  shall  bear  interest  from  the  due  date  until  paid  at  the  rate  of  ten  percent 
(10%)  per  year.  However,  interest  shall  not  be  payable  on  late  charges  incurred  by  Subtenant  nor 
on  any  amounts  on  which  late  charges  are  paid  by  Subtenant  to  the  extent  this  interest  would 
cause  the  total  interest  to  be  in  excess  of  that  which  an  individual  is  lawfully  permitted  to  charge. 
Payment  of  interest  shall  not  excuse  or  cure  any  default  by  Subtenant. 

6.  TAXES,  ASSESSMENTS  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES 

6.1.  Taxes  and  Assessments,  Licenses,  Permit  Fees  and  Liens. 

(a)  Payment  Responsibility.  Subtenant  shall  pay  any  and  all  real  and  personal  property 
taxes,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  possessory  interest  taxes,  general  and  special  assessments, 
excises,  licenses,  permit  fees  and  other  charges  and  impositions  of  every  description  levied  on  or 
assessed  against  the  Premises,  any  Alterations,  Subtenant's  Personal  Property,  or  Subtenant's  use 
of  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations  during  the  Term.  Subtenant  shall  make  all  such  payments 
directly  to  the  charging  authority  when  due  and  payable  and  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to 
delinquency.  However,  with  respect  to  real  property  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  or  assessed 
against  the  Premises  for  which  Sublandlord  receives  the  tax  bill  directly  from  the  taxing 
authority,  Subtenant  shall  reimburse  Sublandlord  for  payment  of  such  sums  immediately  upon 
demand. 

(b)  Taxability  of  Possessory  Interest.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  recognizes 
and  agrees  that  this  Sublease  may  create  a possessory  interest  subject  to  property  taxation  and 
that  Subtenant  may  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  property  taxes  levied  on  such  interest. 

(c)  No  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  not  allow  or  suffer  a lien  for  any  taxes  payable  by  Subtenant 
hereunder  to  be  imposed  upon  the  Premises  or  upon  any  equipment  or  other  property  located 
thereon  without  discharging  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  in  no  event  subsequent  to 
delinquency. 

(d)  Reporting  Information.  Subtenant  agrees  to  provide  such  information  as  Sublandlord 
may  request  to  enable  Sublandlord  to  comply  with  any  possessory  interest  tax  reporting 
requirements  applicable  to  this  Sublease. 

6.2.  Evidence  of  Payment.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  furnish  to 
Sublandlord  within  ten  ( 1 0)  days  after  the  date  when  any  charges  are  due  and  payable,  official 
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receipts  of  the  appropriate  taxing  authority  or  other  evidence  reasonably  satisfactory ^ to 
Sublandlord,  evidencing  payment  thereof. 

7.  USE;  COVENANTS  TO  PROTECT  PREMISES 

7.1.  Subtenant's  Permitted  Use.  Subtenant  may  use  the  Premises  for  the  Permitted  Use  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  but  for  no  other  purpose  without  the  prior  written 
consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent  may  be  given  or  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and 
absolute  discretion. 

7.2.  Subtenant's  Access  to  the  Premises.  As  provided  in  Section  30  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Subtenant  shall  have  access  to  the  Premises  on  a 24-hours  per  day,  seven  days  a week  basis; 
provided,  however,  Subtenant  shall  coordinate  such  access  with  the  local  representative  of 
Master  Landlord. 

7.3.  Rules  and  Regulations.  Subtenant  agrees  to  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  regarding 
the  Premises  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D,  and  any  additional  rules  regarding  security,  ingress, 
egress,  safety  and  sanitation  applicable  to  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  as  such  rules  and 
regulations  may  be  prescribed  by  Master  Landlord  or  Sublandlord  from  time  to  time. 

7.4.  Easements.  This  Sublease  shall  be  subject  to  all  outstanding  easements  and  rights-of- 
way  for  iocation  of  any  type  of  facility  over,  across,  in,  and  upon  the  Premises  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  to  the  right  of  Master  Landlord  to  grant  such  additional  easements  and  rights-of-way 
over,  across,  in  and  upon  the  Premises  as  Master  Landlord  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  public 
interest  (“Additional  Easements”);  provided  that,  as  provided  in  Section  29  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Master  Landlord  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  interference  with  Subtenant’s 
operations  hereunder  caused  by  the  granting  of  any  such  Additional  Easements  and  the  granting 
of  such  Additional  Easements  shall  be  conditioned  on  the  assumption  by  the  grantee  thereof  of 
liability  to  Subtenant  for  such  damages  as  Subtenant  shall  suffer  for  property  destroyed  or 
property  rendered  unusable  on  account  of  the  grantee’s  exercise  of  its  rights  thereunder.  There  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  holders  of  such  Additional  Easements  as  are  presently  outstanding  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  granted,  to  any  workers  officially  engaged  in  the  construction, 
installation,  maintenance,  operation,  repair  or  replacement  of  facilities  located  thereon,  and  to 
any  federal,  state  or  local  official  engaged  in  the  official  inspection  thereof,  such  reasonable 
rights  of  ingress  and  egress  over  the  Premises  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties  with  regard  to  such  facilities. 

7.5.  No  Interference  with  Navy  Operations.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  operations,  nor 
make  any  Alterations  (as  defined  below),  that  would  interfere  with  or  otherwise  restrict  Master 
Landlord’s  operations  or  environmental  clean-up  or  restoration  actions  by  the  Master  Landlord, 
Sublandlord,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the  State  of  California  or  their  contractors. 
Environmental  clean-up,  restoration  or  testing  activities  by  these  Parties  shall  take  priority  over 
Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises  in  the  event  of  any  conflict;  provided,  however,  in  such  event, 
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Master  Landlord  and  Sublandlord  shall  use  their  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  disruption  of 
Subtenant’s  operation. 

7.6.  No  Unlawful  Uses,  Nuisances  or  Waste.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
shall  not  use,  occupy  or  permit  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  of  the  Premises  in  any  unlawful 
manner  or  for  any  illegal  purpose,  or  permit  any  offensive,  noisy  or  hazardous  use  or  any  waste 
on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  eliminate  any  nuisances  or  hazards  relating  to  its 
activities  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  any  business,  place  any  sales 
display,  or  advertise  in  any  manner  in  areas  on  or  about  the  Property  outside  of  the  Premises. 

8.  ALTERATIONS 

8.1.  Alterations.  Subtenant  shall  not  construct,  install,  make  or  permit  to  be  made  any 
alterations,  installations  or  additions  (“Alterations”)  in,  to  or  about  the  Premises,  without 
Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  consent  may  given  or  withheld  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  Subject  to  Sublandlord's  consent  as  provided  above, 
any  Alterations  shall  be  done  at  Subtenant's  sole  expense  (i)  in  strict  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  approved  in  advance  by  Sublandlord  in  writing,  (ii)  by  duly  licensed  and  bonded 
contractors  or  mechanics  approved  by  Sublandlord,  (iii)  in  a good  and  professional  manner, 

(iv)  in  strict  compliance  with  all  Laws,  and  (v)  subject  to  all  other  conditions  that  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  impose.  In  no  event  shall  the  construction,  installation  or  the  making  of  any 
Alterations  impair  the  use  or  operation  of  the  Property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  Sublandlord's  or 
Master  Landlord’s  access  thereto.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  work  on  the  Premises  to 
construct  any  Alterations,  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  expense,  shall  procure  all  required  permits  and 
approvals  and  shall  promptly  upon  receipt  deliver  copies  of  all  such  documents  to  Sublandlord. 
No  material  change  from  the  plans  and  specifications  for  any  Alterations  approved  by 
Sublandlord  may  be  made  without  Sublandlord's  prior  consent.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  course  of  construction  on  the  Premises  at  all  times. 

8.2.  Historic  Properties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that,  pursuant  to  Section  15  of  the  Master  Lease,  no  Alterations  may  be 
made  to  any  improvements  on  the  Premises  (i)  which  will  affect  the  historic  characteristics  of  the 
improvements  or  modify  the  appearance  of  the  exterior  of  the  improvements  without  Master 
Landlord's  and  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  or  (ii)  if  such  Alterations  would  preclude 
qualifying  the  improvements  for  inclusion  on  the  National  Register  for  Historic  Places. 

8.3.  Ownership  of  Alterations.  Any  Alterations  constructed  on  or  affixed  to  the  Premises  by 
or  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  limitations  of  this  Section  8 shall  be  and 
remain  Subtenant's  property  during  the  Term.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
shall  remove  all  such  Alterations  from  the  Premises  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
19  hereof,  unless  Sublandlord,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  limiting  any  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  8.1  above,  requires  that  such  Alterations  remain  on  the  Premises  following  the  expiration 
or  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
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8.4.  Subtenant's  Personal  Property.  All  furniture,  furnishings  and  articles  of  movable 
personal  property  and  equipment  used  upon  or  installed  in  the  Premises  by  or  for  the  account  of 
Subtenant  that  can  be  removed  without  structural  or  other  material  damage  to  the  Premises  (all  of 
which  are  herein  called  "Subtenant's  Personal  Property")  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of 
Subtenant  and  shall  be  removed  by  Subtenant,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  19  hereof. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  providing  any  security  or  other  protection  of  or 
maintenance  to  Subtenant’s  Personal  Property. 

8.5.  Sublandlord's  Alterations.  Sublandlord  reserves  the  right  at  any  time  to  make 
alterations,  additions,  repairs,  deletions  or  improvements  to  the  common  areas  or  any  other  part 
of  the  improvements  on  the  Premises;  provided,  that  any  such  alterations  or  additions  shall  not 
materially  adversely  affect  the  functional  utilization  of  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein. 

9.  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

9.1.  Subtenant  Responsible  for  Maintenance  and  Repair.  Subtenant  assumes  full  and  sole 
responsibility  for  the  condition,  operation,  repair  and  maintenance  and  management  of  the 
Premises  from  and  after  the  Commencement  Date  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  in  good  condition 
and  repair.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  performance  of  any  repairs,  changes  or 
alterations  to  the  Premises,  nor  shall  Sublandlord  be  liable  for  any  portion  of  the  cost  thereof. 
Subtenant  shall  make  all  repairs  and  replacements,  interior  and  exterior,  structural  as  well  as  non- 
structural,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  which  may  be  necessary  to 
maintain  the  Premises  at  all  times  in  a clean,  safe,  attractive  and  sanitary  condition  and  in  good 
order  and  repair,  to  Sublandlord's  and  Master  Landlord’s  reasonable  satisfaction,  provided, 
however,  that  neither  Subtenant  nor  Sublandlord  shall  be  required  to  make  structural  repairs  or 
Alterations  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the  Commencement 
Date.  If  any  portion  of  the  Premises  is  damaged  by  any  activities  conducted  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately,  at  its  sole 
cost,  repair  all  such  damage  and  restore  the  Premises  to  its  previous  condition. 

9.2.  Utilities.  Sublandlord  shall  provide  the  basic  utilities  and  services  described  in  the 
attached  Exhibit  E (the  “Standard  Utilities  and  Services”)  to  the  Premises,  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  therein.  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  furnishing,  at  its  sole  cost, 
any  utilities  or  services  other  than  or  in  excess  of  the  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  that 
Subtenant  may  need  for  its  use  of  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  pay,  without  set  off  or 
counterclaim,  all  amounts  due  and  owing  for  such  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  at  the  rates 
provided  in  and  as  otherwise  set  forth  in  Exhibit  E. 

9.3.  Landscaping.  Subtenant  shall  maintain  the  exterior  landscaping  of  the  Premises  in  good 
condition  and  repair. 
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9.4. 


Janitorial  Services.  Subtenant  shall  provide  all  janitorial  services  for  the  Premises. 


9.5.  Pest  Control.  Subtenant  shall  provide  and  pay  for  all  pest  control  services  required 
within  the  Premises,  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  of  all  pests  at  all  times. 

9.6.  Trash.  Subtenant  shall  deposit  all  trash  into  designated  containers  in  the  Premises  in 
compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F.  Subtenant  shall  pay  for 
the  removal  of  trash  from  the  designated  containers.  Subtenant  shall  abide  by  all  rules 
established  by  Sublandlord  or  Master  Landlord  for  the  handling  of  trash. 

9.7.  No  Right  to  Repair  and  Deduct.  Subtenant  expressly  waives  the  benefit  of  any  existing 
or  future  Laws  or  judicial  or  administrative  decision  that  would  otherwise  permit  Subtenant  to 
make  repairs  or  replacements  at  Sublandlord's  expense,  or  to  terminate  this  Sublease  because  of 
Sublandlord's  failure  to  keep  the  Premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  good  order,  condition  or  repair, 
or  to  abate  or  reduce  any  of  Subtenant's  obligations  hereunder  on  account  of  the  Premises  or  any 
part  thereof  being  in  need  of  repair  or  replacement.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
expressly  waives  the  provisions  of  California  Civil  Code  Sections  1932,  1941  and  1942  or  any 
similar  Laws  with  respect  to  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  terminate  this  Sublease  and  with  respect  to 
any  obligations  of  Sublandlord  hereunder  or  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  make  repairs  or 
replacements  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  Rent. 

10.  LIENS 

10.1.  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  from  any  liens  arising  out  of  any  work 
performed,  material  furnished  or  obligations  incurred  by  or  for  Subtenant.  In  the  event  Subtenant 
does  not,  within  five  (5)  days  following  the  imposition  of  any  such  lien,  cause  the  lien  to  be 
released  of  record  by  payment  or  posting  of  a proper  bond,  Sublandlord  shall  have  in  addition  to 
all  other  remedies  provided  herein  and  by  law  or  equity  the  right,  but  not  the  obligation,  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  released  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deem  proper,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
payment  of  the  claim  giving  rise  to  such  lien.  All  such  sums  paid  by  Sublandlord  and  all 
expenses  it  incurs  in  connection  therewith  (including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys' 
fees)  shall  be  payable  to  Sublandlord  by  Subtenant  upon  demand.  Sublandlord  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  to  post  and  keep  posted  on  the  Premises  any  notices  permitted  or  required  by 
law  or  that  Sublandlord  deems  proper  for  its  protection  and  protection  of  the  Premises  from 
mechanics'  and  materialmen's  liens.  Subtenant  shall  give  Sublandlord  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days' 
prior  written  notice  of  the  commencement  of  any  repair  or  construction  on  any  of  the  Premises. 

1 1 . COMPLIANCE  WITH  LAWS 

11.1.  Compliance  with  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  promptly,  at  its  sole  expense,  maintain  the 
Premises  and  Subtenant’s  use  and  operations  thereon  in  strict  compliance  at  all  times  with  all 
present  and  future  Laws,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary; 
provided,  however  Subtenant  shall  not  be  required  to  make  repairs  or  structural  changes  to  the 
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Premises  required  solely  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the 
Commencement  Date  or  not  related  to  Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises,  unless  the  requirement 
for  such  changes  is  imposed  as  a result  of  any  Alterations  made  or  requested  to  be  made  by 
Subtenant.  Such  Laws  shall  include,  without  limitation,  all  Laws  relating  to  health  and  safety 
and  disabled  accessibility  including,  without  limitation,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  42 
U.S.C.  §§  12101  et  seq.  and  Title  24  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  all  present  and  future 
Environmental  Laws  (as  defined  in  this  Sublease  below),  and  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code.  No  occurrence  or  situation  arising  during  the  Term,  nor  any 
present  or  future  Law,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  and  however  extraordinary,  shall  give 
Subtenant  any  right  to  seek  redress  against  Sublandlord  for  failing  to  comply  with  any  Laws. 
Subtenant  waives  any  rights  now  or  hereafter  conferred  upon  it  by  any  existing  or  future  Law  to 
compel  Sublandlord  to  make  any  repairs  to  comply  with  any  such  Laws,  on  account  of  any  such 
occurrence  or  situation. 

11.2.  Regulatory  Approvals. 

(a)  Responsible  Party.  Subtenant  understands  and  agrees  that  Subtenant's  use  of  the 
Premises  and  construction  of  any  Alterations  permitted  hereunder  may  require  authorizations, 
approvals  or  permits  from  governmental  regulatory  agencies  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Premises. 
Subtenant  shall-  be  solely  responsible  for  obtaining  any  and  all  such  regulatory  approvals, . 
including  without  limitation,  any  liquor  permits  or  approvals.  Subtenant  shall  not  seek  any 
regulatory  approval  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  Sublandlord.  Subtenant  shall 
bear  all  costs  associated  with  applying  for,  obtaining  and  maintaining  any  necessary  or 
appropriate  regulatory  approval  and  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  satisfying  any  and  all 
conditions  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies  as  part  of  a regulatory  approval.  Any  fines  or 
penalties  levied  as  a result  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any 
regulatory  approval  shall  be  immediately  paid  and  discharged  by  Subtenant,  and  Sublandlord 
shall  have  no  liability,  monetary  or  otherwise,  for  any  such  fines  or  penalties.  Subtenant  shall 
indemnify,  protect,  defend  and  hold  harmless  forever  ("Indemnify")  Sublandlord,  City  and 
Master  Landlord,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  all  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees,  contractors,  boards,  commissions, 
departments,  agencies  and  other  subdivisions  and  each  of  the  persons  acting  by,  through  or  under 
each  of  them,  and  their  respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of 
them  (the  “Indemnified  Parties”),  against  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  losses,  liabilities, 
damages,  liens,  injuries,  penalties,  fines,  lawsuits  and  other  proceedings,  judgments  and  awards 
and  costs  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  and  consultants'  fees 
and  costs  (“Losses”)  arising  in  connection  with  Subtenant's  failure  to  obtain  or  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  any  regulatory  approval. 

11.3.  Compliance  with  Sublandlord’s  Risk  Management  Requirements.  Subtenant  shall 
not  do  anything,  or  permit  anything  to  be  done,  in  or  about  the  Premises  or  to  any  Alterations 
permitted  hereunder  that  would  create  any  unusual  fire  risk,  and  shall  take  commercially 
reasonable  steps  to  protect  Sublandlord  from  any  potential  premises  liability.  Subtenant  shall 
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faithfully  observe,  at  its  expense,  any  and  all  reasonable  requirements  of  Sublandlord's  Risk 
Manager  with  respect  thereto  and  with  the  requirements  of  any  policies  of  commercial  general 
liability,  all  risk  property  or  other  policies  of  insurance  at  any  time  in  force  with  respect  to  the 
Premises  and  any  Alterations  as  required  hereunder. 

12.  ENCUMBRANCES 

12.1.  Encumbrance  By  Subtenant.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in 
this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  not  under  any  circumstances  whatsoever  create  any  mortgage,  deed 
of  trust,  assignment  of  rents,  fixture  filing,  security  agreement,  or  similar  security  instrument,  or 
other  lien  or  encumbrance  or  assignment  or  pledge  of  an  asset  as  security  in  any  manner  against 
the  Premises  or  Sublandlord's  or  Subtenant’s  interest  under  this  Sublease. 

13.  DAMAGE  OR  DESTRUCTION 

13.1.  Damage  or  Destruction  to  the  Premises.  In  the  case  of  damage  to  or  destruction  of  the 
Premises  by  earthquake,  fire,  flood  or  any  other  casualty,  which  (i)  is  not  caused  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  (ii)  is  not  covered  by  the  insurance  described  in 
Section  17  below,  (iii)  prevents  Subtenant  from  operating  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein,  and  (iv)  costs  more  to  repair  than  the  Repair  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease 
Information,  either  party  may  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice 
and  upon  any  such  termination  Subtenant  shall  surrender  the  Premises  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  (except  for  damage  caused  by  a casualty  pursuant  to  which  this  Sublease  may  be 
terminated  under  this  Section  13.1)  and  both  Parties  shall  be  relieved  of  any  liability  for  such 
termination  or  for  repairing  such  damage.  If  neither  Party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in 
this  Section  13.1.  then  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  promptly  restore,  repair,  replace  or  rebuild 
the  Premises  to  the  condition  the  Premises  were  in  prior  to  such  damage  or  destruction,  subject  to 
any  Alterations  made  in  strict  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  8.1  above.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  Sublandlord  have  any  obligation  to  repair,  replace  or  rebuild  the  Premises  in 
the  event  of  a casualty. 

13.2.  No  Abatement  in  Rent.  In  the  event  of  any  damage  or  destruction  to  the  Premises,  and 
if  neither  party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in  Section  13.1  above,  there  shall  be  no 
abatement  in  the  Rent  payable  hereunder. 

13.3.  Waiver.  The  Parties  understand  and  agree  that  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section 
are  intended  to  govern  fully  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  Parties  in  the  event  of  damage  or 
destruction  to  the  Premises  or  Alterations,  and  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  each  hereby  waives 
and  releases  any  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  in  whole  or  in  part  under  Sections  1932.2  and 
1933.4  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  or  under  any  similar  Laws  now  or  hereafter  in  effect,  to 
the  extent  such  rights  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

14.  ASSIGNMENT  AND  SUBLETTING 
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14.1.  Restriction  on  Assignment  and  Subletting.  Subtenant  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly 
(including,  without  limitation,  by  merger,  acquisition  or  other  transfer  of  any  controlling  interest 
in  Subtenant),  voluntarily  or  by  operation  of  Law,  sell,  assign,  encumber,  pledge,  sublease  or 
otherwise  transfer  any  part  of  its  interest  in  or  rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises,  any  Alterations 
or  its  interest  in  this  Sublease,  or  permit  any  portion  of  the  Premises  to  be  occupied  by  anyone 
other  than  itself,  or  sublet  any  portion  of  the  Premises  (a  "Transfer"),  without  Sublandlord's  prior 
written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  Sublandlord  may  grant  or  withhold  in  its  sole  and 
absolute  discretion.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  a written  notice  of  its  intention  to 
Transfer  this  Sublease  or  the  Premises,  together  with  a copy  of  the  proposed  Transfer  agreement 
at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  date  of  the  proposed  Transfer.  Subtenant 
shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  such  information  regarding  the  proposed  Transfer  as  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  request. 

14.2.  Bonus  Rental.  If  Sublandlord  consents  to  a Transfer  of  any  of  Subtenant's  interest  in  or 
rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises  pursuant  to  Section  14.1  above,  then  one  hundred  percent 
(100%)  of  any  rent  or  other  consideration  payable  to  Subtenant  in  excess  of  the  Base  Rent 
payable  hereunder  (or  the  proportionate  share  thereof  applicable  to  the  portion  of  the  Premises 
that  is  subject  to  the  Transfer)  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  immediately  upon  receipt  by 
Subtenant. 

15.  DEFAULT;  REMEDIES 

15.1.  Events  of  Default.  Any  of  the  following  shall  constitute  an  event  of  default  ("Event  of 
Default")  by  Subtenant  hereunder: 

(a)  Failure  to  Pay  Rent.  Any  failure  to  pay  any  Rent  or  any  other  sums  due  hereunder, 
including  sums  due  for  utilities,  within  five  (5)  days  after  such  sums  are  due; 

(b)  Covenants,  Conditions  and  Representations.  Any  failure  to  perform  or  comply  with 
any  other  covenant,  condition  or  representation  made  under  this  Sublease;  provided,  Subtenant 
shall  have  a period  of  ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  written  notice  from  Sublandlord  of  such 
failure  within  which  to  cure  such  default  under  this  Sublease,  or,  if  such  default  is  not  capable  of 
cure  within  such  1 0-day  period,  Subtenant  shall  have  a reasonable  period  to  complete  such  cure  if 
Subtenant  promptly  undertakes  action  to  cure  such  default  within  such  10-day  period  and 
thereafter  diligently  prosecutes  the  same  to  completion  and  uses  its  best  efforts  to  complete  such 
cure  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  receipt  of  notice  of  default  from  Sublandlord; 

(c)  Vacation  or  Abandonment.  Any  abandonment  of  the  Premises  for  more  than  fourteen 
(14)  consecutive  days; 

(d)  Bankruptcy.  The  appointment  of  a receiver  to  take  possession  of  all  or  substantially  all 
of  the  assets  of  Subtenant,  or  an  assignment  by  Subtenant  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  or  any 
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action  taken  or  suffered  by  Subtenant  under  any  insolvency,  bankruptcy,  reorganization, 
moratorium  or  other  debtor  relief  act  or  statute,  whether  now  existing  or  hereafter  amended  or 
enacted;  and 

(e)  Notices  of  Default.  The  delivery  to  Subtenant  of  three  (3)  or  more  notices  of  default 
within  any  twelve  (12)  month  period,  irrespective  of  whether  Subtenant  actually  cures  such 
default  within  the  specified  time  period,  may,  in  the  sole  and  absolute  discretion  of  the  Authority, 
be  deemed  an  incurable  breach  of  this  Sublease  allowing  the  Authority  to  immediately  terminate 
this  Sublease  without  further  notice  or  demand  to  Subtenant. 

15.2.  Remedies.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant,  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  following  rights  and  remedies  in  addition  to  all  other  rights  and  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord  at  Law  or  in  equity: 

(a)  Terminate  Sublease  and  Recover  Damages.  The  rights  and  remedies  provided  by 
California  Civil  Code  Section  1951.2  (damages  on  termination  for  breach),  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  right  to  terminate  Subtenant's  right  to  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  recover 
the  worth  at  the  time  of  award  of  the  amount  by  which  the  unpaid  Rent  for  the  balance  of  the 
Term  after  the  time  of  award  exceeds  the  amount  of  rental  loss  for  the  same  period  that 
Subtenant  proves  could  be  reasonably  avoided,  as  computed  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  of  such 
Section  195 1 .2.  Sublandlord's  efforts  to  mitigate  the  damages  caused  by  Subtenant's  breach  of 
this  Sublease  shall  not  waive  Sublandlord's  rights  to  recover  unmitigated  damages  upon 
termination. 

(b)  Appointment  of  Receiver.  The  right  to  have  a receiver  appointed  for  Subtenant  upon 
application  by  Sublandlord  to  take  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  apply  any  rental  collected 
from  the  Premises  and  to  exercise  all  other  rights  and  remedies  granted  to  Sublandlord  pursuant 
to  this  Sublease. 

15.3.  Sublandlord's  Right  to  Cure  Subtenant's  Defaults.  If  Subtenant  defaults  in  the 
performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  then  Sublandlord  may  at  any  time 
thereafter  with  three  (3)  days  prior  written  notice  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  as 
determined  by  Sublandlord  where  prior  notice  by  Sublandlord  is  impractical),  remedy  such  Event 
of  Default  for  Subtenant's  account  and  at  Subtenant's  expense.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to 
Sublandlord,  as  Additional  Charges,  promptly  upon  demand,  all  sums  expended  by  Sublandlord, 
or  other  costs,  damages,  expenses  or  liabilities  incurred  by  Sublandlord,  including,  without 
limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  in  remedying  or  attempting  to  remedy  such  Event  of 
Default.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
Nothing  herein  shall  imply  any  duty  of  Sublandlord  to  do  any  act  that  Subtenant  is  obligated  to 
perform  under  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  and  Sublandlord's  cure  or  attempted  cure  of 
Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  shall  not  constitute  a waiver  of  Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  or  any 
rights  or  remedies  of  Sublandlord  on  account  of  such  Event  of  Default.

16. 


RELEASE  AND  WAIVER  OF  CLAIMS;  INDEMNIFICATION 


16.1.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents, 
covenants  and  agrees  that  the  Indemnified  Parties  shall  not  be  responsible  for  or  liable  to 
Subtenant  for,  and,  to  the  fullest  extent  allowed  by  any  Laws,  Subtenant  hereby  waives  all  rights 
against  the  Indemnified  Parties  and  releases  them  from,  any  and  all  Losses,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  incidental  and  consequential  damages,  relating  to  any  injury,  accident  or  death  of  any 
person  or  loss  or  damage  to  any  property,  in  or  about  the  Premises,  from  any  cause  whatsoever, 
including  without  limitation,  partial  or  complete  collapse  of  the  Premises  due  to  an  earthquake  or 
subsidence,  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or 
willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing: 

(a)  Subtenant  expressly  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the  Rent  payable  hereunder  does  not 
take  into  account  any  potential  liability  of  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  any  consequential  or 
incidental  damages  including,  but  not  limited  to,  lost  profits  arising  out  of  disruption  to 
Subtenant's  uses  hereunder.  Sublandlord  would  not  be  willing  to  enter  into  this  Sublease  in  the 
absence  of  a complete  waiver  of  liability  for  consequential  or  incidental  damages  due  to  the  acts 
or  omissions  of  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  Subtenant  expressly  assumes  the  risk  with  respect 
thereto.  Accordingly,  without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other 
waivers  contained  in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims, 
demands,  rights,  and  causes  of  action  for  consequential  and  incidental  damages  and  covenants 
not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  such  damages  arising  out  of  this  Sublease  or  the  uses 
authorized  hereunder,  including,  without  limitation,  any  interference  with  uses  conducted  by 
Subtenant  pursuant  to  this  Sublease  regardless  of  the  cause. 

(b)  Without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other  waivers  contained 
in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  fully 
RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  rights,  and 
causes  of  action  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  or 
future  Laws,  statutes,  or  regulations,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  claim  for  inverse 
condemnation  or  the  payment  of  just  compensation  under  the  law  of  eminent  domain,  or 
otherwise  at  equity,  in  the  event  that  Sublandlord  terminates  this  Sublease  because  of  such  claim 
for  inverse  condemnation  or  eminent  domain. 

(c)  As  part  of  Subtenant's  agreement  to  accept  the  Premises  in  its  "As  Is"  condition  as 
provided  herein,  and  without  limiting  such  agreement  and  any  other  waiver  contained  herein, 
Subtenant  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and 
forever  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all 
Losses,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise 
on  account  of  or  in  any  way  be  connected  with  the  physical  or  environmental  condition  of  the 
Premises  and  any  related  improvements  or  any  Laws  or  regulations  applicable  thereto  or  the 
suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 
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(d)  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not  be  a displaced  person  at  the  time  this  Sublease  is 
terminated,  and  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  the  Indemnified 
Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses  and  any  and  all  claims,  demands  or  rights  against  any  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  and  future  Laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all 
claims  for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  federal  and  state 
relocation  assistance  laws. 

(e)  Without  limiting  any  other  waiver  contained  herein,  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its 
successors  and  assigns,  hereby  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and  forever  RELEASES, 
WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses,  whether  direct 
or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise  on  account  of  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  Indemnified  Parties'  decision  to  Sublease  the  Premises  to  Subtenant, 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  such  decision  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of  gross 
negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties. 

(f)  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  never  to  file,  commence,  prosecute  or  cause  to  be  filed, 
commenced  or  prosecuted  against  the  Indemnified  Parties  any  claim,  action  or  proceeding  based 
upon  any  claims,  demands,  causes  of  action,  obligations,  damages,  losses,  costs,  expenses  or 
liabilities  of  any  nature  whatsoever  encompassed  by  the  waivers  and  releases. set  forth  in  this 
Section  16.1. 


(g)  In  executing  these  waivers  and  releases,  Subtenant  has  not  relied  upon  any  representation 
or  statement  other  than  as  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

(h)  Subtenant  had  made  such  investigation  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  these  waivers  and 
releases  as  it  deems  necessary  and  assumes  the  risk  of  mistake  with  respect  to  such  facts.  These 
waivers  and  releases  are  intended  to  be  final  and  binding  on  Subtenant  regardless  of  any  claims 
of  mistake. 

(i) -  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  releases,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar 

with  Section  1542  of  the  California  Civil  Code,  which  reads: 

A general  release  does  not  extend  to  claims  which  the  creditor  does 
not  know  or  suspect  to  exist  in  his  favor  at  the  time  of  executing  the 
release,  which  if  known  by  him  must  have  materially  affected  his 
settlement  with  the  debtor. 

Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  releases  contained  herein  include  all  known  and 
unknown,  disclosed  and  undisclosed,  and  anticipated  and  unanticipated  claims.  Subtenant 
realizes  and  acknowledges  that  it  has  agreed  upon  this  Sublease  in  light  of  this  realization  and, 
being  fully  aware  of  this  situation,  it  nevertheless  intends  to  waive  the  benefit  of  Civil  Code 
Section  1 542,  or  any  statute  or  other  similar  law  now  or  later  in  effect.  The  waivers  and  releases 
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contained  herein  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Sublease. 


16.2.  Subtenant’s  Indemnity.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents,  shall 
Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  and  against  any  and  all  Losses  arising  out  of  Subtenant’s 
use  of  the  Premises,  including  but  not  limited  to,  any  Losses  arising  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  out  of:  (a)  any  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  property  owned  by  or  in  the 
custody  of  Subtenant  or  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees;  (b)  any  accident,  injury  to  or 
death  of  a person,  including,  without  limitation,  Subtenant’s  Agents  and  Subtenant’s  Invitees, 
howsoever  or  by  whomsoever  caused,  occurring  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises;  (c)  any  default  by 
Subtenant  in  the  observation  or  performance  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  of  this 
Sublease  to  be  observed  or  performed  on  Subtenant's  part;  (d)  the  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or 
management,  or  manner  of  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or  management  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  or  any  person  or  entity  claiming  through  or  under  any  of  them,  of 
the  Premises  or  any  Alterations;  (e)  any  construction  or  other  work  undertaken  by  Subtenant  on 
or  about  the  Premises;  and  (f)  any  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant's  Agents 
or  Subtenant's  Invitees,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations,  except  to  the  extent  that 
such  Indemnity  is  void  or  otherwise  unenforceable  under  any  applicable  Laws  in  effect  on  or 
validly  retroactive  to  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and  further  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses 
are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or  intentional  wrongful  acts  and  omissions  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties.  The  foregoing  Indemnify  shall  include,  without  limitation,  reasonable  fees 
of  attorneys,  consultants  and  experts  and  related  costs  and  Sublandlord's  costs  of  investigating 
any  Loss.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  an  immediate  and 
independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  claim 
which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  this  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is  or 
may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered 
to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter.  Subtenant's  obligations  under 
this  Section  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

17.  INSURANCE 

17.1.  Required  Insurance  Coverage.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  maintain, 
or  cause  to  be  maintained,  through  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  the  following  insurance: 

(a)  General  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  commercial  general  liability  insurance, 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined  single  limit 
for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  contractual  liability,  independent 
contractors,  broad  form  property  damage,  personal  injury,  products  and  completed  operations, 
fire  damage  and  legal  liability  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000), 
explosion,  collapse  and  underground  (XCU). 

(b)  Automobile  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  business  automobile  liability 
insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined 
single  limit  for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  owned  and  hired 
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vehicles  and  for  employer’s  non-ownership  liability,  which  insurance  shall  be  required  if  any 
automobiles  or  any  other  motor  vehicles  are  operated  in  connection  with  Subtenant’s  activity  on 
the  Premises  or  the  Permitted  Use. 

(c)  Worker's  Compensation  and  Employer's  Liability  Insurance.  If  Subtenant  has 
employees,  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance  in  statutory  amounts  with  Employer's  Liability 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for  each  accident,  injury  or  illness, 
on  employees  eligible  for  each. 

(d)  Personal  Property  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  procure  and 
maintain  on  all  of  its  personal  property  and  Alterations,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises,  property 
insurance  on  an  all  risk  form,  excluding  earthquake  and  flood,  to  the  extent  of  full  replacement 
value.  The  proceeds  from  any  such  policy  shall  be  used  by  Subtenant  for  the  replacement  of 
Subtenant's  personal  property. 

(e)  Other  Coverage.  Such  other  insurance  or  different  coverage  amounts  as  is  required  by 
law  or  as  is  generally  required  by  commercial  owners  of  property  similar  in  size,  character,  age 
and  location  as  the  Premises,  as  may  change  from  time  to  time,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the 
City's  Risk  Manager. 

17.2.  Claims-Made  Policies.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a claims-made  form  of  policy,  Subtenant  shall  maintain  such  coverage 
continuously  throughout  the  Term  and  without  lapse  for  a period  of  three  (3)  years  beyond  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease,  to  the  effect  that  should  occurrences  during  the  Term  give  rise  to 
claims  made  after  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  claims  shall  be  covered  by  such  claims- 
made  policies. 

17.3.  Annual  Aggregate  Limits.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a form  of  coverage  which  includes  an  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that 
claims  investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be  included  in  such  annual  aggregate  limit,  such 
annual  aggregate  limit  shall  be  double  the  occurrence  limits  specified  herein. 

17.4.  Payment  of  Premiums.  Subtenant  shall  pay  the  premiums  for  maintaining  all  required 
insurance. 

17.5.  Waiver  of  Subrogation  Rights.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained 
herein,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  (each  a "Waiving  Party")  each  hereby  waives  any  right  of 
recovery  against  the  other  party  for  any  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  such  other  party  with  respect 
to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises  or  any  portion  thereof  or  the  contents  of  the  same  or  any  operation 
therein,  whether  or  not  such  loss  is  caused  by  the  fault  or  negligence  of  such  other  party,  to  the 
extent  such  loss  or  damage  is  covered  by  insurance  which  is  required  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Waiving  Party  under  this  Sublease  or  is  actually  covered  by  insurance  obtained  by  the  Waiving 
Party.  Each  Waiving  Party  agrees  to  cause  its  insurers  to  issue  appropriate  waiver  of  subrogation 
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rights  endorsements  to  all  policies  relating  to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises;  provided,  the  failure  to 
obtain  any  such  endorsement  shall  not  affect  the  above  waiver. 

17.6.  General  Insurance  Matters. 


(a)  All  liability  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall 
contain  a cross-liability  clause,  shall  name  as  additional  insureds  the  "THE  TREASURE 
ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  THE 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  ACTING  BY  AND  THROUGH  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
THE  NAVY,  AND  THEIR  OFFICERS,  DIRECTORS,  EMPLOYEES  AND  AGENTS,"  shall  be 
primary  to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the  additional  insureds  with  respect  to  claims  arising  , 
under  this  Sublease,  and  shall  provide  that  such  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured 
against  whom  complaint  is  made  or  suit  is  brought  except  with  respect  to  the  limits  of  the 
company's  liability. 

(b)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  be  issued 
by  an  insurance  company  or  companies  reasonably  acceptable  to  Sublandlord  with  an  AM  Best 
rating  of  not  less  than  A-VIII  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  California. 

(c)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  provide  for 
thirty  (30)  days'  prior  written  notice  of  cancellation  for  any  reason,  intended  non-renewal,  or 
reduction  in  coverage  to  Subtenant  and  Sublandlord.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  in  accordance 
with  the  notice  provisions  of  Section  21.1  below. 

(d)  Subtenant  shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  certificates  of  insurance  and  additional  insured 
policy  endorsements  in  a form  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  evidencing  the  coverages  required 
herein,  together  with  evidence  of  payment  of  premiums,  on  or  before  the  Commencement  Date, 
and  upon  renewal  of  each  policy  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  before  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
policy.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord's  request,  promptly  furnish  Sublandlord  with  a 
complete  copy  of  any  insurance  policy  required  hereunder. 

(e)  Not  more  often  than  every  year  and  upon  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days'  prior  written 
notice,  Sublandlord  may  require  Subtenant  to  increase  the  insurance  limits  set  forth  in  Section 
17.1  above  if  Sublandlord  finds  in  its  reasonable  judgment  that  it  is  the  general  commercial 
practice  in  San  Francisco  to  carry  insurance  in  amounts  substantially  greater  than  those  amounts 
carried  by  Subtenant  with  respect  to  risks  comparable  to  those  associated  with  the  use  of  the 
Premises. 

(f)  Subtenant's  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  in  no  way  relieve  or 
decrease  Subtenant's  indemnification  obligations  herein  or  any  of  Subtenant's  other  obligations  or 
liabilities  under  this  Sublease. 

(g)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Sublease,  Sublandlord  may  elect  in 
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Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion  to  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  the  lapse  of  any 
required  insurance  coverage  by  written  notice  to  Subtenant. 

18.  ACCESS  BY  SUBLANDLORD 

18.1.  Access  to  Premises  by  Sublandlord. 

(a)  General  Access.  Sublandlord  reserves  for  itself  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents,  the  right  to 
enter  the  Premises  and  any  portion  thereof  at  all  reasonable  times  upon  not  less  than  twenty-four 
(24)  hours  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency)  for  any 
purpose. 

(b)  Emergency  Access.  In  the  event  of  any  emergency,  as  determined  by  Sublandlord, 
Sublandlord  may,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  notice,  enter  the  Premises  and  alter  or  remove 
any  Alterations  or  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  any  and  all  means  Sublandlord  considers  appropriate  to  gain  access  to  any 
portion  of  the  Premises  in  an  emergency.  In  such  case,  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
any  damage  or  injury  to  any  such  property,  nor  for  the  replacement  of  any  such  property  and  any 
such  emergency  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a forcible  or  unlawful  entry  onto  or  a detainer  of, 
the  Premises,  or  an  eviction,  actual  or  constructive,  of  Subtenant  from  the  Premises  or  any 
portion  thereof. 

(c)  No  Liability.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  liable  in  any  manner,  and  Subtenant  hereby 
waives  any  claims,  for  any  inconvenience,  disturbance,  loss  of  business,  nuisance  or  other 
damage  arising  out  of  Sublandlord's  entry  onto  the  Premises,  except  damage  resulting  directly 
and  exclusively  from  the  gross  negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  Sublandlord  or  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  and  not  contributed  to  by  the  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees. 

18.2.  Access  to  Premises  by  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that 
Master  Landlord  shall  have  all  of  the  rights  of  access  to  the  Premises  described  in  the  Master 
Lease. 

19.  SURRENDER 

19.1.  Surrender  of  the  Premises.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
surrender  to  Sublandlord  the  Premises  in  the  same  condition  as  of  the  Commencement  Date, 
ordinary  wear  and  tear  excepted,  and  free  and  clear  of  all  liens,  easements  and  other 
encumbrances  created  or  suffered  by,  through  or  under  Subtenant.  On  or  before  any  termination 
hereof,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  remove  any  and  all  of  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  from 
the  Premises  and  demolish  and  remove  any  and  all  Alterations  from  the  Premises  (except  for  any 
Alterations  that  Sublandlord  agrees  are  to  remain  part  of  the  Premises  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  8.3  above).  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  expense,  repair  any  damage  to  the 
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Premises  resulting  from  the  removal  of  any  such  items  and  restore  the  Premises  to  their  condition 
immediately  prior  to  the  presence  of  any  Alterations.  In  connection  therewith,  Subtenant  shall 
obtain  any  and  all  necessary  permits  and  approvals,  including,  without  limitation,  any 
environmental  permits,  and  execute  any  manifests  or  other  documents  necessary  to  complete  the 
demolition,  removal  or  restoration  work  required  hereunder.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this 
Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Any  items  of  Subtenant's  Personal 
Property  remaining  on  or  about  the  Premises  after  the  termination  of  this  Sublease  may,  at 
Sublandlord's  option  and  after  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice  to  Subtenant,  be  deemed  abandoned 
and  in  such  case  Sublandlord  may  dispose  of  such  property  in  accordance  with  Section  1980,  et 
seep,  of  the  California  Civil  Code  or  in  any  other  manner  allowed  by  Law. 

19.2.  No  Holding  Over.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  surrender  the  Premises  to  Sublandlord  upon  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease  as  required  by  this  Section,  Subtenant  shall  Indemnify  Sublandlord 
against  all  Losses  resulting  therefrom,  including,  without  limitation,  Losses  made  by  a 
succeeding  Subtenant  resulting  from  Subtenant's  failure  to  surrender  the  Premises.  Subtenant 
shall  have  no  right  to  hold  over  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent 
may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  If  Sublandlord  holds  over  the 
Premises  or  any  part  thereof  after  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  holding 
over  shall  be  terminable  upon  written  notice  by  Sublandlord,  and  the  Base  Rent  shall  be 
increased  to  two  hundred  percent  (200%)  of  the  Base  Rent  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  such 
holding  over,  and  such  holdover  shall  otherwise  be  on  all  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
Sublease.  This  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  Sublandlord's  permission  for  Subtenant  to  hold 
over.  Acceptance  of  any  holdover  Base  Rent  by  Sublandlord  following  expiration  or  termination 
of  this  Sublease  shall  not  constitute  an  extension  or  renewal  of  this  Sublease. 

19.3.  Security  Deposit.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  upon  execution  of  this  Sublease  a 
security  deposit  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information  as  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  all  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  agrees 
that  Sublandlord  may  (but  shall  not  be  required  to)  apply  the  security  deposit  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  remedy  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s 
Invitees,  or  any  failure  of  Subtenant  to  perform  any  other  terms,  covenants  or  conditions 
contained  in  this  Sublease,  without  waiving  any  of  Sublandlord's  other  rights  and  remedies 
hereunder  or  at  Law  or  in  equity.  Should  Sublandlord  use  any  portion  of  the  security  deposit  to 
cure  any  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately  replenish  the 
security  deposit  to  the  original  amount,  and  Subtenant's  failure  to  do  so  within  five  (5)  days  of 
Sublandlord's  notice  shall  constitute  a material  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 
Sublandlord's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  security  deposit  are  solely  that  of  debtor  and  not 
trustee.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  the  security  deposit  separate  from  its  general 
funds,  and  Subtenant  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest  on  such  deposit.  The  amount  of  the 
security  deposit  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit  Subtenant's  liability  for  the  performance  of  any  of  its 
obligations  under  this  Sublease.  To  the  extent  that  Sublandlord  is  not  entitled  to  retain  or  apply 
the  security  deposit  pursuant  to  this  Section  20.3,  Sublandlord  shall  return  such  security  deposit 
to  Subtenant  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the  termination  of  this  Sublease.

HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 


20.1.  No  Hazardous  Materials.  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  that  neither  Subtenant  nor 
any  of  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  shall  cause  or  permit  any  material  that, 
because  of  its  quantity,  concentration  or  physical  or  chemical  characteristics,  is  deemed  by  any 
federal,  state  or  local  governmental  authority  to  pose  a present  or  potential  hazard  to  human 
health  or  safety  or  to  the  environment,  including,  without  limitation,  any  material  or  substance 
defined  as  a "hazardous  substance,"  or  "pollutant"  or  "contaminant"  pursuant  to  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  of  1980  ("CERCLA", 
also  commonly  known  as  the  "Superfund"  law),  as  amended  (42  U.S.C.  Sections  9601  et  seq.),  or 
pursuant  to  Section  25281  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  "hazardous  waste"  listed 
pursuant  to  Section  25140  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  asbestos  and  asbestos 
containing  materials  whether  or  not  such  materials  are  part  of  the  structure  of  any  existing 
improvements  on  the  Premises,  or  are  naturally  occurring  substances  on,  in  or  about  the 
Premises;  and  petroleum,  including  crude  oil  or  any  fraction  thereof,  and  natural  gas  or  natural 
gas  liquids  (“Hazardous  Material”)  to  be  brought  upon,  kept,  used,  stored,  generated  or  disposed 
of  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises  or  transported  to  or  from  the  Premises  without  the  prior  written 
approval  of  Sublandlord,  which  approval  may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute 
discretion.  Subtenant  shall  immediately  notify  Sublandlord  if  and  when  Subtenant  learns  or  has 
reason  to  believe  there  has  been  any  release  of  Hazardous  Material  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises. 
Sublandlord  may  from  time  to  time  request  Subtenant  to  provide  adequate  information  for 
Sublandlord  to  determine  that  any  Hazardous  Material  permitted  hereunder  is  being  handled  in 
compliance  with  all  applicable  federal,  state  or  local  Laws  or  policies  relating  to  Hazardous 
Material  (including,  without  limitation,  its  use,  handling,  transportation,  production,  disposal, 
discharge  or  storage)  or  to  human  health  and  safety,  industrial  hygiene  or  environmental 
conditions  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  and  any  other  property,  including,  without 
limitation,  soil,  air  and  groundwater  conditions  (“Environmental  Laws”),  and  Subtenant  shall 
promptly  provide  all  such  information.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents  shall  have  the 
right  to  inspect  the  Premises  for  Hazardous  Material  and  compliance  with  the  provisions  hereof 
at  all  reasonable  times  upon  reasonable  advance  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency).  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  comply,  without  limiting  the  foregoing, 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  21  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code  including,  without  limitation, 
regarding  obtaining  and  complying  with  the  requirements  of  an  approved  hazardous  materials 
management  plan,  and  with  the  requirements  of  the  environmental  protection  provisions 
provided  for  in  Section  1 3 of  the  Master  Lease. 

20.2.  Subtenant's  Environmental  Indemnity.  If  Subtenant  breaches  any  of  its  obligations 
contained  in  Section  20.1  above,  or,  if  any  act  or  omission  or  negligence  of  Subtenant  or  any  of 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  results  in  any  spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  pouring, 
emitting,  discharging,  injecting,  escaping,  leeching  or  dumping  (“Release”)  of  Hazardous 
Material  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  without  limiting  Subtenant's  general 
Indemnity  contained  in  Section  16.2  above.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s 
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Agents,  shall  Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  each  of  them,  from  and  against  any  and  all 
enforcement,  investigation,  remediation  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  actions,  agreements 
or  orders  threatened,  instituted  or  completed  pursuant  to  any  Environmental  Laws  together  with 
any  and  all  Losses  made  or  threatened  by  any  third  party  against  Sublandlord,  Sublandloid’s 
Agents,  or  the  Premises,  relating  to  damage,  contribution,  cost  recovery  compensation,  loss  or 
injury  resulting  from  the  presence,  Release  or  discharge  of  any  Hazardous  Materials,  including, 
without  limitation,  Losses  based  in  common  law,  investigation  and  remediation  costs,  fines, 
natural  resource  damages,  damages  for  decrease  in  value  of  the  Premises,  the  loss  or  restriction 
of  the  use  or  any  amenity  of  the  Premises  and  attorneys'  fees  and  consultants'  fees  and  experts' 
fees  and  costs  (“Hazardous  Materials  Claims”)  arising  during  or  after  the  Term  of  this  Sublease 
and  relating  to  such  Release.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  includes,  without  limitation,  all  costs 
associated  with  the  investigation  and  remediation  of  Hazardous  Material  and  with  the  restoration 
of  the  Premises  or  the  Property  to  its  prior  condition  including,  without  limitation,  fines  and 
penalties  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies,  natural  resource  damages  and  losses,  and  revegetation 
of  the  Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  if  Subtenant  or 
any  of  Subtenant's  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  causes  or  permits  the  Release  of  any 
Hazardous  Materials  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  Subtenant  shall, 
immediately,  at  no  expense  to  Sublandlord,  take  any  and  all  appropriate  actions  to  return  the 
Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property  affected  thereby  to  the  condition  existing  prior  to  such 
Release  and  otherwise  investigate  and  remediate  the  Release  in  accordance  with  all 
Environmental  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  written  notice  of  and  afford 
Sublandlord  a full  opportunity  to  participate  in  any  discussions  with  governmental  regulatory 
agencies  regarding  any  settlement  agreement,  cleanup  or  abatement  agreement,  consent  decree, 
permit,  approvals,  or  other  compromise  or  proceeding  involving  Hazardous  Material. 

20.3.  Acknowledgment  of  Receipt  of  EBS  and  FOSL  Reports.  Subtenant  hereby  . 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that,  prior  to  the  execution  of  this  Sublease,  it 
has  received  and  reviewed  the  Environmental  Baseline  Survey  (“EBS”)  and  the  Finding  of 
Suitability  to  Lease  (“FOSL”)  described  in  Section  7 of  the  Master  Lease.  California  law 
requires  landlords  to  disclose  to  tenants  the  presence  or  potential  presence  of  certain  Hazardous 
Materials.  Accordingly,  Subtenant  is  hereby  advised  that  occupation  of  the  Premises  may  lead  to 
exposure  to  Hazardous  Materials  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  gasoline,  diesel  and  other  vehicle 
fluids,  vehicle  exhaust,  office  maintenance  fluids,  tobacco  smoke,  methane  and  building 
materials  containing  chemicals,  such  as  formaldehyde.  Further,  there  are  Hazardous  Materials 
located  on  the  Premises  as  described  in  the  EBS  and  the  FOSL.  In  addition,  California's 
Proposition  65,  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  25249.6  et  seq.,  requires  notice  that  some  of 
these  Hazardous  Materials  are  known  by  the  State  of  California  to  cause  cancer  or  reproductive 
harm.  By  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  notices  and  warnings  set 
forth  above  satisfy  the  requirements  of  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Sections  25249.6  et 
seq.,  25359.7  and  related  statutes. 
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21.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS

21.1.  Notices.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Sublease,  any  notice  given 
hereunder  shall  be  effective  only  in  writing  and  given  by  delivering  the  notice  in  person,  or  by 
sending  it  first  class  mail  or  certified  mail  with  a return  receipt  requested  or  reliable  commercial 
overnight  courier,  return  receipt  requested,  with  postage  prepaid,  to  the  appropriate  addresses  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information.  Any  Party  hereunder  may  designate  a new  address  for 
notice  purposes  hereunder  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  such  change.  Any 
notice  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  two  (2)  days  after  the  date  when  it  is  mailed 
if  sent  by  first  class  or  certified  mail,  one  day  after  the  date  it  is  made,  if  sent  by  commercial 
overnight  carrier,  or  upon  the  date  personal  delivery  is  made,  and  any  refusal  by  either  Party  to 
accept  the  attempted  delivery  of  any  notice,  if  such  attempted  delivery  is  in  compliance  with  this 
Section  21.1  and  applicable  Laws,  shall  be  deemed  receipt  of  such  notice. 

21.2.  No  Implied  Waiver.  No  failure  by  Sublandlord  to  insist  upon  the  strict  performance  of 
any  obligation  of  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  or  to  exercise  any  right,  power  or  remedy  arising 
out  of  a breach  thereof,  irrespective  of  the  length  of  time  for  which  such  failure  continues,  no 
acceptance  of  full  or  partial  payment  of  Rent  due  hereunder  during  the  continuance  of  any  such 
breach,  and  no  acceptance  of  the  keys  to  or  possession  of  the  Premises  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
the  Term  by  any  Agent  of  Sublandlord,  shall  constitute  a waiver  of  such  breach  or  of 
Sublandlord's  right  to  demand  strict  compliance  with  such  term,  covenant  or  condition  or  operate 
as  a surrender  of  this  Sublease.  No  express  written  waiver  of  any  default  or  the  performance  of 
any  provision  hereof  shall  affect  any  other  default  or  performance,  or  cover  any  other  period  of 
time,  other  than  the  default,  performance  or  period  of  time  specified  in  such  express  waiver.  One 
or  more  written  waivers  of  a default  or  the  performance  of  any  provision  hereof  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a waiver  of  a subsequent  default  or  performance.  The  consent  of  Sublandlord 
given  in  any  instance  under  the  terms  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  relieve  Subtenant  of  any 
obligation  to  secure  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  in  any  other  or  future  instance  under  the  terms  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.3.  Amendments.  Neither  this  Sublease  nor  any  term  or  provision  hereof  may  be  changed, 
waived,  discharged  or  terminated,  except  by  a written  instrument  signed  by  the  Parties  hereto. 

21.4.  Authority.  If  Subtenant  signs  as  a corporation,  a partnership  or  a limited  liability 
company,  each  of  the  persons  executing  this  Sublease  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  does  hereby 
covenant  and  warrant  that  Subtenant  is  a duly  authorized  and  existing  entity,  that  Subtenant  has 
and  is  qualified  to  do  business  in  California,  that  Subtenant  has  full  right  and  authority  to  enter 
into  this  Sublease,  and  that  each  and  all  of  the  persons  signing  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  are 
authorized  to  do  so.  Upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with 
evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  confirming  the  foregoing  representations  and 
warranties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants 
that  it  has  full  power  to  make  the  waivers  and  releases,  indemnities  and  the  disclosures  set  forth 
herein,  and  that  it  has  received  independent  legal  advice  from  its  attorney  as  to  the  advisability  of 
entering  into  a sublease  containing  those  provisions  and  their  legal  effect. 
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21.5.  Joint  and  Several  Obligations.  The  word  "Subtenant"  as  used  herein  shall  include  the 
plural  as  well  as  the  singular.  If  there  is  more  than  one  Subtenant,  the  obligations  and  liabilities 
under  this  Sublease  imposed  on  Subtenant  shall  be  joint  and  several. 

21.6.  Interpretation  of  Sublease.  The  captions  preceding  the  articles  and  sections  of  this 
Sublease  and  in  the  table  of  contents  have  been  inserted  for  convenience  of  reference  only  and 
such  captions  shall  in  no  way  define  or  limit  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease. 
This  Sublease  has  been  negotiated  at  arm's  length  and  between  persons  sophisticated  and 
knowledgeable  in  the  matters  dealt  with  herein  and  shall  be  interpreted  to  achieve  the  intents  and 
purposes  of  the  Parties,  without  any  presumption  against  the  party  responsible  for  drafting  any 
part  of  this  Sublease.  Provisions  in  this  Sublease  relating  to  number  of  days  shall  be  calendar 
days,  unless  otherwise  specified,  provided  that  if  the  last  day  of  any  period  to  give  notice,  reply  to 
a notice  or  to  undertake  any  other  action  occurs  on  a Saturday,  Sunday  or  a bank  or  Sublandlord 
holiday,  then  the  last  day  for  undertaking  the  action  or  giving  or  replying  to  the  notice  shall  be 
the  next  succeeding  business  day.  Use  of  the  word  "including"  or  similar  words  shall  not  be 
construed  to  limit  any  general  term,  statement  or  other  matter  in  this  Sublease,  whether  or  not 
language  of  non-limitation,  such  as  "without  limitation"  or  similar  words,  are  used.  Unless 
otherwise  provided  herein,  whenever  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  is  required  to  be  obtained  by 
Subtenant  hereunder,  Sublandlord  may  give  or  withhold  such  consent  in  its  sole  and  absolute 
discretion. 

21.7.  Successors  and  Assigns.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  14,  the  terms,  covenants 
and  conditions  contained  in  this  Sublease  shall  bind  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  Sublandlord  and 
Subtenant  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  their  personal  representatives  and  successors 
and  assigns;  provided,  however,  that  upon  any  transfer  by  Sublandlord  (or  by  any  subsequent 
Sublandlord)  of  its  interest  in  the  Premises  as  lessee,  including  any  transfer  by  operation  of  Law,' 
Sublandlord  (or  any  subsequent  Sublandlord)  shall  be  relieved  from  all  subsequent  obligations 
and  liabilities  arising  under  this  Sublease  subsequent  to  such  transfer. 

21.8.  Brokers.  Neither  party  has  had  any  contact  or  dealings  regarding  the  leasing  of  the 
Premises,  or  any  communication  in  connection  therewith,  through  any  licensed  real  estate  broker- 
or  other  person  who  could  claim  a right  to  a commission  or  finder's  fee  in  connection  with  the 
Sublease  contemplated  herein.  In  the  event  that  any  broker  or  finder  perfects  a claim  for  a 
commission  or  finder's  fee  based  upon  any  such  contact,  dealings  or  communication,  the  party 
through  whom  the  broker  or  finder  makes  a claim  shall  be  responsible  for  such  commission  or 
fee  and  shall  Indemnify  the  other  party  from  any  and  all  Losses  incurred  by  the  indemnified  party 
in  defending  against  the  same.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  survive  any  termination  of 
this  Sublease. 

2 1 .9.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person, 
entity  or  circumstance  shall,  to  any  extent,  be  invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  remainder  of  this 
Sublease,  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  persons,  entities  or  circumstances  other  than 
those  as  to  which  it  is  invalid  or  unenforceable,  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and  each  other 
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provision  of  this  Sublease  shall  be  valid  and  be  enforceable  to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by 
Law. 

21.10.  Governing  Law.  This  Sublease  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  in  accordance  with  the 
Laws  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  federal  government. 

21.11.  Entire  Agreement.  This  instrument  (including  the  exhibits  hereto,  which  are  made  a 
part  of  this  Sublease)  contains  the  entire  agreement  between  the  Parties  and  supersedes  all  prior 
written  or  oral  negotiations,  discussions,  understandings  and  agreements.  The  Parties  further 
intend  that  this  Sublease  shall  constitute  the  complete  and  exclusive  statement  of  its  terms  and 
that  no  extrinsic  evidence  whatsoever  (including  prior  drafts  of  this  Sublease  and  any  changes 
therefrom)  may  be  introduced  in  any  judicial,  administrative  or  other  legal  proceeding  involving 
this  Sublease.  Subtenant  hereby  acknowledges  that  neither  Sublandlord  nor  Sublandlord's 
Agents  have  made  any  representations  or  warranties  with  respect  to  the  Premises  or  this  Sublease 
except  as  expressly  set  forth  herein,  and  no  rights,  easements  or  licenses  are  or  shall  be  acquired 
by  Subtenant  by  implication  or  otherwise  unless  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

21.12.  Attorneys'  Fees.  In  the  event  that  either  Sublandlord  or  Subtenant  fails  to  perform  any  of 
its  obligations  under  this  Sublease  or  in  the  event  a dispute  arises  concerning  the  meaning  or 
interpretation  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  the  defaulting  party  or  the  party  not  prevailing  in 
such  dispute,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  pay  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  other 
party  in  enforcing  or  establishing  its  rights  hereunder  (whether  or  not  such  action  is  prosecuted  to 
judgment),  including,  without  limitation,  court  costs  and  reasonable  attorneys'  fees.  For  purposes 
of  this  Sublease,  reasonable  fees  of  attorneys  in  the  Office  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Attorney 
(Sublandlord's  General  Counsel)  shall  be  based  on  the  fees  regularly  charged  by  private  attorneys 
with  the  equivalent  number  of  years  of  experience  in  the  subject  matter  area  of  the  law  for  which 
the  City  Attorney's  services  were  rendered  who  practice  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
in  law  firms  with  approximately  the  same  number  of  attorneys  as  employed  by  the  Office  of  the 
City  Attorney.  Further,  for  purposes  of  this  Sublease,  the  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  mean  the 
fees  and  expenses  of  counsel  to  the  Parties,  which  may  include  printing,  duplicating  and  other 
expenses,  air  freight  charges,  hiring  of  experts,  and  fees  billed,  for  law  clerks,  paralegals, 
librarians  and  others  not  admitted  to  the  bar  but  performing  services  under  the  supervision  of  an 
attorney.  The  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  also  include,  without  limitation,  all  such  fees  and 
expenses  incurred  with  respect  to  appeals,  mediations,  arbitrations,  and  bankruptcy  proceedings, 
and  whether  or  not  any  action  is  brought  with  respect  to  the  matter  for  which  such  fees  and  costs 
were  incurred.  The  term  "attorney"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  the  term  "counsel". 

21.13.  Time  of  Essence.  Time  is  of  the  essence  with  respect  to  all  provisions  of  this  Sublease  in 
which  a definite  time  for  performance  is  specified. 

21.14.  Cumulative  Remedies.  All  rights  and  remedies  of  either  party  hereto  set  forth  in  this 
Sublease  shall  be  cumulative,  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  herein. 
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21.15.  Survival  of  Indemnities.  Termination  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  either 
party  to  enforce  any  and  all  indemnities  and  representations  and  warranties  given  or  made  to  the 
other  party  under  this  Sublease,  nor  shall  it  affect  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  that  expressly 
states  it  shall  survive  termination  hereof.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that, 
with  respect  to  each  of  the  indemnities  contained  in  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  has  an  immediate 
and  independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any 
claim  which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  the  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is 
or  may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is 
tendered  to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter. 

21.16.  Relationship  of  Parties.  Sublandlord  is  not,  and  none  of  the  provisions  in  this  Sublease 
shall  be  deemed  to  render  Sublandlord,  a partner  in  Subtenant's  business,  or  joint  venturer  or 
member  in  any  joint  enterprise  with  Subtenant.  This  Sublease  is  not  intended  nor  shall  it  be 
construed  to  create  any  third  party  beneficiary  rights  in  any  third  party,  unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided.  The  granting  of  this  Sublease  by  Sublandlord  does  not  constitute 
authorization  or  approval  by  Sublandlord  of  any  activity  conducted  by  Subtenant  on,  in  or 
relating  to  the  Premises. 

21.17.  Recording.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  not  record  this  Sublease  nor  any  memorandum 
or  short  form  hereof  in  the  official  records  of  any  county. 

21.18.  Non-Liability  of  Indemnified  Parties’  Officials,  Employees  and  Agents.  No  elective 
or  appointive  board,  commission,  member,  officer  or  employee  of  any  of  the  Indemnified  Parties 
shall  be  personally  liable  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  the  event  of  any  default  or 
breach  by  Sublandlord  or  for  any  amount  which  may  become  due  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  or  for  any  obligation  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease. 

21.19.  No  Discrimination.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  non-discrimination  provisions  of 
Section  19.1  of  the  Master  Lease,  including,  without  limitation,  posting  all  notices  required 
therein. 

21.20.  Counterparts.  This  Sublease  may  be  executed  in  two  or  more  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  deemed  an  original,  but  all  of  which  taken  together  shall  constitute  one  and  the 
same  instrument. 

21.21.  Master  Landlord’s  Consent.  This  Sublease  is  expressly  conditioned  upon  receipt  of  the 
written  consent  of  Master  Landlord. 


22.  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 

22.1.  Signs.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  will  not  erect  or  maintain,  or  permit  to  be  erected  or 
maintained,  any  signs,  notices  or  graphics  upon  or  about  the  Premises  which  are  visible  in  or 
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from  public  corridors  or  other  portions  of  any  common  areas  of  the  Premises  or  from  the  exterior 
of  the  Premises,  without  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  which  Sublandlord  may  withhold  or 
grant  in  its  sole  discretion. 

22.2.  Public  Transit  Information.  Subtenant  shall  establish  and  carry  on  during  the  Term  a 
program  to  encourage  maximum  use  of  public  transportation  by  personnel  of  Subtenant 
employed  on  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  distribution  to  such  employees  of 
written  materials  explaining  the  convenience  and  availability  of  public  transportation  facilities 
adjacent  or  proximate  to  the  Premises  and  encouraging  use  of  such  facilities,  all  at  Subtenant's 
sole  expense. 

22.3.  TIHDI  Job  Broker.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  TIHDI  Work 
Force  Hiring  Plan  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F. 

22.4.  Local  Hiring.  Subtenant  further  agrees  to  use  good  faith  efforts  to  hire  residents  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  all  levels  of  Subtenant's  personnel  needs  and  to  contract 
with  local  businesses  for  Subtenant's  purchase  of  supplies,  materials,  equipment  or  services. 

22.5.  Non-Discrimination  in  City  Contracts  and  Benefits  Ordinance. 

(a)  Covenant  Not  to  Discriminate.  In  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
covenants  and  agrees  not  to  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  the  fact  or  perception  of  a person’s  race, 
color,  creed,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity, 
domestic  partner  status,  marital  status,  disability,  weight,  height  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  or  HIV  status  (AIDS/HIV  status)  against  any  employee  of,  any  City  employee  working 
with,  or  applicant  for  employment  with,  Subtenant  in  any  of  Subtenant’s  operations  within  the 
United  States,  or  against  any  person  seeking  accommodations,  advantages,  facilities,  privileges, 
services,  or  membership  in  all  business,  social,  or  other  establishments  or  organizations  operated 
by  Subtenant. 

(b)  Sub-Subleases  and  Other  Subcontracts.  Subtenant  shall  include  in  all  sub-subleases 
and  other  subcontracts  relating  to  the  Premises  a non-discrimination  clause  applicable  to  such 
sub-subtenant  or  other  subcontractor  in  substantially  the  form  of  subsection  (a)  above.  In 
addition,  Subtenant  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all  sub-subleases  and  other  subcontracts  the 
provisions  of  Sections  12B.2(a),  12B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  and  shall  require  all  sub-subtenants  and  other  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such 
provisions.  Subtenant’s  failure  to  comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  subsection  shall  constitute 
a material  breach  of  this  Sublease. 

(c)  Non-Discrimination  in  Benefits.  Subtenant  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and 
will  not  during  the  Term,  in  any  of  its  operations  or  in  San  Francisco  or  with  respect  to  its 
operations  under  this  Sublease  elsewhere  within  the  United  States,  discriminate  in  the  provision 
of  bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits,  membership  or  membership 
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discounts,  moving  expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits  or  travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any 
benefits  other  than  the  benefits  specified  above,  between  employees  with  domestic  partners  and 
employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between  the  domestic  partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees, 
where  the  domestic  partnership  has  been  registered  with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state 
or  local  law  authorizing  such  registration,  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  12B.2(b) 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

(d)  HRC  Form.  As  a condition  to  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  execute  the  “Chapter  12B 
Declaration:  Nondiscrimination  in  Contracts  and  Benefits”  form  (Form  HRC-12B-101)  with 
supporting  documentation  and  secure  the  approval  of  the  form  by  the  San  Francisco  Human 
Rights  Commission  (the  “HRC”).  Subtenant  hereby  represents  that  prior  to  execution  of  this 
Sublease,  (i)  Subtenant  executed  and  submitted  to  the  HRC  Form  HRC-128-101  with  supporting 
documentation;  and  (ii)  the  HRC  approved  such  form. 

(e)  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference.  The  provisions  of 
Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  relating  to  non-discrimination 
by  parties  contracting  for  the  lease  of  City  property  are  incorporated  in  this  Section  by  reference 
and  made  a part  of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  Subtenant  shall  comply  fully 
with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this  Sublease  under  such  Chapters  of  the 
Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  in  such  Chapters. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  understands  that  pursuant  to  Section  12B.2(h)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  a penalty  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  person  for  each 
calendar  day  during  which  such  person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Sublease  may  be  assessed  against  Subtenant  and/or  deducted  from  any  payments  due 
Subtenant. 

22.6.  MacBride  Principles  - Northern  Ireland.  The  City  urges  companies  doing  business  in 
Northern  Ireland  to  move  toward  resolving  employment  inequities  and  encourages  them  to  abide 
by  the  MacBride  Principles  as  expressed  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  12F.1,  et 
seq.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  also  urges  San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business 
with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  has 
read  and  understands  the  above  statement  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  concerning 
doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland. 

22.7.  Tropical  Hardwood  and  Virgin  Redwood  Ban.  The  City  urges  companies  not  to 
import,  purchase,  obtain  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical  hardwood,  tropical  hardwood  wood 
product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  product.  Except  as  expressly  permitted  by  the 
application  of  Section  802(b)  and  803(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant 
shall  not  provide  any  items  to  the  construction  of  tenant  improvements  or  Alterations  in  the 
Premises,  or  otherwise  in  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  which  are  tropical  hardwoods, 
tropical  hardwood  wood  products,  virgin  redwood,  or  virgin  redwood  wood  products.  In  the 
event  Subtenant  fails  to  comply  in  good  faith  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  8 of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant  shall  be  liable  for  liquidated  damages  for  each  violation 
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in  an  amount  equal  to  Subtenant's  net  profit  on  the  contract  or  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  contract  dollars,  whichever  is  greater. 

22.8.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Subtenant  states  that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
8.105  and  8.106  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  certifies  that  it  knows  of  no  facts  which  would 
constitute  a violation  of  such  provisions.  Subtenant  further  certifies  that  it  has  made  a complete 
disclosure  to  the  Sublandlord  of  all  facts  bearing  on  any  possible  interests,  direct  or  indirect, 
which  Subtenant  believes  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Sublandlord  presently  has  or  will  have 
in  this  Sublease  or  in  the  performance  thereof  or  in  any  portion  of  the  profits  thereof.  Willful 
failure  by  Subtenant  to  make  such  disclosure,  if  any  . shall  constitute  grounds  for  the 
Sublandlord's  termination  and  cancellation  of  this  Sublease. 

22.9.  Wages  and  Working  Conditions.  Subtenant  agrees  that  any  person  performing  labor  in 
the  construction  of  any  tenant  improvements  and  any  Alterations  to  the  Premises.,  which 
Subtenant  provides  under  this  Sublease,  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  as  required  by  Section  6.22(E)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  hours  and  working  conditions.,  and  shall  receive  the  same  benefits  as  in  each  case  are 
provided  for  similar  work  performed  in  San  Francisco.  California.  Subtenant  shall  include,  in 
any  contract  for  construction  of  such  tenant  improvements  and  Alterations,  a requirement  that  all 
persons'  performing  labor  under  such  contract  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing 
rate  of  wages  for  the  labor  so  performed.  Subtenant  shall  require  any  contractor  to  provide,  and 
shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  upon  request,  certified  payroll  reports  with  respect  to  all  persons 
performing  labor  in  the  construction  of  such  tenant  improvement  work  or  any  .Alterations  to  the 
Premises. 

22.10.  Prohibition  of  Tobacco  Advertising.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  no 
advertising  of  cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  is  allowed  on  any  real  properly  owned  by  or  under 
the  control  of  Sublandlord  or  the  City,  including  the  Premises  and  the  Property.  This  prohibition 
includes  the  placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,  selling  or  distributing  cigarettes  or 
tobacco  products  or  the  name  of  any  cigarette  or  tobacco  product  in  an}-  promotion  of  an}-  event 
or  product.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  any  advertisement  sponsored  by  a state,  local  or 
nonprofit  entity  designed  to  communicate  the  health  hazards  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  products 
or  to  encourage  people  not  to  smoke  or  to  stop  smoking. 

22.1 1.  Pesticide  Prohibition.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  SOS  of 
Chapter  3 of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  (the  "Pesticide  Ordinance")  which  (i)  prohibit 
the  use  of  certain  pesticides  on  City  property,  (ii)  require  the  posting  of  certain  notices  and  the 
maintenance  of  certain  records  regarding  pesticide  usage  and  (iii)  require  Subtenant  to  submit  to 
Sublandlord  an  integrated  pest  management  ("IPM")  plan  that  (a)  lists,  to  the  extent  reasonably 
possible,  the  t}-pes  and  estimated  quantities  of  pesticides  that  Subtenant  may  need  to  apply  to  the 
Premises  during  the  terms  of  this  Sublease,  (b)  describes  the  steps  Subtenant  will  take  to  meet 
the  City’s  IPM  Policy  described  in  Section  300  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance  and  (c)  identifies,  by 
name,  title,  address  and  telephone  number,  an  individual  to  act  as  Subtenant’s  primary  IPM 


contact  person  with  the  City.  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  303(a)  and  303(b)  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance. 

22.12.  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance.  The  City  has  adopted  a First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance 
(Board  of  Supervisors  Ordinance  No.  264  98)  which  establishes  specific  requirements, 
procedures  and  monitoring  for  first  source  hiring  of  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals  for  entry  level  positions.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  Sublandlord  adopts  a First 
Source  Hiring  Implementation  and  Monitoring  Plan  in  accordance  with  the  First  Source  Hiring 
Ordinance,  Subtenant  shall  enter  into  a First  Source  Hiring  Agreement  that  meets  the  applicable 
requirements  of  Section  83.9  of  the  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance. 

22.13.  Sunshine  Ordinance.  In  accordance  with  Section  67.24(e)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  contracts,  contractors’  bids,  leases,  agreements,  responses  to  Requests  for 
Proposals,  and  all  other  records  of  communications  between  City  departments  and  persons  or 
firms  seeking  contracts  will  be  open  to  inspection  immediately  after  a contract  has  been  awarded. 
Nothing  in  this  provision  requires  the  disclosure  of  a private  person’s  or  organization’s  net  worth 
or  other  proprietary  financial  data  submitted  for  qualification  for  a contract,  lease,  agreement  or 
other  benefit  until  and  unless  that  person  or  organization  is  awarded  the  contract,  lease, 
agreement  or  benefit.  Information  provided  which  is  covered  by  this  Section  will  be  made 
available  to  the  public  upon  request. 

22.14.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges 
that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15.103  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  Article  III, 
Chapter  2 of  City's  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Section  87100  et  seq.  and 
Section  1 090  et  seq.  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does 
not  know  of  any  facts  which  would  constitute  a violation  of  said  provisions,  and  agrees  that  if 
Subtenant  becomes  aware  of  any  such  fact  during  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
immediately  notify  Sublandlord. 

22.15.  Charter  Provision.  This  Sublease  is  governed  by  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. . 

22.16.  Requiring  Health  Benefits  for  Covered  Employees.  Unless  exempt,  Subtenant  agrees 
to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Care  Accountability 
Ordinance  (HCAO),  as  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  12Q,  including 
the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing  regulations,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  12Q  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this 
Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  The  text  of  the  HCAO  is  available  on  the  web  at 
www.dph.sf.ca.us/HCRes/Resolutions/2004Res/HCResl02004.shtml.  Capitalized  terms  used  in 
this  Section  and  not  defined  in  this  Sublease  shall  have  the  meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in 
Chapter  12Q. 

(a)  For  each  Covered  Employee,  Subtenant  shall  provide  the  appropriate  health  benefit  set

forth  in  Section  12Q.3  of  the  HCAO.  If  Subtenant  chooses  to  offer  the  health  plan  option,  such 
health  plan  shall  meet  the  minimum  standards  set  forth  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  above,  if  Subtenant  is  a small  business  as  defined  in 

Section  12Q.3(d)  of  the  HCAO,  it  shall  have  no  obligation  to  comply  with  Subsection  (a)  above. 

(c)  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  HCAO  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this 
Sublease.  Sublandlord  shall  notify  Subtenant  if  such  a breach  has  occurred.  If,  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  receiving  City's  written  notice  of  a breach  of  this  Sublease  for  violating  the  HCAO, 
Subtenant  fails  to  cure  such  breach  or,  if  such  breach  cannot  reasonably  be  cured  within  such 
period  of  thirty  (30)  days,  Subtenant  fails  to  commence  efforts  to  cure  within  such  period,  or 
thereafter  fails  diligently  to  pursue  such  cure  to  completion,  Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to 
pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  Section  12Q.5(f)(l-5).  Each  of  these  remedies  shall  be 
exercisable  individually  or  in  combination  with  any  other  rights  or  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord. 

(d)  Any  Subcontract  entered  into  by  Subtenant  shall  require  the  Subcontractor  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  HCAO  and  shall  contain  contractual  obligations  substantially  the  same  as 
those  set  forth  in  this  Section.  Subtenant  shall  notify  City's  Purchasing  Department  when  it 
enters  into  such  a-  Subcontract  and  shall  certify  to  the  Purchasing  Department  that  it  has  notified 
the  Subcontractor  of  the  obligations  under  the  HCAO  and  has  imposed  the  requirements  of  the 
HCAO  on  Subcontractor  through  the  Subcontract.  Each  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  its 
Subcontractors'  compliance  with  this  Chapter.  If  a Subcontractor  fails  to  comply,  the 
Sublandlord  may  pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  this  Section  against  Subtenant  based  on  the 
Subcontractor’s  failure  to  comply,  provided  that  Sublandlord  has  first  provided  Subtenant  with 
notice  and  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a cure  of  the  violation. 

(e)  Subtenant  shall  not  discharge,  reduce  in  compensation,  or  otherwise  discriminate  against 
any  employee  for  notifying  Sublandlord  with  regard  to  Subtenant's  compliance  or  anticipated 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  HCAO,  for  opposing  any  practice  proscribed  by  the 
HCAO,  for  participating  in  proceedings  related  to  the  HCAO,  or  for  seeking  to  assert  or  enforce 
any  rights  under  the  HCAO  by  any  lawful  means. 

(f)  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  not  an  entity  that  was  set  up,  or  is  being  used, 
for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  intent  of  the  HCAO. 

(g)  Subtenant  shall  keep  itself  informed  of  the  current  requirements  of  the  HCAO. 

(h)  Subtenant  shall  provide  reports  to  Sublandlord  in  accordance  with  any  reporting  standards 
promulgated  by  Sublandlord  under  the  HCAO,  including  reports  on  Subcontractors  and 
Subtenants,  as  applicable. 

(i)  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  access  to  records  pertaining  to  compliance  with 
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the  HCAO  after  receiving  a written  request  from  Sublandlord  to  do  so  and  being  provided  at  least 
five  (5)  business  days  to  respond. 

(j)  Sublandlord  may  conduct  random  audits  of  Subtenant  to  ascertain  its  compliance  with 
HCAO.  Subtenant  agrees  to  cooperate  with  Sublandlord  when  it  conducts  such  audits. 

(k)  If  Subtenant  is  exempt  from  the  HCAO  when  this  Sublease  is  executed  because  its 
amount  is  less  than  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  (or  [Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($50,000)  if  Subtenant  is  a qualified  nonprofit),  but  Subtenant  later  enters  into  an  agreement  or 
agreements  that  cause  Subtenant's  aggregate  amount  of  all  agreements  with  Sublandlord  to  reach 
Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000),  all  the  agreements  shall  be  thereafter  subject  to  the 
HCAO.  This  obligation  arises  on  the  effective  date  of  the  agreement  that  causes  the  cumulative 
amount  of  agreements  between  Subtenant  and  the  Contracting  Department  to  be  equal  to  or 
greater  than  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000)  in  the  fiscal  year. 

22.17.  Notification  of  Limitations  on  Contributions.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1.126  of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign 
and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  any  person  who  contracts  with  the  City  for  the 
selling  or  leasing  of  any  land  or  building  to  or  from  the  City  whenever  such  transaction  would 
require  approval  by  a City  elective  officer  or  the  board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves, 
from  making  any  campaign  contribution  to  the  officer  at  any  time  from  the  commencement  of 
negotiations  for  such  contract  until  the  termination  of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  three  (3) 
months  has  elapsed  from  the  date  the  contract  is  approved  by  the  City  elective  officer,  or  the 
board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves.  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission 
Regulation  1.126-1  provides  that  negotiations  are  commenced  when  a prospective  contractor  first 
communicates  with  a City  officer  or  employee  about  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a specific 
contract.  This  communication  may  occur  in  person,  by  telephone  or  in  writing,  and  may  be 
initiated  by  the  prospective  contractor  or  a City  officer  or  employee.  Negotiations  are  completed 
when  a contract  is  finalized  and  signed  by  the  City  and  the  contractor.  Negotiations  are 
terminated  when  the  City  and/or  the  prospective  contractor  end  the  negotiation  process  before  a 
final  decision  is  made  to  award  the  contract. 

22.18.  Preservation-Treated  Wood  Containing  Arsenic.  As  of  July  1,  2003,  Subtenant  may 
not  purchase  preservative-treated  wood  products  containing  arsenic  in  the  performance  of  this 
Sublease  unless  an  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  Environment  Code  Chapter  1 3 is 
obtained  from  the  Department  of  Environment  under  Section  1304  of  the  Environment  Code. 

The  term  "preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic"  shall  mean  wood  treated  with  a 
preservative  that  contains  arsenic,  elemental  arsenic,  or  an  arsenic  copper  combination, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  chromated  copper  arsenate  preservative,  ammoniac  copper  zinc 
arsenate  preservative,  or  ammoniacal  copper  arsenate  preservative.  Subtenant  may  purchase 
preservative-treated  wood  products  on  the  list  of  environmentally  preferable  alternatives  prepared 
and  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Environment.  This  provision  does  not  preclude  Subtenant 
from  purchasing  preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic  for  saltwater  immersion.  The  term 
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"saltwater  immersion"  shall  mean  a pressure-treated  wood  that  is  used  for  construction  purposes 
or  facilities  that  are  partially  or  totally  immersed  in  saltwater. 

22.19.  Resource  Efficient  City  Buildings  and  Pilot  Projects.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  enacted  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  Sections  700  to 
707  relating  to  resource-efficient  City  buildings  and  resource-efficient  pilot  projects.  Subtenant 
hereby  agrees  that  it  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  such  code  sections. 

22.20.  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction.  Subtenant  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by 
all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction  Ordinance,  as  set  forth  in  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Chapter  16,  including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing 
guidelines  and  rules.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  16  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and 
made  a part  of  this  Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  This  provision  is  a material  term  of  this 
Sublease.  By  entering  into  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  agrees  that  if  it  breaches  this  provision, 
Sublandlord  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to 
determine;  further,  Subtenant  agrees  that  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  liquidated 
damages  for  the  first  breach,  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  liquidated  damages  for  the  second 
breach  in  the  same  year,  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  liquidated  damages  for  subsequent 
breaches  in  the  same  year  is  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  damage  that  Sublandlord  will  incur 
based  on  the  violation,  established  in  light  of  the  circumstances  existing  at  the  time  this  Sublease 
was  made.  Such  amounts  shall  not  be  considered  a penalty,  but  rather  agreed  monetary  damages 
sustained  by  Sublandlord  because  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

22.21.  Estoppel  Certificates.  At  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
Sublandlord's  request,  Subtenant  will  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  Sublandlord  a 
statement  certifying  the  following  matters:  (a)  the  Commencement  Date  and  Expiration  Date  of 
this  Sublease;  (b)  that  this  Sublease  is  unmodified  and  in  full  force  and  effect  (or  if  there  have 
been  modifications,  that  this  Sublease  is  in  full  force  and  effect  as  modified  and  the  date  and 
nature  of  such  modifications);  (c)  the  dates  to  which  the  Rent  has  been  paid;  (d)  that  there  are  no 
Events  of  Default  under  this  Sublease  (or  if  there  are  any  Events  of  Default,  the  nature  of  such 
Event  of  Default);  and  (e)  any  other  matters  reasonably  requested  by  Sublandlord.  Sublandlord 
and  Subtenant  intend  that  any  such  statement  delivered  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  may  be  relied 
upon  by  any  assignee  of  Sublandlord's  interest  in  the  Master  Lease  or  this  Sublease,  any 
mortgagee  or  any  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  of  the  building  or  land  on  which  the 
Premises  are  located.  Subtenant  irrevocably  appoints  Sublandlord,  as  Subtenant's  agent,  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  Sublandlord  any  such  instrument  if  Subtenant  fails  to  do  so, 
which  failure  shall  also  be  an  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 
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Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  have  executed  this  Sublease  in  triplicate  as  of  the  date  first 
written  above.

BACKGROUND 

Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center  Foundation,  a California  nonprofit  corporation  (hereafter  referred 
to  as  "TI  Sailing”  or  "Subtenant"),  provides  sailing  classes  and  operates  a community  sailing 
center.

PROPOSED  MONTHLY  BASE  RENT 

Under  the  Authority’s  Interim  Subleasing  Policy,  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  sets  ranges 
of  minimum  sublease  rental  rates  per  square  foot  by  type  of  use  and  facility  for  office  and 
industrial  space.  Authority  Staff  reviews  and  analyzes  available  commercial  data  including 
market  comparables  of  properties  similarly  situated  to  the  Authority  properties  and  evaluates  the 
Authority  transactions  over  the  past  12  months  to  establish  fair  market  value.  The  Authority 
Board  last  approved  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  in  July  2007,  by  Resolution  No.  07-54- 
07/11. 

The  Subleasing  Policy  has  established  a minimum  acceptable  rental  rate  of  $0.05  for  unimproved 
land.  TI  Sailing  has  requested  a Sublease  that  would  allow  them  to  maintain  and  utilize  the 
Premises  as  a community  sailing  center  for  residents  of  the  Island  and  San  Francisco.  Given  the 
community  benefits  associated  with  TI  Sailing,  TI  Sailing  will  be  provided  space  on  Treasure 
Island  at  no  base  rent,  subject  to  the  condition  that  TI  Sailing  assume  all  responsibility  for 
Maintenance  and  repairs,  and  participate  in  the  contribution  for  expenses  paid  or  incurred  by  the 
Authority  in  connection  with  the  ownership,  operation,  maintenance,  repair  and  management  of 
the  common  areas,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  sidewalks,  walkways,  driveways,  curbs, 
lighting  systems  and  security  services,  throughout  Treasure  Island.

THIS  SUBLEASE  (the  "Sublease"),  dated  for  reference  purposes  only  as  of 
December  1,  2007,  is  by  and  between  the  TREASURE  ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT 
AUTHORITY,  a California  public  benefit  corporation  (“Sublandlord”),  and  TREASURE

A.  The  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of 
Navy  (“Master  Landlord”)  and  Sublandlord  entered  into  a lease  dated  September  4,  1998,  as 
amended  from  time  to  time  (the  “Master  Lease”),  a copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as 
Exhibit  A.  Under  the  Master  Lease,  the  Master  Landlord  leased  to  Sublandlord  certain  real 
property  located  on  Treasure  Island  Naval  Station  (the  “Property”),  as  more  particularly 
described  in  the  Master  Lease.

2.  PREMISES 

2.1.  Subleased  Premises.  Subject  to  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease, 
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Sublandlord  subleases  to  Subtenant  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  have  the  non-exclusive  right 
to  use,  together  with  other  subtenants  in  the  Facility,  the  lobbies,  corridors,  elevators,  stairways 
and  other  public  areas  of  the  Facility  and  the  Property  (collectively,  the  "Common  Areas"),  and 
the  non-exclusive  right  of  access  to  and  from  the  Premises  by  the  main  entrances  to  the  Facility 
and  the  Property. 

In  the  event  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  space  outside  the  Premises  without  the  prior 
written  consent  of  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area"),  then  upon  written  notice  from 
Sublandlord  ("Notice  to  Vacate"),  Subtenant  shall  immediately  vacate  such  Encroachment  Area 
and  pay  as  additional  rent  for  each  day  Subtenant  used,  occupied,  uses  or  occupies  such 
Encroachment  Area,  an  amount  equal  to  the  rentable  square  footage  of  the  Encroachment  Area, 
multiplied  by  the  higher  of  the  (a)  highest  rental  rate  then  approved  by  Sublandlord's  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  Premises  or  the  Facility,  or  (b)  then  current  fair  market  rent  for  such 
Encroachment  Area,  as  reasonably  determined  by  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area 
Charge").  If  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  such  Encroachment  Area  for  a fractional  month,  then  the 
Encroachment  Area  Charge  for  such  period  shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

In  no  event  shall  acceptance  by  Sublandlord  of  the  Encroachment  Area  Charge  be  deemed  a 
consent  by  Sublandlord  to  the  use  or  occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  by  Subtenant  or  a 
waiver  (or  be  deemed  as  waiver)  by  Sublandlord  of  any  and  all  other  rights  and  remedies  of 
Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease  (including  Subtenant's  obligation  to  indemnify,  defend  and  hold 
Sublandlord  harmless  as  set  forth  in  the  last  paragraph  of  this  Section  2.1),  at  law  or  in  equity. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  amount,  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional 
rent,  an  amount  equaling  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  upon  delivery  of  the  initial  Notice  to 
Vacate  plus  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area.  In  the  event 
Sublandlord  determines  during  subsequent  inspection(s)  that  Subtenant  has  failed  to  vacate  the 
Encroachment  Area,  then  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional  rent,  an  amount 
equaling  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  for  each  additional  Notice  to  Vacate,  if  applicable, 
delivered  by  Sublandlord  to  Subtenant  following  each  inspection.  The  parties  agree  that  the 
charges  associated  with  each  inspection  of  the  Encroachment  Area,  delivery  of  each  Notice  to 
Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area  represent  a fair  and  reasonable  estimate  of  the 
administrative  cost  and  expense  which  Sublandlord  will  incur  by  reason  of  Sublandlord's 
inspection  of  the  Premises,  issuance  of  each  Notice  to  Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment 
Area.  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  applicable  Notice  to  Vacate  and  Sublandlord's  right 
to  impose  the  foregoing  charges  shall  be  in  addition  to  and  not  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  other  rights 
and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease,  at  law  or  in  equity.  The  amounts  set  forth  in 
this  Section  2.1  shall  be  due  within  three  (3)  business  days  following  the  applicable  Notice  to 
Vacate  and/or  separate  invoice  relating  to  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the 
Encroachment  Area. 

In  addition  to  the  rights  and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  as  set  forth  in  the  immediately 
foregoing  two  paragraphs  of  this  Section  2.1.  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  indemnity  and 
exculpation  provision  set  forth  in  Section  16  below  shall  also  apply  to  Subtenant's  use  and 
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occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  as  if  the  Premises  originally  included  the  Encroachment 
Area,  and  Subtenant  shall  additionally  indemnify,  defend  and  hold  Sublandlord  harmless  from 
and  against  any  and  all  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  delay  by  Subtenant  in  so  surrendering  the 
Encroachment  Area  including,  without  limitation,  any  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  any  claims 
against  Sublandlord  made  by  any  tenant  or  prospective  tenant  founded  on  or  resulting  from  such 
delay  and  losses  to  Sublandlord  due  to  lost  opportunities  to  lease  any  portion  of  the 
Encroachment  Area  to  any  such  tenant  or  prospective  tenant,  together  with,  in  each  case,  actual 
attorneys’  fees  and  costs. 

By  placing  their  initials  below,  each  party  specifically  confirms  the  accuracy  of  the 
statements  made  in  this  Section  2.1  and  the  reasonableness  of  the  amount  of  the  charges 
described  in  this  Section  2.1.

2.2.  As  Is  Condition  of  Premises. 


(a)  Inspection  of  Premises.  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  Subtenant  has  conducted 
a thorough  and  diligent  inspection  and  investigation,  either  independently  or  through  its  officers, 
directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and  contractors,  and  their 
respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of  them  (“Subtenant's 
Agents”),  of  the  Premises  and  the  suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 
Subtenant  is  fully  aware  of  the  needs  of  its  operations  and  has  determined,  based  solely  on  its 
own  investigation,  that  the  Premises  are  suitable  for  its  operations  and  intended  uses.  As  part  of 
its  inspection  of  the  Premises,  Subtenant  acknowledges  its  receipt  and  review  of  the  Seismic 
Report  referenced  in  Section  2.2(c)  below  and  the  Joint  Inspection  Report  referenced  in  Section  6 
of  the  Master  Lease. 

(b)  As  Is;  Disclaimer  of  Representations.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the 
Premises  are  being  subleased  and  accepted  in  their  "AS  IS,  WITH  ALL  FAULTS"  condition, 
without  representation  or  warranty  of  any  kind,  and  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  statutes, 
ordinances,  resolutions,  regulations,  proclamations,  orders  or  decrees  of  any  municipal,  county, 
state  or  federal  government  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over 
the  Premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  currently  in  effect  or  adopted  in  the  future  and 
whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  Parties,  including  without  limitation  the  orders  and 
citations  of  any  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over  life  and  safety  issues  concerning  the 
Premises  governing  the  use,  occupancy,  management,  operation  and  possession  of  the  Premises 
(“Laws”).  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  this  Sublease  is  made  subject  to  any  and  all  covenants, 
conditions,  restrictions,  easements  and  other  title  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  whether  or  not  of  record.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  neither  Sublandlord, 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (“City”),  nor  any  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  or  contractors,  or  their  respective  heirs,  legal 
representatives,  successors  and  assigns  (“Sublandlord’s  Agents”)  have  made,  and  Sublandlord 
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hereby  disclaims,  any  representations  or  warranties,  express  or  implied,  concerning  (f)  title  or 
survey  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  (ii)  the  physical,  geological,  seismological  or 
environmental  condition  of  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  matters  described  in 
the  Seismic  Report  (as  defined  below),  (iii)  the  quality,  nature  or  adequacy  of  any  utilities  serving 
the  Premises,  (iv)  the  feasibility,  cost  or  legality  of  constructing  any  Alterations  on  the  Premises 
if  required  for  Subtenant's  use  and  permitted  under  this  Sublease,  (v)  the  safety  of  the  Premises, 
whether  for  the  use  by  Subtenant  or  any  other  person,  including  Subtenant’s  Agents  or 
Subtenant’s  clients,  customers,  vendors,  invitees,  guests,  members,  licensees,  assignees  or 
subtenants  (“Subtenant’s  Invitees”),  or  (vi)  any  other  matter  whatsoever  relating  to  the  Premises 
or  their  use,  including,  without  limitation,  any  implied  warranties  of  merchantability  or  fitness 
for  a particular  purpose. 

(c)  Seismic  Report.  Without  limiting  Section  2.2(b)  above,  Subtenant  expressly 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that  it  received  and  read  that  certain  report  dated 
August  1995,  entitled  “ Treasure  Island  Reuse  Plan:  Physical  Characteristics,  Building  and 
Infrastructure  Conditions,  ” prepared  for  the  Office  of  Military  Base  Conversion,  Department  of 
City  Planning,  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Seismic  Report”),  a copy  of  the  cover  page  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C.  Subtenant 
has  had  an  adequate  opportunity  to  review  the  Seismic  Report  with  expert  consultants  of  its  own 
choosing.  The  Seismic  Report,  among  other  matters,  describes  the  conditions  of  the  soils  of  the 
Property  and  points  out  that  in  the  area  of  the  Property  where  the  Premises  are  located,  an 
earthquake  of  magnitude  7 or  greater  is  likely  to  cause  the  ground  under  and  around  the  Premises 
to  spread  laterally  to  a distance  of  ten  (10)  or  more  feet  and/or  result  in  other  risks.  In  that  event, 
there  is  a significant  risk  that  any  structures  or  improvements  located  on  or  about  the  Premises, 
may  fail  structurally  and  collapse. 

3.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  MASTER  LEASE 

3.1.  Incorporation  by  Reference.  All  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Master  Lease  are 
hereby  incorporated  by  reference  into  this  Sublease  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

3.2.  Performance  of  Master  Landlord's  Obligations.  Sublandlord  does  not  assume  the 
obligations  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease.  With  respect  to  work,  services,  repairs, 
restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  other 
obligations  required  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease,  Sublandlord's  sole  obligation 
with  respect  thereto  shall  be  to  request  the  same,  on  request  in  writing  by  Subtenant,  and  to  use 
reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  the  same  from  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  shall  cooperate  with 
Sublandlord  as  may  be  required  to  obtain  from  Master  Landlord  any  such  work,  services,  repairs, 
repainting,  restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  of 
Master  Landlord's  obligations  under  the  Master  Lease. 

3.3.  Conflict.  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Sublease  conflict  with  any  portion  of  the  Master 
Lease  as  incorporated  herein,  then  the  terms  of  the  Master  Lease  shall  govern. 
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3.4.  Compliance  with  Master  Lease.  Subtenant  shall  not  do  or  permit  to  be  done  anything 
which  would  constitute  a violation  or  a breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  provisions  of  the 
Master  Lease  or  which  would  cause  the  Master  Lease  to  be  terminated  or  forfeited  by  virtue  of 
any  rights  of  termination  reserved  by  or  vested  in  the  Master  Landlord. 


4.  TERM 

4.1 . Term  of  Sublease.  The  term  of  this  Sublease  (the  “Term”)  shall  commence  on  the 
Commencement  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  and  expire  on  the  Expiration 
Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  unless  sooner  terminated  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  this  Sublease. 

4.2.  Effective  Date.  This  Sublease  shall  become  effective  on  the  date  (the  "Effective  Date") 
upon  the  later  of  (i)  the  Parties'  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Sublease,  (ii)  Sublandlord's  Board 
of  Director's  approval  of  this  Sublease  at  a duly  noticed  meeting,  if  such  approval  is  required,  or 
(iii)  the  Commencement  Date. 

4.3.  Automatic  Termination.  If  the  Master  Lease  terminates  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  this 
Sublease  shall  automatically  terminate  and  the  Parties  shall  thereafter  be  relieved  from  all 
liabilities  and  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  except  for  liabilities  and  obligations  which 
expressly  survive  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has 
reviewed  the  Master  Lease,  is  aware  of  the  circumstances  upon  which  the  Master  Lease  may  be 
terminated  and  hereby  assumes  all  risks  associated  with  the  automatic  termination  of  this 
Sublease  because  of  the  termination  of  the  Master  Lease. 

4.4.  Termination  by  Sublandlord.  Subtenant's  period  of  occupancy  of  the  Premises  is 
subject  to  Sublandlord's  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  as  provided  herein  at  such  time  as 
Sublandlord  determines,  in  its  sole  discretion,  that  the  Premises  are  needed  in  connection  with  a 
Sublandlord  program  or  project.  As  used  herein,  "Sublandlord  program  or  project"  shall  mean 
any  development  or  renovation,  by  public  and/or  private  parties,  of  the  building  or  land  in  or  on 
which  the  Premises  are  located.  In  the  event  of  any  such  development  or  renovation, 

Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  without  liability  or  expense  upon 
delivery  to  Subtenant  of  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice  of  such  termination.  Subtenant 
agrees  and  shall  be  required  to  surrender  possession  of  the  Premises  by  the  end  of  such  thirty  (30) 
day  period. 

4.5.  No  Relocation  Assistance;  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not 
be  a displaced  person  as  that  term  is  defined  under  the  California  Government  Code  Section 
7260  et  seq.  ("California  Relocation  Act")  and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real 
Property  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.  C.  4601  et  seq.  ("URA"),  and  that  Subtenant  will  not  be  entitled  to 
any  relocation  benefits  provided  under  the  California  Relocation  Act  and  the  URA,  including  any 
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moving  expenses,  reimbursement  for  costs  associated  with  increased  rent,  loss  of  goodwill  or 
other  costs  related  to  the  termination  of  Subtenant's  Lease  and  Subtenant's  relocation  from  the 
Premises.  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all 
claims  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue,  Sublandlord,  its  departments,  commissions,  officers, 
directors  and  employees,  agents,  contractors  and  successors  and  assigns  and  all  persons  acting  by, 
through  or  under  each  of  them,  under  any  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all  claims 
for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  Sublandlord  under  federal  and  state  relocation 
assistance  laws  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  California  Government  Code  Section  7260,  et  seq., 
and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.C. 
4601,  et  seq.).

5.  RENT 

5.1.  Base  Rent.  Throughout  the  Term,  beginning  on  the  Commencement  Date,  Subtenant 
shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  Base  Rent  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information. 
Base  Rent  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  without  prior  demand  and  without  any  deduction,  setoff, 
or  counterclaim  whatsoever.  Base  Rent  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
in  advance,  at  the  Notice  Address  of  Sublandlord  provided  in 'Section  21.1  hereof  or  such  other 
place  as  Sublandlord  may  designate  in  writing.  If  the  Commencement  Date  occurs  on  a date 
other  than  the  first  day  of  a calendar  month,  or  the  Sublease  terminates  on  a day  other  than  the 
last  day  of  a calendar  month,  then  the  monthly  payment  of  Base  Rent  for  such  fractional  month 
shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

5.2.  Adjustments  in  Base  Rent.  If  this  Sublease  has  not  been  terminated,  then  on  each  Rent 
Adjustment  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  the  Base  Rent  shall  be  increased  by 
the  Rent  Increase  Percentage  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease  Information. 

5.3.  Additional  Charges.  In  addition  to  Base  Rent,  Subtenant  shall  pay  all  other  charges 
related  to  the  Premises  otherwise  payable  by  Subtenant  to  Sublandlord  hereunder,  including, 
without  limitation,  all  late  charges  and  default  interest  attributable  to  late  payments  and/or 
defaults  of  Subtenant  hereunder,  all  utility  charges,  and  any  amounts  other  than  Base  Rent  that 
shall  become  due  and  payable  by  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  (together,  the  “Additional 
Charges”).  Together,  Base  Rent  and  Additional  Charges  shall  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the 
“Rent”. 

5.4.  Late  Charge.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  pay  any  Rent  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  the 
same  is  due  and  payable,  such  unpaid  amount  will  be  subject  to  a late  payment  charge  equal  to 
six  percent  (6%)  of  the  unpaid  amount  in  each  instance.  The  late  payment  charge  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant,  after  negotiation,  as  a reasonable  estimate  of  the 
additional  administrative  costs  and  detriment  that  Sublandlord  will  incur  as  a result  of  any  such 
failure  by  Subtenant,  the  actual  costs  thereof  being  extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
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determine.  The  late  payment  charge  constitutes  liquidated  damages  to  compensate  Sublandlord 
for  its  damages  resulting  from  such  failure  to  pay  and  Subtenant  shall  promptly  pay  such  charge 
to  Sublandlord  together  with  such  unpaid  amount. 

5.5.  Default  Interest.  If  any  Rent  is  not  paid  within  ten  (10)  days  following  the  due  date, 
such  unpaid  amount  shall  bear  interest  from  the  due  date  until  paid  at  the  rate  often  percent 
(10%)  per  year.  However,  interest  shall  not  be  payable  on  late  charges  incurred  by  Subtenant  nor 
on  any  amounts  on  which  late  charges  are  paid  by  Subtenant  to  the  extent  this  interest  would 
cause  the  total  interest  to  be  in  excess  of  that  which  an  individual  is  lawfully  permitted  to  charge. 
Payment  of  interest  shall  not  excuse  or  cure  any  default  by  Subtenant. 

6.  TAXES,  ASSESSMENTS  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES 

6.1.  Taxes  and  Assessments,  Licenses,  Permit  Fees  and  Liens. 

(a)  Payment  Responsibility.  Subtenant  shall  pay  any  and  all  real  and  personal  property 
taxes,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  possessory  interest  taxes,  general  and  special  assessments, 
excises,  licenses,  permit  fees  and  other  charges  and  impositions  of  every  description  levied  on  or 
assessed  against  the  Premises,  any  Alterations,  Subtenant's  Personal  Property,  or  Subtenant's  use 
of  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations  during  the  Term.  Subtenant  shall  make  all  such  payments 
directly  to  the  charging  authority  when  due  and  payable  and  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to 
delinquency.  However,  with  respect  to  real  property  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  or  assessed 
against  the  Premises  for  which  Sublandlord  receives  the  tax  bill  directly  from  the  taxing 
authority,  Subtenant  shall  reimburse  Sublandlord  for  payment  of  such  sums  immediately  upon 
demand. 

(b)  Taxability  of  Possessory  Interest.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  recognizes 
and  agrees  that  this  Sublease  may  create  a possessory  interest  subject  to  property  taxation  and 
that  Subtenant  may  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  property  taxes  levied  on  such  interest. 

(c)  No  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  not  allow  or  suffer  a lien  for  any  taxes  payable  by  Subtenant 
hereunder  to  be  imposed  upon  the  Premises  or  upon  any  equipment  or  other  property  located 
thereon  without  discharging  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  in  no  event  subsequent  to 
delinquency. 

(d)  Reporting  Information.  Subtenant  agrees  to  provide  such  information  as  Sublandlord 
may  request  to  enable  Sublandlord  to  comply  with  any  possessory  interest  tax  reporting 
requirements  applicable  to  this  Sublease. 

6.2.  Evidence  of  Payment.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  furnish  to 
Sublandlord  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  when  any  charges  are  due  and  payable,  official 
receipts  of  the  appropriate  taxing  authority  or  other  evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to 
Sublandlord,  evidencing  payment  thereof.

7. 


USE;  COVENANTS  TO  PROTECT  PREMISES 


7.1.  Subtenant's  Permitted  Use.  Subtenant  may  use  the  Premises  for  the  Permitted  Use  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  but  for  no  other  purpose  without  the  prior  written 
consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent  may  be  given  or  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and 
absolute  discretion. 

7.2.  Subtenant's  Access  to  the  Premises.  As  provided  in  Section  30  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Subtenant  shall  have  access  to  the  Premises  on  a 24-hours  per  day,  seven  days  a week  basis; 
provided,  however,  Subtenant  shall  coordinate  such  access  with  the  local  representative  of 
Master  Landlord. 

7.3.  Rules  and  Regulations.  Subtenant  agrees  to  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  regarding 
the  Premises  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D,  and  any  additional  rules  regarding  security,  ingress, 
egress,  safety  and  sanitation  applicable  to  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  as  such  rules  and 
regulations  may  be  prescribed  by  Master  Landlord  or  Sublandlord  from  time  to  time. 

7.4.  Easements.  This  Sublease  shall  be  subject  to  all  outstanding  easements  and  rights-of- 
way  for  location  of  any  type  of  facility  over,  across,  in,  and  upon  the  Premises  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  to  the  right  of  Master  Landlord  to  grant  such  additional  easements  and  rights-of-way 
over,  across,  in  and  upon  the  Premises  as  Master  Landlord  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  public 
interest  (“Additional  Easements”);  provided  that,  as  provided  in  Section  29  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Master  Landlord  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  interference  with  Subtenant’s 
operations  hereunder  caused  by  the  granting  of  any  such  Additional  Easements  and  the  granting 
of  such  Additional  Easements  shall  be  conditioned  on  the  assumption  by  the  grantee  thereof  of 
liability  to  Subtenant  for  such  damages  as  Subtenant  shall  suffer  for  property  destroyed  or 
property  rendered  unusable  on  account  of  the  grantee’s  exercise  of  its  rights  thereunder.  There  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  holders  of  such  Additional  Easements  as  are  presently  outstanding  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  granted,  to  any  workers  officially  engaged  in  the  construction, 
installation,  maintenance,  operation,  repair  or  replacement  of  facilities  located  thereon,  and  to 
any  federal,  state  or  local  official  engaged  in  the  official  inspection  thereof,  such  reasonable 
rights  of  ingress  and  egress  over  the  Premises  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties  with  regard  to  such  facilities. 

7.5.  No  Interference  with  Navy  Operations.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  operations,  nor 
make  any  Alterations  (as  defined  below),  that  would  interfere  with  or  otherwise  restrict  Master 
Landlord’s  operations  or  environmental  clean-up  or  restoration  actions  by  the  Master  Landlord, 
Sublandlord,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the  State  of  California  or  their  contractors. 
Environmental  clean-up,  restoration  or  testing  activities  by  these  Parties  shall  take  priority  over 
Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises  in  the  event  of  any  conflict;  provided,  however,  in  such  event, 
Master  Landlord  and  Sublandlord  shall  use  their  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  disruption  of 
Subtenant’s  operation. 
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7.6.  No  Unlawful  Uses,  Nuisances  or  Waste.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
shall  not  use,  occupy  or  permit  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  of  the  Premises  in  any  unlawful 
manner  or  for  any  illegal  purpose,  or  permit  any  offensive,  noisy  or  hazardous  use  or  any  waste 
on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  eliminate  any  nuisances  or  hazards  relating  to  its 
activities  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  any  business,  place  any  sales 
display,  or  advertise  in  any  manner  in  areas  on  or  about  the  Property  outside  of  the  Premises. 

8.  ALTERATIONS 

8.1.  Alterations.  Subtenant  shall  not  construct,  install,  make  or  permit  to  be  made  any 
alterations,  installations  or  additions  (“Alterations”)  in,  to  or  about  the  Premises,  without 
Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  consent  may  given  or  withheld  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  Subject  to  Sublandlord's  consent  as  provided  above, 
any  Alterations  shall  be  done  at  Subtenant's  sole  expense  (i)  in  strict  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  approved  in  advance  by  Sublandlord  in  writing,  (ii)  by  duly  licensed  and  bonded 
contractors  or  mechanics  approved  by  Sublandlord,  (iii)  in  a good  and  professional  manner, 

(iv)  in  strict  compliance  with  all  Laws,  and  (v)  subject  to  all  other  conditions  that  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  impose.  In  no  event  shall  the  construction,  installation  or  the  making  of  any 
Alterations  impair  the  use  or  operation  of  the  Property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  Sublandlord's  or 
Master  Landlord’s  access  thereto.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  work  on  the  Premises  to 
construct  any  Alterations,  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  expense,  shall  procure  all  required  permits  and 
approvals  and  shall  promptly  upon  receipt  deliver  copies  of  all  such  documents  to  Sublandlord. 
No  material  change  from  the  plans  and  specifications  for  any  Alterations  approved  by 
Sublandlord  may  be  made  without  Sublandlord's  prior  consent.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  course  of  construction  on  the  Premises  at  all  times. 

8.2.  Historic  Properties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that,  pursuant  to  Section  15  of  the  Master  Lease,  no  Alterations  may  be 
made  to  any  improvements  on  the  Premises  (i)  which  will  affect  the  historic  characteristics  of  the 
improvements  or  modify  the  appearanc.e  of  the  exterior  of  the  improvements  without  Master 
Landlord's  and  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  or  (ii)  if  such  Alterations  would  preclude 
qualifying  the  improvements  for  inclusion  on  the  National  Register  for  Historic  Places. 

8.3.  Ownership  of  Alterations.  Any  Alterations  constructed  on  or  affixed  to  the  Premises  by 
or  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  limitations  of  this  Section  8 shall  be  and 
remain  Subtenant's  property  during  the  Term.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
shall  remove  all  such  Alterations  from  the  Premises  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
19  hereof,  unless  Sublandlord,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  limiting  any  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  8.1  above,  requires  that  such  Alterations  remain  on  the  Premises  following  the  expiration 
or  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

8.4.  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  . All  furniture,  furnishings  and  articles  of  movable 
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personal  property  and  equipment  used  upon  or  installed  in  the  Premises  by  or  for  the  account  of 
Subtenant  that  can  be  removed  without  structural  or  other  material  damage  to  the  Premises  (all  of 
which  are  herein  called  "Subtenant's  Personal  Property")  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of 
Subtenant  and  shall  be  removed  by  Subtenant,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  19  hereof. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  providing  any  security  or  other  protection  of  or 
maintenance  to  Subtenant’s  Personal  Property. 

8.5.  Sublandlord's  Alterations.  Sublandlord  reserves  the  right  at  any  time  to  make 
alterations,  additions,  repairs,  deletions  or  improvements  to  the  common  areas  or  any  other  part 
of  the  improvements  on  the  Premises;  provided,  that  any  such  alterations  or  additions  shall  not 
materially  adversely  affect  the  functional  utilization  of  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein. 

9.  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

9.1.  Subtenant  Responsible  for  Maintenance  and  Repair.  Subtenant  assumes  full  and  sole 
responsibility  for  the  condition,  operation,  repair  and  maintenance  and  management  of  the 
Premises  from  and  after  the  Commencement  Date  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  in  good  condition 
and  repair.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  performance  of  any  repairs,  changes  or 
alterations  to  the  Premises,  nor  shall  Sublandlord  be  liable  for  any  portion  of  the  cost  thereof. 
Subtenant  shall  make  all  repairs  and  replacements,  interior  and  exterior,  structural  as  well  as  non- 
structural,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  which  may  be  necessary  to 
maintain  the  Premises  at  all  times  in  a clean,  safe,  attractive  and  sanitary  condition  and  in  good 
order  and  repair,  to  Sublandlord's  and  Master  Landlord’s  reasonable  satisfaction,  provided, 
however,  that  neither  Subtenant  nor  Sublandlord  shall  be  required  to  make  structural  repairs  or 
Alterations  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the  Commencement 
Date.  If  any  portion  of  the  Premises  is  damaged  by  any  activities  conducted  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately,  at  its  sole 
cost,  repair  all  such  damage  and  restore  the  Premises  to  its  previous  condition. 

9.2.  Utilities.  Sublandlord  shall  provide  the  basic  utilities  and  services  described  in  the 
attached  Exhibit  E (the  “Standard  Utilities  and  Services”)  to  the  Premises,  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  therein.  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  furnishing,  at  its  sole  cost, 
any  utilities  or  services  other  than  or  in  excess  of  the  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  that 
Subtenant  may  need  for  its  use  of  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  pay,  without  set  off  or 
counterclaim,  all  amounts  due  and  owing  for  such  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  at  the  rates 
provided  in  and  as  otherwise  set  forth  in  Exhibit  E. 

9.3.  Landscaping.  Subtenant  shall  maintain  the  exterior  landscaping  of  the  Premises  in  good 
condition  and  repair. 

9.4.  Janitorial  Services.  Subtenant  shall  provide  all  janitorial  services  for  the  Premises. 
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9.5.  Pest  Control.  Subtenant  shall  provide  and  pay  for  all  pest  control  services  required 
within  the  Premises,  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  of  all  pests  at  all  times. 


9.6.  Trash.  Subtenant  shall  deposit  all  trash  into  designated  containers  in  the  Premises  in 
compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F.  Subtenant  shall  pay  for 
the  removal  of  trash  from  the  designated  containers.  Subtenant  shall  abide  by  all  rules 
established  by  Sublandlord  or  Master  Landlord  for  the  handling  of  trash. 

9.7.  No  Right  to  Repair  and  Deduct.  Subtenant  expressly  waives  the  benefit  of  any  existing 
or  future  Laws  or  judicial  or  administrative  decision  that  would  otherwise  permit  Subtenant  to 
make  repairs  or  replacements  at  Sublandlord's  expense,  or  to  terminate  this  Sublease  because  of 
Sublandlord's  failure  to  keep  the  Premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  good  order,  condition  or  repair, 
or  to  abate  or  reduce  any  of  Subtenant's  obligations  hereunder  on  account  of  the  Premises  or  any 
part  thereof  being  in  need  of  repair  or  replacement.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
expressly  waives  the  provisions  of  California  Civil  Code  Sections  1932,  1941  and  1942  or  any 
similar  Laws  with  respect  to  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  terminate  this  Sublease  and  with  respect  to 
any  obligations  of  Sublandlord  hereunder  or  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  make  repairs  or 
replacements  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  Rent. 

10.  LIENS 

10.1.  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  from  any  liens  arising  out  of  any  work 
performed,  material  furnished  or  obligations  incurred  by  or  for  Subtenant.  In  the  event  Subtenant 
does  not,  within  five  (5)  days  following  the  imposition  of  any  such  lien,  cause  the  lien  to  be 
released  of  record  by  payment  or  posting  of  a proper  bond.  Sublandlord  shall  have  in  addition  to 
all  other  remedies  provided  herein  and  by  law7  or  equity  the  right,  but  not  the  obligation,  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  released  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deem  proper,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
payment  of  the  claim  giving  rise  to  such  lien.  All  such  sums  paid  by  Sublandlord  and  all 
expenses  it  incurs  in  connection  therewith  (including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys' 
fees)  shall  be  payable  to  Sublandlord  by  Subtenant  upon  demand.  Sublandlord  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  to  post  and  keep  posted  on  the  -Premises  any  notices  permitted  or  required  by 
law  or  that  Sublandlord  deems  proper  for  its  protection  and  protection  of  the  Premises  from 
mechanics'  and  materialmen's  liens.  Subtenant  shall  give  Sublandlord  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days' 
prior  written  notice  of  the  commencement  of  any  repair  or  construction  on  any  of  the  Premises. 

1 1 . COMPLIANCE  WITH  LAWS 

11.1.  Compliance  with  Law  s.  Subtenant  shall  promptly,  at  its  sole  expense,  maintain  the 
Premises  and  Subtenant’s  use  and  operations  thereon  in  strict  compliance  at  all  times  with  all 
present  and  future  Laws,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  ordinary7  as  w7ell  as  extraordinary; 
provided,  however  Subtenant  shall  not  be  required  to  make  repairs  or  structural  changes  to  the 
Premises  required  solely  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the 
Commencement  Date  or  not  related  to  Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises,  unless  the  requirement 


for  such  changes  is  imposed  as  a result  of  any  Alterations  made  or  requested  to  be  made  by 
Subtenant.  Such  Laws  shall  include,  without  limitation,  all  Laws  relating  to  health  and  safety 
and  disabled  accessibility  including,  without  limitation,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  42 
U.S.C.  §§  12101  et  seq.  and  Title  24  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  all  present  and  future 
Environmental  Laws  (as  defined  in  this  Sublease  below),  and  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code.  No  occurrence  or  situation  arising  during  the  Term,  nor  any 
present  or  future  Law,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  and  however  extraordinary,  shall  give 
Subtenant  any  right  to  seek  redress  against  Sublandlord  for  failing  to  comply  with  any  Laws. 
Subtenant  waives  any  rights  now  or  hereafter  conferred  upon  it  by  any  existing  or  future  Law  to 
compel  Sublandlord  to  make  any  repairs  to  comply  with  any  such  Laws,  on  account  of  any  such 
occurrence  or  situation. 

11.2.  Regulatory'  Approvals. 

(a)  Responsible  Party.  Subtenant  understands  and  agrees  that  Subtenant's  use  of  the 
Premises  and  construction  of  any  Alterations  permitted  hereunder  may  require  authorizations, 
approvals  or  permits  from  governmental  regulatory  agencies  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Premises. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  obtaining  any  and  all  such  regulatory  approvals, 
including  without  limitation,  any  liquor  permits  or  approvals.  Subtenant  shall  not  seek  any 
regulatory  approval  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  Sublandlord.  Subtenant  shall 
bear  all  costs  associated  with  applying  for,  obtaining  and  maintaining  any  necessary  or 
appropriate  regulatory  approval  and  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  satisfying  any  and  all 
conditions  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies  as  part  of  a regulatory  approval.  Any  fines  or 
penalties  levied  as  a result  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any 
regulatory  approval  shall  be  immediately  paid  and  discharged  by  Subtenant,  and  Sublandlord 
shall  have  no  liability,  monetary  or  otherwise,  for  any  such  fines  or  penalties.  Subtenant  shall 
indemnify,  protect,  defend  and  hold  harmless  forever  ("Indemnify")  Sublandlord,  City  and 
Master  Landlord,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  all  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees,  contractors,  boards,  commissions, 
departments,  agencies  and  other  subdivisions  and  each  of  the  persons  acting  by,  through  or  under 
each  of  them,  and  their  respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of 
them  (the  “Indemnified  Parties”),  against  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  losses,  liabilities, 
damages,  liens,  injuries,  penalties,  fines,  lawsuits  and  other  proceedings,  judgments  and  awards 
and  costs  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  and  consultants'  fees 
and  costs  (“Losses”)  arising  in  connection  with  Subtenant's  failure  to  obtain  or  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  any  regulatory  approval. 

11.3.  Compliance  with  Sublandlord's  Risk  Management  Requirements.  Subtenant  shall 
not  do  anything,  or  permit  anything  to  be  done,  in  or  about  the  Premises  or  to  any  Alterations 
permitted  hereunder  that  would  create  any  unusual  fire  risk,  and  shall  take  commercially 
reasonable  steps  to  protect  Sublandlord  from  any  potential  premises  liability.  Subtenant  shall 
faithfully  observe,  at  its  expense,  any  and  all  reasonable  requirements  of  Sublandlord's  Risk 
Manager  with  respect  thereto  and  with  the  requirements  of  any  policies  of  commercial  general 
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liability,  all  risk  property  or  other  policies  of  insurance  at  any  time  in  force  with  respect  to  the 
Premises  and  any  Alterations  as  required  hereunder. 

12.  ENCUMBRANCES 

12.1.  Encumbrance  By  Subtenant.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in 
this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  not  under  any  circumstances  whatsoever  create  any  mortgage,  deed 
of  trust,  assignment  of  rents,  fixture  filing,  security  agreement,  or  similar  security  instrument,  or 
other  lien  or  encumbrance  or  assignment  or  pledge  of  an  asset  as  security  in  any  manner  against 
the  Premises  or  Sublandlord's  or  Subtenant’s  interest  under  this  Sublease. 

13.  DAMAGE  OR  DESTRUCTION 

13.1.  Damage  or  Destruction  to  the  Premises.  In  the  case  of  damage  to  or  destruction  of  the 
Premises  by  earthquake,  fire,  flood  or  any  other  casualty,  which  (i)  is  not  caused  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  (ii)  is  not  covered  by  the  insurance  described  in 
Section  17  below,  (iii)  prevents  Subtenant  from  operating  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein,  and  (iv)  costs  more  to  repair  than  the  Repair  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease 
Information,  either  party  may  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice 
and  upon  any  such  termination  Subtenant  shall  surrender  the  Premises  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  (except  for  damage  caused  by  a casualty  pursuant  to  which  this  Sublease  may  be 
terminated  under  this  Section  13.1)  and  both  Parties  shall  be  relieved  of  any  liability  for  such 
termination  or  for  repairing  such  damage.  If  neither  Party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in 
this  Section  13. L then  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  promptly  restore,  repair,  replace  or  rebuild 
the  Premises  to  the  condition  the  Premises  were  in  prior  to  such  damage  or  destruction,  subject  to 
any  Alterations  made  in  strict  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  8.1  above.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  Sublandlord  have  any  obligation  to  repair,  replace  or  rebuild  the  Premises  in 
the  event  of  a casualty. 

13.2.  No  Abatement  in  Rent.  In  the  event  of  any  damage  or  destruction  to  the  Premises,  and 
if  neither  party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in  Section  13.1  above,  there  shall  be  no 
abatement  in  the  Rent  payable  hereunder. 

13.3.  Waiver.  The  Parties  understand  and  agree  that  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section 
are  intended  to  govern  fully  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  Parties  in  the  event  of  damage  or 
destruction  to  the  Premises  or  Alterations,  and  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  each  hereby  waives 
and  releases  any  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  in  whole  or  in  part  under  Sections  1932.2  and 
1933.4  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  or  under  any  similar  Laws  now  or  hereafter  in  effect,  to 
the  extent  such  rights  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

14.  ASSIGNMENT  AND  SUBLETTING 

14.1.  Restriction  on  Assignment  and  Subletting.  Subtenant  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly 
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(including,  without  limitation,  by  merger,  acquisition  or  other  transfer  of  any  controlling  interest 
in  Subtenant),  voluntarily  or  by  operation  of  Law,  sell,  assign,  encumber,  pledge,  sublease  or 
otherwise  transfer  any  part  of  its  interest  in  or  rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises,  any  Alterations 
or  its  interest  in  this  Sublease,  or  permit  any  portion  of  the  Premises  to  be  occupied  by  anyone 
other  than  itself,  or  sublet  any  portion  of  the  Premises  (a  "Transfer"),  without  Sublandlord's  prior 
written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  Sublandlord  may  grant  or  withhold  in  its  sole  and 
absolute  discretion.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  a written  notice  of  its  intention  to 
Transfer  this  Sublease  or  the  Premises,  together  with  a copy  of  the  proposed  Transfer  agreement 
at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  date  of  the  proposed  Transfer.  Subtenant 
shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  such  information  regarding  the  proposed  Transfer  as  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  request. 

14.2.  Bonus  Rental.  If  Sublandlord  consents  to  a Transfer  of  any  of  Subtenant's  interest  in  or 
rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises  pursuant  to  Section  14.1  above,  then  one  hundred  percent 
(100%)  of  any  rent  or  other  consideration  payable  to  Subtenant  in  excess  of  the  Base  Rent 
payable  hereunder  (or  the  proportionate  share  thereof  applicable  to  the  portion  of  the  Premises 
that  is  subject  to  the  Transfer)  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  immediately  upon  receipt  by 
Subtenant. 

15.  DEFAULT;  REMEDIES 

15.1.  Events  of  Default.  Any  of  the  following  shall  constitute  an  event  of  default  ("Event  of 
Default")  by  Subtenant  hereunder: 

(a)  Failure  to  Pay  Rent.  Any  failure  to  pay  any  Rent  or  any  other  sums  due  hereunder, 
including  sums  due  for  utilities,  within  five  (5)  days  after  such  sums  are  due; 

(b)  Covenants,  Conditions  and  Representations.  Any  failure  to  perform  or  comply  with 
any  other  covenant,  condition  or  representation  made  under  this  Sublease;  provided,  Subtenant 
shall  have  a period  of  ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  written  notice  from  Sublandlord  of  such 
failure  within  which  to  cure  such  default  under  this  Sublease,  or,  if  such  default  is  not  capable  of 
cure  within  such  10-day  period,  Subtenant  shall  have  a reasonable  period  to  complete  such  cure  if 
Subtenant  promptly  undertakes  action  to  cure  such  default  within  such  10-day  period  and 
thereafter  diligently  prosecutes  the  same  to  completion  and  uses  its  best  efforts  to  complete  such 
cure  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  receipt  of  notice  of  default  from  Sublandlord; 

(c)  Vacation  or  Abandonment.  Any  abandonment  of  the  Premises  for  more  than  fourteen 
(14)  consecutive  days; 

(d)  Bankruptcy.  The  appointment  of  a receiver  to  take  possession  of  all  or  substantially  all 
of  the  assets  of  Subtenant,  or  an  assignment  by  Subtenant  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  or  any 
action  taken  or  suffered  by  Subtenant  under  any  insolvency,  bankruptcy,  reorganization, 
moratorium  or  other  debtor  relief  act  or  statute,  whether  now  existing  or  hereafter  amended  or 
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enacted;  and 


(e)  Notices  of  Default.  The  delivery  to  Subtenant  of  three  (3)  or  more  notices  of  default 
within  any  twelve  (12)  month  period,  irrespective  of  whether  Subtenant  actually  cures  such 
default  within  the  specified  time  period,  may,  in  the  sole  and  absolute  discretion  of  the  Authority, 
be  deemed  an  incurable  breach  of  this  Sublease  allowing  the  Authority  to  immediately  terminate 
this  Sublease  without  further  notice  or  demand  to  Subtenant. 

15.2.  Remedies.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant,  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  following  rights  and  remedies  in  addition  to  all  other  rights  and  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord  at  Law  or  in  equity: 

(a)  Terminate  Sublease  and  Recover  Damages.  The  rights  and  remedies  provided  by 
California  Civil  Code  Section  1951.2  (damages  on  termination  for  breach),  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  right  to  terminate  Subtenant's  right  to  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  recover 
the  worth  at  the  time  of  award  of  the  amount  by  which  the  unpaid  Rent  for  the  balance  of  the 
Term  after  the  time  of  award  exceeds  the  amount  of  rental  loss  for  the  same  period  that 
Subtenant  proves  could  be  reasonably  avoided,  as  computed  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  of  such 
Section  1 95 1 .2.  Sublandlord's  efforts  to  mitigate  the  damages  caused  by  Subtenant's  breach  of 
this  Sublease  shall  not  waive  Sublandlord's  rights  to  recover  unmitigated  damages  upon 
termination. 

(b)  Appointment  of  Receiver.  The  right  to  have  a receiver  appointed  for  Subtenant  upon 
application  by  Sublandlord  to  take  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  apply  any  rental  collected 
from  the  Premises  and  to  exercise  all  other  rights  and  remedies  granted  to  Sublandlord  pursuant 
to  this  Sublease. 

15.3.  Sublandlord's  Right  to  Cure  Subtenant's  Defaults.  If  Subtenant  defaults  in  the 
performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  then  Sublandlord  may  at  any  time 
thereafter  with  three  (3)  days  prior  written  notice  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  as 
determined  by  Sublandlord  where  prior  notice  by  Sublandlord  is  impractical),  remedy  such  Event 
of  Default  for  Subtenant's  account  and  at  Subtenant's  expense.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to 
Sublandlord,  as  Additional  Charges,  promptly  upon  demand,  all  sums  expended  by  Sublandlord, 
or  other  costs,  damages,  expenses  or  liabilities  incurred  by  Sublandlord,  including,  without 
limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  in  remedying  or  attempting  to  remedy  such  Event  of 
Default.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
Nothing  herein  shall  imply  any  duty  of  Sublandlord  to  do  any  act  that  Subtenant  is  obligated  to 
perform  under  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  and  Sublandlord's  cure  or  attempted  cure  of 
Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  shall  not  constitute  a waiver  of  Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  or  any 
rights  or  remedies  of  Sublandlord  on  account  of  such  Event  of  Default. 

16.  RELEASE  AND  WAIVER  OF  CLAIMS;  INDEMNIFICATION 
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16.1.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents, 
covenants  and  agrees  that  the  Indemnified  Parties  shall  not  be  responsible  for  or  liable  to 
Subtenant  for,  and,  to  the  fullest  extent  allowed  by  any  Laws,  Subtenant  hereby  waives  all  rights 
against  the  Indemnified  Parties  and  releases  them  from,  any  and  all  Losses,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  incidental  and  consequential  damages,  relating  to  any  injury,  accident  or  death  of  any 
person  or  loss  or  damage  to  any  property,  in  or  about  the  Premises,  from  any  cause  whatsoever, 
including  without  limitation,  partial  or  complete  collapse  of  the  Premises  due  to  an  earthquake  or 
subsidence,  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or 
willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing: 

(a)  Subtenant  expressly  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the  Rent  payable  hereunder  does  not 
take  into  account  any  potential  liability  of  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  any  consequential  or 
incidental  damages  including,  but  not  limited  to,  lost  profits  arising  out  of  disruption  to 
Subtenant's  uses  hereunder.  Sublandlord  would  not  be  willing  to  enter  into  this  Sublease  in  the 
absence  of  a complete  waiver  of  liability  for  consequential  or  incidental  damages  due  to  the  acts 
or  omissions  of  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  Subtenant  expressly  assumes  the  risk  with  respect 
thereto.  Accordingly,  without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other 
waivers  contained  in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims, 
demands,  rights,  and  causes  of  action  for  consequential  and  incidental  damages  and  covenants 
not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  such  damages  arising  out  of  this  Sublease  or  the  uses 
authorized  hereunder,  including,  without  limitation,  any  interference  with  uses  conducted  by 
Subtenant  pursuant  to  this  Sublease  regardless  of  the  cause. 

(b)  Without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other  waivers  contained 
in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  fully 
RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  rights,  and 
causes  of  action  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  or 
future  Laws,  statutes,  or  regulations,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  claim  for  inverse 
condemnation  or  the  payment  of  just  compensation  under  the  law  of  eminent  domain,  or 
otherwise  at  equity,  in  the  event  that  Sublandlord  terminates  this  Sublease  because  of  such  claim 
for  inverse  condemnation  or  eminent  domain. 

(c)  As  part  of  Subtenant's  agreement  to  accept  the  Premises  in  its  "As  Is"  condition  as 
provided  herein,  and  without  limiting  such  agreement  and  any  other  waiver  contained  herein, 
Subtenant  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and 
forever  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all 
Losses,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise 
on  account  of  or  in  any  way  be  connected  with  the  physical  or  environmental  condition  of  the 
Premises  and  any  related  improvements  or  any  Laws  or  regulations  applicable  thereto  or  the 
suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 


(d)  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not  be  a displaced  person  at  the  time  this  Sublease  is 
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terminated,  and  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  the  Indemnified 
Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses  and  any  and  all  claims,  demands  or  rights  against  any  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  and  future  Laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all 
claims  for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  federal  and  state 
relocation  assistance  laws. 

(e)  Without  limiting  any  other  waiver  contained  herein,  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its 
successors  and  assigns,  hereby  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and  forever  RELEASES, 
WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses,  whether  direct 
or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise  on  account  of  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  Indemnified  Parties'  decision  to  Sublease  the  Premises  to  Subtenant, 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  such  decision  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of  gross 
negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties. 

(f)  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  never  to  file,  commence,  prosecute  or  cause  to  be  filed, 
commenced  or  prosecuted  against  the  Indemnified  Parties  any  claim,  action  or  proceeding  based 
upon  any  claims,  demands,  causes  of  action,  obligations,  damages,  losses,  costs,  expenses  or 
liabilities  of  any  nature  whatsoever  encompassed  by  the  waivers  and  releases  set  forth  in  this 
Section  16.1. 

(g)  In  executing  these  waivers  and  releases,  Subtenant  has  not  relied  upon  any  representation 
or  statement  other  than  as  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

(h)  Subtenant  had  made  such  investigation  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  these  waivers  and 
releases  as  it  deems  necessary  and  assumes  the  risk  of  mistake  with  respect  to  such  facts.  These 
waivers  and  releases  are  intended  to  be  final  and  binding  on  Subtenant  regardless  of  any  claims 
of  mistake. 

(i)  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  releases,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar 
with  Section  1542  of  the  California  Civil  Code,  which  reads: 

A general  release  does  not  extend  to  claims  which  the  creditor  does 
not  know  or  suspect  to  exist  in  his  favor  at  the  time  of  executing  the 
release,  which  if  known  by  him  must  have  materially  affected  his 
settlement  with  the  debtor. 

Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  releases  contained  herein  include  all  known  and 
unknown,  disclosed  and  undisclosed,  and  anticipated  and  unanticipated  claims.  Subtenant 
realizes  and  acknowledges  that  it  has  agreed  upon  this  Sublease  in  light  of  this  realization  and, 
being  fully  aware  of  this  situation,  it  nevertheless  intends  to  waive  the  benefit  of  Civil  Code 
Section  1542,  or  any  statute  or  other  similar  law  now  or  later  in  effect.  The  waivers  and  releases 
contained  herein  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
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16.2.  Subtenant's  Indemnity.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents,  shall 
Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  and  against  any  and  all  Losses  arising  out  of  Subtenant’s 
use  of  the  Premises,  including  but  not  limited  to,  any  Losses  arising  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  out  of:  (a)  any  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  property  owned  by  or  in  the 
custody  of  Subtenant  or  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees;  (b)  any  accident,  injury  to  or 
death  of  a person,  including,  without  limitation,  Subtenant’s  Agents  and  Subtenant’s  Invitees, 
howsoever  or  by  whomsoever  caused,  occurring  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises;  (c)  any  default  by 
Subtenant  in  the  observation  or  performance  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  of  this 
Sublease  to  be  observed  or  performed  on  Subtenant's  part;  (d)  the  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or 
management,  or  manner  of  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or  management  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  or  any  person  or  entity  claiming  through  or  under  any  of  them,  of 
the  Premises  or  any  Alterations;  (e)  any  construction  or  other  work  undertaken  by  Subtenant  on 
or  about  the  Premises;  and  (f)  any  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant's  Agents 
or  Subtenant's  Invitees,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations,  except  to  the  extent  that 
such  Indemnity  is  void  or  otherwise  unenforceable  under  any  applicable  Laws  in  effect  on  or 
validly  retroactive  to  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and  further  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses 
are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or  intentional  wrongful  acts  and  omissions  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  shall  include,  without  limitation,  reasonable  fees 
of  attorneys,  consultants  and  experts  and  related  costs  and  Sublandlord's  costs  of  investigating 
any  Loss.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  an  immediate  and 
independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  claim 
which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  this  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is  or 
may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered 
to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter.  Subtenant's  obligations  under 
this  Section  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

17.  INSURANCE 

17.1.  Required  Insurance  Coverage.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  maintain, 
or  cause  to  be  maintained,  through  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  the  following  insurance: 

(a)  General  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  commercial  general  liability  insurance, 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined  single  limit 
for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  contractual  liability,  independent 
contractors,  broad  form  property  damage,  personal  injury,  products  and  completed  operations, 
fire  damage  and  legal  liability  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000), 
explosion,  collapse  and  underground  (XCU). 

(b)  Automobile  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  business  automobile  liability 
insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined 
single  limit  for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  owned  and  hired 
vehicles  and  for  employer’s  non-ownership  liability,  which  insurance  shall  be  required  if  any 
automobiles  or  any  other  motor  vehicles  are  operated  in  connection  with  Subtenant’s  activity  on 
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the  Premises  or  the  Permitted  Use. 


(c)  Worker's  Compensation  and  Employer's  Liability  Insurance.  If  Subtenant  has 
employees,  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance  in  statutory  amounts  with  Employer's  Liability 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for  each  accident,  injury  or  illness, 
on  employees  eligible  for  each. 

(d)  Personal  Property  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  procure  and 
maintain  on  all  of  its  personal  property  and  Alterations,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises,  property 
insurance  on  an  all  risk  form,  excluding  earthquake  and  flood,  to  the  extent  of  full  replacement 
value.  The  proceeds  from  any  such  policy  shall  be  used  by  Subtenant  for  the  replacement  of 
Subtenant's  personal  property. 

(e)  Other  Coverage.  Such  other  insurance  or  different  coverage  amounts  as  is  required  by 
law  or  as  is  generally  required  by  commercial  owners  of  property  similar  in  size,  character,  age 
and  location  as  the  Premises,  as  may  change  from  time  to  time,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the 
City's  Risk  Manager. 

17.2.  Claims-Made  Policies.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a claimsAnade  form  of  policy,  Subtenant  shall  maintain  such  coverage 
continuously  throughout  the  Term  and  without  lapse  for  a period  of  three  (3)  years  beyond  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease,  to  the  effect  that  should  occurrences  during  the  Term  give  rise  to 
claims  made  after  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  claims  shall  be  covered  by  such  claims- 
made  policies. 

17.3.  Annual  Aggregate  Limits.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a form  of  coverage  which  includes  an  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that 
claims  investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be  included  in  such  annual  aggregate  limit,  such 
annual  aggregate  limit  shall  be  double  the  occurrence  limits  specified  herein. 

17.4.  Payment  of  Premiums.  Subtenant  shall  pay  the  premiums  for  maintaining  all  required 
insurance. 

17.5.  Waiver  of  Subrogation  Rights.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained 
herein,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  (each  a "Waiving  Party")  each  hereby  waives  any  right  of 
recovery  against  the  other  party  for  any  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  such  other  party  with  respect 
to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises  or  any  portion  thereof  or  the  contents  of  the  same  or  any  operation 
therein,  whether  or  not  such  loss  is  caused  by  the  fault  or  negligence  of  such  other  party,  to  the 
extent  such  loss  or  damage  is  covered  by  insurance  which  is  required  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Waiving  Party  under  this  Sublease  or  is  actually  covered  by  insurance  obtained  by  the  Waiving 
Party.  Each  Waiving  Party  agrees  to  cause  its  insurers  to  issue  appropriate  waiver  of  subrogation 
rights  endorsements  to  all  policies  relating  to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises;  provided,  the  failure  to 
obtain  any  such  endorsement  shall  not  affect  the  above  waiver. 
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17.6. 


General  Insurance  Matters. 


(a)  All  liability  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall 
contain  a cross-liability  clause,  shall  name  as  additional  insureds  the  "THE  TREASURE 
ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  THE 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  ACTING  BY  AND  THROUGH  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
THE  NAVY,  AND  THEIR  OFFICERS,  DIRECTORS,  EMPLOYEES  AND  AGENTS,"  shall  be 
primary  to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the  additional  insureds  with  respect  to  claims  arising 
under  this  Sublease,  and  shall  provide  that  such  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured 
against  whom  complaint  is  made  or  suit  is  brought  except  with  respect  to  the  limits  of  the 
company's  liability. 

(b)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  be  issued 
by  an  insurance  company  or  companies  reasonably  acceptable  to  Sublandlord  with  an  AM  Best 
rating  of  not  less  than  A-VIII  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  California. 

(c)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  provide  for 
thirty  (30)  days'  prior  written  notice  of  cancellation  for  any  reason,  intended  nomrenewal,  or 
reduction  in  coverage  to  Subtenant  and  Sublandlord.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  in  accordance 
with  the  notice  provisions  of  Section  21.1  below. 

(d)  Subtenant  shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  certificates  of  insurance  and  additional  insured 
policy  endorsements  in  a form  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  evidencing  the  coverages  required 
herein,  together  with  evidence  of  payment  of  premiums,  on  or  before  the  Commencement  Date, 
and  upon  renewal  of  each  policy  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  before  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
policy.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord's  request,  promptly  furnish  Sublandlord  with  a 
complete  copy  of  any  insurance  policy  required  hereunder. 

(e)  Not  more  often  than  every  year  and  upon  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days'  prior  written 
notice,  Sublandlord  may  require  Subtenant  to  increase  the  insurance  limits  set  forth  in  Section 
17.1  above  if  Sublandlord  finds  in  its  reasonable  judgment  that  it  is  the  general  commercial 
practice  in  San  Francisco  to  carry  insurance  in  amounts  substantially  greater  than  those  amounts 
carried  by  Subtenant  with  respect  to  risks  comparable  to  those  associated  with  the  use  of  the 
Premises. 

(f)  Subtenant's  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  in  no  way  relieve  or 
decrease  Subtenant's  indemnification  obligations  herein  or  any  of  Subtenant's  other  obligations  or 
liabilities  under  this  Sublease. 

(g)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Sublease,  Sublandlord  may  elect  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion  to  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  the  lapse  of  any 
required  insurance  coverage  by  written  notice  to  Subtenant. 
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18. 


ACCESS  BY  SUBLANDLORD 


18.1.  Access  to  Premises  by  Sublandlord. 

(a)  General  Access.  Sublandlord  reserves  for  itself  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents,  the  right  to 
enter  the  Premises  and  any  portion  thereof  at  all  reasonable  times  upon  not  less  than  twenty-four 
(24)  hours  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency)  for  any 
purpose. 

(b)  Emergency  Access.  In  the  event  of  any  emergency,  as  determined  by  Sublandlord, 
Sublandlord  may,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  notice,  enter  the  Premises  and  alter  or  remove 
any  Alterations  or  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  any  and  all  means  Sublandlord  considers  appropriate  to  gain  access  to  any 
portion  of  the  Premises  in  an  emergency.  In  such  case,  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
any  damage  or  injury  to  any  such  property,  nor  for  the  replacement  of  any  such  property  and  any 
such  emergency  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a forcible  or  unlawful  entry  onto  or  a detainer  of, 
the  Premises,  or  an  eviction,  actual  or  constructive,  of  Subtenant  from  the  Premises  or  any 
portion  thereof. 

(c)  No  Liability.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  liable  in  any  manner,  and  Subtenant  hereby 
waives  any  claims,  for  any  inconvenience,  disturbance,  loss  of  business,  nuisance  or  other 
damage  arising  out  of  Sublandlord’s  entry  onto  the  Premises,  except  damage  resulting  directly 
and  exclusively  from  the  gross  negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  Sublandlord  or  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  and  not  contributed  to  by  the  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees. 

18.2.  Access  to  Premises  by  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that 
Master  Landlord  shall  have  all  of  the  rights  of  access  to  the  Premises  described  in  the  Master 
Lease. 

19.  SURRENDER 

19.1.  Surrender  of  the  Premises.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
surrender  to  Sublandlord  the  Premises  in  the  same  condition  as  of  the  Commencement  Date, 
ordinary  wear  and  tear  excepted,  and  free  and  clear  of  all  liens,  easements  and  other 
encumbrances  created  or  suffered  by,  through  or  under  Subtenant.  On  or  before  any  termination 
hereof,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  remove  any  and  all  of  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  from 
the  Premises  and  demolish  and  remove  any  and  all  Alterations  from  the  Premises  (except  for  any 
Alterations  that  Sublandlord  agrees  are  to  remain  part  of  the  Premises  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  8.3  above).  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  expense,  repair  any  damage  to  the 
Premises  resulting  from  the  removal  of  any  such  items  and  restore  the  Premises  to  their  condition 
immediately  prior  to  the  presence  of  any  Alterations.  In  connection  therewith,  Subtenant  shall 
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obtain  any  and  all  necessary  permits  and  approvals,  including,  without  limitation,  any 
environmental  permits,  and  execute  any  manifests  or  other  documents  necessary  to  complete  the 
demolition,  removal  or  restoration  work  required  hereunder.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this 
Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Any  items  of  Subtenant's  Personal 
Property  remaining  on  or  about  the  Premises  after  the  termination  of  this  Sublease  may,  at 
Sublandlord's  option  and  after  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice  to  Subtenant,  be  deemed  abandoned 
and  in  such  case  Sublandlord  may  dispose  of  such  property  in  accordance  with  Section  1980,  et 
seq.,  of  the  California  Civil  Code  or  in  any  other  manner  allowed  by  Law. 

19.2.  No  Holding  Over.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  surrender  the  Premises  to  Sublandlord  upon  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease  as  required  by  this  Section,  Subtenant  shall  Indemnity  Sublandlord 
against  all  Losses  resulting  therefrom,  including,  without  limitation,  Losses  made  by  a 
succeeding  Subtenant  resulting  from  Subtenant's  failure  to  surrender  the  Premises.  Subtenant 
shall  have  no  right  to  hold  over  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent 
may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  If  Sublandlord  holds  over  the 
Premises  or  any  part  thereof  after  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  holding 
over  shall  be  terminable  upon  written  notice  by  Sublandlord,  and  the  Base  Rent  shall  be 
increased  to  two  hundred  percent  (200%)  of  the  Base  Rent  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  such 
holding  over,  and  such  holdover  shall  otherwise  be  on  all  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
Sublease.  This  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  Sublandlord's  permission  for  Subtenant  to  hold 
over.  Acceptance  of  any  holdover  Base  Rent  by  Sublandlord  following  expiration  or  termination 
of  this  Sublease  shall  not  constitute  an  extension  or  renewal  of  this  Sublease. 

19.3.  Security  Deposit.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  upon  execution  of  this  Sublease  a 
security  deposit  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information  as  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  all  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  agrees 
that  Sublandlord  may  (but  shall  not  be  required  to)  apply  the  security  deposit  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  remedy  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s 
Invitees,  or  any  failure  of  Subtenant  to  perform  any  other  terms,  covenants  or  conditions 
contained  in  this  Sublease,  without  waiving  any  of  Sublandlord's  other  rights  and  remedies 
hereunder  or  at  Law  or  in  equity.  Should  Sublandlord  use  any  portion  of  the  security  deposit  to 
cure  any  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately  replenish  the 
security  deposit  to  the  original  amount,  and  Subtenant's  failure  to  do  so  within  five  (5)  days  of 
Sublandlord's  notice  shall  constitute  a material  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 
Sublandlord's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  security  deposit  are  solely  that  of  debtor  and  not 
trustee.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  the  security  deposit  separate  from  its  general 
funds,  and  Subtenant  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest  on  such  deposit.  The  amount  of  the 
security  deposit  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit  Subtenant's  liability  for  the  performance  of  any  of  its 
obligations  under  this  Sublease.  To  the  extent  that  Sublandlord  is  not  entitled  to  retain  or  apply 
the  security  deposit  pursuant  to  this  Section  20.3.  Sublandlord  shall  return  such  security  deposit 
to  Subtenant  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

20.  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 
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20.1.  No  Hazardous  Materials.  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  that  neither  Subtenant  nor 
any  of  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  shall  cause  or  permit  any  material  that, 
because  of  its  quantity,  concentration  or  physical  or  chemical  characteristics,  is  deemed  by  any 
federal,  state  or  local  governmental  authority  to  pose  a present  or  potential  hazard  to  human 
health  or  safety  or  to  the  environment,  including,  without  limitation,  any  material  or  substance 
defined  as  a "hazardous  substance,"  or  "pollutant"  or  "contaminant"  pursuant  to  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  of  1980  ("CERCLA", 
also  commonly  known  as  the  "Superfund"  law),  as  amended  (42  U.S.C.  Sections  9601  et  seg.),  or 
pursuant  to  Section  25281  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  "hazardous  waste"  listed 
pursuant  to  Section  25140  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  asbestos  and  asbestos 
containing  materials  whether  or  not  such  materials  are  part  of  the  structure  of  any  existing 
improvements  on  the  Premises,  or  are  naturally  occurring  substances  on,  in  or  about  the 
Premises;  and  petroleum,  including  crude  oil  or  any  fraction  thereof,  and  natural  gas  or  natural 
gas  liquids  (“Hazardous  Material”)  to  be  brought  upon,  kept,  used,  stored,  generated  or  disposed 
of  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises  or  transported  to  or  from  the  Premises  without  the  prior  written 
approval  of  Sublandlord,  which  approval  may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute 
discretion.  Subtenant  shall  immediately  notify  Sublandlord  if  and  when  Subtenant  learns  or  has 
reason  to  believe  there  has  been  any  release  of  Hazardous  Material  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises. 
Sublandlord  may  from  time  to  time  request  Subtenant  to  provide  adequate  information  for 
Sublandlord  to  determine  that  any  Hazardous  Material  permitted  hereunder  is  being  handled  in 
compliance  with  all  applicable  federal,  state  or  local  Laws  or  policies  relating  to  Hazardous 
Material  (including,  without  limitation,  its  "use,  handling,  transportation,  production,  disposal, 
discharge  or  storage)  or  to  human  health  and  safety,  industrial  hygiene  or  environmental 
conditions  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  and  any  other  property,  including,  without 
limitation,  soil,  air  and  groundwater  conditions  (“Environmental  Laws”),  and  Subtenant  shall 
promptly  provide  all  such  information.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents  shall  have  the 
right  to  inspect  the  Premises  for  Hazardous  Material  and  compliance  with  the  provisions  hereof 
at  all  reasonable  times  upon  reasonable  advance  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency).  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  comply,  without  limiting  the  foregoing, 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  21  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code  including,  without  limitation, 
regarding  obtaining  and  complying  with  the  requirements  of  an  approved  hazardous  materials 
management  plan,  and  with  the  requirements  of  the  environmental  protection  provisions 
provided  for  in  Section  13  of  the  Master  Lease. 

20.2.  Subtenant's  Environmental  Indemnity.  If  Subtenant  breaches  any  of  its  obligations 
contained  in  Section  20.1  above,  or,  if  any  act  or  omission  or  negligence  of  Subtenant  or  any  of 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  results  in  any  spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  pouring, 
emitting,  discharging,  injecting,  escaping,  leeching  or  dumping  (“Release”)  of  Hazardous 
Material  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  without  limiting  Subtenant's  general 
Indemnity  contained  in  Section  16.2  above,  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s 
Agents,  shall  Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  each  of  them,  from  and  against  any  and  all 
enforcement,  investigation,  remediation  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  actions,  agreements 
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or  orders  threatened,  instituted  or  completed  pursuant  to  any  Environmental  Laws  together  with 
any  and  all  Losses  made  or  threatened  by  any  third  party  against  Sublandlord,  Sublandlord’s 
Agents,  or  the  Premises,  relating  to  damage,  contribution,  cost  recovery  compensation,  loss  or 
injury  resulting  from  the  presence,  Release  or  discharge  of  any  Hazardous  Materials,  including, 
without  limitation,  Losses  based  in  common  law,  investigation  and  remediation  costs,  fines, 
natural  resource  damages,  damages  for  decrease  in  value  of  the  Premises,  the  loss  or  restriction 
of  the  use  or  any  amenity  of  the  Premises  and  attorneys'  fees  and  consultants'  fees  and  experts' 
fees  and  costs  (“Hazardous  Materials  Claims”)  arising  during  or  after  the  Term  of  this  Sublease 
and  relating  to  such  Release.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  includes,  without  limitation,  all  costs 
associated  with  the  investigation  and  remediation  of  Hazardous  Material  and  with  the  restoration 
of  the  Premises  or  the  Property  to  its  prior  condition  including,  without  limitation,  fines  and 
penalties  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies,  natural  resource  damages  and  losses,  and  revegetation 
of  the  Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  if  Subtenant  or 
any  of  Subtenant's  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  causes  or  permits  the  Release  of  any 
Hazardous  Materials  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  Subtenant  shall, 
immediately,  at  no  expense  to  Sublandlord,  take  any  and  all  appropriate  actions  to  return  the 
Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property  affected  thereby  to  the  condition  existing  prior  to  such 
Release  and  otherwise  investigate  and  remediate  the  Release  in  accordance  with  all 
Environmental  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  written  notice  of  and  afford 
Sublandlord  a full  opportunity  to  participate  in  any  discussions  with  governmental  regulatory 
agencies  regarding  any  settlement  agreement,  cleanup  or  abatement  agreement,  consent  decree, 
permit,  approvals,  or  other  compromise  or  proceeding  involving  Hazardous  Material. 

20.3.  Acknowledgment  of  Receipt  of  EBS  and  FOSL  Reports.  Subtenant  hereby 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that,  prior  to  the  execution  of  this  Sublease,  it 
has  received  and  reviewed  the  Environmental  Baseline  Survey  (“EBS”)  and  the  Finding  of 
Suitability  to  Lease  (“FOSL”)  described  in  Section  7 of  the  Master  Lease.  California  law 
requires  landlords  to  disclose  to  tenants  the  presence  or  potential  presence  of  certain  Hazardous 
Materials.  Accordingly,  Subtenant  is  hereby  advised  that  occupation  of  the  Premises  may  lead  to 
exposure  to  Hazardous  Materials  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  gasoline,  diesel  and  other  vehicle 
fluids,  vehicle  exhaust,  office  maintenance  fluids,  tobacco  smoke,  methane  and  building 
materials  containing  chemicals,  such  as  formaldehyde.  Further,  there  are  Hazardous  Materials 
located  on  the  Premises  as  described  in  the  EBS  and  the  FOSL.  In  addition,  California's 
Proposition  65,  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  25249.6  et  seq„  requires  notice  that  some  of 
these  Hazardous  Materials  are  known  by  the  State  of  California  to  cause  cancer  or  reproductive 
harm.  By  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  notices  and  warnings  set 
forth  above  satisfy  the  requirements  of  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Sections  25249.6  et 
seq.,  25359.7  and  related  statutes. 

21.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

21.1.  Notices.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Sublease,  any  notice  given 
hereunder  shall  be  effective  only  in  writing  and  given  by  delivering  the  notice  in  person,  or  by 
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sending  it  first  class  mail  or  certified  mail  with  a return  receipt  requested  or  reliable  commercial 
overnight  courier,  return  receipt  requested,  with  postage  prepaid,  to  the  appropriate  addresses  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information.  Any  Party  hereunder  may  designate  a new  address  for 
notice  purposes  hereunder  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  such  change.  Any 
notice  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  two  (2)  days  after  the  date  when  it  is  mailed 
if  sent  by  first  class  or  certified  mail,  one  day  after  the  date  it  is  made,  if  sent  by  commercial 
overnight  carrier,  or  upon  the  date  personal  delivery  is  made,  and  any  refusal  by  either  Party  to 
accept  the  attempted  delivery  of  any  notice,  if  such  attempted  delivery  is  in  compliance  with  this 
Section  21.1  and  applicable  Laws,  shall  be  deemed  receipt  of  such  notice. 

21.2.  No  Implied  Waiver.  No  failure  by  Sublandlord  to  insist  upon  the  strict  performance  of 
any  obligation  of  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  or  to  exercise  any  right,  power  or  remedy  arising 
out  of  a breach  thereof,  irrespective  of  the  length  of  time  for  which  such  failure  continues,  no 
acceptance  of  full  or  partial  payment  of  Rent  due  hereunder  during  the  continuance  of  any  such 
breach,  and  no  acceptance  of  the  keys  to  or  possession  of  the  Premises  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
the  Term  by  any  Agent  of  Sublandlord,  shall  constitute  a waiver  of  such  breach  or  of 
Sublandlord's  right  to  demand  strict  compliance  with  such  term,  covenant  or  condition  or  operate 
as  a surrender  of  this  Sublease.  No  express  written  waiver  of  any  default  or  the  performance  of 
any  provision  hereof  shall  affect  any  other  default  or  performance,  or  cover  any  other  period  of 
time,  other  than  the  default,  performance  or  period  of  time  specified  in  such  express  waiver.  One 
or  more  written  waivers  of  a default  or  the  performance  of  any  provision  hereof  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a waiver  of  a subsequent  default  or  performance.  The  consent  of  Sublandlord 
given  in  any  instance  under  the  terms  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  relieve  Subtenant  of  any 
obligation  to  secure  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  in  any  other  or  future  instance  under  the  terms  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.3.  Amendments.  Neither  this  Sublease  nor  any  term  or  provision  hereof  may  be  changed, 
waived,  discharged  or  terminated,  except  by  a written  instrument  signed  by  the  Parties  hereto. 

21.4.  Authority.  If  Subtenant  signs  as  a corporation,  a partnership  or  a limited  liability 
company,  each  of  the  persons  executing  this  Sublease  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  does  hereby 
covenant  and  warrant  that  Subtenant  is  a duly  authorized  and  existing  entity,  that  Subtenant  has 
and  is  qualified  to  do  business  in  California,  that  Subtenant  has  full  right  and  authority  to  enter 
into  this  Sublease,  and  that  each  and  all  of  the  persons  signing  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  are 
authorized  to  do  so.  Upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with 
evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  confirming  the  foregoing  representations  and 
warranties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants 
that  it  has  full  power  to  make  the  waivers  and  releases,  indemnities  and  the  disclosures  set  forth 
herein,  and  that  it  has  received  independent  legal  advice  from  its  attorney  as  to  the  advisability  of 
entering  into  a sublease  containing  those  provisions  and  their  legal  effect. 

21.5.  Joint  and  Several  Obligations.  The  word  "Subtenant"  as  used  herein  shall  include  the 
plural  as  well  as  the  singular.  If  there  is  more  than  one  Subtenant,  the  obligations  and  liabilities 
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under  this  Sublease  imposed  on  Subtenant  shall  be  joint  and  several. 


21.6.  Interpretation  of  Sublease.  The  captions  preceding  the  articles  and  sections  of  this 
Sublease  and  in  the  table  of  contents  have  been  inserted  for  convenience  of  reference  only  and 
such  captions  shall  in  no  way  define  or  limit  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease. 
This  Sublease  has  been  negotiated  at  arm's  length  and  between  persons  sophisticated  and 
knowledgeable  in  the  matters  dealt  with  herein  and  shall  be  interpreted  to  achieve  the  intents  and 
purposes  of  the  Parties,  without  any  presumption  against  the  party  responsible  for  drafting  any 
part  of  this  Sublease.  Provisions  in  this  Sublease  relating  to  number  of  days  shall  be  calendar 
days,  unless  otherwise  specified,  provided  that  if  the  last  day  of  any  period  to  give  notice,  reply  to 
a notice  or  to  undertake  any  other  action  occurs  on  a Saturday,  Sunday  or  a bank  or  Sublandlord 
holiday,  then  the  last  day  for  undertaking  the  action  or  giving  or  replying  to  the  notice  shall  be 
the  next  succeeding  business  day.  Use  of  the  word  "including"  or  similar  words  shall  not  be 
construed  to  limit  any  general  term,  statement  or  other  matter  in  this  Sublease,  whether  or  not 
language  of  non-limitation,  such  as  "without  limitation"  or  similar  words,  are  used.  Unless 
otherwise  provided  herein,  whenever  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  is  required  to  be  obtained  by 
Subtenant  hereunder,  Sublandlord  may  give  or  withhold  such  consent  in  its  sole  and  absolute 
discretion. 

21.7.  Successors  and  Assigns.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  14,  the  terms,  covenants  • 
and  conditions  contained  in  this  Sublease  shall  bind  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  Sublandlord  and 
Subtenant  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  their  personal  representatives  and  successors 
and  assigns;  provided,  however,  that  upon  any  transfer  by  Sublandlord  (or  by  any  subsequent 
Sublandlord)  of  its  interest  in  the  Premises  as  lessee,  including  any  transfer  by  operation  of  Law, 
Sublandlord  (or  any  subsequent  Sublandlord)  shall  be  relieved  from  all  subsequent  obligations 
and  liabilities  arising  under  this  Sublease  subsequent  to  such  transfer. 

21.8.  Brokers.  Neither  party  has  had  any  contact  or  dealings  regarding  the  leasing  of  the 
Premises,  or  any  communication  in  connection  therewith,  through  any  licensed  real  estate  broker 
or  other  person  who  could  claim  a right  to  a commission  or  finder's  fee  in  connection  with  the 
Sublease  contemplated  herein.  In  the  event  that  any  broker  or  finder  perfects  a claim  for  a 
commission  or  finder's  fee  based  upon  any  such  contact,  dealings  or  communication,  the  party 
through  whom  the  broker  or  finder  makes  a claim  shall  be  responsible  for  such  commission  or 
fee  and  shall  Indemnify  the  other  party  from  any  and  all  Losses  incurred  by  the  indemnified  party 
in  defending  against  the  same.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  survive  any  termination  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.9.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person, 
entity  or  circumstance  shall,  to  any  extent,  be  invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  remainder  of  this 
Sublease,  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  persons,  entities  or  circumstances  other  than 
those  as  to  which  it  is  invalid  or  unenforceable,  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and  each  other 
provision  of  this  Sublease  shall  be  valid  and  be  enforceable  to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by 
Law. 
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21.10.  Governing  Law.  This  Sublease  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  in  accordance  with  the 
Laws  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  federal  government. 

21.11.  Entire  Agreement.  This  instrument  (including  the  exhibits  hereto,  which  are  made  a 
part  of  this  Sublease)  contains  the  entire  agreement  between  the  Parties  and  supersedes  all  prior 
written  or  oral  negotiations,  discussions,  understandings  and  agreements.  The  Parties  further 
intend  that  this  Sublease  shall  constitute  the  complete  and  exclusive  statement  of  its  terms  and 
that  no  extrinsic  evidence  whatsoever  (including  prior  drafts  of  this  Sublease  and  any  changes 
therefrom)  may  be  introduced  in  any  judicial,  administrative  or  other  legal  proceeding  involving 
this  Sublease.  Subtenant  hereby  acknowledges  that  neither  Sublandlord  nor  Sublandlord's 
Agents  have  made  any  representations  or  warranties  with  respect  to  the  Premises  or  this  Sublease 
except  as  expressly  set  forth  herein,  and  no  rights,  easements  or  licenses  are  or  shall  be  acquired 
by  Subtenant  by  implication  or  otherwise  unless  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

21.12.  Attorneys’  Fees.  In  the  event  that  either  Sublandlord  or  Subtenant  fails  to  perform  any  of 
its  obligations  under  this  Sublease  or  in  the  event  a dispute  arises  concerning  the  meaning  or 
interpretation  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  the  defaulting  party  or  the  party  not  prevailing  in 
such  dispute,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  pay  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  other 
party  in  enforcing  or  establishing  its  rights  hereunder  (whether  or  not  such  action  is  prosecuted  to 
judgment),  including,  without  limitation,  court  costs  and  reasonable  attorneys'  fees.  For  purposes 
of  this  Sublease,  reasonable  fees  of  attorneys  in  the  Office  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Attorney 
(Sublandlord's  General  Counsel)  shall  be  based  on  the  fees  regularly  charged  by  private  attorneys 
with  the  equivalent  number  of  years  of  experience  in  the  subject  matter  area  of  the  law  for  which 
the  City  Attorney's  services  were  rendered  who  practice  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
in  law  firms  with  approximately  the  same  number  of  attorneys  as  employed  by  the  Office  of  the 
City  Attorney.  Further,  for  purposes  of  this  Sublease,  the  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  mean  the 
fees  and  expenses  of  counsel  to  the  Parties,  which  may  include  printing,  duplicating  and  other 
expenses,  air  freight  charges,  hiring  of  experts,  and  fees  billed  for  law  clerks,  paralegals, 
librarians  and  others  not  admitted  to  the  bar  but  performing  services  under  the  supervision  of  an 
attorney.  The  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  also  include,  without  limitation,  all  such  fees  and 
expenses  incurred  with  respect  to  appeals,  mediations,  arbitrations,  and  bankruptcy  proceedings, 
and  whether  or  not  any  action  is  brought  with  respect  to  the  matter  for  which  such  fees  and  costs 
were  incurred.  The  term  "attorney"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  the  term  "counsel". 

21.13.  Time  of  Essence.  Time  is  of  the  essence  with  respect  to  all  provisions  of  this  Sublease  in 
which  a definite  time  for  performance  is  specified. 

21.14.  Cumulative  Remedies.  All  rights  and  remedies  of  either  party  hereto  set  forth  in  this 
Sublease  shall  be  cumulative,  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  herein. 

21.15.  Survival  of  Indemnities.  Termination  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  either 
party  to  enforce  any  and  all  indemnities  and  representations  and  warranties  given  or  made  to  the 
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other  party  under  this  Sublease,  nor  shall  it  affect  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  that  expressly 
states  it  shall  survive  termination  hereof.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that, 
with  respect  to  each  of  the  indemnities  contained  in  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  has  an  immediate 
and  independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any 
claim  which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  the  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is 
or  may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is 
tendered  to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter. 

21.16.  Relationship  of  Parties.  Sublandlord  is  not,  and  none  of  the  provisions  in  this  Sublease 
shall  be  deemed  to  render  Sublandlord,  a partner  in  Subtenant's  business,  or  joint  venturer  or 
member  in  any  joint  enterprise  with  Subtenant.  This  Sublease  is  not  intended  nor  shall  it  be 
construed  to  create  any  third  party  beneficiary  rights  in  any  third  party,  unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided.  The  granting  of  this  Sublease  by  Sublandlord  does  not  constitute 
authorization  or  approval  by  Sublandlord  of  any  activity  conducted  by  Subtenant  on,  in  or 
relating  to  the  Premises. 

21.17.  Recording.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  not  record  this  Sublease  nor  any  memorandum 
or  short  form  hereof  in  the  official  records  of  any  county. 

21.18.  Non-Liability  of  Indemnified  Parties’  Officials,  Employees  and  Agents.  No  elective 
or  appointive  board,  commission,  member,  officer  or  employee  of  any  of  the  Indemnified  Parties 
shall  be  personally  liable  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  the  event  of  any  default  or 
breach  by  Sublandlord  or  for  any  amount  which  may  become  due  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  or  for  any  obligation  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease. 

21.19.  No  Discrimination.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  non-discrimination  provisions  of 
Section  19.1  of  the  Master  Lease,  including,  without  limitation,  posting  all  notices  required 
therein. 

21.20.  Counterparts.  This  Sublease  may  be  executed  in  two  or  more  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  deemed  an  original,  but  all  of  which  taken  together  shall  constitute  one  and  the 
same  instrument. 

21.21.  Master  Landlord’s  Consent.  This  Sublease  is  expressly  conditioned  upon  receipt  of  the 
written  consent  of  Master  Landlord. 


22.  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 

22.1.  Signs.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  will  not  erect  or  maintain,  or  permit  to  be  erected  or 
maintained,  any  signs,  notices  or  graphics  upon  or  about  the  Premises  which  are  visible  in  or 
from  public  corridors  or  other  portions  of  any  common  areas  of  the  Premises  or  from  the  exterior 
of  the  Premises,  without  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  which  Sublandlord  may  withhold  or 
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grant  in  its  sole  discretion. 


22.2.  Public  Transit  Information.  Subtenant  shall  establish  and  carry  on  during  the  Term  a 
program  to  encourage  maximum  use  of  public  transportation  by  personnel  of  Subtenant 
employed  on  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  distribution  to  such  employees  of 
written  materials  explaining  the  convenience  and  availability  of  public  transportation  facilities 
adjacent  or  proximate  to  the  Premises  and  encouraging  use  of  such  facilities,  all  at  Subtenant's 
sole  expense. 

22.3.  TIHDI  Job  Broker.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  TIHDI  Work 
Force  Hiring  Plan  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F. 

22.4.  Local  Hiring.  Subtenant  further  agrees  to  use  good  faith  efforts  to  hire  residents  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  all  levels  of  Subtenant's  personnel  needs  and  to  contract 
with  local  businesses  for  Subtenant's  purchase  of  supplies,  materials,  equipment  or  services. 

22.5.  Non-Discrimination  in  City  Contracts  and  Benefits  Ordinance. 

(a)  Covenant  Not  to  Discriminate.  In  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
covenants  and  agrees  not  to  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  the  fact  or  perception  of  a person’s  race, 
color,  creed,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity, 
domestic  partner  status,  marital  status,  disability,  weight,  height  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  or  HIV  status  (AIDS/HIV  status)  against  any  employee  of,  any  City  employee  working 
with,  or  applicant  for  employment  with,  Subtenant  in  any  of  Subtenant’s  operations  within  the 
United  States,  or  against  any  person  seeking  accommodations,  advantages,  facilities,  privileges, 
services,  or  membership  in  all  business,  social,  or  other  establishments  or  organizations  operated 
by  Subtenant. 

(b)  Sub-Subleases  and  Other  Subcontracts.  Subtenant  shall  include  in  all  sub-subleases 
and  other  subcontracts  relating  to  the  Premises  a non-discrimination  clause  applicable  to  such 
sub-subtenant  or  other  subcontractor  in  substantially  the  form  of  subsection  fa)  above.  In 
addition,  Subtenant  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all  sub-subleases  and  other  subcontracts  the 
provisions  of  Sections  12B.2(a),  12B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  and  shall  require  all  sub-subtenants  and  other  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such 
provisions.  Subtenant’s  failure  to  comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  subsection  shall  constitute 
a material  breach  of  this  Sublease. 

(c)  Non-Discrimination  in  Benefits.  Subtenant  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and 
will  not  during  the  Term,  in  any  of  its  operations  or  in  San  Francisco  or  with  respect  to  its 
operations  under  this  Sublease  elsewhere  within  the  United  States,  discriminate  in  the  provision 
of  bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits,  membership  or  membership 
discounts,  moving  expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits  or  travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any 
benefits  other  than  the  benefits  specified  above,  between  employees  with  domestic  partners  and 
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employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between  the  domestic  partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees, 
where  the  domestic  partnership  has  been  registered  with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state 
or  local  law  authorizing  such  registration,  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  12B.2(b) 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

(d)  HRC  Form.  As  a condition  to  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  execute  the  “Chapter  12B 
Declaration:  Nondiscrimination  in  Contracts  and  Benefits”  form  (Form  HRC-12B-101)  with 
supporting  documentation  and  secure  the  approval  of  the  form  by  the  San  Francisco  Human 
Rights  Commission  (the  “HRC”).  Subtenant  hereby  represents  that  prior  to  execution  of  this 
Sublease,  (i)  Subtenant  executed  and  submitted  to  the  HRC  Form  HRC-128-101  with  supporting 
documentation;  and  (ii)  the  HRC  approved  such  form. 

(e)  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference.  The  provisions  of 
Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  relating  to  non-discrimination 
by  parties  contracting  for  the  lease  of  City  property  are  incorporated  in  this  Section  by  reference 
and  made  a part  of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  Subtenant  shall  comply  fully 
with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this  Sublease  under  such  Chapters  of  the 
Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  in  such  Chapters. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  understands  that  pursuant  to  Section  12B.2(h)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  a penalty  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  person  for  each 
calendar  day  during  which  such  person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Sublease  may  be  assessed  against  Subtenant  and/or  deducted  from  any  payments  due 
Subtenant. 

22.6.  MacBride  Principles  - Northern  Ireland.  The  City  urges  companies  doing  business  in 
Northern  Ireland  to  move  toward  resolving  employment  inequities  and  encourages  them  to  abide 
by  the  MacBride  Principles  as  expressed  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  12F.1,  et 
seq.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  also  urges  San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business 
with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  has 
read  and  understands  the  above  statement  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  concerning 
doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland. 

22.7.  Tropical  Hardwood  and  Virgin  Redwood  Ban.  The  City  urges  companies  not  to 
import,  purchase,  obtain  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical  hardwood,  tropical  hardwood  wood 
product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  product.  Except  as  expressly  permitted  by  the 
application  of  Section  802(b)  and  803(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant 
shall  not  provide  any  items  to  the  construction  of  tenant  improvements  or  Alterations  in  the 
Premises,  or  otherwise  in  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  which  are  tropical  hardwoods, 
tropical  hardwood  wood  products,  virgin  redwood,  or  virgin  redwood  wood  products.  In  the 
event  Subtenant  fails  to  comply  in  good  faith  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  8 of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant  shall  be  liable  for  liquidated  damages  for  each  violation 
in  an  amount  equal  to  Subtenant's  net  profit  on  the  contract,  or  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  contract  dollars,  whichever  is  greater. 
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22.8.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Subtenant  states  that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
8.105  and  8.106  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  certifies  that  it  knows  of  no  facts  which  would 
constitute  a violation  of  such  provisions.  Subtenant  further  certifies  that  it  has  made  a complete 
disclosure  to  the  Sublandlord  of  all  facts  bearing  on  any  possible  interests,  direct  or  indirect, 
which  Subtenant  believes  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Sublandlord  presently  has  or  will  have 
in  this  Sublease  or  in  the  performance  thereof  or  in  any  portion  of  the  profits  thereof.  Willful 
failure  by  Subtenant  to  make  such  disclosure,  if  any,  shall  constitute  grounds  for  the 
Sublandlord's  termination  and  cancellation  of  this  Sublease. 

22.9.  Wages  and  Working  Conditions.  Subtenant  agrees  that  any  person  performing  labor  in 
the  construction  of  any  tenant  improvements  and  any  Alterations  to  the  Premises,  which 
Subtenant  provides  under  this  Sublease,  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  as  required  by  Section  6.22(E)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  hours  and  working  conditions,  and  shall  receive  the  same  benefits  as  in  each  case  are 
provided  for  similar  work  performed  in  San  Francisco,  California.  Subtenant  shall  include,  in 
any  contract  for  construction  of  such  tenant  improvements  and  Alterations,  a requirement  that  all 
persons  performing  labor  under  such  contract  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing 
rate  of  wages  for  the  labor  so  performed.  Subtenant  shall  require  any  contractor  to  provide,  and 
shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  upon  request,  certified  payroll  reports  with  respect  to  all  persons 
performing  labor  in  the  construction  of  such  tenant  improvement  work  or  any  Alterations  to  the 
Premises. 

22.10.  Prohibition  of  Tobacco  Advertising.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  no 
advertising  of  cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  is  allowed  on  any  real  property  owned  by  or  under 
the  control  of  Sublandlord  or  the  City,  including  the  Premises  and  the  Property.  This  prohibition 
includes  the  placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,  selling  or  distributing  cigarettes  or 
tobacco  products  or  the  name  of  any  cigarette  or  tobacco  product  in  any  promotion  of  any  event 
or  product.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  any  advertisement  sponsored  by  a state,  local  or 
nonprofit  entity  designed  to  communicate  the  health  hazards  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  products 
or  to- encourage  people  not  to  smoke  or  to  stop  smoking. 

22.11.  Pesticide  Prohibition.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  308  of 
Chapter  3 of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  (the  "Pesticide  Ordinance")  which  (i)  prohibit 
the  use  of  certain  pesticides  on  City  property,  (ii)  require  the  posting  of  certain  notices  and  the 
maintenance  of  certain  records  regarding  pesticide  usage  and  (iii)  require  Subtenant  to  submit  to 
Sublandlord  an  integrated  pest  management  ("IPM")  plan  that  (a)  lists,  to  the  extent  reasonably 
possible,  the  types  and  estimated  quantities  of  pesticides  that  Subtenant  may  need  to  apply  to  the 
Premises  during  the  terms  of  this  Sublease,  (b)  describes  the  steps  Subtenant  will  take  to  meet 
the  City’s  IPM  Policy  described  in  Section  300  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance  and  (c)  identifies,  by 
name,  title,  address  and  telephone  number,  an  individual  to  act  as  Subtenant's  primary  IPM 
contact  person  with  the  City.  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  303(a)  and  303(b)  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance. 
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22.12.  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance.  The  City  has  adopted  a First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance 
(Board  of  Supervisors  Ordinance  No.  264  98)  which  establishes  specific  requirements, 
procedures  and  monitoring  for  first  source  hiring  of  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals  for  entry  level  positions.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  Sublandlord  adopts  a First 
Source  Hiring  Implementation  and  Monitoring  Plan  in  accordance  with  the  First  Source  Hiring 
Ordinance,  Subtenant  shall  enter  into  a First  Source  Hiring  Agreement  that  meets  the  applicable 
requirements  of  Section  83.9  of  the  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance. 

22.13.  Sunshine  Ordinance.  In  accordance  with  Section  67.24(e)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  contracts,  contractors’  bids,  leases,  agreements,  responses  to  Requests  for 
Proposals,  and  all  other  records  of  communications  between  City  departments  and  persons  or 
firms  seeking  contracts  will  be  open  to  inspection  immediately  after  a contract  has  been  awarded. 
Nothing  in  this  provision  requires  the  disclosure  of  a private  person’s  or  organization’s  net  worth 
or  other  proprietary  financial  data  submitted  for  qualification  for  a contract,  lease,  agreement  or 
other  benefit  until  and  unless  that  person  or  organization  is  awarded  the  contract,  lease, 
agreement  or  benefit.  Information  provided  which  is  covered  by  this  Section  will  be  made 
available  to  the  public  upon  request. 

22.14.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges 
that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section  1 5. 103  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  Article  III, 
Chapter  2 of  City's  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Section  87100  et  seq.  and 
Section  1090  et  seq.  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does 
not  know  of  any  facts  which  would  constitute  a violation  of  said  provisions,  and  agrees  that  if 
Subtenant  becomes  aware  of  any  such  fact  during  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
immediately  notify  Sublandlord. 

22.15.  Charter  Provision.  This  Sublease  is  governed  by  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

22.16.  Requiring  Health  Benefits  for  Covered  Employees.  Unless  exempt,  Subtenant  agrees 
to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Care  Accountability 
Ordinance  (HCAO),  as  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  12Q,  including 
the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing  regulations,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  12Q  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this 
Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  The  text  of  the  HCAO  is  available  on  the  web  at 
www.dph.sf.ca.us/HCRes/Resolutions/2004Res/HCResl02004.shtml.  Capitalized  terms  used  in 
this  Section  and  not  defined  in  this  Sublease  shall  have  the  meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in 
Chapter  12Q. 

(a)  For  each  Covered  Employee,  Subtenant  shall  provide  the  appropriate  health  benefit  set 
forth  in  Section  12Q.3  of  the  HCAO.  If  Subtenant  chooses  to  offer  the  health  plan  option,  such 
health  plan  shall  meet  the  minimum  standards  set  forth  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission. 
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(b)  Notwithstanding  the  above,  if  Subtenant  is  a small  business  as  defined  in 

Section  12Q. 3(d)  of  the  HCAO,  it  shall  have  no  obligation  to  comply  with  Subsection  (a)  above. 

(c)  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  HCAO  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this 
Sublease.  Sublandlord  shall  notify  Subtenant  if  such  a breach  has  occurred.  If,  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  receiving  City's  written  notice  of  a breach  of  this  Sublease  for  violating  the  HCAO, 
Subtenant  fails  to  cure  such  breach  or,  if  such  breach  cannot  reasonably  be  cured  within  such 
period  of  thirty  (30)  days,  Subtenant  fails  to  commence  efforts  to  cure  within  such  period,  or 
thereafter  fails  diligently  to  pursue  such  cure  to  completion,  Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to 
pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  Section  12Q.5(f)(l-5).  Each  of  these  remedies  shall  be 
exercisable  individually  or  in  combination  with  any  other  rights  or  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord. 

(d)  Any  Subcontract  entered  into  by  Subtenant  shall  require  the  Subcontractor  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  HCAO  and  shall  contain  contractual  obligations  substantially  the  same  as 
those  set  forth  in  this  Section.  Subtenant  shall  notify  City's  Purchasing  Department  when  it 
enters  into  such  a Subcontract  and  shall  certify  to  the  Purchasing  Department  that  it  has  notified 
the  Subcontractor  of  the  obligations  under  the  HCAO  and  has  imposed  the  requirements  of  the 
HCAO  on  Subcontractor  through  the  Subcontract.  Each  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  its 
Subcontractors'  compliance  with  this  Chapter.  If  a Subcontractor  fails  to  comply,  the 
Sublandlord  may  pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  this  Section  against  Subtenant  based  on  the 
Subcontractor’s  failure  to  comply,  provided  that  Sublandlord  has  first  provided  Subtenant  with 
notice  and  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a cure  of  the  violation. 

(e)  Subtenant  shall  not  discharge,  reduce  in  compensation,  or  otherwise  discriminate  against 
any  employee  for  notifying  Sublandlord  with  regard  to  Subtenant's  compliance  or  anticipated 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  HCAO,  for  opposing  any  practice  proscribed  by  the 
HCAO,  for  participating  in  proceedings  related  to  the  HCAO,  or  for  seeking  to  assert  or  enforce 
any  rights  under  the  HCAO  by  any  lawful  means. 

(f)  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  not  an  entity  that  was  set  up,  or  is  being  used, 
for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  intent  of  the  HCAO. 

(g)  Subtenant  shall  keep  itself  informed  of  the  current  requirements  of  the  HCAO. 

(h)  Subtenant  shall  provide  reports  to  Sublandlord  in  accordance  with  any  reporting  standards 
promulgated  by  Sublandlord  under  the  HCAO,  including  reports  on  Subcontractors  and 
Subtenants,  as  applicable. 

(i)  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  access  to  records  pertaining  to  compliance  with 
the  HCAO  after  receiving  a written  request  from  Sublandlord  to  do  so  and  being  provided  at  least 
five  (5)  business  days  to  respond. 
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(j)  Sublandlord  may  conduct  random  audits  of  Subtenant  to  ascertain  its  compliance  with 
HCAO.  Subtenant  agrees  to  cooperate  with  Sublandlord  when  it  conducts  such  audits. 

(k)  If  Subtenant  is  exempt  from  the  HCAO  when  this  Sublease  is  executed  because  its 
amount  is  less  than  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  (or  [Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($50,000)  if  Subtenant  is  a qualified  nonprofit),  but  Subtenant  later  enters  into  an  agreement  or 
agreements  that  cause  Subtenant's  aggregate  amount  of  all  agreements  with  Sublandlord  to  reach 
Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000),  all  the  agreements  shall  be  thereafter  subject  to  the 
HCAO.  This  obligation  arises  on  the  effective  date  of  the  agreement  that  causes  the  cumulative 
amount  of  agreements  between  Subtenant  and  the  Contracting  Department  to  be  equal  to  or 
greater  than  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000)  in  the  fiscal  year. 

22.17.  Notification  of  Limitations  on  Contributions.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1.126  of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign 
and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  any  person  who  contracts  with  the  City  for  the 
selling  or  leasing  of  any  land  or  building  to  or  from  the  City  whenever  such  transaction  would 
require  approval  by  a City  elective  officer  or  the  board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves, 
from  making  any  campaign  contribution  to  the  officer  at  any  time  from  the  commencement  of 
negotiations  for  such  contract  until  the  termination  of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  three  (3) 
months  has  elapsed  from  the  date  the  contract  is  approved  by  the  City  elective  officer,  or  the 
board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves.  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission 
Regulation  1.126-1  provides  that  negotiations  are  commenced  when  a prospective  contractor  first 
communicates  with  a City  officer  or  employee  about  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a specific 
contract.  This  communication  may  occur  in  person,  by  telephone  or  in  writing,  and  may  be 
initiated  by  the  prospective  contractor  or  a City  officer  or  employee.  Negotiations  are  completed 
when  a contract  is  finalized  and  signed  by  the  City  and  the  contractor.  Negotiations  are 
terminated  when  the  City  and/or  the  prospective  contractor  end  the  negotiation  process  before  a 
final  decision  is  made  to  award  the  contract. 

22.18.  Preservation-Treated  Wood  Containing  Arsenic.  As  of  July  1,  2003,  Subtenant  may 
not  purchase  preservative-treated  wood  products  containing  arsenic  in  the  performance  of  this 
Sublease  unless  an  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  Environment  Code  Chapter  1 3 is 
obtained  from  the  Department  of  Environment  under  Section  1304  of  the  Environment  Code. 

The  term  "preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic"  shall  mean  wood  treated  with  a 
preservative  that  contains  arsenic,  elemental  arsenic,  or  an  arsenic  copper  combination, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  chromated  copper  arsenate  preservative,  ammoniac  copper  zinc 
arsenate  preservative,  or  ammoniacal  copper  arsenate  preservative.  Subtenant  may  purchase 
preservative-treated  wood  products  on  the  list  of  environmentally  preferable  alternatives  prepared 
and  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Environment.  This  provision  does  not  preclude  Subtenant 
from  purchasing  preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic  for  saltwater  immersion.  The  term 
"saltwater  immersion"  shall  mean  a pressure-treated  wood  that  is  used  for  construction  purposes 
or  facilities  that  are  partially  or  totally  immersed  in  saltwater. 
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22.19.  Resource  Efficient  City  Buildings  and  Pilot  Projects.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  enacted  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  Sections  700  to 
707  relating  to  resource-efficient  City  buildings  and  resource-efficient  pilot  projects.  Subtenant 
hereby  agrees  that  it  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  such  code  sections. 

22.20.  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction.  Subtenant  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by 
all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction  Ordinance,  as  set  forth  in  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Chapter  1 6,  including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing 
guidelines  and  rules.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  1 6 are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and 
made  a part  of  this  Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  This  provision  is  a material  term  of  this 
Sublease.  By  entering  into  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  agrees  that  if  it  breaches  this  provision, 
Sublandlord  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to 
determine;  further,  Subtenant  agrees  that  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  liquidated 
damages  for  the  first  breach,  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  liquidated  damages  for  the  second 
breach  in  the  same  year,  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  liquidated  damages  for  subsequent 
breaches  in  the  same  year  is  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  damage  that  Sublandlord  will  incur 
based  on  the  violation,  established  in  light  of  the  circumstances  existing  at  the  time  this  Sublease 
was  made.  Such  amounts  shall  not  be  considered  a penalty,  but  rather  agreed  monetary  damages 
sustained  by  Sublandlord  because' of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

22.21.  Estoppel  Certificates.  At  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
Sublandlord's  request,  Subtenant  will  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  Sublandlord  a 
statement  certifying  the  following  matters:  (a)  the  Commencement  Date  and  Expiration  Date  of 
this  Sublease;  (b)  that  this  Sublease  is  unmodified  and  in  full  force  and  effect  (or  if  there  have 
been  modifications,  that  this  Sublease  is  in  full  force  and  effect  as  modified  and  the  date  and 
nature  of  such  modifications);  (c)  the  dates  to  which  the  Rent  has  been  paid;  (d)  that  there  are  no 
Events  of  Default  under  this  Sublease  (or  if  there  are  any  Events  of  Default,  the  nature  of  such 
Event  of  Default);  and  (e)  any  other  matters  reasonably  requested  by  Sublandlord.  Sublandlord 
and  Subtenant  intend  that  any  such  statement  delivered  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  may  be  relied 
upon  by  any  assignee  of  Sublandlord's  interest  in  the  Master  Lease  or  this  Sublease,  any 
mortgagee  or  any  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  of  the  building  or  land  on  which  the 
Premises  are  located.  Subtenant  irrevocably  appoints  Sublandlord,  as  Subtenant's  agent,  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  Sublandlord  any  such  instrument  if  Subtenant  fails  to  do  so, 
which  failure  shall  also  be  an  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 

22.22.  Addendum.  The  terms  of  the  Addendum  attached  to  this  Sublease  are  incorporated  into 
the  Sublease  by  reference.  In  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  Sublease  and  the 
Addendum,  the  terms  of  the  Addendum  shall  control. 
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Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  have  executed  this  Sublease  in  triplicate  as  of  the  date  first 
written  above.

BACKGROUND 

The  SFGG  Rugby  Foundation,  Inc.,  a California  non-profit  corporation  (hereafter  referred  to  as 
"SFGG”  or  "Subtenant"),  has  been  a subtenant  in  good  standing  with  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  (hereafter  referred  to  as  the  "Authority”)  for  over  three  years.  SFGG 
provides  training  for  San  Francisco  youth  and  residents  in  team  sports.  The  mission  of  SFGG  is 
to  expand  the  reach  of  traditional  sports  and  to  foster  regional  and  local  sports  competitions. 

Under  the  proposed  Sublease,  SFGG  is  requesting  a month-to-month  term  commencing 
retroactively  on  December  1,  2007  for  Parcel  A:  approximately  3,728  square  feet  of  Building  34 
(the  “Clubhouse”);  Parcel  B:  approximately  97,000  square  feet  of  land  bounded  by  Avenue  H, 

3rd  Street,  Avenue  I and  California  Avenue  (“Athletic  Field”);  and  Parcel  C:  approximately  1,300 
square  feet  of  land  located  south  of  Building  34  (the  "Netball  Area"),  Treasure  Island. 

SUBLEASE  TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS 

SFGG  will  sign  the  Authority’s  standard  form  Sublease  document.  The  salient  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  proposed  Sublease  include  the  following:

members  and  guests  at  club  functions  is  subject  to  the  additional 
requirements  that  Subtenant  obtain  the  appropriate  license  from  the 
California  Department  of  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control,  that  no 
alcoholic  beverages  are  served  to  the  general  public  and  there  are 
no  retail  sales  of  alcoholic  beverages.  Subtenant  shall  not  sublease 
or  otherwise  rent  out  the  Premises  to  third  parties  for  meetings  or 
other  activities  without  the  prior  written  approval  of  Sublandlord, 
which  approval  Sublandlord  may  grant  or  withhold  at 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  No  sale  of  tobacco  or 
tobacco  related  products  shall  be  permitted.  Subtenant  may 
conduct  food  and  beverage  service,  including  alcohol  beverage 
service  as  permitted  under  license  from  the  California  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Commission  on  the  Premises  in  support  of  their  meetings 
and  activities  as  a clubhouse. 

Parcel  B and  Parcel  C:  shall  be  used  for  athletic  activities  only  and  for  no  other  purpose. 
Security  Deposit:  $2,000.00 

PROPOSED  MONTHLY  BASE  RENT 

Under  the  Authority’s  Interim  Subleasing  Policy,  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  sets  ranges 
of  minimum  sublease  rental  rates  per  square  foot  by  type  of  use  and  facility  for  office  and 
industrial  space.  Authority  Staff  reviews  and  analyzes  available  commercial  data  including 
market  comparables  of  properties  similarly  situated  to  the  Authority  properties  and  evaluates  the 
Authority  transactions  over  the  past  12  months  to  establish  fair  market  value.  The  Authority 
Board  last  approved  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  in  July  2007,  by  Resolution  No.  07-54- 
07/1 1 . 


The  Subleasing  Policy  has  established  a Minimum  Rental  Rate  of  $0.05  PSF  for  use  of  unpaved 
land  as  industrial  yards,  and  $1.00  PSF  for  Building  34.  However,  according  to  the  Authority 
commissioned  Cameghi-Blum  Market  Rent  Appraisal  conducted  in  February  2007,  athletic 
fields  have  no  rental  value.  The  proximity  of  this  location  to  the  rugby  field  makes  it  more 
appropriate  for  use  as  an  athletic  field  than  as  an  industrial  yard. 

In  2005,  SFGG  developed  an  athletic  field  and  netball  court,  as  well  as  renovated  portions  of 
Building  34.  The  total  cost  of  this  improvement  project  was  over  $350,000. 

Parcel  A:  Authority  Staff  and  SFGG  have  negotiated  a Sublease  with  a monthly  rental  rate  of 
$.25  per  square  foot.  Although  the  rental  rate  of  $1 .00  per  square  foot  is  $.75  per  square  foot 
below  the  Authority  Approved  Minimum  Rent  Schedule  for  2007  and  2008,  Authority  staff 
believes  the  public  and  community  benefits  along  with  the  improvements  made  by  SFGG  far 
exceed  the  rental  rate  difference  and  represents  fair  market  value  at  this  time. 

Parcels:  B and  C:  SF  Fog,  San  Francisco  Little  League,  and  San  Francisco  Gaelic  Athletic 
Association  are  provided  field  space  on  Treasure  Island  at  no  base  rent,  subject  to  the  condition 
that  the  clubs  assume  all  responsibility  for  maintenance  and  repairs  and  contribute  to  the 
community  by  reaching  out  to  Treasure  Island  residents  to  introduce  them  to  the  sport  and  by 
making  facilities,  training  and  athletic  events  available  to  the  Treasure  Island  community  for 
free.  SFGG  offers  to  provide  the  same  benefits  to  the  Treasure  Island  community. 

FINANCIAL  IMPACT 

The  new  Sublease  will  provide  an  increase  of  approximately  $1 1 ,1 84.00  per  year  to  the 
Authority’s  budget. 

RECOMMENDATION 

The  Authority  Staff  recommends  that  the  Authority  Board  of  Directors  retroactively  approve  the 
Sublease  with  SFGG  Rugby  Foundation,  Inc.,  a California  non-profit  corporation,  and  authorize 
the  Director  of  Island  Operations  or  her  designee  to  execute  said  Sublease  for  Parcel  A:

THIS  SUBLEASE  (the  "Sublease"),  dated  for  reference  purposes  only  as  of 
December  1,  2007,  is  by  and  between  the  TREASURE  ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT 
AUTHORITY,  a California  public  benefit  corporation  (“Sublandlord”),  and  SFGG  RUGBY

This  Sublease  is  made  with  reference  to  the  following  facts  and  circumstances: 

A.  The  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of 
Navy  (“Master  Landlord”)  and  Sublandlord  entered  into  a lease  dated  September  4,  1 998,  as 
amended  from  time  to  time  (the  “Master  Lease”),  a copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as 
Exhibit  A.  Under  the  Master  Lease,  the  Master  Landlord  leased  to  Sublandlord  certain  real 
property  located  on  Treasure  Island  Naval  Station  (the  “Property”),  as  more  particularly 
described  in  the  Master  Lease.

2.  PREMISES 

2.1.  Subleased  Premises.  Subject  to  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease, 
Sublandlord  subleases  to  Subtenant  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  have  the  non-exclusive  right 
to  use,  together  with  other  subtenants  in  the  Facility,  the  lobbies,  corridors,  elevators,  stairways 
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and  other  public  areas  of  the  Facility  and  the  Property  (collectively,  the  "Common  Areas"),  and 
the  non-exclusive  right  of  access  to  and  from  the  Premises  by  the  main  entrances  to  the  Facility 
and  the  Property. 

In  the  event  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  space  outside  the  Premises  without  the  prior 
written  consent  of  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area"),  then  upon  written  notice  from 
Sublandlord  ("Notice  to  Vacate"),  Subtenant  shall  immediately  vacate  such  Encroachment  Area 
and  pay  as  additional  rent  for  each  day  Subtenant  used,  occupied,  uses  or  occupies  such 
Encroachment  Area,  an  amount  equal  to  the  rentable  square  footage  of  the  Encroachment  Area, 
multiplied  by  the  higher  of  the  (a)  highest  rental  rate  then  approved  by  Sublandlord's  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  Premises  or  the  Facility,  or  (b)  then  current  fair  market  rent  for  such 
Encroachment  Area,  as  reasonably  determined  by  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area 
Charge").  If  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  such  Encroachment  Area  for  a fractional  month,  then  the 
Encroachment  Area  Charge  for  such  period  shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

In  no  event  shall  acceptance  by  Sublandlord  of  the  Encroachment  Area  Charge  be  deemed  a 
consent  by  Sublandlord  to  the  use  or  occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  by  Subtenant  or  a 
waiver  (or  be  deemed  as  waiver)  by  Sublandlord  of  any  and  all  other  rights  and  remedies  of 
Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease  (including  Subtenant's  obligation  to  indemnify,  defend  and  hold 
Sublandlord  harmless  as  set  forth  in  the  last  paragraph  of  this  Section  2.1),  at  law  or  in  equity. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  amount,  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional 
rent,  an  amount  equaling  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  upon  delivery  of  the  initial  Notice  to 
Vacate  plus  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area.  In  the  event 
Sublandlord  determines  during  subsequent  inspection(s)  that  Subtenant  has  failed  to  vacate  the 
Encroachment  Area,  then  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional  rent,  an  amount 
equaling  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  for  each  additional  Notice  to  Vacate,  if  applicable, 
delivered  by  Sublandlord  to  Subtenant  following  each  inspection.  The  parties  agree  that  the 
charges  associated  with  each  inspection  of  the  Encroachment  Area,  delivery  of  each  Notice  to 
Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area  represent  a fair  and  reasonable  estimate  of  the 
administrative  cost  and  expense  which  Sublandlord  will  incur  by  reason  of  Sublandlord's 
inspection  of  the  Premises,  issuance  of  each  Notice  to  Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment 
Area.  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  applicable  Notice  to  Vacate  and  Sublandlord's  right 
to  impose  the  foregoing  charges  shall  be  in  addition  to  and  not  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  other  rights 
and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease,  at  law  or  in  equity.  The  amounts  set  forth  in 
this  Section  2.1  shall  be  due  within  three  (3)  business  days  following  the  applicable  Notice  to 
Vacate  and/or  separate  invoice  relating  to  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the 
Encroachment  Area. 

In  addition  to  the  rights  and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  as  set  forth  in  the  immediately 
foregoing  two  paragraphs  of  this  Section  2.1.  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  indemnity  and 
exculpation  provision  set  forth  in  Section  16  below  shall  also  apply  to  Subtenant's  use  and 
occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  as  if  the  Premises  originally  included  the  Encroachment 
Area,  and  Subtenant  shall  additionally  indemnify,  defend  and  hold  Sublandlord  harmless  from 
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and  against  any  and  all  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  delay  by  Subtenant  in  so  surrendering  the 
Encroachment  Area  including,  without  limitation,  any  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  any  claims 
against  Sublandlord  made  by  any  tenant  or  prospective  tenant  founded  on  or  resulting  from  such 
delay  and  losses  to  Sublandlord  due  to  lost  opportunities  to  lease  any  portion  of  the 
Encroachment  Area  to  any  such  tenant  or  prospective  tenant,  together  with,  in  each  case,  actual 
attorneys’  fees  and  costs. 

By  placing  their  initials  below,  each  party  specifically  confirms  the  accuracy  of  the 
statements  made  in  this  Section  2.1  and  the  reasonableness  of  the  amount  of  the  charges 
described  in  this  Section  2.1.

(a)  Inspection  of  Premises.  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  Subtenant  has  conducted 
a thorough  and  diligent  inspection  and  investigation,  either  independently  or  through  its  officers, 
directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and  contractors,  and  their 
respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of  them  (“Subtenant's 
Agents”),  of  the  Premises  and  the  suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 
Subtenant  is  fully  aware  of  the  needs  of  its  operations  and  has  determined,  based  solely  on  its 
own  investigation,  that  the  Premises  are  suitable  for  its  operations  and  intended  uses.  As  part  of 
its  inspection  of  the  Premises,  Subtenant  acknowledges  its  receipt  and  review  of  the  Seismic 
Report  referenced  in  Section  2.2(c)  below  and  the  Joint  Inspection  Report  referenced  in  Section  6 
of  the  Master  Lease. 

(b)  As  Is;  Disclaimer  of  Representations.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the 
Premises  are  being  subleased  and  accepted  in  their  "AS  IS,  WITH  ALL  FAULTS"  condition, 
without  representation  or  warranty  of  any  kind,  and  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  statutes, 
ordinances,  resolutions,  regulations,  proclamations,  orders  or  decrees  of  any  municipal,  county, 
state  or  federal  government  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over 
the  Premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  currently  in  effect  or  adopted  in  the  future  and 
whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  Parties,  including  without  limitation  the  orders  and 
citations  of  any  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over  life  and  safety  issues  concerning  the 
Premises  governing  the  use,  occupancy,  management,  operation  and  possession  of  the  Premises 
(“Laws”).  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  this  Sublease  is  made  subject  to  any  and  all  covenants, 
conditions,  restrictions,  easements  and  other  title  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  whether  or  not  of  record.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  neither  Sublandlord, 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (“City”),  nor  any  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  or  contractors,  or  their  respective  heirs,  legal 
representatives,  successors  and  assigns  (“Sublandlord’s  Agents”)  have  made,  and  Sublandlord 
hereby  disclaims,  any  representations  or  warranties,  express  or  implied,  concerning  (i)  title  or 
survey  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  (ii)  the  physical,  geological,  seismological  or 
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environmental  condition  of  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  matters  described  in 
the  Seismic  Report  (as  defined  below),  (iii)  the  quality,  nature  or  adequacy  of  any  utilities  serving 
the  Premises,  (iv)  the  feasibility,  cost  or  legality  of  constructing  any  Alterations  on  the  Premises 
if  required  for  Subtenant's  use  and  permitted  under  this  Sublease,  (v)  the  safety  of  the  Premises, 
whether  for  the  use  by  Subtenant  or  any  other  person,  including  Subtenant’s  Agents  or 
Subtenant’s  clients,  customers,  vendors,  invitees,  guests,  members,  licensees,  assignees  or 
subtenants  (“Subtenant’s  Invitees”),  or  (vi)  any  other  matter  whatsoever  relating  to  the  Premises 
or  their  use,  including,  without  limitation,  any  implied  warranties  of  merchantability  or  fitness 
for  a particular  purpose. 

(c)  Seismic  Report.  Without  limiting  Section  2.2(b)  above,  Subtenant  expressly 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that  it  received  and  read  that  certain  report  dated 
August  1995,  entitled  “ Treasure  Island  Reuse  Plan:  Physical  Characteristics,  Building  and 
Infrastructure  Conditions,  ” prepared  for  the  Office  of  Military  Base  Conversion,  Department  of 
City  Planning,  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Seismic  Report”),  a copy  of  the  cover  page  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C.  Subtenant 
has  had  an  adequate  opportunity  to  review  the  Seismic  Report  with  expert  consultants  of  its  own 
choosing.  The  Seismic  Report,  among  other  matters,  describes  the  conditions  of  the  soils  of  the 
Property  and  points  out  that  in  the  area  of  the  Property  where  the  Premises  are  located,  an 
earthquake  of  magnitude  7 or  greater  is  likely  to  cause  the  ground  under  and  around  the  Premises 
to  spread  laterally  to  a distance  of  ten  (10)  or  more  feet  and/or  result  in  other  risks.  In  that  event, 
there  is  a significant  risk  that  any  structures  or  improvements  located  on  or  about  the  Premises, 
may  fail  structurally  and  collapse. 

3.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  MASTER  LEASE 

3.1.  Incorporation  by  Reference.  All  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Master  Lease  are 
hereby  incorporated  by  reference  into  this  Sublease  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

3.2.  Performance  of  Master  Landlord's  Obligations.  Sublandlord  does  not  assume  the 
obligations  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease.  With  respect  to  work,  services,  repairs, 
restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  other 
obligations  required  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease,  Sublandlord's  sole  obligation 
with  respect  thereto  shall  be  to  request  the  same,  on  request  in  writing  by  Subtenant,  and  to  use 
reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  the  same  from  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  shall  cooperate  with 
Sublandlord  as  may  be  required  to  obtain  from  Master  Landlord  any  such  work,  services,  repairs, 
repainting,  restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  of 
Master  Landlord's  obligations  under  the  Master  Lease. 

3.3.  Conflict.  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Sublease  conflict  with  any  portion  of  the  Master 
Lease  as  incorporated  herein,  then  the  terms  of  the  Master  Lease  shall  govern. 


3.4.  Compliance  with  Master  Lease.  Subtenant  shall  not  do  or  permit  to  be  done  anything 
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which  would  constitute  a violation  or  a breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  provisions  of  the 
Master  Lease  or  which  would  cause  the  Master  Lease  to  be  terminated  or  forfeited  by  virtue  of 
any  rights  of  termination  reserved  by  or  vested  in  the  Master  Landlord. 


4.  TERM 

4.1.  Term  of  Sublease.  The  term  of  this  Sublease  (the  “Term”)  shall  commence  on  the 
Commencement  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  and  expire  on  the  Expiration 
Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  unless  sooner  terminated  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  this  Sublease. 

4.2.  Effective  Date.  This  Sublease  shall  become  effective  on  the  date  (the  "Effective  Date") 
upon  the  later  of  (i)  the  Parties'  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Sublease,  (ii)  Sublandlord's  Board 
of  Director's  approval  of  this  Sublease  at  a duly  noticed  meeting,  if  such  approval  is  required,  or 
(iii)  the  Commencement  Date. 

4.3.  Automatic  Termination.  If  the  Master  Lease  terminates  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  this 
Sublease  shall  automatically  terminate  and  the  Parties  shall  thereafter  be  relieved  from  all 
liabilities  and  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  except  for  liabilities  and  obligations  which 
expressly  survive  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has 
reviewed  the  Master  Lease,  is  aware  of  the  circumstances  upon  which  the  Master  Lease  may  be 
terminated  and  hereby  assumes  all  risks  associated  with  the  automatic  termination  of  this 
Sublease  because  of  the  termination  of  the  Master  Lease. 

4.4.  Termination  by  Sublandlord.  Subtenant's  period  of  occupancy  of  the  Premises  is 
subject  to  Sublandlord's  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  as  provided  herein  at  such  time  as 
Sublandlord  determines,  in  its  sole  discretion,  that  the  Premises  are  needed  in  connection  with  a 
Sublandlord  program  or  project.  As  used  herein,  "Sublandlord  program  or  project"  shall  mean 
any  development  or  renovation,  by  public  and/or  private  parties,  of  the  building  or  land  in  or  on 
which  the  Premises  are  located:  In  the  event  of  any  such  development  or  renovation, 

Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  without  liability  or  expense  upon 
delivery  to  Subtenant  of  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice  of  such  termination.  Subtenant 
agrees  and  shall  be  required  to  surrender  possession  of  the  Premises  by  the  end  of  such  thirty  (30) 
day  period. 

4.5.  No  Relocation  Assistance;  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not 
be  a displaced  person  as  that  term  is  defined  under  the  California  Government  Code  Section 
7260  et  seq.  ("California  Relocation  Act")  and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real 
Property  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.  C.  4601  et  seq.  ("URA"),  and  that  Subtenant  will  not  be  entitled  to 
any  relocation  benefits  provided  under  the  California  Relocation  Act  and  the  URA,  including  any 
moving  expenses,  reimbursement  for  costs  associated  with  increased  rent,  loss  of  goodwill  or 
other  costs  related  to  the  termination  of  Subtenant's  Lease  and  Subtenant's  relocation  from  the 
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Premises.  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all 
claims  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue,  Sublandlord,  its  departments,  commissions,  officers, 
directors  and  employees,  agents,  contractors  and  successors  and  assigns  and  all  persons  acting  by, 
through  or  under  each  of  them,  under  any  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all  claims 
for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  Sublandlord  under  federal  and  state  relocation 
assistance  laws  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  California  Government  Code  Section  7260,  et  seq., 
and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.C. 
4601,  et  seq.). 

Initials:  Subtenant 

5.  RENT 

5.1.  Base  Rent.  Throughout  the  Term,  beginning  on  the  Commencement  Date,  Subtenant 
shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  Base  Rent  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information. 
Base  Rent  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  without  prior  demand  and  without  any  deduction,  setoff, 
or  counterclaim  whatsoever.  Base  Rent  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
in  advance,  at  the  Notice  Address  of  Sublandlord  provided  in  Section  21.1  hereof  or  such  other 
place  as  Sublandlord  may  designate  in  writing.  If  the  Commencement  Date  occurs  on  a date 
other  than  the  first  day  of  a calendar  month,  or  the  Sublease  terminates  on  a day  other  than  the 
last  day  of  a calendar  month,  then  the  monthly  payment  of  Base  Rent  for  such  fractional  month 
shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

5.2.  Adjustments  in  Base  Rent.  If  this  Sublease  has  not  been  terminated,  then  on  each  Rent 
Adjustment  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  the  Base  Rent  shall  be  increased  by 
the  Rent  Increase  Percentage  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease  Information. 

5.3.  Additional  Charges.  In  addition  to  Base  Rent,  Subtenant  shall  pay  all  other  charges 
related  to  the  Premises  otherwise  payable  by  Subtenant  to  Sublandlord  hereunder,  including, 
without  limitation,  all  late  charges  and  default  interest  attributable  to  late  payments  and/or 
defaults  of  Subtenant  hereunder,  all  utility  charges,  and  any  amounts  other  than  Base  Rent  that 
shall  become  due  and  payable  by  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  (together,  the  “Additional 
Charges”).  Together,  Base  Rent  and  Additional  Charges  shall  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the 
“Rent”. 


5.4.  Late  Charge.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  pay  any  Rent  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  the 
same  is  due  and  payable,  such  unpaid  amount  will  be  subject  to  a late  payment  charge  equal  to 
six  percent  (6%)  of  the  unpaid  amount  in  each  instance.  The  late  payment  charge  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant,  after  negotiation,  as  a reasonable  estimate  of  the 
additional  administrative  costs  and  detriment  that  Sublandlord  will  incur  as  a result  of  any  such 
failure  by  Subtenant,  the  actual  costs  thereof  being  extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
determine.  The  late  payment  charge  constitutes  liquidated  damages  to  compensate  Sublandlord 
for  its  damages  resulting  from  such  failure  to  pay  and  Subtenant  shall  promptly  pay  such  charge 
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to  Sublandlord  together  with  such  unpaid  amount. 


5.5.  Default  Interest.  If  any  Rent  is  not  paid  within  ten  (10)  days  following  the  due  date, 
such  unpaid  amount  shall  bear  interest  from  the  due  date  until  paid  at  the  rate  of  ten  percent 
(10%)  per  year.  However,  interest  shall  not  be  payable  on  late  charges  incurred  by  Subtenant  nor 
on  any  amounts  on  which  late  charges  are  paid  by  Subtenant  to  the  extent  this  interest  would 
cause  the  total  interest  to  be  in  excess  of  that  which  an  individual  is  lawfully  permitted  to  charge. 
Payment  of  interest  shall  not  excuse  or  cure  any  default  by  Subtenant. 

6.  TAXES,  ASSESSMENTS  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES 

6.1.  Taxes  and  Assessments,  Licenses,  Permit  Fees  and  Liens. 

(a)  Payment  Responsibility.  Subtenant  shall  pay  any  and  all  real  and  personal  property 
taxes,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  possessory  interest  taxes,  general  and  special  assessments, 
excises,  licenses,  permit  fees  and  other  charges  and  impositions  of  every  description  levied  on  or 
assessed  against  the  Premises,  any  Alterations,  Subtenant's  Personal  Property,  or  Subtenant's  use 
of  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations  during  the  Term.  Subtenant  shall  make  all  such  payments 
directly  to  the  charging  authority  when  due  and  payable  and  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to 
delinquency.  However,  with  respect  ta  real  property  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  or  assessed 
against  the  Premises  for  which  Sublandlord  receives  the  tax  bill  directly  from  the  taxing 
authority,  Subtenant  shall  reimburse  Sublandlord  for  payment  of  such  sums  immediately  upon 
demand. 

(b)  Taxability'  of  Possessory  Interest.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  recognizes 
and  agrees  that  this  Sublease  may  create  a possessory  interest  subject  to  property  taxation  and 
that  Subtenant  may  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  property  taxes  levied  on  such  interest. 

(c)  No  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  not  allow  or  suffer  a lien  for  any  taxes  payable  by  Subtenant 
hereunder  to  be  imposed  upon  the  Premises  or  upon  any  equipment  or  other  property  located 
thereon  without  discharging  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  in  no  event  subsequent  to 
delinquency. 

(d)  Reporting  Information.  Subtenant  agrees  to  provide  such  information  as  Sublandlord 
may  request  to  enable  Sublandlord  to  comply  with  any  possessory  interest  tax  reporting 
requirements  applicable  to  this  Sublease. 

6.2.  Evidence  of  Payment.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  furnish  to 
Sublandlord  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  when  any  charges  are  due  and  payable,  official 
receipts  of  the  appropriate  taxing  authority  or  other  evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to 
Sublandlord,  evidencing  payment  thereof. 

7.  USE;  COVENANTS  TO  PROTECT  PREMISES 
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7.1.  Subtenant's  Permitted  Use.  Subtenant  may  use  the  Premises  for  the  Permitted  Use  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  but  for  no  other  purpose  without  the  prior  written 
consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent  may  be  given  or  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and 
absolute  discretion. 

7.2.  Subtenant's  Access  to  the  Premises.  As  provided  in  Section  30  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Subtenant  shall  have  access  to  the  Premises  on  a 24-hours  per  day,  seven  days  a week  basis; 
provided,  however,  Subtenant  shall  coordinate  such  access  with  the  local  representative  of 
Master  Landlord. 

7.3.  Rules  and  Regulations.  Subtenant  agrees  to  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  regarding 
the  Premises  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D,  and  any  additional  rules  regarding  security,  ingress, 
egress,  safety  and  sanitation  applicable  to  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  as  such  rules  and 
regulations  may  be  prescribed  by  Master  Landlord  or  Sublandlord  from  time  to  time. 

7.4.  Easements.  This  Sublease  shall  be  subject  to  all  outstanding  easements  and  rights-of- 
way  for  location  of  any  type  of  facility  over,  across,  in,  and  upon  the  Premises  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  to  the  right  of  Master  Landlord  to  grant  such  additional  easements  and  rights-of-way 
over,  across,  in  and  upon  the  Premises  as  Master  Landlord  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  public 
interest  (“Additional  Easements”);  provided  that,  as  provided  in  Section  29  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Master  Landlord  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  interference  with  Subtenant’s 
operations  hereunder  caused  by  the  granting  of  any  such  Additional  Easements  and  the  granting 
of  such  Additional  Easements  shall  be  conditioned  on  the  assumption  by  the  grantee  thereof  of 
liability  to  Subtenant  for  such  damages  as  Subtenant  shall  suffer  for  property  destroyed  or 
property  rendered  unusable  on  account  of  the  grantee’s  exercise  of  its  rights  thereunder.  There  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  holders  of  such  Additional  Easements  as  are  presently  outstanding  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  granted,  to  any  workers  officially  engaged  in  the  construction, 
installation,  maintenance,  operation,  repair  or  replacement  of  facilities  located  thereon,  and  to 
any  federal,  state  or  local  official  engaged  in  the  official  inspection  thereof,  such  reasonable 
rights  of"  ingress  and  egress  over  the  Premises  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties  with  regard  to  such  facilities. 

7.5.  No  Interference  with  Navy  Operations.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  operations,  nor 
make  any  Alterations  (as  defined  below),  that  would  interfere  with  or  otherwise  restrict  Master 
Landlord’s  operations  or  environmental  clean-up  or  restoration  actions  by  the  Master  Landlord, 
Sublandlord,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the  State  of  California  or  their  contractors. 
Environmental  clean-up,  restoration  or  testing  activities  by  these  Parties  shall  take  priority,  over 
Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises  in  the  event  of  any  conflict;  provided,  however,  in  such  event, 
Master  Landlord  and  Sublandlord  shall  use  their  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  disruption  of 
Subtenant’s  operation. 

7.6.  No  Unlawful  Uses,  Nuisances  or  Waste.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
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shall  not  use,  occupy  or  permit  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  of  the  Premises  in  any  unlawful 
manner  or  for  any  illegal  purpose,  or  permit  any  offensive,  noisy  or  hazardous  use  or  any  waste 
on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  eliminate  any  nuisances  or  hazards  relating  to  its 
activities  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  any  business,  place  any  sales 
display,  or  advertise  in  any  manner  in  areas  on  or  about  the  Property  outside  of  the  Premises. 

8.  ALTERATIONS 

8.1.  Alterations.  Subtenant  shall  not  construct,  install,  make  or  permit  to  be  made  any 
alterations,  installations  or  additions  (“Alterations”)  in,  to  or  about  the  Premises,  without 
Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  consent  may  given  or  withheld  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  Subject  to  Sublandlord's  consent  as  provided  above, 
any  Alterations  shall  be  done  at  Subtenant's  sole  expense  (i)  in  strict  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  approved  in  advance  by  Sublandlord  in  writing,  (ii)  by  duly  licensed  and  bonded 
contractors  or  mechanics  approved  by  Sublandlord,  (iii)  in  a good  and  professional  manner,  * 
(iv)  in  strict  compliance  with  all  Laws,  and  (v)  subject  to  all  other  conditions  that  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  impose.  In  no  event  shall  the  construction,  installation  or  the  making  of  any 
Alterations  impair  the  use  or  operation  of  the  Property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  Sublandlord's  or 
Master  Landlord’s  access  thereto.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  work  on  the  Premises  to 
construct  any  Alterations,  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  expense,  shall  procure  all  required  permits  and 
approvals  and  shall  promptly  upon  receipt  deliver  copies  of  all  such  documents  to  Sublandlord. 
No  material  change  from  the  plans  and  specifications  for  any  Alterations  approved  by 
Sublandlord  may  be  made  without  Sublandlord'sprior  consent.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  course  of  construction  on  the  Premises  at  all  times. 

8.2.  Historic  Properties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that,  pursuant  to  Section  1 5 of  the  Master  Lease,  no  Alterations  may  be 
made  to  any  improvements  on  the  Premises  (i)  which  will  affect  the  historic  characteristics  of  the 
improvements  or  modify  the  appearance  of  the  exterior  of  the  improvements  without  Master 
Landlord's  and  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  or  (ii)  if  such  Alterations  would  preclude 
qualifying  the  improvements  for  inclusion  on  the  National  Register  for  Historic  Places. 

8.3.  Ownership  of  Alterations.  Any  Alterations  constructed  on  or  affixed  to  the  Premises  by 
or  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  limitations  of  this  Section  8 shall  be  and 
remain  Subtenant's  property  during  the  Term.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
shall  remove  all  such  Alterations  from  the  Premises  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
19  hereof,  unless  Sublandlord,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  limiting  any  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  8.1  above,  requires  that  such  Alterations  remain  on  the  Premises  following  the  expiration 
or  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

8.4.  Subtenant's  Personal  Property.  All  furniture,  furnishings  and  articles  of  movable 
personal  property  and  equipment  used  upon  or  installed  in  the  Premises  by  or  for  the  account  of 
Subtenant  that  can  be  removed  without  structural  or  other  material  damage  to  the  Premises  (all  of 
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which  are  herein  called  "Subtenant's  Personal  Property")  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of 
Subtenant  and  shall  be  removed  by  Subtenant,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  19  hereof. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  providing  any  security  or  other  protection  of  or 
maintenance  to  Subtenant’s  Personal  Property. 

8.5.  Sublandlord's  Alterations.  Sublandlord  reserves  the  right  at  any  time  to  make 
alterations,  additions,  repairs,  deletions  or  improvements  to  the  common  areas  or  any  other  part 
of  the  improvements  on  the  Premises;  provided,  that  any  such  alterations  or  additions  shall  not 
materially  adversely  affect  the  functional  utilization  of  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein. 


9.  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

9.1.  Subtenant  Responsible  for  Maintenance  and  Repair.  Subtenant  assumes  full  and  sole 
responsibility  for  the  condition,  operation,  repair  and  maintenance  and  management  of  the 
Premises  from  and  after  the  Commencement  Date  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  in  good  condition 
and  repair.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  performance  of  any  repairs,  changes  or 
alterations  to  the  Premises,  nor  shall  Sublandlord  be  liable  for  any  portion  of  the  cost  thereof. 
Subtenant  shall  make  all  repairs  and  replacements,  interior  and  exterior,  structural  as  well  as  non- 
structural,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  which  may  be  necessary  to 
maintain  the  Premises  at  all  times  in  a clean,  safe,  attractive  and  sanitary  condition  and  in  good 
order  and  repair,  to  Sublandlord's  and  Master  Landlord’s  reasonable  satisfaction,  provided, 
however,  that  neither  Subtenant  nor  Sublandlord  shall  be  required  to  make  structural  repairs  or 
Alterations  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the  Commencement 
Date.  If  any  portion  of  the  Premises  is  damaged  by  any  activities  conducted  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately,  at  its  sole 
cost,  repair  all  such  damage  and  restore  the  Premises  to  its  previous  condition. 

9.2.  Utilities.  Sublandlord  shall  provide  the  basic  utilities  and  services  described  in  the 
attached  Exhibit  E (the  “Standard  Utilities  and  Services”)  to  the  Premises,  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  therein.  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  furnishing,  at  its  sole  cost, 
any  utilities  or  services  other  than  or  in  excess  of  the  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  that 
Subtenant  may  need  for  its  use  of  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  pay,  without  set  off  or 
counterclaim,  all  amounts  due  and  owing  for  such  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  at  the  rates 
provided  in  and  as  otherwise  set  forth  in  Exhibit  E. 

9.3.  Landscaping.  Subtenant  shall  maintain  the  exterior  landscaping  of  the  Premises  in  good 
condition  and  repair. 

9.4.  Janitorial  Services.  Subtenant  shall  provide  all  janitorial  services  for  the  Premises. 

9.5.  Pest  Control.  Subtenant  shall  provide  and  pay  for  all  pest  control  services  required 
within  the  Premises,  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  of  all  pests  at  all  times. 
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9.6.  Trash.  Subtenant  shall  deposit  all  trash  into  designated  containers  in  the  Premises  in 
compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F.  Subtenant  shall  pay  for 
the  removal  of  trash  from  the  designated  containers.  Subtenant  shall  abide  by  all  rules 
established  by  Sublandlord  or  Master  Landlord  for  the  handling  of  trash. 

9.7.  No  Right  to  Repair  and  Deduct.  Subtenant  expressly  waives  the  benefit  of  any  existing 
or  future  Laws  or  judicial  or  administrative  decision  that  would  otherwise  permit  Subtenant  to 
make  repairs  or  replacements  at  Sublandlord's  expense,  or  to  terminate  this  Sublease  because  of 
Sublandlord's  failure  to  keep  the  Premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  good  order,  condition  or  repair, 
or  to  abate  or  reduce  any  of  Subtenant's  obligations  hereunder  on  account  of  the  Premises  or  any 
part  thereof  being  in  need  of  repair  or  replacement.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
expressly  waives  the  provisions  of  California  Civil  Code  Sections  1932,  1941  and  1942  or  any 
similar  Laws  with  respect  to  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  terminate  this  Sublease  and  with  respect  to 
any  obligations  of  Sublandlord  hereunder  or  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  make  repairs  or 
replacements  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  Rent. 

10.  LIENS 

10.1.  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  from  any  liens  arising  out  of  any  work 
performed,  material  furnished  or  obligations  incurred  by  or  for  Subtenant.  In  the  event  Subtenant 
does  not,  within  five  (5)  days  following  the  imposition  of  any  such  lien,  cause  the  lien  to  be 
released  of  record  by  payment  or  posting  of  a proper  bond,"  Sublandlord  shall  have  in  addition  to 
all  other  remedies  provided  herein  and  by  law  or  equity  the  right,  but  not  the  obligation,  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  released  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deem  proper,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
payment  of  the  claim  giving  rise  to  such  lien.  All  such  sums  paid  by  Sublandlord  and  all 
expenses  it  incurs  in  connection  therewith  (including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys' 
fees)  shall  be  payable  to  Sublandlord  by  Subtenant  upon  demand.  Sublandlord  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  to  post  and  keep  posted  on  the  Premises  any  notices  permitted  or  required  by 
law  or  that  Sublandlord  deems  proper  for  its  protection  and  protection  of  the  Premises  from 
mechanics'  and  materialmen's  liens.  Subtenant  shall  give  Sublandlord  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days' 
prior  written  notice  of  the  commencement  of  any  repair  or  construction  on  any  of  the  Premises. 

1 1 . COMPLIANCE  WITH  LAWS 

11.1.  Compliance  with  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  promptly,  at  its  sole  expense,  maintain  the 
Premises  and  Subtenant’s  use  and  operations  thereon  in  strict  compliance  at  all  times  with  all 
present  and  future  Laws,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary; 
provided,  however  Subtenant  shall  not  be  required  to  make  repairs  or  structural  changes  to  the 
Premises  required  solely  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the 
Commencement  Date  or  not  related  to  Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises,  unless  the  requirement 
for  such  changes  is  imposed  as  a result  of  any  Alterations  made  or  requested  to  be  made  by 
Subtenant.  Such  Laws  shall  include,  without  limitation,  all  Laws  relating  to  health  and  safety 
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and  disabled  accessibility  including,  without  limitation,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  42 
U.S.C.  §§  12101  et  seq.  and  Title  24  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  all  present  and  future 
Environmental  Laws  (as  defined  in  this  Sublease  below),  and  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code.  No  occurrence  or  situation  arising  during  the  Term,  nor  any 
present  or  future  Law,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  and  however  extraordinary,  shall  give 
Subtenant  any  right  to  seek  redress  against  Sublandlord  for  failing  to  comply  with  any  Laws. 
Subtenant  waives  any  rights  now  or  hereafter  conferred  upon  it  by  any  existing  or  future  Law  to 
compel  Sublandlord  to  make  any  repairs  to  comply  with  any  such  Laws,  on  account  of  any  such 
occurrence  or  situation. 

11.2.  Regulatory7  Approvals. 

(a)  Responsible  Party.  Subtenant  understands  and  agrees  that  Subtenant's  use  of  the 
Premises  and  construction  of  any  Alterations  permitted  hereunder  may  require  authorizations, 
approvals  or  permits  from  governmental  regulatory  agencies  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Premises. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  obtaining  any  and  all  such  regulatory  approvals, 
including  without  limitation,  any  liquor  permits  or  approvals.  Subtenant  shall  not  seek  any 
regulatory  approval  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  Sublandlord.  Subtenant  shall 
bear  all  costs  associated  with  applying  for,  obtaining  and  maintaining  any  necessary  or 
appropriate  regulatory  approval  and  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  satisfying  any  and  all 
conditions  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies  as  part  of  a regulatory  approval.  Any  fines  or 
penalties  levied  as  a result  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any 
regulatory  approval  shall  be  immediately  paid  and  discharged  by  Subtenant,  and  Sublandlord 
shall  have  no  liability,  monetary  or  otherwise,  for  any  such  fines  or  penalties.  Subtenant  shall 
indemnify,  protect,  defend  and  hold  harmless  forever  ("Indemnify")  Sublandlord,  City  and 
Master  Landlord,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  all  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees,  contractors,  boards,  commissions, 
departments,  agencies  and  other  subdivisions  and  each  of  the  persons  acting  by,  through  or  under 
each  of  them,  and  their  respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of 
them  (the  “Indemnified  Parties”),  against  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  losses,  liabilities, 
damages,  liens,  injuries,  penalties,  fines,  lawsuits  and  other  proceedings,  judgments  and  awards 
and  costs  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  and  consultants'  fees 
and  costs  (“Losses”)  arising  in  connection  with  Subtenant's  failure  to  obtain  or  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  any  regulatory  approval. 

11.3.  Compliance  with  Sublandlord's  Risk  Management  Requirements.  Subtenant  shall 
not  do  anything,  or  permit  anything  to  be  done,  in  or  about  the  Premises  or  to  any  Alterations 
permitted  hereunder  that  would  create  any  unusual  fire  risk,  and  shall  take  commercially 
reasonable  steps  to  protect  Sublandlord  from  any  potential  premises  liability.  Subtenant  shall 
faithfully  observe,  at  its  expense,  any  and  all  reasonable  requirements  of  Sublandlord's  Risk 
Manager  with  respect  thereto  and  with  the  requirements  of  any  policies  of  commercial  general 
liability,  all  risk  property  or  other  policies  of  insurance  at  any  time  in  force  with  respect  to  the 
Premises  and  any  Alterations  as  required  hereunder. 
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12. 


ENCUMBRANCES 


12.1.  Encumbrance  By  Subtenant.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in 
this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  not  under  any  circumstances  whatsoever  create  any  mortgage,  deed 
of  trust,  assignment  of  rents,  fixture  filing,  security  agreement,  or  similar  security  instrument,  or 
other  lien  or  encumbrance  or  assignment  or  pledge  of  an  asset  as  security  in  any  manner  against 
the  Premises  or  Sublandlord's  or  Subtenant’s  interest  under  this  Sublease. 

13.  DAMAGE  OR  DESTRUCTION 

13.1.  Damage  or  Destruction  to  the  Premises.  In  the  case  of  damage  to  or  destruction  of  the 
Premises  by  earthquake,  fire,  flood  or  any  other  casualty,  which  (i)  is  not  caused  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  (ii)  is  not  covered  by  the  insurance  described  in 
Section  1 7 below,  (iii)  prevents  Subtenant  from  operating  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein,  and  (iv)  costs  more  to  repair  than  the  Repair  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease 
Information,  either  party  may  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice 
and  upon  any  such  termination  Subtenant  shall  surrender  the  Premises  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  (except  for  damage  caused  by  a casualty  pursuant  to  which  this  Sublease  may  be 
terminated  under  this  Section  13.1)  and  both  Parties  shall  be  relieved  of  any  liability  for  such 
termination  or  for  repairing  such  damage.  If  neither  Party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in 
this  Section  13.L  then  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  promptly  restore,  repair,  replace  or  rebuild 
the  Premises  to  the  condition  the  Premises  were  in  prior  to  such  damage  or  destruction,  subject  to 
any  Alterations  made  in  strict  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  8.1  above.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  Sublandlord  have  any  obligation  to  repair,  replace  or  rebuild  the  Premises  in 
the  event  of  a casualty. 

13.2.  No  Abatement  in  Rent.  In  the  event  of  any  damage  or  destruction  to  the  Premises,  and 
if  neither  party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in  Section  13.1  above,  there  shall  be  no 
abatement  in  the  Rent  payable  hereunder. 

13.3.  Waiver.  The  Parties  understand  and  agree  that  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section 
are  intended  to  govern  fully  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  Parties  in  the  event  of  damage  or 
destruction  to  the  Premises  or  Alterations,  and  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  each  hereby  waives 
and  releases  any  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  in  whole  or  in  part  under  Sections  1932.2  and 
1933.4  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  or  under  any  similar  Laws  now  or  hereafter  in  effect,  to 
the  extent  such  rights  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

14.  ASSIGNMENT  AND  SUBLETTING 

14.1.  Restriction  on  Assignment  and  Subletting.  Subtenant  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly 
(including,  without  limitation,  by  merger,  acquisition  or  other  transfer  of  any  controlling  interest 
in  Subtenant),  voluntarily  or  by  operation  of  Law,  sell,  assign,  encumber,  pledge,  sublease  or 
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otherwise  transfer  any  part  of  its  interest  in  or  rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises,  any  Alterations 
or  its  interest  in  this  Sublease,  or  permit  any  portion  of  the  Premises  to  be  occupied  by  anyone 
other  than  itself,  or  sublet  any  portion  of  the  Premises  (a  "Transfer"),  without  Sublandlord's  prior 
written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  Sublandlord  may  grant  or  withhold  in  its  sole  and 
absolute  discretion.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  a written  notice  of  its  intention  to 
Transfer  this  Sublease  or  the  Premises,  together  with  a copy  of  the  proposed  Transfer  agreement 
at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  date  of  the  proposed  Transfer.  Subtenant 
shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  such  information  regarding  the  proposed  Transfer  as  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  request. 

14.2.  Bonus  Rental.  If  Sublandlord  consents  to  a Transfer  of  any  of  Subtenant's  interest  in  or 
rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises  pursuant  to  Section  14.1  above,  then  one  hundred  percent 
(100%)  of  any  rent  or  other  consideration  payable  to  Subtenant  in  excess  of  the  Base  Rent 
payable  hereunder  (or  the  proportionate  share  thereof  applicable  to  the  portion  of  the  Premises 
that  is  subject  to  the  Transfer)  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  immediately  upon  receipt  by 
Subtenant. 

15.  DEFAULT;  REMEDIES 

15.1.  Events  of  Default.  Any  of  the  following  shall  constitute  an  event  of  default  ("Event  of 
Default")  by  Subtenant  hereunder: 

(a)  Failure  to  Pay  Rent.  Any  failure  to  pay  any  Rent  or  any  other  sums  due  hereunder, 
including  sums  due  for  utilities,  within  five  (5)  days  after  such  sums  are  due; 

(b)  Covenants,  Conditions  and  Representations.  Any  failure  to  perform  or  comply  with 
any  other  covenant,  condition  or  representation  made  under  this  Sublease;  provided,  Subtenant 
shall  have  a period  of  ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  written  notice  from  Sublandlord  of  such 
failure  within  which  to  cure  such  default  under  this  Sublease,  or,  if  such  default  is  not  capable  of 
cure  within  such  1 0-day  period,  Subtenant  shall  have  a reasonable  period  to  complete  such  cure  if 
Subtenant  promptly  undertakes  action  to  cure  such  default  within  such  10-day  period  and 
thereafter  diligently  prosecutes  the  same  to  completion  and  uses  its  best  efforts  to  complete  such 
cure  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  receipt  of  notice  of  default  from  Sublandlord; 

(c)  Vacation  or  Abandonment.  Any  abandonment  of  the  Premises  for  more  than  fourteen 
(14)  consecutive  days; 

(d)  Bankruptcy.  The  appointment  of  a receiver  to  take  possession  of  all  or  substantially  all 
of  the  assets  of  Subtenant,  or  an  assignment  by  Subtenant  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  or  any 
action  taken  or  suffered  by  Subtenant  under  any  insolvency,  bankruptcy,  reorganization, 
moratorium  or  other  debtor  relief  act  or  statute,  whether  now  existing  or  hereafter  amended  or 
enacted;  and 
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(e)  Notices  of  Default.  The  delivery  to  Subtenant  of  three  (3)  or  more  notices  of  default 
within  any  twelve  (12)  month  period,  irrespective  of  whether  Subtenant  actually  cures  such 
default  within  the  specified  time  period,  may,  in  the  sole  and  absolute  discretion  of  the  Authority, 
be  deemed  an  incurable  breach  of  this  Sublease  allowing  the  Authority  to  immediately  terminate 
this  Sublease  without  further  notice  or  demand  to  Subtenant. 

15.2.  Remedies.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant,  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  following  rights  and  remedies  in  addition  to  all  other  rights  and  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord  at  Law  or  in  equity: 

(a)  Terminate  Sublease  and  Recover  Damages.  The  rights  and  remedies  provided  by 
California  Civil  Code  Section  1951.2  (damages  on  termination  for  breach),  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  right  to  terminate  Subtenant's  right  to  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  recover 
the  worth  at  the  time  of  award  of  the  amount  by  which  the  unpaid  Rent  for  the  balance  of  the 
Term  after  the  time  of  award  exceeds  the  amount  of  rental  loss  for  the  same  period  that 
Subtenant  proves  could  be  reasonably  avoided,  as  computed  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  of  such 
Section  1951.2.  Sublandlord's  efforts  to  mitigate  the  damages  caused  by  Subtenant's  breach  of 
this  Sublease  shall  not  waive  Sublandlord's  rights  to  recover  unmitigated  damages  upon 
termination. 

(b)  Appointment  of  Receiver.  The  right  to  have  a receiver  appointed  for  Subtenant  upon 
application  by  Sublandlord  to  take  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  apply  any  rental  collected 
from  the  Premises  and  to  exercise  all  other  rights  and  remedies  granted  to  Sublandlord  pursuant 
to  this  Sublease. 

15.3.  Sublandlord's  Right  to  Cure  Subtenant's  Defaults.  If  Subtenant  defaults  in  the 
performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  then  Sublandlord  may  at  any  time 
thereafter  with  three  (3)  days  prior  written  notice  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  as 
determined  by  Sublandlord  where  prior  notice  by  Sublandlord  is  impractical),  remedy  such  Event 
of  Default  for  Subtenant's  account  and  at  Subtenant's  expense.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to 
Sublandlord,  as  Additional  Charges,  promptly  upon  demand,  all  sums  expended  by  Sublandlord, 
or  other  costs,  damages,  expenses  or  liabilities  incurred  by  Sublandlord,  including,  without 
limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  in  remedying  or  attempting  to  remedy  such  Event  of 
Default.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
Nothing  herein  shall  imply  any  duty  of  Sublandlord  to  do  any  act  that  Subtenant  is  obligated  to 
perform  under  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  and  Sublandlord's  cure  or  attempted  cure  of 
Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  shall  not  constitute  a waiver  of  Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  or  any 
rights  or  remedies  of  Sublandlord  on  account  of  such  Event  of  Default. 

16.  RELEASE  AND  WAIVER  OF  CLAIMS;  INDEMNIFICATION 

16.1.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents, 
covenants  and  agrees  that  the  Indemnified  Parties  shall  not  be  responsible  for  or  liable  to 
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Subtenant  for,  and,  to  the  fullest  extent  allowed  by  any  Laws,  Subtenant  hereby  waives  all  rights 
against  the  Indemnified  Parties  and  releases  them  from,  any  and  all  Losses,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  incidental  and  consequential  damages,  relating  to  any  injury,  accident  or  death  of  any 
person  or  loss  or  damage  to  any  property,  in  or  about  the  Premises,  from  any  cause  whatsoever, 
including  without  limitation,  partial  or  complete  collapse  of  the  Premises  due  to  an  earthquake  or 
subsidence,  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or 
willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing: 

(a)  Subtenant  expressly  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the  Rent  payable  hereunder  does  not 
take  into  account  any  potential  liability  of  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  any  consequential  or 
incidental  damages  including,  but  not  limited  to,  lost  profits  arising  out  of  disruption  to 
Subtenant's  uses  hereunder.  Sublandlord  would  not  be  willing  to  enter  into  this  Sublease  in  the 
absence  of  a complete  waiver  of  liability  for  consequential  or  incidental  damages  due  to  the  acts 
or  omissions  of  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  Subtenant  expressly  assumes  the  risk  with  respect 
thereto.  Accordingly,  without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other 
waivers  contained  in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims, 
demands,  rights,  and  causes  of  action  for  consequential  and  incidental  damages  and  covenants 
not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  such  damages  arising  out  of  this  Sublease  or  the  uses 
authorized  hereunder,  including,  without  limitation,  any  interference  with  uses  conducted  by 
Subtenant  pursuant  to  this  Sublease  regardless  of  the  cause. 

(b)  Without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other  waivers  contained 
in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  fully 
RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  rights,  and 
causes  of  action  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  or 
future  Laws,  statutes,  or  regulations,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  claim  for  inverse 
condemnation  or  the  payment  of  just  compensation  under  the  law  of  eminent  domain,  or 
otherwise  at  equity,  in  the  event  that  Sublandlord  terminates  this  Sublease  because  of  such  claim 
for  inverse  condemnation  or  eminent  domain. 

(c)  As  part  of  Subtenant's  agreement  to  accept  the  Premises  in  its  "As  Is"  condition  as 
provided  herein,  and  without  limiting  such  agreement  and  any  other  waiver  contained  herein, 
Subtenant  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and 
forever  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all 
Losses,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise 
on  account  of  or  in  any  way  be  connected  with  the  physical  or  environmental  condition  of  the 
Premises  and  any  related  improvements  or  any  Laws  or  regulations  applicable  thereto  or  the 
suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 

(d)  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not  be  a displaced  person  at  the  time  this  Sublease  is 
terminated,  and  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  the  Indemnified 
Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses  and  any  and  all  claims,  demands  or  rights  against  any  of  the 
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Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  and  future  Laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all 
claims  for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  federal  and  state 
relocation  assistance  laws. 

(e)  Without  limiting  any  other  waiver  contained  herein.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its 
successors  and  assigns,  hereby  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and  forever  RELEASES, 
WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses,  whether  direct 
or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise  on  account  of  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  Indemnified  Parties'  decision  to  Sublease  the  Premises  to  Subtenant, 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  such  decision  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of  gross 
negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties. 

(f)  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  never  to  file,  commence,  prosecute  or  cause  to  be  filed, 
commenced  or  prosecuted  against  the  Indemnified  Parties  any  claim,  action  or  proceeding  based 
upon  any  claims,  demands,  causes  of  action,  obligations,  damages,  losses,  costs,  expenses  or 
liabilities  of  any  nature  whatsoever  encompassed  by  the  waivers  and  releases  set  forth  in  this 
Section  16.1. 


(g)  In  executing  these  waivers  and  releases.  Subtenant  has  not  relied  upon  any  representation 
or  statement  other  than  as  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

(h)  Subtenant  had  made  such  investigation  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  these  waivers  and 
releases  as -it  deems  necessary  and  assumes  the  risk  of  mistake  with  respect  to  such  facts.  These 
waivers  and  releases  are  intended  to  be  final  and  binding  on  Subtenant  regardless  of  any  claims 
of  mistake. 

(i)  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  releases,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar 
with  Section  1542  of  the  California  Civil  Code,  which  reads: 

A general  release  does  not  extend  to  claims  which  the  creditor  does 
not  know  or  suspect  to  exist  in  his  favor  at  the  time  of  executing  the 
release,  which  if  known  by  him  must  have  materially  affected  his 
settlement  with  the  debtor. 

Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  releases  contained  herein  include  all  known  and 
unknown,  disclosed  and  undisclosed,  and  anticipated  and  unanticipated  claims.  Subtenant 
realizes  and  acknowledges  that  it  has  agreed  upon  this  Sublease  in  light  of  this  realization  and, 
being  fully  aware  of  this  situation,  it  nevertheless  intends  to  waive  the  benefit  of  Civil  Code 
Section  1542,  or  any  statute  or  other  similar  law  now  or  later  in  effect.  The  waivers  and  releases 
contained  herein  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

16.2.  Subtenant's  Indemnity7 . Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents,  shall 
Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  and  against  any  and  all  Losses  arising  out  of  Subtenant’s 
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use  of  the  Premises,  including  but  not  limited  to,  any  Losses  arising  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  out  of:  (a)  any  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  property  owned  by  or  in  the 
custody  of  Subtenant  or  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees;  (b)  any  accident,  injury  to  or 
death  of  a person,  including,  without  limitation,  Subtenant’s  Agents  and  Subtenant’s  Invitees, 
howsoever  or  by  whomsoever  caused,  occurring  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises;  (c)  any  default  by 
Subtenant  in  the  observation  or  performance  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  of  this 
Sublease  to  be  observed  or  performed  on  Subtenant's  part;  (d)  the  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or 
management,  or  manner  of  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or  management  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  or  any  person  or  entity  claiming  through  or  under  any  of  them,  of 
the  Premises  or  any  Alterations;  (e)  any  construction  or  other  work  undertaken  by  Subtenant  on 
or  about  the  Premises;  and  (f)  any  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant's  Agents 
or  Subtenant's  Invitees,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations,  except  to  the  extent  that 
such  Indemnity  is  void  or  otherwise  unenforceable  under  any  applicable  Laws  in  effect  on  or 
validly  retroactive  to  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and  further  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses 
are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or  intentional  wrongful  acts  and  omissions  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  shall  include,  without  limitation,  reasonable  fees 
of  attorneys,  consultants  and  experts  and  related  costs  and  Sublandlord's  costs  of  investigating 
any  Loss.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  an  immediate  and 
independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  claim 
which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  this  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is  or 
may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered 
to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter.  Subtenant's  obligations  under 
this  Section  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

17.  INSURANCE 

17.1.  Required  Insurance  Coverage.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  maintain, 
or  cause  to  be  maintained,  through  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  the  following  insurance: 

(a)  General  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  commercial  general  liability  insurance, 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined  single  limit 
for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  contractual  liability,  independent 
contractors,  broad  form  property  damage,  personal  injury,  products  and  completed  operations, 
fire  damage  and  legal  liability  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000), 
explosion,  collapse  and  underground  (XCU). 

(b)  Automobile  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  business  automobile  liability 
insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined 
single  limit  for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  owned  and  hired 
vehicles  and  for  employer’s  non-ownership  liability,  which  insurance  shall  be  required  if  any 
automobiles  or  any  other  motor  vehicles  are  operated  in  connection  with  Subtenant’s  activity  on 
the  Premises  or  the  Permitted  Use. 
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(c)  Worker's  Compensation  and  Employer's  Liability  Insurance.  If  Subtenant  has 
employees,  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance  in  statutory  amounts  with  Employer's  Liability 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for  each  accident,  injury  or  illness, 
on  employees  eligible  for  each. 

(d)  Personal  Property  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  procure  and 
maintain  on  all  of  its  personal  property  and  Alterations,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises,  property 
insurance  on  an  all  risk  form,  excluding  earthquake  and  flood,  to  the  extent  of  full  replacement 
value.  The  proceeds  from  any  such  policy  shall  be  used  by  Subtenant  for  the  replacement  of 
Subtenant's  personal  property. 

(e)  Other  Coverage.  Such  other  insurance  or  different  coverage  amounts  as  is  required  by 
law  or  as  is  generally  required  by  commercial  owners  of  property  similar  in  size,  character,  age 
and  location  as  the  Premises,  as  may  change  from  time  to  time,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the 
City's  Risk  Manager. 

17.2.  Claims-Made  Policies.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a claims-made  form  of  policy,  Subtenant  shall  maintain  such  coverage 
continuously  throughout  the  Term  and  without  lapse  for  a period  of  three  (3)  years  beyond  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease,  to  the  effect  that  should  occurrences  during  the  Term  give  rise  to  . 
claims  made  after  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  claims  shall  be  covered  by  such  claims- 
made  policies. 

17.3.  Annual  Aggregate  Limits.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a form  of  coverage  which  includes  an  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that 
claims  investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be  included  in  such  annual  aggregate  limit,  such 
annual  aggregate  limit  shall  be  double  the  occurrence  limits  specified  herein. 

17.4.  Payment  of  Premiums.  Subtenant  shall  pay  the  premiums  for  maintaining  all  required 
insurance. 

17.5.  Waiver  of  Subrogation  Rights.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained 
herein,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  (each  a "Waiving  Party")  each  hereby  waives  any  right  of 
recovery  against  the  other  party  for  any  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  such  other  party  with  respect 
to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises  or  any  portion  thereof  or  the  contents  of  the  same  or  any  operation 
therein,  whether  or  not  such  loss  is  caused  by  the  fault  or  negligence  of  such  other  party,  to  the 
extent  such  loss  or  damage  is  covered  by  insurance  which  is  required  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Waiving  Party  under  this  Sublease  or  is  actually  covered  by  insurance  obtained  by  the  Waiving 
Party.  Each  Waiving  Party  agrees  to  cause  its  insurers  to  issue  appropriate  waiver  of  subrogation 
rights  endorsements  to  all  policies  relating  to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises;  provided,  the  failure  to 
obtain  any  such  endorsement  shall  not  affect  the  above  waiver. 

17.6.  General  Insurance  Matters. 
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(a)  All  liability  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall 
contain  a cross-liability  clause,  shall  name  as  additional  insureds  the  "THE  TREASURE 
ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  THE 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  ACTING  BY  AND  THROUGH  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
THE  NAVY,  AND  THEIR  OFFICERS,  DIRECTORS,  EMPLOYEES  AND  AGENTS,"  shall  be 
primary  to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the  additional  insureds  with  respect  to  claims  arising 
under  this  Sublease,  and  shall  provide  that  such  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured 
against  whom  complaint  is  made  or  suit  is  brought  except  with  respect  to  the  limits  of  the 
company's  liability. 

(b)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  be  issued 
by  an  insurance  company  or  companies  reasonably  acceptable  to  Sublandlord  with  an  AM  Best 
rating  of  not  less  than  A-VIII  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  California. 

(c)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  provide  for 
thirty  (30)  days'  prior  written  notice  of  cancellation  for  any  reason,  intended  nomrenewal,  or 
reduction  in  coverage  to  Subtenant  and  Sublandlord.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  in  accordance 
with  the  notice  provisions  of  Section  21.1  below. 

(d)  Subtenant  shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  certificates  of  insurance  and  additional  insured 
policy  endorsements  in  a form  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  evidencing  the  coverages  required 
herein,  together  with  evidence  of  payment  of  premiums,  on  or  before  the  Commencement  Date, 
and  upon  renewal  of  each  policy  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  before  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
policy.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord's  request,  promptly  furnish  Sublandlord  with  a 
complete  copy  of  any  insurance  policy  required  hereunder. 

(e)  Not  more  often  than  every  year  and  upon  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days'  prior  written 
notice,  Sublandlord  may  require  Subtenant  to  increase  the  insurance  limits  set  forth  in  Section 
17.1  above  if  Sublandlord  finds  in  its  reasonable  judgment  that  it  is  the  general  commercial 
practice  in  San  Francisco  to  carry  insurance  in  amounts  substantially  greater  than  those  amounts 
carried  by  Subtenant  with  respect  to  risks  comparable  to  those  associated  with  the  use  of  the 
Premises. 

(f)  Subtenant's  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  in  no  way  relieve  or 
decrease  Subtenant's  indemnification  obligations  herein  or  any  of  Subtenant's  other  obligations  or 
liabilities  under  this  Sublease. 

(g)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Sublease,  Sublandlord  may  elect  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion  to  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  the  lapse  of  any 
required  insurance  coverage  by  written  notice  to  Subtenant. 

1 8.  ACCESS  BY  SUBLANDLORD

18.1.  Access  to  Premises  by  Sublandlord. 


(a)  General  Access.  Sublandlord  reserves  for  itself  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents,  the  right  to 
enter  the  Premises  and  any  portion  thereof  at  all  reasonable  times  upon  not  less  than  twenty-four 
(24)  hours  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency)  for  any 
purpose. 

(b)  Emergency  Access.  In  the  event  of  any  emergency,  as  determined  by  Sublandlord, 
Sublandlord  may,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  notice,  enter  the  Premises  and  alter  or  remove 
any  Alterations  or  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  any  and  all  means  Sublandlord  considers  appropriate  to  gain  access  to  any 
portion  of  the  Premises  in  an  emergency.  In  such  case,  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
any  damage  or  injury  to  any  such  property,  nor  for  the  replacement  of  any  such  property  and  any 
such  emergency  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a forcible  or  unlawful  entry  onto  or  a detainer  of, 
the  Premises,  or  an  eviction,  actual  or  constructive,  of  Subtenant  from  the  Premises  or  any 
portion  thereof. 

(c)  No  Liability.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  liable  in  any  manner,  and  Subtenant  hereby 
waives  any  claims,  for  any  inconvenience,  disturbance,  loss  of  business,  nuisance  or  other 
damage  arising  out  of  Sublandlord's  entry  onto  the  Premises,  except  damage  resulting  directly 
and  exclusively  from  the  gross  negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  Sublandlord  or  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  and  not  contributed  to  by  the  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees. 

18.2.  Access  to  Premises  by  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that 
Master  Landlord  shall  have  all  of  the  rights  of  access  to  the  Premises  described  in  the  Master 
Lease. 

19.  SURRENDER 

19.1.  Surrender  of  the  Premises.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
surrender  to  Sublandlord  the  Premises  in  the  same  condition  as  of  the  Commencement  Date, 
ordinary  wear  and  tear  excepted,  and  free  and  clear  of  all  liens,  easements  and  other 
encumbrances  created  or  suffered  by,  through  or  under  Subtenant.  On  or  before  any  termination 
hereof,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  remove  any  and  all  of  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  from 
the  Premises  and  demolish  and  remove  any  and  all  Alterations  from  the  Premises  (except  for  any 
Alterations  that  Sublandlord  agrees  are  to  remain  part  of  the  Premises  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  8.3  above).  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  expense,  repair  any  damage  to  the 
Premises  resulting  from  the  removal  of  any  such  items  and  restore  the  Premises  to  their  condition 
immediately  prior  to  the  presence  of  any  Alterations.  In  connection  therewith,  Subtenant  shall 
obtain  any  and  all  necessary  permits  and  approvals,  including,  without  limitation,  any 
environmental  permits,  and  execute  any  manifests  or  other  documents  necessary  to  complete  the 
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demolition,  removal  or  restoration  work  required  hereunder.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this 
Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Any  items  of  Subtenant's  Personal 
Property  remaining  on  or  about  the  Premises  after  the  termination  of  this  Sublease  may,  at 
Sublandlord's  option  and  after  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice  to  Subtenant,  be  deemed  abandoned 
and  in  such  case  Sublandlord  may  dispose  of  such  property  in  accordance  with  Section  1980,  et 
seq„  of  the  California  Civil  Code  or  in  any  other  manner  allowed  by  Law. 

19.2.  No  Holding  Over.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  surrender  the  Premises  to  Sublandlord  upon  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease  as  required  by  this  Section,  Subtenant  shall  Indemnify  Sublandlord 
against  all  Losses  resulting  therefrom,  including,  without  limitation,  Losses  made  by  a 
succeeding  Subtenant  resulting  from  Subtenant's  failure  to  surrender  the  Premises.  Subtenant 
shall  have  no  right  to  hold  over  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent 
may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  If  Sublandlord  holds  over  the 
Premises  or  any  part  thereof  after  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  holding 
over  shall  be  terminable  upon  written  notice  by  Sublandlord,  and  the  Base  Rent  shall  be 
increased  to  two  hundred  percent  (200%)  of  the  Base  Rent  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  such 
holding  over,  and  such  holdover  shall  otherwise  be  on  all  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
Sublease.  This  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  Sublandlord's  permission  for  Subtenant  to  hold 
over.  Acceptance  of  any  holdover  Base  Rent  by  Sublandlord  following  expiration  or  termination 

. of  this  Sublease  shall  not  constitute  an  extension  or  renewal  of  this  Sublease. 

19.3.  Security  Deposit.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  upon  execution  of  this  Sublease  a 
. security  deposit  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information  as  security  for  the 

faithful  performance  of  all  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  agrees 
that  Sublandlord  may  (but  shall  not  be  required  to)  apply  the  security  deposit  in  whole  or  in  part 
• to  remedy  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s 
Invitees,  or  any  failure  of  Subtenant  to  perform  any  other  terms,  covenants  or  conditions 
contained  in  this  Sublease,  without  waiving  any  of  Sublandlord's  other  rights  and  remedies 
hereunder  or  at  Law  or  in  equity.  Should  Sublandlord  use  any  portion  of  the  security  deposit  to 
cure  any  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately  replenish  the 
. security  deposit  to  the  original  amount,  and  Subtenant's  failure  to  do  so  within  five  (5)  days  of 
Sublandlord's  notice  shall  constitute  a material  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 
Sublandlord's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  security  deposit  are  solely  that  of  debtor  and  not 
trustee.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  the  security  deposit  separate  from  its  general 
funds,  and  Subtenant  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest  on  such  deposit.  The  amount  of  the 
security  deposit  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit  Subtenant's  liability  for  the  performance  of  any  of  its 
obligations  under  this  Sublease.  To  the  extent  that  Sublandlord  is  not  entitled  to  retain  or  apply 
the  security  deposit  pursuant  to  this  Section  20.3.  Sublandlord  shall  return  such  security  deposit 
to  Subtenant  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

20.  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 

20.1.  No  Hazardous  Materials.  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  that  neither  Subtenant  nor 
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any  of  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  shall  cause  or  permit  any  material  that, 
because  of  its  quantity,  concentration  or  physical  or  chemical  characteristics,  is  deemed  by  any 
federal,  state  or  local  governmental  authority  to  pose  a present  or  potential  hazard  to  human 
health  or  safety  or  to  the  environment,  including,  without  limitation,  any  material  or  substance 
defined  as  a "hazardous  substance,"  or  "pollutant"  or  "contaminant"  pursuant  to  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  of  1980  ("CERCLA", 
also  commonly  known  as  the  "Superfund"  law),  as  amended  (42  U.S.C.  Sections  9601  et  seq.),  or 
pursuant  to  Section  25281  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  "hazardous  waste"  listed 
pursuant  to  Section  25140  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  asbestos  and  asbestos 
containing  materials  whether  or  not  such  materials  are  part  of  the  structure  of  any  existing 
improvements  on  the  Premises,  or  are  naturally  occurring  substances  on,  in  or  about  the 
Premises;  and  petroleum,  including  crude  oil  or  any  fraction  thereof,  and  natural  gas  or  natural 
gas  liquids  (“Hazardous  Material”)  to  be  brought  upon,  kept,  used,  stored,  generated  or  disposed 
of  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises  or  transported  to  or  from  the  Premises  without  the  prior  written 
approval  of  Sublandlord,  which  approval  may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute 
discretion.  Subtenant  shall  immediately  notify  Sublandlord  if  and  when  Subtenant  learns  or  has 
reason  to  believe  there  has  been  any  release  of  Hazardous  Material  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises. 
Sublandlord  may  from  time  to  time  request  Subtenant  to  provide  adequate  information  for 
Sublandlord  to  determine  that  any  Hazardous  Material  permitted  hereunder  is  being  handled  in 
compliance  with  all  applicable  federal,  state  or  local  Laws  or  policies  relating  to  Hazardous 
Material  (including,  without  limitation,  its  use,  handling,  transportation,  production,  disposal, 
discharge  or  storage)  or  to  human  health  and  safety,  industrial  hygiene  or  environmental 
conditions  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  and  any  other  property,  including,  without 
limitation,  soil,  air  and  groundwater  conditions  (“Environmental  Laws”),  and  Subtenant  shall 
promptly  provide  all  such  information.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents  shall  have  the 
right  to  inspect  the  Premises  for  Hazardous  Material  and  compliance  with  the  provisions  hereof 
at  all  reasonable  times  upon  reasonable  advance  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency).  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  comply,  without  limiting  the  foregoing, 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  21  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code  including,  without  limitation, 
regarding  obtaining  and  complying  with  the  requirements  of  an  approved  hazardous  materials 
management  plan,  and  with  the  requirements  of  the  environmental  protection  provisions 
provided  for  in  Section  13  of  the  Master  Lease. 

20.2.  Subtenant’s  Environmental  Indemnity.  If  Subtenant  breaches  any  of  its  obligations 
contained  in  Section  20,1  above,  or,  if  any  act  or  omission  or  negligence  of  Subtenant  or  any  of 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  results  in  any  spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  pouring, 
emitting,  discharging,  injecting,  escaping,  leeching  or  dumping  (“Release”)  of  Hazardous 
Material  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  without  limiting  Subtenant's  general 
Indemnity  contained  in  Section  16.2  above.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s 
Agents,  shall  Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  each  of  them,  from  and  against  any  and  all 
enforcement,  investigation,  remediation  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  actions,  agreements 
or  orders  threatened,  instituted  or  completed  pursuant  to  any  Environmental  Laws  together  with 
any  and  all  Losses  made  or  threatened  by  any  third  party  agginst  Sublandlord,  Sublandlord’s 
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Agents,  or  the  Premises,  relating  to  damage,  contribution,  cost  recovery  compensation,  loss  or 
injury  resulting  from  the  presence,  Release  or  discharge  of  any  Hazardous  Materials,  including, 
without  limitation,  Losses  based  in  common  law,  investigation  and  remediation  costs,  fines, 
natural  resource  damages,  damages  for  decrease  in  value  of  the  Premises,  the  loss  or  restriction 
of  the  use  or  any  amenity  of  the  Premises  and  attorneys'  fees  and  consultants'  fees  and  experts' 
fees  and  costs  (“Hazardous  Materials  Claims”)  arising  during  or  after  the  Term  of  this  Sublease 
and  relating  to  such  Release.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  includes,  without  limitation,  all  costs 
associated  with  the  investigation  and  remediation  of  Hazardous  Material  and  with  the  restoration 
of  the  Premises  or  the  Property  to  its  prior  condition  including,  without  limitation,  fines  and 
penalties  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies,  natural  resource  damages  and  losses,  and  revegetation 
of  the  Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  if  Subtenant  or 
any  of  Subtenant's  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  causes  or  permits  the  Release  of  any 
Hazardous  Materials  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  Subtenant  shall, 
immediately,  at  no  expense  to  Sublandlord,  take  any  and  all  appropriate  actions  to  return  the 
Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property  affected  thereby  to  the  condition  existing  prior  to  such 
Release  and  otherwise  investigate  and  remediate  the  Release  in  accordance  with  all 
Environmental  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  written  notice  of  and  afford 
Sublandlord  a full  opportunity  to  participate  in  any  discussions  with  governmental  regulatory 
agencies  regarding  any  settlement  agreement,  cleanup  or  abatement  agreement,  consent  decree, 
permit,  approvals,  or  other  compromise  or  proceeding  involving  Hazardous  Material. 

20.3.  Acknowledgment  of  Receipt  of  EBS  and  FQSL  Reports.  Subtenant  hereby 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that,  prior  to  the  execution  of  this  Sublease,  it 
has  received  and  reviewed  the  Environmental  Baseline  Survey  (“EBS”)  and  the  Finding  of 
Suitability  to  Lease  (“FOSL”)  described  in  Section  7 of  the  Master  Lease.  California  law 
requires  landlords  to  disclose  to  tenants  the  presence  or  potential  presence  of  certain  Hazardous 
Materials.  Accordingly,  Subtenant  is  hereby  advised  that  occupation  of  the  Premises  may  lead  to 
exposure  to  Hazardous  Materials  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  gasoline,  diesel  and  other  vehicle 
fluids,  vehicle  exhaust,  office  maintenance  fluids,  tobacco  smoke,  methane  and  building 
materials  containing  chemicals,  such  as  formaldehyde.  Further,  there  are  Hazardous  Materials 
located  on  the  Premises  as  described  in  the  EBS  and  the  FOSL.  In  addition,  California's 
Proposition  65,  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  25249.6  et  seq..  requires  notice  that  some  of 
these  Hazardous  Materials  are  known  by  the  State  of  California  to  cause  cancer  or  reproductive 
harm.  By  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  notices  and  warnings  set 
forth  above  satisfy  the  requirements  of  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Sections  25249.6  et 
seq..  25359.7  and  related  statutes. 

21.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

21.1.  Notices.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Sublease,  any  notice  given 
hereunder  shall  be  effective  only  in  writing  and  given  by  delivering  the  notice  in  person,  or  by 
sending  it  first  class  mail  or  certified  mail  with  a return  receipt  requested  or  reliable  commercial 
overnight  courier,  return  receipt  requested,  with  postage  prepaid,  to  the  appropriate  addresses  set 
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forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information.  Any  Party  hereunder  may  designate  a new  address  for 
notice  purposes  hereunder  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  such  change.  Any 
notice  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  two  (2)  days  after  the  date  when  it  is  mailed 
if  sent  by  first  class  or  certified  mail,  one  day  after  the  date  it  is  made,  if  sent  by  commercial 
overnight  carrier,  or  upon  the  date  personal  delivery  is  made,  and  any  refusal  by  either  Party  to 
accept  the  attempted  delivery  of  any  notice,  if  such  attempted  delivery  is  in  compliance  with  this 
Section  21.1  and  applicable  Laws,  shall  be  deemed  receipt  of  such  notice. 

21.2.  No  Implied  Waiver.  No  failure  by  Sublandlord  to  insist  upon  the  strict  performance  of 
any  obligation  of  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  or  to  exercise  any  right,  power  or  remedy  arising 
out  of  a breach  thereof,  irrespective  of  the  length  of  time  for  which  such  failure  continues,  no 
acceptance  of  full  or  partial  payment  of  Rent  due  hereunder  during  the  continuance  of  any  such 
breach,  and  no  acceptance  of  the  keys  to  or  possession  of  the  Premises  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
the  Term  by  any  Agent  of  Sublandlord,  shall  constitute  a waiver  of  such  breach  or  of 
Sublandlord's  right  to  demand  strict  compliance  with  such  term,  covenant  or  condition  or  operate 
as  a surrender  of  this  Sublease.  No  express  written  waiver  of  any  default  or  the  performance  of 
any  provision  hereof  shall  affect  any  other  default  or  performance,  or  cover  any  other  period  of 
time,  other  than  the  default,  performance  or  period  of  time  specified  in  such  express  waiver.  One 
or  more  written  waivers  of  a default  or  the  performance  of  any  provision  hereof  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a waiver  of  a subsequent  default  or  performance.  The  consent  of  Sublandlord 
given  in  any  instance  under  the  terms  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  relieve  Subtenant  of  any 
obligation  to  secure  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  in  any  other  or  future  instance  under  the  terms  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.3.  Amendments.  Neither  this  Sublease  nor  any  term  or  provision  hereof  may  be  changed, 
waived,  discharged  or  terminated,  except  by  a written  instrument  signed  by  the  Parties  hereto. 

21.4.  Authority.  If  Subtenant  signs  as  a corporation,  a partnership  or  a limited  liability 
company,  each  of  the  persons  executing  this  Sublease  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  does  hereby 
covenant  and  warrant  that  Subtenant  is  a duly  authorized  and  existing  entity,  that  Subtenant  has 
and  is  qualified  to  do  business  in  California,  that  Subtenant  has  full  right  and  authority  to  enter 
into  this  Sublease,  and  that  each  and  all  of  the  persons  signing  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  are 
authorized  to  do  so.  Upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with 
evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  confirming  the  foregoing  representations  and 
warranties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants 
that  it  has  full  power  to  make  the  waivers  and  releases,  indemnities  and  the  disclosures  set  forth 
herein,  and  that  it  has  received  independent  legal  advice  from  its  attorney  as  to  the  advisability  of 
entering  into  a sublease  containing  those  provisions  and  their  legal  effect. 

21.5.  Joint  and  Several  Obligations.  The  word  "Subtenant"  as  used  herein  shall  include  the 
plural  as  well  as  the  singular.  If  there  is  more  than  one  Subtenant,  the  obligations  and  liabilities 
under  this  Sublease  imposed  on  Subtenant  shall  be  joint  and  several. 
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21.6.  Interpretation  of  Sublease.  The  captions  preceding  the  articles  and  sections  of  this 
Sublease  and  in  the  table  of  contents  have  been  inserted  for  convenience  of  reference  only  and 
such  captions  shall  in  no  way  define  or  limit  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease. 
This  Sublease  has  been  negotiated  at  arm's  length  and  between  persons  sophisticated  and 
knowledgeable  in  the  matters  dealt  with  herein  and  shall  be  interpreted  to  achieve  the  intents  and 
purposes  of  the  Parties,  without  any  presumption  against  the  party  responsible  for  drafting  any 
part  of  this  Sublease.  Provisions  in  this  Sublease  relating  to  number  of  days  shall  be  calendar 
days,  unless  otherwise  specified,  provided  that  if  the  last  day  of  any  period  to  give  notice,  reply  to 
a notice  or  to  undertake  any  other  action  occurs  on  a Saturday,  Sunday  or  a bank  or  Sublandlord 
holiday,  then  the  last  day  for  undertaking  the  action  or  giving  or  replying  to  the  notice  shall  be 
the  next  succeeding  business  day.  Use  of  the  word  "including"  or  similar  words  shall  not  be 
construed  to  limit  any  general  term,  statement  or  other  matter  in  this  Sublease,  whether  or  not 
language  of  non-limitation,  such  as  "without  limitation"  or  similar  words,  are  used.  Unless 
otherwise  provided  herein,  whenever  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  is  required  to  be  obtained  by 
Subtenant  hereunder,  Sublandlord  may  give  or  withhold  such  consent  in  its  sole  and  absolute 
discretion. 

21.7.  Successors  and  Assigns.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  14,  the  terms,  covenants 
and  conditions  contained  in  this  Sublease  shall  bind  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  Sublandlord  and 
Subtenant  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  their  personal  representatives  and  successors 
and  assigns;  provided,  however,  that  upon  any  transfer  by  Sublandlord  (or  by  any  subsequent 
Sublandlord)  of  its  interest  in  the  Premises  as  lessee,  including  any  transfer  by  operation  of  Law, 
Sublandlord  (or  any  subsequent  Sublandlord)  shall  be  relieved  from  all  subsequent  obligations 
and  liabilities  arising  under  this  Sublease  subsequent  to  such  transfer. 

21.8.  Brokers.  Neither  party  has  had  any  contact  or  dealings  regarding  the  leasing  of  the 
Premises,  or  any  communication  in  connection  therewith,  through  any  licensed  real  estate  broker 
or  other  person  who  could  claim  a right  to  a commission  or  finder's  fee  in  connection  with  the 
Sublease  contemplated  herein.  In  the  event  that  any  broker  or  finder  perfects  a claim  for  a 
commission  or  finder's  fee  based  upon  any  such  contact,  dealings  or  communication,  the  party 
through  whom  the  broker  or  finder  makes  a claim  shall  be  responsible  for  such  commission  or 
fee  and  shall  Indemnity  the  other  party  from  any  and  all  Losses  incurred  by  the  indemnified  party 
in  defending  against  the  same.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  survive  any  termination  of 
this  Sublease. 

21 .9.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person, 
entity  or  circumstance  shall,  to  any  extent,  be  invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  remainder  of  this 
Sublease,  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  persons,  entities  or  circumstances  other  than 
those  as  to  which  it  is  invalid  or  unenforceable,  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and  each  other 
provision  of  this  Sublease  shall  be  valid  and  be  enforceable  to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by 
Law. 

21.10.  Governing  Law.  This  Sublease  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  in  accordance  with  the 
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Laws  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  federal  government. 


21.11.  Entire  Agreement.  This  instrument  (including  the  exhibits  hereto,  which  are  made  a 
part  of  this  Sublease)  contains  the  entire  agreement  between  the  Parties  and  supersedes  all  prior 
written  or  oral  negotiations,  discussions,  understandings  and  agreements.  The  Parties  further 
intend  that  this  Sublease  shall  constitute  the  complete  and  exclusive  statement  of  its  terms  and 
that  no  extrinsic  evidence  whatsoever  (including  prior  drafts  of  this  Sublease  and  any  changes 
therefrom)  may  be  introduced  in  any  judicial,  administrative  or  other  legal  proceeding  involving 
this  Sublease.  Subtenant  hereby  acknowledges  that  neither  Sublandlord  nor  Sublandlord's 
Agents  have  made  any  representations  or  warranties  with  respect  to  the  Premises  or  this  Sublease 
except  as  expressly  set  forth  herein,  and  no  rights,  easements  or  licenses  are  or  shall  be  acquired 
by  Subtenant  by  implication  or  otherwise  unless  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

21.12.  Attorneys'  Fees.  In  the  event  that  either  Sublandlord  or  Subtenant  fails  to  perform  any  of 
its  obligations  under  this  Sublease  or  in  the  event  a dispute  arises  concerning  the  meaning  or 
interpretation  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  the  defaulting  party  or  the  party  not  prevailing  in 
such  dispute,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  pay  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  other 
party  in  enforcing  or  establishing  its  rights  hereunder  (whether  or  not  such  action  is  prosecuted  to 
judgment),  including,  without  limitation,  court  costs  and  reasonable  attorneys'  fees.  For  purposes 
of  this  Sublease,  reasonable  fees  of  attorneys  in  the  Office  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Attorney 
(Sublandlord's  General  Counsel)  shall  be  based  on  the  fees  regularly  charged  by  private  attorneys 
with  the  equivalent  number  of  years  of  experience  in  the  subject  matter  area  of  the  law  for  which 
the  City  Attorney's  services  were  rendered  who  practice  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
in  law  firms  with  approximately  the  same  number  of  attorneys  as  employed  by  the  Office  of  the 
City  Attorney.  Further,  for  purposes  of  this  Sublease,  the  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  mean  the 
fees  and  expenses  of  counsel  to  the  Parties,  which  may  include  printing,  duplicating  and  other 
expenses,  air  freight  charges,  hiring  of  experts,  and  fees  billed  for  law  clerks,  paralegals, 
librarians  and  others  not  admitted  to  the  bar  but  performing  services  under  the  supervision  of  an 
attorney.  The  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  also  include,  without  limitation,  all  such  fees  and 
expenses  incurred  with  respect  to  appeals,  mediations,  arbitrations,  and  bankruptcy  proceedings, 
and  whether  or  not  any  action  is  brought  with  respect  to  the  matter  for  which  such  fees  and  costs 
were  incurred.  The  term  "attorney"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  the  term  "counsel". 

21.13.  Time  of  Essence.  Time  is  of  the  essence  with  respect  to  all  provisions  of  this  Sublease  in 
which  a definite  time  for  performance  is  specified. 

21.14.  Cumulative  Remedies.  All  rights  and  remedies  of  either  party  hereto  set  forth  in  this 
Sublease  shall  be  cumulative,  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  herein. 

21.15.  Survival  of  Indemnities.  Termination  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  either 
party  to  enforce  any  and  all  indemnities  and  representations  and  warranties  given  or  made  to  the 
other  party  under  this  Sublease,  nor  shall  it  affect  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  that  expressly 
states  it  shall  survive  termination  hereof.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that. 
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with  respect  to  each  of  the  indemnities  contained  in  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  has  an  immediate 
and  independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any 
claim  which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  the  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is 
or  may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is 
tendered  to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter. 

21.16.  Relationship  of  Parties.  Sublandlord  is  not,  and  none  of  the  provisions  in  this  Sublease 
shall  be  deemed  to  render  Sublandlord,  a partner  in  Subtenant's  business,  or  joint  venturer  or 
member  in  any  joint  enterprise  with  Subtenant.  This  Sublease  is  not  intended  nor  shall  it  be 
construed  to  create  any  third  party  beneficiary  rights  in  any  third  party,  unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided.  The  granting  of  this  Sublease  by  Sublandlord  does  not  constitute 
authorization  or  approval  by  Sublandlord  of  any  activity  conducted  by  Subtenant  on,  in  or 
relating  to  the  Premises. 

21.17.  Recording.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  not  record  this  Sublease  nor  any  memorandum 
or  short  form  hereof  in  the  official  records  of  any  county. 

21.18.  Non-Liability  of  Indemnified  Parties’  Officials,  Employees  and  Agents.  No  elective 
or  appointive  board,  commission,  member,  officer  or  employee  of  any  of  the  Indemnified  Parties 
shall  be  personally  liable  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  the  event  of  any  default  or 
breach  by  Sublandlord  or  for  any  amount  which  may  become  due  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  or  for  any  obligation  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease. 

21.19.  No  Discrimination.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  non-discrimination  provisions  of 
Section  19.1  of  the  Master  Lease,  including,  without  limitation,  posting  all  notices  required 
therein. 

21.20.  Counterparts.  This  Sublease  may  be  executed  in  two  or  more  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  deemed  an  original,  but  all  of  which  taken  together  shall  constitute  one  and  the 
same  instrument. 

21.21.  Master  Landlord’s  Consent.  This  Sublease  is  expressly  conditioned  upon  receipt  of  the 
written  consent  of  Master  Landlord. 


22.  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 

22.1.  Signs.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  will  not  erect  or  maintain,  or  permit  to  be  erected  or 
maintained,  any  signs,  notices  or  graphics  upon  or  about  the  Premises  which  are  visible  in  or 
from  public  corridors  or  other  portions  of  any  common  areas  of  the  Premises  or  from  the  exterior 
of  the  Premises,  without  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  which  Sublandlord  may  withhold  or 
grant  in  its  sole  discretion. 
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22.2.  Public  Transit  Information.  Subtenant  shall  establish  and  carry  on  during  the  Term  a 
program  to  encourage  maximum  use  of  public  transportation  by  personnel  of  Subtenant 
employed  on  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  distribution  to  such  employees  of 
written  materials  explaining  the  convenience  and  availability  of  public  transportation  facilities 
adjacent  or  proximate  to  the  Premises  and  encouraging  use  of  such  facilities,  all  at  Subtenant's 
sole  expense. 

22.3.  TIHDI  Job  Broker.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  TIHDI  Work 
Force  Hiring  Plan  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F. 

22.4.  Local  Hiring.  Subtenant  further  agrees  to  use  good  faith  efforts  to  hire  residents  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  all  levels  of  Subtenant's  personnel  needs  and  to  contract 
with  local  businesses  for  Subtenant's  purchase  of  supplies,  materials,  equipment  or  services. 

22.5.  Non-Discrimination  in  City  Contracts  and  Benefits  Ordinance. 

(a)  Covenant  Not  to  Discriminate.  In  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
covenants  and  agrees  not  to  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  the  fact  or  perception  of  a person’s  race, 
color,  creed,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity, 
domestic  partner  status,  marital  status,  disability,  weight,  height  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  or  HIV  status  (AIDS/HIV  status)  against  any  employee  of,  any  City  employee  working 
with,  or  applicant  for  employment  with,  Subtenant  in  any  of  Subtenant’s  operations  within  the 
United  States,  or  against  any  person  seeking  accommodations,  advantages,  facilities,  privileges, 
services,  or  membership  in  all  business,  social,  or  other  establishments  or  organizations  operated 
by  Subtenant. 

(b)  Sub-Subleases  and  Other  Subcontracts.  Subtenant  shall  include  in  all  sub-subleases 
and  other  subcontracts  relating  to  the  Premises  a non-discrimination  clause  applicable  to  such 
sub-subtenant  or  other  subcontractor  in  substantially  the  form  of  subsection  (a)  above.  In 
addition,  Subtenant  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all  sub-subleases  and  other  subcontracts  the 
provisions  of  Sections  12B.2(a),  12B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  and  shall  require  all  sub-subtenants  and  other  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such 
provisions.  Subtenant’s  failure  to  comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  subsection  shall  constitute 
a material  breach  of  this  Sublease. 

(c)  Non-Discrimination  in  Benefits.  Subtenant  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and 
will  not  during  the  Term,  in  any  of  its  operations  or  in  San  Francisco  or  with  respect  to  its 
operations  under  this  Sublease  elsewhere  within  the  United  States,  discriminate  in  the  provision 
of  bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits,  membership  or  membership 
discounts,  moving  expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits  or  travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any 
benefits  other  than  the  benefits  specified  above,  between  employees  with  domestic  partners  and 
employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between  the  domestic  partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees, 
where  the  domestic  partnership  has  been  registered  with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state 
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or  local  law  authorizing  such  registration,  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  12B.2(b) 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

(d)  HRC  Form.  As  a condition  to  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  execute  the  “Chapter  12B 
Declaration:  Nondiscrimination  in  Contracts  and  Benefits”  form  (Form  HRC-12B-101)  with 
supporting  documentation  and  secure  the  approval  of  the  form  by  the  San  Francisco  Human 
Rights  Commission  (the  “HRC”).  Subtenant  hereby  represents  that  prior  to  execution  of  this 
Sublease,  (i)  Subtenant  executed  and  submitted  to  the  HRC  Form  HRC-1 28-101  with  supporting 
documentation;  and  (ii)  the  HRC  approved  such  form. 

(e)  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference.  The  provisions  of 
Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  relating  to  non-discrimination 
by  parties  contracting  for  the  lease  of  City  property  are  incorporated  in  this  Section  by  reference 
and  made  a part  of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  Subtenant  shall  comply  fully 
with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this  Sublease  under  such  Chapters  of  the 
Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  in  such  Chapters. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  understands  that  pursuant  to  Section  12B.2(h)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  a penalty  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  person  for  each 
calendar  day  during  which  such  person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Sublease  may  be  assessed  against  Subtenant  and/or  deducted  from  any  payments  due 
Subtenant. 

22.6.  MacBride  Principles  - Northern  Ireland.  The  City  urges  companies  doing  business  in 
Northern  Ireland  to  move  toward  resolving  employment  inequities  and  encourages  them  to  abide 
by  the  MacBride  Principles  as  expressed  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  12F.1,  et 
seq.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  also  urges  San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business 
with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  has 
read  and  understands  the  above  statement  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  concerning 
doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland. 

22.7.  Tropical  Hardwood  and  Virgin  Redwood  Ban.  The  City  urges  companies  not  to 
import,  purchase,  obtain  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical  hardwood,  tropical  hardwood  wood 
product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  product.  Except  as  expressly  permitted  by  the 
application  of  Section  802(b)  and  803(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant 
shall  not  provide  any  items  to  the  construction  of  tenant  improvements  or  Alterations  in  the 
Premises,  or  otherwise  in  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  which  are  tropical  hardwoods, 
tropical  hardwood  wood  products,  virgin  redwood,  or  virgin  redwood  wood  products.  In  the 
event  Subtenant  fails  to  comply  in  good  faith  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  8 of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant  shall  be  liable  for  liquidated  damages  for  each  violation 
in  an  amount  equal  to  Subtenant's  net  profit  on  the  contract,  or  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  contract  dollars,  whichever  is  greater. 


22.8.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Subtenant  states  that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
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8.105  and  8.106  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  certifies  that  it  knows  of  no  facts  which  would 
constitute  a violation  of  such  provisions.  Subtenant  further  certifies  that  it  has  made  a complete 
disclosure  to  the  Sublandlord  of  all  facts  bearing  on  any  possible  interests,  direct  or  indirect, 
which  Subtenant  believes  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Sublandlord  presently  has  or  will  have 
in  this  Sublease  or  in  the  performance  thereof  or  in  any  portion  of  the  profits  thereof.  Willful 
failure  by  Subtenant  to  make  such  disclosure,  if  any,  shall  constitute  grounds  for  the 
Sublandlord's  termination  and  cancellation  of  this  Sublease. 

22.9.  Wages  and  Working  Conditions.  Subtenant  agrees  that  any  person  performing  labor  in 
the  construction  of  any  tenant  improvements  and  any  Alterations  to  the  Premises,  which 
Subtenant  provides  under  this  Sublease,  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  as  required  by  Section  6.22(E)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  hours  and  working  conditions,  and  shall  receive  the  same  benefits  as  in  each  case  are 
provided  for  similar  work  performed  in  San  Francisco,  California.  Subtenant  shall  include,  in 
any  contract  for  construction  of  such  tenant  improvements  and  Alterations,  a requirement  that  all 
persons  performing  labor  under  such  contract  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing 
rate  of  wages  for  the  labor  so  performed.  Subtenant  shall  require  any  contractor  to  provide,  and 
shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  upon  request,  certified  payroll  reports  with  respect  to  all  persons 
performing  labor  in  the  construction  of  such  tenant  improvement  work  or  any  Alterations  to  the 
Premises. 

22.10.  Prohibition  of  Tobacco  Advertising.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  no 
advertising  of  cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  is  allowed  on  any  real  property  owned  by  or  under 
the  control  of  Sublandlord  or  the  City,  including  the  Premises  and  the  Property.  This  prohibition 
includes  the  placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,  selling  or  distributing  cigarettes  or 
tobacco  products  or  the  name  of  any  cigarette  or  tobacco  product  in  any  promotion  of  any  event 
or  product.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  any  advertisement  sponsored  by  a state,  local  or 
nonprofit  entity  designed  to  communicate  the  health  hazards  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  products 
or  to  encourage  people  not  to  smoke  or  to  stop  smoking. 

22.11.  Pesticide  Prohibition.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  308  of 
Chapter  3 of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  (the  "Pesticide  Ordinance")  which  (i)  prohibit 
the  use  of  certain  pesticides  on  City  property,  (ii)  require  the  posting  of  certain  notices  and  the 
maintenance  of  certain  records  regarding  pesticide  usage  and  (iii)  require  Subtenant  to  submit  to 
Sublandlord  an  integrated  pest  management  ("IPM")  plan  that  (a)  lists,  to  the  extent  reasonably 
possible,  the  types  and  estimated  quantities  of  pesticides  that  Subtenant  may  need  to  apply  to  the 
Premises  during  the  terms  of  this  Sublease,  (b)  describes  the  steps  Subtenant  will  take  to  meet 
the  City’s  IPM  Policy  described  in  Section  300  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance  and  (c)  identifies,  by 
name,  title,  address  and  telephone  number,  an  individual  to  act  as  Subtenant's  primary  IPM 
contact  person  with  the  City.  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  303(a)  and  303(b)  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance. 


22.12.  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance.  The  City  has  adopted  a First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance 
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(Board  of  Supervisors  Ordinance  No.  264  98)  which  establishes  specific  requirements, 
procedures  and  monitoring  for  first  source  hiring  of  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals  for  entry  level  positions.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  Sublandlord  adopts  a First 
Source  Hiring  Implementation  and  Monitoring  Plan  in  accordance  with  the  First  Source  Hiring 
Ordinance,  Subtenant  shall  enter  into  a First  Source  Hiring  Agreement  that  meets  the  applicable 
requirements  of  Section  83.9  of  the  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance. 

22.13.  Sunshine  Ordinance.  In  accordance  with  Section  67.24(e)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  contracts,  contractors’  bids,  leases,  agreements,  responses  to  Requests  for 
Proposals,  and  all  other  records  of  communications  between  City  departments  and  persons  or 
firms  seeking  contracts  will  be  open  to  inspection  immediately  after  a contract  has  been  awarded. 
Nothing  in  this  provision  requires  the  disclosure  of  a private  person’s  or  organization’s  net  worth 
or  other  proprietary  financial  data  submitted  for  qualification  for  a contract,  lease,  agreement  or 
other  benefit  until  and  unless  that  person  or  organization  is  awarded  the  contract,  lease, 
agreement  or  benefit.  Information  provided  which  is  covered  by  this  Section  will  be  made 
available  to  the  public  upon  request. 

22.14.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges 
that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15.103  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  Article  III, 
Chapter  2 of  City's  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Section  87100  et  seq.  and 
Section  1090  et  seq.  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does 
not  know  of  any  facts  which  would  constitute  a violation  of  said  provisions,  and  agrees  that  if 
Subtenant  becomes  aware  of  any  such  fact  during  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
immediately  notify  Sublandlord. 

22.15.  Charter  Provision.  This  Sublease  is  governed  by  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

22.16.  Requiring  Health  Benefits  for  Covered  Employees.  Unless  exempt,  Subtenant  agrees 
to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Care  Accountability 
Ordinance  (HCAO),  as  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  12Q,  including 
the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing  regulations,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  12Q  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this 
Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  The  text  of  the  HCAO  is  available  on  the  web  at 
www.dph.sf.ca.us/HCRes/Resolutions/2004Res/HCResl02004.shtml.  Capitalized  terms  used  in 
this  Section  and  not  defined  in  this  Sublease  shall  have  the  meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in 
Chapter  12Q. 

(a)  For  each  Covered  Employee,  Subtenant  shall  provide  the  appropriate  health  benefit  set 
forth  in  Section  12Q.3  of  the  HCAO.  If  Subtenant  chooses  to  offer  the  health  plan  option,  such 
health  plan  shall  meet  the  minimum  standards  set  forth  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  above,  if  Subtenant  is  a small  business  as  defined  in 
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Section  12Q.3(d)  of  the  HCAO,  it  shall  have  no  obligation  to  comply  with  Subsection  (a)  above. 


(c)  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  HCAO  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this 
Sublease.  Sublandlord  shall  notify  Subtenant  if  such  a breach  has  occurred.  If,  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  receiving  City's  written  notice  of  a breach  of  this  Sublease  for  violating  the  HCAO, 
Subtenant  fails  to  cure  such  breach  or,  if  such  breach  cannot  reasonably  be  cured  within  such 
period  of  thirty  (30)  days,  Subtenant  fails  to  commence  efforts  to  cure  within  such  period,  or 
thereafter  fails  diligently  to  pursue  such  cure  to  completion,  Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to 
pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  Section  1 2Q.5(f)(  1-5).  Each  of  these  remedies  shall  be 
exercisable  individually  or  in  combination  with  any  other  rights  or  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord. 

(d)  Any  Subcontract  entered  into  by  Subtenant  shall  require  the  Subcontractor  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  HCAO  and  shall  contain  contractual  obligations  substantially  the  same  as 
those  set  forth  in  this  Section.  Subtenant  shall  notify  City's  Purchasing  Department  when  it 
enters  into  such  a Subcontract  and  shall  certify  to  the  Purchasing  Department  that  it  has  notified 
the  Subcontractor  of  the  obligations  under  the  HCAO  and  has  imposed  the  requirements  of  the 
HCAO  on  Subcontractor  through  the  Subcontract.  Each  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  its 
Subcontractors'  compliance  with  this  Chapter.  If  a Subcontractor  fails  to  comply,  the 
Sublandlord  may  pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  this  Section  against  Subtenant  based  on  the 
Subcontractor’s  failure  to  comply,  provided  that  Sublandlord  has  first  provided  Subtenant  with 
notice  and  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a cure  of  the  violation. 

(e)  Subtenant  shall  not  discharge,  reduce  in  compensation,  or  otherwise  discriminate  against 
any  employee  for  notifying  Sublandlord  with  regard  to  Subtenant's  compliance  or  anticipated 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  HCAO,  for  opposing  any  practice  proscribed  by  the 
HCAO,  for  participating  in  proceedings  related  to  the  HCAO,  or  for  seeking  to  assert  or  enforce 
any  rights  under  the  HCAO  by  any  lawful  means. 

(f)  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  not  an  entity  that  was  set  up,  or  is  being  used, 
for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  intent  of  the  HCAO. 

(g)  Subtenant  shall  keep  itself  informed  of  the  current  requirements  of  the  HCAO. 

(h)  Subtenant  shall  provide  reports  to  Sublandlord  in  accordance  with  any  reporting  standards 
promulgated  by  Sublandlord  under  the  HCAO,  including  reports  on  Subcontractors  and 
Subtenants,  as  applicable. 

(i)  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  access  to  records  pertaining  to  compliance  with 
the  HCAO  after  receiving  a written  request  from  Sublandlord  to  do  so  and  being  provided  at  least 
five  (5)  business  days  to  respond. 

(j)  Sublandlord  may  conduct  random  audits  of  Subtenant  to  ascertain  its  compliance  with 
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HCAO.  Subtenant  agrees  to  cooperate  with  Sublandlord  when  it  conducts  such  audits. 

(k)  If  Subtenant  is  exempt  from  the  HCAO  when  this  Sublease  is  executed  because  its 
amount  is  less  than  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  (or  [Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($50,000)  if  Subtenant  is  a qualified  nonprofit),  but  Subtenant  later  enters  into  an  agreement  or 
agreements  that  cause  Subtenant's  aggregate  amount  of  all  agreements  with  Sublandlord  to  reach 
Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000),  all  the  agreements  shall  be  thereafter  subject  to  the 
HCAO.  This  obligation  arises  on  the  effective  date  of  the  agreement  that  causes  the  cumulative 
amount  of  agreements  between  Subtenant  and  the  Contracting  Department  to  be  equal  to  or 
greater  than  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000)  in  the  fiscal  year. 

22.17.  Notification  of  Limitations  on  Contributions.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1.126  of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign 
and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  any  person  who  contracts  with  the  City  for  the 
selling  or  leasing  of  any  land  or  building  to  or  from  the  City  whenever  such  transaction  would 
require  approval  by  a City  elective  officer  or  the  board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves, 
from  making  any  campaign  contribution  to  the  officer  at  any  time  from  the  commencement  of 
negotiations  for  such  contract  until  the  termination  of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  three  (3) 
months  has  elapsed  from  the  date  the  contract  is  approved  by  the  City  elective  officer,  or  the 
board  on  which  that  City  elective  officer  serves.  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission 
Regulation  1.126-1  provides  that  negotiations  are  commenced  when  a prospective  contractor  first 
communicates  with  a City  officer  or  employee  about  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a specific 
contract.  This  communication  may  occur  in  person,  by  telephone  or  in  writing,  and  may  be 
initiated  by  the  prospective  contractor  or  a City  officer  or  employee.  Negotiations  are  completed 
when  a contract  is  finalized  and  signed  by  the  City  and  the  contractor.  Negotiations  are 
terminated  when  the  City  and/or  the  prospective  contractor  end  the  negotiation  process  before  a 
final  decision  is  made  to  award  the  contract. 

22.18.  Preservation-Treated  Wood  Containing  Arsenic.  As  of  July  1,  2003,  Subtenant  may 
not  purchase  preservative-treated  wood  products  containing  arsenic  in  the  performance  of  this 
Sublease  unless  an  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  Environment  Code  Chapter  1 3 is 
obtained  from  the  Department  of  Environment  under  Section  1304  of  the  Environment  Code. 

The  term  "preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic"  shall  mean  wood  treated  with  a 
preservative  that  contains  arsenic,  elemental  arsenic,  or  an  arsenic  copper  combination, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  chromated  copper  arsenate  preservative,  ammoniac  copper  zinc 
arsenate  preservative,  or  ammoniacal  copper  arsenate  preservative.  Subtenant  may  purchase 
preservative-treated  wood  products  on  the  list  of  environmentally  preferable  alternatives  prepared 
and  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Environment.  This  provision  does  not  preclude  Subtenant 
from  purchasing  preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic  for  saltwater  immersion.  The  term 
"saltwater  immersion"  shall  mean  a pressure-treated  wood  that  is  used  for  construction  purposes 
or  facilities  that  are  partially  or  totally  immersed  in  saltwater. 

22.19.  Resource  Efficient  City  Buildings  and  Pilot  Projects.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the 
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City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  enacted  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  Sections  700  to 
707  relating  to  resource-efficient  City  buildings  and  resource-efficient  pilot  projects.  Subtenant 
hereby  agrees  that  it  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  such  code  sections. 

22.20.  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction.  Subtenant  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by 
all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction  Ordinance,  as  set  forth  in  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Chapter  16,  including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing 
guidelines  and  rules.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  16  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and 
made  a part  of  this  Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  This  provision  is  a material  term  of  this 
Sublease.  By  entering  into  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  agrees  that  if  it  breaches  this  provision, 
Sublandlord  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to 
determine;  further,  Subtenant  agrees  that  the  sum  of  One  Flundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  liquidated 
damages  for  the  first  breach,  Two  Flundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  liquidated  damages  for  the  second 
breach  in  the  same  year,  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  liquidated  damages  for  subsequent 
breaches  in  the  same  year  is  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  damage  that  Sublandlord  will  incur 
based  on  the  violation,  established  in  light  of  the  circumstances  existing  at  the  time  this  Sublease 
was  made.  Such  amounts  shall  not  be  considered  a penalty,  but  rather  agreed  monetary  damages 
sustained  by  Sublandlord  because  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

22.21.  Estoppel  Certificates.  At  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
Sublandlord's  request,  Subtenant  will  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  Sublandlord  a 
statement  certifying  the  following  matters:  (a)  the  Commencement  Date  and  Expiration  Date  of 
this  Sublease;  (b)  that  this  Sublease  is  unmodified  and  in  full  force  and  effect  (or  if  there  have 
been  modifications,  that  this  Sublease  is  in  full  force  and  effect  as  modified  and  the  date  and 
nature  of  such  modifications);  (c)  the  dates  to  which  the  Rent  has  been  paid;  (d)  that  there  are  no 
Events  of  Default  under  this  Sublease  (or  if  there  are  any  Events  of  Default,  the  nature  of  such 
Event  of  Default);  and  (e)  any  other  matters  reasonably  requested  by  Sublandlord.  Sublandlord 
and  Subtenant  intend  that  any  such  statement  delivered  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  may  be  relied 
upon  by  any  assignee  of  Sublandlord's  interest  in  the  Master  Lease  or  this  Sublease,  any 
mortgagee  or  any  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  of  the  building  or  land  on  which  the 
Premises  are  located.  Subtenant  irrevocably  appoints  Sublandlord,  as  Subtenant's  agent,  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  Sublandlord  any  such  instrument  if  Subtenant  fails  to  do  so, 
which  failure  shall  also  be  an  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 

22.22.  Addendum.  The  terms  of  the  Addendum  attached  to  this  Sublease  are  incorporated  into 
the  Sublease  by  reference.  In  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  Sublease  and  the 
Addendum,  the  terms  of  the  Addendum  shall  control. 
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Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  have  executed  this  Sublease  in  triplicate  as  of  the  date  first 
written  above.

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ADDENDUM  TO  SUBLEASE 


This  Addendum  to  the  Sublease  is  dated  as  of  December  1 , 2007,  between  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  ("Sublandlord"),  and  SFGG  Rugby  Foundation,  Inc.,  a California  non- 
profit corporation  ("Subtenant"),  relating  to  certain  premises  described  in  the  Sublease. 

This  Addendum  supersedes  and  replaces  the  terms  of  the  Sublease  to  which  it  is  attached  to  the 
extent  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  Sublease  and  this  Addendum.  All  capitalized  terms  used 
in  this  Addendum  and  not  defined  herein  shall  have  the  meanings  set  forth  in  the  Sublease. 

Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  agree  as  follows: 


1.  Section  7.1(a).  A new  Section  7.1(a)  is  hereby  added  to  the  Sublease,  which  states  in  its 
entirety  as  follows: 

Section  7.1(a).  “Subtenant's  Permitted  Use.  Subtenant  may  use  the  Clubhouse 
(Parcel  A)  as  general  office,  meeting  space,  clubhouse,  lockers  and  showers  and  support  facilities 
for  rugby  and  netball.  Subtenant  may  conduct  food  and  beverage  service  on  Parcel  A in  support 
of  their  meetings  and  activities,  provided  such  service  is  in  accordance  with  all  applicable  laws 
and  the  provisions  of  this  Sublease  and  the  Master  Lease,  and  further  provided  that  any  service  of 
alcoholic  beverages  to  Subtenant's  members  and  guests  at  club  functions  is  subject  to  the 
additional  requirements  that  Subtenant  obtain  the  appropriate  license  from  the  California 
Department  of  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control,  that  no  alcoholic  beverages  are  served  to  the  general 
public  and  there  are  no  retail  sales  of  alcoholic  beverages.

BACKGROUND 

On  July  15,  2003,  the  Authority  entered  into  a License  for  Nonfederal  Use  of  Real 
Property  with  the  United  States  Navy  for  a portion  of  Building  449  (License  Number 
N6247498RP00P48)  (the  "Original  Master  License”)  for  the  storage  of  museum  artifacts, 
display  cases  and  associated  collection  materials.  The  Authority  does  not  pay  any  base 
rent  under  the  Original  Master  License.  The  Authority  has  in  turn,  sublicensed  the  portion 
of  the  premises  under  License  to  the  San  Francisco  Museum  & Historical  Society

Amounts  shall  be  due  upon  the 
earliest  one  of  (a)  the  date  fixed  pursuant  to  this  contract;  (b)  the  date  of  the  first  written 
demand  for  payment,  consistent  with  this  License,  including  demand  consequent  upon  default 
termination,  or  (c)  the  date  of  transmittal  by  the  GOVERNMENT  to  the  LICENSEE  of 
proposed  supplemental  agreement  to  confirm  completed  negotiations  fixing  the  amount.  The 
interest  charge  made  under  this  clause  may  be  reduced  under  the  procedures  prescribed  in 
32  .614  of  the  Federal  Acquisition  Regulations  in  effect  on  the  date  of  this  contract. 

k.  The  Licensee  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Government,  its  officers,  agents, 
servants  and  employees  from  all  liability  under  the  Federal  Tort  Claims  Act  (62  Stat.  869, 
982;  28  U.S.C.  Sec  2671,  2680)  or  otherwise,  for  death  or  injury  to  all  persons,  or  loss  or 
damage  to  the  property  of  all  persons  resulting  from  the  use  of  the  premises  by  the  Licensee.

in  operations  of  the  policy  holder  at  or  from  the  premises  licensed  from  the  United  States,  (d) 
This  insurance  certificate  is  for  use  of  facilities  at  item  #1 . 

l.  All  insurance  required  by  this  License  shall  be  in  such  form,  for  such  periods  of  time,  and 
with  such  insurers  as  the  Licensor  may  require  or  approve.  A certificate  of  insurance  or  a 
certified  copy  of  each  policy  of  insurance  taken  out  hereunder  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Licensor's  local  representative  prior  to  use  of  the  premises  and  facilities.  The  Licensee  agrees 
that  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  any  insurance  required  by  this 
License,  it  will  deliver  to  the  Licensor's  local  representative  a certificate  of  insurance  or  a 
certified  copy  of  each  renewal  policy  to  cover  the  same  risks.

m.  No  member  of  or  delegate  to  congress,  or  resident  commissioner  shall  be  admitted  to  any 
share  or  part  of  this  License  or  to  any  benefit  that  may  arise  therefrom;  but  this  provision  shall 
not  be  construed  to  extend  to  this  License  if  made  with  a corporation  for  its  general  benefit. 

n The  Licensee  warrants  that  it  has  not  employed  any  person  to  solicit  or  secure  this  License 
upon  any  agreement  for  a commission  percentage,  brokerage  or  contingent  fee.  Breach  of  this 
warranty  shall  give  the  Government  the  right  to  annul  this  License  or  in  its  discretion  to 
recover  from  the  Licensee  the  amount  of  such  commission,  percentage,  brokerage  or 
contingent  fee  in  addition  to  the  consideration  herein  set  forth.  This  warranty  shall  not  apply 
to  commissions  payable  by  the  Licensee  upon  contracts  or  sales  secured  or  made  through  bona 
fide  established  commercial  or  selling  agencies  maintained  by  the  Licensee  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  business.

BACKGROUND 

On  September  4,  1998,  the  Authority  entered  into  a lease  agreement  with  the  United 
States  Navy  (Lease  Number  N6247498RP00P99)  (the  "Master  Lease").  The  lease 
premises  include  certain  land  and  buildings,  including  the  Administration  Building,

BACKGROUND 

Oracle  will  hold  its  Openworld  Conference  in  San  Francisco  from  Sunday,  September  21 
through  Thursday,  September  25.  Over  45,000  attendees  occupying  more  than  15,300  hotel 
rooms  will  be  in  San  Francisco  for  this  conference.  World  leaders  in  all  sectors  of  the 
information  technology  sector  will  attend  this  conference.  This  event  will  enhance  the  City’s 
position  as  a world  class  leader  in  the  technology  industry. 

Oracle  has  chosen  Treasure  Island  as  the  site  for  the  event’s  premier  event.  Hangar  Three,  the 
adjacent  pavement,  Pier  One  and  fields  throughout  the  southeast  comer  of  Treasure  Island  will 
play  host  to  this  event.  Success  of  this  event  will  enhance  the  visibility  of  Treasure  Island  as  a 
venue  for  world  class  events. 

Project  Staff  negotiated  a revocable  permit  for  Oracle  to  use  certain  Treasure  Island  premises  in 
exchange  for  a one-time  permit  fee  of  $45,000,  plus  minor  improvements  to  Hangar  Three  and 
the  clean  up  of  neglected  areas  throughout  Treasure  Island.  The  improvements  will  provide  a 
substantial  benefit  to  the  Island’s  events  venues  by  cleaning  up  areas  that  could  not  be  addressed 
in  the  current  budget.  This  work  includes  fence  removals,  brush  clearing  and  tree  trimming  in 
areas -surrounding  Hangars  Three  and  Two.  The  resulting  work  will  improve  public  access  to  the 
shoreline  and  improve  the  appearance  of  the  Clipper  Cove  shoreline. 

The  US  Navy  is  conducting  environmental  remediation  projects  on  Treasure  Island.  Among  the 
projects  is  the  Site  21  Remediation  Project  to  eliminate  underground  hazardous  materials  in  the 
vicinity  of  Hangar  Three.  Execution  of  this  remediation  project  requires  the  Navy  to  set  up  two 
1,000  gallon  above-ground  tanks  and  to  drill  multiple  subsurface  wells  next  to  Hangar  Three. 

The  result  will  be  a large  area  in  the  vicinity  of  Hangar  Three  that  will  be  unavailable  for  use 
during  the  remediation  period.  While  the  Navy  had  originally  scheduled  this  project  to  be 
executed  in  June  of  2008,  the  Navy  complied  with  a request  from  Project  Staff  to  delay  the 
project  to  accommodate  the  Summer  Sailstice  event.  Subsequently,  the  Navy  rescheduled  this 
remediation  project  to  take  place  in  September  of  2008.  Mobilization  was  underway  when 
Project  Staff  informed  the  Navy  that  the  new  date  would  have  a significant  impact  on  the  Oracle 
Event. 


The  Navy  has  agreed  to  further  delay  the  remediation  project  in  exchange  for  Forty  Four 
Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Ten  Dollars  ($44,910)  in  mobilization  costs  expended  to  date. 

Reimbursement  will  be  made  to  Shaw  Environmental,  the  Navy’s  remediation  contractor.  In 
exchange  for  reimbursement  Shaw  will  delay  the  remediation  project  to  October  1,  2008,  after 
completion  of  the  Oracle  Openworld  event  on  Treasure  Island.  This  arrangement  will 
accommodate  the  Navy’s  schedule  and  assure  the  success  of  the  Oracle  Openworld  event. 

FINANCIAL  IMPACT 

Revenue  was  not  budgeted  for  Events  in  Hangar  Three  in  FY  08-09.  Expenses  to  pay  the  Navy 
were  not  budgeted  for  FY  08-09.  Therefore,  income  of  $45,000  in  Hangar  Three,  offset  by 
$44,910  in  reimbursements  to  the  Navy  will  result  in  $90  of  unbudgeted  income.  Additionally, 
Oracle  as  already  initiated  discussions  with  Project  Staff  to  return  to  Treasure  Island  next  year. 

RECOMMENDATION 


Project  Staff  recommends  that  the  Authority  Board  of  Directors  approve  reimbursement  of  the 
Navy’s  contractor  for  costs  incurred,  up  to  a maximum  of  $44,910,  to  delay  the  remediation 
project  adjacent  to  Hangar  Three  to  October  1,  2008,  to  accommodate  the  Oracle  Openworld 
Conference.

WHEREAS,  Hangar  Three  is  a building  within  the  premises  of  the  South  Waterfront 


Master  Lease;  and, 


WHEREAS,  The  Authority  entered  into  a Use  Permit  with  Hartmann  Studios,  Inc.,  to 
produce  the  Oracle  Openworld  2008  Event,  an  event  with  significance  for  the  reputation  of  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  as  a world  technology  center  and  the  Authority  as  a venue  for  major 
events;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  general  terms  of  the  Use  Permit  with  Hartmann  Studies  include: 
Premises  described  as  Hangar  Three  and  other  properties  on  Treasure  Island,  a term  of 
September  5,  2008  through  September  29,  2008,  and  consideration  of  $45,000,  plus 
improvements  to  properties  on  Treasure  Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Shaw  Environmental  & Infrastructure,  Inc.  ("Shaw"),  an  environmental 
services  contractor,  provides  environmental  remediation  services  for  the  Navy  on  Treasure 
Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  At  the  direction  of  the  Navy,  Shaw  scheduled  an  environmental 
remediation  project  to  commence  in  June  of  2008  adjacent  to  Hangar  3 and  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center;  and, 

WHEREAS,  At  the  request  of  Project  Staff,  the  Navy  rescheduled  the  remediation 
project  to  a later  date  to  accommodate  an  event  at  the  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  remediation  project  was  rescheduled  to  September  of  2008,  and

WHEREAS,  Project  Staff  asked  the  Navy  and  Shaw  to  delay  the  remediation  project  to 
October  1,  2008,  to  assure  that  the  remediation  project  would  not  have  an  effect  on  the  Oracle 
Openworld  Event;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Shaw  and  the  Navy  agreed  to  delay  the  remediation  project  to  October  1, 
2008,  on  the  condition  that  the  Authority  reimburse  the  Navy  $44,910  for  mobilization  costs 
expended  to  date  in  anticipation  of  the  September  start  date;  and, 


WHEREAS,  The  Navy  has  requested  that  the  Authority  make  the  reimbursement 
directly  to  Shaw;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Revenue  earned  from  Hartmann  Studios  is  sufficient  to  offset  the  cost  to 
reimburse  the  Navy  for  their  costs  to  mobilize  in  anticipation  of  the  September  start  date  for 
the  remediation  project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  2008-2009  Budget  for  the  Authority  did  not  include  revenue  from 
Hangar  Three,  consequently  there  will  be  no  impact  on  the  projected  financial  condition  of  the 
Authority  as  a result  of  reimbursing  the  Navy  to  delay  the  remediation  project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  connection  with  the  Oracle  Openworld  Event,  Oracle  and  Hartmann  will 
provide  benefits  to  the  Island  and  its  residents  in  the  form  of  fence  removals,  brush  clearing, 
tree  trimming  and  improved  public  access  to  the  shoreline;  Now,  Therefore  Be  it, 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  Island 
Operations  to  reimburse  Shaw  and  the  Navy  up  to  $44,910  in  costs  incurred  by  delaying  from 
September  2008  to  October  2008  the  initiation  of'the  remediation  project  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  Hangar  3,  which  payment  shall  be  made  upon  receipt  of  an  invoice  that  describes 
the  reimbursement  costs  attributable  to  such  delay.

SUMMARY  OF  PROPOSED  ACTION 


Staff  requests  that  the  Authority  endorse  the  Amended  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island 
Survey  Area  (the  “Amended  Survey  Area”).  If  endorsed,  the  Amended  Survey  Area  would  be 
submitted  to  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  (“BoS”)  for  adoption  in  accordance  with 
California  Community  Redevelopment  Law  (“CRL”).  Staff  also  requests  that  the  Authority 
endorse  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  for  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  Redevelopment 
Project  (the  “Amended  Preliminary  Plan”),  which  also  amends  the  Project  Area  boundary. 


BACKGROUND 


In  1995,  the  BoS  designated  all  of  Treasure  Island  and  portions  of  Yerba  Buena  Island  as  a 
Survey  Area.  The  purpose  of  establishing  a Survey  Area  is  to  permit  the  applicable 
redevelopment  agency  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  utilizing  the  powers  of  redevelopment  for 
the  purposes  of  redevelopment  within  the  designated  areas.  Subsequent  to  the  adoption  of  the 
Survey  Area,  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997  (AB  699)  was  enacted,  thereby 
designating  the  Authority  as  a redevelopment  agency  under  CRL  with  all  powers  of  a 
redevelopment  agency  for  the  purposes  of  acquiring,  using,  operating,  maintaining,  converting, 
and  redeveloping  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (“NSTI”). 

In  1 999,  as  the  next  step  in  the  redevelopment  process,  the  Authority  endorsed  and  the  Planning 
Commission  adopted  the  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  Redevelopment  Preliminary  Plan 
and  selected  the  Project  Area  boundaries  (the  “Project  Area”).  A Preliminary  Plan  is  required 
under  CRL  to  define  the  project  area  boundaries  and  generally  describe  the  land  uses,  street 
layout,  population  densities,  building  intensities,  development  standards,  revitalization  strategies 
and  general  neighborhood  impacts  of  the  proposed  redevelopment  plan.  In  addition,  the 
Preliminary  Plan  must  describe  how  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area  will  serve  the  purposes 
of  the  CRL. 
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The  Project  Area  that  was  selected  at  the  time  was  consistent  with  the  project  plans  anticipated  at 
the  time  and  encompassed  most  of  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (“TIYBI”), 
excluding  certain  portions  of  TIYBI,  portions  of  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  Caltrans 
lands,  and  the  United  States  Coast  Guard  Station  lands. 

In  2003,  after  competitively  selecting  a prospective  master  developer,  the  Authority  determined 
that  the  preparation  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  and  related  documents  should  be  closely 
integrated  with  the  land  use  planning  process.  Consequently,  the  work  on  the  Redevelopment 
Plan  was  delayed  until  after  the  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  (“Development  Plan”)  was 
endorsed  by  TIDA  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  occurred  in  October  and  December 
2006,  respectively.  Since  then,  staff  has  been  working  on  a number  of  fronts  to  advance  the 
redevelopment  and  long  term  planning  efforts,  including  continuing  negotiations  with  the 
prospective  master  developer,  and  initiating  environmental  review  as  required  by  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA). 

In  2007,  staff  resumedd  the  redevelopment  planning  process  in  order  to  coordinate  with  the 
schedule  of  the  Environmental  Impact  Report,  final  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement, 
and  other  related  transactional  documents,  all  of  which  are  expected  to  be  completed  by  the  end 
of  2009. 


DISCUSSION 

Redevelopment  Plan  Adoption  Process.  As  required  by  the  CRL,  the  Authority  must  prepare  a 
series  of  documents  as  part  of  the  redevelopment  plan  adoption  process  that  include:  the  Survey 
Area,  the  Preliminary  Plan,  the  Preliminary  Report,  the  Redevelopment  Plan,  the  Implementation 
Plan,  and  the  final  Report  on  the  Redevelopment  Plan  to  the  legislative  body.  All  of  these 
documents  are  based  on  the  plans  as  outlined  in  the  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet,  and 
subsequent  iterations.  Establishing  the  Survey  Area  boundary  is  the  first  step  in  the  CRL  process, 
while  the  Preliminary  Plan  provides  the  first  formal,  albeit  preliminary,  statement  of  the  purpose 
and  scope  of  the  proposed  redevelopment  program  and  serves  as  notification  of  the  Authority’s 
intent  to  proceed  with  consideration  of  the  adoption  of  a Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Project 
Area. 

Survey  Area  and  Project  Area  Boundaries.  As  described  above,  the  Survey  Area  boundary  is 
designated  to  permit  the  Authority  to  initiate  the  process  to  study  the  feasibility  of  utilizing 
redevelopment  powers  within  the  Survey  Area.  Designation  of  the  Project  Area  boundaries 
further  refines  the  boundaries  of  the  area  that  the  Authority  will  study  in  the  preparation  of  the 
necessary  plan  adoption  documents,  including  determining  whether  the  area  qualifies  for 
redevelopment.  As  shown  in  Exhibit  A of  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan,  the  Project  Area 
boundary  has  been  established  to  coincide  with  the  Amended  Survey  Area  boundary.  Generally, 
this  boundary  lies  offshore  of  TIYBI,  and  includes  submerged  lands  surrounding  both  islands. 

In  consultation  with  the  Authority’s  redevelopment  consultant  and  legal  counsel,  staff  has 
determined  that  amending  the  Survey  Area  boundaries  to  include  all  of  TIYBI,  and  expanding 
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the  Project  Area  boundaries  (to  include  formerly  excluded  areas  on  TIYBI1,  Job  Corps  land,  US 
Coast  Guard  lands  and  Caltrans  lands)  will  establish  more  logical  boundaries  with  the  former 
NSTI  and  Survey  Area  boundaries.  The  land  use  plan  and  development  program  have  been 
significantly  revised  since  the  1996  Draft  Reuse  Plan,  and  new  residential  uses  have  been 
endorsed  by  the  Authority  and  BoS  for  those  formerly  excluded  areas  on  TIYBI.  In  order  to  be 
able  to  capture  and  reinvest  the  tax  increment  that  will  be  generated  by  these  uses,  it  is 
advantageous  to  now  include  these  formerly  excluded  areas  in  the  Project  Area. 

If  the  Redevelopment  Plan  is  adopted,  the  Authority  will  not  have  redevelopment  powers  with 
respect  to  those  federal  or  state  properties  included  in  the  Survey  Area  and  Project  Area 
boundaries  for  as  long  as  the  properties  are  owned  by  the  federal  or  state  agencies. 
Redevelopment  programs  or  activities  carried  out  pursuant  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan  will  be 
closely  coordinated  with  these  agencies  in  order  to  minimize  any  impacts  to  the  access,  use,  or 
operations  of  their  facilities. 

Preliminary  Plan.  The  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  itself  is  quite  brief  and  general  in  nature, 
consistent  with  statutory  requirements,  and  many  of  the  issues  outlined  are  addressed  via 
reference  to  the  Conceptual  Land  Plan  and  Program  Objectives  (collectively  the  “Preliminary 
Plan  Guidelines”),  set  forth  in  Exhibit  C of  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan.  As  the 
redevelopment  process  proceeds,  a final  Redevelopment  Plan  will  be  created  that  sets  forth  basic 
goals,  powers  and  limitations  within  which  the  Authority  must  conduct  its  activities  over  the  life 
of  the  project  and  provides  a general  statement  of. redevelopment  objectives  and  techniques.  To 
address  the  detailed  planning  needs  of  Treasure  Island,  including  the  creation  of  specific  zoning 
controls,  development  standards,  design  guidelines,  approval  procedures,  a Design  for 
Development  (“D4D”)  document  and  a Design  Review  and  Document  Approval  Procedure 
(“DRDAP”)  document  will  be  prepared  and  submitted  for  approval  at  the  time  the  final 
Redevelopment  Plan  is  submitted  for  approval. 


NEXT  STEPS 

Should  the  Authority  endorse  the  Amended  Survey  Area,  staff  will  submit  the  Amended  Survey 
Area  to  the  BoS  to  be  adopted.  Should  the  Authority  also  endorse  the  Amended  Preliminary 
Plan,  staff  will  submit  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  to  the  Planning  Commission  for  approval, 
and  then  will  return  to  the  Authority  for  acceptance  of  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan.  Upon 
acceptance  of  the  adopted  Amended  Preliminary  Plan,  as  required  by  the  CRL,  the  appropriate 
documents  will  be  submitted  to  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  the  County  Assessor,  and  the 
County  Controller  to  obtain  the  necessary  base  year  information  to  commence  preparation  of  the 
preliminary  report. 

Subsequent  to  adoption  of  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan,  technical  documentation  work  will 
begin  in  order  to  prepare  the  required  Draft  Redevelopment  Plan  and  the  Preliminary  Report 


1 In  accordance  with  BoS  Resolution  No.  699-06,  to  avoid  displacement  of  any  current  residents  of  Navy-owiied 
housing  that  wish  to  remain  long-term  residents  of  the  Project  Area,  eligible  residents  of  Navy-owned  housing  will 
be  given  the  option  to  rent  or  buy  an  affordable  unit  within  the  Project  Area  at  a rent  or  price  affordable  to  that 
household.

INTRODUCTION 


On  January  13,  1997,  by  Resolution  No.  27-95,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors 
designated  a portion  of  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  as  a redevelopment 
survey  area,  and  on  August  19,  1999,  by  Motion  No.  14869,  the  San  Francisco  Planning 
Commission  selected  the  preliminary  boundaries  for  the  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena 
Island  Redevelopment  Project  (the  "Project"),  and  formulated  a preliminary  plan 
("Preliminary  Plan")  for  the  Project.  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors 

subsequently  adopted  Resolution  No.  on  October  , 2008,  designating  and 

describing  an  amended  survey  area  for  the  Project,  and  the  San  Francisco  Planning 

Commission,  on , 2008,  by  Motion  No. , amended  the  boundaries 

for  the  Project  and  adopted  this  amended  Preliminary  Plan  (“Amended  Preliminary 
Plan”). 

This  is  the  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  for  the  Project.  The  area  within  the  Project  (the 
“Project  Area”)  includes  all  of  the  property  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Naval  Station 
Treasure  Island,  located  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  including  certain  lands 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor  Job  Corps  (the  “Job  Corps  Lands”),  which  are 
located  on  Treasure  Island.  It  also  includes  certain  lands  of  the  United  States  Coast  Guard 
(the  "Coast  Guard  Lands"),  which  are  located  on  Yerba  Buena  Island  and  are  not  part  of 
Naval  Station  Treasure  Island.  The  Coast  Guard  Lands  and  Job  Corps  Lands  are  included 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  Project  Area  solely  in  order  to  preserve  logical  boundaries 
for  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  for  purposes  of  planning  the  redevelopment 
of  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  in  a manner  that  is  compatible  with  and  does  not 
interfere  with  the  ownership,  use  and  operation  of  the  Coast  Guard  Lands  and  Job  Corps 
Lands  by  the  United  States  Government. 

This  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  has  been  prepared  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Community  Redevelopment  Law  (Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  33000,  et  seq.)  (the 
“CRL”).  This  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  conforms  with  the  general  provisions  for  the 
preparation  of  a preliminary  plan  contained  in  Sections  33322  to  33325  of  the  CRL, 
except  as  modified  by  special  legislation  pertaining  to  the  conversion  of  military  bases 
that  have  been  ordered  closed  or  realigned  contained  in  Section  33492,  et  seq.  (“Military 
Base  Conversion  Legislation”),  as  specifically  amended  for  Naval  Station  Treasure 
Island  by  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997  (the  “Enabling  Act”).  The  Treasure 
Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997  authorizes  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority 
(the  “Authority”)  created  by  that  Act  to  function  in  all  respects  as  a redevelopment 
agency  under  the  CRL  for  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island.  The  Authority  shall  have  no 
jurisdiction  or  authority  under  the  Enabling  Act  or  the  CRL  with  respect  to  the  Coast 


Guard  Lands.  The  provisions  of  the  final  Redevelopment  Plan  shall  not  apply  to  the 
ownership,  use  and  operation  of  the  Coast  Guard  Lands  and  Job  Corps  Lands  by  the 
United  States  Government. 

The  Military  Base  Conversion  Legislation  allows  for  the  adoption  of  this  Amended 
Preliminary  Plan  and  a final  redevelopment  plan  without  conformity  with  or  findings  of 
consistency  with  the  applicable  general  plan  for  the  area.  The  Military  Base  Conversion 
Legislation  also  allows  for  the  adoption  of  a final  redevelopment  plan  without  the  need 
for  environmental  review  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  (Public  Resources  Code  Section  21000  et  seq.)  (“CEQA”)  if  the  Authority 
determines  that  the  need  to  adopt  the  redevelopment  plan  at  the  soonest  possible  time  in 
order  to  use  the  authority  in  the  Military  Base  Conversion  Legislation  requires  the 
Authority  to  delay  the  application  of  CEQA.  The  Authority  currently  anticipates  that 
environmental  review  in  accordance  with  CEQA  will  be  completed  and  a finding  of 
consistency  with  the  City’s  General  Plan  will  be  made  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the 
redevelopment  plan. 

II.  DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  BOUNDARIES  OF  THE  PROJECT  AREA 

The  boundaries  of  the  Project  Area  are  as  shown  on  the  Map  of  the  Project  Area,  which  is 
attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A,  and  as  described  in  the  Description  of  the  Project  Area, 
which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  B. 

III.  GENERAL  STATEMENT  OF  PROPOSED  LAND  USES 

As  a. basis  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area,  it  is  proposed  that  the  land  uses  in 
the  Project  Area  shall  be  residential,  commercial,  industrial  and  public  uses,  as  generally 
set  forth  in  the  Conceptual  Land  Plan  and  Program  Objectives  attached  as  Exhibit  C 
(collectively  the  “Preliminary  Plan  Guidelines”). 

IV.  GENERAL  STATEMENT  OF  PROPOSED  LAYOUT  OF  PRINCIPAL  STREETS 

As  a basis  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area,  it  is  proposed  that  the  layout  of 
principal  streets  be  as  generally  indicated  in  the  Preliminary  Plan  Guidelines  (Exhibit  C 
hereto). 

Existing  streets  within  the  Project  Area  may  be  closed,  widened,  or  otherwise  modified, 
and  additional  streets  may  be  created  as  necessary  for  proper  pedestrian  or  vehicular 
circulation. 

V.  GENERAL  STATEMENT  OF  PROPOSED  POPULATION  DENSITIES 

Standards  for  population  densities  shall  be  consistent  with  the  densities  generally 
contemplated  in  the  Preliminary  Plan  Guidelines  (Exhibit  C hereto). 
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VI.  GENERAL  STATEMENT  OF  PROPOSED  BUILDING  INTENSITIES

As  a basis  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area,  it  is  proposed  that,  in  general, 
building  intensities  shall  be  consistent  with  the  Preliminary  Plan  Guidelines  (Exhibit  C 
hereto). 

VII.  GENERAL  STATEMENT  OF  PROPOSED  BUILDING  STANDARDS 

As  a basis  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area,  it  is  proposed  that  building 
standards  should  generally  conform  to  the  building  requirements  of  applicable  state 
statutes  and  local  codes. 

VIII.  ATTAINMENT  OF  THE  PURPOSES  OF  THE  CALIFORNIA  COMMUNITY 
REDEVELOPMENT  LAW 

The  purposes  of  the  CRL  would  be  attained  by  the  proposed  redevelopment  through:  (1) 

the  elimination  of  blighting  influences  and  the  correction  of  environmental  deficiencies, 

including,  among  others:  (i)  buildings  in  which  it  is  unsafe  or  unhealthy  for  persons  to 

live  or  work,  buildings  on  land  that,  when  subdivided  or  when  infrastructure  is  installed, 

would  not  comply  with  community  subdivision,  zoning  or  planning  regulations,  and 

buildings  that,  when  built,  did  not  conform  to  the  then-effective  building,  plumbing, 

mechanical,  or  electrical  codes  adopted  by  the  applicable  jurisdiction;  (ii)  factors  that 

prevent  or  substantially  hinder  the  economically  viable  reuse  or  capacity  of  buildings  or 

areas;  (iii)  adjacent  or  nearby  incompatible  and  uneconomic  land  uses;  (iv)  properties 

currently  served  by  infrastructure  that  do  not  meet  existing  adopted  utility  or  community  A 

infrastructure  standards;  (v)  properties  containing  hazardous  wastes  or  toxic  substances; 

(2)  the  assembly  of  land  into  parcels  suitable  for  modern,  integrated  development  with 
improved  pedestrian  and  vehicular  circulation;  (3)  the  replanning,  redesign,  reuse  and 
redevelopment  of  areas  which  are  stagnant  or  improperly  utilized;  (4)  the  strengthening 
of  the  economic  base  of  the  Project  Area  by  stimulating  new  investment;  (5)  the 
provision  of  an  environment  for  social  and  economic  growth;  (6)  the  expansion  and 
improvement  of  housing  for  low-  and  moderate-income  persons;  and  (7)  the  installation 
of  new  or  replacement  of  existing  public  improvements,  facilities,  and  utilities  in  areas 
which  are  currently  inadequately  served  with  regard  to  such  improvements,  facilities,  and 
utilities. 

IX.  CONSISTENCY  WITH  GENERAL  PLAN 


This  determination  is  not  made  at  this  time  for  the  reasons  given  in  the  fourth  paragraph 
of  Section  I of  this  Amended  Preliminary  Plan.  The  Military  Base  Conversion  Legislation 
allows  for  the  adoption  of  this  Amended  Preliminary  Plan  without  conformity  with  or 
findings  of  consistency  with  the  applicable  general  plan  for  the  area,  and  the  Authority 
currently  anticipates  that  a finding  of  consistency  with  the  City’s  General  Plan  will  be 
made  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  final  redevelopment  plan. 
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GENERAL  IMPACT  OF  THE  PROJECT  UPON  THE  RESIDENTS  THEREOF  AND 
UPON  SURROUNDING  NEIGHBORHOODS 


Almost  all  residents  within  the  Project  Area  currently  occupy  Navy-owned  housing 
facilities  leased  on  an  interim  basis  to  the  Authority  by  the  Navy.  Residents  of  non-Navy 
owned  housing  are  affiliated  with  the  United  States  Coast  Guard  or  the  Department  of 
Labor  Job  Corps  and  occupy  facilities  on  the  Coast  Guard  Lands  or  the  Job  Corps  Lands, 
respectively.  Current  residents  of  Navy-owned  housing  occupy  these  facilities  pursuant 
to  interim  leases  that  acknowledge  that  the  property  will  be  redeveloped  in  accordance 
with  the  Redevelopment  Plan.  In  accordance  with  direction  given  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  by  Resolution  No.  699-06,  adopted  December  12,  2006,  to  avoid 
displacement  of  any  current  residents  of  Navy-owned  housing  that  wish  to  remain  long- 
term residents  of  the  Project  Area,  eligible  residents  of  Navy-owned  housing  will  be 
given  the  option  to  rent  or  buy  an  affordable  unit  within  the  Project  Area  at  a rent  or  price 
affordable  to  that  household. 

Because  proposed  activities  in  the  Project  Area  may  include  property  acquisition, 
demolition  of  structures,  the  installation  of  new  or  replacement  of  existing  public 
improvements,  and  the  replanning,  redesign,  reuse  and/or  redevelopment  of  land  for 
public  facilities  or  for  disposition  for  private  development,  the  impact  of  the  proposed 
Project  upon  residents  of  the  Project  Area  may,  in  general,  be  in  the  areas  of  temporary 
and  permanent  relocation,  construction,  traffic  circulation,  public  facilities  and  services, 
environmental  quality,  and  economic  development.  Temporary  or  permanent  relocation 
of  the  residents  of  the  Coast  Guard  Lands  and  Job  Corps  Lands  is  not  expected,  and  these 
residents  are  expected  to  be  impacted  by  the  Redevelopment  Plan  to  a lesser  extent  than 
the  residents  of  the  Navy-owned  housing. 

The  impacts  of  the  Project  will  be  considered  in  detail  by  the  Authority  in  the  Report  on 
the  Redevelopment  Plan  prepared  in  connection  with  the  adoption  of  an  ordinance 
approving  the  final  redevelopment  plan  and/or  in  the  Environmental  Impact  Report  to  be 
prepared  for  the  Project.

The  Conceptual  Land  Plan  and  Program  Objectives  (collectively  the  “Preliminary  Plan 
Guidelines”)  provided  below  are  based  on  the  policies  and  objectives  contained  in  the  1996 
Reuse  Plan,  and  as  further  defined  in  the  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  (the  “Term  Sheet”), 
endorsed  by  the  Authority  Board  and  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco’s  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  December  2006.  The  Preliminary  Plan  Guidelines  will  be  used  to  develop  a final 
Redevelopment  Plan  and  a Design  for  Development  document  that  will  control  the  uses 
permitted  in  the  Project  Area,  the  design  and  construction  standards  and  guidelines  for  the  new 
buildings,  facilities  and  public  realm  therein  and  other  matters  related  to  the  physical 
development  of  the  Project  Area. 

The  Authority  is  committed  to  the  following  Program  Objectives  within  the  context  of  an 
economically  feasible  project  that  is  reasonably  flexible  to  respond  to  changes  in  the 
marketplace: 

■ Plan  for  a diversity  of  residential  densities  between  70-150  dwelling  units  per  acre  and  provide  a 
mix  of  uses  comparable  to  other  vibrant  San  Francisco  neighborhoods. 

■ Design  a mixed-use  urban  core  that  is  both  the  gateway  to  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island 
and  the  heart  of  the  community.

Dear  Ms.  Mirian, 

This  year’s  certified  audit  requires  a little  more  context  than  last  as  a supplement  to  the  financial 
document  itself.  Two  events  which  had  a bearing  on  revenues  and  expenses  are: 

1.  As  a non-recurring  item,  54  units  were  transferred  from  our  sublease  to  the  Treasure 
Island  Homeless  Development  initiative  (TIHDI),  this  occurring  in  compliance  with 
original  agreements  between  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA),  the 
John  Stewart  Company  (JSCo)  and  TIHDI.  The  transfer  occurred  on  schedule  but  was 
expensive.  As  indicated  in  the  Notes  To  Financial  Statements  (page  6),  the  rehabilitation 
costs  approximated  $456,000  and  the  resulting  vacancy  loss  and  rent  concessions  cost 
approximately  $540,000.  The  former  is  reflected  in  Operating  Expenses  (page  3)  in  the 
category  of  “Landscaping,  disposal  and  other  maintenance  expenses”  and  the  latter  is 
reflected  in  Revenues  (page  3)  in  the  category  of  “Rental  Revenues,  net  of  vacancy”. 

The  upshot  is  that  TIHDI  has  received  54  units  broom  clean  on  which  about  $8,500  per 
unit  was  spent  on  various  combinations  of  appliances,  boilers,  roofs,  disposals,  cabinetry, 
interior  painting,  carpets,  and  the  like;  all  components  have  projected  useful  lives  of  at 
least  seven  years. 

2.  The  second  item  is  unfortunately  more  of  a recurring  phenomenon:  because  of  ongoing 
soil  remediation  by  the  Navy,  35  of  the  units  under  our  lease  were  adversely  affected. 
Thirteen  were  taken  offline  and  provided  moving  allowances,  with  the  balance  receiving 
rent  reductions  while  adjacent  work  was  occurring.  Although  this  is  not  reflected  in  the 
footnote,  we  estimate  that  the  effect  of  the  Navy’s  activity  translates  to  approximately 
$480,000. 

In  the  Statement  of  Operations,  (page  3)  under  the  category  of  “Operating  Expenses”,  it  should 
be  noted  that  there’s  been  a reduction  of  base  and  percentage  rent,  from  $7.8M  to  $6.4M  which 
is  due  principally  to  the  reduction  in  the  absolute  number  of  units  under  lease  (because  of  the 
TIHDI  transaction),  plus  the  loss  of  revenues  for  the  reasons  noted  above  on  which  percentage 
rent  is  based.

Utilities  increased  slightly,  reflecting  the  new  agreement  with  the  San  Francisco  PUC. 
Administrative  expenses  decreased  as  did  the  Navy  Common  Area  & Maintenance  charge. 


The  Possessory  Interest  Tax  and  the  insurance  expenses  line  item  deserves  culling  out.  As  you 
can  see,  it  increased  from  year-to-year,  from  $750,000  to  $807,000.  However,  for  the  year  2008, 
we  expect  a material  decrease  as  a result  of  Mike  Smith-Heimer’s  negotiations  on  your  behalf 
with  the  San  Francisco  Assessor’s  Office.  Although  we  do  not  have  the  new  assessor’s  tax  bills 
in  hand,  we  are  reasonably  confident  that  when  they  arrive  momentarily,  they  will  reflect  a 
decrease  of  over  $200,000  annually.  As  reflected  in  the  Statement  of  Cashflows  (page  4s)  under 
the  category  of  “Funding  Possessory  Interest  Tax  Reserve”,  the  project  has  been  paying  about 
$300,000  a year;  we  will  expect  that  to  drop  to  a rate  of  around  $75,000  per  year.

1.  ACTIVITIES  REFLECTED  IN  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

The  John  Stewart  Company  (the  “Company”)  provides  management,  syndication, 
development,  marketing  and  consulting  services  to  a variety  of  real  estate  clients  located  in 
the  Greater  Bay  Area  and  Sacramento  regions  of  Northern  California,  and  the  Los  Angeles 
and  San  Diego  regions  of  Southern  California. 

On  March  17,  1999,  the  Company  signed  a sublease  with  the  Treasure  Island  Development 
Authority  (the  “Authority”  - the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco)  for  the  rehabilitation, 
marketing,  and  management  of  766  housing  units  resulting  from  the  closure  of  the  Treasure 
Island  Naval  Station  and  conversion  to  public  use.  The  accompanying  financial  statements 
and  the  supplemental  schedule  reflect  the  activities  of  the  Company  in  connection  with  the 
sublease. 

The  sublease  commenced  on  April  22,  1999,  and  originally  expired  seven  (7)  years 
thereafter.  Because  the  Navy,  the  Master  Landlord,  failed  to  issue  a Finding  of  Suitability  to 
Lease  (“FOSL”)  on  a timely  basis,  thirty-six  (36)  units  originally  scheduled  to  be  rehabilitated 
and  rented  remained  in  their  original  condition.  Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  sublease  as 
amended,  the  lease  was  extended  for  an  additional  year  thru  2007  and  a rent  reduction  of 
, $162,000  applicable  to  2001  occurred.  There  was  a second  amendment  to  the  sublease  in 
2003  to  reflect  a one  time  development  fee  of  $42,560  for  worked  performed  on  some  delayed 
units.  A third  amendment  was  entered  into  in  2006  confirming  the  expiration  of  the  sublease 
on  April  17,  2007  and  extending  it  on  a month-to-month  basis  thereafter.  After  April  17, 
2007,  the  sublease  may  be  terminated  by  either  party  by  providing  a written  30  day  notice. 

Pursuant  to  the  third  amendment  of  the  lease  agreement,  54  of  the  Company’s  managed 
units  were  vacated,  rehabilitated  and  transferred  to  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless 
Development  Initiative  (TIHDI)  on  July  1,  2007.  Rehabilitation  costs  absorbed  by  the  Project 
aggregated  approximately  $456,000.  In  addition  to  rehabilitation  costs,  the  Project 
recognized  vacancy  loss  associated  with  transferring  tenants  from  the  54  units,  holding  the 
units  offline,  and  providing  rent  concessions,  all  of  which  totaled  of  approximately  $540,000. 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  lease,  the  Company  paid  the  Authority,  in  addition  to 
other  rents,  “In-kind  Rent”  by  transferring  title  to  all  improvements  and  renovations  the 
Company  made  to  the  units  it  rehabilitated,  as  they  were  completed.  For  accounting  purposes, 
however,  the  costs  of  all  improvements  and  renovations  were  capitalized  by  the  Company  and 
amortized  over  the  term  of  the  lease  as  extended.  In  consideration  for  paying  the  Authority 
in-kind  and  other  rents,  the  Company  was  entitled  to  fees  for  development,  marketing  and 
management  services  performed,  and  a share  of  net  rental  revenue.  Funds  to  pay  these 
expenses  were  obtained  from  the  Company’s  subleasing  of  the  766  rehabilitated  housing 
units.  Disbursements  from  monthly  Gross  Revenue  generated  during  2007  are  reflected  in  the 
supplemental  schedule  accompanying  these  financial  statements  and  reflect  the  following 
priorities:

1.  ACTIVITIES  REFLECTED  IN  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS  (continued) 

Base  Rent  - Rent  is  paid  to  the  Authority  monthly  and  is  1/1 2th  of  an  annual  base  rent. 
Annual  base  rent  is  $200,000  in  the  first  year  of  the  lease,  $400,000  in  years  two  and  three, 
$450,000  in  year  four,  and  $500,000  in  years  five  through  seven.  Annual  base  rent  was 
adjusted  in  years  three,  six,  and  seven  for  the  change  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San 
Jose  consumer  price  index.  In  year  eight  and  nine  base  rent  was  likewise  adjusted  for  the 
change  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  consumer  price  index. 

Operating  Expenses  - These  expenses  are  paid  to  maintain,  market  and  manage  the 
property. 

Funding  Replacement  Reserve  - A deposit  in  the  amount  of  $20  per  rentable  unit  per 
month  until  the  replacement  reserve  reaches  $1,000  per  rentable  unit.  Insufficient  Gross 
Revenue  to  make  the  monthly  deposit  results  in  neither  accrual  nor  addition  to  the  ledger 
account.  Upon  expiration  of  the  lease,  the  balance  in  this  account  becomes  the  property  of 
the  Authority. 

Management  Fee  - The  Company  earns  three  percent  of  Gross  Revenues  to  a maximum  of 
$400,000  per  year  adjusted  annually,  from  the  initiation  of  the  lease,  for  the  change  in  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  consumer  price  index.  The  management  fee  earned  in 
each  year  does  not  exceed  the  maximum  allowable. 

Percentage  Rent  - During  lease  years  one  (1)  through  five  (5)  Gross  Revenue  remaining 
after  all  of  the  above  have  been  paid  is  allocated  ninety-three  percent  (93%)  to  the 
Authority  and  seven  percent  (7%)  to  the  Company.  In  lease  .years  six  (6)  and  seven  (7)  the 
Authority  receives  ninety-four  percent  (94%)  and  ninety-five  percent  (95%)  and  the 
Company  receives  six  percent  (6%)  and  five  percent  (5%),  respectively.  According  to  the 
First  Amendment  of  the  Sublease,  the  allocation  terms  applicable  to  years  one  (1)  through 
five  (5)  apply  for  the  duration  of  the  lease  relative  to  the  52  housing  units  on  Y erba  Buena 
Island.  In  lease  year  eight  and  nine,  the  Property  continued  to  pay  percentage  rent  based 
on  percentage  used  in  lease  year  seven. 

Bad  Debts  - Bad  debts  are  recognized  as  an  expense  in  the  supplemental  schedule  using 
the  direct  write  off  method  while  the  accompanying  financial  statements  reflect  a provision 
for  uncollectible  amounts  based  on  the  likelihood  that  collectibility  is  doubtful.

2.  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  financial  statements  of  The  John  Stewart  Company  relating  to  the  subtenancy  and 
management  of  Treasure  Island  have  been  prepared  on  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting. 
Significant  accounting  policies  are  described  below  to  enhance  the  usefulness  of  the  financial 
statements  to  the  reader. 

Allowance  for  Doubtful  Accounts  - The  allowance  for  doubtful  accounts  reflects 
management’s  best  estimate  of  probable  losses  inherent  in  the  accounts  receivable  balance. 
Management  primarily  determines  the  allowance  based  on  the  aging  of  accounts  receivable 
balances  and  historical  write-off  experience. 

Amortization  - Amortization  of  rehabilitation  costs  is  computed  by  dividing  total 
rehabilitation  costs  by  the  estimated  number  of  months  each  unit  will  produce  rent  and 
multiplying  by  the  number  of  months  each  unit  has  been  available  for  rent  during  the 
period.  Amortization  has  been  adjusted  to  reflect  the  extension  of  the  lease  term  discussed 
in  Note  1 from  seven  (7)  to  eight  (8)  years.  Annual  amortization  was  based  on  completion 
of  the  rehabilitation  of  all  units  subject  to  the  lease,  including  amendments.  In  2003  the 
annual  amortization  estimate  was  reduced  by  $168,000  to  reflect  the  reduced  number  of 
units  anticipated  to  be  rehabilitated  and  the  extended  lease  period. 

Income  Taxes  - An  income  tax  provision  has  not  been  included  in  the  financial  statements 
since  the  Treasure  Island  sublease  activities  are  a segment  of  The  John  Stewart  Company, 
which  is  responsible  for  reporting  income  or  loss  on  its  tax  returns. 

Use  of  Estimates  - The  preparation  of  financial  statements  in  conformity  with  accounting 
principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America  requires  management  to 
make  estimates  and  assumptions  that  affect  certain  reported  amounts  and  disclosures. 
Accordingly,  actual  results  could  differ  from  those  estimates.

Dear  Mr.  Bahador: 

This  letter  should  serve  as  our  request  for  a reevaluation  of  the  possessory  interest 
assessment  for  the  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  sublease  interest.  During  the 
past  year,  there  have  been  three  key  changes  in  the  sublease  agreement  for  real 
property  controlled  by  the  John  Stewart  Company  at  Treasure  Island.  These  include: 

1.  The  original  sublease  between  the  John  Stewart  Company  and  the  Treasure 
Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA)  expired  in  April  2007. 

You  should  have  the  sublease  in  your  files. 

2.  At  expiration,  TIDA  elected  to  extend  the  sublease  on  a month  to  month  tenancy 
going  forward  (under  the  same  conditions  as  the  original  agreement),  expiring 
when  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  siging  a Development  and 
Disposition  Agreement  (DDA)  with  the  prospective  developer. 

For  a variety  of  reasons  (summarized  from  the  Special  Meeting  Minutes  of  March 
22,  2006  of  TIDA),  particularly  given  the  relatively  short  duration  before  the  TIDA 
board  envisioned  a transfer  of  full  property  to  the  final  developer  of  the  property, 
as  well  as  their  belief  that  there  was  not  likely  to  be  a private  bidder  willing  to 
accept  the  shor/t  term  indeterminate  nature  of  the  extension,  they  felt  that  a 
competitive  bid  process  would  not  offer  any  meaningful  improvement  over  a short 
term  extension  of  the  current  sublease.  Moreover,  given  the  relatively  short 
duration  of  the  contract  (Jack  Sylvan,  Mayor’s  office  of  Base  Reuse  estimated  a 
DDA  would  be  signed  by  summer  of  2008,  as  outlined  in  the  minutes  attached  on 
page  5.  Based  on  these  statements,  it  is  anticipated  the  the  “effective”  term  of  the 
' sublease  extension  will  be  limited  to  two  years. 

3.  Removal  of  54  housing  units  from  the  John  Stewart  Company  sublease  in  July 
2007  (returned  to  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  (TIDHI)). 

As  part  of  the  original  sublease  agreement,  TIDA  had  “borrowed”  54  units  of 
housing  from  TIDHI  (in  return  for  TIDHI  receiving  a portion  of  the  net  revenue 
generated  by  these  units  to  TIDA).  On  July  1,  2007,  these  54  units  were 
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removed  from  the  sublease,  leaving  a total  of  578  units^a-decreaseJrom  632 
units) 

parh  nf  these  actions  has  a significant  impact  on  the  valuation  of  the  possessory  interest 
that  for  the  sublease.  The  smaller  universe  of  units,  coupled  with  the  temporary  nature 
of  the  lease  extension,  combine  to  significantly  depreciate  the  value  anticipated  from 
ongoing  possession  of  the  sublease. 

Like  other  transactions  we  have  reviewed  with  you,  the  nature  of  the  sublease  offers 
some  unique  constraints  that  impact  valuation  - 

. The  leasehold  transaction  executed  as  part  of  the  underlying  sublease  has 
several  ingredients  that  vary  from  “traditional  market  transactions, 
o To  begin  with,  this  transaction  is  a constrained  leasehold,  it  does  not  carry 
full  property  rights  of  a fee  simple  transaction,  nor  even  those  of  a 
conventional  ground  lease.  Among  other  things,  the  underlying  lease  Mb 
the  range  of  actions  the  owners  may  take  with  regard  to  the  leasehold  and 
the  property,  particularly  with  regard  to  setting  rents.  Individual  tenant 
lease  rates  are  set  “administratively,”  (all  rents  are  constrained  by  an 
approved  TIDA  rent  schedule). 

o Moreover,  the  revised  sublease  transaction  allows  TIDA  to  revoke  the 

sublease  with  minimal  notice  at  any  point  in  time.  Thus  our  rights  to  receive 

value  are  short  term  (the  sublease  provisions  have  been  extended  on  a 

month-to-month  basis  and  will  be  terminated  at  the  anticipated  DDA  signing 
in.  summer  2008).  As  noted  in  the  TIDA  minutes  attached,  there  is  little  (if 
any)  marketplace  for  a month-to-month,  short  term  arrangement  as  outlined 
in  the  current  agreements.  The  underlying  assumption  of  value  to  be  ' 
obtained  from  the  leasehold  should  thus  reflect  the  short  term  nature  and 
anticipated  termination  of  any  value  over  the  short  termtime, 
o In  addition,  the  goals  and  corporate  philosophy  of  the  developers  do  not 
follow  traditional  corporation  philosophy  - our  corporate  goals  extend 
beyond  “market  rate”  return  analysis;  explicitly  incorporating  social  goals  in 
their  investment  calculus.  This  is  not  to  indicate  that  we  do  not  expect  a 
return  for  their  activities;  rather,  our  underlying  calculus  in  evaluating 
developments  does  not  match  that  of  a market  transaction.  Thus,  our 
underlying  evaluation  calculus  varies  from  traditional  market  evaluations. 


Based  on  the  facts  enumerated  above  and  our  discussions  to  date,  the  most  reasonable 
approach  to  determine  the  “value”  of  the  sublease  (in  its  current  form)  would  be  to 
truncate  the  rights  under  the  sublease  at  the  end  of  2008  (since  the  city  “anticipates  it 
[the  DDA  that  marks  the  termination  of  the  sublease  agreement]  to  be  signed  in  the 
spring  or  summer  of  2008.”  Any  extension  of  value  beyond  this  period  is  contrary  to 
stated  city  goals  for  the  city’s  planned  permanent  use  of  the  property. 

As  before,  the  value  included  in  establishing  the  valuation  of  the  possessory  interest  of 
the  sublease  includes  100%  of  the  net  revenue  from  the  property  (net  of  the  normal 
operating  expenses  outlined  in  the  original  sublease  agreement).  In  essence,  tenants 
are  receiving  housing  services  from  the  units  they  occupy,  as  well  as  absorbing  their 
pro-rata  share  of  services  provided  to  the  units  (they  are  paying  their  share  of  garbage, 


electricity,  water,  upkeep  on  the  units,  etc.).  Unlike  “private”  market  transactions,  the 
allowable  operating  expenses  for  the  Treasure  Island  sublease,  while  based  on  JSCo 
operating  costs,  accounting  for  these  costs  are  reported  to  TIDA,  a city  organization.  All 
expenses  related  to  unit  operations  indirectly  accrue  to  individual  units:  residents 
receive  a housing  unit  plus  their  rent  absorbs  their  prorata  share  of  costs  to  operate  and 
maintain  the  Treasure  Island  Sublease  units  (reported  on  a monthly  basis  to  TIDA  and 
are  subject  to  annual  audit  by  City  staff). 

In  establishing  a valuation  estimate,  the  attached  spreadsheet  capitalizes  NOI  for  the 
first  year,  calculates  NOI  for  the  end  of  period  (assuming  a two  year  life  for  the 
transactions,  per  city  stated  timeline  for  execution  of  the  DDA  that  will  terminate  the 
sublease)  and  capital  this  NOI  to  obtain  a valuation  for  perpetuity  after  the  second  year. 
The  differential  in  value  is  the  value  attributable  to  the  intervening  two  year  lease  period. 

Based  on  operations  for  2007  and  2008  (budgeted),  the  attached  spreadsheet  outlines 
the  revised  valuation  for  the  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  Possessory  Interest 
(based  on  continued  operation  of  the  property  through  the  end  of  2008  with  a residual 
value  based  on  2009  budgeted  estimates  for  the  property. 

The  valuation  assumes  a capitalization  rate  of  7%  (we  have  excluded  possessory 
interest  tax  from  the  Net  Operating  Income  estimates),  and  a discounting  of  the 
reversion  value  for  two  years  (based  on  projected  reversion  at  the  end  of  2008). I

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ENVIRONMENTAL  PROGRAM 
The  Navy  developed  this  newsletter  to  update  the 
community  on  the  environmental  program  at 
former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (NAVSTA  TI). 
NAVSTA  TI  encompasses  both  Treasure  Island  (TI) 
and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (YBI).  The  Navy  established 
the  Installation  Restoration  (IR)  Program  in  1981  to 
investigate  and  cleanup  sites  under  the  Comprehen- 
sive Environmental  Response,  Compensation,  and 
Liability  Act  (CERCLA).  Environmental  investiga- 
tions and  cleanup  under  the  IR  Program  and  other 
programs  began  on  NAVSTA  TI  in  the  mid-1980s  and 
continue  today.  The  Navy  has  identified  33  IR  sites 
on  TI  and  YBI  and  is  following  the  regulatory  pro- 
cess of  investigating  and  cleaning  up  each  open  site.

WHAT  IS  HAPPENING  IN  THE  HOUSING  AREA? 

The  Navy  and  their  contractor,  The  Shaw  Group  (Shaw),  continue 
the  Non-Time  Critical  Removal  Action  in  portions  of  the  TI  Hous- 
ing Area  (Site  12).  The  purpose  of  the  removal  action  is  to  exca- 
vate the  areas  mostly  behind  the  green  fences,  referred  to  as  the 
Solid  Waste 
Disposal  Areas 
(SWDA).  See 
map  at  right 
for  SWDA  lo- 
cations.

lead  in  the  soil  resulting  from  lead-based  paint  and  old  construc- 
tion debris,  along  with  polychlorinated  biphenyls  (PCBs)  from  elec- 
trical and  hydraulic  equipment  fluids,  and  polycyclic  aromatic  hy- 
drocarbons (PAHs)  and  dioxins  from  incineration  of  debris.  Dur- 
ing the  removal  action,  the  Navy  is  also  scanning  the  soil  for  radio- 
logical detections,  as  per  the  recommendations  in  the  basewide 
Historical  Radiological  Assessment,  which  is  a document  that  was 
finalized  in  2005.  (The  Historical  Radiological  Assessment  can  be 
found  in  the  Information  Repositories.  See  page  6 for  locations.) 
Approximately  90  coin  size  items  containing  radium  have  been 
found  while  excavating  soil  within  the  SWDAs.  When  the  radio- 
logical items  are  found,  they  are  analyzed  for  radium  226  to  deter- 
mine the  level  of  contamination  and  shipped  off-site  for  disposal.

To  date,  roughly  28,000  tons  of  soil  have  been  removed  and  shipped 
off  the  island  during  this  removal  action.  There  are  about  3,500 
tons  stockpiled  on  a nearby  site  that  will  be  transported  off  site 
before  the  project  is  complete.  To  remove  the  soils,  the  Navy  may 
have  additional  road  closures  on  Perimeter  Road,  and  will  keep 
residents  updated  on  all  road  closure  schedules. 

Excavation  efforts  at  SWDAs  1207/1209  and  1231/1233  were  com- 
pleted in  November  2007  and  those  areas  have  been  restored  with 
new  groundcover,  sidewalks,  or  streets  as  applicable.  Although  the 
excavation  efforts  have  been  completed  in  these  areas  the  Navy 
will  be  conducting  additional  radiological  surveys  in  areas  imme- 
diately adjacent  to  SWDAs  1207/1209  and  1231/1233.  While  the 
SWDAs  were  well  defined  and  visible  in  historical  photos,  the  Navy 
is  using  these  extra  scans  to  verify  there  are  no  risks  to  residents. 
The  Navy  is  working  with  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority 
(TIDA)  and  the  John  Stewart  Company  to  determine  when  build- 
ings that  are  vacant  will  be  ready  to  reoccupy. 

The  Navy  began  work  in  SWDAs  A and  B in  November  2007,  and 
expects  to  complete  that  work,  and  the  remainder  of  the  project  in 
SWDAs  A and  B by  October  2008.  Additional  radiological  surveys 
will  also  be  conducted  in  areas  immediately  adjacent  to  SWDAs  A 
and  B.  Access  to  the  areas  at  the  northeast  corner  of  TI,  including 
the  boat  ramp  area,  could  be  affected  beyond  the  October  2008 
timeframe,  depending  on  when  all  of  the  contaminated  soil  in  bins 
is  transported  off  the  island.  The  Navy  expects  to  complete  the 
transport  of  all  contaminated  soil  by  November/December  2008. 

Also  of  note  in  the  Housing  Area  (Site  12)  is  the  arsenic  in  ground- 
water  study.  See  the  article  on  page  3 for  details.

PROFILE:  CONTRACTOR  MARCIE  RASH 

Marcie  Rash  sat  down  with  the  Island  Times  recently  to  talk  about 
her  role  as  a consultant  to  the  NAVSTA  TI  Navy  team  and  to  talk 
about  the  plans  for  cleanup  and  what  has  been  done  so  far. 

Island  Times:  Marcie,  what  is  your  role  on  the  NAVSTA  TI 
project? 


Marcie:  My  role  on  the  team  is  the  Installation  Coordinator.  I 
strategize  with  the  Navy  Remedial  Project  Managers  and  other  con- 
sultants to  keep  the  environmental  program  moving  forward.  A 
key  part  of  this  role  is  to  maintain  and  regularly  update  a docu- 
ment called  the  Site  Management  Plan  (SMP)  that  contains  the 
schedule  and  path  forward  for  all  of  the  environmental  sites  and 
programs  at  NAVSTA  TI. 

Island  Times:  How  long  have  you  been  working  on  the  NAVSTA 
TI  project? 

Marcie:  I’ve  been  with  Tetra  Tech  EM  Inc.  since  1995.  I’ve  been 
working  on  the  NAVSTA  TI  project  since  early  2001. 

Island  Times:  Tell  us  more  about  the  SMP*.  How  is  that  docu- 
ment used,  and  is  it  something  that  the  general  public  would  ben- 
efit from  reading? 

Marcie:  The  SMP  could  be  called  the  encyclopedia  of  all  of  the 
environmental  sites  and  programs  at  NAVSTA  TI.  It  is  also  a key 
tool  in  helping  the  Navy  and  the  regulatory  agencies  prioritize  and 
plan  their  funding  and  is  updated  annually.  It  provides  general 
information  about  the  various  environmental  programs  and  spe- 
cific information  about  all  of  the  sites  such  as  history,  contami- 
nants of  concern,  and  current  status.  In  addition,  the  document 
contains  an  overall  schedule  that  is  the  basic  plan  to  complete  all 
environmental  work  and  closeout  the  various  sites  to  reach  the 
Navy’s  ultimate  goal  of  property  transfer.  It  probably  has  more 
detail  than  the  average  person  may  want,  but  it  is  a great  resource.

' Island  Times:  So  how  far  has  cleanup  progressed  at  NAVSTA  TI, 

1 and  what  is  left  to  do? 

: Marcie:  Well,  that  is  a big  question.  Generally,  most  of  the  sites  at 

TI  are  defined  under  the  regulatory  process  referred  to  as  CERCLA 
; (the  Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation,  and 
tj  Liability  Act).  Of  the  CERCLA  sites  on  NAVSTA  TI,  eight  have  been 
closed,  and  two  have  had  what  are  called  interim  removal  actions. 
The  majority  of  the  open  CERCLA  sites  are  through  the  investiga- 
tion stages  and  are  now  in  the  reporting  stage.  The  other  major 
program  is  the  petroleum  program.  Eight  of  the  nine  petroleum 
sites  have  received  regulatory  closure  approval.  Other  smaller 
programs  such  as  the  radiological  program  and  PCB  program  (see 
PCB  article  on  page  5),  the  Navy  is  close  to  wrapping  up  either  the 
investigation  surveys  or  remediation  this  year.  Overall,  the  Navy 
with  the  help  of  the  BCT  (Base  Realignment  and  Closure  [BRAC] 

! Cleanup  Team)  has  made  a lot  of  progress. 

Island  Times:  So  how  much  is  left  to  do  to  complete  cleanup? 
Marcie:  The  ultimate  goal  is  site  closeout  for  each  site  and  clo- 
. sure  of  all  of  the  programs.  With  the  exception  of  some  property 
, that  is  being  used  by  California  Department  of  Transportation 
(Caltrans)  for  the  new  bridge,  the  schedule  wraps  up  around  2013.

NEW  TECHNOLOGY:  ARSENIC  IN 
GROUNDWATER  STUDY 

The  Navy  and  their  contractors  recently  completed  a bench-scale 
study  to  treat  arsenic  in  groundwater  at  a specific  area  in  Site  12, 
the  Housing  Area,  near  the  corner  of  Westside  Drive  and  Gateview 
Avenue  (see  map  on  page  4).  A bench-scale  study  refers  to  a tech- 
nology that  is  tried  first  in  the  laboratory,  on  a laboratory  bench, 
before  it  is  used  in  the  field.  If  the  bench-scale  study  is  successful, 
a pilot  study  is  done.  A pilot  study  is  the  small  field  study  that 
follows  a successful  bench-scale  study.  If  successful,  a pilot  study  is 
done. 

The  goal  of  the  project  is  to  reduce  the  concentrations  of  dissolved 
arsenic  in  groundwater  to  prevent  movement  of  contaminated 
water  into  San  Francisco  Bay.  ( Note  that  groundwater  at  NAVSTA 
TI  is  never  used  for  drinking  water.  Drinking  water  comes  from 
the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  is  transported  via  a pipeline  on  the 
Bay  Bridge.)  The  arsenic  is  naturally  occurring  in  the  soil,  and  is 
very  common  in  the  Bay  Area.  However,  there  is  residual  petro- 
leum hydrocarbon  contamination  in  the  soil  and  groundwater  in 
this  area.  There  are  microorganisms  that  feed  on  the  petroleum 
contamination  in  the  soil.  As  they  feed  on  the  petroleum  hydro- 
carbons, they  go  through  different  metabolic  processes,  turning

the  contamination  into  carbon  dioxide.  As  the  microorganisms 
consume  the  petroleum  hydrocarbons,  they  also  consume  all  of 
the  oxygen  in  the  groundwater.  A side  effect  is  that  naturally  oc- 
curring arsenic  in  soil  may  be  mobilized  into  the  groundwater. 
The  treatment  being  tested  should  prevent  the  arsenic  from  dis- 
solving into  the  water  and  becoming  mobile  while  also  addressing 
the  remainder  of  the  petroleum  contamination. 

For  the  bench-scale  study,  in  the  laboratory,  technicians  used  soil 
from  the  actual  site  to  test  a treatment  technology  referred  to  as 
“air  sparging,”  which  is  the  injection  of  air  directly  into  the  ground- 
water.  There  were  three  alternatives  in  the  study:  a control  group, 
and  two  different  treatment  technologies  using  oxygen  and  differ- 
ent nutrients.  Overall,  the  technicians  found  that  a thorough  dis- 
tribution of  oxygen  through  the  soil  was  the  key  to  reducing  the 
mobility  of  the  arsenic  while  treating  the  petroleum.  The  petro- 
leum itself  is  being  treated  by  microorganisms  that  digest  the  pe- 
troleum, reducing  it  to  a non-contaminated  state;  this  is  called 
aerobic  respiration.  By  day  20  of  the  test,  the  arsenic  had  reduced 
by  40  percent. 


Westside  Drive  Arsenic  in  Groundwater  Pilot  Study  Area 


A report  on  the  bench-scale  study  can  be  found  in  a document 
detailing  the  plans  for  the  next  phase  of  the  study.  That  document 
is  the  Site  12  Work  Plan  for  Arsenic  in  Groundwater  Pilot  Study, 
and  is  available  in  the  Information  Repositories.  The  report  con- 
cludes that  the  air  sparging  treatment  used  in  the  bench-scale  study 
should  be  used  in  the  field  during  the  pilot  study  and  is  expected  to 
have  good  results.  The  pilot  study  that  will  be  conducted  in  the 
Housing  Area  (Site  12)  is  expected  to  start  in  August/September 
2008. 

COMMUNITY  RELATIONS  PLAN 

As  we  mentioned  in  Volume  13  of  the  Island  Times,  the  Navy  has 
updated  the  Community  Relations  Plan  (CRP).  Thank  you  to  those 
who  participated.  The  Navy  held  23  interviews  with  people  repre- 
senting various  interests  in  the  community.  The  CRP  document 
has  been  finalized  and  can  be  found  in  the  Information  Reposito- 
ries. (See  page  6 for  locations.) 

The  CRP  is  a document  that  can  be  pulled  off  the  shelf  at  any  time 
and  referenced  to  find  out  about  the  community,  their  general 
concerns  and  interests,  the  best  ways  to  keep  people  informed,  and 
to  make  sure  all  regulatory  requirements  related  to  community 
relations  are  being  met.

TI/YBI  HISTORICAL  ANSWER

In  general,  there  is  a moderate  level  of  concern  about  or  interest  in 
the  Navy’s  environmental  program  at  NAVSTA  TI.  The  top  three 
areas  of  interest  voiced  in  the  CRP  interviews  are: 

• Keeping  residents/tenants  informed 

• Timeline/delays  and  the  overall  plan  for  cleanup  and  transfer 

• Health  effects  to  current  residents  from  existing  conditions 
or  cleanup  work

THE  NAVY’S  PCB  PROGRAM 

The  Navy  has  several  programs  that  deal  with  specific  contami- 
nants of  concern  at  NAVSTA  TI,  including  one  for  polychlorinated 
biphenyls  or  PCBs.  PCBs  were  commonly  used  in  high-voltage 
electric  transformers  and  other  types  of  electrical  equipment  as  a 
coolant,  but  are  no  longer  used,  and  have  not  been  manufactured 
in  the  United  States  since  1977.  (PCBs  are  also  dealt  with  in  the  IR 
Program  if  the  PCBs  are  a part  of  other  contamination,  such  as  at 
Site  12.)  Recently  the  Navy  issued  the  Final  PCB  Summary  Report 
(Phase  I and  II),  detailing  the  investigations  of  areas  surrounding 
transformers  and  electrical  equipment  that  might  have  contained 
oil  with  PCBs  and  making  recommendations  for  remedies  for  sev- 
eral transformer  areas.  This  article  presents  a few  highlights  from 
the  PCB  program  and  the  work  that  was  recendy  completed. 

Beginning  in  the  1980s,  the  Navy  removed  21  electrical  transform- 
ers that  contained  PCBs.  In  1996,  another  eight  PCB-containing 
transformers  were  removed,  and  today  there  are  no  transformers 
on  NAVSTA  TI  with  PCBs.  In  2003,  the  Navy  reviewed  several  docu- 
ments to  identify  areas  where  transformers  (that  may  have  con- 
tained oil  with  PCBs)  were  or  are  located  on  both  TI  and  YBI. 
Based  on  that  review,  the  Navy  did  two  phases  of  investigation  of 
soil  and  concrete  at  each  location  identified  as  either  an  area  where 
a transformer  was  currently  located,  or  had  historically  been  lo- 
cated. The  goal  was  to  determine  if  there  are  any  PCBs  remaining, 
and  if  so,  determine  what  remedy  might  be  necessary.  The  first 
phase  of  the  investigation  focused  on  areas  that  were  part  of  the 
2006  transfer  documents,  and  the  second  phase  focused  on  the 
remaining  areas  of  NAVSTA  TI. 

The  January  2008  Final  PCB  Summary  Report  documented  the 
results  from  the  two  phases  of  investigation  and  concluded  that 


eight  locations  needed  further  sampling  or  a remedy.  A copy  of  the 
final  report  can  be  found  in  the  Information  Repositories.  (See 
page  6 for  locations).  Additional  soil  and/or  concrete  samples 
were  collected  at  the  locations  listed  on  the  figure  below.  Results  of 
investigations  indicated  that  electrical  vault  rooms  within  Build- 
ings 1,3,  and  1 80  on  TI  and  Building  240  on  YBI  required  remediation. 
Two  layers  of  an  epoxy  encapsulant  were  painted  on  the  floors  to 
seal  any  PCBs  remaining  in  the  concrete.  (See  photos  below) 

Later,  additional  activities  were  performed  that  included  soil  in- 
vestigations at  one  transformer  location  and  soil  removals  at  three 
of  the  locations  on  TI.  Results  of  the  soil  investigation  indicated  no 
further  investigation  was  required,  and  soil  was  removed  in  three 
transformer  areas  until  the  area  met  the  cleanup  goal  or  until  the 
digging  reached  concrete  fixtures  (such  as  utility  vaults)  below 
ground.  A PCB  Field  Activity  Report  will  document  this  work. 
With  the  issuance  of  the  Final  PCB  Summary  Report  (Phase  I and 
II),  and  subsequent  investigation  and  remediation,  the  basewide 
PCB  program  at  NAVSTA  TI  is  completed.

Dear  Treasure  Island  Resident: 


It  has  been  seven  years  since  the  terrorist  attack  in’New  York  City  on  September  11,  2001.  Law 
enforcement  agencies  have  had  to  assess  their  ability  to  cope  with  major  disasters  and  the  potential  for 
widespread  destruction.  As  we  learned  from  Hurricane  Katrina,  assistance  from  federal  agencies  will  be 
delayed;  local  governments  and  law  enforcement  agencies  must  be  capable  of  standing  on  their  own  for 
48  to  72  hours  before  additional  resources  begin  to  flow  into  the  area. 

In  order  to  remain  vigilant  in  the  face  of  terrorist  threats,  protect  the  people  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  further  prepare  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Sheriff  s Department,  San 
Francisco  Police  Department,  and  other  law  enforcement  agencies  a training  event  is  scheduled  to  take 
place  in  Alameda  County  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  from  Friday,  September  12,  2008, 
through  Monday,  September  15,  2008.  The  event  is  called  Urban  Shield  which  is  a unique  training  event 
intended  to  utilize  the  National  Incident  Management  System  to  coordinate  and  manage  a large  scale 
exercise  involving  law  enforcement  Special  Response  Teams. 

During  the  exercise,  Treasure  Island  will  have  continuous  activities  involving  simulated  real-life 
scenarios.  This  activity  will  include  exercises  that  simulate  night-time  shooting  and  sound-light 
diversionary  devices  being  set  off  during  late  night  and  early  morning  hours.  All  exercise  activity  will  be 
limited  to  two  commercial  facilities  outside  of  the  residential  area.  The  event  will  conclude  operations  on 
Monday  morning,  September  15,  2008,  at  8:00  a.m. 

I ask  for  your  understanding  and  patience  during  this  training  exercise.  It  will  allow  the  San 
Francisco  Sheriff  s Department  to  ensure  that  our  personnel  are  operationally  competent,  trained  to  our 
response  plans,  identify  areas  that  need  improvement,  and  further  enhance  our  ability  to  protect  our 
community.

Mr.  Jack  Sylvan,  Treasure  Island  Redevelopment  Project  Manager,  introduced  Kofi  Bonner, 
President,  Lenar  Urban,  managing  member  of  TICD.

There  was  a meeting  in  Washington  with 
Mayor  Newsom,  Speaker  of  the  House  Nancy  Pelosi,  Congressman  Ike  Skelton  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  discuss  the  negotiation.  No  deal  was  reached,  which  means  legislation 
may  be  the  next  route.  It  is  unclear  whether  this  legislation  will  take  place  this  year  or  be  moved 
until  February  2009.  This  should  be  known  by  the  October  Board  Meeting  date.

The  Survey  Area  allows  TIDA  to  study  the  feasibility  of  utilizing  redevelopment  powers  in  a 
given  area.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  to  take  the  formal  action  of  amending  the  Survey  Area. 
The  Survey  Area  has  been  increased  to  be  the  boundary  of  the  property  turned  over  by  the  Navy 
and  everything  within  - including  the  Federal  properties.  This  eases  the  process  to  make  sure 
everything  is  captured  from  previous  agreements.  The  Preliminary  Plan  is  the  first  statement  of 
the  purpose  and  scope  of  the  redevelopment  plan  and  is  general.  What  is  included  in  land  use. 
program  is  what  the  redevelopment  plan  will  encompass.  The  Planning  Commission  will  hear  the 
proposed  amendment  to  the  Preliminary  Plan.  From  this  a Preliminary  Report  and  a 
Redevelopment  Plan  can  be  drafted.
